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| A New Paradigm: 
Healing and the Creative Process 


Since the publication of Hands of Light, my first book, I 
have continued to study the relationship of our life 
energies to health, illness, and healing. I have become 
very interested in the deeper questions of why we get 
sick. Is “getting sick” part of the human condition, 
with some deeper meaning or lesson behind it? How 
does living a “normal” life in our culture lead to illness? 
I wondered what life rhythms were most healthy for us 
to follow. How do our day-to-day choices and actions 
affect our health? How does the shifting of our con- 
sciousness moment to moment affect our health? I 
wondered if and how our illness could be related to our 
creativity and our evolutionary process. 

I stopped my healing practice to get more time to 
create the Barbara Brennan School of Healing, and I 
continued to observe energy phenomena in class and 
group situations as well as within individual students. 
As I continued to teach and lecture, a very interesting 
pattern started to be revealed. At the beginning of the 
year, my guidance told me I would be lecturing on the 
creative process. When I finally was able to have several 
of these lectures transcribed, edited, and put together, I 
discovered a whole new connection between the evolu- 
tionary plan of the earth, our life task, our creativity, 
our health, and living in what Heyoan, my guide, calls 
the unfolding moment. 

In order to understand the new material, it is neces- 
sary to enter into a new paradigm. Webster defines the 


word paradigm as “a pattern, example, or model.” It is 
the way we perceive the world. A paradigm is a shared 
set of assumptions that explain the world to us and help 
us predict its behavior. We take these assumptions for 
granted. We define them as basic reality and don’t think 
about them further. Does a fish notice the water? 

“Most of our notions about the world come from a 
set of assumptions which we take for granted, and 
which, for the most part, we don’t examine or ques- 
tion,” observes Werner Erhard, creator of est and the 
Forum Workshops. “We bring these assumptions to 
the table with us as a given. They are so much a part of 
who we are that it is difficult for us to separate our- 
selves from them enough to be able to talk about them. 
We do not think these assumptions—we think from 
them.” 

Medical paradigms determine how we think about 
our bodies. Over the years, western medicine has iden- 
tified evil spirits, humors, germs, and viruses as causes 
of disease and has designed treatments accordingly. As 
technologies in medicine advance and as we learn more 
about our mind-body connections, our medical para- 
digms are shifting. New paradigms give rise to new 
possibilities. 

In the past, the auric field has been known to be 
associated with health and healing, but in a rather 
“esoteric” way. Knowledge of the field has been a mix- 


` ture of real observations, assumptions, and fantasies. 
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Now, as we learn more about bioenergy in our labora- 
tories and clinics, the idea of a human energy field that 
is directly connected to our health is becoming more 
acceptable within the western medical paradigm. 

In this book, I present a new view of health, healing, 
and illness. Part I includes a scientific background, 
based on both energy field and holographic theories of 
why and how laying on of hands works. 

In Part II, I describe what a healer can and cannot do 
for a person, the basic format of a healing session, and 
how a healer-physician team can work. Part П presents 
the concept of the internal balancing system, an 
automatic—usually unconscious—system that keeps 
us in top shape if we listen tọ and follow it. Part II also 
shows how we can create dis-ease in our lives and 
bodies if we don’t follow our balancing system. 

Through a series of interviews with patients in Part 
III, I present the stages of personal experience that take 
place during the healing process from the patient's 
point of view. I discuss what a patient can do to get the 
most out of that process, including how to work with a 
healer and a physician to create a healing plan. Case 
studies help bring the process of healing into everyday 
terms. 


Part IV gives detailed healing plans and very useful 
healing meditations and visualizations that will help 
your personal healing process. 

Part V describes how relationships affect your health 
in both positive and negative ways. Practical ways of 
creating healthy relationships are described, as well as 
the auric field interactions that occur in relationships. 
Ways to re-establish healthy auric field energy ex- 
changes and connections are given. 

Part VI describes the higher spiritual realities and 
deeper dimensions of creative energies and relates 
health, dis-ease, and healing to the creative process. 

Appendix A presents a transcript of a healing ses- 
sion; Appendix B, a list of types of health-care profes- 
sionals, what they do, and the national organizations 
through which you can find them; and Appendix C, a 
description of the Barbara Brennan School of Healing, 
which trains men and women healers for professional 
work and sends out lists of healers who have graduated. 
Plus the Bibliography provides resources for further 
study and reading.

The Gift of Healing 


The gift of healing rests within everyonc. It is not a gift 
given only to a few. It is your birthright as much as it is 
mine. Everyone can receive healing, and everyone can 
learn to heal. Everyone can give healing to themselves 
and to others. 

You already give yourself healing, even though you 
may not call it that. What is the first thing you do when 
you hurt yourself? You usually touch the hurt part of 
your body. You may even grab it to help stop the pain. 
This physical instinct also sends healing energy to the 
hurt part. If you relax and keep your hands on the 
injury longer than you normally would, you will find 
an even deeper healing taking place. Every mother 
touches, holds, kisses, or caresses her children when 
they are in pain. She does the same for her other loved 
ones. If you take these simple reactions and begin to 
study them, you will find that when you touch some- 
one whom you love very much, there will be a stronger 
effect than if you are touching someone you don't 
know. Most likely you have given your touch a special 
essence—the essence of the love you have for that 
person. You see you knew healing all the time but were 
unaware of it. 

When you are joyful, happy, energized, or in any 
other kind of good mood, your touch will be more 
pleasant to others than when you are in a bad mood. 


The energy within a bad mood touch is not the same as 
that within a joyous one. How you are in any given 
moment is expressed through your energy. When you 
learn to regulate your moods and therefore the nature 
of your energy and your energy flow, you will soon be 
using your energy for healing. That is what healers do. 
They simply learn to perceive and regulate their energy 
in order to utilize it for healing. | 

These personal everyday experiences, which I’m sure 
have taken place since we were cave dwellers, have 
grown into the basis of laying on of hands healing. It 
has been around as long as there have been human 
beings. The ancients were aware of healing power com- 
ing from hands. Each culture explored and utilized this 
power from within the framework of its knowledge 
and traditions. In his book Future Science, John White 
lists ninety-seven different cultures over the face of the 
globe, each of which has its own name to refer to the 
healing or life energy fields. Life energy fields have 
been known in China and India for over five thousand 
years. 

I call the life energy that surrounds and interpene- 
trates everything the universal energy field, or UEF. I 
call the life energy associated with human beings the 
human energy field, or HEF. It is more commonly 
known as the human aura. 
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Perceiving and Regulating the HEF 


Many people can perceive the human energy field, and 
everyone can learn how to perceive it. In fact, we already 
do so—maybe not consciously, maybe disregarding it, 
or maybe calling it something else. For example, you 
know when someone is staring at you when you are not 
looking because you feel it; or you immediately like a 
stranger to whom you are introduced, and know that 
you will get along fine; or you have a vague sense that 
something good is going to happen, and it does. You 
are sensing the human energy field with the use of what 
I cali Higher Sense Perception (HSP). HSP simply 
refers to our senses expanded beyond the normal 
ranges we are used to, sometimes referred to as the 
sixth sense. Other terms used for this ability are: clair- 
voyance, or being able to see meaningful things others 
cannot; clairaudience, or being able to hear things 
others cannot; and clairsentience, or being able to feel 
things others cannot. 

Ihave been developing, studying, and utilizing HSP 
for many years. I have found more specific ways to 
differentiate between the types of HSP. It includes all 
our normal five senses—sight, hearing, touch, taste, 
and smell—as well as additional senses. One of these 
senses, our intuition, is a vague sense of knowing, such 
as knowing that something good is going to happen 
but you don't know what it is. Another example of 
intuition is when you know someone is going to call— 
you may even know who it is—but you don't know 
exactly what it is about. 

Another of these senses is what I call direct knowing. 
This sense gives us complete and specific direct infor- 
mation. For example, we know a certain person is 
going to call, when they are going to call, and what 
they are going to say. Or, if asked a question about 
something that we think we know nothing about, we 
know both the overall concept and the specifics of the 
answer. Usually with direct knowing, we don't know 
how we know the information. We simply know it. 

Another higher sense is our ability to sense our own 
and each other's emotions. We know what each other 
is feeling, even though we may not communicate it in 
words. We simply pick up the energy of the other 
person's feelings. | 

I distinguish between the sense of feelings and the 
sense of love. So another high sense is our ability to 
sense love. Sensing love includes a much deeper con- 
nectedness to others than does the sensing of the other 
emotions. It is in a category of its own. 


In addition to our five senses of sight, sound, taste, 
smell, and touch, we have intuition, direct knowing, 
the sense of emotions, and the sense of love. When all 
of these senses function, we are able to become fully 
aware of being here now. 

Our senses serve our awareness, and our awareness 
brings us into the present. Being in the present is an 
experience that many people achieve through medita- 
tion. This state of being is a doorway out of the bounds 
of time and space that limit us. Meditation quiets and 
clears the mind for high sensitivity. 

HSP rests within the range of very subtle informa- 
tion that our brains normally filter out as unimportant. 
Consider the analogy of listening to music. When the 
music is loud, it is more difficult to hear the softer notes 
within it. Ifyou turn down the volume, the softer notes 
and subtler nuances become meaningful. You can hear 
rhythms within the rhythms. The same is true of HSP 
and the human energy field. You can learn to turn 
down the internal noise in your head and pay attention 
to the softer rhythms and subtler nuances of life. When 
you practice this for some time, you find that these 
subtler rhythms are the foundations of your moment-to- 
moment experience of life itself. They are connected to 
the powerful life energy with which we all function. 

Put your hand on your child’s knee next time he or she 
bumps it. Let yourself feel your love for your child. Your 
hand will get hot. Why? Because the healing energy of 
your energy field is flowing from your hand and helping 
the knee heal. You will feel the healing energy as heat, 
pulses, or an electriclike tingling. This type of percep- 
tion is called the kinesthetic sense. You are perceiving 
the human energy field kinesthetically, through touch. 

Since you can perceive the human energy field, you 
can learn to interact with it and regulate it with your 
intent. Try changing the energy flow through your 
body by following these instructions. You can do it 
next time you feel tired or strained. 

Lie down, and imagine the nice pleasant sun inside 
the solar plexus (stomach area) of your body. Pretty 
soon, you will feel much better, and your stomach will 
feel warm. Probably even your breathing will slow 
down as you begin to relax more. If you want to ex- 
pand this relaxation to include your spirit, remember a 
wonderful religious or spiritual experience you have 
had, perhaps as a child. Remember that special, won- 
derful time when you knew that God (whatever that 
means personally to you) existed and that being alive 
was a most natural and holy experience—so natural 
that it wasn’t a concern. You didn’t give God a second 
thought. Let yourself float into that experience and be 


held peacefully in the arms of the creator. By doing 
this, you have changed your energy flow. You have put 
yourself into a powerful healing state. Feel your energy 
now. Do you like it? 

The relaxed healing state you feel corresponds to 
your energy field as it becomes more coherent, as well 
as to a slowing down of your brain waves. They can be 
measured with an electroencephalograph, or EEG. It 
will probably show that your brain is in alpha rhythm, 
about 8 Hz or cycles per second, which is known to be 
a healing state. A magnetic field detector would show 
that your energy field is pulsating at 7.8 to 8 Hz. This is 
a very natural energy state for everyone. 

Most likely, as a child, in a very natural unplanned 
way, you let yourself go fully into whatever. was at 
hand. That is what you still do, in those wonderful 
moments of creative abandon when you have given 
over to the life energy that flows out of you from an 
internal source. Then the colors are brighter, the tastes 
sweeter, the air more fragrant, and sounds around you 
create a symphony. You are not the exception; every- 
one has these experiences. 

Perhaps your best ideas come when you are not even 
thinking about a solution to a problem. You're trek- 
king in the woods or watching a beautiful sunset, and 
suddenly it's there. It has emerged from deep within 
you. Or you look into the eyes of a tiny baby and see 
wonder, and you are filled with the wonder of the 
mystery of life. Again, the feelings have emerged from 
deep within you. They have come from a deep inner 
fountain that I call the central core of your being. It is 
from this deep inner source that your light emerges. It 
is your divine inner spark. 


Tapping the 
Creative Healing Energies 


All people can learn to tap into this deeper source 
within them. It takes practice to release the creative 
energies at will. The process is more one of getting 
inner obstacles out of the way than one of pulling up 
the creative energies. Once the blocks are gone, cre- 
ativity flows up from deep inside like an artesian well. 
Any artist or writer knows the struggle to get over the 
creative or writer's block. Once the block is cleared, the 
painting or writing flows like a stream. It happens to 
scientists trying to solve problems. All the data are put 
into the rational mind. The rational mind struggles to 
find the answer but cannot. After a good sleep, some 
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dreams, and some right-brain activity, the answer is 
simply therc. The creative force has been released by an 
internal process of letting go, getting out of the way, 
and allowing energy to flow. 

The creative force is also released in times of crisis. It 
is then that we walk into the heroic. Everyone has 
heard of great feats being accomplished under crisis 
conditions, like a man lifting a car off a loved one after 
an accident. Or the mother who gets a strong urge to 
return home and arrives in time to savc her children 
from danger. 

The release of this creative force brings us to mastery 
in whatever is at hand. The process of healing is a 
process of releasing our creative force for the mastery 
of health and well-being. In fact, from my point of view 
and as we shall see in this book, much of illness is a 
result of blocking the natural flow of an individual's 
creative energies. 


Why We Block Our Creative Energy 


As we go through the painful experiences of our lives, 
we automatically try not to fecl the pain. We have done 
this since childhood. We cut off our physical pain by 
withdrawing our consciousness from the part of our 
body that is in pain. We cut off our mental and emo- 
tional anguish by tensing our muscles and repressing it 
into our unconscious. To keep it depressed in the un- 
conscious (or sometimes just below the level of our 
conscious awareness), we create all kinds of distrac- 
tions in our lives that take our attention away from it. 
We may keep ourselves very busy and become work- 
aholics. Or we take the opposite route to couch-potato 
heaven. Lots of us become addicted to drugs, ciga- 
rettes, chocolate, or alcohol. Many of us become ad- 
dicted to being perfect, to being the best or the worst. 
We project our problems onto someone else and worry 
about them rather than trying to solve our own prob- 
lems. We either misdirect or depress great amounts of 
energy in order to keep ourselves from feeling pain, 
including what we feel in the moment and being who 
we are in the moment. We think it works. We think 
that we can get away with not feeling or being who we 
are, but it doesn’t work. The price is great, but we even 
deny that there is a price. The price is our life. 

We think the only possible way to stop all this pain is 
to stop the energy flow that contains the pain. There 
are specific energy flows that contain physical pain, 
emotional pain, and mental pain. Unfortunately, this 
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energy flow also contains everything clse. Pain is only 
part of it. When we stop the negative experience of 
pain, anger, or fear of any negative situation, we also 
stop the positive experience, including the physical, 
emotional, and mental aspects of that experience. 

We may not even be aware of this process, because 
by the time we have reached the age of reason, we do it 
habitually. We wall off our wounds. By walling off our 
wounds, we also wall off our connection to our deeper 
center or core. Since the creative process comes from 
the creative core within us, we have also walled off our 
creative process. We have literally walled off the deeper 
part of ourselves from our conscious awareness and our 
exterior life. 


Frozen Psychic Time Conglomerates 


The pain we have repressed started very early in our 
childhood, many times even before birth, in the womb. 
Each time since early childhood when we stopped the 
flow of energy in a painful event, we froze that event in 
both energy and time. That is what we calla blockin our 
auric field. Since the auric field is composed of energy- 
consciousness, a block is frozen energy-consciousness. 
The part of our psyche associated with that event also 
froze in the moment we stopped the pain. That part of 
our psyche remains frozen until we thaw it out. It does 
not mature as we do. If the event happened when we 
were one year old, that part of our psyche is still age one. 
It will continue to be one year old and act as a one-year- 
old person when evoked. It will not mature until it is 
healed by getting enough energy into the block to thaw 
it and initiate the maturation process. 

We are full of such energy-consciousness time 
blocks. How long, in any given day, does one human 
being act out of the adult self? Not long. We arc con- 
tinually interacting with each other from different fro- 
zen psychic time blocks. In any intense interaction, in 
one minute each person could be experiencing reality 
with the inner adult, and in the next, either or both 
people could have switched to an aspect of the 
wounded child of a particular age. This constant 
switching from one aspect of internal consciousness to 
another is what makes communication so difficult. 

A powerfül aspect of such frozen psychic time blocks 
is that they coagulate together according to like energy, 
forming a frozen psychic time conglomerate. For ex- 
ample, the energy may be of the nature of abandon- 
ment. Consider a man in middle age named Joe. (He's 
really a fictional character, but his story illustrates those 
of many people I've worked with. To illustrate what 


happens at birth and can continue to build throughout 
life, I’m going to use Joe throughout this chapter. He 
could be any of us.) 

When Joe was born, he was disconnected from his 
mother because she had a rough time in labor and was 
given anesthesia. He was separated again when he was 
a one-year-old and his mother went to the hospital to 
have another baby. From these two life experiences, the 
child, who loves his mother very much, expects 
abandonment from the one he loves most. Whenever 
any degree of abandonment happens later in life, it is 
experienced with the same force of devastation as the 
first time. 

From such deep trauma, we form an image conclu- 
sion. An image conclusion is based on experience—in 
this case, the experience of abandonment. It is based on 
child's logic that states, “If I love, I will be abandoned." 
This image conclusion then colors all similar situations. 
Obviously, one-year-old Joe is not conscious of having 
such an opinion. Instead, it is unconsciously held in his 
belief system and is carried throughout life. In terms of 
the psyche, the two early events also directly connect to 
an event when Joe was ten and his mother left on 
vacation. When any similar event occurs in his life, his 
reaction will be from the standpoint of the image con- 
clusion rather than the immediate situation. This 
causes all kinds of emotional reactions that are overex- 
aggerated given the present situation. 

As we will see in later chapters, our image conclu- 
sions initiate our personal behavior, which actually 
tends to re-create traumas similar to the original one. 
Thus, Joe would have a lot to do with creating a situa- 
tion where, for example, he is abandoned by a wife or 
girlfriend. His actions, based on his unconscious nega- 
tive expectations, have helped set up the situation. 
Since he unconsciously expects to be abandoned, he 
will treat his wife or girlfriend like someone who would 
abandon him. He may place excessive demands on her 
to prove her love, or even accuse her of planning to 
abandon him. This unconscious behavior will provoke 
her and actually help push her out the door. The real, 
deeper issue is that in treating himself as if he deserved 
to be abandoned, he has actually abandoned himself. 

As we shall see, we should never underestimate the 
power of our image conclusions. Finding our images 
holds the key to the transformation process into health 
and happiness. We are full of such images, around 
which our frozen psychic time conglomerates assem- 
ble. We all have a lot of clearing to do. 

Frozen psychic time blocks coagulate around like 
energy that composes an image, which confuses some- 


one who thinks these experiences should be as separate 
emotionally as they are in time. It doesn't work that 
way. Each smaller segment of the frozen psychic time 
conglomerate is composed of the energy-consciousness 
that was frozen during a particular past experience. But 
like experiences are directly connected no matter how 
much time may have elapsed between them. 

Through healing work, one of the small frozen psy- 
chic time blocks is released. The increased energy re- 
leased into the auric field then, in turn, automatically 
starts releasing the other, small segments of the time 
conglomerate because they are of like energy. Going 
back to Joe's story, as each time block is released, he 
experiences it as if it were happening to him right now. 
Thus, he may be experiencing pain from when he was 
thirty years old, and as soon as that pain is released, he 
suddenly finds himself to be ten years old. Soon the 
ten-year-old becomes a one-year-old. 

Once these pieces of the human psyche that have not 
matured with the rest of the personality are released, 


they begin a rapid maturation process. This process can , 


take from a few minutes up to a couple of years, de- 
pending on how deep, strong, and pervasive the frozen 
energy-consciousness was. 

As these energies integrate evenly throughout the 
HEF and are released back into the creative process of 
an individual’s life, whole life changes occur. Joe’s life 
begins to restructure itself from the new consciousness 
that is now active in the creative process. He will no 
longer abandon himself in an unconscious effort to get 
taken care of. Instead, he will abide with himself, be- 
cause he now believes that he is worthy of and can 
create companionship. Once he has developed this new 
relationship with himself, he will attract a girlfriend 
who does not carry the energy of abandonment. Thus 
the new relationship will be a stable one in this area. Of 
course it may take several practice runs before the 
“right woman” comes along 


Pain from Past Lives 


A great deal of “past life” research has been done, both 


through literature search and through hypnotic regres- _ 


sion. This research traces the origin of most chronic 
psychological pain back through previous life experi- 
ences. One extensive account is in Roger Woolger's 
Other Lives, Other Selves. In his past life regression 
therapy, Dr. Woolger finds that once a client has re- 
lived and cleared the pain from a past life experience, 
they are able to clear similar present life circumstances 
that other types of therapy could not touch. 
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Past lives are also held within our frozen psychic 
time conglomerates. They also attract and connect with 
each other by similar energy. They are not separated by 
time, so they are directly connected to events in this 
lifetime as well as other lifetimes. It takes a bit more 
energy to break into a frozen event from a past life 
because it has been there longer and is covered with 
more debris, but it can be done in healing sessions. It 
happens automatically when the person is ready. 

According to my observations of the human energy 
field during healing sessions, past life traumas always 
underlie the chronic present-day problems that are diffi- 
cult to resolve. When traumas from this life are cleared 
to a certain extent through laying on of hands healing, 
the past life trauma that is buried under them arises to 
the surface to be cleared. This type of healing work is 
very effective in transforming a client’s life as well as his 
or her physical condition. Great changes always occur as 
a result of releasing past life trauma through hands-on 
healing. In this work, it is always important for the 
client to clearly relate past life work to present life situa- 
tions, so that the entire conglomerate is released and is 
not used to avoid the issues of this life. 


The Origin of Pain—Your Original Wound 


The origin of pain, from my perspective, is even deeper 
than energy blocked from personal pain or the phe- 
nomena called past lives. It comes from the belief that. 
each of us is separate; separate from everyone else and 
separate from God. Many of us believe that in order to 
be individual, we must be separate. As a result, we 
separate ourselves from everything, including our own 
families, friends, groups, nations, and the earth. This 
belief in separation is experienced as fear, and out of 
fear, all other negative emotions arise. Once we have 
created these negative emotions, we separate ourselves 
from them. This process of separating goes on creating 
more pain and illusion until the negative feedback loop 
is broken or reversed in personal process work. How to 
reverse this vicious cycle to create more and more plea- 
sure and clarity in our lives is what this book is about. 
The key is love and connectedness to all that there is. 

Love is the experience of being connected to God 
and to everything else. God is everywhere, in every- 
thing. God is above us; below us, all around us, and 
within us. The divine spark of God is uniquely individ- 
ual in each of us. It is God individually manifested. We 
experience it as our inner fountainhead, or the core of 
our being. The more we are connected to God outside 
of ourselves; the more we are connected to and bring 
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forth the individuality of the God within. When we are 
connected to the universal God and the individual God 
within, we are completely safe and frec. 


The Creation of the Mask Self 
to Mask Our Original Pain 


When we are born, we are still very connected to great 
spiritual wisdom and power through our core. This 
connection to our core and therefore to spiritual wis- 
dom and power gives the feeling of complete safety and 
wonder. During the maturation process, this connec- 
tion slowly fades. It is replaced by parental voices in- 
tended to protect us and make us safe. They speak of 
right and wrong, of good and bad, how to make deci- 
sions, and how to act or react in any given situation. As 
the connection to the core fades, our child psyche tries 
desperately to replace the original innate wisdom with 
a functioning ego. Unfortunately, the overlay or inter- 
nalized parental voices can never really do the job. 
Instead, what is produced is a mask self. 

The mask self is our first attempt to right ourselves. 
With it, we attempt to express who we are in a positive 
way that is also acceptable to a world that we arc afraid 
will reject us. We present our mask self to the world 
according to our beliefs of what we think the world 
says is right, so that we can be accepted and feel safe. 
The mask self strives for connection with others be- 
cause that is the “right” thing to do. But it cannot 
accomplish deep connection because it denies the true 
nature of the personality. It denies our fear and our 
negative feclings. 

We put our best into the creation of this mask, but it 
doesn't work. The mask never succeeds in producing 
the internal feeling of safety for which we strive. In fact, 
it produces the internal feeling of an impostor because 
we are trying to prove we are good, and we aren't good 
all the time. We feel like fakes, and we become more 
afraid. So we try harder. We use the best in us to prove 
that we are good (again, according to internalized par- 
ental voices). This produces more fear, especially be- 
cause we can't keep it up all the time, more feeling of 
fakery, more fear, in a building cycle. 

The intention of the mask is to protect us from an as- 
sumed hostile world by proving that we are good. The 
intention of the mask is pretense and denial. It denies that 
its purpose 15 to cover up pain and anger, because it denies 
that pain and anger exist within the personality. The 
masks intent is to protect the self by not taking responsibility 
for any negative actions, thoughts, or deeds. 


From the perspective of our mask, pain and anger ` 


exist only outside the personality. We don't take any 
responsibility. Anything negative that happens must be 
somebody else's fault. We blame them. That means it 
must be somebody else that is angry or in pain. 

The only way to maintain this masquerade is to 
always try to prove that we are the good ones. Inside, 
we resent the constant pressure we place on ourselves 
to be good. We try to go by the rules. Or if we don't, 
we try to prove we are right and they are wrong. 

We resent having to live according to somebody 
else's rules. It's a lot of work. We just want to do what 
we feel like doing. We get tired, we get angry, we don’t 
care, we blurt out negative complaints and accusations. 
We hurt people. The energy that we have held in with 
the mask twists, pushes, leaks, and strikes out at others. 
And of course we deny that as well, since our intent is 
to maintain security by proving we are the good ones. 

Somewhere inside, we enjoy lashing out. Letting out 
the energy is a relief, even if it isn't clear and straight, 
even if we are not acting responsibly when we do it. 
There is a part of us that enjoys dumping our negativity 
on someone else. This is called negative pleasure. Its 
origin is in the lower self. 


Negative Pleasure and the Lower Self 


Pm sure you can remember feeling the pleasure in some 
negative action you have done. Any energy movement, 
negative or positive, is pleasurable. These actions carry 
pleasure because they are releases of energy that has 
been stored up inside. If you experience pain when the 
energy first begins to move, it will always soon be 
followed by pleasure, because as you release the pain, 
you also release the creative force, which is always 
experienced as pleasure. 

Negative pleasure originates in our lower self. Our 
lower self is the part of us that has forgotten who we 
are. It is the part of our psyche that believes in a sepa- 
rated, negative world and acts accordingly. The lower 
self is not in denial of negativity. It enjoys it. It has the 
intention to have negative pleasure. Since the lower self 
is not in denial of negativity as the mask is, it is more 
honest than the mask self. The lower self is truthful 
about its negative intent. It doesn’t pretend to be nice. 
It is not nice. It puts its self first and makes no bones 
about it. It says, “I care about me, not you.” It cannot 
care both about itself and about another because of its 
world of separation. It enjoys negative pleasure and 
wants more of it. It knows about the pain within the 
personality, and it has no intention whatsoever of feel- 
ing that pain. 


The intention of the lower self is to maintain separation 
and to do anything it wants to do, and to not feel pain. 


The Higher Self 


Of course, during the maturation process, not all our 
psyche is separated from the core. Part of us is clear and 
loving without any struggle. It is directly connected to 
our individual divinity within. It is full of wisdom, 
love, and courage. It has connection to great creative 
power. It is the facilitator of all the good that has been 
created in our lives. It is the part of us that has not 
forgotten who we are. 

Wherever there is peace, joy, and fulfillment in your 
life, that is where your higher self has expressed itself 
through the creative principle. If you wonder what is 
meant by “who you really are” or your “true self,” look 
to these areas of your life. They are an expression of 
your true self. 

Never take a negative area of your life to be an expres- 
sion of your true self. Negative areas of your life are 
expressions of who you are not. They are examples of 
how you have blocked the expression of your true self. 

The intention of the higher self is for truth, communion, 
respect, individuality, clear self-awareness, and union with 
the creator. 


The Importance of Intention 


The major difference between the higher self, the lower self, 
and the mask self is found in the foundation of underlying 
intent upon which each is based, and in the quality of 
energy present in any interaction that results from the 
underlying intent. 

What is so confusing about a lot of human interac- 


tions is that they are different according to the intent. - 


behind them. The words that we speak can come from 
any of the three places of intent—our higher self, lower 
self, or mask self. The words themselves may say one 
thing but mean another. The higher self means it when 
it says, “We are friends.” The mask self means, “We are 
friends as long as I am the good one, and you must 
never challenge the illusion that I am the good one.” 
The lower self says, “We are friends only to the degree I 
allow. After that, watch out! Don’t tread too closely 
because I will use you to get what I want and to avoid 
my pain. If you get too close to me or my pain, or try to 
stop me from getting what I want, I will get rid of 
you." (In this case, get rid of means anything that it 
takes to stop the person. It might mean simply not 
talking to them or overpowering them in an argument 
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ora power. play, or it may go as far as getting rid of 
them physically.) 


Defending or Denying Your 
Original Wound Creates More Pain 


The more our actions that arise out of the core are 
distorted by the mask, the more we must justify our 
actions by blame. The more we deny the existence of 
our lower self, the more we de-power ourselves. Denial 
holds back the power of the creative source within us. 
This creates a greater and greater cycle of pain and 
helplessness. The larger this vicious cycle of pain and 
helplessness gets, the greater the original pain or 
wound appears to be. It becomes covered with illusory 
pain of such imagined intensity that we become uncon- 
sciously terrified of it and will stop at nothing to defend 
ourselves against experiencing it. In our imagination, it 
becomes complete torture and annihilation. The more 
we justify staying away from it and not healing it, the 
more completely the original wound is buried and is 
not at all what we think it to be. 
From my experience as a healer and teacher, I have 
concluded that we create much more pain and illness in 
our lives and bodies by avoiding the original wound - 
through our habitual defense patterns than the original 
wound created in the first place. І 


Our Habitual Defense System 


In my experience, tbe way we constantly distort our energy 
field into our habitual defense system causes more pain and 
illness in ourselves than any other cause. 

When I describe the human energy field later in the 
book, we will see how this avoidance creates dysfunc- 
tion in our fields, which then creates disease in our 
bodies. Our habitual defense patterns can be seen in 
our energy fields as an energetic defense system. Our 
energetic defense system is our habitual pattern of dis- 
tortion in our fields, to which we retreat over and over 
again. It correlates with the mask self. 

The more we succeed in holding the pain and anger 
down inside through this defense system, the more our 
positive feelings are also held down inside. We get dull. 
Life doesn’t go the way we expected—it gets mundane 
and boring. Eros dies. We get caught in habitual 
vicious cycles and are unable to create what we long for 
in life. This also takes a toll on our body. We begin to 
lose faith in life. i 
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Through our habitual process of walling out the 
pain, we also habitually wall out our deeper core. We 
have forgotten what it feels like. We have forgotten our 
essence. We have forgotten who we are. We have lost 
contact with our essential energies with which we cre- 
ate our lives. It is as if we expect ourselves to create our 
lives the way we want them to be, when we don't know 
who the “we” is that is wanting. 


The Road Back to the Original Wound 


The only way to remember who we are, to create our 
lives the way we want them, to create health and to feel 
safe, is to connect fully once again with our core. There 
is only one way to do this. We find and observe our 
images and release the frozen psychic time conglomer- 
ates associated with them, so that we can go to the 
source of all images, our original wound. We must 
uncover our original wound. To do this means going 
through our defense system and clearing the negative 
feelings and all the layers of imagined pain around the 
original wound. Once we reach our original wound, all 
of life is different, and we heal ourselves and our life. 
This is the transformation process. 

There are many techniques to find the original 
wound. Regression using autosuggestion and using 
body posturing are two. Both of these techniques are 
taught in the classes during the training program at the 
Barbara Brennan School of Healing. By using these 
techniques, we are able to help students go to their 
original wounds together. 

In one particular group exercise, the students let go 
of their defenses by taking the body posture that ex- 
presses what they think their wound is. To find the 
posture of their wound, they need only to bring their 
attention to the major emotional issues and pain they 
have now in their life and let their body react to them. 
This technique works because the pain is connected by 
like energy in the psychic frozen time conglomerate. 

By intensifying their bodies’ reaction and by keeping 
their attention focused inward, the students’ pain is 
brought out and becomes progressively clearer. The 
result is always a roomful of very vulnerable people in 
pain. Their twisted and distorted postures clearly show 


their pain. Sometimes people stand on one leg with the. . 


other leg and both arms twisted up in front. Many have 
their heads bowed, while others lie on the floor curled 
up like small children. 

In this exercise it becomes clear that the pain around 
present life issues is indeed the same as the pain experi- 
enced earlier in life. As the present pain is brought out, 
it also releases the older pain. To do this, the students 


continue posturing, while maintaining an intent to 
constantly focus inward and backward in time to the 
original wound. | 

They automatically regress, layer by layer, through 
the pain associated with the image around the wound. 
Even though this pain is strong and frightening, it is 
basically illusory because it is based on the illusion held 
in the image. To explain what I mean by illusory pain, 
let us look back at our example of ten-year-old Joe, who 
is devastated when his mother goes away for a week's 
vacation. That is the way he feels, but it is not that 
situation that really devastates him. 

By continuing to traverse through the illusory pain 
that is coagulated around their original wound, the 


.students eventually go into their original wound. As 


they sink closer to the original wound, they are sur- 
prised that their pain decreases. 

Once they are in their original wound, we ask them 
to keep its posture while moving close to another per- 
son, in order to make contact with another wounded 
human being. This always brings a reverence into the 
room. Everyone is wounded. Everyone is equal. The 
contact with each other creates a great deal of love in 
the room. 

After the exercise is complete and it is time for shar- 
ing, interesting discoveries come forth. Students are 
usually surprised to see that their wound is not at all 
what they thought. They find that most of their pain 
comes not from the original wound itself but from 
defending the original wound. Very early on in their 
lives, they began defending against what they expected 
life to bring them according to their early image con- 
clusion. Every time they defended against that image 
conclusion, they added more energy to their psychic 
frozen time conglomerate. Each time this was done, 
the illusion of the pain got bigger until they lost track 
of what the pain really was. All that was left was some 
unknown terrifying pain that was unbearable. 

The most profound part of this exercise, according 
to the students, is to see how much time and energy we 
waste throughout our lives in defending our original 
wound. The deepest pain is self-betrayal. By doing this 
exercise, students can feel their very early decision to 
not act upon the truth of who they are, not to acknowl- 
edge and live by who they are. They can see that they 
made that decision time and time again throughout 
their lives, until it became an unconscious habit. That is 
a regular part of their defense system. 

This experience gives them great freedom and an 
entirely different outlook on life. Life becomes a con- 
stant challenge to live by the truth and not betray the 
self. The greatest challenge in life is to stay connected 


to and express the core of our being, no matter what 
circumstances we find ourselves in. 

This pain is not just in a few people—it exists in all of 
humanity to varying degrees. Some people are more 
aware of their pain than others. 


The Human Condition: 
Living in Dualism 


Each day we express our core to a certain degree. The 
degree of our expression is directly proportional to 
how firmly and clearly we are connected to and allow 
our core essence to come forth. The areas of our lives 
that flow smoothly, without problems, and satisfy us 
fully are those where we are directly connected to our 
core. Energies that come uninhibited directly from the 
core create great human works and great human lives. 
Energies that come uninhibited directly from the core 
create great health. They are the expression of our 
higher selves, the part ofus with which we are born and 
that never loses its connection to the core. 

We are usually quite shy about this part of us. Most 
of the time we do not show how much we care, how 
much we love, and how much we long for in life. We 
cover it, we label it, we squelch it to a “reasonable” 
degree of expression (according to internalized paren- 
tal voices) and settle for less. This is “appropriate” 
behavior, or so we believe. 

Sometimes when we are not vigilant we let go, and 
out comes the creative force! A sudden act of kindness 
or expression of love or friendship that happens before 
we think about it is an expression of this core essence. A 
moment of close connection is made, and love is re- 
leased. | 

Then, not being able to tolerate the light and love, we 
become shy and pull away. It takes only a few seconds for 
us to catch ourselves in embarrassment and close off a 
bit. A sudden fear emerges seemingly from nowhere 
that says “Oh, maybe I did the wrong thing." That is the 
parental voice speaking, replacing the core. Under it lies 
the defense. It really means, “If you don't stop this en- 
ergy flow, you will probably feel everything, including 
the pain that I am burying for you." So we stop the flow 
of our life-force, we contain it and dampen it. We bring 
ourselves back to the “normal” level of “safety” where 
we won't rock any boats—least of all our own. 

This is the human condition. We live in the duality 
of choice, no matter what our life circumstances. Each 
moment we choose to say yes to a balanced, powerful, 
and safe undefendedness that brings about our full 
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experience of life, or we choose to say no. In our no, we 
defend against true balanced life experience and block 
out our aliveness. 

Most of us choose to kill some of our aliveness most 
of the time. Why? Because unconsciously, we know 
that to let the life-force flow would knock loose the old 
pain, and we are afraid of it. We don’t know how to 
handle it. So we retreat from the defense and go back to 
the old, seemingly adequate mask definitions of who 
we are. The internalized parental voices of the mask get 
stronger, and we continue to retreat: “Who did you 
think you were anyway? God?” “Do you really think 
you can change things?” “Come on, be realistic! People 
don’t change. Settle for what you have.” "You're 
greedy.” “You never appreciate what you have.” Or “If 
your parents had only treated you better . . .” “If your 
husband hadn't done that . . .” 4If only you would have 
been born more beautiful . . .” And so on! There are a 
million ways the mask can speak to keep you in your 
place. To a certain extent, it keeps you from feeling 
your pain. But in the long run, it creates more pain and 
eventually disease. 

Illness comes from shrouding and disconnecting a 
part of ourselves from the core of our being. As we 
disconnect, we forget who we really are and: live our 
lives according to our forgetting— that is, according to 
our mask, our lower self, and our defense system. Heal- 
ing is remembering who we truly are. It is reconnecting 
to our core in the areas of our psyche where we have 
disconnected from it, and living accordingly. 

To the exact degree we suppress our positive ener- 
gics, we also suppress our creativity and our ability to 
maintain a healthful life or to heal ourselves. 

It is the work of each of us to reconnect to our core 
and to heal ourselves. 


The Spiritual Purpose 
of the Original Wound 


We might ask, what is the cause or purpose of the 
original wound? The original wound is created by the 
fading of the connection between the newborn and its 
deeper spiritual wisdom within its core. Why, from the 
evolutionary perspective of humankind, would this 
take place? The answer lies in the difference between 
the core connection in early life and the connection 
gained through life experience. The early connection to 
the core is unconscious. The connections to the core 
that are made during the process of living are con- 
scious. Adults’ connection to their core, which is 
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brought about through life experience, creates con- 
scious awareness of their inner divinity. Adults become 
aware that they are a spark of divine light in the uni- 
versc. They are localized divinity. This evolutionary 
process creates more conscious awareness in our spe- 
cies. We are finding out that we are co-creators of the 
universe. The purpose of incarnation is the creation of 
awareness of self as divine co-creator of the universe. 


Following Our Longing 
Leads to Our Life Task 


Each of us longs to be, to understand, and to express 
ourselves. This longing is the inner light that leads us 
along our evolutionary path. Taken to the personal 
level, this means that each of us is born with a life task 
to reconnect to the core of our being. In order to do 
this, we must remove the blocks between our conscious 
awareness and our core. This is called our personal life 
task. As we accomplish this, the release of our creative 
energies brings forth gifts from the core that we first 
receive and then share with the world. The gifts we give 
to the world bring about the accomplishment of our 
life task in the world. This world task unfolds only as 
we release our creative energies from our core. Thus we 
can accomplish what we wish to do in the world only 
by attending to our personal transformation process. 


We Are All Wounded Healers 


We are all wounded healers. We are all very reluctant to 
become undefended, to become unveiled, and to show 
what we have inside, whether it is positive or negative. 
We hesitate to show the pain or the wound that we each 
carry in our own way. We hide it in shame. We think we 
are the only ones, or that our pain is more despicable 
than anyone else’s. It is just very difficult for us, unless 
we feel very safe. This is our human condition. It will 
take time for all of us to come out. And it will take a lot 
of love. Let’s all give each other plenty of space, time, 
and loving affirmation. It is through this wound that we 
are all learning how to love. This internal wound we all 
carry is our greatest teacher. Let us recognize who we 
truly are inside. We are our beautiful core essence, de- 
spite the layers of pain and anger shrouding us. We are 
each individually unique, and it is great that that is the 
Way it is. Let us become wounded healers, helping each 
other to share the truth of our inner being. 

We can find ourselves within a benign, abundant, 
life-supporting universe that is holy. We are carried in 
the arms of the universe. We are surrounded by a uni- 
versal health field that supports and sustains life. We can 


reach out and connect to it. We can be, and indeed are 
always, nourished by it. We are of it, and it is of us. The 
divine mystery of life is within us, and it is all around us. 


You Are Your Healer 


It is you and only you who will heal yourself. You are 
completely capable of that. The process of healing a 
personal illness is, in fact, an act of personal empower- 
ment. It is a personal journey, a rite of passage, de- 
signed by yourself as one of the greatest learning tools 
you will ever encounter. Your healing journey will, of 
course, include a consideration and use of all the best 
tools modern medicine can offer you, as well as the best 
tools holistic healing can offer you. 

From a deeper perspective, illness is caused by un- 
fulfilled longing. The deeper the illness, the deeper the 
longing. It is a message that somehow, somewhere, 
you have forgotten who you are and what your pur- 
pose is. You have forgotten and disconnected from the 
purpose of your creative energy from your core. Your 
illness is the symptom: The disease represents your 
unfulfilled longing. So above all else, use your illness to 
set yourself free to do what you have always wanted to 
do, to be who you have always wanted to be, to mani- 
fest and express who you already are from your deep- 
est, broadest, and highest reality. 

If indeed you have discovered yourself to be ill, pre- 
pare yourself for change, expect your deepest longing 
to surface and to be brought to fruition. Prepare your- 
self to finally stop running and turn and face the tiger 
within you, whatever that means to you in a very per- 
sonal way. I suggest the best place to start to find the 
meaning of your illness is to ask yourself: 

“What is it that I have longed for and not yet suc- 
ceeded in creating in my life?” 

I suggest that you will eventually find a direct link 
between this unfulfilled longing and your illness. 

It is within this fundamental picture of health and 
healing that you can regain your health. I speak here not 
just of the health of your physical body, because that is 
actually secondary, but of the health of the spirit, the 
health of the soul. It is within this framework or meta- 
phor of reality that all life and health issues can be dealt 
with. For life in the physical is to be lived in love, to 
develop our higher qualities, and to become one with 
the divine. No matter what the circumstances of your 
life right now, that is what life is about. No matter what 
the pain, the problem, or the disease, it isa teacher. It is a 
teacher of love and a teacher that reminds you that you 
are divine. It is the process of your Light Emerging. 
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The Four Dimensions 
of Your Creative Energies 


Understanding the nature of your creative energies, 
what they do, and how they function helps release your 
creative energies for health, healing, or creating some- 
thing new in your life. It is also important to under- 
stand the relationship between your creative energies 
and the natural ebb and flow of the universal creative 
process within you. The life energy fields are the vehicle 
for the creative process. It is through life energy fields 
that your life situations, events, and experiences, as well 
as your material world, are created. 

The creative forces have several dimensions. Our 
language is too limited to adequately describe the dif- 
ferences in these dimensions, which are experienced 
personally as you go through the creative process. For 
lack of better ones, I use the terms exergy and dimension, 
in a nonscientific way, as I move through these explana- 
tions. As more individuals become consciously aware 
of these creative experiences, I'm sure that we will add 
the words we need to communicate better about them. 

From my perspective, there are at least four dimen- 
sions within each human being. Each of these levels can 
be perceived with HSP and can be directly worked on 
for healing by a trained healer. Figure 2—1 shows these 
four dimensions of our humanness; the physical level, 
the auric level, the haric level, and the core star level. 

The first dimension is the familiar physical world. Our 
physical world is held intact by underlying worlds of 
energy and consciousness. 


Directly under the physical world is the dimension 
of the universal or life energy fields in which the aura or 
human energy field exists. This level is the energetic 
framework or grid structure upon which the physical 
world rests. Everything that is created in the physical 
world must first exist or be created in the world of life 
energy. Every form that exists must first be formed in 
the structured levels of the energy fields. This dimen- 
sion also carries the energies of our personality. Every 
feeling that we have exists in the level of the life energy 
fields. The physical body expresses the fluid levels of 
the field in such things as smiles of love, or frowns of 
disapproval, the way we walk, sit, and stand. 

Beneath the human energy field lies the haric level, in 
which we hold our intentions. Our intentions have a 
tremendous importance in the creative process. When 
we have unconscious, mixed, or opposing intentions, 


. we fight against ourselves and disrupt the creative pro- 


cess. When we learn to align our intentions not only 
within ourselves but with the immediate group of peo- 
ple with whom we work, then align the intentions of 
our immediate group with the larger group that serves 
it, and so on, we tap into tremendous creative abilities. 

Beneath the haric level is the dimension of the central 
core of our being, or what I call the level of the core star. 
This is the level of our inner source, or the localized 
divinity within us. It is from this inner source that all 
creativity from within arises. 
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The Physical 


Figure 2-1 Four Dimensions of Humankind 


The full natural creative process requires the emer- 
gence of energies and consciousness from the core star 
up through all these four dimensions. Permanent 
change in any one dimension requires a change in its 
foundation, which lies in the dimension bencath it. 
Therefore, from the perspective of healing, if we wish 
to change our bodies or any part of them, such as an 
organ, from an unhealthy state into a healthy one, we 
must work with the underlying energies that are the 
foundation for our bodies. We must work with each of 


the four dimensions. In order to do this work, we will 
first explore each of the four dimensions. We begin 
with the auric level, the human energy field. 

This life energy field has been explored, investigated, 
and utilized for different purposes throughout history. 
This exploration began long before we learned the 
scientific method and has continued ever since. 

Figure 2-2 lists historical references to a universal 
energy field that go back as far as 5,000 s.c. Figure 2—3 
is a list of twentieth-century observers of the human 
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The Hara 


energy field, the names they have used to refer to the 
life energy ficld, qualities that they have attributed to it, 
and how they used it. 

Present-day scientists call the measurable energy 
fields associated with biological systems “bioenergy 


fields.” On the other hand, the terms aura and human 
energy field are used by healers to describe these life 
energy fields. It is important to make a distinction here 
because bioenergy fields have been measured in labora- 
tories, while the aura or human energy fields are known 
through personal and clinical observations done by 
people using Higher Sense Perception. In the first case, 
measured information is limited by the state of the 
instrumentation, while in the second, information is 
limited by the clarity and consistency of the HSP ob- 
server. From my perspective, bioenergy field measure- 
ments correlate strongly with HSP observations. There 


are a few experiments that clearly correlate the two. 
They will also be discussed here, butfirst the scientific 


Perspective. 
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The Physical World 
and Its Bioenergy Field 


The energy fields associated with the human body have 
been measured by devices like the electroencephalo- 
graph (EEG), electrocardiograph (EKG), and the su- 
perconducting quantum interference device (or 
SQUID, a very highly sensitive magnetometer). Many 
studies have shown that a dysfunction or abnormality 
in the bioenergy field will leave room for infection in 
the body. For example, Dr. Harold Burr at Yale found 
that by measuring the energy field (which he called the 
life field) of a seed, he could tell how strong the plant 
would be. He found that a weakness in the life field of a 
living creature would predate disease. 


Other researchers like Dr. Robert Becker, an ortho- 
pedic surgeon in New York, have measured patterns of 
direct currents of electricity that flow over and through 
the body. The bioenergy field is directly related to the 
functioning of the physical body. Dr. Becker showed 
that the pattern shapes and strengths of the body’s 
complex electrical field change with physiological and 
psychological changes. 

Dr. Hiroshi Motoyama of Tokyo, founder of the 
International Association for Religion and Para- 
psychology, has electrically measured the state of acu- 
puncture meridians. He uses the results to diagnose for 
acupuncture treatment. Dr. Victor Inyushin of Ka- 
zakhstan University is one of the many scientists there 
who have measured the energy field with light-sensitive 
devices for many years. He is able to show the state of

Showed that healers’ brains go into right/left 
synchronization in alpha, as do patients’ 
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acupuncture points through coronal discharge photog- 
raphy. This photography uses a very high frequency, 
high voltage, and low current sent through the subject. 
The high frequency does not harm the subject because 
the current is low and high frequencies only travel over 
the skin of the subject. 

There have been a few experiments to show the 
correlations between the measured “biofield” and the 
perceived “human energy field.” The best that I know 
of are those done by Dr. Valerie Hunt at UCLA and by 
Dr. Andria Puharich in his private laboratory. Dr. 
Hunt’s experimental results show direct correlations 
between the frequency and wave patterns of alternating 
electrical currents measured on the body surface and 
specific colors perceived by an “aura” reader. Dr. Hunt 
has performed the same measurements with twelve 
different “aura” readers using HSP. And in each case, 
for each color read she found a specific wave-form and 
frequency pattern. Dr. Puharich was able to consis- 
tently measure an 8 Hz (eight cycles per second) mag- 
netic pulse coming from the hands of healers. He 
found that healers who produce a more intense signal 
have a greater effect of healing. 

Dr. Robert Beck, a nuclear physicist, traveled the 
world measuring the brain waves of healers. He found 
that all healers exhibit the same brain-wave pattern of 
7.8-8 Hz during the times they are giving healings, no 
matter what their customs or how opposed to each other 
their customs were. Beck tested charismatic Christian 
faith healers, Hawaiian kahunas, practitioners of wicca, 
santeria, radesthesia, and radionics, as well as seers, ESP 
readers, and psychics. They all tested the same. 

He then asked to what drummer they were march- 
ing. And indeed, why. He found the answer in the 
fluctuations of the earth’s magnetic field. It fluctuates 
between 7.8 and 8 Hz. These fluctuations are called 
Schumann waves: Upon further investigation, he 
found that during healing moments, the healer’s brain 
waves became both frequency- and phase- 
synchronized with the Schumann waves. That means 
the healer’s brain waves pulse not only at the same 
frequency but also at the same time as the earth’s 
Schumann waves. It could be assumed that healers are 
able to take energy from the magnetic field of the earth 
for the healing of patients. This process is called field 
coupling. 

Dr. John Zimmerman, founder and president of the 
Bio-Electro-Magnetics Institute of Reno, Nevada, has 
extensively studied the literature of many works on 
field coupling and correlated it with healers’ experi- 
ences. It is clear that what healers call grounding into 


the earth is the action of linking up with the magnetic 
field of the earth, both in frequency and in phase. He 
has found that once healers have linked up with the 
Schumann waves, the right and left hemispheres of 
their brain become balanced with each other and show 
a 7.8-8 Hz alpha rhythm. After they link with the 
patient for some time of laying on of hands healing, it 
has been shown that patients’ brain waves also go into 
alpha and are phase-synchronized with the healers’, as 
well as right-left balanced. The healer has, in effect, 
linked the client with the earth’s magnetic field pulses 
and has thereby tapped into a tremendous energy 
source for healing. 


The Human Energy Field: 
The Vehicle That Carries Your Energy 


As a healer and sensitive using Higher Sense Percep- 
tion, I have observed the energy field around people for 
many years. After many studies of the energy fields of 
many plants, animals, and humans, I have concluded 
that the human energy field provides an energy matrix 
structure upon which cells grow. What I mean is that 
the energy field exists before the physical body. 

A phenomenon that supports this idea is the phan- 
tom limb effect. The phantom limb effect occurs when 
people who have amputated limbs still continue to feel 
them. The residual feelings are usually explained by 
irritation of the nerve endings that have been cut. 
However, the phantom limb is still visible with HSP in 
the auric field of the patient. Since feelings are carried 


_ in the auric field, it makes sense to the HSP observer. 


. In one case, a friend of mine, Dr. John Pierrakos, 
founder and director of the Core Energetics Institute 
in New York City and author of the book Core Ener- 
gets, was working with a patient who was suffering 
from the phantom limb effect. The woman kept feeling 
that her missing leg was tied up under her so that she 
sat on it each time she sat down. Dr. Pierrakos could 
see the auric field of the limb bent up into the same 
Position she felt it to be. He worked with her field to 
straighten the energy-leg so that it was in normal walk- 
ing position. This relieved her symptoms. Later, he 
checked with the surgeon who had removed the leg. It 
turned out that the surgeon had tied the leg in that 
position for surgery. I believe this client was feeling her 
energy field. 
This means that the basic energetic structure for the 
limb was still there. Thus, the field exists prior to the

physical body. This is a fundamental difference from 
many scientific researchers. They assume that the field 
emanates from the body, rather than that the body is 
created by the field. If the field is indeed proven to exist 
before the physical, this implies that someday we may 
regenerate limbs as salamanders do. 

Coronal discharge photography offers further evi- 
dence to support my hypothesis that the field is pri- 
mary rather than the physical. It is called the phantom 
leaf effect. If you cut part of a leaf off just before taking 
a picture of it in this way, the whole leaf (including the 
missing piece) appears on the photographic plate in a 
brilliant display of color and light. Since the picture of 
the entire leaf appears, it is concluded that the picture 
of the missing piece of the leaf is caused by the energy 
field, which remains intact even though the physical 
aspect is missing. Thus the energy field could not arise 
from the physical; rather, the physical arises from the 
energetic. 

This conclusion makes the energy field much more 
important to health and the growth process than was 
previously suspected. Since the physical body arises out 
of the energy field, an imbalance or distortion in this 
field will eventually cause a disease in the physical body 
that it governs. Therefore, healing distortions in the 
field will bring about healing in the physical body. 
Healing is a matter of learning how to heal the field by 
restructuring, balancing, and charging it. 

Furthermore, as I showed in Hands of Light, energy 
events within the auric field are primary to and always 
precede a physical event. They precipitate it. That 
means that any illness will show in the field before it 
shows in the physical body and can therefore be healed 
in the field before it is precipitated into the physical 
body. 

The auric field is a quantum leap deeper into our 
personality than is our physical body. It is at this level 
of our being that our psychological processes take 
place. The aura is the vehicle for all psychosomatic 
reactions. From the viewpoint of a healer, all disease is 
psychosomatic. A balanced functioning of our auric 
field 1s necessary to maintain our health. 

Yet the auric field is not the source of the event. It is 
the vehicle through which the creative consciousness 
from the core reaches the physical. 

All of the healing that I do and teach is based on a 
knowledge of the structure and function of the human 
energy field and the configurations that lie beneath it 
on deeper dimensions. In Hands of Light, I described 
the human energy field thoroughly: its anatomy and 
physiology, and its place in the disease and healing 


process. I also taught healing methods based upon 
it. I will briefly describe the human energy field 
again here and expand on arcas briefly mentioned in 
that book. 


Seven Levels of the Human Energy Field 


The human energy field is composed of seven levels. 
(See Figure 2—4.) Many people have the erroneous 
idea that this field is like the layers of an onion. It is not. 
Each level penetrates through the body and extends 
outward from the skin. Each successive level is of a 
“higher frequency” or a “higher octave." Each extends 
out from the skin several inches farther than the one 
within it of lower frequency. The odd-numbered levels 
are structured fields of standing, scintillating light 
beams. The first, third, fifth, and seventh levels of this 
field are structured in a specific form. The even- 
numbered levels—the second, fourth, and sixth—are 
filled with formless substance/energy. The second level 
is like gaseous substance, the fourth is fluidlike, and the 
sixth is like the diffuse light around a candle flame. It is 
the unstructured level of the energy field that has been 
related to plasma and dubbed bioplasma. Remember, 
these are not scientific terms we use here because exper- 
imentation has not yet proven what it is. But for lack of 
a better term, we shall use the word bioplasma. The 
bioplasma in all three of the unstructured levels is com- 
posed of various colors, apparent density, and inten- 
sity. This bioplasma flows along the lines of the 
structured levels. It correlates directly with our emo- 
tions. 
The combination of a standing light grid with bio- 
plasma flowing through it holds the physical body 
together in its form, nurtures it with life energy, and 
serves as a communication and integration system that 
keeps the body functioning as a single organism. All of 
these levels of the human energy field act holo- 
graphically to influence each other. 

These levels, or energy bodies as many people call 
them, cannot be considered less real than our physical 
body. If all of your energy bodies are strong, charged, 
and healthy, you will have a full life in all areas of 
human experience. If your energy field is weak at any 
level, you will have difficulty having experiences that 
are associated with that level, and your life experience 
will be limited. The more levels or bodies that you have 
developed, the fuller and broader your life experience 
will be. 

We have the tendency to assume that all life experi- 
ence is the same as it is in the physical dimension. It is 
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not. Rather, life exists on many vibrational levels. Each 
level is different according to the makeup of energy- 
consciousness in that level. This gives us a wide variety 
of life experience from which to learn. The seven levels 
of the auric field correspond to seven different levels of 
life experience. Each level is different in vibrational 
frequency range, intensity, and composition of bio- 
plasma. Each therefore responds to stimuli according 
to its makeup. 

It reminds me of how exciting it was, in applied 
mathematics, to derive equations of fluid motion under 
different conditions. I was surprised to see that the 
same equations worked for air in fluid motion as for 
water. The difference was that certain factors in the 
equations were more influential than others as the me- 
dium changed. The same was true for the equations 
that describe the movement of air close to the surface of 
the earth and the movement of air higher up. Air move- 
ment close to the ground is more influenced by the 
friction of the trees and shrubs than the air mass above 
it. As you move up away from the ground, it is neces- 
sary to decrease the friction factor in the equation that 
describes air movement. Results show a shift in direc- 
tion of air flow. This shift of direction is called the wind 
shear. I’m sure you have noticed that clouds at one level 
usually move in a different direction from the clouds at 
a higher level. Micrometeorology describes short- 
distance movements of air in small local conditions that 
were very different from the macro-movements of air 
across the oceans, where the motion of the earth comes 
into play through the Coriolis force. Yet the same 
equations function for all. Different parts of the equa- 
tions become more influential with different condi- 
tions. 

I applied the same ideas and general principles when 
trying to make sense of auric field interactions. The 
energy-consciousness of the auric field flows differently 
and is influenced by different factors on different levels 


of the field. That is, the composition of the energy- ^ 


consciousness of each of the field levels is unique, differ- 
ent from all the other levels. Each responds differently 
to different factors. Another way to surmise what is 
going on is to say that the bioplasma of each level of the 
field probably has its own frequency range, intensity of 
charge, and composition. So it most naturally responds 
to stimuli accordingly. 

Another type of study, used in astrological as well as 
earth observations, influenced the way I looked at the 
auric field. It is common practice for science to build 
instruments that filter out extraneous wavelengths and 
then to make observations within only a narrow wave- 


length band. Observing the sun in this way yields pic- 
tures of the solar atmosphere at different heights. That 
is how we get pictures of sunspots, or of solar flares, 
which look very different from the energy deeper 
within the sun or in its outer layer, the corona. The 
same principles can be very useful in auric field observa- 
tions. By changing one's HSP to different auric vibra- 
tional levels, different levels of the auric field become 
more clearly defined. Once these levels are clearly de- 
fined, it is easy to work directly with them. 

The following description of the configuration of 
the levels of the auric field, and the life experience 
associated with cach, arises from my observation, 
study, and experience during twenty years of healing 
and thirteen years of teaching. Figure 2—4 shows the 
seven levels of the auric or human energy field. 


First Level of the Human Energy Field 


Within this level you fecl all physical sensations, painful 
and pleasurable. There are direct correlates between 
the energy flow, field pulsation, and configuration in 
the first level of your field and what you sense in your 
physical body. Wherever there is pain in your body, 
there is a direct correlate of dysfunction within the first 
level of the auric field. 

Robert Becker, M.D., performed experiments that 
showed that a local anesthetic given, say, to make your 
finger numb so that you can have stitches, stops the 
stream of subatomic particles flowing along the sensor 
nerves of the finger. When the energy flow resumes, 
you are then able to feel again. I have observed the 
same phenomenon in the auric field. Numbness corre- 
lates to no flow of energy along the lines of the first 
level of the field. When a healer works to start a flow of 
energy there, the fecling sensation returns. 

The first level of the field tends to be fine, thin, and of 
a light aqua-blue color for quiet, sensitive people. It is 
thick, coarse, and a darker blue-gray for strong, robust 
people. The more you connect to your body, take care 
of it, and exercise, the stronger and more developed the 
first level of the field will be. Athletes and dancers tend 
to have a very highly developed first layer. It has more 
lines of energy, they are thicker, more elastic, more 
charged, and bright blue. 

If your first level is strong, you will have a very 
strong, healthy physical body and enjoy all the pleasur- 
able physical sensations that go with it. This includes 
the pleasure of feeling your body, the feelings of vital- 
ity, of physical activity, physical contact, sex, and sleep- 
ing. It includes the pleasures of tasting, smelling, 
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listening, and seeing. This means you will most likely 
continue to use all the functions of your first level, 
thereby keeping it charged and healthy. Using it will 
tend to recharge it. 

On the other hand, if you don't take care of your 
body, your first level will also become weak, the lines 
broken, tangled, or undercharged. They become thin- 
ner and sparser in the parts of your body that are the 
least cared for. 

If your first level is weak, you will experience your 
physical body as weak and will not like to connect with 
all of the pleasures of sensation associated with it. You 
will then tend to keep it weak from lack of use. Most 
likely you will be connected to some of the lines of 
energy but not to all of them. In fact, some won't be 
experienced as pleasure at all. Rather, you will experi- 
ence them as something you have to put up with. For 
example, you may hate physical activity of any kind. 
You may love to eat, but not to be touched. You might 
like to listen to music, but not to have to cat to keep 
your body going. 


Second Level of the Human Energy Field 


The second level is associated with your feelings or 
emotions about yourself. Every energy movement 
there correlates to a feeling you are having about your- 
self. Bright colors of cloudlike energy are associated 
with positive feelings about yourself. Darker, dirtier 
shades are associated with negative feelings about 
yourself, All colors can be found in this level. These 
clouds of energy flow along the structured lines of the 
first field level. 

If you allow the feelings about yourself to flow, 
whether they are negative or positive, the aura keeps 
itself balanced. And the negative feelings and the nega- 
tive energies associated with your feelings are released 
and transformed. If you stop yourself from having 
emotions about yourself, you stop the flow of energy in 
the second level that corresponds to those emotions. 
And your second level becomes stagnant, eventually 
creating undercharged, dark, dirty clouds of various 
colors related to the inexperienced feelings toward 
yourself. 

Wilhelm Reich, M.D., called bioenergy orgone en- 
ergy. He named the undercharged energy found in the 
field on the unstructured levels DOR, or “dead orgone 
energy.” 

The dark, stagnant clouds act like stagnation in other 
parts of your body. They clog up the system and dis- 
rupt healthy functioning. This stagnation will also 


eventually cause stagnation in the first and third levels 
of the field, which are adjacent to it. Most of us do not 
allow all our feelings about ourselves to flow. As a 
result, most of us have stagnated energy in our second 
levels and have interfered with our-health to varying 
degrees. 

If the second layer is strong and charged, you enjoy 
your emotional relationship to yourself. This means 
that you have a lot of feelings about yourself, but they 
are not bad. It means that you like and love yourself. 
You enjoy being with yourself and feel comfortable 
with yourself. If both your first and second levels are 
charged, you will love yourself and feel good about 
yourself when you are also enjoying all the physical 
pleasures that your body brings to you. 

If your second level is weak and undercharged, either 
you will not have many feelings about yourself or you 
won't be aware of them. If your second level is charged 
but is dark and stagnant, you will not like yourself, 
possibly even hate yourself. You are holding down the 
negative feelings about yourself, so you may be de- 
pressed from disliking yourself. 


Third Level of the Human Energy Field 


The third level is associated with our mental or rational 
world. The lines of structure in this level are very deli- 
cate, like the finest thin veil. This level’s light lemon- 
yellow energy lines pulsate at a very high rate. (Its 
brightness, fullness, and energy flow along: standing 
lines of light that correspond to our mental processes 
and our states of mind.) When this level is balanced and 
healthy, the rational and intuitive mind work together 
in harmony as one, and we experience clarity, balance, 
and a sense of appropriateness. When the first three 
levels of our field are synchronized, we feel self- 
accepting, safe, and appropriate and have a sense of 
personal power. 

If your third level is strong and charged, you will 
have a strong, clear mind that serves you well. You will 
have an active healthy mental life and be interested in 
learning. 

If your third level is weak and undercharged, you 
will lack mental agility or clarity. You will probably not 
be very interested in academics or other intellectual 
pursuits. 

When our thoughts are negative, the pulsations in 
the field are slower, the lines become dark and dis- 
torted. These “negative thought forms” are the form 
that corresponds to our habitual negative thought pro- 
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cesses. They are difficult to change, because they appear 
to be logical to the person experiencing them. 

If your first and second levels are weak and your 
third is strong and energized, you will tend to be some- 
one who lives more in the mind than in your feclings or 
body. You will be much more interested in problem 
solving by reasoning things out than by considering 
your feelings in any decision. This will automatically 
limit your life experience. 

Negative thought forms are also squeezed into ac- 
tion by stagnated emotions from the second and fourth 
levels just adjacent to them. In other words, when we 
try not to feel negative emotions about ourselves (sec- 
ond level) and/or about another person (fourth level), 
we stop the energy flow in the second and fourth levels. 
The energy flow in the third level then becomes dis- 
torted by this “squeeze.” 

Another way to understand this is to remember that 
the natural state of energy is constant movement. 
When the movement of energy is stopped in the second 
and fourth levels in order to stop negative emotions, 
some of that momentum is transferred into the third 
level. The momentum that moves into the third level 
causes mental activity. The activity is distorted because 
it is not free to move naturally and it is squeezed in by 
the energies just below and just above it. 

I think the habit of maintaining negative thought 
forms is supported in our culture. It is more acceptable 
in our society to have negative thoughts about people 
and to malign them behind their back, than it is to 
express negative emotions to their face. We don’t have 
an appropriate model in which to do this. It would be 
much more appropriate to look inside and find the 
negative emotions we have toward ourselves. Usually, 
we have negative feeling toward another because inter- 
acting with that person evokes some sort of negative 
fecling toward the self. 


Fourth Level of the Human Energy Field 


The fourth level of the field carries our whole world of 
relationships. From this level, we interact with other 
people, animals, plants, inanimate objects, the earth, 
the sun, the stars, and the universe as a whole. It is the 
level of the “I-Thou” connection. Here are all our feel- 
ings about each other. The energy of the fourth level 
seems thicker than that of the second, even though it is 
a higher vibrational level. In contrast to the energy of 
the second, which is like colored clouds, the energy of 
the fourth is more like colored fluid. It too contains all 
colors. | 
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If the fourth level has undercharged energy, or what 
healers call energy of low vibrations, this energy will be 
experienced as dark, thick, heavy fluid. I call it auric 
mucus. It acts just like the mucus you accumulate in 
your body when you have a cold. This auric mucus has 
a very strong negative effect on your body, causing 
pain, discomfort, a feeling of heaviness, exhaustion, 
and eventually dis-ease. 

The energy of the fourth level can be extended across 
the room to another person. Whenever two people 
interact, either overtly or covertly, great streams of 
colored fluidlike bioplasma reach out from each to 
touch the other's field. The nature of the interaction 
corresponds with the nature of the energy- 
consciousness of these energy streams. For example, if 
there is a lot of love in the interaction, there will be a lot 
of sweet rose energy that flows in soft waves. If there is 
envy, it will be dark, gray-green, slimy and sticky. If 
there is passion, the rose will have a lot of orange in it, 
with a stimulating effect. The waves will be faster, with 
higher peaks. If there is anger, it will be harsh, sharp, 
pointed, penetrating, invasive, and dark red. 

The fourth level contains all the love and joy, as well 
as all the struggle and pain, of relationship. The more 
we interact with someone, the more energetic connec- 
tions we make with that person. 

If you have a strong, healthy, and charged fourth 
level, you will tend to have a lot of strong good rela- 
tionships with others. Your friends and family will 
make up a big and important part of your life. You may 
like to be around people a lot and may be in a human 
service profession. Love and your heart are foremost in 
your life. 

If your fourth level is weak and undercharged, your 
relationships with other human beings may be less 
important to you. You might be a loner. You may not 
have many intimate relationships with people. If you 
do, you may have trouble with them and feel that 
relationships are more trouble than they are worth. 
You may feel overwhelmed by others because many 
people will have a stronger fourth level than you, so 
your field literally gets overpowered by the energy in 
their fourth level. 

We are born with cords in the auric field connecting 
us with our parents and ourselves, much like the umbil- 
icus. These cords develop, as the aura does, through 
the stages of childhood development. (See Hands of 
Light, Chapter 8.) These cords represent our relation- 
ships with each parent. Each is a model of how we will 
continue to create relationships to either the men or the 
women in our lives. Each new relationship develops 
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more cords. (See Chapter 14, “The Three Types of 
Auric Field Interactions in Relationships," for a more 
detailed description.) 

The first three levels of the aura represent the physi- 
cal, emotional, and mental experience of our world in 
the physical body. The fourth level of relationship rep- 
resents the bridge between the physical and spiritual 
worlds. The higher three levels represent our physical, 
emotional, and mental experience of our spiritual 
world. They are the template for the three lower levels. 
That is, the seventh level is the template for the third 
level, the sixth is the template for the second, and the 
fifth level is the template for the first level. Each higher 
level serves as a pattern for the corresponding lower 
level. 


Fifth Level of the Human Energy Field 


The fifth level is the level of divine will. It is at first a bit 
confusing when you learn to perceive it because on the 
fifth level everything appears to be reversed, like a 
blueprint. What you normally experience as empty 
space is cobalt-blue light, and what you normally expe- 
rience as solid objects are composed of empty or clear 
lines of energy. It is a template for the first level of the 
field. There is an empty slot or groove in the fifth level 
into which each blue line of light of the first level fits. 
The fifth level holds the first in place. It is as if space is 
filled with formless undifferentiated life. In order to 
have life take a specific form, it is necessary to first 
empty space to make room for it. The fifth level con- 
tains not only the form for your body but the form of 
all other life. The fifth leyel of the field contains the 
unfolding evolutionary pattern of life that manifests 
into form. Divine will is divine intent manifested into 
pattern and form. 

The personal experience of this level is the most 
difficult to explain because we lack the words in our 
vocabulary to describe it. This divine will exists within 
you and all around you. You have free will to either 
align yourself with this divine will or not. Divine will is 
a template or pattern for the great evolutionary plan of 
humanity and the universe. This template is alive, 
pulsating, and constantly unfolding. It has a powerful, 
almost inexorable feeling of will and purpose. To expe- 
rience it is to experience perfect order. It is a world of 
precision and a level of precise tones. This is the level of 
symbols. 

If you are aligned with divine will, your fifth level 
will be strong, full of energy. Its pattern will fit the 
universal pattern of divine will, a pattern that also can 


be seen with HSP on this level. You will feel great 
power and connectedness with all that is around you 
because you will be in your place with your purpose 
and synchronized with all places and purposes. If you 
open your vision to this level, you will see that you are, 
in fact, co-creating this alive, pulsating template that 
determines world order. Your place in the universal 
scheme of things is determined and created by you on a 
deeper level within you, the haric level. It will be dis- 
cussed in greater detail later in this chapter. 

If your fifth level is strong, you are one of those 
people who understand and maintain order in your life. 
“A place for everything and everything in its place.” 
Your house is neat, you are on tirne, and you do your 
job very well, no matter how detailed it is. Your will is 
functioning very well. It is aligned with divine will, 
whether or not you have ever heard of such a thing. 
You know order as a universal principle. You may be 
connected to the greater purpose or pattern in your 
life. 

If, on the other hand, you are not aligned with divine 
will, the pattern of the auric field on your fifth level will 
be distorted. It will not fit with the great universal 
pattern, and you will not feel connected to what is 
around you. You will know neither your place in the 
universal scheme of things nor your purpose. In fact, 
the idea that there is such a thing may not make any 
sense to you. It will feel as if someone is going to lay a 
trip on you and define your place for you. 

Of course, from this perspective, your place will not 
be something you will like or be comfortable with. You 
are probably intimidated by clear will and precision. 
You will probably either deny the importance of clar- 
ity, order, and place or rebel against it. If you have 
doubts about your self-worth, you may experience the 
fifth level as impersonal and unloving because on this 
level your purpose, not your feelings, is most impor- 
tant. If you have negative feelings about yourself as you 
bring your conscious awareness to this level, you may 
experience yourself as just another cog in the great 
wheel of life. All the above is the human experience that 
results from the fifth level of the auric field being out of 
alignment and distorted. 

If your fifth level is not strong, you will not be 
orderly in your life. You are not interested in keeping 
everything neat and clean. In fact, it would be pretty 
hard to do so. Order may seem like a terrible hindrance 
to your freedom. In fact, you may even judge those 
who do keep order and say that it blocks creativity. You 
may not have much of a relationship to divine will or 
the greater purpose to your life. You may have diffi- 
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culty understanding complicated systems or overall 
patterns of things. | 

If your second and fourth levels are weak, and the 
first, third, and fifth are strong, you may very well 
overpower your creative freedom with a dictatorial 
form of order. It's time to spend more time enhancing 
your emotional life. 

However, if you can let go of your negative feelings 
and get through your resistance to such a perfect world 
by considering the possibility that you are co-creator of 
it, you have taken the first step to finding your purpose 
and your place and everything can change. You will 
begin to feel very safe because you are a part of a great 
divine plan. You can experience yourself as a spark of 
light within this great, alive, and pulsing web of light. 
You, in fact, generate the web from your light, as does 
everyone else. If you open your HSP on this level, you 
can feel and see the plan. You will experience yourself 
and the world to be clear light, almost like empty space 
on a cobalt-blue background. 

Contemplation of this level and meditation on the 
great evolutionary plan help greatly to align your life 
with its purpose and ease your development. It means 
surrendering to who you are, not to what seems right 
according to social norms. Thus, in fact, you are not a 
cog in a wheel; rather, you are a fountainhead of cre- 
ativity unlike any other in the universe. 


Sixth Level of the Human Energy Field 


The sixth level of the field looks like beautiful streamers 
of light radiating out in all directions, extending about 
two and a half feet from the body. It contains all the 
colors of the rainbow in opalescent tones. It is unstruc- 
tured and is of very high frequency. 

When the sixth level is healthy, it is bright and 
charged. The beams of energy stream out from the 
body in beautiful full straight beams of light. The 
brighter and more charged this level is, the more we are 
consciously aware of it in terms of human experience. 
This is the level of feelings within the world of our 
spirit; it is the level of our divine love. Sitting in this 
level of conscious awareness brings a great calming 
effect to the body for healing. It contains the ecstasy 
within our spirituality. It is experienced as spiritual 
love, as joy, elation, and bliss. We reach this level of 
experience by silencing the noisy mind and listening. 
We reach it through meditation, through religious or 
fine music, chanting or reverie. Here are great feelings 
of expansion where we commune in brotherhood with 
all the beings of the spiritual worlds of various heavens 
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as well as all of humanity, plants, and animals of the 
earth. Here each of us is like the halo around a candle. 
We are mother-of-pearl opalescent light beams stretch- 
ing out from a central light. 

If your sixth level is weak with not much energy, you 
will not have many spiritual or inspirational experi- 
ences. You may not even know what people are talking 
about when they discuss it. When the sixth level is 
undercharged and unhealthy, it is very difficult for us to 
experience anything on this level. We may have vague 
feelings either that God is sick or that God/heaven/ 
spirituality simply doesn't seem to exist. Therefore, 
those that do experience it seem to be in fantasy, living 
in a Pollyanna world of their own making. 

When this level is unhealthy, it is dark, thin, and 
undercharged and its beams of light sag. This is usually 
a result of lack of spiritual nourishment. Lack of spiri- 
tual nourishment can be caused by many things, such 
as: not being raised in an environment that includes it, 
so that it simply doesn't exist; having had a trauma 
about religion that results in rejection of that religion 
and of spirituality generally along with the religion; 
having hada trauma of some other personal nature that 
results in the person's rejection of God and religion. In 
the first case, the sixth level is simply undercharged, 
and the person doesn't know he or she needs spiritual 
nourishment. In the latter cases, not only is the sixth 
level undercharged, it is separated from the other levels 
of the field. One can actually see a gap between the 
levels, and the normal communication channels be- 
tween the levels are closed. 

If your sixth level is much stronger than all the other 
levels, you may use spiritual experience to avoid life in 
the physical. You may develop a childish view of life 
and expect life to take care of you as if you lived only in 
the spiritual world. You may use these experiences to 
make yourself special and prove that you arc better 
than others because you have them. This is only a 
defense against the fear that you have to be in life in the 
physical. This defense doesn't work for long, arid you 
soon will have a rude awakening that will throw you 
into disillusionment. Disillusionment is a good thing; 
it means to dissolve the illusion. In this case, it will 
bring you back into life now in the physical. You will 
learn that the physical world exists within the spiritual 
world, not outside of it. 

The key to experiencing the spiritual world is to 
charge the sixth level of the field. This can be done 
through very simple meditation, like sitting quietly for 
five to ten minutes twice a day and focusing on an 
object such as a rose, a candle flame, or a beautiful 
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sunset. Another way is to repeat a mantra, one sound 
or a set of sounds with no apparent meaning. 


Seventh Level of the Human Energy Field 


When the seventh level of the human energy field is 
healthy, it is composed of beautiful, extremely strong 
golden lines of energy that scintillate at a very high 
frequency. They are interwoven to form all the physical 
components of your physical body. They extend out 
from your body three to three and a half feet. At this 
distance, the seventh level forms into a golden egg that 
surrounds and protects everything within it. The outer 
edge of this egg is thicker and stronger, like an eggshell. 
It regulates a proper flow of energy out from the entire 
aura into the space beyond. It prevents energy leakage 
out of the field, as well as penetration by unhealthy 
energies from the outside. The seventh level serves to 
hold the entire field together. I am always amazed by 
the tremendous strength that exists at this level. 

The seventh level golden threads of light also exist 
throughout and around everything. These threads knit 
everything together, whether they be the cells of an 
organ, a body, a group of people, or the whole world. 

The seventh level is the level of divine mind. When it 
is healthy and we bring our conscious awareness to this 
level, we experience divine mind within us and enter 
into the world of the universal divine mind field. Here 
we understand and know that we are a part of the great 
pattern of life. Experiencing this truth of the universe 
makes us feel very safe. Here we know perfection 
within our imperfections. 

On this level, with HSP we can see the golden grid 
system of truth as it interweaves itself through the 
universe. Here, with HSP we will eventually learn to 
communicate mind to mind. In the not-too-distant 
future HSP will be completely normal. Now we can 
sometimes access the universal mind for information 
beyond what we would be able to obtain through what 
are commonly regarded as the normal senses. 

If the seventh body is strong, charged, and healthy, 
your two major abilities will be to have creative ideas 
and to clearly understand broad overall concepts about 
existence, the world, and its nature. You will create 
new ideas, and you will know where they fit into the 
great universal pattern of ideas. You will know how 
you fit into this pattern. You will have a clear and 
strong understanding of God. You may become a theo- 
logian, a scientist, or an inventor. Your ability to have a 
clear, integrated understanding may lead you to be- 
come a teacher of broad-scale, complicated subjects. 


If the seventh layer is not strongly developed, you 
will not come up with many creative new ideas. Nor 
will you have a good sense of the greater pattern of life. 
You won’t know how you fit into it, since you won’t 
know there is such a thing as this pattern. You may 
experience that nothing is connected and that the uni- 
verse is random and chaotic in nature. 

If the seventh level of our field is not healthy, the 
golden lines will be dull and weak. They will not hold 
their form and will be thinner in some places than 
others. They may even be torn open in some places, 
allowing energy to leak out of the system. Ifthe seventh 
level is unhealthy, we do not experience divine mind or 
the connectedness of the truth held in the universal 
mind field. We will not understand the concept of 
perfection within our imperfections. Our imperfec- 
tions will be very hard to tolerate. In fact, we may go 
into denial about them, claiming or striving for a per- 
fection that is impossible to achieve in the human con- 
dition. We will not have access to the universal divine 
mind field. It will appear that our minds work in isola- 
tion and have very little to do with creation. 

If your seventh level is stronger than all the rest, you 
may have the problem of making all your creative ideas 
practical. 

The best way to strengthen the seventh level of the 
field is to continually search for higher truth in your life 
and to live by it. The best meditation I know to help 
strengthen the seventh level of the field is to use a 
mantra that repeats, “Be still and know that I am God.” 
Doing this mantra brings energy to the seventh level 
and eventually brings the meditator to the experience 
of knowing he or she is divine mind and God. 

It takes good functioning of all your bodies to bring 
your creative ideas into manifestation on the physical 
plane. This includes your health. If you want to have 
good physical health and a full life, it is necessary to 
clear, charge, and balance all your bodies and therefore 
all the areas of human experience. Therefore any heal- 
ing process must include focused attention to and 
nourishment for all seven levels of your field. 


The Chakras 


Chakras are the configurations in the structure of the 
energy field with which healers work. Chakra is the 
Sanskrit word for “wheel.” According to my HSP, 
the chakras look much more like vortices, or funnels, of 
energy. They exist on each of the seven levels of the 
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Figure 2—5 Location of the Seven Major Chakras 
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field, and chakras two through six appear on both the 
front and the back of the body. We label the chakras by 
their number and a letter: A for the front of the body 
and B for the back. (See Figure 2—5.) 

Chakras function as intake organs for energy from 
the universal life energy field, which we can also call the 
universal health field all around us. The energy taken in 
and metabolized through each chakra is sent to the 
parts of the body located in the major nerve plexus area 
closest to each. This energy is very important for the 
healthy functioning of the auric field and the physical 
body. In eastern tradition that energy is called the 
prana, or the cht. If a chakra stops functioning prop- 
erly, the intake of energy will be disturbed. This means 
that the body organs served by that chakra will not get 
their needed supply. If chakra dysfunction continues, 
normal functioning of the organs and other body parts 
in that particular area will be disrupted. That part of the 
body will weaken, as will its immune defenses, and 
eventually disease will occur in that part of the body. 

There are seven major chakras. Each funnel has its 
wider opening on the outside of our body, about six 
inches in diameter, one inch from the body. The small 
tip is inside our body near the spine. The vertical power 
current lies through the center line of the body. It is the 
large channel of energy into which all the chakras re- 
lease the energy they take in from the universal life or 
health field all around us. The energy from all the 
chakras laces up and down through the vertical power 
current. Each color is woven together, somewhat like a 
rope made of beautiful pulsating light of all colors. The 
vertical power current is about one inch wide in most 
people. However, in healers who have lifted to a high 
altered state of consciousness to heal, it can become as 
large as six inches in diameter. 

The seven major chakras are located near the major 
nerve plexuses of the body. The first chakra is located 
between the legs. Its fine tip seats right into the sacral- 
coccyx joint. It is associated with the kinesthetic (sense 
of body position), proprioceptive (sense of body 
movement), and tactile (touch) senses. It is related to 
our will to live and supplies the body with physical 
vitality. It supplies energy to the spinal column, the 
adrenals, and the kidneys. 

The second chakra is located just above the pubic 
bone on the front and back of the body. Its tip seats 
directly into the center of the sacrum, through which 
we sense emotions. It is related to our sensuality and 
sexuality. It supplies our sexual organs and our immune 
system with lots of energy. 

The third chakra is located in the solar plexus area on 
the front and back of the body. Its fine tip seats directly 


into the diaphragmatic hinge, between thoracic ver- 
tebra twelve (T-12) and lumbar vertebra one (L-1). It 
supplies the organs in this area of the body—the stom- 
ach, liver, gall bladder, pancreas, spleen, and nervous 
system—with energy. It is associated with our intu- 
ition. It is related to who we are in the universe, how 
we connect to others, and how we take care of our- 
selves. 

The fourth chakra, in the heart area, is related to love 
and will. Through it we sense love. The front aspect is 
related to love, the rear aspect to will. To keep this 
chakra functioning well, we live with a balance of love 
and will. Its fine tip seats into T-5. It brings energy to 
our heart, circulatory system, thymus, vagus nerve, and 
upper back. 

The fifth chakra is located in the front and back of the 
throat. It is associated with the senses of hearing, tast- 
ing, and smelling. Its fine tip seats into cervical vertebra 
three (C-3). It supplies energy to the thyroid, the bron- 
chi, lungs, and alimentary canal. It is related to giving 
and receiving and speaking our truth. 

The sixth chakra is located on the forehead and the 
back of the head. Its tip seats into the center of the 
head. It supplies energy to our pituitary, lower brain, 
left eye, ears, nose, and nervous system. It is associated 
with the sense of sight. The front part of the chakra is 
related to conceptual understanding. The back part is 
related to carrying out our ideas in a step-by-step pro- 
cess to accomplish them. 

The seventh chakra is located at the top of the head. 
Its fine tip seats into the middle of the top of the 
head. It supplies energy to our upper brain and our 
right eye. It is associated with the experience of direct 
knowing. It is related to the integration of personality 
with spirituality. 

In general, the front aspects of the chakras correlate 
to our emotional functioning, the back to our will 
function, and the head chakras to our reason function. 
A balanced functioning of our reason, will, and emo- 
tion is necessary to maintain our health. Since the 
amount of energy flowing through a given chakra de- 
notes how much that chakra is used, it also denotes 
how much the reason, will, or emotional aspect associ- 
ated with that chakra is used. In order to create a 
balance of our reason, will, and emotions in our lives, 
we must balance, equalize, and synchronize our 
chakras. 

In this book, we will describe how healers work with 
the human energy field during healing sessions and 
how you can work with your own field for self-healing. 
Later, we will relate the personal healing process to 
each of the seven levels of personal life experience

found within each of the levels of the field. Self-healing 
can be accomplished by filling personal needs that are 
associated with each type of life experience on each 
level. (For more specifics about the aura and its 
chakras, please refer to Hands of Light, Parts II and III.) 


The Haric Level: 
The Level of Your Intention, 
Your Purpose 


The haric level is one quantum leap deeper into your 
nature and one dimension deeper than the aura. The 
haric level is the foundation upon which the aura rests. 
I call it the haric level because it is the level where the 
hara is. Hara is defined by the Japanese as a center of 
power within the lower belly. While the aura is related 
to your personality, the haric level is related to your 
intentions. It corresponds to your life task or your 
deeper spiritual purpose. It is the level of your greater 


incarnational purpose and your purpose in any given - 


moment. It is here that you set and hold your inten- 
tion. 

The haric level is much simpler than the auric field, 
which has a very complicated structure. (See Figure 
2—1.) It consists of three points along.a laserlike line 
that is on the center line of our body. It is about one- 
third of an inch wide and extends from a point about 
three and one-half feet above our head, down deep into 
the core of the earth. The first point above the head 
looks like an inverted funnel. Its wide end pointing 
down is only about one-third of an inch wide. It repre- 
sents our first individuation out of the godhead, when 
we first individuated from God in order to incarnate. It 
also carries the function of reason. It carries our reason 
to incarnate. It is through this place that we connect to 
our higher spiritual reality. I call this place the individu- 
ation point or ID point. 

If we follow the laser line down into our upper chest 
area, we find the second point. It is a beautiful diffuse 
light. It corresponds to our emotion. Here we carry 
our spiritual longing, the sacred longing that leads us 
through our life. It brings the passion we have to 
accomplish great things in our life. This longing is very 
specific to our life task. We long to accomplish it. It is 
the thing that we want to do more than anything else in 
life. It is what we have come for. It is the longing each 
of us carries within, that lets us feel why we are here. 
I call this point the seat of the soul’s longing, or soul 
seat, or SS. 

The next point on the line is the tan tien, as it is called 
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in Chinese. It is the center from which all martial artists 
move when they perform. It is from this center that 
martial artists draw power to break concrete. It appears 
to be a ball of power or center of beingness, about two 
and one-half inches in diameter. It is located about two 
and one-half inches below the navel. It has a strong 
membrane around it, so it looks a bit like a rubber ball. 
It can be gold in color. This is a will center. It is your 
will to live in the physical body. It contains the one 
note that holds the physical body in physical manifesta- 
tion. 

It is with your will and this one note that you have 
drawn up a physical body out of the body of your 
mother the earth. It is from this center that healers can 
also connect to a great deal of power to regenerate the 
body, provided that the healer grounds the haric line 
deep into the molten core of the earth. When their 
haric line extends down into the earth, healers can 
gather great power. When used in healing, the tan tien 
can turn very bright red and become very hot. This is 
what is meant by being grounded on the haric level. 
When this happens and the tan tien turns red, healers 
feel intense heat all over their body. 

When you have set a clear intention on the haric 
level, your actions on the auric and physical levels bring 
about pleasure. We will discuss dysfunction in the haric 
level (that is, your intention and your life task) with 
relationship to health throughout this book. For exam- 
ple, illness can be caused by unclear, mixed, or oppos- 
ing intentions and disconnection from one's life task. 
Many people, especially in the modern industrialized 
part of the world, walk around in great spiritual pain 
because they do not know that they have a life's pur- 
pose. They do not understand why they are in pain. 
They don't know there is a cure for this kind of spiritual 
pain. The disconnection from their deeper life's pur- 
pose shows in the haric level. It can be healed from this 
level. 


The Core Star Level: 
The Level of Your Divine Essence— 
The Source of Your Creative Energy 


The core star level is a quantum leap deeper into who 
we are than the haric level and is related to our divine 
essence. Using HSP, on the level of the core star, 
everyone looks like a beautiful star. Each star is differ- 
ent. Each star is the internal source of life within. In 
this inner place, we are the center of the universe. Here 
is localized the divine individuality within each ofus. It 
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is located one and one-half inches above the navel on 
the center line of the body. (See Figure 2-1.) When 
one opens one's vision on the core star level and looks 
ata group of people, each looks like a beautiful star that 
radiates out infinitely yet permeates all the other stars. 

Our core is the most essential nature of our being 
and is completely unique to each individual. It has been 
there within each of us since before the beginning of 
time. Indeed, it is beyond the limitations of time, space, 
and belief. It is the individual aspect of the divine. 
From this place within each of us, we live and have our 
being. We recognize it easily as that which we have 
always known ourselves to be since birth. In this place, 
we are wise, loving, and full of courage. 

This inner essence has not really changed with time. 
No negative experiences have ever really tainted it. Yes, 
our reactions to negative experiences may have covered 
it, or shrouded it, but they have never really changed it. 

-It is our most basic nature. It is the deeper goodness 
within each of us. It is who we really are. It is from this 
place within that all our creative energies arise. It is the 
eternal fountainhead within each of us from which all 
our creations come. 


Your Creative Process and Your Health 


The prime focus of this book is to help you understand | 


the creative process originating within your core and 


its significance, especially with regard to health and 
healing. This creative process that originates within 
our core always begins with two ingredients. The first 
is positive intention, or divine intention; the second is 
positive pleasure. 

Everything you have ever done in your life began not only 
with good intentions but also always with pleasure. 

Every creative act you have done began within your 
core consciousness and upwelled through the deeper 
levels of your being until it reached your physical 
world. All the creations in your life take the same 
course. Every creative act takes the course in its journey 
into the physical: It manifests first as consciousness in 
the core, then as our intention in the haric level, then as 
our life energies in the auric level that later well up into 
the physical universe. 

When these energies flow directly from the core 
through the haric level of our life task, through the 
auric level of our personality, and through our physical 
bodies, we create health and joy in our lives. It is upon 
this creative process that this book is based. It is with 
the “light emerging” from our core that we create our 
life experience on all levels of our being. 

When we block the creative energies arising from the 
core star, we eventually create pain in our lives. The 
work that lies before us is to unveil our core so that our 
light and creations can emerge in joy, pleasure, and 
well-being. In that way, we can create a world of har- 
mony, peace, and communion.

A New View of Healing— 
Ihe Holographic Experience 


In order to begin to understand and live holographic 
experience, we must take a look at our current way of 
understanding, which is not holistic. 


The Metaphysics Underlying 
Our Scientific Models . 


Like the traditional belief systems of “primitive” cul- 
tures, our culture of the western scientific world is also 
shaped by its built-in assumptions. Many of these as- 
sumptions have remained unspoken and unchallenged 
until recently. What we consider to be our basic reality 
depends on the underlying metaphysics upon which 
we rest our science. Dr. Willis Harman, in his book 
Global Mind Change, notes three basic metaphysics— 
M-1, M-2, and M-3—that have been used during the 
history of human evolution. He defines them as fol- 
lows: 


M-1. Materialistic Monism 
(Matter Giving Rise to Mind) 


In the first of these, the basic stuff of the universe is 
matter-energy. We learn about reality from studying 
the measurable world. ... Whatever consciousness is, 
it emerges out of matter (that is, the brain) when the 


evolutionary process has progressed sufficiently. What- 
ever we can learn about consciousness must ultimately 
be reconciled with the kind of knowledge we get from 
studying the physical brain, for consciousness apart 
from a living physical organism is not only unknown, it 
is inconceivable. 


M-2. Dualism | 


(Matter Plus Mind) 


An alternate metaphysic is dualistic. There are two fun- 
damentally different kinds of basic stuff in the universe: 
Matter-energy stuff and mind-spirit stuff. Matter- 
energy stuff is studied with the present tools of science; 
mind-spirit stuff must be explored in other ways more 
appropriate to it (such as inner subjective exploration). 
Thus there develop, in essence, two complementary 
kinds of knowledge; presumably there are areas of over- 
lap (such as the field of psychic phenomena). 


M-3. Transcendental Monism 
(Mind Giving Rise to Matter) 


Yet a third metaphysic finds the ultimate stuff of the 
universe to be consciousness. Mind or consciousness is 
primary, and matter-energy arises in some sense out of 
mind. The physical world is to the greater mind as a 
dream image is to the individual mind. Ultimately the 
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reality behind the phenomenal world is contacted, not 
through the physical senses, but through the deep intu- 
ition. Consciousness is not the end-product of material 
evolution; rather, consciousness was here first! 


Most of our cultural conditioning and heritage is 
based on the M-1 (mind out of matter) metaphysical 
model, which supports a mechanistic science. Our fu- 
ture is already seeded in the M-3 (matter out of mind) 
model, which leads to a holographic science. 


Our Old Scientific Mechanistic 
Model in Health Care 


To move into a holographic model for our health care, 
we must first explore our old ideas about health, heal- 
ing, and medicine and find how they have limited us. 
Our old ideas come out of the old scientific, mechanis- 
tic model upon which our cultural conditioning is 
based. This old model, based upon the M-1 meta- 
physics (mind out of matter) contains the unspoken 
rational set of premises of this scientific age. Dr. 
Harman lists these assumptions: 


l. The only conceivable ways in which we can ac- 
quire knowledge are through our physical senses, 
and perhaps by some sort of information transmis- 
sion through the genes. [Or we can learn] through 
empirical science . . . the exploration of the mea- 
surable world through instrumentation which 
augments our physical senses. 

2. All qualitative properties . . . are ultimately reduc- 
ible to quantitative ones (for example, color is 
reduced to wavelength). 

3. There is a clear demarcation between the objective 
world which can be perceived by anyone, and sub- 
jective experience which is perceived by the indi- 
vidual alone. . . . Scientific knowledge deals with 
the former; the latter may be important to the 
individual but its exploration does not lead to the 
same kind of publicly verifiable knowledge. 

4. The concept of free will is a prescientific attempt to 
explain behavior which scientific analysis reveals is 
due to a combination of forces impinging on the 
individual from the outside, together with pres- 
sures and tensions internal to the organism. 

5. What we know as consciousness or awareness of 
our thoughts and feelings is a secondary phenome- 
non arising from physical and biochemical pro- 
cesses in the brain. 


6. What we know as memory is strictly a matter of 
stored data in the central nervous system. 

7. The nature of time being what it is, there is obvi- 

ously no way in which we can obtain knowledge of 
future events other than by rational prediction 
from known causes and past regularities. 

8. Since mental activity is simply a matter of dynam- 
ically varying states in the physical organism 
(brain), it is completely impossible for this mental 
activity to exert any effect directly on the physical 
world outside the organism. 

9. The evolution of the universe and of man has come 
about through physical causes. . . . there is no jus- 
tification for any concept of universal purpose in 
this evolution, or in the development of con- 
sciousness, or in the strivings of the individual. 

10. Individual consciousness does not survive the 
death of the organism; or if there is any meaning- 
ful sense in which the individual consciousness 
persists after the death of the physical body, we can 
neither comprehend it in this life nor in any way 
obtain knowledge about it. 


These are the assumptions upon which our indus- 
trialized society and our health-care system are based. 
In some cases of health care they work beautifully. In 
others, they do not. In some areas of our lives, like the 
ability to purchase consumer products, they work for 
some of us. For some of us, who live trapped in pov- 
erty, they do not. To find more effective solutions for 
social problems and the diseases that “plague” the 
twentieth century, we must look deeper into our as- 
sumptions about reality. 

In our culture, philosophy is based on the old mech- 
anistic model of physics, which in turn is based on M-1 
(mind out of matter) metaphysics, which maintains the 
world is made up of basic building blocks of matter 
such as electrons and protons. These tiny “things” or 
parts constitute everything that there is. Therefore if 
we divide the world into these things and study them, 
we should understand the world. Thus, we have been 
taught to trust and live by the rational mind. Our social 
system, schools, and medical system all emphasize the 
importance of solving problems rationally to under- 
stand the way things work, and then to find the cause of 
problems. To do that, we divide everything into sepa- 
rate parts and study them. 

Unfortunately, in the past forty years or so, we have 
placed more and more emphasis on rationally dividing 
our world into separate parts and studying those parts 
as if they were isolated. Yet research shows that isola- 
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tion simply is not true. For over twenty years our 
experiments in physics and biology have shown that 
everything is connected. It is impossible to separate the 
experimenter from the experiment. It is impossible to 
separate the individual from the whole. Yet in daily life 
we continue to think that things can be broken down 
and taken apart to be understood. 


Why Isn't the Old Way Working? 


‘When we think in the mechanistic way we make state- 
ments like this: 


“When are they going to do something about it?” 

“They are destroying the planet.” 

"We'd be better off if executives (or workers) weren't 
so greedy." 


These statements separate us from others by creat- 
ing a fictional “they” or “them” on to whom we can 
shift responsibility for a problem or situation rather 
than do what we could do to change the situation. 
After all, we are co-creators of whatever situation we 
find ourselves in. 

We have dealt with our own health and disease in the 
same way. We separate our organs from each other as if 
they were not working together in the same body. We 
separate our dis-ease from ourselves. We separate our 
body parts from our emotions about them, as if there 
were no effect in doing so. We compartmentalize them 
all with statements like: 


“I caught your cold.” 

“Гуе got a bad back.” 

“My stomach is giving me trouble again.” 
“T hate my hips—they are too big for me.” 


We even try to get rid of the symptom rather than 
focusing on the cause of the problem. This can be very 
dangerous indeed. We make statements like: 


“Doc, I want you to get rid of this knee problem 
once and for all.” 

“My head hurts. I need some aspirin to take the pain 
away.” 

“Рт getting rid of my gallbladder so it will stop 
bothering me.” 


Many times, we sec illness as primarily caused by the 
invasion of some outside thing, like a microorganism 
or a tumor that needs to be removed. The major way of 
ridding ourselves of disease is to take a pill or have 
surgery. Prescribing the right medication to get rid of 
pain or to kill the invader is based primarily on research 
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and thinking that is founded on the premise of the 
world being composed of separate parts. These views 
do not deal with the cause of illness. The wonders of 
modern medicine are astounding, and yet as a people, 
we seem to be growing less able to personally maintain 


-our health. When we finally get one thing fixed by the 


doctor, something else goes wrong. Sometimes the 
side effects from treatment lead to another ailment. Yet 
we tend to consider these ailments as separate occur- 
rences. We have divided the world into so many parts 
that we get confused and begin thinking that the doc- 
tor is responsible for our health. 

A great deal of pain has arisen out of the kind of 
thinking that sees a human being as a collection of 
separate parts rather than as a whole, integrated being. 
Such separatist thinking also leads to the abdication of 
responsibility for one’s health to the doctor. We think a 
doctor can fix body parts as a mechanic fixes the parts of 
а car. I have been witness to a lot of this pain. Out of 
compartmentalization comes confusion. Many patients 
who have come through my office have been through a 
long list of health-care professionals, including physi- 
cians, therapists of all kinds, healers, psychics, acu- 
puncturists, dietary specialists, and herbalists. From 
these treatments they have had minimal results, primar- 
ily because of the contradictory and confusing analysis 
of their condition. The patient simply doesn’t know 
what to do or whom to believe because compartmen- 
talization leads to contradiction. 

Because of our cultural conditioning, we ask for a 
physical disease diagnosis. This is the equivalent of 
asking for basic building blocks of matter that don’t 
really exist. We don’t just ask for it—we demand it! 
And we get it. A concrete presentation of the “facts” of 
a physical disease diagnosis limits our ability to see the 
greater picture clearly because we take it out of the 
context of the interrelatedness of our whole being, in 
which the cause of our disease includes many levels of 
function and experience. We take it as the full answer 
and use it to (hopefully) make us feel safe. As a result, 
we put a lot of pressure on our physicians to take care 
of our health through diagnosis and treatment. We 
believe that if we name the disease and know it, we can 
control it, from a separated, disconnected place. Or 
better yet, the physician can control it. 

Indeed, this method works very well for many dis- 
eases. It gets rid of the physical symptoms called dis- 
ease, but it does not deal with the internal cause 
connected to the deeper reality within us. In the long 
run, the practice of diagnosis and treatment of physical 
symptoms is likely to separate us by one more step from 
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ourselves and our deeper truth. I consider this a misuse 
of diagnosis. The problem isn't the system of diagnosis. 
The problem is that we stop with the diagnosis and its 
resulting treatment. We do not use it—as we could— 
as another piece of information in a large puzzle that 
leads to self-understanding and growth. Approaching 
disease from the point of view of separate symptoms 
also gives too much power to the diagnostic system and 
rigidifies it. This leads to another, more serious misuse 
of the diagnosis system. 


The Mechanistic Model Produces 
Death-Sentence Diagnoses 


The pain gets worse and the patients even more con- 
fused when they receive diagnosis and treatment rec- 
ommendations that include threats such as, “If you 
don't follow our particular treatment program, you 
will get worse or even die." Of course physicians 
should give the information that they know about the 
patient's prognosis if the patient gocs untreated, but 
physicians shouldn't imply that their way is necessarily 
the only way. Perhaps there are ways to treat the illness 
that they don't know about. In other words, the limita- 
tions of standard medical treatment techniques should 
be stated as such, and the door to other possibilities 
should always be clearly left open, whether or not the 
physician knows what the other treatments are. Rather 
than label a patient as “terminal,” the physician needs 
to make it clear that it is western medicine that cannot 
treat the problem effectively. 

One of the worst things I have seen newly diagnosed 
cancer patients go through is the terminal diagnosis. 
Yes, there are statistics about certain developments in 
certain diseases that show the probabilities of the 
course a given disease will take. But in no way does that 
mean it is true for any particular patient. Unfor- 
tunately, a patient who escapes the statistics is consid- 
ered to have had an error in diagnosis, a “spontaneous 
remission,” a “well-behaved disease,” or even a *mira- 
cle." This discredits the method that was successful in 
helping the patient get well. 

When western medicine uses the incurable or termi- 
nal diagnosis label for illnesses it cannot treat, it creates 
an additional problem for patients. It teaches patients 
that they cannot get well. It sets up a pathological belief 
within patients that they then act upon, thus enhancing 
their disease. That is, they not only have the disease to 
fight, they must also overcome the part of them that 
believes they cannot get well. A disease diagnosis in- 
duces a pathological view within the mind of the pa- 
tient according to the beliefs of a medical system that 


may not be able to help the patient because within its 
system there is no cure. In a way, western medicine 
covertly says, “Believe as we do, accept our metaphor 
of reality, that this illness (as we have diagnosed it) is 
the true and only reality (as we see it) and is incurable." 

This covert statement brings us back again to the 
original issue: the roles our models of reality have in 
our lives, and our assumptions that they are the only 
reality. We don't consider the profound effect of this. 


The Issue of Models | 
or Metaphors of Reality 


As the bag lady in Lily Tomlin's Broadway hit The 
Search for Intelligent Life in the Universe says, “Reality is 
a collective hunch.” 

What we tend to do is say that any model of reality 
that we accept is reality. We then get into trouble when 
what is doesn't fit the model. We blame ourselves or 
declare things to be impossible because they don't fit 
into the model. We tend not to see or say that the 
model is limited. | 

All models are limited. We need to remember that. If 
we do, then it is probably okay to accept a particular 
metaphor for reality in an unbiased fashion—for exam- 
ple, in the mechanistic case, that matter is the basic 
reality. But when it comes to incurable disease, that 
metaphor of reality is no longer working for us. Then 
it’s time to find a more functional metaphor within 
which a cure is probable. It’s time for the patient to find 
another medical system rather than go through painful 
invasive treatments that do not cure. Not only do these 
treatments fail to cure, they only make the cure by a 
different system, such as ayurvedic medicine, homeop- 
athy, acupuncture, macrobiotics, or other such sys- 
tems, much more difficult. 

An untreatable diagnosis is a statement about the medi- 
cal system, not the patient. If given as a statement about 
the patient’s condition, it puts patients at a distinct 
disadvantage in their healing process. It leaves little if 
any room for the creative process of healing to come 
forth from the patient. It leaves no room for alternative 
care systems. It is far better when a physician says, “I 
have done all I can do for you. I am, at this time, 
unaware of any other treatments I can offer. If you 
wish, I will stand by you and keep you as comfortable 
as I can. Perhaps someone else knows another way.” 

This is all physicians are responsible for. They can- 
not take responsibility for other people’s lives or 
their health. Physicians cannot play God. This ought to 
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be a relief to them. Yes, physicians have the light of 
God within every cell of their beings. But so does every 
patient. Physicians are likely to have more access to 
healing power than any given patient at any given time. 
But patients have complete ability to learn to tap into 
that power, which also ought to be a relief to the 
physician. 

The responsibilities we have placed upon our physi- 
cians, and that they have shouldered, are simply neither 
fair nor realistic. They are based on the mechanistic 
model. If a physician is supposed to give us a pill or do 
surgery to take away something separate from us that is 
bothering us, then he or she becomes the responsible 
one. It is as if we had nothing to do with it. 


Moving Toward the Holographic Model 


We as patients must take back responsibility for our 
healing. We must ask our physicians to help us do it. 
We must establish friendly working relationships 
among patient, healer, and physician to utilize the best 
in self-healing, healers, and the great service of healing 
that physicians offer. 

A way to begin establishing friendly working rela- 
tionships among patient, healer, and physician is to 
consciously move into the new M-3 (matter out of 
mind) metaphysics described at the beginning of this 
chapter. We need to consider that mind rather than 
matter is the basic reality. And that changes things a 
great deal. It leads us into holism. 

The work presented in this book is based upon the 
M-3 metaphysics: Mind gives rise to matter; therefore 
mind or consciousness is the basic reality. Yet mind and 
consciousness are still limited terms in our culture. The 
broad expanse of human experience goes much beyond 
the mind. So I prefer to use the term essence to refer to 
the basic nature of human beingness. Essence is subtler 
and less limited than what we call consciousness. Es- 
sence underlies consciousness. Consciousness is subtler 
and less limited than what we call mind. Consciousness 
underlies mind. Therefore, it is essence that gives rise 
to consciousness, that gives rise to mind, that gives rise 
to matter. 

That essence is found within the core star level of 
every living creature. It is found within everything. It is 
everywhere. Everything is ultimately interpenetrated 
with essence, consciousness, and mind. M-3 meta- 
physics, then, most naturally brings us to holism and 
the interconnectedness of all things, a very common 
experience of the healing state. By assuming M-3 meta- 
physics, we walk directly into the new science of holog- 
raphy, which shows a promising future by giving us 
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new answers to old questions about ourselves and our 
healing and creative processes. 

Let’s reorient ourselves to holism. What is it? How is 
it different from what we base our assumptions about 
reality on now? What would it be like to live within a 
holographic model of reality? What would it be like if 
we were to think and live holographically? How would 
our lives change? 

Many of us have had experiences of wholeness either 
in meditation or in things as simple as a reverie on 
seeing a sunset. These experiences are very powerful. 
Most of the time, we wish we knew how to make them 
happen more often. We seem to have a great gap be- 
tween the spontaneous experience of wholeness and 
the application of holism in daily life. It is this gap that 
we will seek to bridge in a step-by-step process in this 
book. At one end of our bridge is the physical world 
and our physical bodies. At the other is the expanded 
experience of holism where each of us is all that there is. 
So the question set before us is: How do we become 
holistic? 


Experiencing the Universal Hologram 


To explore what living within a holographic model 
would be like, on a personal experiential level, I asked 
several of my third-year healing students the following 
question: “Imagine yourself a hologram. How does that 
un-limit you?” Here are their answers. 


MARJORIE V: In a hologram, we are both the ob- 
server and the creator. We arc not just a part of a 
pattern, we are the pattern. A hologram is out of lin- 
ear time and three-dimensional space. It is the 
interconnectedness of everything. It is un-limitation 
itself. It is total surrendering to all experiences— truly 
feeling one with everyone, everything, and every uni- 
verse. Tt is instantaneous present, past, and future. 

IRA G: Imagining myself as a hologram un-limits me 
because it permits the view that all the universe may be 
experienced or understood through one cell of my 
body and one experience of my life. Each part or com- 
ponent becomes a doorway of universal understand- 
ing. ; 
ЅҮІМІА M: If I am a hologram, then I have no limits. 
I can go into time and space into eternity and back 
again. I am the trees, the animals, and the homeless, 
and they are me. Maybe this is where that old saying 
comes from, “All for one, and one for all.” 

CAROL Н: Imagining myself as a hologram un-limits 
me in that I recognize the interconnectedness with the 
whole of creation and that I am a reflection of the 
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divine spirit. I also realize that all my thoughts, words, 
and deeds are experienced throughout the whole— 
which is an overwhelming thought! Also, I am experi- 
encing all of creation as “receiver.” 

BETTE B: If I were a hologram, say of alcoholism, I 
would not only be the spouse of the alcoholic, but the 
husband, daughter, and son, and the alcoholic also. I 
could experience the alcohol going into the body and at 
the same time sec and know how everyone else in- 
volved feels, thinks, and knows mentally, emotionally, 
physically, and spiritually. There would be no sides to 
take because I would be all of it at once and know that 
all of it is a part of God and the universe. 

PAM C: I believe I am a hologram, but it’s hard to let 
in what that means. It un-limits me because it means: 


1. I am not separate, I am always in connection with 
the whole. In fact, I am the whole. 

2. I can take whatever form I need to at any given 
moment. In fact, I am taking all of them all the time. 

3. I am always in synchronicity with everything else 
that exists. 

4. Tam not restricted to my body. I have access to all 
the information in the universe, past, present, and 
future and other dimensions. I can be anywhere at 
any timc. In fact, I can be several places at once. In 
short, it makes me very big and very connected. I am 
the whole as well as the parts. 


ROSEANNE F: If I am a hologram, then I am not a 
part of the whole, I am whole. It un-limits me in every 
way, as I am not only connected to all things, I am all 
things and therefore am unlimited in my potential for 
understanding, knowing, seeing, learning, being, and 
doing (and much more, I’m sure). 

In the inverse of “I am a whole” as a hologram, I am 
also in and of all else; so there is a balance of my un- 
limited self with all other things and beings. 

JOHN M: This is a scientific metaphor for Christ's 
statement “I and the Father are One.” It suggests for 
me that I am not an “outsider,” that even as the prodi- 
gal son, I have held the fullness of the universe within 
me—-or more accurately have had that fullness flowing 
through me. This thought reminds me of a sense of 
peace that has underlain my most scary and uncertain 
moments. It's as though, as I imagine the immensity of 
the whole, it looks back at me with something resem- 
bling a human face. The thought of myself as a holo- 
gram gives me courage and hope. 

Marce M: In this way I can see myself as everything 
that is. I need to learn to access those aspects of myself 


that I wish to access. As a hologram, anything is possi- 
ble, all knowledge is accessible, and it is a matter of 
allowing this to happen. 

LAURIE K: It gives me the wings with which to go 
and be anywhere I want at any time. It gives me cre- 
ative responsibility in knowing who I truly am and, in 
that, changing the entire world. It provides me with 
unlimited access to all knowledge, all understanding. It 
frees me from the shackles of dualistic disharmony and 
propels me into a world of light, of unity, of knowing. I 
am inseparably connected to all. 

Sus B: I found this hard to do because my mind says, 
“T am not.” Instead, I find it easier to imagine myself as 
part of an interconnected web. When I do this, there is 
no “me” and “not me,” but “I am." Time and space in 
this sense do not exist because “I am" everywhere at 
once. 

Jason S: Imaging myself as a hologram seems to 
“un-limit” me to the extent that I allow it to. At some 
point it gets a little scary. For instance, when I imagine 
it, I feel somewhat more detached from my personality 
and life path and see all of it more as a series of interac- 
ting patterns. It gives broad vista to my view of myself. 
On the other hand—on the microlevel—I can see each 
aspect of my daily life as a full expression of who I am. I 
can see how I am “Jason-ing” through my life, with my 
talents, perspective, lack of perspective, problems, and _ 
strengths, all fully formed in every aspect. As someone 
who can get very detached as it is, I don’t especially like 
the feeling of detachment when it gets too strong. I do 
like the feeling of all-one-time I get from looking at my 
life that way, though. 

As a healer, when I look at patients that way, I feel 
the possibility of being completely in touch with their 
past, present, and possible future. It makes the moment 
of healing transcend this present moment. 


The holographic experience requires expanded 
awareness, It requires great sensitivity to what is, both 
personally and interpersonally. It is possible to develop 
this expanded awareness in a step-by-step manner, as 
we shall see in the progression of this book. 

The holographic experience is the experience of 
the healing moment. When linear time and three- 
dimensional space are transcended in the ways de- 
scribed above, healing automatically takes place. This 
is the true nature of the universe. 

Pm sure such experiences as these are familiar to you. 
What we haven’t done yet is learn how to bring them 
forth when they are needed and how to integrate them 
into normal life. Our real challenge is how to put 
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them into everyday life in a practical way. In order to 
do this, we must understand holism better. So let's take 
a closer look at holography. 


The Origins of Holism and Holography 


In 1929, Alfred North Whitehead, a well-known 
mathematician and philosopher, described nature as a 
great expanding series of occurrences that are intercon- 
nected. “These occurrences,” he said, “do not termi- 
nate in sense perception. Dualisms like mind/matter are 
false. Reality is inclusive and interlocking.” What 
Whitehead meant by that is everything is relational, 
including our senses. We use our senses to get informa- 
tion about any given situation. Our senses affect the 
situation we perceive. The situation affects the senses 
with which we perceive it. In the same year, Karl Lash- 
ley published the results of his research on the human 
brain that showed that specific memory is not located 
in any one place in the brain. He found that destroying 
a portion of the brain does not destroy memory located 
there. Memory could not be located in specific brain 
cells. Rather, memory seems to be distributed all over 
the brain, probably as a field of energy. 

In 1947, Dennis Gabor derived equations that de- 
scribed a possible three-dimensional photography that 
he called holography. The first hologram was con- 
structed with the use of a laser in 1965 by Emmette 
Leith and Juris Upatinicks. In 1969, Dr. Karl Pribram, 
a renowned brain physiologist at Stanford University, 
proposed that the hologram worked very well as a 
powerful model for brain processes. In 1971, Dr. 
David Bohm, a well-known physicist who worked with 
Einstein, proposed that the organization of the uni- 
verse is probably holographic. When Pribram heard of 
Bohm's work, he was elated. It supported his idea that 
the human brain functions as a hologram, collecting 
and reading information from a holographic universe. 


What Is a Hologram? 


So what are these men and their research saying? To 
understand their ideas, let’s examine how a hologram 
works. No doubt, you have seen a hologram. It pro- 
jects a three-dimensional image from seemingly no- 
where into space. As you walk around this image, you 
see the different sides of it. 

It takes a two-step process to create the three- 
dimensional hologram image. Figure 3—1 shows the 
first step. The beam from a laser is split in half by a 
device called a beam splitter. One half is focused 
through a lens onto an object such as an apple, then is

reflected by a mirror onto a photographic plate. The 
other half is simply reflected by a mirror and focused 
through a lens onto the same photographic plate. A 
specific phase relationship is set between the two halves 
of the laser beam. A photograph is taken. The result is a 
photograph of an interference pattern that the two 
beams produce when they come back together on the 
photographic plate. This interference pattern looks like 
indiscernible squiggly lines. 

The second step, Figure 3—2, is simply to remove the 
apple, the beam splitter, the second mirror, and the 
second lens. If you now take the laser and focus it 
through a lens and onto the photographic plate, you 
will find a three-dimensional image of the apple sus- 
pended in space! What is more surprising is that if you 
simply cut the photographic plate in half without 
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changing anything else, you still get the image of the 
apple suspended in space, although it is a little hazier. If 
you cut another portion of the plate off, you will still 
get the whole image of the apple in space. This con- 
tinues with smaller and smaller pieces of the photo- 
graphic plate. You still get the whole apple, but it 
becomes a bit hazier each time! 


The Holographic Model 
and Seven Premises about 
the Nature of Reality 


As we enter the holographic era, we prepare for many 
changes. This era rests on the foundation of seven basic 
premises about the nature of reality that fall directly out of 
the holographic work and upon which the holographic 
model is based. 


Premise 1: Consciousness Is the Basic Reality 


To arrive at the premise that consciousness is the basic 
reality, let's follow Dr. Pribram's analysis. Dr. Pribram 
says that basic reality is the energetic signature that the 
brain picks up through our senses. Our brain then 
interprets the signature into the shape and color of an 
apple. What he means is that true reality is like the 


energy in the laser beams that carries information. ` 


What we see as reality is more like the projected three- 
dimensional picture of the apple in the hologram. The 
truc reality is to be found in the energy that our senses 
pick up rather than in the objects we define as real. 

Pribram states that our brain acts like the hologram 
that projects the true reality of the energy beams into 
an illusory apple. Our brain, using our five senses, picks 
up the energy field of whatever we bring our attention 
to in the moment and translates that energy field into 
an object. What this means is that the object we per- 
ceive represents the secondary reality. It is but a signa- 
ture of the deeper reality (the energy beams) from 
which the projection of the object comes. 

Pribram says that all our senses act together in a way 
to create the illusion of our world around us, much as a 
set of stereo speakers gives you the impression that the 
sound comes from the center of the room or a headset 
makes the music come from the center of your head. So 
far, only the hologram using the visible sense—light 
from the laser beam—has been built. Probably some- 
day, holograms using the kinesthetic, auditory, olfac- 
tory, and gustatory senses will also be built. 


Clearly, Dr. Pribram's research relates to our model 
of the human energy field. On the level of the aura, the 
basic reality is energy. However, if we go deeper, we 
find our intention, which results from our conscious- 
ness, upon which our energy flow is based. And even 
deeper than that, we find our essence and the core star 
level, the foundation of all reality. We have arrived at 
the M-3 metaphysics. 


Implications of Premise 1 
for our health and health-care system: ; 

l. Probably the most profound implication for our 
health is that our consciousness, expressed as inten- 
tion, and the energy in our auric field that results 
from that intention are the most fundamental fac- 
tors in our health or dis-casc. This means that our 
intentions, both conscious and unconscious, and 
how they are expressed in our thinking, feelings, 
and actions are primary factors in our state of 
health. Any physical problem is only a physical 
manifestation of the true dis-ease that is to be found 
within consciousness. Consciousness founded the 
materialized statement of dis-easc. 

2. Any science or health-care system based on the 
physical world is based on secondary causes, not 
primary ones. 


Premise 2: Everything Is Connected to 


' Everything Else 


This connection is not dependent on spatial proximity 
or on time. An event in one location immediately, 
without time delay for communication (that is, faster 
than the speed of light and beyond Einstein’s relativity 
theory) affects everything else. 

Since there is no time delay, what we call cause and 
effect occur at the same time. Therefore our idea of 
cause and effect, which is so useful in our material 
world, is not applicable or valid in the primary reality. 

Implications of Premise 2 

for our health and health-care system: 

1. According to the holographic view, it is impossible 
to take people, events, things, “no-things,” or our- 
selves separately. The propagation of events works 
not only throughout their own specific areas of 
influence but profoundly affects other seemingly 
independent or unrelated areas of life. Our everyday 
experience, our science, our psychology, and our 
politics all point to the reality that nothing exists 
separately. An event, be it political, psychological, 
atomic, or subatomic, can never be taken as an iso- 
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lated occurrence, affecting only the immediate sur- 
roundings. Our science and our politics clearly 
show that whatever occurs now has an immediate 
effect everywhere. The development of nuclear 
weapons clearly shows this, as does the work of 
environmentalists. 

2. Everything we do, say, think, and believe about 
health and disease affects everyone immediately. 

3. By healing ourselves, we heal others. By helping 
heal others, we also heal ourselves. 


Premise 3: Each Piece Contains the Whole 


If we use the model of the hologram, we get a view of 
the nature of reality very different from the way our 
western culture has described it in the past. Since the 
whole three-dimensional image of the apple is still pro- 
duced no matter how small a piece of the photographic 
plate is left, the hologram clearly: demonstrates that 
each piece (of the holographic plate) contains the 
whole (apple). 


Implications of Premise 3 
for our health and health-care system: 

1. Each part of us contains the whole pattern of us. 
This can be expressed in the physical world in our 
genes. In them, each cell contains our whole genetic 
makeup. Eventually, it may be possible to clone 
ourselves from a single cell! 


2. On the energetic level, the energy pattern in the 


auric field of each cell contains our whole pattern of 
health. We can then tap into this health pattern to 
regain our health. We only need one healthy cell left 
to do so! 

3. We are all that there is. Or,another way to put it is: 
All that there is, is within ¢ach of us. By exploring 
our inner landscape, we also explore the universe. 

4. By healing ourselves, we help heal the earth and the 
universe. (For further information and deeper un- 
derstanding of how this works, see “What Can I 
Personally Do for World Peace?” channeled from 
my guide Heyoan, in Chapter 13.) 


Premise 4: Time Is Also Holographic 


Each aspect exists everywhere all the time and always 
(that is, both at all times and in all times). Each mo- 
ment is whole, complete, and alive and coexists in a 
knowledgeable relationship with all other moments. 
Each moment is self-knowledgeable and self-intelligent 
and has access to all moments. 
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Implications of Premise 4. 
for our health and health-care system: | 

1. We now also know that an event in the past can be 
found broadly threaded through the tapestry of our 
present world makeup. What we do affects a broad 
range of people, perhaps much broader than we 
suspect at present. Our actions affect not only those 
around us but those at a distance, because these 
effects are not confined spatially or temporally. 
They are holographic— that is, these effects are not 
dependent on time or space. 

They act outside of such limitations, because in 
the primary reality, time and space do not exist. 

2. On the personal level, each of us in this now has 
access to all other moments. Or: We are everywhere 
all the time, always. 

3. Each of us is connected to the “I” that was very 
healthy before sickness and after getting well. Ме. 
can access that experience of health and bring it into 
the now for healing. 

4. In reverse, we can each continue to be connected to 
the lessons we learned from any illness to maintain 
the wisdom gained from the experience. 

5. By entering into complete wholeness, it is possible 
to immediately heal ourselves. 


Premise 5: Individuation and Energy Are Basic 
to the Universe 


Each aspect is individual and not identical to any other 
aspect. 

There is an experiment that proves that light is a 
particle and is also a wave of energy. However, another 
experiment shows that particles do not act like things. 
Rather, they are more like “individual events of interac- 
tions,” which are also basically energy. Therefore: Ev- 
ery aspect of the universe is either a wave of energy or 
an individual particle of energy. 


Implications of Premise 5 
for our health and health-care system: 

1. Each of us is composed of energy. By replacing our 
thoughts and assumptions that we are solid matter 
with the idea that we are light, we can change much 
more easily. So can our bodies, which are made of 
light. Our bodies are constantly changing. Each 
second, we have a different body. 

2. Each of us is unlike any other being. What happens 
to each of us and what we experience is unique. It 
cannot be determined by a probability based on past 
statistics without the factor of creation, as stated in 
Premise 7, coming into play.

Premise 6: The Whole Is Greater Than the Sum 
of the Parts 


If we reverse the process and connect the pieces of the 
photographic plate back together one by one, we get 
an increasingly clearer, more defined picture of the 
whole apple. Some of the major points that fall out of 
the sixth premise are: 


l. Each aspect exists within a system greater than it- 
self, which also exists within a system greater than 
itself, and so on. 

2. Each aspect and system has knowledge of all other 
systems. 

3. By connecting and integrating the smaller parts to 
the whole, we get a better, clearer understanding of 
the whole. 


Implications of Premise 6 
for our health and health-care system: 

l. In holism, we say, as we connect our “parts” or 
“selves” together, we connect to and get a clearer 
picture of our greater, whole self. 

2. Any group of people together create a greater whole 
that has more power, love, and creativity than each 
of those people taken separately or than the sum of 
their individual efforts. 

3. Any individual within a group can tap into the 
power of that group. Each group within a larger 
group can access the power and energy in the larger 
group, and so on. This can be done for healing as 
well as for other creative endeavors. 

4. We each, personally and in groups, have access to all 
the healing knowledge and power there is, ever was, 
and will be in the universe. 


Premise 7: Consciousness Creates Reality and 
Its Own Experience of Reality 


The seventh premise is based on Karl Pribram's model 
of the holographic brain. Pribram states that the brain 
processes data consistent with what it is used to. That means 
you will experience according to your expectations 
based on your beliefs and your heritage. 

Since reality is created by consciousness, it also cre- 
ates its own experience of reality, since that is part of 
reality. 


Implications of Premise 7 

for our health and health-care system: 
In healing work we say: ^We not only create our own 
reality and our own dis-ease, we also create our own 


experience of that reality, including our experience of 
our health or dis-ease.” 

This is a very controversial statement. The inter- 
pretation of this must be done very carefully, because it 
is fertile ground for misunderstanding and misuse. 
Having responsibility for a given situation is very dif- 
ferent from being blamed for it. The latter implies that 
we have become ill because we are bad. On the other 
hand, if we accept the idea that we create our own 
experience of reality, it puts us into the powerful posi- 
tion of being able to find out how we created it the way 
it is, change our ways, and re-create another, more 
desirable one. There are two big catches to this. 

The first is, from what level of our being is this 
creation stemming? From the divine essence, the con- 
sciousness level of intention, or the personality level of 
mind and feelings? 

The second is, who is the we that is doing the creat- 
ing? From the holographic view, we are all intercon- 
nected, are all connected to the greater creative power 
in the universe, and all affect each other always, every- 
where. 

People who constantly put themselves in stressful 
situations in their lives obviously have a great deal to 
do with creating the resulting heart disease on the 


_personality level of the energy field that corresponds to 


thoughts and feelings. A great deal of personal choice is 
involved, and a lot of the creative energy is from the 
individual. However, these people are also products of 
their culture, which produces a great number of people 
with heart disease through stress, diet, and emotional 
Jacks within the culture. 

On the other hand, a baby born with AIDS certainly 
didn’t exercise the same type of individual human 
choices on the level of personality that the above pa- 
tients did. The creation of AIDS in a newborn can only 
be looked at from the holographic view, that this indi- 
vidual has arisen out of the collective whole of the 
society into which it was born. The “we” that is doing 
the creating here is all of us. We collectively have cre- 
ated a situation that gives rise to the condition of AIDS 
that is then expressed in some individuals in physical 
form. The condition of AIDS is expressed in all of us in 
some way. It may be expressed in our denial of its 
presence in our society or in our relationship to it, in 
our fear of it, in our negative reactions of wanting to 
get away from it, and even in our denial of the possi- 
bility that we could get it. The condition of AIDS in us 
may be expressed in our relationships with those who 
have it in physical form. The major expression of the 
condition called AIDS that we all have is in its chal- 
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lenge for us to choose love or fear. Each moment that 
we are faced with our condition that is called AIDS, 
which we have all created, we are faced with the chal- 
lenge to choose love or fear. 

Now, of course, one can include the deeper spiritual 
world of essence and intention within this metaphor 
and consider that before birth, an individual may have 
chosen to be born with AIDS as a gift to humanity. 
This gift challenges us to choose love rather than fear. 
We certainly have a great deal to learn about love in 
this age. 

For myself, all of these statements could be true and 
helpful in the healing situation when used appro- 
priately. The creation of one's reality needs to be ex- 
plored on all levels for a complete healing. 


Summary of a Holistic Health-Care Vision 


The basic reality in the universe is essence. It includes 
our personal individual essence and the essence of ev- 
erything else combined, which is called universal es- 
sence. All creation comes out of that essence: our 
consciousness, mind, feelings, and matter, including 
our physical body. Our health is a result of bringing 
our true unique essence through our consciousness, 
mind, feelings, and physical body. Our health or dis- 
ease is created by us through this process. It is us. 

Disease is the result of à distortion in our conscious- 
ness (our intent) that blocks the expression of our 
essence from coming through all the levels into the 
physical. Dis-ease is an expression of how we have tried 
to separate ourselves from our deeper being, our es- 
sence. | 

What we create arises holographically from both our 
individuality and ourselves collectively at the level of 
the groups to which we belong, from the most intimate 
to the universal scale. That is, our creations are not only 
our own doing but are strongly affected by and also 
arise (holographically) out of the people to whom we 
are most connected. Our creations arc less affected by 
the people to whom we are less connected. 

The cause of any particular illness is so multifold that 
it would be impossible to make such a list here. There 
are cases where the group source is very strong indeed. 
There are many cases now being manifested, such as 
those dear sweet babies born with AIDS, that 
arise out of the larger groups of humanity. This is a sign 
of the changing times. It is a manifestation of human- 
kind's conscious awareness of the connectedness of all 
things. AIDS is a disease that will dissolve national 
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boundaries and show human beings that love is the 
answer. 

In this process of health or dis-ease, we cannot divide 
our interior self or separate ourselves from each other. 
We are all connected. Everything we think, feel, and do 
about health and dis-ease affects everyone else. By heal- 
ing ourselves, we heal others. By expressing our es- 
sence, our uniqueness, we bring health to everyone by 
allowing them to express their essence. 

Each part of us contains the whole pattern; every cell 
of our body contains the pattern of our whole body, 
and we also contain the pattern of humanity. We can 
tap into this great health pattern of power and light for 
healing. This pattern is real and alive. 

We arc this pattern. This pattern is in our auric field. 
We arc energy, and we can change very rapidly. We live 
in a gelatinous body that is constantly changing and 
that is capable of great change. 

Time is holographic. We can move through time 
frames for healing purposes and to gain information 
about the past or probable future. We can tap into all 
the wisdom of the ages for healing. We are this wis- 
dom; it is within us as well as all around us. 

Now let's rephrase those M-1 statements about our 
health (see p. 33) into the holographic view. 

Instead of saying, “I caught your cold,” we would 
say, “My cold is a signal that I need to balance myself. 
I've weakened my immune system, making it penetra- 
ble to a virus. Probably I didn't pay attention to what I 
needed. I need to take better care of myself. What do I 
need to bring back the balance? We are connected in 
that we both have created a cold. You probably need to 
take better care of yourself too!" 

Instead of saying, “Гуе got a bad back,” we might 


` say, “My back pain tells me I'm backing out on myself 


again. Time to be clear about my intentions and keep in 
line with them. Out of these clear intentions will come 
a new relationship with my back that will include ways 
to take care of it as a ‘good back.’ The more I stand by 
myself in my truth, the more others will." 

Instead of saying, *My stomach is giving me trouble 
again," we might say, “I’m being hard on myself again 
and putting all the tension into my stomach. Time to 
let go and give myself some TLC (tender loving care)." 

Instead of saying, “I hate my hips, they are too big,” 
we might say, “I keep dumping my hate into my hips 
and growing them bigger to hold it all.” 

This new way of relating to dis-ease does not stop us 
from having it treated by a professional. But it does put 
the emphasis on how we have been treating it all along 
and how that must be transformed to maintain a 
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healthy state. It also opens new opportunities with 
which to gain the healthy state. Once we stop the old 
habits that are holding the disease in place and change 
our attitude, we automatically think differently about 
the problem in the first place. We are no longer an 
unconnected victim; rather, we had something to do 
with it in the first place. Thus we will, in our new 
freedom, make new avenues available to ourselves that 
we didn't have before. By doing this, we also help 
others open new avenues to themselves and others. 


The Challenge of the Holistic Vision 


The challenge with which we as patients and healers are 
presented is to accept the opportunities given by the 
holographic model, to understand what they are, and 
to learn to utilize them. Our true primary reality is the 
reality of consciousness and energy. Any science that 
focuses on the secondary or material reality of the phys- 
ical world is based on illusion and is therefore illusory. 
Ifthis is so, and there is evidence to support this theory, 
then our world is indeed very different from the way 
we surmise it to be from the three-dimensional defini- 
tions that we place upon it. It's going to take some 
getting used to because we are so accustomed to the 
definitions that we place upon our world. 

First, we must personally change in order to accept 
the holographic view. It challenges our sense of iden- 
tity and necessitates self-responsibility in a big way. 
This demands that we take a great deal of responsibility 
for what we do, both to ourselves and to others. In the 
realm of health, it makes us very responsible for taking 
care of our health. And at the same time it gives us 
unlimited resources with which to do that. At this stage 
of our development, it is impossible for us to imagine 
the tremendous potential power, knowledge, and en- 
ergy that are available to us within this primary reality. 


Re-Visualizing One's Old Diagnosis 
with the Holographic Model 


The answers to what medical science calls “sponta- 
neous remission” or “a miracle” lie in the holographic 


model. In the holographic model, a disease is equiva- 
lent to the image of the apple suspended in space that 
isn’t really there. It is a signature of something else. It is 
a signature of the underlying imbalanced energies that 
created it. What traditional medicine calls the disease is 
a signature of the true imbalance held deeper in the 
human psyche. Or shall we say, from the healer’s per- 
spective, the disease is the physical manifestation of a 
deeper disturbance. 

In the holographic model, everything is connected. 
For example, we connect the inability of a pancreas to 
function properly to our inability to absorb the sweet- 
Ness in other areas of our lives. The pancreas is related 
not just to the digestion of the sweets we eat but to our 
ability to maintain the sweetness in life, in our relation- 
ships and in our personal nurturance. This may seem 
outrageous at first. But when one observes the work- 
ings of the human energy field, it becomes patently 
obvious. In a person with a healthy pancreas, we can 
observe direct energetic correlations between the en- 
ergy field of the pancreas and that person's ability to 
connect with energy fields that correspond to universal 
sweetness. 

When we think holographically, our symptoms arc 
our friends. The true functional role of the symptom is 
to inform us that something within us is imbalanced. It 
is as if the symptom were the end ofa string of yarn that 
is sticking out from under Grandma's couch. When we 
follow that string, we're led to the whole ball of yarn 
the kitten left there after playing. Within the ball is the 
cause of disease. | 

Especially in “incurable” cases, patients need to be 
directed to focus on the deeper inner reality and their 
other creative healing energies rather than the diag- 
nosis. From the holographic standpoint, each person's 
natural predilection is to stay healthy or return to 
health in a most natural way. I call this natural process 
toward health the balancing system. Everyone has a 
balancing system. Most balancing systems are very 
strong, but they can be ignored and interfered with. It 
is each individual's responsibility to listen and respond 
to his or her balancing system. 
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Honoring Your 
Balancing System 


Within you is a wonderful system of checks and bal- 
ances that is designed to keep you, your auric field, and 


your physical body in perfect operating order. I call this 


system the balancing system. This balancing system 


holds your personal pattern of wholeness. Whenever 
anything is out of balance in your energy bodies or in 
your physical body, it automatically seeks to regain 
balance. Most of this system runs beneath the level of 
your conscious awareness. The wisdom held in this 
area of your being is probably much greater than you 
realize. We are just beginning to learn how to utilize it 
consciously. 

In the past, we have not thought much about our 
balancing system, because it directly opposes the con- 
cept of entropy that falls out of M-1 metaphysics. The 
second law of thermodynamics shows that systems are 
continually breaking down and deteriorating and that 
you can't get more energy out of a system than you put 
into it. If you leave a piece of iron out in the rain, it will 
rust. Wood rots; leaves decay; and we get old and die. 
Energy is always lost out of a system. You can't build a 
perpetual motion machine. Within the M-1 system, we 
expect deterioration in everything. 

But if this law applied to the entire world, it would 
mean a reversal in evolution, which, as we can see by 
simply looking around us, isn't truc. Biological forms 


are continually evolving into more highly developed, 
intelligent, and specialized systems. 

Rupert Sheldrake, Ph.D., a biochemist and author 
of A New Science of Life, The Presence of the Past, and The 
Rebirth of Nature, studied biological systems and devel- 
oped the concept of morphogenetic fields and the the- 
ory of morphic resonance. His work shows that 
biological forms continually evolve through an under- 
lying intelligent unified life field, the morphogenetic 
field. This life field automatically maintains health or 
seeks to return to it. This field is not only alive and 
constantly unfolding, but it has morphic resonance 
with all other life fields. That is, it is in contact with and 
communicates with all other life-forms. What happens 
to one creature will be communicated to all other crea- 
tures through morphic resonance. What one creature 
learns will eventually be transmitted to all other crea- 
tures. 

Your balancing system is a morphogenetic field, 
based on the universal life principle of order that comes 
out of M-3 metaphysics and the holographic model. 
Evolution continually builds more complicated and 
highly evolved forms of life with more intelligence and 
capabilities. This continual building requires more or- 
der and balance within each more complicated system. 
Within every living organism is a predilection for bal- 
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ance and order. In terms of energy fields, this means a 
predilection toward balance and coherence within your 
field. Plus, it means that your field naturally tends to- 
ward synchronicity with all life energy fields. Your 
basic nature is to be in sync with all life. 

On the physical level, your balancing system works 
automaticaly. If your stomach needs more acid, it 
doesn’t bother to tell you about it—it just produces 
more. If you need more oxygen, your body simply 
breathes faster and deeper. 

If, on the other hand, the body needs something it 
cannot give itself, the balancing system works through 
your senses to let you know to take care of it. In the first 
level of the field, you experience all body sensations. If 
you are thirsty, it is through the first level of the field 
that you will know it. Since everything in the energy 
field can be seen in terms of frequencies, when you are 
thirsty, the first level of your auric field will be low in 
the frequency of water. In other words, a lack of the 
water frequency at the first level of the field brings 
about the feeling of thirstiness. 

When the first level of the field gets low in energy— 
say, from a lot of activity—its normal pulsations slow 
down and its lines get dull. You experience this change 
in your field by feeling tired. In this way, the first level 
of your field constantly tells you how to take care of 
your body. It tells you when you need exercise, sleep, 
food, and cooler or warmer clothes, when you need to 
change positions, clear your nasal passages, go to the 
bathroom, and so on. Feeling good, healthy, and ener- 
gized corresponds to a charged, balanced, and coherent 
first auric field level. | 

As I began to delve into these processes with my 
patients, it became clear that directive messages telling 
patients what needed attending to were coming from 
all aspects of their lives. Your balancing system helps 
you take better care of yourself on all levels. When you 
do, feel, or think things that are not healthy for you, 
your balancing system will send messages to you in 
order to convince you to make your behavior healthier 
for you in all aspects of your life, including your per- 
sonal relationships, your profession, your environ- 
ment, and your spirituality. These messages come from 
the other levels of your auric field and will, again, be 
from the simple feeling of discomfort. The type of 
discomfort will correspond with the types of life expe- 
riences associated with each of the levels of the auric 
field, as was discussed in Chapter 2. Psychological dis- 
comfort or pain will come from imbalance in the levels 
associated with your psychological functioning, levels 
two and three. Pain or discomfort in relationship will 


come from imbalance in level four, while spiritual dis- 
comfort or pain will come from imbalance in levels five, 
six, and seven. 

Keep an eye out for these different forms of messages 
from your balancing system. Stay tuned in and pay 
attention to how you feel in your various life situations. 
How do you feel about your psychological balance? 
How do you feel around the people you associate with? 
Do you feel spiritually connected and fulfilled? 

You can change the situations in which you don’t 
feel good, no matter what they are. They are unhealthy. 
You may need more nourishment in some areas. You 
may wish to spend less time in other areas. You may 
choose to leave behind certain situations, let go and let 
your life change. Once you learn the stages you will 
need to go through to change your health and your life 
(see Chapter 7) and the true, natural human needs that 
you do have that will bring about health once they are 
fulfilled (see Chapter 8), the rest of this book will give 
you the specific and detailed information you can use to 
balance your life. This will bring health and joy into 
your life. 


How Imbalance That Leads to 
Disease Occurs in Daily Life 


You may, however, convince yourself that it is easier 
to acclimate yourself to an unhealthy situation than to 
change it. Many people remain in denial about many 
areas of their lives because it seems either too difficult 
or impossible to change them. For some, the price 
seems just too high to take the chance of changing. It 
seems easier to convince yourself to accept less from 
life than you want or need than to pay a price that 
seems too high to take the chance of changing. This 
sort of denial can persist for years until life circum- 
stances force a change, usually in terms of a personal 
crisis. Unfortunately, it is just this sort of thing that 
causes a great many of the physical difficulties that 
people have. 

How and when you respond to an imbalance, and 
therefore to the discomfort signals from your balancing 
system in your auric levels, has a great deal to do with 
your body’s health. The more you are able to respond 
to these requests, the better shape you will keep your 
body in and the stronger you will keep your immune 
system to fight off any possible illness. 

To maintain your health, it is necessary to keep your- 
self aligned with your balancing system. If you find 


yourself in ill health, the work before you is to con- 
sciously align yourself with your balancing system, to 
reinstate its wisdom, and to follow its guidance. Most 
people ignore a great many of these messages when it is 
inconvenient to honor them. Let's look at a simple 
example of what happens when a message is ignored. 
If you do not give your body the sleep it needs when 
it needs it, your body will go into an overdrive state. 
Your adrenals will give you the extra energy to con- 
tinue your activity. If you make a habit of this, you will 
begin to experience the hyped-up state of adrenal over- 
drive as normal. That means that you will no longer be 
able to recognize the “I’m tired and need rest” message 
coming from your body's balancing system. If you 
continue to run on overdrive, your adrenal glands will 
become worn out, and you may go into a “burnout.” 
What happens in a burnout, as a lot of therapists know, 
is that you simply lose most of your energy. And you 
cannot easily get it back. Even if you/get a burst of 
energy, it will not last long, and you will have to rest. 
Sometimes it takes as much as three months to return 
to a normal work schedule. You have not only worn 
out your normal energy sources from your body's met- 
abolic processes, but you have also worn out your 
reserve, which is drawn from the adrenals. 
Find out the amount of rest your body needs and 
when it needs it. Remember, there are general guide- 
lines for sleeping at night, but everyone is different. 
When does your body like to sleep? Are you an early 
bird or a night owl? Do you need seven, eight, or nine 
good hours of sleep at night? Set your own schedule. 
Give yourself a break during the time of day that you 
usually get tired. In addition to getting the full night’s 
rest that you need, I have found that a quick five-to- 
ten-minute rest as soon as you get tired is a big help. 
This is a must for anyone with back problems. Most re- 
injuries happen when a person is either tired or hungry. 
Find creative new ways to rest for short periods of time 
no matter where-you are. For example, you can do a 
little simple meditation if you have five minutes to sit 
alone in your office or even in the bathroom. Do this by 
sitting still, with back straight and eyes closed, and 
breathing deeply while keeping your mind focused on 
a light in the center of your head. It will do wonders, 
and no one will miss you. If you have an office door you 
can close for a few minutes, bring a little rug or even a 
large beach towel to work. At break time, close your 
office door, put the towel on the floor, lie down on it 
with your legs, bent at the knees, up on the seat of your 
chair. The chair should be high enough to just give a 
little tug on the back of your knees so that it very 
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slightly lifts your back. Other ways to rest are to take 
frequent stretches or go for short walks. You will find 
your day going much smoother. If you are self- 
employed, then you have more control over your work 
schedule than if you have a nine-to-five job. But even 
people with full, regular schedules can train themselves 
to rest on breaks. If you work as a health-care profes- 
sional or in consulting, be sure not to schedule ap- 
pointments back to back for long periods of time. For 
example, I like to take a thirty-to-forty-five-minute nap 
right after lunch on the days when I teach long training 
programs. It completely refreshes me, and I come back 
to the work as if a new day were beginning. Most 
people do not realize how free they are to schedule 
these things. It’s kind of like meditation or exercise; 
when you finally decide to do it, you have no difficulty 
finding the time. 

Your balancing system works with food as well. 
When you need nourishment, you get hungry. You 
have an appestat within your system. It works much like 
the thermostat on your furnace, which turns the fur- 
nace on and off according to the temperature at which 
you set it. If you have been able to keep in touch with 
your appestat in a clear way, you will be hungry only 
when your body needs nourishment. And you will 
desire the kind of food that will give you exactly what 
your body needs each time you get hungry. You will 
also know how much your body needs. You will stop 
eating when your body has had enough, rather than 
“cleaning your plate,” as if the food were more impor- 
tant than what it is for. 

Here’s how your appestat works in terms of the auric 
field. You get hungry because you are low on certain 
frequencies in your field that can be found in certain 
foods that you are usually accustomed to eating (as- 
suming you have a full, balanced diet). The lack of such 
frequencies triggers hunger for the specific foods that 
contain those frequencies. When the frequencies are 
replaced, you are no longer hungry for the food that 
corresponds to the particular frequency, which is now 
fully charged in your field. You may, however, still be 
hungry for the frequencies that did not get replaced. 
Therefore, it is important to find that type of food to fill 
your frequency needs. 


Why We Ignore Our Balancing Systems 


Whenever anything needs extra attention and you ig- 
nore the message of discomfort from your balancing 
system, it will give you a louder message in the form of 
pain. If this message is not regarded as important, it 
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will get louder still. How? The pain will get stronger. 
This will continue until you do something about it. 

Ask yourself, Where is the discomfort or pain in my 
body? How long have I known about it? What have I 
done about it? If you ask yourself these questions, you 
will almost immediately be aware of discomfort within 
you that you have taught yourself to ignore, possibly 
for years. We all do it. The longer we ignore the mes- 
sages and the symptoms, the louder the messages will 
get. The symptoms will become stronger. We even 
create disease by simply refusing to respond to these 
messages and take care of ourselves. 

So why do we stay in this denial? There is one major 
reason. It is our fear. Under our denial lies our fear. We 
fear whatever we will have to face if we come out of the 
denial. I call fear the internal tiger. 

Everyone has fears. What are yours? It is your fear 
that slows and blocks your response-ability to the mes- 
sages from your balancing system. When you do not 
respond to your balancing system, you create more 
pain in your life. Your fear and your denial of it bring 
you closer to creating the very thing you fear in your 
life by blocking your natural ability to regain balance. 
This holds true for everyone, for all diseases, and even 
for people who don’t consider themselves ill. (Physi- 
cians have stated that there are usually many diseases 
going on within normal human beings who consider 
themselves healthy.) 

If you accept that your denial of your fear blocks 
your natural healing and growth process, it will be 
easier to remember that your symptoms are your 
friends. They keep you informed about your state of 
health. How well are you able to respond to them? 
What is your response-ability? 

Denial can be a very costly thing. For example, a 
Person came to me in a great deal of denial. She was 
overweight and wore very thick makeup, sunglasses, 
and a wig. I couldn’t tell what she really looked like. 
She told me that she had just ended a relationship, lost 
her house, and had neither friends nor money. She had 
a large cancerous tumor growing in her jaw and throat 
area. It had been diagnosed two years earlier and treat- 
ment prescribed. She decided to “heal” it herself with 
no help because she had “healed” her cat. By the time 
she got to me, it appeared from my Higher Sense 
Perception that the tumor was impinging on her spinal 
cord in the neck area. Her arms tingled from the pres- 
sure on her nerves. Obviously, she needed more than I 
could give her. The probability of my being able to 
shrink the tumor in time to stop damage to her spinal 
column was extremely low. She had come too late to 


me. She needed treatment from a physician, like sur- 
gery and chemotherapy, right away. I convinced her to 
go to another physician, one who worked with healers, 
but she didn't show for her appointment with him. 
Nor did she return for any more healings. I never saw 
her again. Most people do not stay in that kind of 
denial very long. Her fear was very great. 

Denial can postpone a solution to a problem for so 
long that when the solution comes it is drastic. A friend 
of mine experienced a sudden change brought about by 
strong denial on the fourth level of the auric field. She 
was in denial about the state of her marriage. Her 
husband told her to come home for lunch on the day of 
her birthday because he had a surprise for her. When 
she got there, he told her that he was leaving her for 
another woman. In fact, he had spent the morning 
moving half the furniture out. He left, and that was 
that. She had had no idea there was a problem with 
their marriage. It was a very painful crisis to live 
through. Obviously, the shock changed her life quite a 
bit. 

Why was she in denial? Because she was afraid that if 
she admitted to communication problems in her mar- 
riage, she would not be able to solve them. She feared 
she would lose her marriage. She did. It was hard. She 
may have been able to work it out with her ex-husband, 
or make the change in a less shocking way, if her denial 
had not been so strong and if she had been able to face 
her internal tiger. She is remarried now, in a much 
more communicative relationship. She is quite pleased 
with the final results. 


Believe in Yourself— 
You’re Probably Right 


It is important to believe in your balancing system and 
at the same time to be open to input from health-care 
professionals and friends you trust. If you get conflict- 
ing messages, keep pursuing an answer that will solve 
the conflict. If a physician says there is nothing wrong 
but your balancing system doesn’t agree, get another 
opinion from another physician. Believe in and follow 
through on the messages coming from your balancing 
system. You will be grateful that you did. 

For example, a friend of mine was told by a physician 
that the tumor growing in her mouth was not malig- 
nant. He even took a biopsy. However, she continued 
to have dreams about black strings of waste that needed 
to be pulled out of her mouth. She even had a dream 


about having cancer removed from her mouth. She 
didn't know what to do about the two different mes- 
sages she was getting. She finally went for another 
biopsy that showed a malignancy. Fortunately, she did 
go back before the cancer had metastasized. Unfor- 
tunately, it was eight months later and radiation ther- 
apy was needed. It is several years now since her 
treatment, and she is fine. 

In my fifteen-year practice as a healer, I found that 
most patients know the cause of their illness when they 
come. They speak about it in the first few moments of 
their intake interview. Many times, they also know 
what is wrong physically. They may not know the 
technical name for their problem, but they do|know 
something is wrong. Usually they know what body 
organs are involved. I have found that the balancing 
system will very often give information about a disease 
before it is bad enough to show up on many of the tests 
that our medical system uses for diagnosis. This means 
the patient knows about it long before it is provable in 
our medical system. Here are some good examples 
where people believed themselves, even though they 
were unable to get answers right away. 

David tried to get help for six years from many 
different physicians and health-care professionals for 
his symptoms of exhaustion and poor digestion. All the 
tests, including blood, urine, and hair analysis tests, 
showed him to be disease free. Many physicians told 
him that it was all in his head and that he should stop 
thinking about it and get on with his life. Apparently, 
his problem was what is called subclinical, meaning the 
tests weren't accurate enough to show it. David's 
symptoms of exhaustion and poor digestion persisted. 
Finally, he came to me. When he came, he was sure he 
had an infection in his liver, and he thought it was 
hepatitis. By examining his energy field, I was able to 
see that he had multiple infections throughout his ab- 
domen. I was also able to psychically read a drug that 
would help his condition. David got a prescription 
from a physician who agreed with my findings. With a 
combination of the drug and healings, David's health 
was restored. 

A woman ГЇЇ call Ellen came to me after seeing many 
physicians for about six months. Again her balancing 
system gave her information that was subclinical. They 
could find nothing wrong and told her she was a hypo- 
chondriac. That diagnosis, of course, didn't take her 
symptoms away. She continued to weaken every day. 
When she came to her healing, I was able to see “psy- 
‘chically” that she was being poisoned by fumes coming 
up through the floorboards of her home and that she 
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was also allergic to the dust from old carpets that had 
been there for years. I also “read” that she needed to 
take her children and herself to a psycho-immunologist 
to get checked out. I told her to get rid of the carpets 
and get the furnace inspected. 

It turned out that she had just bought the house and 
moved in about six months earlier. Then she remem- 
bered that she kept thinking that her illness had some- 
thing to do with her house, but she wasn't sure what. 
She returned home after the healing and had the fur- 
nace inspected. It indeed was leaking gas in several 
places. She replaced the furnace, threw out the old 
carpets, and immediately started getting better. She is 
quite well now. After examining her children, the 
psycho-immunologist said that if the leaks had contin- 
ued for only a couple more weeks, both her children 
would have been brain damaged and she would have 
been very ill. 


The Holographic Function 
of Your Balancing System 


As I continued to delve into the processes of the balanc- 
ing system with my patients, it became clear that the 
directive messages coming from all aspects of their lives 
had a similarity. These messages worked holo- 
graphically. Their basic content was the same. If an 
individual was having problems with the pancreas, 
which plays an important role in the digestion of 
sweets, most likely they were having trouble with 
sweetness in other areas of their lives. And clear distress 
signals were being given in those areas as well. For 
example, people having trouble digesting sugar will 
also have trouble experiencing sweetness in other areas 
of their lives, such as in relationships to spouse or 
family, or in their work, or in their pastimes. Here we 
have another example of the holographic functioning 
of the universe. 

Let’s look at this phenomenon from the perspective 
of the auric field. Sweetness in the first level of the field 
is experienced as physical taste. In the second, it is 
experienced in the sweetness of a good relationship to 
oneself. In the third, it is a sweet thought; in the fourth, 
the sweetness that comes in intimacy; in the fifth, the 
sweetness in clear divine will; in the sixth, the sweet- 
ness of spiritual ecstasy; in the seventh, the sweetness of 
universal mind. And beyond that there is the cosmic 
energy of sweetness threaded throughout the tapestry 
of the universe. 
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Another way to look at the concept of a difficulty 
being threaded holographically throughout your life is 
to consider the relationships of frequency bands within 
the auric field. Since the levels of the HEF can be seen 
as frequency bands, each personal experience correlates 
to these energy frequency bands. A personal experience 
of sweetness can be seen as a different frequency or 
frequency band for' each level of the field. These fre- 
quencies of sweetness of the different levels of the field 
relate to each other as harmonics, or overtones, do in 
music. | 

If an auric field has difficulty metabolizing a particu- 
lar frequency into the auric field on one level, it will 
probably have a similar difficulty metabolizing its re- 
lated harmonics on the other levels of the field as well. 
Health requires that a person be able to accept and 
assimilate (that 1s, metabolize) sweetness into all the 
levels of the auric field. 

So now let us restate the basic questions from the 
holographic point of view. Where is the discomfort/ 
pain in your life? How long have you known about it? 
And what have you done about it? The longer you have 
ignored or denied it, the more serious the situation 
probably is. 

Once you have found the discomfort, check all the 
other areas of your life and find how the same thread of 
discomfort is there, woven through your whole exis- 
tence. You see, that is the real problem— that which is 
woven through your whole life. It injures you in all 
areas of your life, not just the one that shows it most. 

If you have back trouble, what other areas of your 
life are you backing out of? I immediately look for 
something the patient has always wanted to do and 
never thought they really could. This particular prob- 
lem has a great deal to do with the deeper spiritual 
longing each of us carries within us. This longing di- 
rects our life from a spiritual level. It is usually on the 
edge of consciousness. Sometimes the person hasn't 
thought about it for years. Other times, they are just 
afraid to try, or they avoid it. Usually there are internal 
voices that say, “Who do you think you are?" or, 
"You're not good enough,” ог, “There’s not enough 
to do it." 

One patient who was working for a large electronics 
machine company in sales was bed-ridden 80 percent 
of his time when he came to me. With HSP, I could 
clearly see that he had a lot of good inventive ideas that 
he was not putting forth to his company. His back 
improved to a certain degree in the healing work, but it 
didn’t really get healthy until he put some time in on his 
special projects. The company is using them now, and 


he is much better. He was able to devote part of his 
time to rescarch and design work. It was something he 
had always longed to do. 

If your legs are weak, how are you not standing up 
for yourself in all other areas of your life? Many times 
people with leg problems do not defend themselves. Or 
in other cases, they do not earn their own incomes. 
Sometimes, they just plain need to be taken care of, and 
this is the only way they can ask. When the original 
need or longing is filled, healing speeds up. One 
woman who was bed-ridden for ten years after an oper- 
ation had her whole family taking care of her. She 
finally bad her fill and had the bright idea of hiring a 
dog walker to walk with her. It worked, and she is 
much freer now. 

If you have trouble assimilating foods, what else in 
your life that comes to you as nourishment do you have 
trouble assimilating? One particular patient, a middle- 
aged woman who had digestive problems, also had 
trouble receiving nourishment coming to her from 
friends. She was just afraid that whatever she received 
would be harmful. She had very bad eating habits and 
would simply not bother to have three meals a day. 
During her healing process, she found a good diet that 
nourished her body. With her strength growing, she 
was also able to allow others to give to her in ways she 
never had before. Her friends encouraged her to give 
herself things that she would never have bought for 
herself before. Her husband took her on vacations, 
something she had never done before. She got a new 
house and furnished it for the first time in her life. 

If you have thyroid problems, how are you doing 
regulating the energy in your life? (The thyroid regu- 
lates energy metabolism in the body.) Joan, a busy 
businesswoman, worked all the time, for years, until 
she overtaxed her thyroid. She was unable to regulate 
where she spent her energy in her life, splurging it all in 
her work. When Joan read Louise Hay’s book You Can 
Heal Your Life, she saw that a statement related to 
thyroid problems is, ^When is it going to be my turn?" 
Joan said she really related to that. She always had the 
next job to do and never had time for herself. Joan 
finally quit her job and now lives a much more subdued 
life. p 
The liver is associated with how you "live? your life. 
I know a man who has a sluggish liver and the rest of 
his life is sluggish also. He never really got out there 
and did what he wanted. He has spent a lot of time 
smoking pot and wishing he could be a singer. 

If you look from the perspective that these people 
simply didn't know how to metabolize the energies 


they needed directly into their fields, their experiences 
make sense. Working with people in this way helps 
them find and stop the lies they are living in their lives 
and promotes a great deal of healing. 

Of course, one doesn't just tell somebody, *Oh, your 
legs are weak. You aren't standing up for yourself.” 
This is not a statement of love. Rather, it is important 
to lead the person into self-knowledge. Healers not 
only fill in the missing frequencies in the field but teach 
clients how to metabolize them for themselves. The 
patients must learn that they are betraying themselves 
by not giving themselves what they long for in their 
lives. The healer shows them how their particular phys- 
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ical problem is much more than just weak legs or a 
sluggish liver. It is a dissatisfaction ofthe soul that they 
really wish to heal. 

The holographic model works well in such teach- 
ings. Disease is really a very simple thing. So is know- 
ing its cause. But most people are not taught to 
recognize that kind of *knowing." Healers are. I would 
therefore say that the main job of any healer is to 
educate the patient back into a state of familiarity with 
his or her balancing systems, that deeper place within 
us that remembers who we are, what we need, and how 
we heal ourselves.

My Personal Perspective 
As a Healer 


I had a healing practice for some fifteen years. I've been 
a healing teacher for thirteen more years. One thing I 
know with absolute certainty is that healing and teach- 
ing must be approached with love, humility, courage, 
and power if they are to be effective. Healing and 
teaching must be done in the clear light of the deeper 
spiritual truths. Whenever a patient comes to me in 
need of healing, I am aware that the deepest need any 
person has is to find his or her way home, to the real 
self, the divine within. It doesn't matter what the pre- 
senting complaint is. The deeper inner need is always 
the same. In opening the way into the real self, patients 
heal themselves. 

All healers and teachers must walk their talk. It takes 
a lot of self-development and self-transformation and a 
lot of training in the healing arts to be an effective 
healer. Humility and meticulous honesty with self are 
of utmost importance. The hard part about healing 
training is not the techniques but the personal growth 
one must go through to become ready to learn the 
techniques. Then the techniques come quite naturally. 
For example, in my years of teaching, I have seen 
beginners try to learn advanced techniques before they 
are spiritually ready to enter into the deeper spiritual 
experience connected with the technique. What results 
is a lot of fantasy and sometimes temporary damage to 
their fellow students’ energy fields. In other cases, I 


have seen people take a weekend workshop, get labeled 
or label themselves as healers, and begin a healing prac- 
tice. Many times, these people give ineffectual healings 
and fantasy prognoses. Some even announce fantasy 
cures to very ill clients who end up back in the hospital. 

The heart of healing is not the techniques but the 
states of being out of which those techniques arise. For 
example, when I first began healing, I accomplished 
less in a one-and-one-half-hour healing than I can now 
accomplish in a few minutes, because I can now enter 
into much deeper and more powerful spiritual states of 
being that transmit thousands of times more noninva- 
sive healing energy that is extremely precise to what the 
client needs. 

Whenever a client comes to a healer in need of heal- 
ing, he or she must be aware that the deepest need we 
all have is to find our way home, to our real self, the 
divine within. All patients’ deeper inner needs are al- 
ways the same. In opening the way into the real self, 
patients heal themselves. 

Healers do not work miracles. All healing can do is 
what the human body can do. It can do a lot, and there 
are things it can’t do. To my knowledge, no human 
being has ever regenerated a limb—yet. But Im willing 
to bet that every illness that has been labeled as “termi- 
nal” has been healed or “spontaneously remissed” by at 
least one person. “Terminal” is the present state of the 
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human condition. We will all “die.” That is, our physi- 
cal body will die. But that doesn't mean we will die, as 
in “cease to exist,” or even lose consciousness for very 
long, for that matter. The hardest part of physical death 
may be the fear of letting go into the unknown, of 
letting go of loved ones and in some cases the physical 
pain associated with death. 

I say these things from life experience gained 
through what I call Higher Sense Perception. Many 
people call it being psychic. I prefer the term Higher 
Sense Perception, meaning the development of the 
senses beyond the ordinary ranges most human beings 
use. That’s not as glamorous. All the five senses can be 
expanded beyond the normal ranges with good teach- 
ing and practice. As with any other skill, some people 
are more talented than others. When you develop see- 
ing, hearing, smelling, tasting, and touching beyond 
the normal ranges, a whole new world opens up. It 
takes quite a bit of getting used to, but if you give 
yourself plenty of time, you can integrate this new 
world into your life. Of course your life will change, 
but it always does anyway. 

When Higher Sense Perception opens, a person can 
see energy fields surrounding and interpenetrating ev- 
erything, including the human body. These energy 
fields are intimately associated with all life functions 
and change constantly in accordance with life function, 
including physical, mental, and spiritual life functions. 
The human energy field, or aura, is composed of seven 
energy levels, as we have seen. Each level has constantly 
changing patterns of energy that pulse with the life- 
force. Each level is composed of higher vibrations or 
pulsations than the one it surrounds and interpene- 
trates. These patterns change with health, sickness, and 
the dying process. 

When we learn about the human energy field and 
observe it for a while, a new idea dawns. The human 
energy field isn’t just an energy field. It is the person. In 
fact, it is more the person than the physical body is. The 
levels of the human energy field are really energy 
bodies. They are you. You are energy. You are not in 
your physical body—your physical body is in you. 
From this perspective, then, when you die, something 
very different happens. 

I can “see” a person after they leave their physical 
body at death. People who just died still have some of 
these energy bodies. They are composed of the higher 
four levels of their energy bodies, without a physical 
body inside them. The lower three levels, that hold the 
physical body in place, dissolve in the dying process. 
To me, death is a transition. It is a great change. It is a 


rebirth into another plane of reality. Unless they have 
had a long-term illness, people usually look pretty 
healthy shortly after death. Usually in hospitals, they 
rest on the “other side” of the curtain that separates 
what we normally call life and death. To me, that cur- 
tain is illusory; it only separates our physical self from 
our higher spiritual self, which does not die at physical 
death. Taken in this light, we can look at it as a curtain 
that separates who we think we are from who we really 
are. 

These things may sound outrageous, but to stand by 
my reality, I must say them. It is real for me. If it is not 
real for you, then do not try to force my experience into 
your reality. You must build your reality out of your 
experience. In that building, consider the possibility 
that life is a greater mystery than you know, and what- 
ever death turns out to be for you, it has the possibility 
of being a really wonderful surprise. 

Another aspect of Higher Sense Perception is per- 
ceiving spiritual guides or guardian angels. This level of 
reality opens when one opens Higher Sense Perception 
to the fourth level of the human energy field and 
higher. In the beginning, I just thought I was having a 
vision or making something up. I would be giving a 
healing, and an angel would walk into/the room. I 
knew they were angels because they had wings. The 
ones who didn’t have wings, I called guides. Soon they 
were putting their hands through mine as I worked on 
people. I could see and feel their hands working. Then 
they started telling me where to put my hands, and 
what to do in a healing. 

I still hung on to the idea that it was just a vision. Of 
course, people kept getting well when I did what they 
said. A big change came when I decided to ask the 
guides questions. They answered with things I did not 
or could not have known. Our interactions had become 
relational. I could see, feel, hear, smell, touch, and 
interact with them. They had become just as real to me 
as anyone in a physical body. This still takes some 
getting used to. It’s not something everyone can do, at 
least not yet. 

If guardian angels and spiritual guides are not part of 
your reality, consider the possibility that they could be. 
You may be pleasantly surprised by how your life 
struggles become easier by allowing the possibility that 
you can get help by simply asking for it and learning to 
recognize help when it comes. You can do this, éven if 
you can't see, hear, talk with, or feel them. It is a way to 
open a door to your eventually perceiving them. That is 
what I did, and it worked. 

After some time, I became friends with a particular 


guide who has been with me many years. “His” name is 
Heyoan. He says he does not have a gender, but I like 
to use he. I have spent many years healing with Heyoan 
and the guides of each patient who walk into the heal- 
ing room with the patient. Now Heyoan and I teach 
the healing classes. I lecture for a while, then go into 
an altered state and “channel” Heyoan. That means 
Heyoan gives a lecture through me. This always lifts 
the whole class to a much higher level of spiritual 
understanding than if I talk to the class without “chan- 
neling." In every class, new information, which builds 
on all that has gone before, comes through. Heyoan 
has contributed several meditations for healing that 
you will find throughout this book. 

If, on the other hand, guardian angels or guides are 
not a reality for you or are not acceptable for you, 
perhaps you can call the phenomenon of guidance 
“getting information from an alter ego,” “mind read- 
ing,” or simply “psychic reading." For me, it is not the 
metaphor of reality that you use to describe this phe- 
nomenon that is important but the uscfulness of the 
information that is gained through altered states of 
consciousness. I’m sure, as this phenomenon becomes 
more understood, we will find better metaphors with 
which to describe it. 

From a holistic perspective, in which we all consist of 
energy fields in which our physical bodies live, what is 
healing? It is dissolving the veil between our per- 
sonality self and our inner divine core. It is dissolving 
the veil between who we think we are and who we 
really are. It is dissolving the veil between life and 
death. If a patient comes to me and asks, *Am I going 
to die?" or, *Does healing mean I am going to get 
better physically?" I give the answer set within the 
context of the divine core within the patient and the 
spiritual reality I described above. One gets better 
whether or not one dies, and death is very different in 
the above context. 

If a patient asks, ^Will I ever be the same again?" the 
answer is no, but it is given in the context of life as 
constant personal change. 

If the question is, “Am I going to get better?” the 
answer, within the above context, is always yes. For life 
is always moving toward unification with the divine 
whole. 

The answer to “Will I walk again?" is usually “I don't 
know, but it is possible. Nothing is impossible." 


QUESTION: How do I deal with this terrible pain? 
. BARBARA: Healing usually reduces the amount of 
pain, but don't feel bad about taking pain-killers; they 
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are also a gift from God. Doing relaxation and visual- 
ization exercises helps reduce pain. Self-rejection and 
self-judgment increase pain. Go easy on yourself. You 
are not at fault here. This is a life lesson. You are not 
being punished. Spend several minutes a day doing the 
breathing, color, and loving-yourself exercises given in 
Part IV. 

QUESTION: I am terrified. Help me. Tell me what to 
do. 

HEYOAN, my guide, says:

Let fear be your ally. Fear has a great deal to teach 
you. Fear is the experience of being disconnected 
from who you truly are; it is the opposite of love. 
Fear can be an ally if you allow it to be, and just 
say, Pm afraid. In continually doing this, you 
begin to see that you are not fear itself, but that 
fear rather is a fecling. “I am afraid” becomes “I 
fecl fear.” It is the reaction of holding feelings 
because you believe they are coming too fast. 
These feelings are based on a great many assump- 
tions of what might happen. Most fear is not of 
what is happening now but of what might be. If 
you are able to stay in the moment, fear will not 
find you. Fear is the projection of something that 
has happened in the past, into the future, 
through a large magnifying glass. So when you 
are in fear, you are not in reality. But rather than 
deny that you feel it, just say what you feel in the 
moment. This act alone will bring you into the 
moment, and thereby out of fear.

QUESTION: How will my life be different? 

BARBARA: Because you are sick, you may no longer 
be able to function in what you thought your life's 
purpose. was. It is necessary to change your self- 
definition. It is necessary to focus on inner values rather 
than outer goals. The outer goals will come again later. 
Now it is time to heal the inside. What your life 1s all 
about will begin to have a much deeper personal mean- 
ing to you. You will gain insights into the preciousness 
of life itself you never had before. You will gain love. 
That is always a lesson in illness. Your life will be 
affected in greater ways than you can imagine now. It is 
time to begin to surrender to the process of healing and 
let yourself be carried by your greater wisdom, which is 
connected to the divine. 


A patient often first goes to a healer, hoping to find 
relief from pain or a certain symptom or to be cured 
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from a specific disease, maybe have a tumor taken away. 
And always the patient receives much more than that. 
The focus of the healer is not only to eliminate the leg 
pain or the tumor but to also work with the patient to 
find and heal the root cause of the original symptom or 
disease. That will be found on a deeper level of the 
patient's inner being. 

As a professional healer, I have been witness to heal- 
ings of all kinds. At first some things surprised me. 
Later, I understood them to be part of the natural 
process of healing. As the inner corridors to the deeper 
self open within, the patient's experience of life 
changes. So docs the rest of his or her life. 

We've all heard about people who, after experienc- 
ing an illness, change professions. They don't do so 


because the illness required it—for example, because. 
they couldn't physically drive a truck anymore—but 2 
because they find a different purpose. They desire 
change. The “simple” healing of an illness can bring 
about dramatic change. Personal relationships change. 
Some healings bring about marriages; others bring 
about dissolution of marriages that don't nurture the 
partners. In other cases, an illness will be the comple- 
tion ofa whole stage of life. And the patient will change 
just about everything— profession, home, geographic 
location, friends, spouse. Some healings mend long- 
term splits among family members. Through the heal- 
ing experience, people gain a much greater respect and 
trust for their own inner knowing. Many people refer 
to this as a rebirth.

What Your Healer 
Will Do That Your Physician 
or Therapist Will Not 


If you are considering going to a healer, it is important 
to know that healers work within a very different con- 
text than physicians. The two can be complementary if 
communication avenues are open and trust is created. 
Since I believe that in the future many physicians and 
healers will work together for the benefit of all, Pve 
devoted the chapter after this one to that vision. 

Many patients come to a healer wanting the same 
services a physician offers. Most of us see disease ac- 
cording to the medical system established in this coun- 
try. People have been so used to going to a physician to 
get rid of a particular ailment, they expect healing work 
to alleviate pain and cure a specific illness as well. 

The first thing healers must do when such a patient 
comes to them is to educate the patient as to what is 
being offered and what is not. To make this clearer, 
let's start with the basic structure of an office visit to the 
doctor, then compare it to what happens when you go 
to a healer. 


1. The doctor checks the patient in an examination 
room. 

2. The doctor orders tests to be done that will help 
figure out what is wrong. | 

3. After the examination, patient and doctor meet in 
another room, “the doctor's office,” where the doc- 
tor sits behind a desk, to discuss what the doctor 


might think is wrong. The doctor does what he or 
she can for the patient until the rest ofthe tests come 
back. 

4. The patient schedules another appointment for af- 
ter the tests are completed. 

5. In this appointment, the doctor does more exam- 
ination, gives the results of the tests, and gives a 
diagnosis. The doctor prescribes a method of treat- 
ment based on the diagnosis or orders more tests if 
the first ones are not conclusive. 

6. Treatment is usually some kind of medication or 
surgery to get rid of the problem. 


When patients come to a healer, many times they 
expect the same six steps to be followed. They want a 
psychic examination. They ask the healer to take away 
(apparently magically) their problem, much as pills and 
surgery take away some physical problems. Many peo- 
ple expect to have a posthealing meeting in which the 
healer gives a diagnosis and a prognosis of how long it 


. Will take *to take it away." 
y. 


Most healers do not use the six-step structure when 
working with patients. Usually, there is very little talk- 
ing, no tests, no diagnosis, no prescribed medications, 
and many times no explanation of what is about to 
occur before the healing, what is occurring during it, or 
what has occurred afterward. 
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The steps in a healing session are very simple. 


l. Healers usually begin with a short talk with a pa- 
tient as to why the patient came. Some healers sim- 
ply ask the patient to go in, take off their shoes, and 
get on the healing table or simply sit in a chair. 

2. The healer works on the patient, either touching or 
not touching the patient, according to his or her 
healing techniques. The healer might give some 
explanation. There may be some discussion during 
the healing. 

3. The healer finishes, leaves the room, and tells the 
patient to rest a few minutes before getting up. 

4. There is very little discussion afterward, and the 
healer asks the patient to come back at the appropri- 
ate time. 


Many patients are disappointed by their first healing 
experience because they don't understand what hap- 
pened. They feel more relaxed and probably better, and 
they want to know why. They may have even walked 
into the office with a whole set of questions, all based 
on the system of illness (and M-1 metaphysics) that is 
accepted in this country. 

They may have questions like: 


“What disease is this?” | 

“Do I have a tumor? What kind of tumor?” 

“Can you take it away?” 

“How many healings will it take?” 

“How much will this cost?” 

“Js my Fallopian tube blocked and preventing preg- 
nancy? Just open it please. The doctors say they 
can’t.” 


After a healing, people say things like: 


“Well, I don’t really feel much different—just more 
relaxed.” 

“What did you do?” 

“Now tell me exactly what you did.” 

“How long will it last?” 

“Is it gone? Will it come back?” 

“Shall I come back? How many more times?” 


These are all important and valid questions that need 
to be addressed, but they arise out of the present-day 
medical and health-care system of this country. To 
answer them in a meaningful way for the patient, the 
healer must bring the patient into a different under- 
standing of health and disease. 

Whether or not healers are aware of the scientific 
holographic context and M-3 metaphysics explained in 
Chapter 3, their main focus is holistic—to help pa- 
tients create health in all areas of life. They do this by 


clearing and balancing the patient's energy, by working 
to align his or her intent to heal, and by helping him or 
her connect to the deeper core of his or her being, 
creative force, and core consciousness. They direct 
healing energies into the patient's energy system. 
Many healers work completely intuitively, allowing 
their hands to move freely. They offer no explanation 
of what might be wrong with the patient or what is 
happening in the healing. That is why it is called faith 
healing. 

Others try to offer explanations that may not make 
any sense at all to the patient. Some have complete 
systems of knowledge worked out. These systems may 
be known by other healers, such as the system of acu- 
puncture, while others may have been worked out per- 
sonally by the healer and be specific only to him or her. 
They describe what is going on in the patient and how 
the healing is working. These can be difficult for the 
patient who isn't trained in the particular system the 
healer is using to understand. 

To educate patients, I first find a common ground of 
understanding within which to converse. Then I ex- 
plain as best I can the healing process that is to be 
initiated by healings. I say that healing will continue to 
unfold within them and tell them how much it is going 
to affect their lives. 

I remember one session when a new patient named 
Liz, who had an ulcer and wanted to prevent surgery, 
walked into my office and said, *Now tell me exactly 
what you do." I stopped for a moment at the question 
and thought, *I wonder if she asked her surgeon the 
same question, and what answer she got." 

It would, of course, take years to explain what ex- 
actly I do. A patient such as Liz would have to be 
completely reeducated in the holographic view of real- 
ity, the causes of illness from that perspective, the hu- 
man energy system, therapeutic techniques, and 
healing techniques. 

So I asked myself, *What is the deeper question Liz 
is asking? What does she really want to know?” 

Liz was obviously trying to take responsibility for 
her health and her healing. She genuinely wanted to 
understand what to expect in the healings. She wanted 
to know what I could give her. Her question was, 
“What are the possible outcomes of healings?” She had 
no idea of how broad the effect could be. She didn’t 
know how much all that depended on her and her 
acceptance of personal change in her life. She didn't 
know that the human energy field exists and affects the 
physical body. And most of all, she didn't know she 
could heal herself with her intention to heal (haric 
level) and with her creative force from within (core star 
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level). My challenge was to cover a vast ground of 
knowledge in a few minutes’ time. I searched for a 
simple analogy to start with and remembered how a 
radio works. Of course, I would have time for more 
detailed explanations during the healing sessions that 
would follow. 

So I said, *Have you heard of the human energy 
field, or aura?” 

“No,” said Liz. | 

“Well, there is an energy field that surrounds and 
interpenetrates the body. It is intimately associated 
with your health. When you become ill, it is because 
the normal functioning of this field has been disturbed. 
What I do is to realign this field, charge it, and repair it. 
It is a little like acupuncture. Have you heard of that?” 

Liz said, “Yes, I’ve heard of it, but don’t know much 
about it.” , 

“Well, acupuncture is an ancient form of healing 
from the east, that works by balancing your energy 
field, which supplies bioenergy to the different systems 
of your body. This energy is very powerful. We actually 
bring more energy into our bodies through this field 
than we do by eating. Did you notice that on sunny 
days you have more energy than on cloudy days? That's 
because the sun charges the energy in the air. Then we 
take it in through our energy system. We don't think 
too much about it in our culture because we concen- 
trate primarily on the physical body. But in China, 
Japan, and India, it is known to be most important to 
our health. Their systems are based on knowledge of 
these life energy fields." 

Liz replied, “Where does this energy come from?" 

“The source of this energy is inside you and all 
around you," I said. “It’s like radio waves that are 
always there in the air. You just need to know how to 
receive them to get the benefit. Turn on the radio and 
tune it to the station you want. Your energy field is 
like a radio. I'm here to repair it and help you learn to 
tune it better. ГЇЇ help open up and balance your 
chakras." 

“My what? My chakras?” Liz asked. 

“The chakras in your aura are your energy receivers,” 
I explained. “They look like vortices of energy that, by 
virtue of their spin, pull energy into them like any 
whirlpool. After. the energy gets sucked into your 
body, it then flows along the energy lines in your field 
to your organs. | 

"Whenever there is disruption in your field, your 
organs don't get the energy they need, and they be- 
come weak, eventually allowing access for infection or 
other physical problems." 

“That sounds simple enough," Liz agreed. “So 


you're actually saying that I could get this ulcer because 
my energy lines are weak?” 

“Tt is, of course, more complicated than that, but 
that’s basically the idea. The way you react to stressful 
situations can be seen in your field. You habitually 
distort your field in a way that pulls healthy energy out 
of the stomach area and draws improper and therefore 
unhealthy energies to your stomach. When we've re- 
balanced your field, you will be able to feel what proper 
healthy energies in that arca feel like. Now what you 
experience as ‘normal’ for you is not healthy.” ` 

“What do you mean by that?” 

“Just bring your awareness to your stomach now,” I 
said. 

“It feels like it usually does." 

"After the healing, it will feel different,” I said. 
"Then you will understand what I mean. It's some- 
thing you need to experience. It is a subtle difference, 
but a very powerful one as far as health goes. Eventu- 
ally you will learn how to keep the proper balance of 
energies in your system, and you will be able to main- 
tain a higher level of health. So when I rebalance your 
field, the energy flows properly to your body systems, 
and you regain your health. You will be able to tap into 
the energy fields all around you. 

“I call these energy fields the universal health fields. 
They are there for everyone. They are not only available 
for your physical health but for your emotional, men- 
tal, and spiritual health as well. So now, when I work 
on your fields, we will also work on your emotional, 
mental, and spiritual aspects that relate to your having 
an ulcer. You see, it's not just a physical thing. Not only 
that, but whatever is healed for you personally will also 
heal whatever aspect of your life it is connected to." 

“What do you mean by that?" Liz asked. “What 
connections do you mean?” 

“From the healer's point of view,” I went on, “every- 
thing is connected to everything else. It is the holistic 
view. It means that your ulcer, which is a result of 
overacidity in your stomach caused by your reaction to 
stress, not only affects your digestion and your 
nourishment but is a sign to me that you most likely 
have stress in every area of your life that concerns 
‘digestion’ of personal nourishment. In other words, 
even when someone gives you something, it must be 
hard to take it in and let it make you feel good.” 

“Sounds familiar, but I don’t see how that could be 
connected to an ulcer,” she replied. 

“Yes, well, let's just start where we are now, and let 
your experiences unfold. We'll take care of the connec- 
tions as they come up. РЇЇ make it clearer then.” 

“How long will it take to regain health?” she asked. 
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“How many sessions it takes depends on how well 
your system responds to the healing, how much change 
it (you) can take, and how long you arc able to hold 
that change. Change isn't always so easy, you know, 
because it affects all areas of your life, as I said. It takes 
time to integrate changes. You see, we want to go for 


the deeper cause of the ulcer, not just the ulcer. We 


want you to be able to take in and enjoy what you 
receive. We want to find out why you may not think 
that is okay.” 

“T think it’s fine to receive,” she said. “But it’s true— 
I always feel that I owe the person who gave me some- 
thing. I don’t like to owe people. Wow, I didn’t know 
there was so much to this. Does this stuff really work?” 

“Working with the human energy field is actually 
more useful in some illnesses than our regular medi- 
cine,” I said. “I usually get the people with diseases that 
our medical system isn’t very successful with. People 
with cancer, colitis, immune disorders, viruses, mi- 
graines, and so on.” 

“Well, I'm glad I'm here. This sounds interesting. 
Let's go for it.” 

Liz really wanted to know what the healing process 
was all about, and we were able to communicate 
clearly. This helped her as she went through the healing 
process. As we continued through several weeks, her 
ulcer disappeared and she regained her health. Not 
only that, she also changed her profession and began a 
new relationship. 


The Skills of a Healer 


I gently coaxed Liz into the holistic view by describing 
it in simple terms. As a healer, I work from a broader 
view to deal with disease. I agree with physicians that 
an infection due to a microorganism may occur and 
that usually a medication will remove it. But from my 
perspective, the microorganism is not the causc. 
Healers know that a weakness or imbalance in the 
patient's physical-energetic system allowed for the mi- 
croorganism invasion that developed into a disease. 
The microorganism invasion is also another symptom. 
The cause must be dealt with from the holistic or holo- 
graphic point of view before true health can be re- 
stored. The healer is more concerned with the 
underlying balance of energies, intention, and con- 
sciousness that support health or that become imbal- 
anced and eventually allow for diseasc. 

Healers must have the ability to work with all these 
aspects of a patient's human makeup. They focus on 


healing the physical body and seek to heal the patient's 
emotional, mental, and spiritual aspects as well. 

The tools and training of a healer are very different 
from those ofa physician. Although most highly skilled 
healers probably are capable of accessing information 
about an illness, perhaps even naming both it and an 
appropriate medication that would correspond to a 
physician's diagnosis, that is not their primary concern. 
Healers regard that information as part of the descrip- 
tion of “Pribram’s apple,” not the primary reality and 
not of prime importance. Indeed, it is quite illegal for 
them to give such a diagnosis. That right has been 
reserved for those courageous and dedicated souls who 
have graduated from medical school and passed the 
state boards. 

Liz did not ask me for a diagnosis; rather, she told 
me what it was when she came in. She filled out my 
client intake form that asks for the patient’s disease 
history. I checked the information she had given me. 
With HSP I could see that part of the wall of the 
stomach tissue was worn away, and that the tissues that 
remained in that area were inflamed. They looked red. 
With that HSP information, I too would conclude that 
she had an ulcer. Yet I do not, as a healer, diagnose, any 
more than you do, when you can simply look and see 
that someone has just cut themselves or broken an arm. 


How Healers Work 
with the Human Energy Field 


There are specific healing techniques for each level of 
the human energy field. I usually concentrate on the 
lower levels ofa patient's field when I work, starting on 
level one. The work includes sensing, cleansing, balanc- 
ing, repairing, and charging the field. Most of the time, 
each layer has to be treated separately to make sure that 
all levels are healed. A full healing must include healing 
all levels of the field, or all the energy bodies in addition 
to the physical. Therefore, I move through levels of 
patients’ energy fields that correspond not only to their 
physical, emotional, and mental nature but to their spir- 
itual nature and their basic beliefs in reality as well. All 
need to be balanced. To do this, the healer taps into the 
universal health field held in the holographic universe. 
If this is not completed, the patient may very well re- 
create either the same or another disease. 

Healers are usually born with a talent to be able to 
learn to perceive and work with the energy field. This 
talent is no different from another person's talent in 
music, math, or business. Most healers have had train- 
ing, like other professionals, to develop these innate 
talents into a healing art. This training teaches the healer 
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to develop Higher Sense Perception, with which to 
sense the levels of the human energy field and eventu- 
ally the levels of the hara and core star beneath the aura. 
It will probably also include training in channeling. 

By diligent practice of many exercises designed to 
increase the sensitivity of their senses, healers learn to 
use those senses beyond the normal range of human 
perception. Many healers can feel, hear, and see this 
energy field, as well as intuit other information about 
it. In addition to sensing the field, the healer also must 
learn a great deal about how to work with the field to 
heal through its levels, as well as about human anat- 
omy, physiology, psychology, illness, and the ethics of 
healership. 

With Higher Sense Perception, healers distinguish 
the many levels of the human energy field. Since each 
layer of this energy field also penetrates inside the body, 
healers also sense the field inside the human body. 
Well-trained healers also develop the ability to sense 
the energy field of the whole body, of a single cell, and 
sometimes even of smaller particles. With the use of 
HSP, healers can access a great deal of information to 
utilize in the healing process. 

Above all, healers’ greatest tool is love. All healing is 
done in the context of love. I believe that love is the 
connective tissue of the universe. It holds it together. 
Love can heal anything. Healers not only work from a 
place of love, they teach patients to love themselves. As 
we move through this book, it will be more and more 
apparent just how important loving is. Loving the self is 
a full-time job. Most of us have a lot to learn in this area. 

Liz’s healings slowly progressed through the levels 
of her aura. Her third chakra, located in the stomach 
area, was torn. I repaired it, and her ulcers began to 
heal. On the emotional level, that chakra is associated 
with connecting to other people and being able to 
receive nourishment from them in a healthy way. Her 
relationships became closer and more fulfilling as we 
worked to teach her to maintain a healthy balance of 
energy in that area of her body. On a deeper level of the 
psyche, that chakra is related to who you are in the 
universe, your place on earth and in this life. As those 
levels of her field became stabilized in a healthy way, 
she also became more self-confident about who she is. 


The Mechanics of a Healing Session 


The mechanics of a healing session are quite simple 
from the physical point of view. Of course they vary 
with each healer. The mechanics I describe here are 
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those followed by the men and women who have grad- 
uated from the Barbara Brennan School of Healing. 

If you choose to have a healing with such a graduate, 
you will first be asked to fill out an intake form, usually 
listing your history and presenting your complaints. 
The healer will interview you to make you feel comfort- 
able and find a common ground of communication 
within which to speak. A main question will be, “Why 
are you here? What have you come to accomplish?” 

From your answer, the healer will not only find what 
you want but will begin to find your level of experience 
with the healing work. 

While the healer listens to you and finds a common 
ground of understanding, the healer is also using HSP 
to scan your energy field to find imbalances, tears, 
stagnations, and depletions. She watches your con- 
stantly changing flow of energy as you talk. She corre- 
lates those changes with your psychological state as you 
describe your problems. She reads your physical body 
with normal vision to discover the psychological envi- 
ronment of your childhood from your body structure 
and body language. She also scans your physical level 
with HSP to check internal structural alignment and 
organ functions. The healer usually takes about ten to 
fifteen minutes for this scan to find the major areas of 
difficulty in your body and energy system. She will 
sometimes share this information with you if she is sure 
of it and if giving it to you will not interfere with your 
healing process. In other words, she will speak in ways 
that do not frighten you, stop your energy flow, or 
decrease your ability to intake energy. All this informa- 
tion integrates into a holographic model, since all the 
levels of functioning affect each other. 

After getting the overview, the healer will ask you to 
take off your shoes and socks and lie on the treatment 
table. Nothing else needs to be removed. Sometimes 
some jewelry or crystals may be interfering with your 
field, and she will ask you to remove them. The healer 
simply proceeds to put her hands on your feet and 
sends energy through your body. She slowly moves up 
the body, placing her hands in key positions and using 
various healing techniques, depending on what HSP 
revealed about your condition. Of course, with HSP, 
the healer is always observing the effects she is having 
on your energy fields. (She also carefully observes and 
regulates her own field—a very important part of heal- 
ing training.) The healer continues this HSP scanning 
to see how well you are receiving the healing and to get 
more detailed information about the changes occur- 
ring in your field during the healing. With use of HSP, 
the healer can make sure that all necessary changes are 
accomplished and that nothing is missed. 
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As the healing progresses, the healing gets much 
stronger. More energy is poured through your system, 
and you will probably go into a very deep state of 
relaxation, which helps the healing process a great deal. 
Atthis time your brain becomes synchronized with the 
healer's. Both are in strong alpha waves (8 Hz), the 
healing state. 

Other information obtained with HSP will include 
diet, vitamins, minerals, herbs, or even medications 
that could later be prescribed by a physician if appro- 
priate. The HSP also reveals psychological problems 
that helped cause the illness. It reveals childhood 
traumas, your images of how you think reality is, and 
ultimately your belief system, which is the basic cause 
that keeps your illness intact. The healer directly works 
with all these through your energy field. 

During the healing, the healer will also use HSP to 
receive guidance from spiritual teachers, guides, or 
guardian angels. This guidance comes in many differ- 
ent forms. The guides may tell the healer what to do 
next; they may tell the healer where to look for your 
physical difficulties; or they may even name the disease 
you have. The guides usually tell the healer the cause of 
the problem from both the physical and the psycho- 
logical perspective. The guides may speak direcdy 
through the channel of the healer to you. When this 
occurs, the conversation that ensues is usually a very 
tender, personal one that brings you into a deeper 
understanding of what is going on with yourself, why 
it Is going on from the perspective of cause, and the 
deeper spiritual and life lessons involved. These con- 
versations are always supportive and truthful and make 
no false promises if the channel is clear. The guides also 
work directly through the hands of the healer to heal 
you. Other information received through HSP is either 
written down or taped for your further use. 

It usually takes several sessions to get down to the 
cause in the belief system. By the time the healer has 
progressed through all layers of the field and brought 
closure to the healing, you will probably be in a state of 
deep relaxation and serenity. 

Many healers encourage you to rest on the table for 
ten to thirty minutes to allow the fields to stabilize. 
This allows you to take full advantage of the healing 
and allows it to integrate into your energy system. The 
healer usually answers a minimum of questions at this 
time, because in order to ask a rational question, you 
must go out of the healing alpha brainwave state and 
into the “rational” beta or fast brainwave state, which 
will stop the healing process. When I was practicing 
healing, I always warned my patients before the healing 


started about this very important posthealing quiet 
time and encouraged them to ask all the questions in 
the beginning of the healing before the alpha linkup 
occurs. Later, the healer will ask you to come back at 
the appropriate time and will assure you that the rest of 
your questions can be answered next time. 


Common Questions and Answers 


Can a Patient Resist a Healing? If So, How? 


Many times people resist the healing process by trying 
to control the situation with an overactive mind. This is 
easy to do. All the patient needs to do is force a very. 
active mind and refusc to relax and allow the healing to 
take place. If patients force their brains to remain ratio- 
nal, they will not go into an alpha state, 8 Hz, the 
healing state. Rather, they will stay in normal waking 
brainwave patterns, beta waves. (Patients, of course, 
can do this anytime, whether or not a healer is present.) 
If they continue to stay in such a state, they will inter- 
fere with the normal healing processes in their body. 
When patients' rational minds get out of the way and 
their brainwaves go into alpha, they are able to surren- 
der to their natural healing process as enhanced by the 
healer. 


How Are Healing Sessions Spaced? 


Healings are usually scheduled once a week, to last one 
or one and one-half hours, for several weeks. Some- 
times, especially for back problems, I would only work 
with people if they could come twice a week. That is 
because there is so much strain on the back from nor- 
mal daily activity that inevitably patients would get 
tired, have low blood sugar, do one last lift, and re- 
strain their backs again before a week was up. I found 
that diet was also very important for back problems. 
People would only strain their back again when they 
were overworked and hungry, with low blood sugar. I © 
would instruct them to carry a bag of nuts and dried 
fruit around with them, to eat more often, and to eat 
complete meals. It is amazing how many overstressed, 
undernourished people our rich society produces! 
The spacing of sessions for cancer patients who are 
on chemotherapy or radiation therapy should be at 
least weekly and always right after a treatment, even if 
that treatment is daily. Chemo and radiation cause 
debris in the physical body as well as the energy field. 
The debris from chemo is composed of the chemo- 
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therapy itself, as well as from the tissues it kills. The 
body must get rid of both. Chemotherapy causes low- 
frequency, mucusy, dark, thick bioplasma in the auric 
field that does not support life. It slows and interferes 
with the functioning of the auric field, causing a great 
deal of discomfort in the client. Radiation also causes 
debris in the physical body because it not only kills 
cells, it alters the normal biological processes that occur 
in many cells around those that are killed. This pro- 
duces a lot of waste products that also must be gotten 
rid of. Radiation burns the auric field, much like put- 
ting a nylon stocking into a flame. This damage needs 
to be repaired. Radiation also causes the auric field to 
splinter like glass, thus causing a lot of debris in the 
field that needs to be cleared. The sooner the healer 
clears the debris caused by chemo or radiation out of a 
field, the fewer the side effects will be. 


How Long Does It Take? 


How long a series of healings lasts depends on the 
seriousness of the problem, on how long the patient 
has had the problem, and on the long-term effects of 
the healing. Usually the patient strongly feels the heal- 
ing effects for about three days. Then the energy sys- 
tem will begin to resume its old habitual distortion to a 
certain extent. How much and for how long the energy 
system of the patient can maintain a clear, balanced 
state is completely individual and depends on so many 
factors that it would be impossible to enumerate them 
all here. Of course the severity of the problem, the 
patient's life circumstances, the patient's self-care and 
ability to carry out what activities or diets are required, 
and the skills of the healer are all factors. 

.With each succeeding healing session, the patient's 
energy system regains more and more of its original 
healthy configuration. The old habits of distortion are 
gradually dissolved. How fast permanent changes can 
occur is completely individual. Suffice it to say that 
some patients will finish in one healing, others in many 
months of healing. As the healing process unfolds, it 
becomes easier and easier for the healer to know how 
long it will take, because the healer observes the extent 
of the changes and how long they hold each time a 
healing is given. Sometimes a more advanced healer 
will give the approximate length of the healing series 
through guidance in the beginning session. 

The healing process can continue, perhaps over 
weeks, months, or years. How long it lasts, in many 
cases, depends on what degree of health the patient 
accepts. 
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The Spiritual Healer's Greater Purpose 


Many patients wish to continue the healing process 
long after the original presenting complaint is gone 
because what they settled for as “health” before enter- 
ing a healing situation is simply no longer acceptable. 
This occurs because healing not only educates patients 
but helps them make much deeper connections to their 
internal longings. In this case, the process of healing 
becomes one of personal evolution and release of cre- 
ativity. It becomes a spiritual experience. 

From the holographic point of view, this means the 
healer will be working on the connection between the 
individual within a system, that is, within the greatest 
system, the Universal Being. On this level, an unaccept- 
able state of health is seen as an apparent disconnection 
from or imbalance with the whole or the divine. 

That leads to questions: ^What is the patient's rela- 
tionship with God-Goddess, the cosmos, or the Uni- 
versal Being?” “How have her beliefs led her to the 
experience of disconnection from her essential connec- 
tion with the Universal Being?? *How has he forgotten 
who he is, and how has his way of living that arises out 
of that forgetting led him into imbalance and vul- 
nerability to infection?" 

Healers work directly with the energy field of the 
patient to balance it with the highest spiritual reality to 
which the patient can expand. 

Healers’ greatest purpose is to help their clients con- 
nect with the greatest spiritual reality possible. They do 
this in very practical ways, stepping on each rung of the 
ladder from basic physical humanity, through the per- 
sonality level of the human energy field, through the 
haric level of intentionality, and to the divinity within 
each human being, the core essence. 

The healer first looks for the precise nature of the 
patient’s energy field patterns that express the different 
aspects of his or her being. Since they act holo- 
graphically to affect each other and the physical body, 
the healer’s line of inquiry covers the overall physical 
and energetic patterns that correspond to the emo- 
tional, mental, and spiritual health of the patient. The 
healer helps the patient deal with his or her intention 
toward their health and their life’s purpose. One of the 
main jobs the healer is faced with is to help patients find 
the cause of their illness. How do patients cause this 
illness in themselves? 

All of these areas of inquiry and healing are necessary 
to restore full health and to prevent another occurrence 
of the disease, or the possibility of another disease. The 
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healer and patient work together to explore these areas. 
Ultimately, the healer and patient come face to face 
with the ultimate cause of the patient's dis-ease. 

Healers ask: “What are the patient's beliefs about 
divinity that help hold this dis-ease in place?” “How is 
God seen as a negative authority that would punish 
rather than love?” “How has this individual then taken 
upon himself the punishment that he thinks God has 
ordained for him?” “How does this patient mete it out 
and assufne that God is doing it to her?” 

We are speaking here not only about that which 
individuals create for themselves as punishment, but 
about how they meet greater cycles of events that do 
not seem to be immediately connected to their individ- 
ual creation. These greater cycles are the long-term 
effects put into motion in times past, or “karmic cy- 
cles,” as well as those events that come about as a result 
of the collective creativity of humankind. Each individ- 
ual has the choice to meet these experiences with expec- 
tations of punishment for some terrible past deed, 
rather like a lesson chosen by the greater self, for the 
purpose of learning and soul growth. 

The healer helps clients open a corridor to the deeper 
creative energies of their core, from which they create 
their experiences of reality. 


Ethical Limitations of a Healer 


We are left with this one very practical question of 
ethical limitations. This question has a broad range of 
aspects, and its answers depend on the healer involved. 
Here are some. 


Untrained People Who Call Themselves 
Healers 


First it is very important that healers be aware of their 
level of ability and be straightforward about it. One of 
the worst things I have seen happens a lot. Very ill 
people go to a healer or a healing circle and are told that 
they are cured. The healers jump to this conclusion 
because they felt so much energy and got such a spiri- 
tual high from the healing that they assumed it meant 
the patient was cured. At times, such people even get 
guidance that says this is so. They may even advise that 
patients stop treatments that the healers know nothing 
about. They are completely convinced that this is right 
and their guidance is true. 

These healers are out of reality. They are not in touch 
with their patients or their conditions. They have 


“blissed out” on their own energetic high and have 
disconnected from the patient in the process. This is 
very serious. It is a Pollyanna escape into denial because 
such healers cannot deal with the reality of life, pain, 
and death. It is a misuse of spirituality and healing for 
denial of their own fear. 

There is nothing wrong with a healing circle that 
brings love, hope, and support to people who are iso- 
lated in fear with their disease. But it is important to 
stay in reality about the amount of love, hope, and 
support that is needed for such a person. It is not a one- 
shot deal. It is a long ongoing process. The support 
groups and workshops of Bernie Siegel, M.D., and 
Louise Hay attest to the strong positive effectiveness of 
such groups. 


To Charge or Not to Charge 


I have found that there is a worldwide issue with peo- 
ple thinking it wrong for healers to charge money. This 
prejudice can be found in Great Britain, Russia, Eu- 
rope, and Southeast Asia, as well as in the United 
States. I believe there are two ways to go with this. It 
depends on the healer’s training and expertise. 

If healers are trained in a religious tradition like the 
Christian charismatic movement, the healings are done 
in church service, and often donations are accepted. 
From my perspective, that seems appropriate. 

If, however, healers have gone through a meticu- 
lous long-term training—at least four years, in my 
opinion—healers have the right to charge. This type 
of training includes anatomy, physiology, psychology, 
ethics, and professionalization of a practice, as well as 
the development of HSP and healing techniques. It is 
through this type of training that healership will gain 
its rightful professional role in our health-care system. 
These healers have the right to charge normal profes- 
sional fees just like psychological therapists, massage 
therapists, home-care nurses, physical therapists, and 
physicians. These fees should be in the same range as 
those of any therapist. A no-fee policy for such a 
person is simply prejudice. If these healers didn’t 
charge, they would have to work all day in a job for 
financial support and then give whatever is left to 
healing. That would simply keep badly needed healing 


services to a minimum. 


No Diagnosis, Please 


Healers should not diagnose and cannot prescribe 
drugs. They have not been trained to do so. A healer 
may, on the other hand, receive guidance as to what 
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drug may be beneficial. The patient can take that infor- 
mation to a physician to check out. (See Chapter 6 for a 
fuller discussion of healer-physician cooperation.) 


Are Healers Responsible to Tell All They Know? 


This was a question that really disturbed me in the 
beginning of my practice. At first, I simply gave all the 
information I received through my channel to the per- 
son involved. I figured it was not my job to discrimi- 
nate. If I got it, they got it. I got into trouble right away 
with this one. I freaked people out. They didn't really 
want to know, even though they claimed they did. 
They weren't ready for the answer. 

I remember in 1978 I was at a healing conference in 
Washington. A member of the audience knew I had 
HSP and could see his neck vertebrae. He followed 
me the whole weckend, endlessly asking me to tell 
him what his neck looked like. I finally sat down on 
the steps of a large corridor in the hotel and drew the 
misalignment in his neck. He became very quiet and 
left with the picture. I saw him two years later at 
another conference, and he told me that he had been 
very upset for days after the incident. He had never 
seen a picture of how bones in the neck become mis- 
aligned, and he didn't understand the meaning of his 
misalignment. I had not taken the time to tell him 
how to take care of the problem and that it was not 
serious. 

In another case, one of my best friends, Cindy M. 
from Washington, D.C., was studying in New York 
City for a few weeks and decided to have a healing. Her 
presenting complaint was that she had a little pain in 
her chest. During the healing I looked down into her 
chest with HSP and saw a black-gunmetal-gray shape 
like a three-dimensional triangle. At the same time I 
saw this, my guide Heyoan leaned over my right shoul- 
der and said, “She has cancer and she is going to die.” 

I had a private argument with Heyoan. I was out- 
raged that he could know of an imminent death and, 
even worse, that he would tell me about it. Needless to 
say, I kept it quiet. Right after the session, I went to a 
birthday party. I was so upset, I had to leave early. I 
didn’t know what to do. Was my guidance off? Was it 
possible to be told of someone’s death? Would I help 
her create it if I thought about it in that way when I was 
giving her healings? What should I tell her to do? Later 
I checked with advanced healers I knew to see if such a 
thing was possible. They said it was. 

I did the only thing I could do. I told Cindy to stop 
school, go home, spend time with her husband, and get 
her chest checked out by a doctor. She came to two 
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more healings before leaving New York. In each heal- 
ing, I would see the same dark form in her lung, and 
Heyoan leaned over my right shoulder and said, “She 
has cancer and is going to die.” 

I kept asking her to go home. I didn’t tell her the 
specifics of my guidance. She finally did what I asked 
her to do. The tests were clear. I assumed my guidance 
was wrong. But she kept getting worse. Four months 
and three CAT scans later, the physicians at George 
Washington Hospital found the spot—same size, 
shape, and location. They said it was a blood clot. 
Again, I thanked God the guidance was wrong. She 
didn’t respond to treatment but got worse. They 
opened her up and found mesothelioma—a lung can- 
cer they did not know how to cure. She died eight 
months later. 

About three days before she died, when I was in 
Washington helping Cindy separate from her friends, 
she called me into her room right after she had gone to 
the bathroom. She said, “I just pissed out a half truth 
for you. What was it?” 

I explained why I hadn't told her what I'd seen when 
she first came for a healing. 

She said, “Thanks for not telling me sooner. I wasn't 
ready. It's okay now." 

What I learned was that, as a healer, and like any 
professional, I can access “privileged information." 
This information must be handled professionally, un- 
der a code of ethics that includes the right person and 
the right timing. I now only give “privileged informa- 
tion" that comes through guidance when the guidance 
says to do so, and to whom guidance indicates. 


When Healers Should Disqualify Themselves 


All healers encounter circumstances in which they 
should disqualify themselves. This is very important for 
both healers and patients to understand. This means 
any healer you go to may have to disqualify herself. 
One sign of good healers is that they make sure that 
they are qualified to treat you before taking you on as a 
patient. They may not openly discuss this with you if 
there is no problem. But usually by the end of the first 
session, they will know and tell you if there is a prob- 
lem. The two major reasons for healers to disqualify 
themselves are their previous relationship with a pa- 
tient or patient's spouse and because they are not quali- 
fied to handle the case. 

In the first case, many people think they can go to a 
healer who is also a friend. This is fine, as long as both 
people know that it will change their relationship per- 
manently. The two must make the decision of which is 
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more important—the healing relationship or the per- 
sonal one. Because healing is such a deep process, if the 
two try to maintain their personal friendship as it was, 
they will rather rapidly reach a point where the healings 
are jeopardized or the deeper healing process is com- 
promised. In cases where a husband and wife want to 
go to the same healer, again, if the healing process 
continues over any length of time, relational problems 
may occur because of the depth of personal change 
involved in the healing process. For this reason, I rec- 
ommend that healers use the same guidelines as thera- 
pists, who do not take both people in a marriage for 
individual counseling. 

Healers must be able to know if they are qualified to 
handle any particular case. This may also have to do 
with the level of expectation from patients. If patients 
expect miraculous results, the healer must inform them 
that the probability is very low. Only one percent of 
cases heal instantly. Some healers may not be able to 
handle certain illnesses or types of cases. They may 
react to certain illnesses that affect their energy system 
in ways that make them sick or give them pain. They 
may not be able to handle someone who has received a 
“terminal” sentence and, if it happens, go all the way 
through the dying process with someone. They may 
not be.able to work with the physicians involved. They 
may know someone who could do it better. If they are 
prejudicial about a certain treatment the patient is on, 


they need to deal with it honestly and let go of the ` 


prejudice. If they can't, they should refer the patient 
elsewhere. 

Ihadto disqualify myself from a case several years ago 
with a young man who was paralyzed from the waist 
down. I could see what was wrong in the energy field, 
but I had absolutely no effect on it after trying for an 
hour and a half. I didn't charge him for the session and 
sent him home. I said I would call him ifI found a way to 
help him or if I found someone who could. Several years 
later, I found someone to whom to refer him. 


How to Get Straight Information 
About Expected Results 


The best way to get straight answers is to ask straight 
questions. Ask the healer whatever you want to 
know—it’s their job to find a way to answer from their 
framework of healing. It may not be the answer you 
want, but you ought to be able to get one. Even ask 
them about their cure rate, if you want to know. They 
must answer honestly. How many patients has the 
healer treated with this disease? What were the results? 
Healers must be clear as to what they are offering. This 
way you, the patient, can be clear as to what results you 
can expect and therefore what you are paying for. Of 
course, your healing is dependent on many other 
things, but you have the right to know about healers’ 
experience and results, as well as how long they have 
been practicing and how well they are trained. 


Ihe Healer-Physician Team 


As you consider working with both a healer and a 
physician, it is important to interview both to see if 
they are open to working together. Let both the healer 
and physician know how and with whom you are 
working. If they have not worked with each other 
before, talk with them to find out if they will cooperate. 
Let them know how they can help each other in help- 
ing you regain your health. The physician or healer 
may be too busy to spend much time consulting with 
the other. In most cases not much consultation time is 
really needed. If either one will not be in goodwill with 
the other, I suggest that you find another person to do 
the job. 

It may come about that, in your treatment, there will 
be directly opposing points of view. Then it is very 
necessary for the two to converse. At such times, good- 
will and understanding are of extreme importance. 
Your health treatment depends on it. 

In my experience, two directly opposing points of 
view or conflict between physician and healer happens 
very rarely if both of them are in reality and open- 
minded. However, many people still carry the negative 
image that healers and physicians are opposed to each 
other. If people learn how the two systems comple- 


ment each other, this negative image, fortunately for 


all, can be cleared. 
There are five major ways that the healer-physician 
team works best together to gather a broader, deeper, 


and more useful set of information about a patient’s 
condition and what to do about it. The five major 
objectives are: 


1. To obtain a clear understanding of the disease process 
going on in the patient. In healers’ terms this is called 
a dis-ease description; in physicians’ terms it is 
called a diagnosis. Each is made in a different con- 
text. The healer uses Higher Sense Perception to 
describe the energy field and physical body function 
or dysfunction. The physician uses standard medical 
procedures to obtain a medical diagnosis. 

2. To bring about the patient’s health on as many levels as 
possible. The healer works through the process of 
directly laying on of hands to balance and repair the 
energy bodies and the physical body. The physician 
primarily works to restore health to the physical 
body. 

3. To obtain a broader, fuller, more informative, and more 
meaningful disease history. The healer-physician team 
does this by combining information from the his- 
tory of life experience that the healer obtains 
through the use of HSP with a standard medical 
history taken by the physician. 

4. To assist the patient to find the deeper meaning and 
cause of the illness. Many physicians help patients deal 
with the mental and emotional causes of illness as 
well as the physical by listening to their patients and 
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giving advice. Healers help the patient deal with 
their illness on all levels of their being—the lower 
three auric levels that correspond to physical sensa- 
tion, emotional, and mental; the three upper spiri- 
tual auric levels; the haric level of intention; and the 
core star level of the creative source. 

5. To create more effective treatment modalities, to reduce 
the time it takes to heal; to reduce discomfort; and to 


reduce the side effects from harsh medications. Using: 


HSP, the healer will obtain information on diet, 
herbs, homeopathic remedies, and other substances 
or techniques the patient can use. When specific 
medical techniques or medications are received 
through HSP, they can be given to the patient’s 
physician for consideration. During the years of my 
practice, I regularly received, using HSP, specific 
medications or changes in dosages for patients. 
Their physicians later concurred with the informa- 
tion, and when prescriptions were changed, the pa- 
tients recovered. 


As we begin to develop the healer-physician team, 
much of the information from the healer may not make 
a lot of sense to the physician because it is not within 
his or her domain of expertise. In time, by working 
together, bridges of communication will be created 
and much more understanding about the body, the 
energy bodies, and the healing process will emerge. All 
five of these areas greatly facilitate the healing of the 
patient and will also help the physician gather. more 
information about what is going on in the patient. 
Let’s examine, in more detail, each type of information 
the healer can obtain. 


Objective 1: 
Getting a Clear Understanding of 
the Disease Process 


When working with a physician or a group of health- 
care professionals, healers will describe the disease pro- 
cess occurring in the patient’s physical and energetic 
bodies. She shares this description with the profes- 
sional team for the sake of clarifying the disease process 
in the patient. To do this, the healer will use HSP to 
analyze the patient’s condition. She will begin by 
checking the human energy field as follows: 


* The patient's overall energetic pattern, with its 
balances and imbalances 

* The pattern, in more detail, for each level of the 
auric field 


The healer then focuses on the physical level to de- 
scribe the unhealthy or imbalanced physiological pro- 
cesses going on in the patient’s body. These, of course, 
are the result of the energetic imbalances she first de- 
scribed. To do this, she uses HSP to sense the function- 
ing of the organs and the tissues on the physical level. 
The healer proceeds in several steps, checking: 


* The general state of the human energy field 

* The general functioning of each organ 

* The general functioning of the organ systems 
* The interactions between organ systems 

• A more detailed functioning of each organ 

* The state of the tissue of the organ 


This disease description will, in many ways, correlate 
to a physician’s diagnosis. All the senses can be used in 
the HSP mode. I will discuss the three most commonly 
used by healers: visual, auditory, and kinesthetic 
(touch). But the language will be different depending 
on the sense used to access the information. The lan- 
guage will most likely not be technical medical lan- 
guage. 


The Healer’s Dis-ease Description 
Using Visual HSP i 


When the healer uses the visual type of HSP, the or- 
gans of the body have particular colors that correlate to 
health and other colors that correlate to disease and 
dysfunction. The healer simply looks at organs in the 
body to see if they are weak or strong, underactive or 
overactive. When she finds the specific organs that need 
more attention by using this general type of scan, she 
can then focus on a more detailed examination of each 
dysfunctional organ. 

Let me give some examples of how the visual sense 
works. When viewing the liver, the healer can first 
focus on the entire liver to find its relative size and to 
discover whether or not it’s enlarged. She can also 
observe whether it looks too dense for its normal func- 
tioning. She can change her resolution—as you do 
when scanning a newspaper column, then focusing on 
one sentence—to find out whether certain portions of 
the liver are underfunctioning while others are over- 
functioning, by simply watching the liver in process. If 
there are areas of the liver in which waste material is 
accumulating, the auric color of that waste material 
tells if the waste material is too acidic or too alkaline. 
The healer can see whether this waste material is too 
viscous to move out of the liver. She does this simply 
by looking at the thickness of the fluid and watching it 
move through the liver. 


For example, many times I have seen an accumula- 
tion of stagnated green or yellow fluid in portions of 
the liver. This means toxins are piling up in the liver 
and there is an excess of bile. Sometimes the yellow 
color is left over from some drugs the person has re- 
cently taken that the liver has a hard time processing. 
The auric perception of hepatitis is always a band or 
layer of orange color. Sometimes, if someone has taken 
drugs for hepatitis, it shows in the liver as an area of 
thick, brownish mucus. Chemotherapy for breast and 
other cancers always appears as green-brown gunk in 
the liver. If the chemotherapy is given intravenously 
through the arm, the aura of the arm also turns brown- 
green. I have seen configurations that remained in the 
auric field as long as ten to twenty years when no 
healing was given. 

The healer can view the effects of particular foods or 
drugs on the liver. Many times a combination of drink- 
ing wine and eating thick, gooey cheeses like brie 
causes a great deal of stagnation in the liver. It looks 
like stagnated mucus. That decreases the natural 
healthy life pulse of the liver and thereby reduces its 
ability to function. 

To gather more information, the healer can increase 
her resolution and focus down to the cellular level so 
that she can view the cell condition. Many times the 
cells will be enlarged or elongated. Or the cell mem- 
brane may not be working in a way that is chemically 
balanced so that certain fluids that are not supposed to 
move through that membrane do. For example, long- 
term smoking usually breaks down the cell wall, mak- 
ing it flaccid so that the cell becomes enlarged and 
misshapen. The pollutants from smoking also form an 
acidic layer on the outside of the cell membrane, which 
then changes its permeability. With high or micro- 
scopic resolution, the healer can also view microorga- 
nisms inside the body and describe their appearance. 
All the information obtained through vision-type HSP 
will be described in terms of pictures using visual 
terms. All of this information is given in the healer’s 
language in simple descriptive terms, as above, not in 
the technical terms to which a patient or physician may 
be accustomed. 


The Healer’s Dis-ease Description 
Using Auditory HSP 


The healer can also use auditory-type HSP. There are 
two major types of auditory information—sounds (or 
tones) and words. The body, organs, and tissues all 
produce sounds that can be heard with HSP but not 
with “normal” hearing. These sounds give information 
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about the health of the body and organs. A healthy 
body produces a beautiful “symphony” of sounds that 
all flow together. Whenever an organ is not function- 
ing right, it gives offa discordant sound. By developing 
her sound vocabulary, the healer will be able to de- 
scribe health and dis-ease within the physical and en- 
ergy bodies in terms of sound. 

For example, using auditory HSP, the healer may 
very well hear a high-pitched squealing sound coming 
from the pancreas of someone with diabetes. She will 
also see (using visual HSP) a dark vortex of energy over 
the pancreas that makes the squealing sound. These 
two pieces of information will tell her immediately that 
the person has diabetes. (The healer will, in turn, use 
sounds or tones for healing, as we will see later on.) 

The other form of auditory HSP is the reception of 
words. If the healer is proficient in auditory HSP, she 
may be able to directly access the name of an organism, 
disease, or even a drug to be taken, including the 
amount and time. Most medical terms are quite long 
and complicated, making them very difficult to pick up 
through HSP. I have been able to do this only a few 
times. Most of the auditory information I get comes 
either as simple directives or as long discourses on the 
deeper meaning of existence or the way the world 
works. A few examples of auditory directives will pop 
up in the text as we move along. The healing medita- 
tions given in Part IV of this book are good examples 
of channeled discourses that are very useful in the heal- 
ing process. 


The Healer’s Dis-ease Description 
Using Kinesthetic HSP 


Each organ has a pulse. Certain organs pulsate faster 
than others. Using the kinesthetic (feeling sensation) 
type of HSP, the healer can feel the pulse from each 
organ. First the healer would feel the entire body sys- 
tem in general and find out general imbalances within 
organs. Then she feels within organ systems, and then 
cross-organ systems. For example, using kinesthetic- 
type HSP, the healer will check on the organ pulse of 
the liver to find if it is higher or lower than normal. The 
healer will then feel larger areas of the body to find if 
the liver pulse is synchronized with the other organ 
pulses of the body. If the liver is abnormal, the healer 
finds how its abnormal functioning affects organs in its 
vicinity and other areas within the body. 

One typical question that arises in the dis-ease de- 
scription given by a healer is, How does an under- 
functioning liver (abnormally low pulse, denoting 
hypofunction) affect the pancreas? My answer, from 
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information taken with kinesthetic sensing, is that a 
hypofunctioning liver strains the pancreas and makes 
it work harder, which causes the pulse of the pancreas 
to increase, causing a hyperfunctioning pancreas. 
Eventually the pancreas will become too weak from 
overwork to function properly, and its pulse will also 
drop down below normal, causing a hypofunctioning 
pancreas. 

Information gathered kinesthetically from infertile 
women who are trying to get pregnant is very interest- 
ing. In healthy bodies, the ovaries pulse synchronically 
with each other, with the thymus near the heart, and 
with the pituitary in the head. In many cases of infer- 
tility, the ovary pulses are imbalanced with each other 
and the other organ pulses. The ovaries have to be 
balanced with each other, the thymus, and the pituitary 
before they are able to produce a ripe egg and release it 
at exactly the appropriate time. When they are not 
pulsing synchronically, the egg will be released at the 
wrong time in the menstrual cycle. It may be premature 
or overripe, or not released at all. To reestablish bal- 
ance, the healer sends energy to reestablish a syn- 
chronic pulse among all of these three endocrines. This 
is done through a series of techniques in laying on of 
hands. I have been able to assist many previously infer- 
tile women in this way. They are mothers now. (Of 
course, in some cases, other organs might very well be 
involved with this, so the healer would feel them and 
then balance them also.) 

A good example occurred several years ago, when I 
was still practicing healing in New York City. The 
client, Barbara, wanted to get pregnant. She was forty- 
two. 

Barbara had clinically died from hemorrhaging after 
giving birth to a daughter fifteen years earlier. She told 
me she could remember leaving her body and visiting 
her deceased father, who told her to return to earth. He 
said that she could bring all the love and peace to earth 
that she felt there with him. She could then feel herself 
being pulled back into her body. A doctor stood over 
her and said, “She’s gone.” The next thing she was 
aware of was a big nurse leaning over her, pumping her 
chest, screaming, “Breathe, damn you, breathe!” 

After a long road of recovery, raising her daughter 
alone, then finally getting married again, Barbara 
wanted another child. There was a lot of concern about 
this. No one had ever found the source of the hemor- 
rhaging, so it might happen again. Plus, Barbara had 
had cervical cancer four years before getting married. 
Her physicians were concerned that, because of the 
surgery, the cervix would not be strong enough to hold 
the fetus for nine months. 


She had tried to get pregnant with no success for 
three years before she came to me. A brief inspection of 
her energy field showed a large tear in the second 
chakra. Her ovaries were not functioning properly, and 
they were not synchronized with the thymus or the 
pituitary. She would ovulate infrequently, and when 
she did, it was too late in the cycle for the egg. I also 
saw her weakened cervix and another place within her 
womb where an old wound had been. This was the 
source of the hemorrhaging. 

First I cleared and cleaned the wound and restruc- 
tured the first level of its field so it would heal. I then 
rebuilt the energy field of the cervix to make it strong. I 
made it extra strong so it could hold the fetus. Next, I 
repaired all the damage in the second chakra, then 
stabilized it. I then synchronized the ovaries with each 
other, then with the thymus, and then with the pitu- 
itary. As each system in the body began to function, 
Barbara’s energy increased. This took one session in 
February 1984. 

I called up Barbara in September 1990 to see how 
she remembered the event. Barbara said, “You found a 
black energetic hole at the source of the hemorrhaging, 
and you found also an energetic dysfunction at the 
cervix. You found both of the sources of prior medical 
concerns. Then I became pregnant in March. It was a 
miracle. 

“Another interesting sidelight was that I came back 
to see you in my ninth month because Annie was in a 
breech position. You turned her. . . . Another interest- 
ing piece of this was that you prepared me for a ce- 
sarean. I can remember feeling your conflict. I 
remember trying to support you by saying it’s okay, it’s 
okay, you can tell me anything that is going on here. 
Well, I did have a cesarean. After twenty-four hours of 
labor, my cervix just wouldn’t dilate and Annie went 
into distress.” 

When Barbara came for her second healing in her 
ninth month, I received guidance that she was going to 
have a cesarean. I didn’t want to tell her in a way that 
would sound as if it would have to be that way. I 
wanted to leave plenty of room for the possibility of a 
natural birth, but I did manage to warn her that it was a 
good idea to accept it any way it came, that having the 
child was the most important thing, not doing it per- 
fectly. As I remember, when I was working on her, it 
seemed that we had a choice between building a strong 
cervix and having a cesarean baby, or not building a 
strong cervix and chancing losing the baby. 

Later Barbara said, “This never would have con- 
cerned me anyway. I never had any mindset about how 
you are supposed to have a baby. I think most New Age 


spiritual women have a lot of gunk about medical pro- 
cedures. They can't quite handle the duality between 
that and being spiritually responsible for our own heal- 
ing. I never had any trouble with that. It is their duality, 
not real duality. 

“T think there is a mindset with many people gener- 
ally about those issues. It feels as though you have to 
make a choice between your taking self-responsibility 
for your spiritual and physical well-being and medical 
technical know-how, knowledge, and expertise. In fact, 
every time you make such a choice, you are limiting 
reality because there really is no need to choose. It is 
only when they work together that it is complete. What 
we are all trying to do is to heal that duality on the 
earth." 


Using the Visual, Kinesthetic, and 
Auditory HSP Together to Describe Dis-ease 


Now, using visual, auditory, and kinesthetic HSP to- 
gether, let us “focus on” (visual term), “tune into” 
(auditory term), and “connect to” (kinesthetic term) 
the pancreas to “see” (visual term) what information 
we can “get” (kinesthetic term). In people with prob- 
lems in digesting sweets and sugars, the pancreas will 
“look” weak. Instead of being a bright, clear, peachy- 
brown color, the pancreas will have a very faded 
peachy-brown color. The pancreas may be enlarged 
due to its inability to function properly. Using visual 
HSP, the healer can “see” this. By increasing visual 
resolution, the healer may also see piles of yellowish- 
amber cells here and there in the pancreas. The anat- 
omy book tells us that these are the islets of Lang- 
erhans. In some cases, there may be more of these piles 
of cells, or each islet may have more cells and be larger 
than normal, or each islet may be made up of enlarged 
yellowish-amber-colored cells. The excess numbers of 
the islets of Langerhans are the body’s effort to pro- 
duce more of the secretion that they make. Auditory 
HSP or a physiology book tells us that this secretion is 
the hormone insulin. Using the kinesthetic sense, the 
healer finds that the organ pulse of the pancreas is also 
lower than what the healer feels to be healthy. The 
pancreas is underfunctioning. Thus visual, auditory, 
and kinesthetic HSP together tell us that this patient 
needs healing work to reestablish normal pancreas 
function. 

When a weakened pancreas begins pulsating more 
slowly than its normal healthy rate, it usually begins to 
affect the pulsation of the left kidney, located directly 
behind it. Soon this kidney pulsates at a rate that corre- 
lates with the slower pulses of the pancreas. This makes 
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the kidney drop sugar into the urine. The kidney looks 
darker than normal. From the healer’s perception, the 
functioning of both the pancreas and the kidney is 
decreased. Even the connective tissue wrapped around 
the organs, called the fascia, begins to harden, contract, 
and bind the organs together. The fascia is the physical 
medium that carries most of the energy flow of the first 
layer of the auric field through it. When it hardens, its 
ability to conduct energy greatly decreases. This in turn 
decreases the amount of energy flow the organ 
wrapped in the fascia can receive from the energy fields 
all around us. 

I believe that this decreased conductivity through 
our fascia has a great deal to do with aging. When work 
is done to soften the hardened tissues, a great deal more 
energy flows to the organ or muscle surrounded by the 
fascia. That organ or muscle wakes up and becomes 
alive and healthy again. This type of work combined 
with healing energy work is effective even on very old 
injuries. It re-enlivens tissues that have been unusable 
for years. It takes lots of time and attention to repair 
old injuries, but to many people it is worth it. People 
who do body work or energy work that softens the 
fascia stay younger longer. Many such people look ten 
years younger than their age. 

Healers use all the same HSP techniques mentioned 
above to describe problems in the haric and core star 
levels. This information will include description of any 
disfigurement or dysfunction in these levels. (The haric 
and core star levels and the five objectives of healing 
will be discussed in Chapters 16 and 17.) 


Objective 2: 
Direct Hands-On Healing Work 


As was described earlier, the healer acts as a conduit for 
healing energies from the universal health field, or uni- 
versal energy field, all around us. The human energy 
field must be regarded as no less real than the physical 
body. There are several levels of bodies. The healer will 
work on each. The first, third, fifth, and seventh levels 
of the auric field are structured in a way such that they 
contain all of the organs that we know about in the 
physical body, plus the chakras, which are intake or- 
gans that metabolize energy from the universal energy 
field for the area of the body in which they are located. 
These structured levels appear to be composed of 
standing light beams. The even-numbered layers are 
not structured. They look like blobs or clouds of fluid 
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in motion. The fluid flows along the standing light 
lines of the structured layers. 

The healer's work on the structured levels is to re- 
pair, restructure, and recharge the energy bodies. The 
healer's work on the unstructured levels of the field is to 
Clear stagnated areas, to charge weakened areas, and to 
balance overcharged arcas with the rest of the field. 

All this has a big effect on the functioning of the 
physical body. Even if the physical organ has been 
removed, rebuilding it on the structured layers of the 
field and charging it on the fluid layers of the field have 
a very strong healing effect on the body. In cases where 
the thyroid has been removed, I have consistently seen 
a restructured thyroid on the auric level reduce the 
amount of thyroid medication that a patient needs to 
take. Hands-on healing work usually decreases healing 
time by one-third to one-half the normal time, de- 
creases the amount of medications needed, and greatly 
reduces side effects of invasive modalities. 

A friend of mine who was highly allergic to drugs 
had a double cataract operation. She took drugs only 
during surgery. She took no pain-killers afterward, did 
self-healing several times a day every day, and healed 
twice as fast as the “normal” recovery time for a one-eye 
lens removal. Simple problems like sprained ankles, 
which normally require two weeks on crutches, can be 


healed in one-half to three-quarters of an hour if 


worked on immediately. 

If it is not possible to give immediate hands-on heal- 
ing, other healing methods developed in osteopathic 
medicine, Structural Integration (Rolfing), deep tissue 
work, unwinding, or myofascia work will still reduce 
healing time to a few days. Whenever such an injury 
occurs, the body recoils and twists itself away from the 
injury. The fascia and muscles sometimes remain in the 
twisted position. These methods are very useful in heal- 
ing injuries resulting in misalignments, sprains, strains, 
bruises, fractures, and injuries to the spinal cord. By 
holding the body in certain tension positions and fol- 
lowing body pulses, one can simply follow the unwind- 
ing of the twists that resulted from the injury. 

Recently, a very heavy table collapsed on a healer- 
student’s shin and foot. We immediately picked her up 
and worked on her for about forty-five minutes. She 
feared that her leg was broken. After careful visual HSP 
examination, we knew that it was not broken. It was 
badly scraped and bruised. We did laying on of hands 
techniques to restructure the energy field, and a struc- 
tural unwinding technique simultaneously. At the end 
of forty-five minutes there was no swelling, very little 
bruising, and a few scratches. She rested a few hours 


with ice on the area, and the next day she was walking 
normally. It looked as if she had bumped herself two 
weeks before. 

I have seen benign “operable” tumors reduce to “not 
necessary to operate” in a few laying on of hands heal- 
ings. I have seen heart patients avoid open heart sur- 
gery, cancer patients reduce the amount of 
chemotherapy needed, early stages of diabetes turned 
around, colonectomies prevented. In a few cases, I have 
seen cancer disappear. I have seen many lives com- 
pletely reformed into the way the people longed for 
their lives to be. 

The healer also does hands-on work on both the 
haric and core star levels. Once the healer has deter- 
mined the state of the haric and core star levels, she can 
work directly on each of them. Haric and/or core star 
healing is advanced work. It requires a lot of training 
and practice to do it. (It will be discussed in Chapters 
16 and 17.) 


Objective 3: 
Obtaining a Fuller, Broader Disease 
History 


The third area of work with the healer-physician team 
is the gathering of a disease history. A physician does 
this through the patient’s personal and family health 
and medical records. The healer obtains historical in- 
formation by psychically witnessing past events, which 
are both physically and psychologically related to the 
disease. The healer has the ability to go backward in 
time and to observe the sequence of events that have 
occurred to a particular organ, body part, or the whole 
body system on the physical or energy body levels. The 
healer does this first by kinesthetically connecting to 
the body part, then by consulting memory. 

It is much the same process as when you activate 
your own memory. You automatically do it only for 
yourself. It feels like simply rolling time backward to 
witness a past event. Try it for another person by first 
connecting to them and then activating memory. You 
will be surprised. You can access their past also. You 
were just brought up to believe that the only past 
you could remember was your own. 

On the physical level, the healer will use HSP to 
witness, in reverse sequence, the traumas that occurred 
to a particular body part. In my experience, most se- 
rious illness is not new. Rather, the disease configura- 
tion has built up over a long period of time and 


through several different forms and symptoms that are 
compiled into the present state. How you are now 
represents the sum total of your life experience. 

А common example is hip problems in older people. 
Most hip problems in later years are activated by struc- 
tural misalignment in carlier years in the spine or knees. 
Dietary deficiencies may also contribute to the degen- 
eration process, until the elderly person falls and breaks 
a hip. 

Many people notice that the same body part is re- 
peatedly injured. Once an ankle is twisted and sprained 
on the tennis court, that same weakened ankle will 
most likely be sprained again. This misalignment in the 
ankle radiates throughout the entire structural system 
ofthe whole body and affects all parts of it. An early fall 
off a tricycle bumping the knee may lead to a later 
bicycle knee injury, which in turn leads to a jogging 
knee trauma, and so on. Each injury increases struc- 
tural misalignment that then leads to more injury. 

Usually by the time a serious physical problem 
erupts in the physical body, that part of the body has 
been traumatized many times. A problem in an organ is 
a sign that the problem has sunk deeply into the body. 
Effects of old childhood traumas are enhanced, carried 
forward, and maintained through repeated bad living 
habits on the physical, emotional, mental, and spiritual 
levels. People re-create and repeat problems in their 
lives over and over from their negative belief systems. 
These negative belief systems are usually unconscious. 
Using HSP, thesc re-created negative experiences can 
be read in sequence. 

One patient named Tanya, who had the umbilical 
cord wrapped around her neck and had a forceps birth, 
repeated these neck and head traumas throughout life 
in different forms. In early childhood, she fell off a 
cannon in a park and landed on her head. Then she fell 
from trees more than once. Later, her brother acciden- 
tally hit her in the head with a baseball bat. She was 
standing behind him when he swung back to hit a ball. 
Each time she received a blow to the head, her neck also 
got worse. Her father repeatedly hit her whenever her 
mother reported that she was “bad.” She wouldn't 
know it was coming because the punishment came 
many hours afterward, when her father came home 
from work. Sometimes he hit her with a yardstick while 
he held her upside-down by one foot. Next, there were 
repeated blows to the head from an abusive husband. 
This went on for almost ten years. During this time 
there was a whiplash accident in a motel room, when a 
man tried to pull off her swimsuit. Two years later, 
there was another whiplash and hairline skull fracture

from a car accident. The continued neck and head 
injuries led to more and more structural misalignment 
that weakened not only the areas directly involved but 
the whole structural system as well. The whole left side 
of her body was weakened. She said it came from being 
married to a right-handed man— it's the left side that 
gets hit. Through laying on of hands and unwinding, 
she was later able to heal most of her injuries. 

Since organs all work together, chronic dysfunction 
in any particular organ will eventually affect all others. 
First the other organs may overwork to make up for the 
loss of function in one organ. Then later they may 
underfunction because they are unable to carry the 
extra load. To the healer, who sees the body function- 
ing from the holographic point of view, anything oc- 
curring in any part of the body is always related to the 
rest of the body. 

I witnessed an interesting case of earlier dietary defi- 
ciencies in a man who had shin splints. When I rolled 
backward in time, I saw that the cause was related to 
the fact that he drank a lot of milk as a fast-growing 
teenager. Milk was not the best source of calcium for 
his body. When his body grew bone cells, they became 
*too hard" and didn't allow the muscles to insert prop- 
erly into the bone. Thus at the age of forty he got shin 
splints when he jogged. 


Objective 4: 
Assisting Patients to Find the Deeper 
Meaning and Causes of Their Illness 


Through HSP, the healer helps the patient access gen- 
eral information about the patient's background on the 
psychological level. This includes information about 
possible childhood trauma, interaction with parents 
and the environment, the patient's mental attitude 
about life, and the patient's belief system. 

A healer will also use HSP to “read” specific informa- 
tion about the psychological history that correlates to a 
given presenting complaint. To do this, the healer con- 
nects to the diseased body part and rolls backward in 
time while tuned in to the psychological level and witnesses 
the past experiences of the individual directly related to 
the physical problem. This also reveals a lot about the 
patient's personality, childhood psychological trau- 
mas, and reactions to them that create certain un- 
healthy life patterns that led to partial creation of the 
physical problems. 

This information, when handled sensitively, can

greatly help the patient's personal healing process. It 
helps patients give up unhealthy habitual actions that 
cause imbalance in their energy system that eventually 
lead to disease in the physical body. 

The idea that one might create accidents in one’s life 
as a result of one's beliefs and earlier traumas is, of 
course, interesting and controversial. Some accidents 
are clearly the result of intent. Pm sure you have all 
witnessed children hurting themselves directly after be- 
ing confronted about something they shouldn't have 
done. 

Tanya’s case is a good example. As Tanya worked to 
heal herself through hands-on healing and deep tissue 
work, she was able to find how she helped create her 
injuries, even the car accident in which she was not the 
driver. She connected with her intent to continue to be 
the “victim” of other people, which somehow, from the 
child’s reasoning, meant she was “good.” This is what I 
mean by a negative belief system. In order to remain 
“good” from the unconscious child’s reasoning, she 
had to keep being the “victim.” Her father hit her to 
punish her for being “bad.” To her child’s reasoning, 
the punishment then made her “good” again. She also 
remembered that when her father hit her, she felt con- 
nected to him. Besides being terrified, she could also 
feel his pain and could feel that his hitting her actually 
relieved some of his pain. This is the basis of martyr- 
dom. In the incident of the car accident, her abusive 
husband was driving. You might ask, how could she 
take the “blame” for that one? She didn’t take the 
blame, but she connected with an intent to hurt herself 
the night before. It was a way to stop the intense pain 
of her life. She said that the night before the accident, 
she was extremely upset. Her husband was trying to set 
her up with an old boyfriend, and she didn’t know 
what to do. She remembers repeatedly looking at the 
large plate-glass window of her home, thinking how 
good it would feel to run across the room and hit it 
with her head. She said she felt totally crazy. 

She was finally able to leave the marriage and create a 
new life for herself. After all the work on herself, it was 
only a year or so after the divorce that she began a very 
healthy, supportive relationship with her present hus- 
band of seven years. 

During the reading and the unfolding of past infor- 
mation, the healer is also working directly to clear the 
energy field distortion that is correlated with those 
events and with those traumas. Work is being done on 
both levels at the same time. The information is being 
brought to consciousness, and the distortions in the 
field from those events are being cleared. This has a 
very positive effect on the healing for the patient. 


The healer can then tune to higher levels in the 
patient that reveal thought patterns or habitual 
thought forms that take over and rule the patient's 
psyche at times. The healer will also eventually be able 
to help the patient find his or her negative, unhealthy 
belicf systems that are the root cause of habitual un- 
healthy living patterns that create disease. 

As Tanya connected with her unconscious efforts to 
remain a victim and therefore “good,” she began 
changing her stance. She reached the haric level of 
intention. She intended to remain a victim so that she 
could remain the “good” one and also not have to go 
out into the world and take responsibility for herself. 

She aligned with a positive intent to change. It was 
necessary to connect with a deeper part of herself that 
already knows she is good, her core. From the broadest 
perspective, the cause of illness is forgetting who you 
truly are (disconnection from the core), and healing is 
remembering the true self (connection to the core). 
Thus Tanya began to remember-who she is. She con- 
nected with her inner basic goodness by building corri- 
dors of communication to her core star. She didn't have 
to prove her goodness anymore through victimization. 


Objective 5: 
Creating More Effective Treatment 
Modalities 


The fifth major objective of the healer-physician team is 
to bring about new combined treatment modalities. 
The results from the first four objectives—the new 
disease description, information about the body's 
functioning, the changes in the view of the causes and 
deeper meaning of illness, and the strong positive heal- 
ing effects of laying on of hands—bring about great 
changes in treatment modalities and new guidelines to 
help us maintain our health. 

Some major changes in treatment modalities are: 


l. The entire approach to health and healing shifts 
into a new paradigm that includes all aspects of the 
broad expanse of human life experience. In this 
holistic view, where everything affects everything 
else, no area of patients’ lives can be isolated as 
separate from health problems. Patients also are 
considered to have a lot to do with creating the 
problem. 

2. By understanding how our life habits and our psy- 
chological environment affect our health, we 
change our attitude toward how to maintain health. 


We focus our attention in those areas to maintain 
our health. We develop healthy psychological habits 
and learn to automatically process old emotional 
blocks and belief systems that cause us physical diffi- 
culties. 

. The need for prescribed medication and surgery 
decreases. I have had several patients for whom 
surgery was not needed. When they went to their 
presurgical checkup, their doctors canceled the sur- 
gery. I have helped people shrink tumors and thy- 
roids, wash aberrant cells from a uterus to avoid a D 
and C or even a hysterectomy, avoid removal of the 
colon, and no longer need open heart surgery. 

Many prescribed medications have been reduced 

by the physicians because their patients got well 
sooner. The use of pain-killers has been greatly re- 
duced in patients with chronic pain such as head- 
aches, back pain, or pain in the ovaries. 
. Healers and physicians working together can pro- 
vide more specific personal information for each 
patient as to which remedy or medication to take 
and as to exactly when to start and stop a particular 
medication. Healers can also provide information as 
to how much and when to decrease medication 
during the healing process. From the healer’s point 
of view, no particular herb, remedy, or drug is bad 
or necessarily undesirable in and of itself. What is 
important here is for the patient to have the free- 
dom to choose the method of treatment most useful 
and appropriate for him or her. As my guide 
Heyoan says, “The precise substance, in the precise 
amount, at the precise time acts as an alchemically 
transformative substance for healing.” 

The healer can read the effects that any particular 
herb, homeopathic remedy, or medication is having 
on the body of the patient. It is possible for the 
healer to observe the patient taking homeopathic 
remedies to see the effect on the energy field, be- 
cause remedies have both immediate and long-term 
effects on the field. If it is the incorrect homeopathic 
remedy, there will be no effect. If the remedy is not 
potent enough, it will not penetrate into the field 
and have a big effect. A higher potency will. A 
higher potency will reach higher levels of the field 
and may not immediately affect the lower ones. This 
information can be very helpful to the homeopath 
not only in choosing the correct remedy but in 
choosing where in the patient’s energy bodies they 
wish it to have the most effect. 

I have found that healing will reduce the required 
amount of medication the body needs, even when a 
gland has been removed. I have experienced this 
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many times with various people and different kinds 
of medications. It is an automatic result of the lay- 
ing on of hands healing process. 

Reducing the amount of medication needed by 
patients going through the healing process is a 
step-by-step process. Normally, the guidance in the 
beginning is for the patient to continue on the med- 
ication they have. After some period of healing, 
perhaps only a few weeks, the guidance will suggest 
that the medication be reduced by a quarter. After a 
few more weeks or months, another reduction will 
be needed. 

Let me give an example. I was working with a 
young woman who had multiple physical disorders 
nearly from birth—many illnesses, many surgical 
operations. She was in her mid-twenties. Her prog- 
ress was slow, but she steadily gained health and 
energy. After approximately six months of healing, 
she reached a plateau of health. The healings didn't 
seem to be having much effect. I asked for specific 
guidance, using auditory HSP, as to why she 
stopped progressing. I heard the following words: 
"Tell her to reduce her thyroid medication by one- 
third." At the time, I was completely unaware that 
she was taking it. In a rather embarrassed manner, I 
asked her about it. She confirmed that she was tak- 
ing it. In the next few weeks, with the consent of her 
physician, she reduced her intake of the medication 
according to the guidance channeled and proceeded 
to regain more health. After five months it was 
necessary to make another reduction. Shortly there- 
after, she left treatment, satisfied with her health, 
having decided to go to college. 


. Healers can help in choosing treatment modalities. 


For example, before Jennifer arrived in my office for 
her first appointment, I received information that 
said she should choose the type of chemotherapy 
that lasted three months and used two drugs, rather 
than the one that lasted two months and used three 
drugs. I had never met Jennifer and didn't know 
why she was coming to receive healing from me. 
When Jennifer told me her presenting complaint, 
she stated that just a week before, she had been 
given the choice by her oncologist of two different 
chemotherapies for her cancer treatment. One was 
to use three drugs and last two months, while the 
other was to use two drugs and last three months. 
She had come to me to help her make the decision. 
Needless to say, I already had the answer. 


. Working with a healer can help reduce the negative 


side effects of many harsh treatments, not only be- 
cause less of the treatment is needed but because 
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laying on of hands reduces the negative side effects 
during treatment. It also reduces or removes long- 
term deterioration of the body caused by chemo- 
therapy and radiation treatments. Chemotherapy 
pollutes the liver and weakens the body's natural 
immune system. Laying on of hands enhances liver 
function. Radiation therapy breaks the first layer of 
the energy field into splinters, like broken glass; 
laying on of hands repairs it. 

Many times, ten to twenty years later, the radi- 
ated parts of the body will begin to dysfunction. 
One patient lost most of the use of her arms because 
the nerves deteriorated. She received very strong 
radiation treatments in the area of the brachial 
plexus (the area where the nerves that serve the arms 
come out of the spine) for Hodgkin’s disease ten 
years earlier. 

We found, by treating another patient with lay- 
ing on of hands as soon after radiation therapy as 
was possible, that we were able to continually re- 
move the fragmented auric field and rebuild it each 
time. That patient had very few negative effects 
from her radiation treatments. 

Another patient had had spinal surgery ten years 
before I met her. When she came to healing, she was 
still primarily bed-ridden. She could only walk to 
the bathroom and back. I saw red dye still locked in 
her spine. Apparently it was used to view the spine 
with some hospital device. With healing treatments 
to remove the red dye, she became much stronger 
and started to walk again. 

Postsurgical healings effectively reduce pain and 
repair what could become long-term side effects. A 
patient named Elizabeth still had pain in her right 
ovary and the abdominal region of her body one 
year after her cesarean section. I could see that the 
energy lines of the first layer.of the field were tan- 
gled and blocking normal energy flow to that area 
of her body. In one healing, I was able to untangle, 
align, and reconstruct the energy lines of the first 
layer of the field. Her pain immediately went away 
and hasn't returned in two years. If the distortions 
in her field had remained, she probably would have 
eventually had infections in that area of her body 
since the lack of energy flow would eventually 
weaken the area. 

In the case of Richard W. (see the transcript of 
the healing session in Appendix A), a vertical scar in 
his chest from open heart surgery interfered with 
the energy flow that served his heart and chest. 
Repairing it insured longer health in that area. 


7. Information on the long-term negative effects of 


harsh treatment modalities used today will change 
the protocol for such use. 

When we understand the long-term, negative ef- 
fects that many harsh treatments have on our energy 
fields and our physical bodies, they will not be so 
readily used as they arc today. I gave an example 
earlier of how a red dye stayed in the spine for ten 
years after treatment. I have seen other drugs still in 
the liver years after they were used for treatment of 
hepatitis. Many drugs are used in too strong doses 
for some people, who are more sensitive than 
others. When we can get more specific information 
as to just what dosage an individual can accommo- 
date, we will be able to gauge the dosages better to 
suit the individual. 

In some cases, the amount of medication needed 
can be reduced drastically by healing methods. For 
example, I was working with another healer to help 
a young woman who received a liver transplant. We 
prepared her energy field before the surgery. After 
the surgery, we connected her energy bodies to the 
new liver by reconstructing all the energy lines that 
had been cut to remove the old liver. We could tell 
that the new liver was actually larger than her origi- 
nal one. We tried to warn the hospital staff that she 
would need less of the medication that prevented 
her body from rejecting the liver. Unfortunately we 
couldn’t get anyone to listen to us. They finally 
reduced the medication when she started having 
side effects. She is fine now. 


8. Through HSP completely new treatment modal- 


ities never used before have been discovered. These, 
of course, will have to be researched and tested. 
Some have been beyond the possibilities of present- 
day technologies. For example, I once received in- 
formation that a certain substance be fed by drip 
directly into the spleen of a child with leukemia; 
such technology did not exist. I have received infor- 
mation that describes machines to filter the blood of 
AIDS patients. Unfortunately, these machines do 
not yet exist at this writing. Someday machines will 
be built that send certain frequencies into the body 
to dissolve scar tissue. Other frequencies from the 
same device will explode cancer cells and not affect 
normal cells because of the difference between the 
normal and cancerous cell wall structure. 

Since the dis-ease configuration always appears in 
the auric field before the physical body, we will 
develop treatment modalities and equipment that 
cure the disease in the energy field bodies before it 


has a chance to precipitate down into the physical 
body. This will prevent a lot of physical illness. 

. We will also become much more conscious of the 
physical environment we live in and how it affects 
our energy fields and our health. One of the most 
interesting areas that I have encountered when 
reading the functioning of physical systems with 


HSP is the highly sensitive chemical balances - 


needed by the brain. Because of the pollution to 
which we are all subjected, many of these sensitive 
chemical balances within the brain are strongly af- 
fected. Many small groups of different kinds of cells, 
which Рт sure are well known to brain physiolo- 
gists, produce various chemicals in the brain that 
regulate not only each other and different areas of 
the brain, but also the whole body functioning. 
Environmental pollution—such as food additives, 
extremely low-frequency radiation in electrical 
fields from high lines, and air pollution—disrupts 
these chemical balances. Over long periods of time 
the slow accumulation of internal pollution in- 
creases these imbalances and causes a great deal of ill 
health in the body. This kind of information can be 
gathered through HSP and hopefully will someday 
be tested in the laboratory for proof. 

The life energy in food is also decreased by pollu- 
tion. Because of the chemical poisoning of the soil, 
the plants themselves do not produce foods with 
high enough pulsatory rates to keep the human 
body healthy. Pulse rates of food intake must be 
within the range of organ life pulses, or they will 
drag the organ pulses down and the organs will 
eventually become unhealthy. We find many Ameri- 


cans taking vitamins and minerals because our foods . 


are not full of the life-force. Our physical bodies 
can, through eating healthy, uncontaminated food, 
maintain pulsations that are synchronized with the 
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pulsations of the earth itself. This is one of the 
reasons why organic foods are so important. 

Remember, the earth as a whole has its own life 
pulses. One of these is the pulsation of the earth's 
magnetic field. It pulses eight times per second 
(eight Hertz, or 8 Hz). Since we have physically 
evolved within that magnetic pulse, it is very good 
for us. Before it was contaminated, our soil carried 
the healthy pulsations of the earth. The natural food 
we ate was healthy because it was synchronized with 
the earth pulsations. Now when we eat a carrot 
grown in poisoned and polluted soil, the carrot 
does not enter into the body with the same vibra- 
tional energy as a healthy carrot grown in healthy 
earth-synchronized soil. Many times such a carrot is 
poison to us, and we are better off not eating it. We 
have a great need for the health food industry. It is 
an attempt to give us the life-force-supporting food 
our bodies need and to reestablish the balance be- 
tween us and the life-force of the earth that pro- 
duced our bodies. 

As healers and physicians do more work together, 
we will build bridges of communication. We will 
learn how to combine the information gathered, by 
the healer through HSP, with the information the 
physician gathers in his or her years of training and 
through the physical testing with advanced technol- 
ogies. I’m sure that healer and physician will make a 
wonderful team. Eventually, physicians will develop 
their HSP. And healers will help in the laboratory to 
develop instrumentation that will verify and quan- 
tify the information healers gather. Someday we 
will have sensitive instrumentation that can do na- 
tional screening of people’s energy systems to pre- 
vent the imbalances in the field from being 
precipitated down into the physical body that later 
emerge as disease in the physical body.

Time to Take Care 
of Yourself 


When I was regularly seeing clients, it became clear to 
me that all my patients had to improve the way they 
took care of themselves. That meant they each had to 
take a lot of responsibility to follow through in all the 
different areas of self-care they needed. They had to 
reprioritize their lives to put themselves and their 
health first. To do this takes a great deal of effort, 
because usually they gave priority to something else. 

For example, female cancer patients tended to have 
their priorities oriented around other people's needs, 
like husband and children. Many of them experienced a 
great deal of pressure from their families to get back 
into the house and take care of everyone as soon as 
possible. That this pressure was usually indirect or un- 
derground made it even harder for the client to see and 
deal with it directly. Family members would say, “We 
just want our life to get back to normal." 

People with heart problems and burnout had ori- 
ented their priorities around work. Some of these peo- 
ple had to learn to trust others and delegate authority. 
Their healing process included asking themselves why 
they needed the control so much. Usually they found 
they didn't feel safe without the control. They lived by 
their will rather than by their heart. 

To maintain your health properly, you must take 
care of yourself holographically—that is, in all areas 
and all levels of your life. The healing process requires 


great change. It does not work to go to a healer to get 
something fixed so that your life can “get back to nor- 
mal.” Rather, expect to move into new territory, new 
ways of caring for yourself, new life priorities, new 
ways to relate to your intimate partners, children, and 
friends. They will not all take it so easily as you would 
like; there will likely be some rough spots to get over, 
some differences of opinion. But in the long run, it will 
all work out for the betterment of everyone. Your job is 
to keep sticking to your truth. 

You may say, “This sounds ridiculous. How can I do 
this when I am sick? Now I am supposed to rest." 

My answer is that this is the time you have given 
yourself to do it. In fact, you have everything that you 
need to do it. As we go through the list of levels of self- 
care and the things that need to be attended to, you will 
be able either to do them for yourself or to get someone 
to help you with them. Your exact care plans, of course, 
depend on how incapacitating your illness is in any 
phase of it. Just remember, this is your opportunity for 
great change. It is a time of reorientation, of overview- 
ing your life and its deeper meaning. You now have the 
personal time to do it. | 

How you do use this time is completely personal. 
You may just need to sleep for weeks to facilitate a deep 
connection to yourself, Sleeping gives you time to 
yourself that perhaps you could not manage any other 
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way. You may spend the time asking for help. Perhaps 
you never gave yourself the opportunity before. You 
will definitely spend some of the time revamping your 
value system. The changes in your value system will 
thread holographically through your life and continue 
to create changes for years to come. 

As you begin your changes, it is handy to have a road 
map of what to expect in your personal experiences. To 


help you recognize your path, I will discuss the path of 
the healing process from the viewpoint of two different 
frameworks. The first is the framework of the seven 
stages that you go through in your healing process. 
The second looks at the healing process in terms of the 
seven levels of healing. Each level relates to a level of 
the auric field of human experience.

The Seven Stages 
of Healing 


As I watched people through the healing process, I 
noticed that the process is never a smooth, even curve 
upward into health. Most of the time, people experi- 
enced an immediate internal improvement. Then later, 
patients seemed to regress. At this point, they often 
questioned the treatment. Many times they thought 
they were worse off than before they came. Their en- 
ergy fields clearly indicated that they were indeed bet- 
ter. The imbalances in their fields were much less; their 
organs were functioning better. Despite their more 
balanced fields, however, they were experiencing the 
imbalances they had more acutely. Sometimes they 
would even have worse pain. What was happening was 
they were becoming less tolerant of imbalances that at 
one time felt “normal” to them. In short, they were in 
better health. 

I also noticed that people go through distinct phases 
during their healing process. These phases are part of 
the normal human transformation process. Healing 
requires changes of mind, emotion, and spirit, as well 
as physical change. Each person needs to reevaluate his 
or her relationship to the issues involved in a personal 
healing process and set them into a new context. 

First, people must admit there is a problem and let 
themselves experience the problem. They need to come 
out of denial about the situation. I noticed that each 
time a person experienced “getting worse,” he or she 


was coming out of denial and into consciousness about 
another aspect of the problem. Many times patients 
thought they were angry because they were getting 
worse. Actually, they were angry that there was more 
to deal with. 

Most patients would then search for a way to make it 
easier; they wanted an easy out. Many would say things 
like “Туе done enough work on it” or “Oh no, not that 
again.” Finally, if the person decided to go deeper, 
there would be the willingness to go the next round, 
expressed in statements like “Well, okay, let’s go for it.” 

Healing, like therapy, is a cyclical process that carries 
a person on a spiral of learning. Each cycle requires 
more self-acceptance and more change as one goes 
down deeper and deeper into the true, clear nature of 
the real self. How far and deep each of us goes is 
entirely our own free choice. How each of us takes the 
spiral journey and what road map we use is also a free 
will choice. Rightly so, for each path is different. 

All dis-ease requires change within the patient to 
facilitate healing, and all change requires the giving up, 
surrender, or death of a part of the patient—whether it 
be a habit, job, life-style, belief system, or physical 
organ. Thus, you as patient/self-healer will experience 
the five stages of death and dying that Dr. Elisabeth 
Kiibler-Ross describes in her book On Death and 
Dying. They are denial, anger, bargaining, depression, 
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and acceptance. You will also go through two more 
stages: rebirth and creation of a new life. They are a 
natural part of the healing process. It is of utmost 
importance for the healer to accept whatever stage the 
patient is in and not to try to pull them out of it. Yes, 
the healer may need to lead them out of it because of a 
physical danger that may be involved. But it must be a 
gentle leading. 

To help describe the personal experience of going 
through the seven stages of healing, I have chosen two 
cases where surgery was required in addition to laying 
on of hands healing. These cases offer a broader view of 
all aspects of healing. Of course, someone utilizing 
only laying on of hands and “natural” healing will also 
go through the same stages. 

Bette B., the first patient, is about five feet five inches 
tall, has dark brown curly hair streaked with gray, and 
has a very loving personality. She is a professional nurse 
and dedicated student of healing. Bette is sixty-seven 
years old, married, and mother of two children. She 
lives in the Washington, D.C., area with her husband, 
Jack, a retired safety engineer. Bette had previously had 
pain, weakness, and tingling in the left leg that led to 
paralysis from her waist down in 1954. As a result, she 
had two lumbar disks removed. After eight months of 
personal healing work, consisting of water therapy, 
physical therapy, and a lot of praying, she was able to 
walk again—something the surgeons didn’t expect. 
She had another back surgery in 1976, during which 
another disk was removed, along with scar tissue and 
bone splinters. She went to a pain and rehab clinic for 
recovery. In 1986, new symptoms of pain, weakness, 
and tingling in the left arm and pain in her neck began. 
In 1987, Bette went for more surgery, this time in the 
neck. I interviewed Bette a few months after her sur- 
gery. 

Karen A., the second patient, is a tall, beautiful bru- 
nette in her midforties, married, with two stepchildren. 
She has no children of her own. Karen is a seasoned 
therapist. Her husband is also a therapist. At the time 
of this writing, they live in Colorado. 

Karen’s illness occurred when they lived in the 
Washington, D.C., area. Her physical problems began 
very early in her life, around puberty. She had chronic 
pain in her lower pelvic region for years. Later it was 
diagnosed as uterine fibroids and endometriosis on the 
right ovary. She became infected, the pain got worse, 
and she decided to go ahead with a hysterectomy. The 
experience of healing led her into a very deep self- 
revealing spiral of inner growth. 

We will go through the stages one by one to find and 
explore the basic ingredients of each. 


The First Stage of Healing: 
Denial 


The need for denial exists in everyone at times. We all 
try to be or pretend that we are exempt from the more 
difficult experiences of life. We use denial to hold this 
pretense because we are afraid. We think we can’t han- 
dle something, or we just don’t want to. 

If you become ill, you will probably use denial or at 
least partial denial not only in the first stage of your 
illness or following confrontation, but also later on, 
from time to time. Denial is a temporary defense that 
gives you time to prepare yourself for acceptance of 
what will come at a later stage. Especially if you need 
harsh treatment, you are likely able to talk about your 
situation only for a certain amount of time. Then you 
need to change the subject to more pleasant things or 
even fantasy. That is okay; it is perfectly natural. There 
is something that you fear that you are not yet ready to 
face; in time, you will be. Give yourself the time you 
need. 

You will be able to speak comfortably and directly to 
some members of your family, friends, and health-care 
professionals about your condition. And you will not 
be able to discuss it at all with others. And guess what! 
You don't have to. This has a great deal to do with your 
trust of each person. It is of great importance to honor 
that in yourself. It also has a lot to do with these 
people's feelings about illness, their own bodies, and 
your illness. You may be reacting to what is going on in 
them. (It is always necessary for health-care profes- 
sionals to examine their own reactions to illness when 
working with patients. Their reactions will always be 
reflected in the patients’ behavior and can contribute a 
great deal to the patients well-being or detriment.) 

Remember, denial is a completely normal mode of 
behavior. Do not judge yourself when you find it in 
yourself. We all do it, not only with illness but in most 
areas of our lives. Denial serves to keep us from seeing 
what we don't feel prepared to see or feel. It is a defense 
system that keeps us from going nuts. If your system 
feels that it can handle it, you don't have to be in denial. 
As soon as you are ready to handle it, you will come out 
of denial. 

Long-term denial can be very costly. Yet it needs to 
be dealt with kindly and compassionately. You will 
need love both from yourself and others to get through 
it. So it is important to surround yourself with people 
you love and trust. Open to their love and share with 
them whenever you can. з 


Bette used denial by ignoring the messages coming 
from her body and her balancing system: 


Iremember having pain in my shoulder and down 
my arm over the elbow and thinking, “Oh, you're 
just getting a little bit old and maybe you have ar- 
thritis. Just ignore it; it'll go away.” When I was 
painting, I would have difficulty using my left arm. 

The difficulty with my arm would come and go. I 
think it went on like that for about four years. The 
last year and a half before I actually went to the 
doctor to have the surgery, my hand and my arm 
were definitely losing strength. For the first time in 
my life, I had to ask my husband to open jars for me. 
I denied this away by saying to myself, *You've got a 
little arthritis in your hand. That's all it is. Don't get 
upset by it." 

I did ignore the weakness in my arm because that 
came and went also. I would get really, really panicky 
about losing the strength when it came to carrying 
packages in from the grocery store. But I wouldn't 
allow myself to feel the panic long. I would change 
from the left arm to the right arm and make the 
packages a lot lighter. 

I really believe, though, that part of this denial was 
almost necessary for the disease to get to the point 
where it was “operable.” At least, that’s the way it 
seems to me today. I don't think it would have been 
operable at that time. I don't think it had gone far 
enough. Had I known earlier, I would have been 
terrified. It was easier to deny it than to run to the 
doctor because I always had a saying as a nurse that I 
should know what was wrong with me before I went 
to the doctor, rather than going in ignorance and 
saying, “You’re the doctor, what's wrong?” I felt I 
had to know the answer first. 

As a nurse, we were always taught that a lot of 
things are in your head. My fear, I think, was that 
because I was a nurse and the doctor was “God,” he 
would tell me it was all in my head and that there was 
nothing wrong with me. That was a hard thing to 
overcome. 

As Pm saying this, Pm beginning to realize how 
important it was then for me to do this on my own, 
rather than having to go and get help from doctors. I 
think the purpose of this entire experience was to 
enable me to feel powerless and to be able to work 
with other people. 


I asked Bette what she meant by powerless. She 
explained that what she meant was that she needed to 
learn to surrender and feel safe. This will become 
clearer as we go through the stages with her. 
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Karen’s denial also took the form of ignoring mes- 
sages from her balancing system that came in the form 
of pain. Being in the therapy profession, she spent a 
good deal of time “working on” the psychological is- 
sues involved. Unfortunately, it finally became clear 
that this was also a form of denial. Karen needed to deal 
with her problem on the physical level. 

She states: 


I think I was in denial all along until I decided to 
have the operation. I was in more discomfort than I 
let myself know, and I kept telling myself that if I just 
worked this next piece through, then it would all be 
okay. I could heal it. The form denial took was in 
keeping me trying to work things through in ther- 
apy. 


What is under everyone’s denial is fear. The fear is of 
things they will have to face and go through because of 
their illness. 

Karen was afraid that she couldn’t heal herself, She 
was afraid of the hospital experience and of being phys- 
ically helpless during and after the operation. She also 
feared that she might die during the operation, even 
though there really was no question about her going 
through it successfully. She avoided the treatment for a 
long time because of this fear. 

Bette’s fears were similar: 


I was afraid of an operation, to be dependent on 
others because I was not healing naturally and had to 
do surgery. Another fear was that I would lose my 
creativity in my hands and not be able to paint. 
Painting has become such a soothing, wonderful, 
creative experience for me that [to lose] it terrified 
me more than not being able to walk. 


Many times we have fears that don’t make any sense, 
but those fears feel very real and strong. Whether we 
label such a fear irrational or from a “past life experi- 
ence,” as many healers do, these fears must be acknowl- 
edged and dealt with. 

Bette recalls: 


I feared that if anything was wrong in my neck, I 
was going to have my head chopped off. This was 
very, very terrifying to me. It came out of no place 
seemingly and was really very very frightening. 

I think there were two cycles of all these stages of 
denial/anger/bargaining/acceptance. One was prior 
to being diagnosed, and the other was after the doc- 
tor told me to go to the neurosurgeon. In fact, when 
the doctor first told me he was going to send me to 
the neurosurgeon, I said, “No, not that!” 
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I remember my husband saying to me, ^Why are 
you so afraid of the surgery?" And I remember say- 
ing, “I don't know why." Гуе had two other spinal 
surgeries, but it's as though this were the vital part of 
my life. This was going to be terrifying because I 
truly believed inside me it was going to end my life. 

I postponed it and postponed it and postponed it. 
I was just simply terrified. I can remember the morn- 
ing of the first appointment. There again was that 
fear of having my head chopped off. 

On the morning of going to the neurosurgeon, I 
remember getting up and crying bitterly to Jack, “I 
don’t want to go. Let's forget the whole thing. This 
is more than I can handle. Why is this happening to 
me?" I was terrified and I cried for twenty-five min- 
utes before I went to the neurosurgeon. 


In Bette's healing process, she was able to share these 
fears with her husband and friends. It was important 
for her to feel them in the presence of another person, 
whether or not they were realistic. It is this sharing that 
allowed the fear to be transformed. When she did this, 
her fear turned into anger and she entered into the 
second stage of healing. 


The Second Stage of Healing: 
Anger 


If you go through the healing process, you will reach a 
time when you can’t maintain the first stage of denial 
anymore. You will then probably have feelings of an- 
ger, rage, envy, and resentment. You may say, “Why 
me? Why not Joe Blow, who is an alcoholic and beats 
his wife?” Because this type of anger is displaced in all 
directions, you will probably project it onto your envi- 
ronment almost at random. Friends, family, healers, 
doctors—none of them will be any good, and all of 
them will be doing things wrong. When your family 
gets your anger, they may react with grief, tears, guilt, 
or shame and even may avoid future contact with you. 
This may increase your discomfort and anger. Bear 
with it; this is a stage. 

Your anger is easy to understand since you have to 
interrupt your life activities with some things unfin- 
ished. Or you aren’t able to do things other people can 
do, or you have to use your hard-earned money for 
healing rather than the vacations or travel that you 
expected. 

Anyone going through the healing process will hit 


some anger. It will be different for each person. For 
some, it will be a big explosion like Bette’s, especially if 
they haven’t allowed themselves to be angry before. 
When Bette reached the second stage, her anger ex- 
ploded and she went straight to the top: 


I remember being very angry. I was very angry at 
God because I thought, “God put me through the 
paralysis of my legs and everything, and my legs still 
weren’t back to totally normal.” And I thought, 
“You can’t take my arms as well as my legs, because 
my arms are connected to my spirituality and my 
creativity.” 


Anger, on the other hand, was just another emotion 
for Karen. 


Anger was just one of any. number of passing 
feelings that went through me. I may have been 
angry off and on in relation to how uncomfortable I 
was, but it doesn’t feel like a big stage that I went 
through. I think that at different times I had differ- 
ent feelings, like anger, that I wasn’t healed by peo- 
ple who were supposedly there to heal me or at some 
of the different doctors I went to. I would move 
between being angry for a while and then trying to 
make a deal with God. 


Thus Karen moved back and forth between the sec- 
ond stage of anger and the third of bargaining. 

Be prepared to find that you are much more inter- 
ested in bargaining than you may have thought! Every- 
body does it. 


The Third Stage: 
Bargaining 


Since anger didn’t get you what you wanted, you will 
probably, and quite unconsciously, try to bargain by 
being good and doing something nice so that you will 
get what you want. Most bargains are made with God 
and usually kept secret or mentioned between the lines, 
like dedicating a life to God or a special cause. Under- 
neath there is usually an associated quiet guilt. You 
may feel guilty for not attending meetings of your 
religious choice more often. You may wish you had 
eaten the “right” food, done the “right” exercises, lived 
the “right” way. It is very important here to find and let 
go of that guilt because it only leads to more bargain- 
ing and eventually to depression. Find all of your 
“should-haves,” and imagine them dissolving in white 


light. Or give them over to your guardian angel or 
God. When you have completed your journey through 
the seven stages, you will probably find a change you 
wish to make in your life, but it will not come out of 
fear, as this one does. | 

Bette tried to bargain her way out of the illness by 
trying to get someone else, anyone but the surgeon, to 
fix it: 


Iwas trying to get my husband to fix it. It was kind 
of like I wanted him to soothe me and say, "This is all 
going to get better." I don't think I actually realized I 
was bargaining, but I do know I said to myself, “If 
you just meditate more, if you do more baths, if you 
massage yourself more, and if you continue to usc 
the white light, this will all go away and you will not 
have to go for surgery." I wanted to dedicate myself 
to being a more devoted person to meditation and 
hoping that somehow this would get me off the 
hook. 

I also went back and forth between accepting that, 
yes, I would have to go to surgery and hoping that 
somehow someone magically would wrap my spine 
in the gold light and everything would be taken care 
of. I asked for healings, but was never able to sched- 
ule one. I can remember Ann [a fellow student healer 
who offered healings to Bette] saying that she would 
come over, and I used a million different reasons 
why Ann should not come to my housc. I didn't trust 
her, I didn't trust anybody, simply because I didn't 
trust myself. 


For bargaining, Karen went straight to God: 


My bargaining took the form of my inner child 
that said, “Look, God. You make me better and ГЇЇ 
do anything if you let me get through this. Or if I live 
and get through this [which there wasn't much ques- 
tion about], I will make a deep commitment to give 
my life to the healing ofthis planet, in whatever form 
is required of me." The more I bargained the more 
depressed I would get afterward. 


The Fourth Stage of Healing: 


Depression 


Depression refers to the feeling state we experience 
when our energy is very low and we have lost hope of 
getting what we want the way we wanted it. We try to 
pretend that we don't care, but we really do. We are 
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sad, but we don't want to express the sadness. We enter 
into a state of gloom and usually don't want to interact 
with others. Depression means depressing our feelings. 

From the point of view of the human energy field, 
depression means depressing the energy flow through 
your life field. Some of this energy flow correlates to 
feelings. Therefore, when we think of depression, we 
usually think of depressing feelings. 

There are three causes for depression. One is denial 
from bargaining, mentioned above. That is trying to 
heal yourself through avoidance and rejecting yourself 
for the way things are, rather than a truthful seeking of 
a solution. | 

The second cause is depressing feelings of loss. АШ 
illness requires letting go of a way of life, a physical 
body part, or something like a bad habit. If you block 
your feelings of loss, you will get depressed. If you 
allow yourself to feel the loss and mourn it, your de- 
pression will lift. You will be in mourning, a totally 
different state. Mourning is an open flowing, a feeling 
of loss, rather than a depression of feelings. Whatever 
you lost, you need to mourn it. You may go through 
mourning at different times in your healing process. 
Just stay with the feelings of the loss whenever they 
come up for you. That will bring you to the stage of 
acceptance. | 

А third cause of depression is harsh invasive treat- 
ments like chemotherapy, anesthesia, and surgery that 
imbalance your body chemistry and make you go into 
depression. When your body resumes its physical bal- 
ance, the depression will lift. From the point of view of 
the human energy field, the harsh treatments and drugs 
stop, slow down, or clog the normal energy flow 
through your energy field. Thus you become de- 
pressed. When the drugs wear off, the energy flow 
resumes, and the depression lifts. Hands-on healing 
clears the field in about half the normal length of time, 
and patients come out of postoperative depression 
sooner. 

Bette's depression took the form of self-rejection. 
She withdrew into herself and did a lot of crying: 


Ifelt I was a bad person. If I had worked harder at 
the healing, if I had done my homework, if I had 
been a better God-person, then I would have been 
able to heal myself. It was almost as though I had to 
totally give in and heal my powerlessness in order to 
allow someone else to do the work. What was wrong 
with me? I could never be a healer. That was very, 
very scary to me, because inside, I truly believed I 
was meant to be a healer, and I still do. But going 
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through all this healing was very scary at the time. I 
felt I wasn’t even a good wife anymore. 

It’s really pretty ugly when all of this negative stuff 
comes up and you kind of go back to the old God 
that you knew a long, long time ago, and you feel 
you're being punished for something because you're 
not good enough. 

I had to let go of a lot of things. I simply couldn't 
do as much as I wanted to do around the house. I 
wasn't able to concentrate on the healing class home- 
work. We had planned to go away, and I simply 
couldn't do it because I was in so much pain. I had to 
force myself in anything that I did. I had to force 
myself to get out of bed in the morning. I was 
uncomfortable in bed, but I was more uncomfort- 
able when I got up. I really didn't know what to do. I 
didn't trust myself. I didn't trust anyone else. I had to 
go through a period of going for physical therapy to 
see if it would help, and actually the physical therapy 
made it worse. So I had to mourn the fact that that 
couldn't help before it was the right time for me to 
have the surgery. Part of me was hoping it would 
help and part of me kind of knew it wouldn't. 

There's one more thing, Barbara. I had to mourn 
the loss of my ability to paint during that time. That 
was really, really hard for me, because that had al- 
ways been a way of healing for me. It had been a way 
to get through things and to still feel creative, to still 
feel spiritual. I was not able to do it because I 
couldn't see, and that was a big loss, another loss. I 
was very depressed after the surgery, I couldn't do 
any self healing at all then, I just forced myself to 
listen to a few tapes. 


Karen's depression was also full of self-judgments 
and self-rejection: 


I just got bogged down under my own self- 
rejection. I felt I was failing at healing myself. I 
didn't know whether I would be giving up by going 
to a doctor. I just got totally balled up in that kind of 
thing. 

Finally, I woke up one morning and I had real bad 
pain in the right part of my abdomen, and I just felt 
like “I can't take this anymore.” I didn’t know if it was 
psychological or physical, or what doctor to go to. I 
couldn't get in to see my gynecologist, and I just was 
over the edge and so I called you. And when Heyoan 
talked to me through you, he reminded me about my 
self-judgment. I didn't even know I had been in self- 
judgment. That was the turning point for me. I re- 
framed a lot around the operation at that point. I 


began seeing it as letting go of self-judgments and 
getting my needs met. That became the theme for me. 
After I talked to you, something lifted and I called 
and got an appointment with a doctor really quickly. 
I just decided to have an operation, and from then on 
everything just started moving. 


As soon as Karen let go of her self-rejection and 
made the decision to have the operation, her depres- 
sion lifted and she entered the stage of acceptance. 


The Fifth Stage of Healing: 


Acceptance 


When you have had enough time, energy, and focus to 
process the four previous stages, you go into a stage in 
which you are neither depressed nor angry about your 
condition. You will have been able to express your pre- 
vious feelings, your envy for the healthy, and your 
anger at those who do not have to face illness. You will 
have mourned the impending loss that your illness 
demands. You may wish to be left alone or to commu- 
nicate in quiet, nonverbal ways of Being because you 
are preparing yourself for change. This is the time of 
really getting to know yourself better, of going inside 
and meeting yourself anew. You question the values 
you have lived by that have helped create your illness. 
You begin to feel your true needs and seck nurturance 
in ways that you haven't before. You gravitate to new 
friends and may separate from some old ones, who may 
not be part of the next phase of your life. You make the 
necessary changes in your life to facilitate your healing 
process. The process speeds up. You fecl great relief, 
even though there may be a lot to do to complete your 
healing. 

Once Karen reached acceptance, things completely 
changed. Everything was then taken within the context 
of meeting her needs. Out of Karen's acceptance came a 
way to take more control of her life by focusing on her 
needs. She learned how to ask for what she needed: 


Speaking the truth, the truth of my needs, was the 
thing that released me. Just my needs without judg- 
ment. The minute I began saying them more, they 
began being answered. Lo and behold! 


For Bette, it was the opposite. Rather than more 
control, for her acceptance meant deep surrender, 
something she had been terrified of before. As her 
healing process continued, the powerlessness that had 


been a symbol of weakness in Bette's old context be- 
came a symbol of strength in the new. It takes a great 
deal of faith and strength to surrender. What she 
thought was collapsing into powerlessness and needi- 
ness was actually a surrender to love and to the higher 
power within her and all around her. For her, accep- 
tance came in stages. The first was before her opera- 
tion. 
She recalls: 


I really sensed deep within me that it was impor- 
tant that I have the surgery, I needed to go through 
the experience, number one, to learn to work with 
other medical people, to work with any other peo- 
ple, as a matter of fact. I needed to not be so indepen- 
dent. I needed to change this value of doing it all on 
my own. 

Acceptance did not come permanently. It came in 
small, easy doses. It came as, “Yes, Bette, you must 
have the surgery. This is necessary for you to go 
through, and you've got to do it." The other part was 
actually going into the hospital. I went back and 
forth through almost all of the stages. I again went 
through some denial. I was angry. I didn't like any- 
body in the hospital except one nurse. It seemed they 

. were all much too busy. However, thank God for my 
supportive friends. 


A large part of Bette's surrender was to ask for and to 
allow herself to receive a lot of support from her 
friends. 


The Sixth Stage of Healing: 
Rebirth—A Time of New Light 
Emerging 


Acceptance and healing lead to rebirth, a time to meet 
yourself in a new way. You will be delighted with who 
you find there. In this stage you need plenty of quiet 
alone time to get to know yourself. Be sure to give 
yourself this time. Perhaps even go on a silent retreat, 
or go fishing for a few days. You may need a few wecks 
or even a few months of private personal time. 

In the process of your recovery, you discover that 
you have uncovered parts of yourself that have been 
buried for a long time. Perhaps new parts you have 
never seen emerge. There will be plenty of light emerg- 
ing from within you. Look at it; see the beauty; smell 
the fragrance; taste and delight in the new you. You 
find new internal resources that you were not able to 
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bring out before. You may have always felt that they 
were there, but now they begin to flow to the surface. 
It can truly be a rebirth for you. 

You experience everything in your life, both the 
present and the past, within a new context. This is a 
time of rewriting your history. This is when you under- 
stand that you can actually change your relationship to 
past events to heal them. It happens automatically be- 
cause you have changed your stance in life. You have 
changed the context within which you experience your 
life. This is what is meant by true healing. 

For Bette, rebirth began with humility: 


When I first became humble enough to ask for 
help, it was like becoming less and less defiant and 
accepting the need to work with my husband and my 
friends and to be dependent on them. And accept the 
fact that I couldn’t do it all myself. It felt good to 
have the love and caring coming to me. It felt warm 
and comfortable and very reassuring. 

I attribute my healing to the tremendous surgery 
by the doctor, to my ability to heal myself, and to my 
friends in the spiritual community who helped me 
also. 

Pm not as afraid of being powerless anymore. 
Before, it was like being a ship without a rudder. So I 
had to. be strong. I felt I needed to be isolated. I 
didn’t trust my higher being or higher power to 
provide what I needed. I had to do it by my will. 
Now it is nice to know I can trust other people, and I 
don’t have to be isolated. I feel safer trusting myself 
and others. 

It turned out that what I thought was to be pow- 
erless was actually the need for me to surrender to 
the higher powers, both inside and outside me. I 
know there is a universal power that is there to 
provide me with whatever I need. I am a part of it, 
and it is a part of me. 


Karen also placed old experiences within a new con- 
text during her rebirth stage. In the earlier stage of 
bargaining, she had been willing to “give her life” to 
whatever was “required” of her to heal the planet. But 
when rebirth came, she found that being “required” to 
“give her life” was coming out of a place of fear within 
her. It was like saying, “God, you save my life, and then 
ГЇЇ give it up to save the planet." 


"> In rebirth, she found a deep commitment to first heal 


herself and then the planet. That is the way it works. 
Healing starts at home and then holographically 
threads through the rest of life on the planet. In healing 
the self, one heals the planet. These commitments came 
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out of her love. Karen felt that the whole experience of 
the healing helped her to focus on what she wanted and 
needed to do next in her life: 


The outcome of the operation was that I really got 
more deeply committed in that way. I came out of it 
wanting to give my life over in service, but it didn't 
feel like the negative form of bargaining. What turns 
me on the most is helping healers find their unique 
mode of healing. It feels like a very important stage 
of looking at what I am about and taking a deeper 
level of responsibility for myself. 


The Seventh Stage of Healing: 
Creating a New Life 


All areas of your life will be affected as you move into 
health again. Many areas of change and opportunity 
that you have longed for, and that were blocked or 
seemingly unattainable, open to you. You live more 
honestly with yourself and find new areas of self- 
acceptance that you were unable to maintain in your- 
self before. You find more internal humility, faith, 
truth, and self-love. These internal changes automat- 
ically lead to external changes. They come out of your 
creative force and spread holographically throughout 
your life. You attract new friends. You either change 
your profession, or you change the way in which you 
approach your work. You may even move to a new 
location. All these changes are very common after a 
healing is completed. 

Bette's life has changed tremendously. At the time of 
this writing, it's been two years since her operation. In 
the first year, she spent most of her time healing herself 
and reorienting herself to her new attitude toward life. 
A lot of her fear was gone. During the healing process, 
she had related to the irrational fear of having her head 
chopped off with a past life in France, where she was 
guillotined. Of course this cannot be proven, but open- 
ing to and allowing the feelings around it dissolved a 
great deal of her fear. During the year of internal ad- 
justment, Bette’s personal life began filling in. Her 
relationship with her husband became closer. Her sex 


life became more active. At the ripe age of sixty-seven, 
she says her sex life is better than it’s ever been! Her 
husband is delighted. 

About two years after the operation, in 1990, Bette 
started her healing practice. At first there were a few 
clients; then it slowly grew. I called Bette after her 
operation for a followup on the earlier interview. I 
asked her about her life changes that were initiated 
with the operation, and how her practice is. 

She told me: 


I had to go through it to get over that terrible fear 
that I was going to die. It all connected to that life 
with the guillotine when my head was cut off. Now 
Гуе lived through that terror. Гуе gained strength, 
and I can handle a lot more. When I was ready to 
help other people, they just started coming for help. 
Now they are coming out of the walls. As soon as I 
help one person, two of her friends show up for help. 

My art work has taken a back seat — no time for it. 
But it changed in character. My paintings became a 
lot more spiritual. Everything is in a new dimension. 
It's as if when they cleared out my neck, it cleared 
out another layer of the—what did you call it? —the 
shroud around my core. I'm in a whole other dimen- 
sion. My life is changed, everything is beginning to 
fall into place. I think the greatest thing is that I am 
beginning to know why I am here—that is, to heal 
myself and to heal other people, to help other people 
get well. I used to feel there were lots of limits, and 
now it scems the limits are gone. There is no bound- 
ary. I think it is up to me to help other people realize 
that they are boundaryless. 


,Karen's life changed also, but in a different way. 
She and her husband decided to end their therapy 
practices in the Washington, D.C., area and move up 
into some mountain land in Colorado. They spent 
plenty of time saying good-bye to their friends of 
fifteen years, sold their house, and moved. They spent 
the winter months in Colorado meditating, reading, 
and simply Being in a way they had never been able to 
in their very busy lives in the East. After a year of this 
personal internal reverie, Karen is now again starting a 
practice in Colorado. 
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The Seven Levels of 
the Healing Process 


If we examine Bette and Karen's experiences as they 
progressed through the seven stages of healing, we find 
two primary ingredients that were keys to the unfold- 
ment of their process. These two primary ingredients 
are required on the personal healing journey to get the 
most benefit from your personal healing process. 

The first ingredient is the reframing of the personal 
healing process into a personal life lesson. Many times, 
our experience of an illness is colored by our early 
childhood ideas that being “sick” means there is some- 
thing “wrong” with us. It is important to distinguish 
between the old negative ideas of illness with which we 
were raised and the internal experience through which 
we live during an illness. There is a great deal to be 
learned from illness if we look at it primarily as a 
learning process. Since the experience of being ill chal- 
lenges us to fall into our old images of the past, it is 
important to keep reminding ourselves of the new 
framework out of which we seck to live. 

We are “re-membering” ourselves, or bringing back 
our original connection to the deeper self when we go 
through the healing process. “Re-membering” is 
bringing our *members," or parts of ourselves, back 
together. It's much like putting the smaller pieces of 
the holographic plate back together to get a clearer, 
sharper image. 

When we go through each level of the healing pro- 
cess, we will be tempted to fall back into the “old” way, 


the old judgments, the old narrow vision. A lot of the 
work of healing is to keep choosing to walk into the 
new framework, no matter how loud the old voices 
within us are yelling danger. 

The second of these ingredients is meticulous hon- 
esty with yourself with particular regard to personal 
needs. It is important to admit that you do have needs, 
to know that it is okay to have them, and to become 
aware of them. This requires searching for what those 
real needs are. Many of us are not aware of many of our 
needs. Finding our needs on all levels and meeting 
them is essential. It takes patience and self-search to 
uncover our real needs. | 

Meeting our needs on each level of our being is very 
important in the healing process because our unmet 
needs are connected directly with how we got ill in the 
first place. Remember in Chapter 1, we spoke of the 
basic cause of all illness as stemming from forgetting 
who we truly are and acting according to that forget- 
ting? Not meeting our true needs is a direct outcome of 
not living according to who we truly are. Part of going 
through the healing process is to retrace some of our 
steps to address real needs that were not filled, to ac- 
knowledge those needs, no matter how painful that 


` process, and to find a way to fill them now. Wherever 


and whenever our emerging creative process is 
stopped, there are unmet needs and pain. Uncovering 
these inner psychic spaces brings life energy to them. 
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Fulfilling the original positive creative intent that stems 
from the core of our being is what healing is all about. 
This dissolves the shroud around the core of our being, 
and we live in the truth of who we are. Meeting the 
needs of the moment brings us holographically to the 
healing of all past unmet needs. It brings us to our basic 
need—the creative expression of our core. 

Let's look at this process from a very practical work- 
ing point of view; through the levels of the human 
energy ficld and the needs that correspond to cach 
level. As I worked with people, I found that each of a 

patient's needs was related to a specific level of the 

human energy field. As stated in Chapter 2, the human 
energy field is directly connected to and expresses hu- 
man physical, emotional, mental, and spiritual levels of 
being. Each level of the field is associated with a human 
level of life experience. (See Figure 8—1 for a summary 
of the needs on each level.) 

Remember, the first level of the field is associated 
with the functioning of our physical body and physical 
sensation. Our need on the first level is to enjoy a 
healthy body and all the wonderful physical sensations 
that go with it. The second level is associated with our 
personal emotional relationship to ourselves. Our need 
on the second level of the field is to love and accept the 
self as we arc. The third level is associated with our 
mental activity and sense of clarity. Our need on the 
third is to have a well-functioning, agile mind full of 
clarity. The fourth is associated with our interpersonal 
emotional life, our “I-thou” connections. Our need on 
the fourth level of the field is to love and be loved by 
others, in many forms of relationships, such as friends, 
family, colleagues, and lover. 

The fourth level, associated with the human heart 
and loving, is considered to be the bridge between the 
physical world, expressed. in the first three levels of 
human functioning, and our spiritual world, expressed 
in the three levels of spiritual functioning. 

The fifth level ofthe field is associated with the power 
of the word in the creative process. It serves as the 
template for all form on the physical level. It is the level 
at which speaking the word leads to creating form in the 
physical world. If you speak truth, you create truth and 
clarity in your life. If you do not speak honestly, you 
create distortion in your life. Thus, our need on the fifth 
level of the field is to speak and be in our truth. 

The sixth level is associated with spiritual feelings, 
such as the feelings of ecstasy you may have in a reli- 
gious ceremony, or when you hear inspirational music, 
or perhaps when you watch a sunset, sit on a mountain, 
meditate, or look into the eyes of a loved one. Our need

on the sixth level is for the spiritual nourishment that 
brings about spiritual experience. 

The seventh level of the field is associated with divine 
mind. When you bring your conscious awareness to 
this level, and it is clear, strong, and healthy, you know 
the divine perfection in all that there is. You under- 
stand all the pieces of the puzzle of your life. You 
experience serenity. 

This is the level that holds your beliefs,.some of 
which are in accord with divine law and others of 
which are distorted. The negative beliefs you carry are 
the source of all your problems. From these negative 
beliefs or “images,” you create dis-ease on whatever 
level it manifests within your life—physical, emotional, 
mental, or spiritual. 

Our need on the seventh level of the field is to know 
serenity. Serenity comes from understanding the per- 
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fect pattern of life upon the earth. This comes from 
positive beliefs that are based on the truth. 

Using Karen's process as a framework to guide us, 
we'll discover that by filling the two necessary primary 
ingredients—to go through the process of honestly 
meeting our needs and maintaining the point of view 
that this experience is another life lesson or even a life 
adventure—then our healing experience becomes both 
a personal transformation process and later a personal 
transcendental process. The process of transformation 
is one in which we use introspection to find out how 
we are functioning unconsciously. 

It is sometimes a difficult thing to be meticulously 
honest with the self. To look at our shortcomings and 
find what is beneath them, and to choose to change, is 
just plain hard work. But it has great rewards. When 
we uncover the negative within ourselves, we also un- 
cover the original positive creative force that was dis- 
torted into the negative aspect that we now wish to 
change. Thus, the transformation process brings us the 
gift of our original, true, clear, and loving self. 

After we have done a certain amount of transforma- 
tion process, the released original creative energy auto- 
matically lifts us into transcendental experience. We 
can then use both the transformational and the tran- 
scendental processes for healing. Not only do we heal 
our bodies and transform our lives, we transcend into 
higher personal spiritual experience. When we tran- 
scend the mundane, we learn to incorporate higher 
spiritual values into the practical aspects of our lives. 
We “spiritualize” matter. We bring our spirit into the 
physical aspects of life. 

Here's what the healing transformational process 
looks like in a personal and practical way with respect to 
your auric field. To heal yourself on the first four levels 
of your being means to change your daily life in each of 
these areas. This requires going through a personal 
transformation process to change how you take care of 
yourself, first level of your auric field; how you love 
yourself, second level of your auric field; how you bring 
clarity to your life situation so that you can understand 
it better, third level of your auric field; and how you 
relate to others, fourth level of your auric field. 

To heal yourself on the higher three levels requires 
the personal process of transcendence. You must tran- 
scend or reach up, out, or into these higher values and 
bring them into your life through an act of courage and 
faith. In both Bette and Karen's lives, it was the surren- 
der to truth and the decision to live by it that helped 
them come out of denial. Each let go of the attitude 
that said, “It must be my way; I will do it by myself.” 
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Each was trying to prevent or avoid a particular life 
experience that she needed. Each needed to face some- 
thing within herself that, because of fear, she had been 
avoiding for a long time. Calling on their higher inter- 
nal power gave the impetus to let go of trying to 
personally control the situation and trust in the deeper 
cycles of life change everyone goes through. As soon as 
this surrender came, the separation of the self from the 
greater internal “I am," which is associated with the 
source of life itself, ended. And healing began. 

As you come to the higher three levels of the auric 
field, your transformation process automatically moves 
into a transcendent one. That is, you will deal with 
levels of your being that relate to your spiritual nature 
rather than your material nature of everyday living. In 
the transcendent process you begin to recognize parts 
of yourself to which you may not have paid much 
attention before, or that you did not think were very 
important. You will find a whole new world in these 
areas of your being. You will find yourself to be much 
greater than you thought yourself to be. You will begin 
experiencing the universal hologram. This process is an 
automatic one and unfolds out of every individual. 
Each individual's unfoldment is different. Enjoy yours. 

The second road map for the healing process focuses 
on your process of healing as it relates to each of your 
needs, which correlate to a specific level of your auric 
field. As we move through each level of human experi- 
ence associated with each level of the aura, we will 
clarify what needs are common for all of us on those 
levels of our being. 


Transforming Your Health and 
Your Life 


The key element in the transformational process is to 
set a very clear and firm positive intent. This is the first 
step in taking responsibility for your self-healing. 
Clearly align yourself with your goodwill, or the divine 
will within you, to find and speak your truth and to 
follow it. Be sure that you give yourself time to be 
alone and meditate to do this. Do your meditation in a 
special place, and acknowledge the beginning of 
change in your life. Meditate to find the divine will 
within you as it speaks within your own heart. Make 
your commitment to your healing process. By doing 
this, you are aligning the lower levels of your field that 
relate your physical life to the higher spiritual levels of 
your field so that you will follow the blueprint of your 
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higher power. You activate “as above, so below.” Once 
you have done this, you can begin work on the lower 
auric levels. 

In finding your needs, it is extremely important to 
not turn medicine away just because you're into hands- 
on healing. Instead, find the best way to use it. Let go 
of the judging of any particular healing path. Karen 
and Bette's experience illustrates the importance of 
this. Both needed surgery. Your judgments have a 
strong negative effect in stopping your healing. Carlos 
Castaneda quotes Don Juan when he said to “choose a 
path with a heart.” From the examples of both Bette 
and Karen, it has become clear that the very act of self- 
judgment removes the heart. All paths can have a heart. 
You put the heart on the path that you choose, but as soon as 
you put in the self-judgment about your. choice, then you 
take out the heart. Acknowledging your needs, loving 
yourself, and meeting all of them takes away the self- 
judgments and puts the heart in the path. Yes, you are a 
human being and you have multiple levels of needs. If 
you fill your needs, you won’t be as likely to let yourself 
sink into your negative expectations about what an 
experience (such as meeting your mother-in-law or 
receiving a particular type of treatment, like having an 
operation) may be like. Nor will you, with your nega- 
tive expectations, react in the experience in such a way 
as to re-create another trauma. So you are really healing 
your negative image and your negative belief system, 
which are the cause of the problem in the first place. 

Karen made a delightful discovery once she decided 
to fill her needs: | 


What I began realizing was that I had needs оп 
every level. And as I decided to go into the opera- 
tion, it got very clear that I just had to take all of 
them on. In deciding to act on what I needed, from 
the physical level on up, my needs got very clear. 
There were specific things I had to do in order to go 
into the operation and get the most out of it. 

I think that if people knew that they could still get 
their needs met in going into an operation, they 
wouldn't fight it so much. Especially the kind of 
spiritual people who know about healing. Some- 
times the ethos is that, “Too bad, you have to have 
an operation." But from my end it doesn't have to be 
that. The more people can realize their needs, the 
more they can get all of them fulfilled. 

The needs are so much more creative and varied 
than I thought. The creativity's in solving them, but 
if you believe they can be solved you can have a 
zillion needs, and it’s fun to solve them. They're not 
problematic. 


Your Needs on the 
First Level of Your Auric Field 


First-level needs ave simple physical needs. It is important 
to regulate your environment and set the appropriate 
time and place for any activity so that you are con- 
stantly reminded of your internal personal transforma- 
tion process. This places focus on the personal 
experience of healing as more important than the outer 
old definitions of sickness. 

If you need to go for tests or an interview with a 
physician, be sure to create the most appropriate way to 
do this. Present yourself in a way that is aligned with, 
supports, and maintains your internal life source. Take 
charge of the situation in a gentle way. If a fast is not 
required for tests, make sure that you have eaten so that 
you do not have low blood sugar. Choose your clothes 
to express who you are. If possible, choose the best time 
of day for you to go. Ask a friend to come with you for 
support, if you're going to hear test results and they are 
potentially serious. Choose the best health-care profes- 
sionals, clinics, or laboratories. You have many choices. 
Make good usc of them. It is important. 

A prime need on the first level of the auric field is to 
feel comfortable. Surround yourself with things that will 
help you see reality from this new holographic viewpoint, 
even when there are not other people around. or when you 
might forget. If you are in a hospital, bring books you 
like and that remind you of the greater reality. If you 
get scared, open one and just read something on fear. 
Emmanuel’s Book by Pat Rodegast is really good for 
this. If you like crystals or music tapes, have them at 
hand so if you forget your reality, you will have some- 
thing to remind you of who you really are and of what 
is really happening. It will keep you focused on the 
deeper point of view. If you know what tapes get you 
into altered states, play them. You finally have time to 
lie around and listen. Those tapes can get you to some 
wonderful places. If the hospital has given you a 
mind-altering drug such as a tranquilizer or sedative, 
take advantage of it and have a free ride into deep 
relaxation. | 

After Karen's friends reminded her that she had a 
choice, she decided that she wanted a private room and 
she got onc. That was very important to her. Karen 
brought music tapes and crystals to her room. Since she 
was not on a special medical diet, her husband brought 
her food. This she loved: 


Everybody knows hospital food is really atro- 
cious. I think I would have been really sick if I had 
eaten it. Ron just kept bringing me food from the 
health food store or the hfealth food café. I don't 
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know what I would have done if Га had to eat 
hospital food. So that's just another important phys- 
ical need that got met because I knew about it and 
could ask for it. 


After you leave the hospital and your treatment is 
completed, if you are still having healings or are in a 
therapeutic process, you may relive the more invasive 
parts of your treatment. This is a good way to clear 
your field of any leftover garbage from the drugs or the 
physical trauma. This garbage slows down your heal- 
ing process. Many people will go through the process 
of reliving the trauma many years later. Whenever it 
comes up is fine. What is important is to let it happen 
when you are ready. 

Karen did it right away, and quite unexpectedly: 


After I was home from the hospital, I finally ran 
out of Demerol. I went down to less and less pills till 
I went off it. I felt terrible the next day. Ron was 
helping me to breathe, and I went into a kind of 
primal state in which I relived the operation. As I 
started breathing and crying, this horrible feeling 
that I didn't want to see something came, and then I 
realized I was reliving the operation. I felt awful 
physically and awful emotionally. My body was re- 
living it. It surprised me. That felt important because 
I started healing a lot faster, which I couldn't have 
done if the pain of the operation was still in me, in 
my cells. 


Remember, if this happens to you, it is best to have 
someone there to support you. It is okay; you will be 
fine. Just let go and go through it. It will do you a lot of 
good. 


Here are some good questions to ask yourself: 

What kind of environment do I need to best suit my 
healing process? 

Is the atmosphere in my bedroom good for me? 

Is there plenty of sunlight and plenty of plants? 

Is my favorite music playing? 

Do I have pictures to remind me of things that I wish 
to be reminded of? 

What other objects. would help me remember the 
positive aspects of my life? (Perhaps certain pieces 
of jewelry, crystals, or some other favorite objects 
would help.) 

Do I have reminders that will help all of my senses 
remember who I am? 

What can I see and touch? 

What odors help me feel better? 
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What are the things within my diet, that I could 
taste, that would help me feel pleasure during this 
time? 


Your Needs on the 
Second Level of Your Auric Field 


The needs on the second level are for self-acceptance and 
self-love. A big problem on this level is disliking the self, 
self-rejection, and even in a great many cases self- 
hatred. These are bad habits you will need to confront 
directly. What are your needs with regard to accepting 
and loving yourself? Make a list of the ways that you 
reject yourself during any given day. Begin to eliminate 
them one by one. Make a conscious effort to replace the 
self-rejection with a positive feeling. Write some affir- 
mations stating positive feelings to yourself, and prac- 
tice them several times a day. You can even post them 
where you can read them, like on your bedpost, refrig- 
erator, or bathroom mirror. 


Some good affirmations are: 

I love myself. 

I love myself in my imperfections. 

I am a strong, creative individual with lots of love. 

I love my spouse, child, family, animals. 

I accept the life I have created for myself and can 
change the parts of it that I don’t like. 

I can continue to love those I strongly disagree with 
and also not betray myself by forcing myself to 
agree, or pretending I agree. 

I am a beautiful, radiant being of light. 

I am full of love. 

I remember who I am. 


These small reminders of who you are help build a very 
positive attitude toward the self. 

Karen worked to clear her negative attitudes, and it 
helped her a great deal: 


I think the operation helped me to love my body. 
It forced me to incarnate in ways that I hadn’t and 
that helped me. I had to love and accept myself in 
new ways. I had to mean something to myself. I 
think probably one of the greatest pains people must 
go through in facing an operation is that they split 
from their bodies, and then this thing is done to their 
bodies. They just try to not be there and ignore it 
and wait for the body to recover, rather than being 
with it in ways that they can: loving your body, 
accepting it, talking to it about what is going to 
happen. | 
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Some good questions to ask yourself ave: 
Which parts of my body do I dislike? Why? 
How do I reject these parts? 

I hate because it is 

How do these body parts remind me of my self- 
rejection? 

I hate my because it reminds me of my ——. 

How do I reject myself? 


Your Needs on the 
Third Level of Your Auric Field 


Your needs on the third level relate to your mind and your 
need to understand the situation in a clear, linear, rational 
way. This means getting all the information about 
whatever disease process is going on in your body and 
not limiting yourself to one view of it. 

The first thing that you need to do to do this is to 
find out and clear your negative judgments about your- 
self and your illness. They block your way to finding 
solutions for your healing. 

We have a lot of negative self-judgments. Negative 
self-judgments are different from self-rejections in that 
they are mental conclusions based on the negative way 
we feel about ourselves. Negative judgments perpetu- 
ate a negative feedback loop that regenerates more 
negative feelings to the self, which then prove our 
negative judgments correct. Many of us do this to 
ourselves much more than we realize. Listen in 
sometimes—you will be surprised at the extent of these 
internal parental voices we carry within. When nega- 
tive judgments come up, you can choose one of two 
major ways of dealing with them. 

The first is to express them aloud to yourself or to a 
friend. You will find that what you say inside to your- 
self is exaggerated both in kind and in time: Whatever 
the problem, you are worse than anyone else, forever. 
Such as: | 


You deserve to be sick because you аге а 
The rcason you are sick is because you always 
Now that you are sick, everyone knows that you are a 


Every time you try to do something, you mess it up, 
you idiot. 

You will never be a good , SO just forget it. 

I knew you weren't going to make it. Just give up 
now and get out of everyone's way. 

You arc a pain in the to everyone, so just 
shut up. 


Once you have said these things out loud, especially to _ 


a friend, you will see how ridiculous they are. Your 


friend will also know the truth about you and can help 
put you straight. It is surprising how silly some of our 
self-judgments sound, once we say them out loud so 
that we can hear them. 

The second way of dealing with them is to just allow 
your negative attitudes to be and quickly return to the 
positive as soon as you can, with no self-judgment. For 
example, if you say to yourself, “Boy, I'm stupid,” you 
can just replace it with a positive statement like, “Pm 
smart,” or “I understand .? Maybe you catch 
yourself saying, “I’m not going to get better.” You can 
replace it with, “I’m getting better every day” ог, “My 
body is capable of healing itself.” 

Choose the method best for you, depending on the 
situation you are in at the moment your negative self- 
judgments arise. 

Clearing your self-judgments will clear your way to 
find more ways to treat yourself, because you will be 
able to ask more questions. Self-judgments keep you 
from asking questions because you have filled in the 
answers with wrong information. Once you clear the 
wrong information, there is room for the right an- 
swers. This brings you to the next step—the search for 
the right modality of treatment. 

Find out what different treatment modalities are 
available from which you can choose. If you can't get 
that information yourself, then have someone get it for 
you. If you are going to have an operation or if you 
need to go through certain treatments in the healing 
process, read all about those treatments. Find out what 
they do and what their side effects are. 

Karen found out exactly what would happen with 
her operation. It was very, very helpful to her: 


I knew enough to ask a lot of questions, and my 
friends also helped me know what to ask. The sur- 
geon was a woman, and she answered all my ques- 
tions. She told me everything that was going to 
happen. She talked about being examined, shaved, 
drugged, and wheeled down the hall. She even told 
me what it was going to be like, going into and 
coming out of the anesthesia. 

This was very important to me, because I had a lot 
of bad ideas about hospitals, being treated like a 
piece of meat, and what might happen to me. I could 
have very easily gone into my image of being pun- 
ished because Га rejected the feminine in me and 
therefore had to have my uterus taken away. As it 
was, because I kept mecting every need, I didn't do 
that. Rather, the operation was really symbolic— 
even though I was losing my uterus—of reclaiming 
that part of myself, of reclaiming my feminine. 
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Of course, I also did go through a lot of grieving 
about losing my uterus. But it wasn't big, it didn't 
fecl as if it was weighing me down or holding me 
back. 


Some good questions to ask yourself ave: 
What are my negative ideas of what might happen? 
How can I find out what will happen step by step? 
What, if anything, can I change about this? 
What choices do I have of alternative treatments, if 

any? 

What will I need to let go of and grieve for? 
What is the possible deeper meaning in all this? 


Your Needs on the 
Fourth Level of Your Auric Field 


The fourth-level need is the need for loving interaction with 
your friends and family. The fourth level of the auric field 
many times is called the “bridge” between the spiritual 
and the material worlds. You need support from your 
friends. Call them. Tell them your needs. Initiate some 
kind of a support system so that you will be well cared 
for. Or ask a friend to get together your support sys- 
tem. If you are away from home and can use the phone, 
make regular phone calls to close friends, or have peo- 
ple call you. 

Of course, if you are weakened by your condition, 
you will want to place boundaries on those calls. You 
may want to limit the time friends visit. Choose the 
people who will support your healing process. Do not 
be afraid to set boundaries. It is essential to say no in 
the moment to people who do not enhance your heal- 
ing process. 

Your friends and people in your family may be dis- 
tressed by the situation or may not agree with how you 
are taking care of it. You must make affirmations that 
you can love yourself and love your family without 
betraying yourself. You are not responsible for their 
upset. You are not responsible for their hurt. Their fear 
with regard to your situation or your illness is most 
likely not grounded in reality. Their fears are usually 
unconscious and are mentioned indirectly between the 
lines of conversation. Notice how you feel after some- 
one has been to see you or called. If you feel better, 
keep up the communication. If you feel worse, set up 
your boundary till a more appropriate time to deal with 
them. Just say no. (See Chapter 12 for information on 
dissolving negative contracts with friends.) 

Friends can bring things. If you are in a hospital and 
have difficulty with food, friends can bring you healthy 
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food. They can also bring you those physical things— 
books, sacred objects, clothing—that you need to re- 
mind you of who you are. You need to be touched by 
friends. Ask for it if they hesitate. 

Karen got a lot of help from friends. She says: 


I just feel really blessed that everyone I knew who 
came to visit me is some kind of healer on some level. 
So they really knew what to give me. Friends would 
sit and meditate with me the first day. Pam came, and 
Sheila came and meditated. Ron was always there, 
on every level. Pam brought me homeopathic stuff. 
You know, for the rest of the week, everybody who 
came was really intuitive, and there were no people 
coming in and looking at me as if I were a person 
who was in a pitiable condition. Everybody would 
somehow pick up where I was and enable that mo- 
ment to become a healing moment, all the way 
through the week. 


Some good questions to ask yourself are: 
Whom do I feel comfortable with? 
Whom do I want to help me? How? 
Whom do I not feel comfortable with? 
How can I say no to them? 


Using Transcendence for 
Healing the Three Highest Levels 
of Your Auric Field 


Your Needs on the 
Fifth Level of Your Auric Field 


The primary need on the fifth level is to align with the 
divine will within you, to make the commitment. to speak 
and follow your truth. The fifth level of the auric field is 
the template through which all physical form comes. 
It’s like the negative of a photograph. On this level the 
power of the word is very strong. The power of the 
word carries the creative force. The fifth level of 
the field relates to standing up for what you know. It is 
a level of will. It means aligning yourself with the 
divine will within you and following it. The fifth chakra 
is related to speaking your truth and to giving and 
receiving. The need here is to speak your truth and live 
by it. It also relates to sound or using sound to create 
form. 
Karen related her experience of the fifth level: 


The truths that I kept speaking before I went into 
the hospital were all of the needs I had. I began 
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saying them more than I ever have in my life. It 
forced me to my knees that way. 

РЇЇ tell you the first thing that comes to my mind. I 
have a feeling that there is a connection between the 
blockage in my second chakra with the uterus and 
the ovaries and my voice. Singing is a level of my 
core expression that is coming out now. It feels like it 
comes directly from down there [lower pelvis]. I 
wasn’t able to do that before. I had to go through the 
whole healing before I was ready to sing. 


Start talking, and continue voicing your needs and 
your truth. This is the time to access the deepest truth 
within you. It may not at all agree with what the people 
around you are saying. State your reality in a positive, 
loving way, and continue to live by it even though 
relatives or old friends may disagree. 

There will be times, especially if you are in a hospital, 
when there will be no one there but the staff, who may 
not know anything at all about the kind of reality in 
which you live. Make use of your reminders that are 
there to maintain your truth in a very positive way. Do 
not give space to others to voice their negative opin- 
ions about your reality. If they insist, tell them you will 
hear them later, after you are well, but not now. Do not 
let them use you to relieve their anxiety or guilt. You 
are not responsible for their discomfort. This will also 
help you to not fall into the negative fears that you have 
with regard to your illness. 

When you do fall into fear and doubt, use one of 
these four ways to deal with it. 


1. Express it to the appropriate people to transform it. 

2. Replace it with a positive statement to transcend it. 

3. Find the tension in your body where the fear is, and 
infuse it with the rose light of unconditional love. 

4. Pray for help and surrender. Let go, let God. Help 
always comes within fifteen to thirty minutes. The 
fear will change into another feeling. What changes 
is your state of consciousness, not necessarily the 
outer situation. 


All of the above are speaking your truth. If you feel 
fear, your truth in the moment is that you're afraid. If 
you have doubts, that’s the truth of what you feel at 
that moment. It is as simple as that. The feelings are 
only feelings. They will pass. By speaking your truth in 
those moments to the people who are able to relate to 
it, you fill another need on the fourth level. It is ex- 
tremely important to express your feelings by speaking 
to those who can understand. Do not share doubts in 
an inappropriate situation—that is, with people who 


believe in the same doubts and have a stake in your 
maintaining yours. If you do, there is a good chance 
that those people will increase your doubts by telling 
you that, in fact, your doubts are true, that their way is 
better, and that you had better do as they say. Find ears 
that can hear and eyes that can see, and you will get the 
support you need. 
It is of utmost importance to speak your truth. 


Some good questions to ask yourself ave: 
What is it that I need to say? 
What is it that I need to say to close friends who may 
disagree with me? 
What have I kept quiet about for many years? 
Why haven't I expressed what I believe? 


Your Needs on the 
Sixth Level of Your Auric Field 


The sixth level is the level of divine love or spiritual ecstasy. 
By speaking the truth of your needs whenever they 
come up and filling them, you automatically move to 
the sixth level. The sixth level has to do with feeling 
more than with understanding. You will simply be in 
states of ecstasy at times. They come and go. They 
change daily because you are constantly changing. Mu- 
sic helps you lift to these wonderful states of being. So 
do pictures of things that remind you of the holiness of 
life within you. There are no good words to express the 
experience of spiritual ecstasy. Everyone has his or her 
own personal description of it, all usually quite far from 
the experience itself. Words like, “living in the light,” 
“floating in the arms of the Goddess,” “being with 
God,” or “being love” have all been used. What are 
your words for this experience? 

It is from the sixth level of our being that we experi- 
ence unconditional love. Karen shared her deeper feel- 
ings of the sixth level: 


What it meant for me was going to the deepest 
access I could find, my divine nature, and letting it 
lead me through this. Гуе felt a sense of my life task 
for a long time. It is simply to deeply love and accept 
and live out of the feminine and align the masculine 
with it. The masculine had been quite rampant and 
off balance before. 

In the last two weeks we said good-bye to over 
eighty people that we really love and had to sepa- 
rate from since we’re moving to Colorado. We did 
it very lovingly. Even with all the reactions of those 
people, some of which have been very heavy, I've 
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been able to keep open-hearted and be right there 
with it. You know, that feels like the higher feeling 
level of it. 


Some good questions to ask yourself are: 

What is the nature of my spiritual needs? 

Do I give myself time to allow for my spiritual feel- 
ings to surface? 

What is the nature of my spiritual feelings? 

When and how do I feel unconditional love? 

In what areas of my life do I need unconditional 
love? 

How much time am I willing to spend daily allowing 
for unconditional love to infuse that area of my life 
in meditation or visualization? 

Which music brings me to my spirituality? 


Your Needs on the 
Seventh Level of Your Auric Field 


The seventh level is the level of the divine mind where you 
begin to understand the greater universal pattern. The 
divine mind brings you to the reason for being—the 
soul’s purpose in life, the great pattern that is unfolding 
within you and all around you. Within this level there is 
a deep sense of the soul’s purpose, a reason for being 
here, a reason for the experience you are having, a 
feeling of trust. There’s a constant kind of curiosity 
about what’s going on rather than a dread. When you 
enter these levels of spiritual awareness, the entire expe- 
rience is lifted to a higher or transcendent reality. You 
will know that all is right in God’s world. In serenity 
there is no blame; all is unfolding in the most appropri- 
ate manner, just as it needs to. | 

We need to know and understand the divine pattern 
of all things: to see the perfect pattern held in gold light 
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of all that there is, and to know that everything is 
perfect in its imperfections. It is from this level that we 
experience serenity. 

During the healing process, we can attain access to 
the seventh layer, and we are set free. Karen explains it 
this way: 


I have a lot available to me internally, even when I 
forget. I have a deep sense of the meaning of my 
soul’s purpose and my being here for a reason. What- 
ever was going on, there was a learning to be had. 
For me, the essential, bottom-line ingredient is 
knowing that there’s hope. Hope gives a constant 
kind of curiosity about what’s going on rather than 
dread. 

Well, now I'm feeling a kind of serenity around all 
of the dealing with my leaving clients and people. 
Pm able to remain at a level of seeing it all from a 
much higher perspective. Like, if I'm working with 
clients and I’m leaving, I can see that there's some- 
thing that we have to do together in the time that we 
have left. That, no matter what it is, whether it’s 
clients or anybody, there’s just some terrific sym- 
phony being played out. If I just do each step as it’s 
there, then it will all still be in harmony. I'm not 
frantic around things that I would have been scared 
or frantic around in the past. 


Some good questions to ask yourself are: 
What are the greater patterns threaded through my 
life? 
What is the nature of the deeper hope that leads me? 
What is my symphony of life? 


Part IV will help you create a very practical healing 
plan for each of the levels of your field to include all 
your personal needs.

Creating Your Personal 
Healing Plan 


As I continued my practice and teaching and gained 
more experience with people, it became obvious to me 
that each person needed to have a specific personal 
healing plan based on his or her needs to improve total 
life quality, not on a general treatment procedure to 
cure a disease. Of course, healing the physical body or a 
psychological illness is of great importance, but this 
new broader perspective is essential. The healing plan 
is focused on healing the person, not curing the dis- 
ease. The more the healing plan is focused in this way, 
the deeper and more profound the healing becomes. It 
seems that there is no limit to health. Once an individ- 
ual starts on a comprehensive healing plan, healing 
becomes a lifelong process of growth and learning. It 
becomes a great adventure that takes one to ever deeper 
and fuller experiences of life. 

As we create a healing plan, we must remember that 
spiritual truths formulate the background and purpose 
of our life in our physical bodies as well as on all our 
auric levels. If there is disorder in a particular level of 
our field, undoubtedly we are not fulfilling our spiritual 
purpose in that level. We are not getting what we need 
to create our life. 

Therefore, when we enter into the healing of any 
level of the auric field, we must ask if that level is 
serving its purpose. We begin to formulate questions 
like these: Are our physical bodies serving their pur- 
pose to help us discern our divine individuality 


through action? Are our second levels providing us 
with the experience of our individual feelings and love 
for ourselves? Is level three of our auric field providing 
us with the ability to focus our conscious awareness, 
to differentiate and integrate our perceptions, so that 
we have clarity and a sense of appropriateness as indi- 
viduals? Are we, through level four, making loving “I- 
Thou” connections that fulfill our needs? Are we expe- 
riencing our connectedness to all beings? 

In creating healing plans for our daily lives, we must 
start with our most basic needs: those that integrate the 
physical and the spiritual aspects of our being. 

In this section I will show you how to create a 
healing plan for each of the four lower levels of your 
auric field, each of which represents a different aspect 
of your human life and your human needs. The first 
level of your healing plan will focus on the personal 
care of your physical body and its template, the first 
level of your auric field. 

One of the biggest changes you will experience in 
your healing process will be your sensitivity to the life 
energy fields all around you that flow through you. We 
will look at your environment in terms of the energy it 
provides for you. We will begin in Chapter 9 by focus- 
ing on the vastness of this environment and then focus 
down to the smaller scale of the many life energy fields 
in which you are continually immersed. 
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Ihe Energies of the Earth 
As Foundation to Life 


Different locations on the earth have different combi- 
nations of energy. The entire energy field of any partic- 
ular location is very complicated. It consists of the 
energies of local geological configurations, including 
the energies of the combinations of all the organic and 
inorganic substances that make up the composition of 
the earth, such as mineral deposits; the energies of all 
the flora and fauna that exist there now and have ever 
existed there; the energies of the various societies of 
human beings and their activities in that location from 
time immemorial; and the energies of the human be- 
ings and their activities that exist there now. 

In addition, every location on earth is also influenced 
by the energies from the solar system, as well as inter- 
stellar and intergalactic energies. These energies pene- 
trate into, go through, or accumulate differently in 
different earth locations. The magnetic field of the 
earth plays a partial role in this configuration, as it 
directs certain bands of cosmic energies into certain 
locations on the earth. 

Heyoan says that in the future we will have maps of 
these energy fields and that people will choose the 
locations of their homes and towns by them, somewhat 
like the geomancers of China. Through their very com- 
plicated system of divination, geomancers choose the 
building site and the location and orientation of houses 
on the building site. They also choose the location of 


important holy cities, such as the Forbidden City. Geo- 

mancers design both the exterior and interior of 
houses, as well as furnishings to control energy flow. 
through the house. Much of their knowledge comes 

from traditional beliefs as well as the knowledge of 
energy flow, so it doesn't make much sense to west- 

erners without a lot of study. Heyoan says in the future 

we will even choose the location to birth new nations 

according to the energy field maps of the earth as well 

as other planets. He suggests that there are places that 

are much more healthy for individuals to inhabit than 

others. Of course, there are general guidelines for this 

that we will put forth in this chapter, but he also re- 

minds us that it varies with the individual. 

For example, some people just naturally feel better 
near the ocean or another large body of water, while 
others feel better in the mountains or in a desert. These 
propensities are directly related to the combinations of 
energies that make up our human energy field. Each of 
us is different because the energies that make up each 
person’s auric field are different, plus each of us is being 
permeated by the deeper essence of the core star in a 
different way. Usually people know where they belong 
geographically and express it in statements like “Pm a 
mountain person” or “I just have to live by a large body 
of water.” 

Some choose the area to live by climate or weather. 
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'The Weather 


Our preference for certain types of weather is directly 
related to the types of energies making up our auric 
field. Our preferences vary according to what is com- 
patible with the energies in our auric field and how we 
like our energies to flow. Some of us prefer a change of 
season. Some prefer constant warmth and clarity in the 
desert without rain. Some of us prefer wet weather. 

Electrical storms, prerain ozone, and rain all charge 
and help clear the auric field. The increased negative 
ions in the air excite and charge the auric field, causing 
energy to flow faster through it. Some of us like this; 
some of us are afraid of the increase in flow through 
our field. 

The sun charges the atmosphere with prana or or- 
gone energy. To see this energy, defocus your eyes and 
gaze softly at the sky. Tiny dots of light appear and 
move in curved trajectories. If you observe the move- 
ment of the whole field of dots, you will see that the 
whole field of dots pulses together. These dots can be 
bright or dull. When it is sunny, they are bright and 
move briskly about. This high-energy orgone makes 
you feel very good. It charges your field and gives you 
lots of energy. When it is cloudy, the small dots of light 
are not as bright, nor do they move as fast. Sometimes, 
after long cloudy periods, they look as if part of them is 
very dark or black. The longer the weather has been 
cloudy, the darker and slower the orgone, the less it 
charges your field, and the grumpier you get. 

In sunny mountainous regions, the orgone is very 
light, bright, and highly charged. The most strongly 
charged orgone I have personally seen is in the Swiss 
Alps in the wintertime. There is a lot of snow, lots of 
sunlight, and fresh air. The orgone there is not only the 
most highly charged, it was also the thickest I’ve ever 
seen, with more dots per cubic foot. No wonder people 
go there for vacation to get rejuvenated. 

Part of the problem of depression caused by light 
deprivation in the winter in the regions of higher lati- 
tudes is due to the steadily decreasing charge of the 
orgone in the atmosphere. This is why many people in 
the northern part of the United States go skiing in the 
sunny mountains or south to the sca for a winter vaca- 
tion to get recharged. Sometimes it may take a weck or 
so to rebuild the charge. 

‘It is important, of course, not to overexpose yourself 
to the sun. Always use sunscreen. Start with a very high 
sunblock, and then slowly work your way down as you 
get acclimated. Once you are recharged, all you really 
need is about twenty minutes or so of sunlight a day to 
maintain a good charge. How much longer anyone can 


stay in the sun without experiencing the negative ef- 
fects of exhaustion, sunstroke, burn, and skin disease 
depends on the individual's sensitivity. An overdose of 
sun strong enough to cause sunburn on our physical 
body burns the first level of the auric field as well. The 
sun's rays penetrate through this energy field, causing it 
to break and splinter into small fragments like shattered 
glass. It is no wonder that repeated overdoses of the 
sun’s radiation causes cancer. Sunblock just screens out 
the harmful rays. It doesn’t stop the sun from charging 
your auric field. 

The sea charges the energy in the air also. The damp 
salt air charges the auric field and helps clear it of 
vibratory frequencies that are too low to sustain life. 
Walking along an ocean beach causes the auric field to 
expand. Sometimes the field doubles in size and ex- 
tends out over the water. 

On southern beaches year-round and on northern 
beaches in the summer, swimmers and sunbathers get a 
triple charge. The sun charges the auric field directly, 
the salt air charges and clears it, and a twenty-minute 
swim in the salt water deeply clears old stagnated 
mucus that may have accumulated through the dark 
winter months. Several days of these activities are great 
for the health of your auric field. 


Nature: The Sea, Forests, Streams, 
Lakes, Deserts, Mountains, and Wildlife 


It is impossible for us to even imagine what it must 
have been like for the Native Americans before Euro- 
peans disrupted the balance of nature in this country. 
People lived as integrated members of nature, a privi- 
lege we have deprived ourselves of. We have become 
more and more disconnected from the earth, and it 
shows everywhere on the planet as disease and natural 
disasters. 

When nature is not disrupted, it stays in balance with 
the broad-scale whole earth energies. The energies of 
nature charge the auric field and put it into balance 
with its surroundings. In undisturbed, natural settings, 
we find our natural synchronicity with the planet’s 
energies. When we are in balance with our surround- 
ings, which are, in turn, in balance with the whole 
earth, we are a natural part of everything. What we eat 
from our surroundings will be nurturing to us because 
our energy fields are balanced and poised for assimila- 
tion. Spending several hours every week in an un- 
spoiled setting reestablishes a balance between your 
auric field and earth energies. This is necessary for full 
health. 
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Calm lakes have a great soothing effect on us by 
relaxing the tension or hyperincoherent pulsations in 
our field caused by the stress of modern living. The 
auric pulsations from fast-flowing streams enhance the 
auric field, causing it to pulse faster in a coherent, 
healthy way. The auric energy near the bottom of a 
waterfall is tremendous. Broken tree branches caught 
in the energy stay alive much longer than they would 
without such energy. 

The trees in a pine forest pulsate at a rate very 
similar to a human’s auric field. Sitting in such a forest 
or simply leaning against the trunk of a pine tree in 
your back yard will recharge your field when you need 
it. Do this as long as you like. You might even get into 
contact with the consciousness of the tree while you 
are at it. 

Mountains help us feel the power of the mineral 
kingdom of the earth and to ground into that power 
so that we can then stretch to great airy heights of our 
consciousness. The clear air of a bright desert invites 
us to expand our field out to great distances and feel 
larger and, for some, even more capable than we were 
before. 

By spending time with wild animals in nature, we 
absorb their energies, which automatically brings us to 
a gut (not mental) understanding of our ability to 
synchronize with the natural world all around us. The 
ability to synchronize with natural and therefore plane- 
tary energy gives us access to great wisdom and teaches 
us to trust our basic human natures. 

The energy of nature brings us to a greater under- 
standing of life in all forms. Each species carries great 
wisdom, different from the wisdom of all other species. 
We can learn a great deal from the animals, not only 
from their behavior but also from the integrity with 
which they live. Healers commonly use healing tools 
they fashion from the bodies of animals found in the 
woods or “road kills.” Each of these bodies is consid- 
ered to be a gift from the “Great Spirit.” Each is treated 
with honor and respect. The objects are made in cere- 
mony in order to maintain the wisdom of the species 
from which they came. Such an object is used in the 
healing process to provide a direct holographic link to 
the wisdom of the species. 

Our flower gardens and yards help us connect to the 
earth in ways that perhaps make up for our lost heritage 
of the wild. Here we have an interface between humans 
and nature, a blending of nature’s will and human will. 
All manner of wondrous plants fill our senses with the 
splendor that nature brings in our own back yard, 
greenhouse, or living room. Plants supply different 
varieties and frequencies of energies in the energy field 


all around us that nurtures our field. House plants, 
especially, keep the energy of a home charged, clear, 
and healthy. The more contact we have with these 
plants, the greater the energy exchange that nurtures 
both the plants and us. 

Organic gardens help us connect to the earth ener- 
gies and provide food that is energy balanced to our 
needs. The more we work in the earth, the more con- 
nected and nurtured by earth energies we are. And, of 
course, we also get the added benefit of the organic 
food that we produce. 


Population Density

In the late seventies and early eighties, over a period of 
about six years, I had the privilege of going to Holland 
once a year to help run intensive transformation 
groups. In the private sessions I gave during this time, I 
noticed a very curious thing. The clients (usually Dutch 
or from other European countries) would slide their 
chairs closer to mine as we sat facing"each other to 
work. Without thinking about it, I would slide my 
chair back a little. During the session, clients would 
then slide up closer, and back I would go again. Usually 
by the end of the session, my chair would be squeezed 
up against the wall. I felt very uncomfortable about 
this. I had never experienced it in America. 

Embarrassed about the whole thing, I began setting 
up the room ahead of time to try to give myself more 
space. But inevitably by the end of each session, I 
would be squeezed up against the wall. Under these 
conditions, I found it very hard to think and to separate 
myself from the client. I began thinking that something 
was really wrong with me. Perhaps I was just less 
friendly than these people. I tried to force myself to 
adjust to the new boundaries, but I could not. I began 
walking around the room to get some space. It only 
worked for a minute or two; then the client would 
follow me to get closer. 

Finally I realized that the problem was that my aura 
extended out about one to two feet farther than theirs 
did. They were trying to make “normal” contact with 
me the same as they would with other Europeans. As I 
began observing the field interactions, I realized that 
these people (especially the Dutch, who had been 
squeezed up against the sea) had adjusted their auric 
dimensions to live with each other in smaller spaces 
than those I was used to. 

Several years later, I noticed a large difference be- 
tween the auras of Americans on the East Coast and 
those on the West. In general, people in the New York 
area have fields that do not extend out as far as those of 
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the people who live in Southern California. I surmise 
that a person who lives in bigger spaces with fewer 
people will have an auric field that extends out from the 
body farther than someone who lives in smaller spaces 
with more people. In general, the auras of people in 
crowded cities are smaller than those of people in the 
country. The auras of people in highly populated coun- 
tries are smaller than those of people in countries with 
sparser populations. 

In addition to this, there is a difference in the bound- 
aries that people create with each other with their auric 
fields. The people in the New York area who attend my 
training classes tend to have strong boundaries to keep 
separate from each other. It is almost as if their auras 
bounce off of each other at the seventh level, like two 
rubber balls bouncing off each other. In Southern Cali- 
fornia, I observed that people who attended my training 
classes like to let their auric ficlds simply diffuse through 
each other without interfering. They seemed to let 
levels four through seven interpenctrate in the same 
space, yet not really touch. Thus, people from Califor- 
nia, even though they have larger auric fields, will want 
to stand closer together in order to communicate than 
will be comfortable to New Yorkers. The New Yorker 
may experience the communication as somewhat airy or 
not quite all there. The Californian, at the same time, 
may experience the East Coaster as harsh and rigid. 

Of course there are other major factors in these dif- 
ferences, The main one is that we like to interact with 
people by intermingling the levels of our fields with 
which we are most comfortable. Each of us develops 
some levels of our auric field more than others, depend- 
ing on our family and societal upbringing. Different 
societies focus on specific values. These values focus 
development on different aspects of human experience. 
For example, if truth is held as the highest value, than 
the third level of the field will get a lot of attention. If 
love is considered to be of highest value, then most 
likely the fourth level of the field will get developed 
more in that society. 

Of course, the development depends on just how 
each society expresses its values. If spiritual values of 
divine love or divine will are considered of the highest, 
as they are in some religious societies, then the auric 
fields of the people in that society will reflect that value 
by being more highly developed. The sixth or fifth 
levels of the field will be most developed. People of that 
society would then tend to intermingle their auric fields 
on those levels when communicating. 

Europeans tend to be highly sophisticated, with 
highly developed first and third levels, and they like to 


engage at the third level. New Yorkers like the second, 
third, and fourth levels, but they don’t like to inter- 
mingle and prefer to have their fields couple in ways 
that create tension. The tension serves to let the people 
distinguish differences. Californians like the second 
and fourth levels and like to intermingle diffuse ener- 
gies without a lot of engagement or coupling. Perhaps 
these Californians are looking for sameness with no 
tension. All these conclusions are based on people who 
have attended my training classes. Perhaps they repre- 
sent only a certain proportion of the above-mentioned 
populations. 


Cities 

Large cities are places of high energy with a great 
variety of energy types. Heyoan says that large cities 
and civilizations form over places on the earth where 
vast amounts of life energies from outer space accumu- 
late. These energies are a source of knowledge. He says 
that we unconsciously gravitate to these areas. Here, 
each of us is inspired to create, resulting in the rise of a 
civilization that materializes the knowledge in the accu- 
mulated energies of the place. The birthplaces of math- 
ematics and language were once centered on such 
vortices of energy. The people who gravitated there 
became channels through which these forms of knowl- 
edge were brought into the world. 

Heyoan goes on to say,

Thus, as you might imagine, those vast centers of 
learning that now exist upon the earth are loca- 
tions of such energy vortices of knowledge. One 
of the reasons that centers of civilizations move 
about upon the face of the earth is that cach is 
sourcing a particular knowledge [held in the en- 
ergy fields] that is prominent in a given period of 
history. This is one of the less-known and more 
important factors in the progress of civilization. 
The world tends to focus on the prominent civili- 
zation and thereby does not interfere with the 
place that will be the source of the next rising 
civilization.

As cities bring creativity, invention, and knowledge, 
they produce a lot of waste material on both the physi- 
cal and the auric levels. In cities, we learn how to live 
with each other in high energy. This high energy tends 
to knock loose negative blocks of energy that need to 
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be cleaned out. Unfortunately, one of the major results 
of this process is that large cities not only accumulate 
vast quantities of the energy of higher knowledge, they 
also accumulate vast quantities of negative or DOR 
energies. | 

DOR, а term coined by Wilhelm Reich, stands for 
dead orgone energy. DOR energy vibrates well below 
the frequency needed for life and can be detrimental to 
health and well-being. When densely accumulated, 
DOR can be dangerous, even life-threatening. It causes 
illness to erupt in the weakest part of the body and 
energy field. In many large cities, these DOR energies 
permeate everything and penetrate deep into the earth. 
They affect everyone who lives in such a place, and 
many need to leave regularly to maintain their health. 
For example, I had a healing and teaching practice in 
New York City for about fifteen years. In order to 
ground down into good earth energies and tap into 
them for healing, it was necessary to go down through 
about forty yards of accumulated negative energy that 
looked like dark grayish-black goo. This goo exists 
throughout the entire base soil and rock of New York. 
There are, of course, places where it is not so dark or 
thick. But in general, it underlies all activity in this 
great city. Beneath the dark goo are normal clear earth 
energies that have not yet been affected by the polluted 
energies. The mass and depth of DOR seems to in- 
crease every year. Ghostbusters II was not far off! 

I also noticed that the environmental pollution in the 
air of New York City increased terribly each year. With 
each succeeding year, I could see the increase of nega- 
tive effects in the patients who lived there. Every year I 
saw people’s immune systems wearing down more 
from the tremendous environmental pollution. The 
primary effect I saw was in the brain. According to my 
auric observations, the many different brain cells we 
have produce very minute quantities of various sub- 
stances that are necessary for healthy brain and body 
function. These substances seem to act like triggers to 
control the functioning of the organ systems of the 
body. What I noticed over the years I practiced in New 
York City was a steadily increasing imbalance in the 
secretion of these substances. It seemed that a very 
small change in quantity and timing of the production 
of these substances made very large disruptions in the 
normal functioning of body processes. Even though I 
was able to rebalance the disturbed life energies in the 
brain, the patient would then return to a polluted envi- 
ronmental life energy field that would then again dis- 
turb healthy brain function. Everyone seemed to be 
completely oblivious to what was going on. 


I then began noticing the general state of the elderly 
people who lived in New York City. Years of exposure 
to environmental pollution had taken its toll on them. 
They were much less energized and their fields much 
more imbalanced than the elderly people I saw who 
lived in the rural areas. I realized that the longer these 
people were exposed to DOR, the less sensitive they 
became. It’s kind of like putting a frog in water ahd 
slowly heating it up. He doesn’t notice the water get- 
ting hotter and eventually dies. On the other hand, he 
would jump out if you put him into hot water. 


Choosing a Place to Live 


We all have a wish of where we would live “if only we 
could.” Many people wish they could live where they 
grew up because they fondly remember the landscapes 
of their youth. They long for the feelings, sights, 
sounds, textures, and fragrances of the flora and fauna 
in the areas of the earth where they grew up because 
they were more sensitive to their natural surroundings 
during childhood. These remembered experiences usu- 
ally reproduce the mind-body connection we had in 
childhood and lost during the maturation process. This 
connection reestablishes a healthy, balanced auric field 
state of relaxation that brings about healing. 

On the other hand, other people, with perhaps more 
disturbed, difficult childhoods, prefer to relocate in an 
entirely different climate and landscape. They find new 
horizons more conducive to healing than the old. 

Our preference of where to live is directly related to 
our life energy field configuration that we call “nor- 
mal.” We are comfortable with a particular set of differ- 
ent types of energy from our environment—the sea, 
the woods, or the mountains. And we choose the 
places we live accordingly. We are also used to a range 
of energy and power running through us. What is 
normal for one person can be very low or very high 
energy for another. We are used to a specific degree of 
“openness,” with a particular way we hold our bound- 
aries. 

We also choose our living places to help us feel 
normal. “Normal,” you'll recall, is actually a particular 
habitual imbalance that we carry in our field. We tend 
to like environments that support the status quo. Usu- 
ally we don’t like too much change in our lives. We 
don’t like anyone or anything to rock the boat on our 
normal energy levels. A lot of the time, we choose our 
living environments accordingly. It helps our holistic 
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living if we make this choice conscious. If we really 
need to move on to a new environment to create the 
kind of change we would like in our lives, but are 
procrastinating, it may be a good idea to consider 
moving to a whole new area of the country. It sure 
worked for Karen, the woman, you'll recall, who 
moved cross country after her surgery. 


The Ancient Art of Feng Shui 


Feng shui is the ancient Chinese art of designing and 
creating a harmonious environment. Feng shui (pro- 
nounced “fung shway”) is based on the belief that 
energy patterns are generated and affected by every- 
thing we do, build, or create. It teaches that our desti- 
nies and our lives are interwoven with the workings 
between the universal energy field and our human en- 
ergy field. Feng shui uses the placement of buildings 
and objects as a means of managing and harmonizing 
the energies in our environment with our personal 
energies. For example, where your front door is placed 
and what it faces are very important. If it faces a wall, 
the wall will block the natural flow of earth energies 
into your home. Always having to move around the 
wall to enter your house will take more of your energy 
and disturb your natural flow. Always facing a wall 
when you approach your home blocks the natural flow 
of energy that you connect to your home when you 
approach it. This will interfere with your relationship 
to your home and may make you feel weak, defeated, 
and blocked in your life because you must struggle to 
get to your place of comfort. This may then create 
more struggle in your life. 

According to feng shui, it is important to know the 
energetic influences of landscape, the position and flow 
of water with respect to your home, the stars, colors, 
the weather, animals, shapes, designs, and the like. 
Feng shui uses many different kinds of things to help 
set up a controlled energy flow in the places we spend 
our time. For example, it uses mirrors to reflect 
energy—putting a mirror on the wall opposite your 
front door reflects any negative incoming energies. It 
uses sound to change the energy or to direct positive 
energy into your home for health, well-being, and 
prosperity. 

Feng shui can help you pick the place to build your 
house or office. It tells you where to position it with 
respect to the landscape, roads, and neighbors. It tells 
you where to put your driveway. 

Several books on feng shui are listed in the Bibli- 
ography. To a westerner, many of the specific rules and 
principles that it teaches may not make any sense. This 


is partly because of the cultural differences in world- 
view and partly because it is a very old tradition. In 
what has been handed down, superstition may be com- 
pletely mixed in with what actually works. But if you 
are interested in getting very specific about how you 
are affected by your home or office environment, pick 


up a book on feng shui and check it out. 


Isuggest that you use all the information in this chap- 
ter to review where you live. This country offers a vast 
array of choices of types of places to live, and it is 
possible to move to a place of your choice and find 
work there if you wish to. If you do wish to live in a city . 
to take part in the high energy available to you there, be 
sure to take trips into the country regularly. Plus, clean 
your energy field regularly with the techniques de- 
scribed in the section on grooming your energy field in 
Chapter 10.

If so, find out what that is, so that you can con- 
sciously choose to stay or move on if you wish. 


The Energies of Spaces 
and Objects That Surround and 
Nurture Your Field 


Living Spaces 


The energy of the space you live in has a big effect on 
your auric field. All spaces have energy. The energy ofa 
space depends on its shape, its colors, the materials it is 
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built out of, and the energy of the creators of the space. 
Spaces accumulate the energy of people who use the 
space, the energy of what they do in the space, and the 
energy with which they do it. All these energies build 
up in a room, whether they are healthy or unhealthy. 
The more a space is used with the same energy, by the 
same people for a particular purpose, the more that 
space gets charged with the energy of that purpose. 

Pm sure you have noticed the energy difference be- 
tween a bus or train station and a cathedral or temple. 
For example, if you've been in New York City, com- 
pare the energy in places like the Port Authority termi- 
nal and Grand Central Station to the energy in St. 
Patrick's and St. John the Divine cathedrals and the 
Temple Emmanuel. The energies in the stations are 
harsh, chaotic, jagged, and usually full of dark polluted 
clouds. It is not pleasant to be there very long. It even 
feels dangerous, not just because of crime but because 
of the. tremendous amount of accumulated negative 
energies there that it is possible to pick up in your auric 
field. The energies of the cathedrals and temples, on the 
other hand, are clear and of higher vibrations. The 
higher spiritual nature of the energy in these spaces 
positively affects anyone who enters. 

Energies accumulated during religious services also 
contain the energies of the beliefs of the people who 
worship there. People who hold similar beliefs will feel 
supported when they are in such spaces because they 
are in an energy field of beliefs similar to their own. But 
the same energies may feel intimidating or stifling to 
someone who does not hold the same beliefs. 

Spaces used for silent meditation or simple commu- 
nion with God, such as Quaker meeting houses, have 
wonderful clear, clean energy of very high vibration. 
The clearest meditation space I have seen is the sanctu- 
ary in the spiritual community in Scotland called Find- 
horn. Findhorn is noted for its human-nature interface. 
Here the community comes to hold silent meditation 
several times per day. Over the years a wonderful clean 
and clear energy has built up, synchronic with the 
energies of nature. 

The temperature and humidity regulation in a space 
also affect your energy. Forced-air heating systems 
lower the humidity in the space to that of desert air. It 
is difficult to humidify it in a healthy way. This dry air 
makes the auric field a bit brittle and vulnerable to 
invasion. Hot-water baseboard heat is the best because 
it doesn’t dry out the air so much. Gas furnaces some- 
tumes leak and cause a lot of damage before the leak is 
detected. If you have a gas furnace or stove, have it 
checked regularly or get a gas detector installed. 

Aluminum has a vibration rate way below that 


needed to support human life. I wouldn't have it in-my 
kitchen ог my house. Aluminum siding on houses or 
trailers decreases the life energy vibration rate inside 
the house or trailer. It drains the energy of the people 
inside. Wood is very compatible with life energy vibra- 
tions and is healthy to live inside. Concrete has a neu- 
tral effect on the auric field. Some large apartment 
buildings have steel structures that interfere with the 
normal expansion of the auric field. If the rooms of an 
apartment are large with high ceilings, the steel proba- 
bly won’t affect it much. Large windows bring lots of 
light that charges the air for better health. 


Objects You Live With 


Objects also carry energy. They contain the energy of 
the materials they are made of, the energy that was 
placed in them by their creator (consciously or uncon- 
sciously), and the energy all their owners have placed in 
them. If the objects are antiques, they carry the energy 
of all the places they have been kept. The objects that 
you place in a room bring all these energies to add to 
the energy symphony of the room. 

Crystals placed in specific locations within a home 
for the purpose of holding the energy of the home are 
very useful and do a terrific job. A friend of mine has 
several large crystals in each room placed in ceremony 
for this purpose. Every time I’ve visited, the energy in 
this home feels wonderful. 

Healers place natural crystals in their healing rooms 
to bring added healing energy to the room, to keep their 
rooms free from DOR, to help keep grounded to the 
earth, and to enhance the rooms’ beauty. They clean 
these crystals daily by placing them in direct sunlight 
and by soaking them in a bath of four tablespoons of sea 
salt to one quart of water for about twenty minutes. 

Different types of crystals have different vibrations, 
and individual ones vibrate differently, even if they are 
composed of the same minerals. It is important to test 
each crystal to make sure it will do the job for which 
you have placed it. One simple test is to place the 
crystal where you would like it and leave it there for a 
few days. If you still like its energy, then leave it as long 
as you like it there. If you don't like it, move it to 
another location, and leave ita few days again. If that is 
not the spot, repeat the procedure. You may end up 
putting it outside. What is important is what you like. 
You live with it. 

Artwork has an extraordinary effect on the auric 
field. This effect varies a great deal with each individual, 
but we can make some generalizations about its effect. 
Some pieces, such as Van Gogh's Starry Night, open 
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the field into deep personal contemplation about the 
journey of life, its agony and its ecstasy. Beautiful im- 
pressionistic scenes, such as Monet's Water Lilies, 
charge the sixth level of our energy field and produce an 
experience of serenity. Rembrandt walks us into the 
longing for the light and enhances the core star light 
within. The excellence in any work of art inspires us to 
do our best by bringing our field into more coherency. 
An appropriate frame is one that vibrates on the same 
frequency as the painting. The painting on its own has 
a certain visual integrity. An inappropriate frame masks 
the visual potential of the artist’s intent. An appropri- 
ate frame is one that equals the intensity of the painting 
when it is frameless at a minimum and ideally adds to 
the painting’s essence. Thomas Cole, the famous 
nineteenth-century American painter, stated, “The 
frame is the soul of the painting.” Hang your art to 
create appropriate moods according to what you want 
to be doing in the space you will see it in. 


Sound in Your Environment 


Sound has been used for centuries for healing by 
healers and medicine people of all traditions and cul- 
tures. The ancient tradition of chanting, popular again 
in this country since the sixties, changes the auric field 
so that we are brought into altered states of conscious- 
ness. Many contemporary healers use toning to alter 
the auric field of their clients to improve their health. 

I have seen that sound has a very strong and direct 
effect on the auric field. During my fifteen years of 
practice as a healer in New York City, I used it for many 
different purposes. Using my voice, I toned directly 
into the physical bodies and auric fields of my clients. I 
recorded these sounds for each client so that they could 
play the tape of healing sounds specific to their bodies 
and fields once or twice a day. The client would simply 
play the tape while lying comfortably on a bed, or 
meditate to the tape. As the client improved, I would 
update the toning tape with a new set of sounds. In this 
way, the client was able to improve much faster 
through self-healing at home. I used different tones 
and tone combinations for different purposes, such as: 
loosening energy blocks, charging areas of the body, 
clearing specific energy lines of the auric field, enhanc- 
ing tissue growth, stopping bleeding, moving fluids, 
herding parasites out of the body, exploding the eggs 
of parasites with their resonant frequencies, exploding 
microorganisms with their resonant frequencies, and 
spinning and charging chakras. 

By toning the correct sound into a deformed chakra, 
the chakra takes the shape it ought to have. Using 
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HSP, I have done this regularly with clients in my 
practice. The effect is very powerful. Because my vision 
is so accurate, I am able to find the appropriate sound 
simply by watching the chakra respond to the variety of 
tones that I make. When I hit the right tone, the chakra 
simply stands up and spins correctly. It only takes a few 
seconds once it has taken the correct shape and spin on 
the first level of the field to become the correct color on 
the second level of the field. It is amazing how fast it 
works. When I continue to tone into the chakra for a 
few minutes, the chakra becomes stabilized. 

The tones I use are a combination of many frequen- 
cies with overtones. We have not done a frequency 
analysis on these tones to find out just what frequencies 
are involved, as that would take sophisticated equip- 
ment that we do not have at this time. I have recorded 
these tones many times on different people. They are 
usually the same. The notes I have found in this way for 
each chakra are listed in Figure 9—1. 

Another interesting thing about this type of toning 
is the immediate effect it has on a patient’s ability to 
Picture a particular color in his or her mind. Most 
people can do this quite readily. But if the client has a 
chakra that is not functioning properly, it will not be 
able to take in the color associated with it. And the 
client will not be able to picture the color in his or her 
mind. For example, if the third chakra is not function- 
ing and all the others are, the client will be able to 
Picture all the colors associated with all the other 
chakras except for yellow, which is associated with the 
third chakra. Toning into the third chakra will put it 
back into shape. As soon as the chakra “stands up and 
spins right” and turns the correct color, the client is 
then able to picture the color. 

Sound affects not only the first level of the auric field 
that shapes the chakra, but also the second level of the 
field where the chakras are the rainbow colors—red, 
orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, and white. I have 
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affected on all levels of the field by toning techniques. 
The number of levels affected at once is dependent on 
the number of overtones the healer is able to produce at 
once. For myself, I noticed that as soon as I try to get in 
the overtones to affect the higher levels of the field for a 
particular chakra, I begin to lose the lower frequencies 
and have less effect on the lower levels of the field. To 
remedy this problem, I simply go through it twice. Ido 
the higher levels of the field for each chakra with a 
higher set of toning pitches after I have gone through 
the chakras. 

Two types of chakra toning tapes are available from 
the Barbara Brennan School of Healing. The first is the 
chakra tones produced verbally, as described above. 
The second is chakra tones produced mechanically. 

A growing field of inquiry shows that sound is 
directly related to the creation of forms in nature. This 
field is called cymatics. In his book Cymatics, the late 
Dr. Hans Jening, of Basel, Switzerland, showed 
through experimentation that sound is directly related 
to form. When he placed fine grains of sand or 
lycopodium powder upon a metal plate and then sent 
a steady unbroken sound frequency through the plate, 
the fine grains of sand or powder would form into 
specific patterns. When he changed the sound, he got 
a different pattern. Repeat the first sound, and he got 
the original pattern back again. As long as he contin- 
ued the same sound, the same pattern would hold; as 
soon as the sound stopped, the pattern would stop 
holding and the grains would slowly redistribute 
themselves according to gravity. 

Dr. Guy Manners, a doctor of osteopathy who has 
his own clinic in Bretforton, Worcestershire, England, 
continued this work with Jening to try to create three- 
dimensional forms from sound. To do this, they began 
to use more than one frequency at a time. Two, three, 
and four frequencies combined did not create a three- 
dimensional image. But as soon as they tried five sound 
frequencies simultaneously, the small particles on the 
metal plate took a three-dimensional form. 

Dr. Manners spent twenty years researching this 
phenomenon and found the tone combinations that 
are appropriate for each organ. He then made a ma- 
chine called the Cymatics Instrument to produce these 
sounds to be used in clinical practice. At this point, 
they are in use all over the world. I visited Dr. Manners 
at the Bretforton Hall Clinic and observed these ma- 
chines at work. They clearly had a strong effect on 
testructuring the auric field into its correct, healthy 
form. This effect should in turn decrease the time re- 
quired for healing. 

By now, you can see that whatever the sound around 


us, it directly affects our auric field, whether it is music, 
traffic noise, factory noise, or the unspoiled sounds of 
nature. We are only beginning to understand the 
broad-scale effects of sound on our health and well- 
being. Even though we don’t understand it all, it is 
important to acknowledge this very strong effect and 
to regulate our sound environment accordingly. 

If you live in a large city, take all the precautions you 
can to control the sound pollution coming at you. You 
may be able to sleep through city noise, but it is still 
affecting your field. I suggest that, if possible, you put 
in triple-pane windows and thick, sound-dampening 
drapes on your windows. Try to control the noise in 
your office as much as you can. If you have a private 
office, soundproof it so that noise from the rest of the 
office or outside does not enter. If you work in a large 
room with a lot of noise, soundproof your immediate 
area to dampen the sound there. And shield your ears if 
possible. 

Music plays a very important role in health and heal- 
ing. Many healers use music to help calm the auric field 
or bring it to high vibrational heights to help the client 
go into a healing state. The wide variety of music offers 
us a wide variety of effects. Some music is very sooth- 
ing; some charges the field. Some music directly en- 
hances altered states, and other music awakens the 
rational mind. There is a lot of New Age music out 
now that charges and opens each chakra in sequence as 
it is played. Some is wonderful for meditation. In the 
trainings given by the Barbara Brennan School of 
Healing; we use music all the time to bring students to 
different states of consciousness for healing. For exam- 
ple, drum music is very good for grounding down to 
connect with earth energies and to open the first and 
second chakras. Popular rock music opens our sexuality 
and gets the body and the auric field moving in a lively 
fast pace that increases the energy flowing through the 
field. Love songs open the fourth chakra to help us 
connect with each other. The many types of meditation 
music done on synthesizers are great to lift our spiritu- 
ality. Any instrument can take us through all the levels 
of human experience if the musician knows how to do 
it. At the Brennan school we regularly use harp music 
to take us into the experience of the essence of the core. 

A regular diet of music helps us remain healthy. The 
type of music you choose will be directly related to the 
types of energies that compose your energy field and 
what type of personal learning you are doing at any 
particular moment. Give yourself free range to choose 
which music you like, and to use it any way you want. 
This is a whole world of nourishment that is open to 
you. Don’t deprive yourself of it. If you find you have 
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old judgments about a certain kind of music, perhaps 
you ought to try it sometime and experience what it 
does to your field. You may be avoiding something. Or 
you may be finished with the phase of personal devel- 
opment that that particular music represents. 

If your spouse loves music you hate, confine the 
music to one particular room, so that you have the 
choice to listen or not. Perhaps you need two different 
listening areas, so that each of you can play what you 
want. Perhaps one of you loves silence. Find which 
time of day you want it, and make some agreements in 
your household that can help everyone get their needs 
met. If you need to, put doors between more of the 
rooms in your house. Or ask your spouse to wear 
headphones. 

If you have teenagers who play loud music, try to 
confine that music to their room with soundproofing 
materials, or ask them to use headphones also. It is 
better to protect yourself from this music/noise rather 
than try to get them to change. They may need the 
music for their transition into adulthood. 

In the process of human development, when we 
enter into puberty, energies we have not experienced 
before, at least not in this lifetime, begin to unfold 
within our auric fields. New intellectual and spiritual 
energies of higher frequencies begin to flow through 
the entire field. There are new energies both in the 
heart chakra and in the sexual chakras. Integrating 
these new energies into our field is a real struggle. We 
are not only separating ourselves more from our par- 
ents, we arc also learning to connect to others in ways 
we never have before. We find ourselves rather vulner- 
able to this auric unfoldment, as we move from being 
children wanting our parents to take care of us one 
day to rejecting our parents and being in puppy love 
with someone we hardly know the next. As teenagers, 
we used rock music to help us through the transition. 
It helped us separate from our parents by building a 
wall of sound between us and them. Rock music stirs 
up the energies in the auric field that are being re- 
leased and developed during puberty. It charges our 
will to live, the first chakra, and our sexuality, our 
second chakra. It helps us begin to disconnect our 
dependency from our parents and connect to our 
peers (the third chakra). And of course, the romantic 
music opens the heart chakra. It connects us with love 
to those going through the same experiences. It frees 
us from parental dominance, while reorienting our 
dependency toward our peer group. In order to fill the 
many needs we will have as adults, we must cultivate 
the essential skills of connection to and cooperation 
with peers. If these skills have not been established 


before puberty, we are now given a final push before 
adulthood to do so. No matter how much we as par- 
ents can't stand the noise now, at one time it was also 
the symbol of our movement into the outer world. 


Energize Your Space with Color 


Everything we just said about sound, we can also say 
about color.. Both are created through a vibrational 
wave, and thus both have a wave structure and a fre- 
quency of vibration. Sound and colored light are very 
different. Sound is a longitudinal compression wave 
that travels through a material substance like the air or 
the wall of your house. Longitudinal means that it 
travels along the same path as its wave motion. The 
sounds that we hear do not exist in outer space or in a 
vacuum. They must have that material substance to be 
transmitted. Colored light, on the other hand, is an 
electromagnetic wave that vibrates perpendicular to its 
path of movement. It can travel through outer space or 
a vacuum. Both are ultimately manifestations of higher 
frequencies that exist beyond the physical world. Both 
are manifestations of the divine. 

Color is essential to health. We need all the colors in 
our auric fields. If we are clear, we are attracted to the 
colors we need. Figure 9—2 lists different colors and 
the general effect they have on you. For example, red 
colors stir up our emotions, while blue cools and calms 
our emotions. This chart can be used when you are 
choosing colors to decorate your home, office, or heal- 
ing room. Once you clearly determine the purpose for 
each living space, you can choose a color that supports 
that purpose. 

Since every disease is associated with the dysfunction 
of certain chakras, and the dysfunctioning chakra needs 
to be nourished with the color it is lacking, color can be 
used for the treatment of different diseases. For exam- 
ple, a person who has an underactive thyroid needs the 
color blue. If the thyroid is overactive, they have too 
much blue and probably need green, which is a color 
that does general balancing of the field. Multiple scle- 
rosis patients need red and orange because the first and 
second chakras are most affected. All cancer patients 
need gold, since all cancer has a torn-open aura on the 
seventh level, which is gold. Cancer patients also need 
the color of the chakra in the area that the cancer is 
located in the body. For example, liver or pancreatic 
cancer patients need yellow and peach, the colors of the 
third chakra on the second and fourth levels of the field 
respectively. 

I have heard that painting the rooms of hyperactive 
children blue helps caltn them down. Some mental

hospitals paint their walls blue to help calm their pa- 
tients. I would guess that someday hospitals will be 
painted the color that will help patients stay in a healing 
state of mind. Grass-green and rose will help any pa- 
tient to charge and balance the heart chakra at the 
second and fourth levels of the auric field. The heart 
chakra is central to all healing because all healing en- 
ergy must pass through the center of the heart chakra 
on its way to the body of the receiver. We might also 
make large panels of colored glass backed by full- 
spectrum halogen lighting that could be moved around 
from room to room as needed for healing. Each large 
panel could be made of the color of each chakra, so that 
the auric field could simply drink in the color. The

chakra tones could be played so that any disfunctioning 
chakra could take its healthy cone-shaped form that 
stands up and spins clockwise to receive the color. 

Of course, there are exceptions to the list of colors 
given in Figure 9—2. You could very well associate any 
color with a painful personal experience. In this case, 
the color would be associated with the experience and 
have a different effect on you. We love certain colors 
and hate others. Our relationship to color is also an 
expression of what is happening in our energy fields. If 
our first and second chakras, red and orange, are under- 
charged, meaning that we have dampened our physical 
will-to-live energy and our sensuality, we may want to 
keep it that way. In this case, we may need red in our 
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field for our emotional and physical health. But at the 
same time, we may avoid increasing those colors be- 
cause of our personal experience of them. We will 
refuse to wear reds and oranges because they increase 
those energies. When those energies are increased in 
our fields, they also bring forth any emotional issues we 
may have with those aspects of our lives with which 
they are associated. 


Living with Scents That Make Sense 


We seldom perceive things in a neutral fashion. Var- . 


ious sights and sounds make us happy, sad, or angry. 
Certain odors can make some individuals positively 
ecstatic. There is also a two-way connection between 
these emotional aspects of perception on the one hand 
and thoughts and memories on the other: Appropriate 
aromas can conjure up images of meals and wines con- 
sumed in the past, and the odor of various incenses can 
return us to the high spiritual experience we once had 
in a spiritual ceremony in which they were used. The 
fragrance of perfumes can carry us into pleasant memo- 
ries of being with someone we loved who wore that 
perfume. Natural body fragrances can bring us into the 
erotic memory of lovemaking. When we enter into 
these positive emotional states, our auric field takes on 
the configuration of that positive state, and healing 
takes place. Such is the power of aromatic healing. 

Our sense of smell was one of the first senses to 
develop as we evolved. Our sense of smell is registered 
by the olfactory system, which feeds into the midbrain 
area near the limbic system. As a result, the olfactory 
system has always been related to the limbic system. 
The limbic system is directly connected to our 
emotion-laden responses, what we might call animal 
instincts. These drive-related activities—feeding, de- 
fense, and sexual behaviors—are central to the preser- 
vation of individuals and the species of all human 
beings and all the animal kingdom. 

For example, dogs use the smell of fear to help them 
survive. Do you know the smell of fear? Some human 
beings do. When a dog smells fear, he responds in 
several different ways, depending on who is afraid. If it 
is his pack, he will become alert and cautious, searching 
for the source of the danger. If it is an enemy that he is 
concentrating on, he will take advantage of his adver- 
sary’s fear and probably attack. Do you react to the 
smell of fear? How? 

The aromas that surround us make a great deal of 
difference in our lives. Pll bet you know the fragrance 
of your loved one. ГІ bet that fragrance immediately 
affects your mood. The use of fragrance is as old as we 


are. Incense is burned in sanctuaries to help the congre- 
gation to enter into a holy state of mind. Men and 
women use fragrant perfumes to attract and turn on the 
person they desire to meet. Flowers attract the birds 
and bees with fragrance. If you wish to set a particular 
ambiance in your home, use fragrance in addition to 
lighting and other effects. Which scents do you like? 
What different moods do they put you in? Do you use 
different scents for different things? If not, try it—you 
will be surprised by the power of the sense of smell. 

Since aromas act directly and very rapidly to affect 
physiological responses, when used properly they can 
help us create very fast healing responses. Aroma- 
therapy has been used for healing for centuries. It was 
developed by the ancient Egyptians and used exten- 
sively in India and China. Our Native American medi- 
cine people have used it since their ancient past. It is 
becoming more popular now in America. You can 
purchase aromatic essential oils and aromatic plant es- 
sences for about any purpose you can think of. There 
are aromatics to calm you down and to perk you up; to 
relax muscles or energize you; to turn you on, or 
to turn you off. There are aromatics to take you into 
different states of being. There are different aromatics 
to energize and balance each chakra. And if they are 


, made properly, they all work. 


It has been known for centuries that oil placed upon 
the skin helps the healing energy enter. But according 
to my HSP vision, more than that is going on—and 
more than the limbic system response mentioned 
above. It appears to me that some of the aromatics used 
in healing are actual auric essences that go directly into 
the auric field, providing it with the energy it needs, 
much as homeopathic remedies do. Muscles relax at the 
mere touch of a “calming nutrient” laid upon them. 
There certainly wasn’t time for the oil to be absorbed 
into the skin or muscle. I can see the colored energies of 
the aromatic entering the field. In fact, a corridor for 
energy flow begins to open at the moment one reaches 
for the bottle containing the essence. 

So I suggest that you explore this area on your own: 
not only for healing, but also for setting the appropri- 
ate ambiance in your home, office, or healing room. Be 
sure to use natural fragrances that are derived from 
natural substances. Don’t use synthetics—they do not 
work. 


Creating an Energy-Wise Space 


There are several things you can do to keep the energy 
in your living space clean. Make sure it gets plenty of 
sunlight. It will charge the life energy in the room and 
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not allow dead orgone energy to accumulate. If low 
vibratory energy does start accumulating in the space, 
you can remove it by smudging the room by burning 
sweetgrass or sage. Or burn a combination of one 
capful of pure grain alcohol to one-fourth cup Epsom 
salts. I recommend that you keep plenty of plants in the 
room so that a fresh exchange of energy between plants 
and people is constant. Open the windows whenever 
possible for fresh air. 
Cleanliness and order in the space will keep the en- 
ergy clear as well. Order is very important to maintain 


. good positive energy in a space. Find a place for every- ` 


thing, so that order is easy to keep. Disorder creates a 
psychic drag on your system and sucks your energy. 
Disorder is an expression of inner chaos. It speaks to 
you about your unfinished inner business. If you tend 
to collect things that you won’t use or don’t really like 
much, you had better check out why, because it is sure 
to be affecting many other areas of your life. Order is a 
divine principle. Order functions to hold a space for us 
in which to do our life’s work. Order creates a safe 
space in which the creative force within us can come 
forth. 

One patient who came to me because of a pain in her 
hip was not able to clean her apartment of all her old 
things, many of which had been left to her by her late 
mother. I gave as much healing as I could, but I contin- 
ually received guidance that she needed to clean up her 
apartment to cure her hip. The hip pain was related to 
her not being able to let go of old leftover problems she 
had with her mother. She carried unrealistic guilt 
about this. When she finally let go of the unreal guilt 
and cleaned her apartment, her hip started to get bet- 
ter. It was amazing to watch. Every time she threw out 
another box of stuff, her hip got better. 

Many building materials used in houses are toxic to 
us. Fluorescent lights beat against your auric field, 
causing it to become incoherent. They produce dead 
orgone energy that can make you sick. Just turn them 
off, put a piece of tape over the switch, and get some 
incandescent floor or table lamps. We are constantly 
adding pollutants to the air from our furnaces and gas 
appliances. Whenever people have their apartments ex- 
terminated, they breathe in some of the poison. Even 
the chemicals used to sterilize public places, like the 
toilets on a bus, are unhealthy to breathe. Even when 
toxins in the air are easy to detect, we still expect our 
bodies not to react when we breathe them. We slough 
it off, as if it were somebody else’s problem. 

There is not only a great deal of air pollution in all 
our cities now but a great deal of electromagnetic en- 
ergy permeating everyone’s living space. It is some- 


thing that is very hard to detect naturally. Dr. Robert 
Becker’s book, The Body Electric, describes his studies 
showing the effects of these radiations on the body. Dr. 
Becker presents studies that show there is a higher 
incidence of autoimmune diseases like leukemia and 
other forms of cancer in people whose homes are near 
high-tension power lines. 

We are waking up to the fact that we must do a lot to 
stop waste and pollution in our lives. The best place to 
start is at home. Recycle everything you can. It really 
isn’t that hard. It is getting more organized every year. 
In fact, there is a great job market now in the new 
recycling industry. | 

Herc are some things you can do about pollution in 
your personal spaces: 


* Live far away from high-tension wires. 

* Use a good humidifying system in your home, 
something that evaporates water into the air. 
Don't use ultrasonic humidifiers that throw fine 
particles into the air, on which diseases are carried. 

* Get a negative ion generator. 

* Filter the air with a home air filter. 

* Filter your water with a good three-stage water 
filter. Use it for the whole house. Most home sup- 
ply stores carry them now. 

* To prevent winter light deficiency, add extra full- 
spectrum lights, preferably halogen. Or get a spe- 
cial light box of 2500 lux. Use it for an hour a day. 

* Remove or turn off fluorescent lights. 

* If you have gas appliances, get a gas leak detector. 


Creating a Healing Space 
It is very important to take care of your immediate 
environmental needs during an illness. Remember, you 


will be in a healing room, not a sick room. The more 


you surround yourself with the things that remind you 
of who you truly are, the more pleasant will be your 
time of illness. Make sure the room you are in is full of 
life, pleasure, and joy. Cover every detail of your physi- 
cal needs, not only in the physical setting but in terms 
of light in the room, music, food, and favorite objects 
around you. Here is a list of things to have in your 
healing room: 


* something to express all aspects of yourself 

* plenty of light, if it doesn't hurt your eyes 

* colored-glass pictures hung in the windows 

* crystals hung in the windows that make rainbows 
from sunlight 

* your favorite pictures or wall hangings 

* plants and flowers 
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* bright-colored cloth of your favorite color 

* your favorite objects 

* your favorite music, within easy reach 

* things that you like to eat that are within your diet 
limitations 

* soft things to touch or hold if you get lonely 

* fragrances that please you 

* photos of your friends 

* fresh air 


Be sure the energy of your living space expresses who 
you are. The energy composite of your living space is 
very important to your health and well-being. When 
choosing your furnishings and your living space, re- 
member, they all'contribute to its energy makeup. The 
size of a shape is important to your auric field. I don't 
like low ceilings because I can feel my auric field run- 
ning through them. They make me feel squeezed in. I 
also like large rooms for the same reason. Use all the 
information in the preceding sections to help you an- 
swer the questions below about your living space. 


Some good questions to ask yourself 
about your living space are: 
Is it comfortable and cozy for you? 
Do you like the amount of light it has? 
Are the colors right for you? 
Do you need plants? 
Does your space express all aspects of yourself? What 
do you need to add to include all of them? 

How does your space express your health? 


How does it express your illness? 

What do your closets say about your inner psyche? 

Does it clearly say who you are, or is it representing 
the part of you that needs attention, care, and 
love? 

Is it arranged the way you like it, or has something 
bothered you for years that you have not fixed or 
changed? 

Do you have things that you don’t need or want and 
won't let go of? 

What other areas of your life does this affect? 

What else won't you let go of? 

What fear underlies this hanging on? 

How does your living space affect your relation- 
ships? 

Does the energy of your space express who you are? 


The same holds true for your working space, whether 
or not you own your business. 


Some good questions to ask yourself 
about your work space are: 
What is the energy of your work space like? 
How do your desk/tools/equipment feel and look? 
How does your work area feel and look? 
Is it in order? 
How does it express who you are? 
Does it serve you well? 
What else do you need to help you do your work? 
Does the energy of your work space express who you 
are?

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Your Physical Body 
As Spiritual Habitat 


From the spiritual perspective, our bodies are vehicles 
with which to do a task. As we make the psychological 
adjustment to see our bodies as vehicles with which to 
accomplish one task in physical reality, taking care of 
our bodies in a new way becomes very important. Not 
only do we want to make them healthy, we want to 
keep them very clean and clear so that we can live in the 
highest possible balance with nature and with the high- 
est possible sensitivity to Higher Sense Perception. 
What we at one time may have called healthy may not 
look so healthy anymore. For example, eating heavy 
meats, sugars, and stimulants like coffee dulls our 
senses. What we wear enhances or slows down the flow 
of energy through our bodies. Hygiene becomes very 
important to keep our energy fields unpolluted. Look- 
ing at these areas and more improves not only your 
health but also your sensitivity to your energy field and 
all the energy fields around you. 


Personal Hygiene for the Physical Body 


Remember, your skin is the largest excretory organ of 
your body, so it is important to keep it in full working 
order. Be sure to use natural and nontoxic soaps or skin 
cleansers that are pH-balanced for your skin. The skin 
has a natural acid mantle that helps prevent infection. If 
you use soaps that are too alkaline, you will remove the 


protective mantle and leave yourself open for invasion. 
We all naturally lose the top layer of our skin as the old 
cells die off and are replaced with new ones. A shower 
brush helps remove these old cells. If you use skin 
moisturizing cream or lotion, be sure it is natural and 
pH-balanced. The same goes for your makeup. Don’t 
use shampoos or hair rinses that leave heavy residues 
on your hair. Make sure they are natural and nontoxic 
as well. 

Be sure to brush your teeth twice a day and floss once 
a day. Use natural toothpaste, or a combination of one 
part salt to eight parts baking soda. 

Change your toothbrush every two weeks, or steril- 
ize the one you have. There are also teeth-cleaning 
devices on the market that remove plaque. Find out 
which one your dentist recommends and get it. They 
work very well for me. 

If you are too ill to do these things for yourself, or if 
you haven’t used natural products before, get someone 
to help you. 


Grooming Your Energy Field 


Your energy field needs grooming just as your physical 
body does. As you know, dark stagnated energy accu- 
mulates in the auric field when it is not functioning 
properly. This happens when you hold on to negative 
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feelings, when you have been under a great deal of 
stress, when you are exhausted and run-down, and 
sometimes when you have been exposed to the heavy 
negative energies of others. Dark cloudlike masses ac- 
cumulate in the second level of the field, and heavy 
gooey mucus accumulates in the fourth level. You will 
know that you have accumulated dark clouds or heavy 
mucus in your field because you can feel it in different 
ways. You may have pain in the area where it is accu- 
mulated, like a low-level muscle ache or a headache. 
You may feel logy, tired, irritable, or sick. You may 
even feel that you weigh more than normal or are toxic 
or polluted. You may feel as if you were getting a cold 
or the flu. All of these things are signals to clean your 
field as soon as possible so that you will not get sick. 
Here are several ways to clear the dark clouds or mucus 
out of your field. 


Baths 

One of the best ways I know to clear the field is to take a 
bath in sea salt and baking soda. You can use as much as 
one pound of each in a tub of water. This is a strong 
solution, so it tends to deplete your energy. But if you 
have picked up a lot of negative energy or have accu- 
mulated a lot of low vibratory energy from an illness, it 
is a good idea to try it this strong. Be sure that the water 
is not too hot. You will not be able to take the water as 
hot as you usually do without the salt and soda. If you 
have trouble with low blood pressure, be very careful, 
because in some cases people have been known to faint 
in this bath, and you don’t want to take a chance with 
that. If you get dizzy, get out of the tub, and try it with 
cooler water. Soak for twenty minutes in the tub. Then 
lie in direct sunlight for ten to twenty minutes to re- 
charge your field. Use sunscreen. You will be surprised 
at how much cleaner and clearer you feel after such a 
bath. 

Other baths on the market today can clear the field. 
Check your local health food store for the ones they 
carry, and experiment with some of them. There are 
baths to pep you up, to help you sleep, and to help 
remove the lactic acid from sore muscles after exertion. 

It is always nice to accompany your bath with music 
and candlelight. If you do this, you can go into a deep 
healing state and do some visualizations during your 
bath. 


Smudging 
You can also clear your field by smudging. Use a sage 
stick, sweetgrass, cedar, or any combination of these 
from your local health food store. Simply let the smoke 


from the stick diffuse through your auric field. It will 
take the DOR out of your field. Be sure you do this 
outdoors or with a door or window open. Some in- 
censes also clear the field. Experiment with your favor- 
ite ones. 


Crystals 

Hold a clean, clear quartz crystal in your hand, find the 
low vibratory energy in your field, and direct it into the 
crystal. Do this with your intention. This will only 
work if you are able to keep your mind completely clear 
of anything else while you do it. The minute your mind 
and your intention go to something else, the clearing 
stops and the negative energy goes back into your field. 
If you are an experienced meditator and can find the 
low vibratory energy in your field, you should be able 
to do this. Clean the crystal after you are finished. 

There are several ways to clean crystals. The easiest is 
to simply put them outside in the sunlight for a day or 
so. If you live near the ocean, you can bury them in the 
sand under the salt water for an afternoon or a day. Be 
careful—you may lose them doing it this way. You can 
soak them overnight in a solution of one-quarter tea- 
spoon sea salt to one pint spring water. I have found all 
of the above methods work very well. I have heard that 
some people simply put them in dry sea salt for a day or 
so. I once observed Marcel Vogel clear them with a 
blast of energy from his third eye and a swipe of a well- 
energized hand. That, however, takes practice. 


Auric Brush 
Another good way to groom your auric field is with the 
simple auric brush. It is like brushing your hair, but 
now you will brush your aura. Do it with a partner. 
One person stands with legs spread to shoulder width, 
arms at the sides, with eyes closed. The other begins at 
the front of the body. With fingers spread wide, reach 
up as far above the head of your partner as you can. 
Imagine that your fingers grow six inches longer than 
they are. Begin now to use the elongated fingers of 
both hands as a brush. Make long continuous strokes 
from above the head down through the body, all the 
way to the ground. As you reach the ground, bell out 
the bottom of the field. Notice that your imaginary 
elongated fingers actually reach through the physical 
body. Make one long stroke down the body without 
stopping. Do not break your stroke. If you do, start 
over at the top of the head to prevent energy pile up. 
Now take a step around the body, and do the same 
thing so that you stroke right next to the last stroke. 
Continue all around the body, covering the entire body 
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till you reach the place where you started. Make sure 
you do not leave areas undone. Now it's your turn to 
be stroked with the auric brush. This has a wonderful 
calming and grounding effect. Enjoy. 


Clothing and Jewelry 


Ever looked in your closet and there is nothing to wear, 
yet there are lots of clothes there? You may need a color 
that is not there. Your energy field responds to the 
colors you wear. Usually, you will want to wear the 
color that you lack or the one you feel harmonious with 
‘that day. For example, if you need more physical en- 
ergy you may need red that day. However, anger makes 
the energy field dark red. If you are feeling angry and 
do not want to get angry at work, you'd better not wear 
red to work. It may help charge your anger. On the 
other hand, red will help protect your field by warding 
off negative energy. It also will help keep you from 
absorbing negative energy. Whatever color you or 
others around you wear affects your mood. In general, 
the colors listed in Figure 9—2 (see page 115) are 
effective in clothing as well. 

If you are ill and in your pajamas without much 
choice of color, you may still want someone to pull 
some of your favorite things out of the closet so that 
you can see them and absorb their color. You could try 
to get different-colored pajamas. Or pick the color you 
need according to the chart, and get a friend to buy a 
yard or so of cotton cloth that color. Drape it on your 
bed. Colored light bulbs or a large green spotlight help 
a great deal. Flowers are also great to add color to cheer 
up your surroundings. 

A healer friend of mine told me that her MS patient 
improved after she started wearing red socks to ener- 
gize her legs. The client was sure the red socks had a lot 
to do with it. 

Wear natural fibers. They have a strong positive 
effect on the energy field, enhancing and sustaining it. 
Cottons, silks, and wools are best. Fabrics that are 
mixtures are also fine. Be sure there is more of the 
natural fiber than the synthetic. It is best to avoid 
fabrics made from petroleum by-products, especially 


if you think you might be sensitive to them. These. 


are acrylics, polyesters, and nylon. These synthetic 
fabrics interfere with the natural energy flow of the 
human energy field. Nylon stockings strongly inter- 
fere with the energy flow up and down the legs and 
are, in my opinion, related to many modern female 


illnesses. I recommend that you wear them only when. 
you really have to. Find silk stockings somewhere if 
you can. 

If you wear jewelry or crystals, make sure they are 
within the healthy vibrational range of your field. To 
test this, hold them firmly in the palm of your hand and 
feel the effect they have on your hand. Does their 
energy feel heavy or light? Sharp or soft? Docs it pierce 
into your field, or gently soothe the outside of your 
field? Does it rev you up or calm you down? Does it 
charge you with the types of energies that you need, or 
does it pull energy from you because its vibrations are 
too slow for you? Find out where it feels more comfort- 
able by feeling your energy as you place it on different 
places on your body. Are you comfortable with it? 
Perhaps you need a particular color in your auric field. 
Ask yourself for what purpose are you wearing this 
crystal. Does it do the job? Ask your guidance what 
you are to do with this crystal. Repeat this procedure 
with all your crystals and all your jewelry. 

It is possible to get sick from wearing objects that 
belonged to other people whose energies are not com- 
patible with yours. To prevent this from happening, if 
you are given or inherit an old piece of jewelry, soak it 
fora weck in salt water. Use four tablespoons of sea salt 
to one quart of spring water. If possible, leave the bath 
with the object in it in the sun. 


The Life Energy in the Food You Eat 


All of the food that you eat is filled with life energy. 
Different foods carry different energy combinations. 
This means that when you eat food, you imbibe the 
energy in the food. If this energy is what your auric 
field needs, it will help your body and your health. If 
the energy in the food you eat is not what your field 
needs, then it will interfere with your health. 

We need a lot of additional research to clarify how 
the life energy in our food affects us. The two major 
investigators I know of who have investigated life en- 
ergy in our food are the famous Michio Kushi, who 
developed macrobiotics, and Dr. Hazel Parcelles, a 
naturopathic physician in Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
who studied the life energy in organically grown foods 
as compared to the life energy in foods that have been 
grown with pesticides. 

Macrobiotics essentially divides foods by their en- 
ergy into two basic groups: those that contain yin, or 
female, energy and those that contain yang, or male, 
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energy. All foods can be designated on a line depicting 
a degree of either yin or yang, with neutral in the 
middle. According to macrobiotics, we need a certain 
combination of types of foods based on the energy that 
they carry. This combination varies with who we are, 
the season of the year, and the location we live in. 
Macrobiotics is very popular in this country now. I 
have seen many people get well from it. Other people 
have not done so well on it because their bodies could 
not adjust to it. It was a drastic change in their lifelong 
diet, or it simply wasn't what their bodies needed at the 
tme. 

Dr. Hazel Parcelles is a longtime healer who is 103 at 
the time of this writing and still practicing her art. She 
pioneered in the field of measuring the life energies 
in foods to determine if they had “life-supporting or 
life-enhancing" energy rates. (Energy rates means fre- 
quency of pulsations.) She devised a method to mea- 
sure life energy rates in food with a pendulum. If any 
food measures below the life-supporting or -enhancing 
rate, she advises not to eat it. If eaten, it simply takes 
energy out of the system. 

According to Parcelles, there are two major things 
that decrease the life energy rates in food. The first is 
pollution from such things as pesticides and acid rain. 
In order for food to be healthy, it must maintain an 
auric pulse rate that is at least as high as the human 
energy field pulse rate. Fresh, naturally grown foods 
always have higher energy than those that are polluted 
with pesticides. Organic food contains the life energy 
vibratory patterns we need for our health. Organic 
food is healthy not only because it maintains the nor- 
mal energy pattern of the produce but because it main- 
tains an intensity and vibration rate high enough to 
sustain life. It also contains more natural nutrients such 
as vitamins and minerals. 

Drs. Patrick and Gael Crystal Flanagan of Flagstaff, 
Arizona, have been observing the effect of nutrients on 
the blood through a high-powered dark field micro- 
scope for many years. They have found that organic 
raw fruits and vegetables as well as their juices quickly 
affect the blood in a positive way. Raw fruits and vege- 
tables provide trace minerals and live enzymes that are 
powerful blood catalysts. The fluid within the cells of 
organic fruits and vegetables has a high zeta potential 
or negative electrical charge. The zeta potential is the 
force that maintains the discreteness of the billions of 
circulating cells that nourish the human organism. Our 
blood cells are kept in circulation by it. If the zeta 
potential is low, toxins cannot be suspended for elim- 
ination, nutrients cannot be suspended for transporta- 


tion to the cells, and the entire system becomes 
clogged. 

The Flanagans have found that poisons and pollut- 
ants tend to destroy the zeta potential in the foods we 
eat, thereby making them very hard to utilize for the 
body's nutritional needs. Saturated fats and animal fats 
found in milk, dairy products, potato chips, processed 
foods and meats tend to cause blood clumping and 
stickiness. This interferes with the mobility and ability 


of the blood to transport nutrients to the cells. It also 


stops the body from eliminating toxins. 

Certain positively charged ions like the aluminum 
ion are extremely destructive to the balance of the 
biological colloidal system. This is why we should not 
use aluminum pots and pans for cooking. We should 
carefully avoid aluminum-containing products such as 
antacids, baking powders, and deodorants. 

Pesticides not only decrease the vibrational rate of 
produce to below that which sustains life, they disfig- 
ure the energy field pattern of the produce, thereby 
changing its nature. The more pesticides in foods, the 
more the energy field of the food is distorted and weak- 
ened. Parcelles has ways of removing the negative en- 
ergy effects of poisons left in whole foods such as 
vegetables, fruits, and eggs. The formula may seem 
absurd because it is so simple, but it restores the origi- 
nal pattern and intensity of the life energy field of the 
produce. It works for vegetables, fruits, whole grains, 
and whole raw eggs. It does not work for any food that 
no longer has its energy field intact—such as meat, 
poultry, processed foods, milled grains, or dairy. 

Simply fill your sink with cool water. Add a capful of 
Clorox. It must be plain Clorox, without anything 
added to it (not new and improved with special scents 
or anything). Put all the garden produce and eggs that 
you bring home from the grocery store to soak in the 
sink for twenty minutes. After twenty minutes, rinse 
everything in cool water, and you are finished. Simply 
store in the refrigerator as usual. 

Dr. Parcelles states that the second major way food 
loses its energy is by spoiling. As foods spoil, they lose 
their frequency rate and vibrate at a frequency lower 
than life. If you eat these foods, they will simply de- 
crease the rate of vibration of your field. Your field will 
have to make up for the decreased frequency by draw- 
ing energy from another source, such as the digestive 
organs, or discard it as waste energy. It is better not to 
eat them. Be sure your food is fresh. Overcooking food 
also decreases the life energy in it. So it is great to have 
lightly steamed vegetables rather than fully cooked 
ones. 
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There are other things that affect the energy in 
foods. For example, when animals are slaughtered in 
terror, their auras have the energy configuration of 
terror. The aura of terror, which is grayish white with 
sharp points, is then taken into the persons who eat it. 
They then must clear the energy of terror out of their 
field. From my perspective, this is one of the reasons 
why rabbis do a ceremony before slaughtering cattle 
for kosher meat. 

To keep the energy in meat clean and synchronized 
with earth energies, Native American people took 
only the meat they needed to eat. They did it in 
reverence and gratitude. They would ask permission 
in ceremony to receive the nourishment from the ani- 
mals about to be hunted and killed. By doing this, 
they were holographically maintaining the fourth- 
level connection to the animals, whom they saw as 
equal inhabitants of the earth. In the ceremony there 
is acknowledgment that one day the person would 
also be consumed to nourish other forms of life and 
thereby maintain the great cycle of life eating life to 
remain alive. This was a way of staying within the 
divine pattern of God's will. 

Synthetic vitamins and minerals do not have the 
normal energy field of natural vitamins and minerals 
that your energy field needs. Therefore, taking syn- 
thetic vitamins and minerals will not necessarily fulfill 
your energy field needs. 

Medicines are not made with the energy field in 
mind. Many of them cause strong negative effects in 
the ficld such as decreasing or changing the normal 
vibration levels needed to maintain health. Homeo- 
pathic remedies, on the other hand, are energy medi- 
cine and work directly through the field to the physical 
body. The higher the potency, the higher the auric level 
they affect. 


Your Eating Habits and Your Aura 


Be sure to eat when you arc hungry. When a field does 
not receive all the types of energy it needs or when 
there is no food available, the energy field gets very 
depleted. The longer hunger goes on, the more de- 
pleted the field gets. The field will get depleted in the 
areas of the field where the particular energies arc lack- 
ing and where it is already weak. One of the hardest 
things about healing back problems is preventing rein- 
jury. Reinjuries always occur when the client is hungry. 
I asked clients with back problems to carry little snack 


bags of fresh nuts and raisins with them to work. Every 
time they were late for a meal, they could eat to keep up 


` their blood sugar level. They did not reinjure them- 


selves then. Their blood sugar level was apparently 
affecting the strength of their muscles and also their 
physical awareness as to what was okay and what was 
not okay to do. 

Overeating, on the other hand, can cause the vibra- 
tions of a field to decrease, and the person to go into 
depression. The aura of overeating looks dark and 
slimy. It is full of toxins. 

When you do not drink when you need to, your 
energy field begins to contract. After a long time of 
thirst, it begins to get brittle. If your thirst continues 
and dehydration sets in, your auric field will begin to 
splinter. 

Pay attention to your food when you eat it, and make 
it look appealing. Give yourself enough time to eat. 
Chew your food well. It is extremely important not to 
have a stressful meeting while you eat. Stress imme- 
diately affects the third chakra by closing it down or 
tightening it. The third chakra brings the life energies 
to your digestive organs. Remember, the food is going 
to nourish your cells and become you once it is inside 
your body. 

Before you begin to eat, do a little meditation with 
your hands placed over your food to give it energy and 
synchronize with it. Visualize it nourishing you. Give 
thanks for it. Then, as you eat, follow your food all the 
way through your digestive system and into your cells. 
It will help you appreciate it. 


General Guidelines for Good Food to Eat 


Everyone needs a diet that is especially suited to him or 
her. This diet will change with the seasons and over 
time. If you are having any digestive problems such as 
intestinal gas, please get yourself checked out for what 
you may be allergic to or what digestive organs are not 
functioning properly. Exhaustion, dizziness, inability 
to think clearly, and even spinal misalignment can all be 
related to food allergies. Bloating after meals is very 
common for people of middle age in this country and 
often is related to the inability of the body to digest 
carbohydrates and polysaccharides. Many diseases such 
as Crohn's disease, ulcerative colitis, diverticulitis, cel- 
iac disease, cystic fibrosis, and chronic diarrhea have 
been cured or alleviated through a low- ssarbonyarate, 
or specific-carbohydrate diet. 

If you are in good health, probably your diet is 
working for you. I hesitate to recommend any specific 
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diet because everyone's needs are so individual. How- 
ever, here are some good general guidelines for healthy 
Ways to eat. 


Eat Only Organic Food 

Its energy field is stronger, and it has a vibration rate 
high enough to sustain and enhance life. If you can't 
get it, use Dr. Parcelles's cleaning methods to restore 
the original energy patterns. Choose unprocessed 
foods. If you buy packaged food, be sure to read the 
label to check what may have been added in processing. 
Drink only fresh spring water, bottled in glass, or get a 
very good water filtration system. 


What to Eat 

Your diet should consist mostly of whole grains, salad, 
and fresh organic vegetables in season. That means 
more root vegetables in the winter to synchronize you 
with winter earth energies. You can also eat fresh fish, 
organic lean meats like turkey or chicken breast, and 
some other meats like lamb, depending on your body’s 
needs. Be sure to use cold-pressed polyunsaturated oils 
on your salad. Some studies have shown that certain 
oils, like cod liver oil and linseed oil, reduce the choles- 
terol in the blood. They are also high in vitamin A. You 
may want to add them to your diet. 

Steam or roast your food whenever possible. Or eat 
it raw. 

Choose fresh whole grains over bread and pasta. 
Whole grains retain life energy much longer than flour. 
Mixing grains, corn, and beans to get complete protein 
is good. Dried beans need to be cooked slowly and well 
so that they are easier to digest. Many people have 
trouble digesting soybeans. If you get gas from eating 
beans, it means you have not digested the food com- 
pletely. Cut them out of your diet till you are stronger. 
Try tofu. It is partially digested for you. 

Buy only fresh nuts and keep them in the refrigera- 
tor. When they go rancid, they are very hard to digest, 
and it is best not to eat them. Remember, nuts are high 
in oils, so be sure they are okay for you. Don’t eat too 
many. 


What Not to Eat 
Cut out all foods that have preservatives or other chem- 
ical additives because their vibrational rate is not life- 
supporting. Keep your diet low in foods that have fat, 
cholesterol, sugar, salt, and dairy; low in acidic foods 
like tomatoes; and low in foods that have stimulants 
like coffee and chocolate. Dairy foods and sometimes 
wheat tend to produce mucus in the system. I suggest 


that you limit your dairy intake to very little or none. 
There are lots of nonfat, lactose-reduced dairy products 
on the market today. You may want to try them. Many 
people have negative reactions to nightshades, such as 
eggplant and green peppers. 

Do not eat bottom fish, like sole or fluke, or the 
kinds that have been polluted. Each year, different fish 
in different areas of the world’s seas get polluted іп. 
different ways. To keep informed as to what is clean 
enough to eat, ask your local health food store people 
or check with the FDA. 


Read the Labels 
On any packaged food, you get to find out what it is 
that you are buying. Do this especially in the health 
food stores on items that say they are protein snacks. 
Most of them really aren’t. They are a New Age way of 
denying our intake of sweets. Most of that stuff is really 
just New Age junk food. 


Watch Your Distribution of Calorie Intake 

Get one of the many little books that are on the market 
that show the amount of calories and cholesterol and 
the different types of fat in different foods. Use it as a 
guideline to choose the foods you will eat. There are 
also some good books that give diets that balance spe- 
cific ratios of protein, fruit, vegetables, carbohydrates, 
and fat. They even give specific meal plans and recipes. 
Read the labels of the food you buy to determine the 
grams of protein, carbohydrates, fat, and cholesterol. If 
the label doesn’t tell you what you need to know, you 
may not want to purchase the product. Many labels are 
very misleading just to make a sale. 


Food Combinations 
It is easier for your body to digest certain combinations 
of food. Hard-to-digest food will stay in the system and 
dump toxins into your body. Mucus in the digestive 
tract is composed of long strings of undigested protein. 
If you follow simple guidelines in mixing food accord- 
ing to the digestive process, your body will more easily 
digest them. Grains and vegetables gu together weil. In 
general, we could say starches and vegetables go to- 
gether well. So do proteins and vegetables, like meat 
and vegetables or nuts and vegetables. Oil and leafy 
greens or oil and acid or subacid fruits digest okay 
together. But oil with sweet fruits like bananas or dates 
does not. Remember, oil slows digestion. ‘Things that 
are hard to digest together are protein and starch (meat 
and potatoes), oil and starch, or fruit and starch. Eat 
melon alone, and wait a couple of hours before eating 
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anything else. Any fruit makes a great snack. Fruit is 
best eaten alone, as are fruit juices. If you have juice in 
the morning, drink it as soon as you get up. Wait a half 
to one hour, then have breakfast. 


Drinking tbe Waters of Life — 

Water is very important to our health. Water is the 
carrier of all nutrients to the cells, including oxygen. 
We cannot even breathe without water. The human 
brain is composed of over 90% water, and the body is 
at least 70% water. Even bones are 60% water. Since 
our bodies are composed of mostly water, the type of 
water we drink has a profound influence on our well- 
being. There are several places on earth that have “spe- 
cial water” where people live to be 100 or more. The 
Flanagans have found that this special water is full of 
natural colloidal mineral clusters that are suspended by 
an electrical charge or zeta potential. This alters the 
surface tension of the water and makes it a more effi- 
cient solvent and wetting agent. It is the solvent nature 
of water that enables it to perform its functions in the 
living system. Certain minerals in this special water 
actually alter the structure of the water so that it closely 
resembles that found in the cells of living fruits and 
vegetables. 

Aluminum salts are used to precipitate or coagulate 
organic colloids out of many municipal water supply 


systems. Free aluminum ions are sometimes found in - 


city tap water. These aluminum ions neutralize the zeta 
potential in the water, and make it very unhealthy to 
drink because it will decrease our blood’s capability to 
carry nutrients to the cells and toxins away from the 
cells. Therefore it is important to drink fresh spring 
water, or water that has been distilled or run through a 
reverse osmosis system. 


Vitamins and Minerals 
Take only natural vitamins and minerals. They carry 
natural earth energy. Many people have strong 
negative reactions to some of the vitamins they take 
because they are sensitive to the binders with which 
vitamins are made. If your diet is good, you may not 
need them. Be aware of the stress changes on your 
body as you go through your normal schedule. There 
are times when you need them and times when you 
don't. If you do eat foods that have been grown on 
weak soil, you may need vitamins to make up for the 
deficiencies in your food. If you are working in the 
health-care field and have a lot of personal contact 
with ill people, you need to supplement your diet with 
vitamins and minerals. Be sure to get a good 


multimineral/vitamin natural product, and. be sure to 
take extra amounts of calcium, potassium, magne- 
sium, and vitamin C. Take liquid calcium so that ‘it 
gets digested in the stomach rather than in the lower 
intestines. Never take vitamin C without taking vita- 
mins A and E. Again, the amount depends upon your 
body. The algae on the market today is a very good 
source of minerals and vitamins. 

The Flanagans have found that all natural raw vege- 
tarian foods contain more than twice as much magne- 
sium as calcium. In addition they contain at least five 
times as much potassium as sodium. The sodium/ 
potassium balance controls blood mobility through 
electrical charge balance while the magnesium/calcium 
balance affects the output of hormones that control the 
mobility of these ions in and out of the bones and soft 
tissues. These hormones can directly affect blood bal- 
ance. The Flanagans state that excess magnesium helps 
to move calcium away from soft tissüe and into the 
bones where it belongs. When calcium is in excess to 
magnesium, hormones are released that move calcium 
away from bones and into soft tissue where the excess 
calcium ions destroy cells. For years I have observed 
this in the bodies of my clients. I was so pleased to see it 
verified scientifically that I wanted to mention it. 

Itis important to absorb nutrients over time in order 
for them to be effective. Therefore, do not take all of 
your vitamins at once; rather spread them out, so that 
your blood levels can be maintained at a healthy level 
throughout the day. 


Creating Your Special Diet 


If you have a serious illness, an important part of your 
healing plan must include planning your diet. Which 
diet is right for you depends on what your problem is 
and what treatment modalities you have chosen. Some 
physicians and healers have not been thoroughly 
trained in dietary healing. If yours are not, get someone 
who specializes in diet to work on your healing team. 
Be sure that they know something about the energy in 
food and food balancing as well as its physical nutri- 
tion. Work openly with your physician, your healer, 
and your other health-care professionals. Some health- 
care professionals may vary your diet week to week or 
month to month, depending upon your progress. The 
foods you eat must not only nourish you in specific 
ways according to your condition, they must also be 
easy for your system to digest. Most likely it will be 
important to regulate your protein, fat, and carbohy- 
drate intake, as well as salt, sweets, and stimulants. You 
may have to have everything cooked to aid in your 
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digestion. Remember, no matter what the diet is, you 
still should be able to find ways to choose the things 
you like to eat. | 

Macrobiotics is well known today. As I said earlier, I 
have found it very helpful for many of the people who 
follow it. Others were not helped. Some of the basic 
principles of food balancing in macrobiotics are very 
important. I have seen macrobiotic diets clear the en- 
ergy field very nicely. If you are having any kind of 
radiation treatments, consider going macrobiotic. Ac- 
cording to Michio and Aveline Kushi, macrobiotics is 
very effective in curing radiation sickness. In his book 
Macrobiotic Diet, Michio Kushi states: 


At the time of the atomic bombing of Nagasaki in 
1945, Tatsuichiro Akizuki, M.D., was director of 
the Department of Internal Medicine at St. Francis’ 
Hospital in Nagasaki. Most patients in the hospital, 
located one mile from the center of the blast, sur- 
vived the initial effects of the bomb, but soon after 
came down with symptoms of radiation sickness 
from the radioactivity that had been released. Dr. 
Akizuki fed his staff and patients a strict macrobiotic 
diet of brown rice, miso and tamari soy sauce soup, 
wakame and other sea vegetables, Hokkaido pump- 
kin, and sea salt and prohibited the consumption of 
sugar and sweets. As a result, he saved everyone in 
his hospital, while many other survivors in the city 
perished from radiation sickness. 


Other healing diets, such as the Pritikin diet and Dr. 
Ann Wigmore’s diets, have helped people who are ill. I 
have seen many people helped a great deal with a high 
protein diet set out for them by biochemists. The Fit 
for Life diet, which includes a lot of fruit in the morn- 
ing, helped many people lose weight, feel lighter and 
healthier, and be more energized. But others, who had 
candida (yeast infections), got worse because of the 
high fructose in that diet. See the Bibliography for 
books about these diets. Be open to exploring, but pay 
attention to how the diet is working for you. 

Some health-care professionals recommend special 
fasts, cleansing diets, or special purges like enemas, 
colonics, or liver flushes to clear the system. These are 
effective when used with care and consideration of 
your body and its tolerances. If you want to fast, get 
some guidance on what kind of fast is best for you. 
Don't do it without learning how because you could 
hurt yourself. | 

While enemas and colonics provide fast clearing of 
the body's toxins, they also wash away your natural 
digestive fluids, which you will need to replace. If you 
take too many of them, you can get weaker. Do not just 


get a few colonics on your own. If you do colonics, you 
need one health-care professional in charge of your 
overall program. It is best that the part of the colonic 
apparatus that is inserted into you has never been used 
before. If not, buy that part for yourself only to use. I 
have seen some patients greatly helped by colonics and 
others weakened from taking too many. If you are 
allergic to coffee, don't take a coffee enema. Use pure 
water instead. Coffee could send your body into con- 
vulsions. If you're not allergic to coffee, you may on the 
other hand feel very cleansed and get a high from it. 

Once you have the specifics of what is best for you to 
eat, you can then utilize the General Guidelines for 
Good Food to Eat above to choose the foods that can 
make up that diet. 


Energy Exercises for All Your Bodies 


Studies show that if you exercise, you not only reduce 
your aging rate, you can reverse it. It is never too late to 
start. Recently in Time magazine there was a picture of 
an eighty-year-old grandmother who took up karate 
and became a black belt within two or so years. 

The American Heart Association recommends at 
least a good twenty minutes of aerobic-type exercise a 
minimum of three times a week. You can work up to 
five times per week if you like. By aerobic, they mean 
any activity that works large muscle groups to continu- 
ously maintain an elevated heart rate of 60 to 65 per- 
cent maximum heart rate for fifteen minutes or longer. 
Your maximum heart rate is the absolute capability of 
your heart to beat. Of course, you don’t want to exer- 
cise at that rate since it would severely strain your 
heart—perhaps to the point of death. You can deter- 
mine your maximum heart rate by subtracting your age 
from 220. This includes aerobic workout or dancing, 
walking, biking, swimming, rowing, jumping rope, 
and cross-country skiing. Aerobic exercise keeps your 
circulatory system strong and usually does not build 
muscles or help you lose much weight. You start to lose 
weight only after the twenty-minute period is up. 
Therefore, you have to keep going longer. To build 
muscle you need to exercise in other ways. Find out 
how from your local health club. 

The best way to lose weight is to exercise and to eat 
well, as described in the section on food. Studies have 
shown that it is much better to exercise and eat than to 
severely limit your food intake to lose weight. 

Yoga is very good for the body, as weil as for all the 
levels of the auric field, when done with a good instruc- 
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tor. It helps establish a strong body-mind connection 
and brings large amounts of smooth-flowing energy to 
your system. Some of the postures are designed to 
balance and charge acupuncture meridians. You will 
need to supplement it with the aerobic workout for 
your heart. 

Regular swimming, dance, and aerobic exercises 
charge the first level of the field quite well, provided 
that all parts of the body are given attention. Exercise 
machines, such as the Nautilus, will increase the 
strength of the muscles of the first level ofthe field, and 
somewhat that of the organs, but not as well as faster 
movement exercises. 

For levels one through three of your auric field, the 
energy bodies associated with the material world, tai 
chi and chi gong, give balance and charge and strength 
to the field on the first through the third levels. If done 
correctly according to individual needs, they can 
strengthen all parts of the body and bring about health. 
Tai chi and chi gong are wonderful for increasing your 
energy, your body-mind connection, and your ground- 
ing. I think such soft martial arts are the best types of 
body-mind trainings there are, provided the instruc- 
tors are well trained. Tai chi and chi gong can 
strengthen more levels, depending how well the mind- 
body interface is focused. They can strengthen the 
higher levels if practiced with meditation. All of these 
exercises are done with specific breathing techniques 
that charge and balance the auric field. 


Exercise: Energy Exchange 


The following energy exchange exercise does great 
things for the fourth level of the field. These exercises 
are done with a partner. Put on some music you like, 
and stand face to face with a partner. Begin by putting 
your palms up together with your partner's palms, 
close but not touching. Now move to the music, keep- 
ing your palms synchronized. Notice how easy it be- 
comes after some practice. When it becomes easy, try 
closing your eyes. Continue moving to the music. You 
may be surprised at how easy it is to synchronize with 
another's energy. Once you are synchronized, open 
your eyes again. 

Now bring some of your focus to yourself. How are 
you doing this? What are you doing with your energy 
field to make this possible? Search for particular feel- 
ings in your field so that you will know how to re-create 
this state of communion again. Enjoy this exercise with 
another partner. How is it different? How is it the 
same? Continue as long as you like. Try the same exer- 
cise without music. How do you like it this way? Once 


you have become used to the state of communion, you 
can apply it in other situations. If someone calls for 
help, try it. If you are about to get into an argument 
with someone, try it. 


Breathing and Exercise 


Through breath control we can regulate and direct the 
flow of energy through our body and auric field. Any 
good exercise includes breath regulation. 

Healers breathe strongly and deeply to increase their 
energy and power for healing. 

Many people in our culture do not breathe deeply 
and use only the upper-chest breathing. This keeps the 
energy field weaker than it could be. Deep diaphrag- 
matic breathing is automatic in children, but we begin 
to cut our breath down as we block our feelings. Hold- 
ing our breath or dampening our breathing is the best 
way to stop feelings and anesthetize ourselves. The 
lungs are associated with freedom. If we dampen our 
breathing or let the chest collapse, we feel sadness. Our 
shallow breathing in this culture is related to our feel- 
ings of being trapped in a world we cannot control and 
feel very unsafe and unfulfilled in. 

Breathing fully and deeply with our diaphragms 
helps us feel the power to regain our freedom and 
works to release the spirit of fear in which we are all 
held in this nuclear age. 

Here is a simple breathing exercise: Stand with your 
knees bent, legs at shoulder width, so that your knees 
come over your feet; or sit upright in a chair with only 
the lower part of your back supported. Relax. With 
your right index finger, hold your left nostril closed. 
Take a deep breath in through your right nostril. Hold 
it, close your right nostril with your right thumb. Now 
breathe out the left nostril. Then breathe in the left 
nostril. Hold your breath. Close your left nostril with 
your right index finger. Release your right nostril and 
breathe out. Repeat this breathing while pulling your 
diaphragm down so that your lower abdomen thrusts 
out on your breast. Fill your whole chest with air. Now 
you can add a simple mantra if you choose for each in- 
and-out breath—freedom, power, health. When you 
get used to the feeling of deep breathing, you can do it 
through both nostrils anytime. Hopefully, it will be- 
come a healthy habit. 

In martial arts, the direction of strength and power is 
always the direction of the energy flow. A sharp out- 
burst of energy directed at an opponent is always ac- 
companied by a large forced-out breath and a loud cry. 

Martial arts, in which two people interact with cach 
other's energy fields, will charge and strengthen the 
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fourth level of the auric field, the level of relationship. 
However, the best physical exercise I can think of to 
enhance the fourth level of your auric field is to dance. 
Dance is always done in relationship—ifnot to another 
person, then to the music itself! 

The fifth, sixth, and seventh levels of the field are the 
energy bodies associated with the spiritual world. 
These levels of the field are charged, balanced, and 
strengthened by doing special exercises such as kun- 
dalini yoga and kriya yoga that combine yoga positions 
with the *breath of fire." It is best to learn these from a 
good instructor. 

Breath of fire is a type of fast pant breath that uses the 
diaphragm as a pump. It gives a very powerful charge 
to the aura, very quickly. The last breath is taken deeply 
and held, then slowly let go. By doing this in different 
yoga positions, the exerciser first charges the field, chen 
directs the energy to exactly where it is needed. 

We all need exercise, even when ill. One patient of 
mine who was mostly bed-ridden for years from a 
spinal injury could walk only short distances with a 
walker or with help. She got tired of that and hired 
a person who walked dogs to walk her. At first it was a 
very short distance. Now it is several times around the 
block. This improved her health so much that she no 
longer needs a wheelchair. 

Whatever your condition is, be sure to get whatever 
kind of exercise you can do. It is very important. If you 
are too ill to do much, do a little. O. Carl Simonton, 
M.D., in his book The Healing Journey, recommends a 
range of motion exercises in bed. I highly recommend 
these. Choose your type of exercise; if possible find 
someone who knows about exercise and get them to 
design some just for you in your condition. There are 
forms of tai chi and chi gong that are designed specifi- 
cally for healing. They are designed to open each acu- 
puncture meridian. If possible, have a good tai chi 
instructor come to your house to work specifically with 
you. A little walk will do you a world of good. If it's 
warm, get outside into the sunlight and get a breath of 
fresh air. As you recover, you will be able to walk 
farther. Eventually you can work up to a good one-half 
to one hour brisk walk. 


Slecp and Rest 


When you are tired, your auric field shrinks and is dull. 
Its colors are washed out. Its otherwise normally beau- 
tiful, bright sixth level rays of light stream out in all 
directions, sag, and droop. The longer you go without 


rest, the more dilapidated your field looks. The sooner 
you get rest when you are tired, the quicker the aura 
regains its normal fullness, brilliance, luster, and shape. 

Some people need a good nine to ten hours’ rest; 
some need eight; some less. Generally, we need less rest 
as we get older. Some people need the rest all in one 
shot; others need it more often in smaller amounts. 
Some people are night owls; some are morning people. 

When and how much rest you need is highly individ- 
ual. It’s a good idea to listen to what your body wants 
and to try to follow it. During the fifteen or so years I 
had a healing practice, I struggled with this problem. I 
found that I became extremely tired between 1:30 and 
2:45 р.м. It was very difficult to give healings during 
that time. I realized that it simply wasn’t working for 
me—so I changed my schedule. Since I am a morning 
person, I began early. I gave four healings between 
8:00 A.M. and 1:00 p.m. Then I ate from 1:00 to 1:30, 
slept from 1:30 to 2:45, and gave healings between 
3:00 and 5:00 or 6:00 P.M. It took me only a couple of 
minutes to fall asleep at 1:30. Each time I would see 
myself going into a white light. Like clockwork I 
would wake up at 2:45 and be ready for a new day! It 
was like having two days in one and really worked 
for me. 

There are no rules for how you ought to sleep— 
other than rest when you are tired and according to 
your body rhythms. Experiment with what works for 
you, and try it for a while. You will be surprised at how 
much more energy you have. Don’t keep your rest 
schedule rigid over a long period of time, because it 
will change. Just go with your flow that keeps your 
aura bright and charged. 


How You Use Your Time 


How you spend your time on a daily and weekly basis is 
very important to your physical, emotional, mental, 
and spiritual well-being. Remember, each level of your 
auric field corresponds to specific aspects of your life. 
The only way to keep your field healthy and charged is 
by giving time and focus to each aspect. You probably 
won't be able to give equal time to all aspects of your 
life. But be sure to give at least several hours a week to 
all aspects. Things included in your time-activities bud- 
get are time for yourself alone, your mate, your family 
and friends, your work and social life, and your relax- 
ation. If you tend to spend more time in one of these to 
the detriment of the others, schedule the forgotten 
activities on your calendar. If you are a workaholic 
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type, be sure to schedule alone times and times with 
your spouse as thoroughly as you schedule your work 
time. Give adequate time to developing each aspect of 
your life in order to develop each aspect of your auric 
field. Let's go over them again. To keep your physical 
body and first level of the field in good condition, 
spend time doing physical activities and exercises and 
eat well. To keep your second level healthy is to love 
yourself. 

Spend time giving yourself loving caring and doing 
whatever you feel like doing. You need time for your- 
self, at least one hour a day or one day a weck that is 
devoted to you and whatever you want to do. That 
means that you are taking care of yourself that day, not 
other people. Play your favorite games or music. Be 
with your favorite people or be alone, your choice. Do 
things that you haven't given yourself time to do. 

To keep your third level healthy, spend time using 
your mind. Read books, problem-solve, create new 
ideas. Your fourth level can be kept healthy by main- 
taining a good working intimate relationship and sup- 
portive friendships. The higher three levels of your 
field can be kept healthy by following spiritual practices 
that are right for you, such as meditation, prayer, work- 
ing with divine will, and deep contemplation. 

When you are ill, you can still maintain activities in 
all seven aspects of your life. Of course, they will be 
different from what you may consider to be normal. In 
fact, you are more likely to have more time to devote to 
the spiritual aspects of your life. This helps a great deal 
in your healing. In illness, some of the biggest changes 
in your time-activity budget will be in your work and 
your relationships. The time you once spent at your 
work or taking care of your family is now spent taking 
care of yourself. This may seem very strange at first if 
you aren't used to it. It may be especially hard if you 
have spent a great deal of your life doing your work and 
if work is one of the major ways you have felt good 
about yourself. 

You may have used your work to define who you are. 
Suddenly, you no longer have that part of your life in 
an active way. This will be very threatening at first. Be 
sure to give these threatening feclings time and space. 
Meditate on it yourself, and discuss it with friends. Tell 
them exactly how you are threatened, and they will be 
able to help you. Remember, no matter how important 
your work, it is not more important than you are. 
As you learn to let go of that self-definition for the time 
your illness requires, you will find deeper areas of your- 
self that were pushed away in your busy life, and that 


you may have not met for a long time. Your first order 
of business is to take care of yourself. Try it for a 
while—you might just find out that you like it! What- 
ever your work skills are, they will also come in handy 
now, because you can take what you have learned in the 
work arca of your life and apply it to your new 
project—healing yourself. For example, if you have 
been a manager, you will be able to use your organiza- 
tional skills to organize your healing team and your 
healing plan. On the other hand, it may be good for 
you to just let go and let someone else do it. 

You will find your life rhythms changing during an 
illness. When you are healthy, your life rhythms will 
flow in ways you consider to be natural for you. For 
example, you probably wake up at a regular time most 
days and get sleepy at another—say, in the middle of the 
day. You may go to bed early, or maybe you are a night 
owl. You probably get hungry at regular times during 
the day and cat certain sized meals that you think are 
natural and healthy. You probably prefer to do exercises 
at a certain time of day and not at another time. 

Don't get alarmed when all chis changes. Don't try to 
force yourself to keep the old rhythm or to go back to 
it. That is not healthy. You are moving into different 
healthy rhythm cycles. Your appetite will change, your 
sleeping hours will change. You may even get to sleep 
when you always wanted to but had to work. You may 
have more energy when other people are dozing off, or 
vice versa. The healthy rhythm for you now is the one 
your body chooses. Now is the time to simply go with 
your body's new healing rhythms. Eventually they will 
settle into what you label as normal. You just need a 
little adjustment. Your rhythms may not ever revert 
back to what you called healthy and normal before you 
got ill. That's okay. You will probably like the new ones 
better. 


Some Good Questions to Ask Yourself 
about Taking Care of Your Physical Body 
and Your Auric Field Are: 

Do I need to improve any of my personal hygiene 

habits? 
What is the best kind of exercise for me now? 
What is the best diet for me now? 
What clothing and jewelry best suit me now? 
What colors do I need to wear now, considering my 

moods and my state of health? 
Is my diet right for me? 
Do I consider the life energy in the foods I choose? 
Is my time budget the best for me?

Healing Yourself with 
Love by Letting Go of 
Perfectionism 


You arc your primary healer. One of the most powerful 
paths of self-healing is to enter into a positive emo- 
tional relationship with yourself. Most of us need a lot 
of work in this area. We simply will not accept our- 
selves the way we are. For example, a guilt feeling is 
nothing but the rejection of the state in which we find 
ourselves in the moment, indicating that we arc unwill- 
ing to accept ourselves as we are now. That is, if we feel 
guilty for something we have done or not done, then 
either we arc procrastinating doing something to rec- 
tify it, we are still processing it, or we have made the 
choice to punish ourselves with guilt because our ac- 
tions did not express our integrity. It is easier to feel 
guilty for something than to do what we must to keep 
our integrity. We fear whatever it is we must do. It is 
easier to fecl guilty than to face our fear. Our guilt 
covers our fear, but it leads to self-rejection. We choose 
self-rejection over fear. 

The most epidemic health problem we have is self- 
hatred. I understand that this may sound outrageous, 
especially to someone who has not felt self-hatred or 
who is in denial. But whenever you get to know anyone 
more deeply, you find a kernel of self-hatred inside 
them that runs very deep. 

Rather than calling it self-hatred, we use the term 
low self-esteem. Inside each person is a constant strug- 
gle for self-esteem that covers the self-hatred. The 


struggle for self-esteem rarely stops. Everyone tries to 
be special in some way to prove their self-worth. It 
may not be conscious, but it shows in behavior, both 
underachieving and overachieving. There are those 
who try harder and those who don’t even bother. We 
are in a vicious cycle. We try, or blatantly don’t try, to 
prove we are worthy by a set of standards we laid out 
for ourselves in childhood. Yet when we do attain the 
goals laid out in those standards, we simply disregard 
them and pursue different ones. 

We base our self-worth on what we expect of our- 
selves. We demand an impossible perfection from our- 
selves. Then we judge and reject ourselves when we do 
not achieve that perfection. We demand a never- 
ending list of accomplishments from ourselves. As we 
achieve each one, we ignore and devalue it. We imme- 
diately focus on the next hurdle to surmount. We don’t 
allow time for the accomplishment to sink in or to 
congratulate ourselves for what we have done or for 
what we have become through our effort and struggle. 
We do not give ourselves the gifts that we have 
achieved or have given to others. Just ask healers to 
compare the number of their self-healings to the num- 
ber of healings given to others. Ask musicians if they 
can listen to and enjoy their own music without being 


- judgmental. 


No wonder there are people who don’t even try to 
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achieve anything. They sec the folly in the whole game, 
so they refuse to play. Unfortunately, they kill their 
creativity, spirit, life energy, and sometimes their 
bodies in the process. 

There are two levels of causes under all this striving 
or nonstriving. One is the level of psychological cause. 
The other is the deeper, spiritual cause. 


The Cause of Self-Hatred 
on the Psychological Level 


On the psychological level, the cause of self-hatred is 
self-betrayal, which begins for us in early childhood. 
Since we were small children we have disliked ourselves 
when we couldn't do what we thought we ought to be 
able to do, whether it was something we initiated or 
something that was requested of us by a parent, 
teacher, or some other authority. Remember, we were 
small children. We had very little sense of what is 
possible. 

What we do know is that, like all children, we were 
born with unconditional love for those around us. We 
want all those around us to be happy and loving. We 
expect unconditional love from those around us. Un- 
fortunately, things rarely work out that way. Here’s 
what happens instead. 

When we see other people in our lives—almost all of 
them bigger than we are—expressing their negative 
feelings, it scares us. Many adults overpower us when 
they are angry or when we express our negative feel- 
ings. This happens even if we have a really good reason 
for negative feelings that are truly expressing our re- 
sponse to a bad situation. As small children, this over- 
powering feels life-threatening, so we suppress our 
justified response to a life situation. 

In addition to the suppression of justified negative 
reactions, we have no way of dealing with the fact that 
people in our family aren’t always loving to each other 
and that they express fear and hatred. So we do the 
logical—to a child—thing. We try to make the hurts 
go away and everything all better. We deny our own 
feelings, and betray ourselves in the process. 

- Of course, to take care of everyone in this way is an 
impossible task. But that doesn't stop us. The more we 
try to smooth things over and deny negative feelings in 
ourselves and others, the less true to ourselves and our 
original impulse of unconditional love we're being. 
The harder we try to-make everything right, the more 


helpless we feel, and the more of an impostor—' | 


betraying who we really are—we become. Under- 
neath, we arc trying to get the love we expected. The 
more we try and don't succeed to get the love, the more 
we become convinced that we are unlovable, and the 
less we are able to love ourselves. (See the development 
of the mask self, described in Chapter 1.) 

There is another part of this vicious cycle that makes 
things even worse. As small children, when we do 
succeed and get praise or help on how to succeed even 
more, inside we feel something is wrong because we 
still didn't get the love we wanted. Instead, we got 
praise. Praise and love are not the same. So we try 
harder. Each time we go around this vicious cycle, to 
succeed and get more praise, the sequence proves to us 
ever more forcefully that there is something wrong 
with us. 

Not only that, but when we do succeed in "being 
good" and get a reward, even if it is love and recogni- 
tion, it is the impostor child, not the real child inside, 
who gets the love. The real child inside is covered by 
the impostor. Since the impostor gets the goodies, it 
proves even more that the real child inside is not wor- 
thy of love. 

Every time we as children succeed in being good, 
somewhere within our psyche we get the message that 
our “real self” is not lovable. It is love that we need, and 
it is love that we can’t get. Through this process we 
never learn how to love ourselves. Rather, we forget 
who we are. Our true need to be recognized and loved 
for who the “real child inside” is—not what the impos- 
tor does— never gets met. This painful cycle continues 
through adulthood. 


The Cause of Self-Hatred 
on the Spiritual Level 


The other cause of self-hatred is actually the same as the 
psychological one, but it can be found in your spiritual 
life. If you are reading this book, you are probably 
consciously on a spiritual path of some kind. Being on 
such a path sometimes makes it even harder to accept 
the self, because much of your life's effort may be to get 
Clear about yourself, understand, and improve yourself. 
Therefore, you are probably much more aware of your 
imperfections and the way you create the negative ex- 
periences in your life than you were before you actively 
began your spiritual work. Again, it is difficult to find 
imperfections within and accept yourself. 


Healing Yourself with Love by Letting Go of Perfectionism / 133 


There is another aspect of spiritual work that makes 
the imperfections of physical life difficult to accept. 
When we do spiritual work, we are constantly moving 
from one level of consciousness to another. At the 
higher levels, this work is full of light and bliss. But 
when we come down into the physical level and try to 
integrate what we have experienced, it is sometimes 
even more difficult for us to accept the imperfections of 
our humanness. It is most difficult to live in a physical, 
finite reality and to know, at the same time, that our 
greater reality is infinite. It is most difficult to feel our 
fear and, on a higher level, know that there is no need 
for that fear, to feel confusion in our mind and to 
know, on a higher level of our being, that we are clarity 
and light. 

The spiritual teachings themselves can also make it 
difficult for us to accept and love ourselves. Sometimes 
they seem paradoxical. It is difficult to be told that we 
must free ourselves from the prison of our humanness 
and, at the same time, that we must trust the human 
condition. It is difficult to be told that the material 
world is an expression of the divine, in fact 2 divine, 
and yet to see the chaos, anger, and hatred here. It is 
difficult to be told that to become more spiritual, we 
must spiritualize matter and that the only way to do 
that is to accept the material world as it is. It is most 
difficult to accept the basic nature of duality of our 
physical world, and yet try to move beyond that duality 
into a state of oneness with it. 

The way to do this is through self-love and through 
the acceptance of the universe as it is, of our lives as 
they are, knowing that always and ever there is a guid- 
ance and a protection and that there is always a higher 
reason for everything that happens. And when this 
broad aspect of acceptance is incorporated into your 
conscious mind, into your conscious living, you will 
find your progress to be very rapid indeed. 

The process of healing can seem more difficult from 
the spiritual perspective because it does not seem ratio- 
nal. We are told by our guidance that we are spiritual 
beings of light, and yet we feel trapped in a body that 
may be full of pain and dis-ease. We are told to lovingly 
accept that pain and disease as it is, to lovingly accept 
that we créated it, and to even lovingly accept how we 
created it. That means to come out of denial that it is 
there and is there for a reason; to love and accept 
ourselves, who created it; and to accept all the thoughts 
and actions we have done to create it. If that is what we 
do, it means accepting the further creation of the dis- 
case. | 

Even though at first it may seem like it, please note: 


Acceptance does not mean surrender to the disease or the 
disease process. It means deeply trusting, loving, and accept- 
ing our lives and ourselves, no matter what. It means really 
getting to know the deeper self, communing with it, 
identifying with it, and finding its divinity. In so doing, 
we find that the healthy body is an expression of that 
deeper self. We find that wherever the illness is in the 
body is where we have not allowed the deeper divine 
self to express itself. It is where we are confused be- 
tween the real self and the impostor and have allowed 
the impostor to reign. It is where we have allowed the 
vicious cycle of self-hatred to spin. 


Breaking Your Vicious Cycle | 
of Self-Hatred 


The only way to break out of the vicious cycle that 
holds self-hatred in place is to identify the impostor 
within and stop trying to rework yourself to please 
others. Begin to observe yourself to find out how much 
you become the impostor; how you manipulate, be- 
tray, and reject yourself according to what you think 
others want from you; and thereby how you lose connec- 
tion to your true self. I bet it's similar to the way you 
have done it since childhood. 


To find your vicious cycle 
of self-hatred, ask yourself: 
How do I sell out and do what I assume authorities 
want? 
How do I reject myself for such selling out? 
What kind of self-hatred do I heap upon myself for 
doing it? | 
Do I reject myself before someone else can? 
In what situations do I dislike and reject myself more 
(for instance, losing in competition)? 
What do I do to myself when I lose? 


Make a list. On one side of the page, write all the 
things you find wrong with yourself. On the other, 
write how you feel toward yourself about them. 
Through self-examination of this sort, you can become 
aware of your self-judgments and negative feelings 
about yourself. That is already a big part of the battle. 
Once they are found, you have the key to go deeper to 
the heart ofthe problem. The next step is to allow those 
feelings. I will use the auric field to illustrate why and 
how this works. | 
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How Negative Emotions Toward 
Yourself Affect the Second 
Level of Your Field 


Our emotional relationship with ourselves is found in 
the second level of the auric field. The second level of 
the auric field carries our positive and negative feclings 
about ourselves. It is the negative feelings about our- 
selves that cause lots of problems. The energy and 
consciousness associated with negative feelings in the 
second level are of a nature that is contrary to life. To 
make things worse, we hold this energy-consciousness 
still, not allowing our negative emotions to flow. This 
lowers the vibrational frequency to a vibration lower 
than that which supports life and health, causing stag- 
nation in the second level. The stagnation then affects 
the first level of the field, blocking the life energy flow 
to the physical body. 

The way we hold these emotions still is by transfer- 
ring some of their energy-consciousness to the mental 
level for dissipation. There, the negative energy- 
consciousness is expressed as self-judgment. The self- 
judgment then suppresses the feelings even more. 

Let me restate this, speaking simply of energy- 
consciousness transfer. We transfer the negative energy 
that would normally be expressed in terms of negative 
emotions up to the third level of the field, where it 
turns into self-judgments that in turn suppress the neg- 
ative emotions of the second level even more. This 
negative feedback loop compresses the second level of 
the field, reducing its frequency to below what is 
healthy for life. This then causes an emotional depres- 
sion in the person. 


The auric field of such a person looks very narrow on: 


the second level. The normally bright-colored clouds of 
energy that should be flowing along the lines defined 
by the first level are dark and dirty. Some people who 
have bright second levels may not at all comprehend 
the situation and may be very uncomfortable near 
someone like this. Others will be moved to help them 
out of their situation. 

It is relatively easy to clear the second level of the 
field. Technically, it is a matter of transferring the 
energy-consciousness back down into the second level 
and getting it to move by charging it. The moving 
energy will bring emotional experience that will take 
the person deeper into themselves, to the root of the 
problem, and finally into the essence of self and the 
core. A healer can do this by working with the second 
level of the field to clear it and by encouraging the client 
to express feelings. 


You can do it on your own, once you know the 
process. First you become conscious of your self- 
judgments and understand that they cover pain. But 
understanding is not enough. You must let down and 
feel. Let your energy-consciousness back down into the 
second level in order to feel. Feeling it is necessary, 
because feeling it returns the flow of energy to the 
second level of the field, which is stagnated. The flow of 
energy then clears the stagnation and recharges the 
field in a healthy way. 

Practice changing judgments coming from the third 
level of the field, like “Pm no good because . . .” or “I 
should have done . . .” into feelings on the second level 
like “I hurt” or even “I hate myself.” Let the feelings 
flow, no matter what they are. It really works. Imme- 
diately, the stagnant clouds of the second level of the 
auric field begin to move and start clearing. Through 
the clearing and movement, the second level charges. 
Soon “I hate myself” turns into “I hurt,” which turns 
into “I love myself,” “I’m sorry I treat myself this way,” 
and so on. Emotional expression returns the field to its 
natural state of flowing, bright colors of the “чи 
consciousness of self-love. 

A businessman Tl call Jeffrey was unable to break 
out of his vicious cycle of perfectionism until he began 
to express his feelings of pain. Jeffrey had been pushed 
by his family since birth to become well known in his 
field and financially successful. As an adult, he felt he 
could never do enough. No matter what his accom- 
plishments, he simply could not find satisfaction within 
himself. Each success brought him less pleasure. He felt 
empty inside. 

Jeffrey’s auric field showed a great deal of rigidity in 
the third level, as well as stagnation in the second. His 
third level was compressing the second. He was un- 
aware of feclings and rarely expressed them. The empti- 
ness brought him to my healing table. As he sank into 
the emptiness, his second level began to charge and 
move. It turned from bright amber-yellow to bright 
red as he first expressed his self-judgments and then 
self-hatred. By reading and working with the field as he 
expressed himself, I guided him to stay on track. Soon 
the self-hatred melted into pain. 

Here for the first time, he began to feel the pain of 
the inner child who had been put. under the stress of 
trying to be perfect. At times he moved into self- 
judgment to stop the pain. When this happened, the 
flow of energy in the second level of the auric field 
would stop and give way to activity in the third level, 
primarily on the back of his body where chakra activity 
is an expression of will—that is, the will to make the 
pain stop. I described what it looked like and helped 
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him direct his consciousness and energy flow back to 
the front of the body and to the second level of the 
field. As he did this, an automatic natural flow of 
energy-consciousness up the front of the body would 
release feelings again. As he learned to redirect this 
flow of energy through his body, it became easier to 
return to the feelings. 

As this ebb and flow of expression continued, the 
feelings from the self-rejection of the present gave way 
to the pain from past self-rejection. Jeffrey realized he 
had been carrying it since childhood. He had tried so 
hard to do what his parents wanted, and he was still 
trying, whether or not he really wanted to. He felt 
himself the impostor, doing anything to get his par- 
ents’ love. He got the message of what he was supposed 
to do to be “good,” and in some way or other, he was 
still doing it today in the business world. 

Thus he reached the source of his vicious cycle. He 
found it in the young child's conclusion that he must 
strive for perfection to attain his parents' love. Sud- 
denly he had another view of his whole life. At first it 
was very discouraging. It seemed that everything he 
had ever done to succeed was for the wrong reason—to 
buy love. 

Once again, he tried to take himself out of feeling 
that pain by going into more self-judgments. As I en- 
couraged him to stay with that pain, he fell deeply into 
the reality of the inner child. The need in this inner 
child for love was very real indeed. He loved this inner 
child with all his heart. He felt and recognized the 
essence of this child and the essence of his core. He had 
finally come home. 

Jeffrey's life had changed. From then on, he could 
see himself and every other human being in a different 
way. He would never be able to avoid his feelings as 
much as he had before. He would never be able to 
sustain his self-judgments as they were. He would 
catch himself striving for perfection, slow down, and 
ask his inner child what it wanted. He would let a few 
great deals pass by and choose being instead of over- 
doing. 

The flow of energy through Jeffrey's second level 


continued to build over time. With continued work, - 


his second level took on a normal state of bright flow- 
ing colors. His third level also became brighter, more 
flexible, and more balanced front to back. His first level 
became stronger and more charged. As a result, his 
physical body felt younger and more energized. These 
changes moved up into the fourth level of his field, and 
his relationships with others took on deeper meaning. 

It is through this process of emotional expression 
that we learn just how much we have brutalized our 


inner child with our self-judgments. We have not al- 
lowed it to have its free range of emotional expression 
toward itself, which it needs to live within. us in a 
healthy way. And as we have done it to ourselves, so we 
have done it to others. Once we stop doing it to our- 
selves, we stop doing it to others. When we accept our 
own limitations, the needs of our inner child and its 
imperfections, we accept them in others. 

As we begin to accept ourselves the way we are and 
get to know the inner child, another realization hap- 
pens: We see that we have made the assumption that 
the inner child should grow up. There are parts of the 
child that need to grow up, but primarily the inner 
child should not grow up. Rather, it needs to live fully 
within us. Our inner child fills our personality with a 
sense of wonder and joy of life. It gives us simple 
pleasure that can never be matched by adult activities. 
The inner child holds the keys to our “real self,” for it is 
part of it. Our inner child is a doorway to the essence of 
our core. If you spend more time with your inner child, 
you will find out who your real self is. It is composed of 
many parts from all the life experiences you have had. 


Getting to Know Your Inner Child 


A good way to get to know your inner child is to play. 
It turns out that playing is also a great way to find out 
your needs, especially the ones you left behind you in 
your childhood. Playing will automatically bring them 
out. Once they are activated, some of them will mature 
into your true adult needs. Play is also a great way to 
find out that your needs are good and that what you are 
is valuable and unique. Playing is a great way to express 
positive feelings about yourself. It charges the second 
level of the auric field and makes it fluid. — . 

To do this, I suggest that you find a chunk of time 
each day, perhaps an hour or so, to just do what you 
want to do and nothing that you don’t want to do. 
Schedule the time as if it were a business appointment. 
Fill your desire, no matter how young the part of you is 
that wants it. For example, wear what you want to 
wear, no matter how outrageous it may seem. Eat what 
you want to, go where you want, play the music that 
you want. If you don’t like it, stop immediately, but 
only because you are not having fun, not because some 
voice tells you you are not doing the right thing. See 
how fast you can change what you are doing according 
to what you want in the moment. Let go and enjoy 
yourself. Remember, that is what you did as a child. 
You will be surprised at the results. 
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After you get used to having regular playtime, you 
will notice that there is a connection between the inner 
child's needs and the adults. Children's play has always 
expressed the deep teleological yearnings human be- 
ings carry. As the psyche matures, those yearnings are 
expressed in mature adult ways. Activities that begin in 
the child’s realm may mature into adult activities. Or 
they may remain as they are. Allow them to be what- 
ever they are. Do not place demands on your play. 

When my daughter was young, we used to play 
together regularly. One of my favorite things was put- 
ting Celia to bed at night. I got to play the role of a 
naughty duck, using a hand puppet. Ducky never 
really wanted Celia to go to sleep and would jump 
under the covers with her, be silent for a few minutes, 
and then suddenly throw off the covers! Or Ducky 
would constantly ask her if she was asleep yet. It was 
great fun! 

We also painted together fairly regularly. Celia was 
always painting moons and stars. One time, I couldn’t 
figure out what to paint, so I painted an aura. Then I 
painted another one. Soon I had a whole bunch of 
them. Years later, a professional artist redid them for 
Hands of Light. (They are Figures 11—1 and 11~2 іп 
that book.) 

Play activates and releases the child’s fantasy. Fantasy 
in the mature psyche becomes creative visualization. 

When I first published Hands of Light, Dorian, one 
of my healing class students from Colorado, gave me a 
beautiful white bear who became known as Buddha 
Bear. Everyone agreed that if I was going into the 
world to teach, I would definitely need a bear. They 
were right. Buddha Bear has been a great help to my 
inner child ever since. In the beginning, he even trav- 
eled with me. 

In recent channelings, Heyoan has suggested that 
once we give our child self space to be, we must also 
give our child space to grow into maturity, and to be 
integrated into our whole being. 


Self-Love Exercises 


It is also good to practice direct self-love. Here are 
some wonderful exercises to learn to love yourself. If 
you have problems generating love feelings with the 
first exercise, the next one might help. Try them all, and 
pick the ones you like. Spend some of your time each 
day actively loving yourself. You can do this by sched- 
uling fifteen minutes each morning and evening. An- 


other option is to schedule it for one minute on the 
hour every hour! 

These exercises may not be as easy to do as they 
sound. Usually as soon as we begin concentrating on 
ourselves, we begin analyzing, accessing, placing 
shoulds, judging, and wreaking all manner of internal 
nasty behavior upon ourselves. This is not self-love. If 
you find yourself being negative, gently stop being 
negative and return to the positive. It is not selfish to 
love yourself. Rather, think of yourself as a cup that can 
be filled. When your cup runneth over, the love spills 
out to those around you. You must love youfself in 
order to give love to others. Remember that all the 
negative things you do to yourself, you also do to 


_ others, perhaps unconsciously, and all the good ne 


you do to yourself, you also do to others. 


Filling the body and the self with love: 

You may first wish to start with only a part of your 
body, as it is easier. Choose a part of your body that 
needs help, or that you dislike, reject, or are ashamed 
of. Simply concentrate on that part of your body and 
direct love into it. Fill it with energy; talk to it kindly. If 
you are in pain in any part of your body, give it extra 
love. Instead of trying to get away from it (which we all 
do when we are in pain), enter into that part of your 
body with your consciousness. Occupy that part of 
your body with conscious awareness and loving kind- 
ness. 

Now do the same for your whole self. Simply con- 
centrate on yourself, and direct love to yourself, as you 
do to those you love. If you like to use colors, first use 
green, then rose, then gold and white. Fill your whole 
body with these colors. 


Initiate the love feelings with something that is easy: 
Concentrate on the thing or person, such as a rose, 
animal, or child, that is easiest for you to love. Enter 
into a state of love with it, and give it your love. For 
example, if it is a rose, look at and appreciate its beauty. 
Feel its texture. Enjoy its fragrance. Feel your connec- 
tion to it. Feel how much you love and enjoy it. 

After you have generated strong feelings of love 
within yourself, transfer those feelings of love toward 
yourself. Do the same thing with yourself as you did 
with the rose. Look directly at your body. Don't use a 
mirror. Appreciate your body. Look at your favorite 
part of the body, then at each other part of it. Touch it. 
Feel its texture. Feel yourself inside it. Stroke it gently. 
Smell the different parts of your body. Feel how much 
pleasure your body has given you. Love your body. 
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Speak kindly to it. Practice this daily until it becomes 
easy. It will. 

The following exercise is a bit more difficult, but very 
effective. Do it in stages, and you will become a master 
in the art of loving yourself. Begin with a short time, 
and work your way up to ten minutes. 


Loving the person in the mirror: 

Sit in front of a mirror, and look into your eyes and 
love yourself. During this time, do not allow yourself 
to judge or hurt yourself. As you may know, most 
people look into the mirror and immediately see all 
the things that they think are wrong and judge them. 
If you find yourself doing this, immediately change 
the self-judgment into a loving thought and action to 
the self. Again, speak kindly to yourself. Look deeply 
into your eyes, and see the spirit, the longing, the 
love, and the life struggle there. Notice how beautiful 
your eyes are. Note the positive aspects of your hair 
and facial features. Sec how they are an expression of 
your spirit. Look for the child inside. See its joy, its 
wonderment, and its love. Now look for all the other 
aspects of this person. See what the person likes to do. 
See how these favorite pastimes bave helped to shape 
this person into what you are today. See the knowl- 
edge of which you are caretaker. What has this person 
come to earth for? What are the deep longings of this 
person in the mirror? How can you help this person 
fulfill their longing? Love this person, and all that 
you are. l 

After succeeding with this one, you are ready to go 
to the fourth exercise. 


‚ Loving the person and body in the mirror: 
Stand before a full-length mirror nude. Love and ac- 
cept every part of your self and your body. Concen- 
trate on each ‘part of your body as you did before. 
Fuse your conscious awareness into it. Or imagine a 
tiny self just like yourself, enter into that part of your 
body, and simply be there. Stroke the part of your 
body you are concentrating on and looking at. Love 
it. Love the person in that part of the body. When 
your negative self-judgments arise, speak them out 
loud and feel your emotional response to them. This is 
what you do to yourself every time you make such a 
judgment. Now replace the negative judgment with a 
positive statement about the area of your body. Then 
fill it with simple loving kindness. Cover your entire 


body in this way. First, allow the negative to be spo- _ 


ken out loud so that you can become fully conscious 


of it and the feelings that it creates. Then replace it 
with the positive. ` 

Remember, concentrate on the body part first and 
then on the person in that part of the body. As you do, 
check out how you have treated each part of your body 
and yourself about that part of your body. Have you 
been kind and appreciative? Or have you treated your — 
body and yourself like a tyrant, demanding perfection 
and performance and disregarding the messages it has 
sent to you? You will find that there are parts of your 
body and yourself that you continually reject, probably 
many times a day. Heal this negative process in you by 
becoming aware of it and giving extra love to those 
parts of your body and yourself. Replace all the nega- 
tive statements you find toward your body and yourself 
with positive ones. 


Loving the parts of your body that are 
ill or deformed: 

After you have covered every part of your body, bring 
your attention back to the parts that are ill or dam- 
aged. Give more loving attention here, accepting 
them exactly as they are, filling them with uncondi- 
tional love and your core essence. Bring that part of 
your body back into the nation that is you. A key to 
doing this and to loving part of your body that you 
may feel has betrayed you is to find out what purpose 
in your life that part has served. I guarantee you that 
part of your body is teaching you a lesson or has taken 
some form or responsibility that you were not able to 
do. It has helped you survive. It has helped you toler- 
ate some life experiences you could not tolerate with- 
out it. For example, tumors sometimes carry the 
energy-consciousness of filling a cavity or hole in a 
person's life. They fill people up when they feel empty. 
Weak legs help people sit down when they can no 
longer stand up for themselves. Misalignments in the . 
back and neck help people control their anger because 
they dampen the amount of red energy that càn roar 
up the spine in rage. When these types of problems 
put people in bed for a few weeks, it is because they 
need peace, quiet, and rest. 

Once you have accepted this alienated part back into 
yourself and are at one with it, you can also give it a 
positive visualization. Tell it how it will get better. Be 
specific. If you have a tumor, and it has served the 
purpose of filling you up, tell the tumor you no longer 
need it to fill you up. Tell it that it can dissolve and 
integrate with the rest of your body. Tell the rest of the 
body around it to accept its integration back into the ` 
whole. Or if you have a broken bone that is having 
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trouble healing, visualize it knitting together and 
growing normally, a most natural thing for it to do. If 
you have a chronic misalignment, visualize the muscles 
relaxing and getting strong in ways that hold the bones 
in place and clearing the fear or negative feelings associ- 
ated with the physical problem. 

A person I call Bob continually rejected his neck. He 
had a rather large neck and a double chin. This rejec- 
tion went on for years. He had several neck injuries and 
also developed a hypothyroid. His neck was continu- 
ally going out of alignment, causing a lot of pain and 
sometimes even mental confusion. Bob began with the 
mirror, and then later worked with himself as he lay in 
bed just before going to sleep at night. 

As Bob began to heal his neck, he concentrated on 
loving all parts of his neck, including his double chin. 
Each evening when going to bed, he would put his 
fingers on his neck where it was weak or in pain and 
speak lovingly to it. He let the energy from his fingers 
run into his neck. As he opened up the energy blocks in 
his neck, he discovered many voices of fear and com- 
plaining there. In the second level of the field were all 
the things that he had not let himself say to others. 
Instead, when his block was activated, he would con- 
tinually repeat the things he couldn't say to others to 
himself. In this way, he tried to find an acceptable way 
to say what he needed to say without evoking his fear, 
which was also held in the same place in his neck. It 
didn't work. It simply made the blocks in his neck 
stronger. 

From the auric field perspective, he was continually 
taking energy from the fourth level, the “I-Thou” inter- 
action level, that was in the things he wanted to say to 
others, and moving it down into the second level, 
saying them to himself. He was thereby clogging the 
second level. 

During the healing process, Bob had to bring the 
energy back up to the fourth level and release it by 
shouting out what he had not allowed himself to say. In 
this way, he released the voices stuck in his throat. This, 
of course, also brought him into fear, which was re- 
leased by feeling it. Some of the fear was from very 
early childhood, when he had not been allowed to “talk 
back" to his parents. 

Under it all was an inability to ask for his needs. The 
throat chakra is related to speaking the truth. In Bob's 
case, it was to speak the truth of his needs. He realized 
that the only way he could get his needs met in child- 
hood was to beg and beg for them. Then after a long 
wait, some of them would be met. Bob realized that his 
enlarged thyroid was related to filling the hole of hun- 
ger in his neck, which was there from having had to 


wait so long to be fed. As his healing process continued 
over several months, he was able to speak the truth of 
his needs, the energy blocks in his throat cleared, and 
his neck got stronger. 

Then he discovered an interesting aspect he had 
never thought of. On several occasions he found him- 
self in certain situations where he suddenly got ex- 
tremely angry at someone. As his anger began to rise 
up his spine, he would stop it by squeezing his neck 
muscles so hard that it would throw his neck out. He 
then realized that the misalignment in his neck helped. 
him to control his rage. It helped him to keep тойт 
hurting people. In other words, he chose to hurt him- 
self rather than the person at whom he was angry. 
When he realized what a service his misaligned neck 
had given, he began to appreciate it more. He also 
developed better ways to control his rage by noticing 
how he created or got himself into situations that pro- 
voked it, by not asking for his needs and not taking care 
of himself. In each case, had he taken his needs seri- 
ously, he would not have been in the situation where 
that particular rage was provoked. His anger always 
emerged in situations where others were not respecting 
his needs. When he began to respect his own needs 
himself, the situations simply did not arise, or there was 
no rage to be provoked. 

Each night, Bob touched his body and told the 
blocks to clear, the thyroid to shrink to normal size, 
and the neck to get stronger. The muscles in the neck 
got stronger. Soon he was able to do neck exercises that 
he hadn't been able to do for years. His neck quit going 
out of alignment. Bob took Synthroid for several 
months, and his thyroid function became normal. He 
hasn't had any neck injuries for years. 


As you go through the mirror exercises, they will evoke 
many feelings. Allow them to flow; here is some help to 
do so. 


Allowing Your Feelings to Flow 


Allowing yourself to feel your feelings is perhaps one 
of the hardest things to do in healing yourself, if 
you haven't practiced it. Remember, the energy- 
consciousness of the second level is experienced as feel- 
ings about yourself. If you want the second level of the 
field to become balanced, clear, charged, and healthy, 
you must allow your feelings about yourself to flow. 
During an illness, your feelings will range from sadness 
to happiness to serenity to anger to fear to deep terror 
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to weakness to guilt to disgust to demand to self-pity to 
loneliness to envy to love, and so on. All of these 
feelings have correlates to energy in the second level of 
the field, and the more you can just let them flow out of 
you, the more the field can clear. Part of the healing 
process is to simply let them flow out because they have 
been blocked for so long. It worked for Jeffrey and 
Bob, and it will work for you. 

I have worked with many people, and I have never 
found anyone to whom this does not apply. We are all 
so agile at avoiding the unpleasant emotions we carry. 
Many of us just haven’t realized how blocking the 
feelings blocks our creative force and actively makes 
what we fear more possible. On the other hand, facing 
the feelings and going through them releases us to 
create what we want in life. 

Now is the opportunity to get them out. Accept 
them as they are. They are just feelings to let flow out 
and cleanse you. Do not be afraid to express negative 
feelings. People who are ill, who have studied positive 
visualization, sometimes get the idea that they should 
not have negative feelings, for fear the feelings or 
thoughts will become a negative visualization and 
make their illness worse. Because of this fear, they 
sometimes go into new levels of denial about their 
negativity. They may decide only a certain amount of it 


is allowed. After that’s expressed, they go into denial - 


about the rest of it. 

Ihave not found the expression of negative thoughts 
or feelings to cause harm if it is done with certain 
parameters. The first is that the expression of the nega- 
tivity must not be habitual. As soon as it becomes 
habitual, it is no longer cathartic. The other is that it 
must be done with a conscious positive intent for heal- 
ing. If you allow all the negative thoughts to come 
forth into consciousness and the negative feelings to 
flow with tht positive intent to heal yourself, then you will 
not get stuck in negativity that will harm you. The 
important point here is clear intention. Express the 
negative feelings with the intention to release them, let 
them go, and move on beyond them. This will help 
heal you. If you go into denial about your negative 
feelings, they will still be at work in you making you 
sick. They will not go away by sugar-coating. 

The best way to replace the negative for positive 


growth is to combine the expression of the negative for — 


release and the positive visualization. First clear the 
negative out of the field, and then, in the space that was 
emptied, replace it with the positive, bright colors of 
visualization. 

What we want is usually the opposite of the very fear 
we avoid. In other words, there is a direct inverse 


connection between what we fear and what we want to 
create. The beautiful poem that follows states it clearly. 
It was channeled by Eva Broch Pierrakos in Pathwork 
Guide Lecture 190. 


Through the Gateway 


Through the gateway of feeling your weakness, 
lies your strength. 


Through the gateway of feeling your pain, 
lies your pleasure and joy. 


Through the gateway of feeling your fear, 
lies your security and safety. 


Through the gateway of feeling your loneliness, 
hes your capacity to have fulfillment, 
love and companionship. 


Through the gateway of feeling your hate, 
lies your capacity to love. 


Through the gateway of feeling your hopelessness, 
| lies your true and justified hope. 


Through accepting the lacks of your childhood, 
lies your fulfillment now. 


Healing Meditations 


To help you continue your healing process, here are 
some meditations to do to heal the second level of the 
auric field. They are simple and easy to do and are very 
effective in clearing, balancing, and charging your field. 


Color Breathing Meditation 


Since the second level of the field contains all colors, a 
simple way to charge the second level is to do color 
breathing. You can use any colors you like. I suggest 
that you try the following ones: red, orange, yellow, 
green, blue, indigo, purple, lavender, and rose. You 
may wish to add white, silver, gold, and black. Get a 
sample of each of the colors you want to use—like a 
piece of cloth, paper, plastic, or glass. You may even 
use the rainbow colors created by the sun through a 
leaded-glass crystal in your window. 

Be sure that you follow the instructions carefully. Do 
not just think about the color, or you will make yellow. 
By thinking, you activate the third level of your field 
and draw energy to it. Yellow is the color you make 
when you think: To keep thé energy coming into the 
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second level of the field, you must feel the color. You 
must become the color. You must be the color. To 
become a color you must enter into the feeling state of 
that color. 


1. Hold the color in your hand, feel the color, look at 

dt. 

2. Breathe the color in. Fill your whole body with the 
color. 

3. Become the color. 

4. Now breathe the color out. 

5. Breathe the color in again. This time fill your 
whole auric field with the color. Imagine that you 
are the color. 

6. Feel what it feels like to be the color. 

7. Now breathe the color out. 

8. Repeat this several times. 

9. Now breathe in the next color. Again fill your 
body and field with the color. 

10. Repeat each color several times before you move 
on to the next. 


As you do this, you will notice that different colors 
have different effects on your mood. Each color is 
associated with a principle or quality. If you need that 
attribute in your life, meditating on that color and 
bringing it into you will help you develop it in your 
life. Figure 11—1 gives a list of colors and the chakra 
and body parts they nourish.

Color Meditations for the Chakras 


In Chapter 2, I gave a general description of the auric 


field and its chakras. Remember, the chakras serve as 


metabolizers of energy to the areas of the body in 
which they are located. If you are de-energized and 
weak in any particular area of the body, then it is good 
to wear that color or to do a little color breathing 
meditation. (To find out what color you need, see 
Figure 9—2. To do the chakra color meditation, use the 
drawing in Figure 2—7 to locate each chakra.) 

Start with the first chakra. Bring your attention to 
the area of the body where the chakra is located. Imag- 
ine the chakra color on that part of your body, both the 
front and the back. Form the color into a six-inch- 
diameter disk. If you can visualize in three dimensions, 
turn the disk into a funnel by extending its tip into your 
body until the small point of the funnel touches your 
spine. Spin the disk or funnel in a clockwise direction 
on your body.* Pull the color of the disk or funnel into 
your body as you breathe in. As you breathe out, the 
color continues to come into your body. Imagine it 
flowing into the specific organs in that part of your 
body, as listed in Figure 11—1. Move on to the next 
chakra. Repeat several times for each chakra. 

Be sure to cover all the chakras, starting with the first 
chakra, then continuing up the body in sequence. As 
you work your way up, give extra time to the areas of 
your body that are not well. 


Self-Healing Meditation for 
Your Specific Dis-ease 


Two wonderful books list specific meditations for spe- 
cific diseases. The first is Healing Visualizations by Dr. 
Gerald Epstein. It is laid out in such a way that you can 
look up your particular problem and follow the visual- 
ization. He even tells you how often to do it. Another 
book I recommend is Louise Hay’s You Can Heal Your 
Life. It gives simple mantras to be repeated for each 
problem you may have. These mantras are related to the 
belief system you probably have that is associated with 
your dis-ease. For example, for thyroid problems, the 
negative statement made by a person is “When is it my 
turn?” The positive visualization to change this prob- 
lem is “T have all the time in the world for me.” 


* Clockwise as used here means as if you were outside your body looking 
at a clock on each chakra place. This holds for the front and back chakras. 
Another way to determine clockwise is to first curl the fingers of your right 
hand. Then point the thumb of your right hand into the chakra. The 
curled fingers point in the direction of chakra spin. Use the right hand 
for both the front and back of the body.

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Introduction to Uncovering 
the Healer Within 


Fantasy or myth is a very powerful healing tool that 
lifts us out of the ordinary reality and into a world of 
symbols that help us experience the broader expanses 
of life's journey. When we are faced with serious illness 
or sudden large changes in family structure, we need 
this help. Within such myths, we can associate our- 
selves with the power of the Gods, rise above the mun- 
dane, and accomplish heroic acts. Here is a 
metaphorical story that will help you tap enormous 
healing power and may even help answer questions 
that cannot be answered in terms of everyday reality. 


In our work with this chapter, we have met the inner 
child who has been brutalized and wounded. We have 
played with that child and given it space for the expres- 
sion of life. Now it is time for direct healing of this 
child. The wounds and illnesses of the physical body 
are those of the child. When we begin to walk deeply 
into these wounds, it may be overwhelming until we 
meet the healer within. Next to our inner child, we 
carry the healer within, who is completely capable of 
handling whatever we come up against in life. The 
healer within knows our history from the very begin- 
ning, knows our incarnational task, and deals with all 
our problems from that broad, wise perspective. Here 
is a visualization to meet the healer within you. It is a 
myth or fantasy for your personal healing.

UNCOVERING THE HEALER WITHIN 
Channeled from 
Heyoan 


Once upon a time, aeons ago before time was 
known as it is today, there was a spark of light in 
the heart of the divine. That spark in the divine 
burst forth into millions of stars. Each star had a 
name that was written in the word of God. One 
of those stars is you. As a star, you grew and 
developed and sang across the heavens to the 
other stars. 

In this time before you were born as a human, 
you knew light, love, and wisdom. Being unborn, 
of course you had no body, so there was a great 
deal of freedom. You were completely aware of 
the essence of your being. You had great freedom 
to move about the universe at your will. You 
moved in the direction that you focused in. With 
your intention, you began creating things. If you 
had a wish, you automatically created it. 

You created stone and earth; tree and flower; 
star and planet; even cloud and wind. Your es- 
sence moved easily, changing from one form to 
another. You experienced being a cloud, a moon, 
asun, or a fish, or a cat. You continued to move as 
your pleasure led you. As you moved from one 
form to another, creating more forms, you slowly 
became identified with form, and shadow was 


born. You got so excited in the creating that 
memory slipped and you forgot who you were. 
You were so busy creating, you didn't even notice 
that you began to think you were form. 

Shadow grew darker, and pain was born out of 
forgetting that the true self is essence. The true 
self is the creator, that which is beyond form. 
That is how you created shadow and pain. You 
forgot who you are. You split yourself in two: the 
part that forgot and the whole that remembers. 

Within every human being, there is the spark 
of the divine in every cell of your body. It is the 
essence of self. Within that true essence of who 
you are is the healer within you who has all of the 
creative power of the universe. The healer within 
you is named according to the word of God. That 
is who you truly are. 

Move your awareness now to your inner es- 
sence, your power and light that are completely - 
unique. You are the word of God made manifest. 
Move your awareness to the total essence of your 
being—that is the healer within you. You have 
felt it your entire life. The golden threads of this 
power have been woven through the tapestry of 
your life since before you were born. You knew as 
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a small child, as you know now, what this means. 
Feel the essence, the power, flowing through you. 
Itis your uniqueness. It is your beauty. It is your 
love. It is the sweetness that you experienced life 
to be as a child. 

Your power lies within the sweetness of who 
you are. It is within the sweet longings you have 
protected and shielded from others. You are like 
a flower unfolding in the sunlight. Feel the power 
and the nature of your divinity, unlike any other. 
Now ground that well in your body. That part of 
you is still free. That part of you can still move 
freely through space, time, and other realities. 
Feel yourself in this freedom now. 

As you are moving through time and space to 
different types of reality, in the far distance you 
hear a cry. That cry wells up and becomes more 
audible, and you say, “Oh, what could that be?” 
You hear the longing in the cry for help. Then you 
spot it and you sec the beautiful blue and white 
shimmering planet in the sky. You are drawn 
closer to that beloved planet by the cries of need. 
As you get closer, you say, *What can I do to help? 
How can I answer this cry, this call? How can I 
help heal the pain that is upon the earth?” 

Then you have a great idea. You decide to cre- 
ate a physical form by drawing it up out of the 
earth and drawing the pain with it. You intend to 
use the physical form to heal the pain. 

You descended into a tiny physical body. After 
nine months or so, you were born into this world 
as a human being. The longer you remained at- 
tached to that body, the dimmer the memory of 
your original essence became. 

As a child, and perhaps way before that, you 
began taking on the pain. During the experience 
ofthe pain, you completely forgot who you were. 
When the pain would leave, you would remem- 
ber. When the pain would come back, you would 
forget. The pain that you chose to heal grew in- 
side of your body. 

Look over your childhood. Find the deepest 
pain that you have carried in all those years. With 
that pain, you will find your deepest longing. 
What is it that you want to be? What is it that you 
longed to be as a child that you now and then 
thought you could never be? Did you want to 
move among the stars? Did you want to heal ev- 
eryone on earth? Did you want to paint or to 
create beautiful music? Did you want to make 
everyone feel safe? What was it that you wanted 


more than anything? If you could be or could have 
anything you wished on earth, have any fantasy 
come true, what is that fantasy? How is the un- 
fulfillment of that related to your very deep pain? 

Look backward over your life. As you moved 
through each moment of your life carrying that 


` pain, there is one thread: a repeated cycle on the 


spiral of life, where that deepest pain from child- 
hood has been repeated over and over and over 
again in the many different experiences that you 
have had. If you look at all of those experiences, 
you will find a common thread among them all. 
When you find that common thread, then allow 
yourself to begin feeling that pain. Allow your 
body to experience this pain. Where has it af- 
fected your body? When you feel it in your body, 
where does your body tense? 

Explore now throughout your body where that 
pain has affected your psychic, your spiritual, 
your mental, your psychological, and your physi- 
cal being. That thread runs holographically 
through every portion of your being, and as it 
runs through your body it hits in particular places 
that eventually become experienced as physical 
pain. Find it in your body. If you are sensitive to 
the auric field, then find it in the auric field. 

As you find that pain, on whatever level it has 
manifested most profoundly— perhaps a fear, 
perhaps a problem with relationship, perhaps ina 
physical disorder, perhaps in your profession— 
then ask yourself a question: ^What has this to 
do with my deepest longing? How is this particu- 
lar problem associated with my deepest longing 
of who I wish to be, what I want to do with my 
life, where I wish to live?” 

The first job you have is to heal that pain 
within the body. For it is by the pain in your body 
and life that you will learn the personal skills that 
you need to fill your longing, no matter what it is. 

Find that pain within your body, and put your 
hands on it: that which you have carried for a 
lifetime, that darkest belief system that has the 
most profound forgetting, that one major, deep- 
est pain, be it in your heart, your belly, or in your 
throat. Put your hand there now, and experience 
the consciousness there that believes in separa- 
tion. It is the shadow. It believes it is separate and 
isolated from everything, isolated and separate 
with no hope. Find that pain that has been there 
from the earliest of days, and let that shadow 
begin to dissolve. 
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Enter into the shadow. Accompany yourself 
into the dungeon within the self that needs heal- 
ing. Do not deny the human experience of that 
real pain from the human perspective. It is not a 
new pain. It has been there ever since you can 
remember. It is not the kind of pain that goes 
away easily, for it is deeply, deeply ingrained. 
Spend some time with the pain. 

Then when you are ready, move your conscious 
awareness to the healer within you. Here is your 
wisdom. Here is your longing and your light 
with which you came here to heal the pain that is 
in your body. 

Move back to the pain and feel the pain. Then 
move to the longing and feel the longing. Move 
back to the pain and then to the longing again. 
Continue moving from one to the other until you 
find the association between the two, until you 
can answer the question, *What does this pain in 
my life mean to me? What is it trying to tell me? 
What is the message it brings to me?” 

While you are feeling that pain with your 
hands, from the human perspective, ask the es- 
sence of healer that you are what you need to do. 
What is the deepest cause of this pain? Ask for 
help to heal this pain. Ask the healer within for 
help to heal that which you have been unable to 
heal in yourself up until now. Truly ask, and it 
shall be answered. Ask very specifically what you 
can do. What is the cause? What is the belief 
system? What do you need to do every day? 

Allow the essence of the healer within you to 
work through your hands to heal your body. Be a 
channel to heal the self. Let the light flow 
through you. 

After you have received as much information 
as you can, reach for the highest spiritual reality 
you know; your higher self or your guides. Reach 
for the memory of who you are from that highest 
spiritual reality. You will find that the pain 
within you is precisely the pain that you were 
drawn to earth to heal, way back before you were 
born, when you were that wondrous spiritual 
being. That is who you truly are. 


So reach up to that part of the self that has 
incarnated in order to heal the very pain that you 
carry within yourself and that you have carried 
since your birth. For it is precisely the pain you 
have come to heal, and it is you who have chosen 
to take on this pain and in doing so you chose to 
incarnate with precisely the best combinations of 
energies and wisdom and love to heal that partic- 
ular pain. 

That is what you have come to heal, and you 
are fully equipped to do so. You have fully 
equipped yourself to heal it. And that wondrous 
spiritual being that you were before your birth 
when you heard the cries and the longing from 
the earth and were drawn toward the earth is 
the healer within you. You are the person who 
knows how to heal that pain more than anyone 
else. That is your healer within. Be the healer 
within you, and heal that thread of pain that you 
have carried throughout your whole life. Touch 
your body in places you feel pain. | 

As you are working, move your consciousness 
back and forth between the healer within and the 
inner person who is in pain. Ás you continue to 
move back and forth, you begin to understand 
the relationship between the healer within you 
and the pain that it has come to heal. You have 
drawn this pain up from the earth to transform 
it. Give yourself plenty of time to complete this 
process. You are integrating the pain within, the 
longing that you carry within your heart, and the 
healer within that can heal you. 

Let the healer within you draw out that pain 
and return you to wholeness. Move back and 
forth between the human with the deep pain, 
and the healer with universal power. Move them 
closer and closer together as you move back and 
forth until they merge. Continue the process 
until you become completely merged. When you 
feel satisfied that the merging is complete and 
has stabilized, I would like you to remain silent 
for at least an hour. Remain silent, sit in medita- 
tion, or simply get up and go for a walk in the 
woods. 
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As time progresses, all of the above will become 
easier for you. After practicing self-love and allowing 
feclings to flow, it is a good idea to see how it is 
changing your life. Do a quick self-check of how well 
you take care of yourself now by answering the ques- 
tions given below. Then begin to nourish yourself in 
those areas of your life. If you are physically unable 
right now to do it, get someone to help you create a 
plan to begin after your health returns. 


To assess your self-care, ask yourself: 
In what areas are you lovingly nourished, and in 
which ones are you lacking? 


How and where in your life have you not been 
giving yourself the love that you not only need but 
also deserve? 

How do you neglect yourself in terms of your own 
health? 

What have you been withholding from yourself that 
is possible to have or do but just seems to get put 
off? 

What do you really want from life that you have not 
yet been able to create? 

Is there a skill you have always wanted to learn? 

How can you learn it now, or if not now, after you 
get well?

Healing Through 


Self-Awareness 


Energy associated with our mental processes is found 
on the third level of the auric field. Remember, in the 
creative process through which we create our whole 
life, the creative energy from the core moves through 
the haric level, and then down through each level of the 
auric field on its way to the physical. In each level, it is 
infused with the aspect of human life existing on that 
level. In the third level of the auric field, the creative 
energy from our core is infused with individual mind. 
Through the individual mind, we become self-aware. 

Heyoan says the main job of our minds is to focus 
conscious awareness. With our focused conscious 
awareness, we can use our perceptions to differentiate 
and integrate all the information coming to us. We 
receive clarity and understanding of ourselves and 
whatever situation we are in. We then can be appropri- 
ate with ourselves and the situation. Differentiation, 
integration, clarity, and appropriate being are essential 
to the creative process. When they are not present, our 
creations turn out to be not what we intended or else 
incomplete and therefore uncomfortable, embarrass- 
ing, or painful. 

On the third level of the auric field, healing means 
increasing our conscious awareness of how we create 
the pleasure and joy or the pain and dis-ease in our 
lives. On this level, we need rational understanding of 
ourselves and our bodies. When we are in reality with 
ourselves, we see we place unreal limitations upon our- 


selves, and we see what our true capabilities are. We do 
not create unrea] expectations of ourselves from our 
fantasy, for we do not create disappointment. 

In order to be in reality with ourselves, the third leve] 
of the auric field must be healthy. When it is healthy, it 
is bright, lemon-yellow, clear, and well-structured. It is 
flexible and yet resilient. When we have a healthy third 
level, thinking becomes a full-life process. We integrate 
information flowing from the levels of the field below 
and above the third, in a way that does not rule over 
our thinking processes. In other words, balanced 
thinking allows input from our physical sensations and 
our feclings about ourselves from the lower levels of 
the field. It allows the input from relationships of the 
fourth level ofthe field to help us understand ourselves 
and, through connection with others, fill our thinking 
with love. 

When energy flows freely from the higher, spiritual 
levels into the third level of divine mind, love, and will, 
it infuses creative principles, inspiration, and an un- 
folding model of purpose into our thinking. It makes 
our thinking holistic. Then we can understand and 
follow the messengers from our balancing system to 
reverse any dis-case process and to create pleasure and 
joy. | 

By clarifying your fears and self-judgments, you will 
be able to get them out of your way so they don’t 
interfere when choosing a health-care team. If you are 


[s 
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afraid that you might have cancer, you may not go get 
tested. Or on the other hand, you may force yourself to 
hurry up and get it over with and not take time to 
choose your team. You may end up going to the most 
convenient, fastest place rather than the best. If you 
have self-judgments about being, say, overweight, you 
may be too embarrassed to go for help or you may deny 
that you need help. Overeating doesn't mean that you 
arc bad. It is an emotional defense. There are many 
medical reasons for being overweight other than over- 
eating. 

But how rational are we really? One of the biggest 
problems we all have is our propensity for rationaliza- 
tions. We convince ourselves that we are acting ratio- 
nally. In fact, we are using our reason to make up 
excuses for unhealthy behavior that does not follow 
our balancing system. What is happening here, from 
the auric point of view, is that our emotions or will are 
overinfluencing our reason because of unconscious 
fears. 

Any imbalance in the third level, or its integration of 
all information from other levels of our being in the 
third level, brings about irrationality. 

When the third level of the field is rigid and inflex- 
ible, it turns from lemon-yellow to an amber color. It 
does not allow a healthy flow of information from the 
other levels of the field, and it becomes isolated. The 
result of this overrigidity is narrow-minded thinking, 
thinking that is cut off from broader aspects of alive- 
ness. It creates set flows of energy that correspond to 
pigeonhole definitions of life. This type of thinking 
puts the mind as the primary experiencer of life. It 
actually becomes very irrational in its overrationality. 
This type of mind divides and overcomplicates every- 
thing and sees itself as the master. 

On the other hand, the third level can become very 
light yellow, too weak, overly flexible, and too influ- 
enced by the other levels, especially the emotions. Then 
we have difficulty in separating out the exaggerated 
feeling of the moment with the longer-term reality. 
This results in the type of fantasy in which the individ- 
uals imagine themselves and life to be much better or 
worse than the one they actually are in in the present 
moment. They get the present mixed up with a possible 


future that they may be able to create through visual- . 


ization, self-improvement, and a lot of work over a 
long period of time. 

Ofcourse, there are many different configurations in 
different people in which the third level is over- 
influenced by certain other levels of the field and under- 
influenced by certain others. It is important for us to 


find out how and why we become irrational. It is im- 
portant for us to find out why we rationalize, what our 
rationalizations are, what their effect is, and what is 
under our rationalizations. 


The Little Drunken Monkey’s 
*Reasons Why Not” 


` A few years ago, I attended a short course on organiza- 


tional planning. The speaker told üs that in business 
you either get the results you want or you get "reasons 
why not." There arc really only two categories. Our 
reasons why not are a tricky form of denial that we 
apply everywhere in our life. They give us excuses, 
alibis, rationalizations, justifications, or stories to ex- 
plain why we didn't get the result we wanted. What 
they zever give us is the results we wanted. Our mind is 
very good at giving us reasons why not and somehow 
convincing us that our reasons why not are almost as 
good as the results that we wanted! 

Reasons why not serve to keep us in denial. With 
them, we avoid something in ourselves, something we 
are afraid of. Otherwise, there would be no need for 
our reasons why not. We would simply say we had no 
intention of doing it, whatever “it” happened to be. 

Eastern mystics call the part of us from which rea- 
sons why not come, “the little drunken monkey.” We 
alllisten to the drunken monkey within our mind when 
we need a reason why not, especially when we have 
decided to maintain a diet or a formal set of exercises or 
pursue a different activity such as studying a new sub- 
ject. Whatever our commitment, our needy child inside 
still “wants what we want when we want it.” That's 
when we unconsciously call upon the little drunken 
monkey to give us some good rationalizations to help 
us get it. 

The drunken monkey will be glad to tell us all the 
reasons why eating just one piece of chocolate doesn't 
"really" matter. We still claim to be on the diet. We 
don’t admit that in fact we are not really on the diet. Or 
we got off it for a snack, then got back on it. Actually, 
although we think we've been dieting for days, we have 
only been on it perhaps a few hours! Smokers regularly 
take another cigarette and claim to have stopped smok- 
ing. I have even heard people exclaim, “Гуе stopped 
smoking. I'm down to only one pack a day." The 
drunken monkey serves denial. He will be glad to tell 
you that missing one day of exercises doesn’t really 
matter. 


Of course, many of us continue to miss even more 
days of exercise once we break our schedule. The 
drunken monkey is very careful not to mention that. In 
fact, if we completely forget to do it for a few months, 
he won't bother us. When we do remember or are 
reminded by someone, he will jump into action and 
supply us with an endless list of reasons why not. Some 
popular reasons why not: 

we 


“T don’t have time.” 

“Tm too busy.” 

“T don’t know how to do it.” 

“Tl stop if you stop.” 

“Well, you didn’t stop, so Pm not going to.” 

“He/she made me do/not do it.” 

“Tm too weak.” 

“T don’t care.” 

“It won't matter." 

‘Tm too dumb.” 

“Tm not good enough.” 

“T didn’t know.” 

“T really didn’t know there was a rule, or speed limit, 
or curfew.” 


We usually pick a few favorite reasons why not and 
use them for everything. 

Our reasons why not work holographically through- 
out every aspect of our life. When we use a reason why 
not in one area, it automatically applies to all other 
areas in our life. It is habitual. For example, in the area 
of self-care, we may “not have time” to do our exercises 
or to cook, so we “just have to” eat some junk food. In 
another area of our life, we may “not have time” to 
answer our letters, call people back, reconcile our 
checkbook, finish a project at work, and so on. 

Our denial, in the form of reasons why not, of the 
need to take care of our health also comes in a variety of 
statements. Say, for example, we haven’t been feeling 
well for a while, and we haven’t done anything about it. 
Our reasons why not may go something like this: 


“There isn’t anything wrong with me anyway.” 
“If I ignore it, it will just go away.” 

“The doctor will hurt me.” 

“I will heal myself.” 


But then, we never really take on the job of doing 
regular self-healing because there is no time. 

Avoidance or denial keeps us away from our fear. It 
helps us put off facing our internal tiger. Unfor- 
tunately, it also keeps us disconnected from our balanc- 
ing system and therefore will probably lead to disease. 
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To reconnect to our balancing system, we must face 
our fear. We must turn and face our internal tiger. 


Exercise to Find the Fear That Keeps You 
from Following Your Balancing System 


After spending some time learning to recognize that 
little drunken monkey in your head, let yourself un- 
cover the fear that he helps you deny. This will help you 
learn to tell the difference between him and messages 
from your balancing system. Remember, denial is the 
first stage of healing. It is necessary to move out of 
denial to go to the next step in the healing process. 
Here is a good way to do it. 

In Chapter 10, we went over the areas of daily 
physical self-care, and made a list of questions to ask 
yourself about taking care of your physical body and 
your auric field. Go over that list again, and note the 
areas with which you have the most difficulties. Now, 
make a list that has five columns, as shown in Figure 
12-1. In the first column, put the messages from your 
balancing system, or the areas of physical self-care, 
with which you have difficulty. Then ask yourself why 
you are not able to take care of yourself in this way. 
The second column is for the desired result that you 
would achieve if you did take care of yourself in the 
way you have listed. If you flossed your teeth regu- 
larly, for example, you would have healthier teeth and 
gums. In the third column put the drunken monkey's 
reasons why not for each of your listed difficulties. For 
example, perhaps you don't floss your teeth at night 
because you are too tired. In the morning, you proba- 
bly don’t have time. 

The fourth column brings in the holographic truth. 
If you scan the other areas of your life, you will notice 
that you habitually apply your favorite excuse to every- 
thing else. In this way, it becomes holographic. 

Now, I understand that it may be that you don’t have 
time to do certain activities because you have to take 
care of your kids or because of your job. But that is a 
matter of you choosing to balance your life according 
to what you want. Obviously, we all have to make 
choices to have all our needs met. But Pll bet you use 
the same “T don't have time" with your kids or in your 
job to avoid certain activities. Perhaps taking care of 
your kids is your excuse not to take care of yourself. Or 
perhaps you use your job as an excuse not to give 
yourself pleasure in other ways that you need. In that 
case, it is just another reason why not that you are using 
to avoid something within yourself.

other areas do you use this excuse? Observe yourself as 
you go through the day using your reason why not to 
avoid facing or doing something in various areas of 
your life—for example, with your spouse and children. 
What else do you not have time for or are too tired for? 
Playing with your kids? Making love? Notice how you 
use the same excuse for many areas in your life. List all 
the other areas of your life in which you use your 
favorite excuse in column four. 

As you observe yourself using your excuse through- 
out other areas of your life, ask yourself, “What am I 
afraid of?” Let this question drop inside, and sit for 
several moments with your feelings. Keep sinking 
down into your feelings until you feel the fear. What is 
it that you are afraid to face? Put this fear in the fifth 


LI 


column. Scan all the areas of your life that are affected 
by this fear. The fear that you avoid facing affects all 
areas of your life in some way. You will find its strong- 
est effect in the areas that are unfulfilled and that give 
you trouble. Explore the link between these areas and 
your fear. Let yourself sink into your feelings about 
this. 

To illustrate how this works, look at the examples 
listed in Figure 12-1. 

Roger, a construction worker, had chronic back pain 
from an old injury that he never gave a chance to heal. 
Whenever his back hurt, he ignored it, hoping the pain 
would go away. He knew that all he had to do was to lie 
down for a short time and the pain would go away. His 
reason why not was that he was just too busy. He had 


to work. He was the sole breadwinner and was proud 
of it. 

He continued to ignore the messages of pain coming 
from his back. The back pain got worse. Finally one 
day he tried to lift a heavy suitcase. The next day he 
couldn't move and had to stay in bed for two weeks. 
His body had given him two weeks to simply lie there 
and feel himself. As he did sd, he got in touch with 
feelings he never knew were there. He felt tremendous 
fear that if he didn't get up and work, his family would 
leave him. He feared that he would be criticized for 
being lazy and lying in bed. He knew the fear was 
irrational because he really couldn't move, but it came 
anyway. Then he realized that his parents had always 
criticized his older brother for being lazy. He remem- 
bered a: childhood decision he had made to never be 
like his brother. Rather, he would be macho man! 
Thus, to face this childhood fear and heal his back, he 
had to stop being macho man. 

Roger's two weeks in bed let him admit that he 
didn't have to be macho anymore. The first thing he 
did was to admit that his back needed to be taken care 
of. He took time to find out how to heal it. He found 
some very basic back care stretches and exercises and 
did them regularly. He went to a healer. For many 
months he was very careful about what he lifted. 
Whenever he did physical activity, he would lie down 
and ice his back for ten minutes. He ate only when he 
was hungry because he knew that low blood sugar 
increases the potential for reinjury. 

This healing affected another area of Roger's life: his 
relationship with his brother. He could now drop his 
judgments of his brother's supposed laziness and be 
better friends. 

The next case deals with a woman ГЇЇ call Emily, a 


physical therapist with lots of private clients. Emily had - 


lumps in her breast but avoided going for a mammo- 
gram because cancer ^wouldn't happen to me because I 
am on a spiritual path." She said that she didn't trust 
the doctors. She was, of course, afraid that she had 
breast cancer. As a result of her avoidance, she carried a 
constant feeling of fear and unhealthiness. She also 
carried a vague sense of dishonesty and guilt since she 
was a health-care professional. She projected the guilt 
for her dishonesty onto the doctor with her message of 
not trusting. A 

When she finally did go, it turned out not to be 
cancer. Her feelings of fear, unhealthiness, dishonesty, 
and guilt vanished. As a result, she had a lot more life 
energy and felt better about herself, especially in her 
work. Emily was then able to see where else in her life 
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she had been dishonest about herself. She stopped her 
constant overwork with her clients, which had given 
her the excuse that, since she was working to help 
people and was on a spiritual path, cancer wouldn’t 
happen to her. She had actually been using overwork as 
an excuse to not take care of herself. She discovered 
that the cysts in her breasts were symbolic of her not 
nurturing her inner child. When she began nurturing 
herself, she went on a low-fat diet. Then the cysts in her 
breasts began to shrink. (Note that the breasts nurture 


“the child. When she nurtured her inner child, the dis- 


ease in her breasts disappeared.) 

So from the broader perspective, the lumps in Em- 
ily’s breasts were a result of her inability or unwilling- 
ness to take care of herself. So was her workaholism, 
which she used as the excuse not to take care of herself. 
The resulting fear, feeling of unhealthiness, and guilt 
were only part of the price she paid on the emotional 
level. The other part was that she stayed in a profession 
that was not right for her. Not nurturing her inner 
child kept her from knowing herself more deeply. 
When she did give her inner child more time, she 
changed her profession. She stayed in the health-care 
world but saw fewer people privately and was able to 
help more people through teaching. 


Exercise to Clear the i 
Denial Under Your Reasons Why Not 


You can use Figure 12-1 again to do the same exercise 
for any area of your life in which you have difficulty— 
be it your profession, relationship, or leisure time. The 
same principle works. In the first column, state your 
arca of difficulty. In the second, describe what you 
want. Give your reasons why not, then find the other 
areas affected and the fear avoided. Once you find the 
fear, face it, and clear it by feeling it, you will no longer 
need your denial. 

A woman named Pat has no leisure time for fun. Her 
reason why not is that she is too busy. Other areas are 
affected —she has very few intimate relationships and is 
lonely. Her underlying fears are those of being os- 
tracized and of intimacy. As a young child, she was not 


: allowed to play with the other children in the neigh- 


borhood. Pat felt ostracized since she never made 
friends with them. The same is true now. Once she 
learns what the fear is under her denial, she can face 
that fear by purposively and regularly initiating rela- 
tionships. This will be very scary for her at first, and she 
will probably fecl rejected and ostracized several times 
in the learning process. But practice makes perfect. A 
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whole new arca of her life will open up. She will find 
the kinds of people she likes and the kinds of interests 
that she likes to share with others. She will learn a great 
deal from others. She will begin to have great pleasure 
from relationships and will find plenty of time for 
them. Eventually, she will probably even create an inti- 
mate relationship. 

In another example, George wants to paint, but he 
blocks himself from doing it with the excuse that he is 
not good enough or is just too lazy. Other areas of his 
life that are affected are many. He does not consider 
anything else as important as painting. Therefore any- 
thing else he accomplishes is not really satisfying be- 
cause it lacks value, even if it is done well. George 
considers himself lazy in other areas of work. Under- 
neath all this is his fear of failure and criticism and, 
more important, his fear of his deeper self that will 
come out during the creative act of painting. 

In order to succeed in such a creative act, a free flow 
of energy must be attained. The only way to attain a 
free flow of energy is to let everything out, including all 
the negative consciousness that is held in the blocked 
energy of the auric field. This is why many artists and 
writers are considered to be eccentric or to have unac- 
ceptable behavior. They do not live in the mask self of 
socially acceptable behavior. It is not possible to be 
creative and do so. In the movie Amadeus, the com- 
poser Salieri was appalled at Mozart's outrageous be- 
havior and couldn't reconcile it with the beauty of 
Mozart's music. What Salieri didn't understand was 
that Mozart's way of keeping his creative force flowing 
was his outrageous behavior. It was Mozart's way of 
expressing his negative side. 

Through expressive therapies, we now have better 
ways to attain free flows of energy, although many 
artists of the past did not. In therapy the expression of 
negative consciousness takes only a few minutes and 
need not be acted out. In expressive therapies people 
can simply yell into a pillow, pound a pillow with their 
fists, or chop wood while shouting all the awful things 
they would like to do. 

Many times the undefended expressions of creative 
people are considered by society to be outrageous or 
dangerous behavior. Most of the time such behavior is 
not at all harmful but just breaks social rules that con- 
trol people and maintain power over them. Breaking 
the rules brings fear to people because it initiates the 
transformation process and the dissolution of the 
mask, which leads to the uncovering of deep internal 
pain. What is not understood by many is that healing 
the uncovered pain leads to their personal light and 


power. The pain must be uncovered before it can be 
healed. It is the same principle as lancing a boil so that 
the infection can be cleaned out. Unfortunately, most 
people do not know this and therefore consider mask- 
dissolving behavior to be dangerous. 

George is in the process of getting in touch with his 
denial and expressing the fear and rage beneath it. 
Once he starts to express the fear and rage, he will be 
able to begin to paint. As he continues to let go to the 
creative force within him, not only will his art de- 
velop, but each phase of it will bring out more fear 
and rage. As he clears the fear and rage from his 
system, it will clear more creative force so that he can 
paint more. 

George may even be afraid of success. Because of 
that, the more he paints, the more he will have to clear 
to keep the creative energies flowing. He may even be 
afraid of what he might do with the power if he be- 
comes very successful. Increased power in the world 
means increased power flowing through the energy 
field. The stronger the energy/power that flows 
through the field, the more the deeply and tightly held 
negative energy in the field is released. The only way to 
handle power well is to keep clearing the negative 
energy-consciousness that is released from deeper and 
deeper levels of the field (and the subconscious) as the 
increased power flows through. 

This ongoing cycle will continue as long as George 
continues to clear. His creativity will never end. Of 
course, the process of clearing the negativity will be- 
come easier and quicker with the years and will take on 
new forms because as soon as one thing becomes habit- 
ual, it is no longer cathartic. If some of his rage is at his 
mother, expressing it will eventually become habitual. 
When this happens, he could very well be using it as a 
defense against what is beneath it. It will then be time 
to change his expression and go into new areas of his 
psyche that are perhaps even more frightening and 
unfamiliar to him. 

A healer working with George in this process will 
help him clear his field through healing techniques that 
are not available to many therapists or body workers. 
The healer removes blocks that do not come out in the 
expressive work, charging areas that need to be charged 
and rebuilding parts of the field that are in distortion. 
The healer also teaches him how to detect the distor- 
tions and blocks produced in his field by denial and 
defensiveness and to return his field to normal clear 
functioning. Thus, his process will become much faster. 

Each time George goes through a new cycle of paint- 
ing, it will release creativity in other areas of his life,

such as his work and his relationship. He will find his 
work at a gallery more interesting. He will be surprised 
and happy to find that his ability to maintain deeper 
levels of intimacy is also growing. A lot of his denial— 
and the old fear and rage that were between him and 
the rest of the world—is gone. 

If you have never done work releasing negative en- 
ergy, I suggest that you try it with a healer or a body 
psychotherapist. It is very effective in getting through 
this stage of the clearing work. Once you know the 
technique of releasing negative feelings and thereby the 
negative energy-consciousness held in your field, you 
will be able to do it on your own when you need it 
without the help of a therapist. Be sure the windows 
are closed. It won’t hurt anyone, but it will keep the 
juices flowing. If it is handled well, the energy released 
will change to great amounts of love very quickly.

Exercise to Clarify Your 
Judgments and Their Effects 


Now let's become clearer about the areas in which you 
do not love yourself and have self-judgments. This time 
we will make a six-column chart, as shown in Figure 
12-2. Make a list of all your self-judgments that came 
up when you were doing the self-love exercises before 
the mirror in Chapter 11. Put them in the first column. 
In the second column, make a list of all the things you 
would do or be like if these self-judgments were not 
true. Now imagine yourself doing these things. It will 
make you feel good. List the good feelings in column 
three. 

Stay with the exercise and sink deeper into your 
feelings. If you do, your good feelings will diminish 
and you will eventually feel fear. This may not make 
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any sense to you at first, but stay with it—it will. 
Inside, you will find your internalized parental voices, 
voices from other childhood authorities, or your own 
inner child's voice giving you negative warnings. These 
voices reflect your negative conclusions about reality, 
which are called negative images or negative beliefs. 
They warn you of the dire consequences that may hap- 
pen if you continue to feel the pleasure of fulfilling your 
longing. 

Remember, these voices are from your mask self, and 
their original purpose was to keep you good and safe— 
that is, safe according to your child’s interpretation of 
what your parents or others told you would keep you 
safe. This may not have anything to do with reality. 

If you still don’t feel the fear, stay with it. These 
voices will eventually frighten you because they con- 
stantly remind you of what a dangerous thing life is. 
They tell you what you have to do to be safe. The 
catch-22 is you can never do everything they tell you to 
do. Therefore you are not safe! When you find the fear, 
list it in the fifth column. 

As we discussed in Chapter 1, your internalized par- 
ental voices do keep you safe in a different way. They 
keep you safe from feeling your wound. Unfortunately, 
they also keep you safe from your creative energy! If 
you listen to and follow your internalized negative 
voices, your creative energy will remain locked in your 
mask self. If you do not follow these warnings, you will 
release energies within you that you have not experi- 
enced for a long time, perhaps since infancy. You may 
become like the artists discussed above. You may un- 
cover your wound and have to deal with your deeper 
rage and pain. But it will free your life! 

In addition to this, your actions may not take care of 
other people’s masks. You may frighten them and make 
them angry. I am not advocating acting out your nega- 
tive feelings or dumping them on someone. But I do 
mean claiming your independence. It may be right to 
stop curbing your actions because of what other people 
think. You may quit your job if it is not right for you or 
even leave your marriage if it doesn’t nourish you. 

Figure 12—2 also shows a couple of examples of the 
negative effects of self-judgments and the rewards of 
giving them up. Roberta's self-judgment was “Pm too 
fat.” This self-judgment made her feel worse about 
herself, so she ate more. When she tried to get herself to 
go on a diet, another voice came up. It said, *You can't 
make me." She had hit her rebellion. When she worked 
on this in her sessions, she discovered that in her youth, 
her parents had tried to get her to go on a diet. It 
turned out that from her perspective, they tried to 


make her do a lot of things. Eating was a way of 
claiming her freedom. The trouble was, as she grew up, 
she lost the ability to tell che difference between what 
she wanted to do and what her parents wanted her to 
do. 

After spending time getting to know her inner child, 
Roberta began to be able to distinguish between what 
she did for herself and what she did out of rebellion. 
She decided she really did want to lose weight because 
she believed that she would be free in her body, more 
outgoing, and less defended. 

Roberta went on a diet. As she lost weight, she 
began to fecl that she was beautiful, powerful, good, 
and sexy. Then the healing crisis came. Her internalized 
parental voices, voices from her mask self, shouted 
more judgments at her: “Who do you think you are?” 
“You are arrogant,” and “Others will know you want 
sex.” She became afraid and, in her fear, started to eat 
again. The voices subsided as she again gained weight. 
She worked in her therapy sessions about the weight 
gain and recognized her fear. She went back on the diet 
and continued facing the fear in her process sessions. 
Under the fear were deeper fears: fear of attention; fear 
of her own energy and what she would do with it; and 
fear of her sexuality. (These fears are listed in column 
five.) Her deeper fears affected other areas of her life 
where she held down feelings, her sexuality, and her 
creative force. As she faced her fears, she was able to 
accept her sensitivity in being with other people so she 
was not so afraid of being the focus of attention. She 
found more pleasure in her sexuality and lost quite a bit 
of weight. Probably the most dramatic effect was the 
blossoming forth of her creativity. She became a pro- 
lific painter. | 

The second example, Terry, is common among both 
men and women, so it is written for both. These people 
have been single for a long time or have been divorced. 
The first self-judgment is that they will never have a 
spouse. They fear the right person will never come 
along. It just is never going to happen to them, and 
there is nothing they can do about it. They long for a 
full life with kids and home. They imagine that it will 
give them a feeling of fulfillment, happiness, and 
power. No matter how many people do come along, 
the right one never does. As soon as they begin to get 
intimate, all the internal parental voices warn of be- 
trayal and loss. It is then that these men and women 
find something wrong with the person they have met 
and conclude that that person just wasn't their spouse- 
to-be. If these people go to therapy, they will uncover a 
deep-seated fear of intimacy. Their self-judgment that

they will never have a spouse is really a denial of their 
deep fear of intimacy. Until they face this fear, these 
individuals never get close enough to anyone in their 
daily lives to create intimacy. 


Exercise to Find the 
Truth Underlying Your Self-Judgments 


Now you can see that you use your self-judgments to 
avoid your fear. Pretty tricky, eh? It’s even trickier than 
you thought! Your judgments are really reasons why 
not. Now, using Figure 12—2, relabel the first and 
fourth columns “Reasons Why Not,” and the second 
“Desired Results.” Next time you have self-judgments, 
become aware that they are only reasons why not 
clothed in a nasty costume. 

If you have self-judgments about going to a doctor 
or healer to get help, they are probably reasons why not 
to go and get the problem taken care of. Some com- 
mon reasons why not in the form of self-judgments are: 


“Tm just a hypochondriac.” 

“I just can't take a little pain.” 

"Tm a coward.” 

“Т won't bother the doctor with my insignificant 
little complaints again." 


These cover a fear of facing the truth of your situation 
so that you can do something about it. 


With the help of these exercises, you will be able to _ 


stop the negative effects of your fears on your rational 
processes and move into clarity. Once you have gone 
out of denial, gone to a physician or healer, and re- 
ceived a diagnosis or disease description, you will need 
to go through the proeess again. Remember, this pro- 
cess will be even harder once someone has told you that 
there is something wrong, no matter what language 
they use. If you are physically feeling very bad, are 
disoriented, or do not have much energy, it will be even 
harder. Get someone close to you to help you. 

Be sure to use the charts in Figures 12—1 and 12-2 
to help you choose your health-care professional team. 
The charts will help make the practical information 
very valuable. Once you have the information you 
need, you will be able to sort out your reasons why not, 
know what to do, and figure out how to act appro- 
priately to manage your dis-ease. | 
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: Getting a Rational 
Understanding of Your Illness and 
Your Healing Path 


In Chapter 8, we discussed the importance of knowing 
what is going on in your body and auric field, as well as 
knowing the different kinds of treatment modalities 
available. It is good to do this before you get ill. But if 
you are already ill when you read this, now is the time 
to understand the mechanics of your illness and the 
healing process you will choose to go through. All of 
these things will help you focus on and give in to your 
healing process. 

For example, if you hurt your back and know you 
need two weeks in bed, then you will be able to surren- 
der to that schedule. You will be much better able to 
utilize your time for going deep inside in order to heal 
yourself of the deeper issue that lies under the back 
pain. Otherwise, every few days when your back feels 
better, you may assume you are well and stop resting. 
That is a good way to reinjure it. 

Of course, it is important to know that everyone's 
healing process goes at its own pace. Your physician or 
healer can only give you general guidelines to help you 
understand what may be ahead of you. What you go 
through will be your own experience at your own pace. 
None of the information you get about what your 
healing process will be like, and how long it will take, is 
a promise that this is how it will be. Rather, it is how it 
usually is. It is very important to not set up rigid 
expectations of what your experience will be. This 
could be a setup to get upset when it doesn't turn out to 
be that way. Rather, the idea is to be able to get a good 
overview of your probable healing process so that you 
can adjust your life accordingly. 


Finding the Health-Care 
Professionals Available to You 


Remember, it is always better to know how to get 
information about illness and the different kinds of 
methods to treat it before you get ill. If you don't want 
to spend time doing this, at least make some connec- 
tions now with people you know who have access to 
this information, just in case you need it someday. I 
suggest that you get a family physician and have a 
yearly checkup in which you can also check him or her 
out. Find out which hospitals serve your arca. Do a 
little research on what other treatment methods—like 
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acupuncture, homeopathy, deep tissue work, body 
psychotherapy, and naturopathy—do and whether 
they are available in your community. Check all of the 
health-care professional possibilities. It is a bit like get- 
ting insurance or learning first aid. Appendix B lists 
possibilities and how to locate them in your area. It also 
lists what they can do for you. 

If you become ill, in addition to seeing your physi- 
cian, I recommend that you get nutritional advice, 
body work of some kind, like hands-on healing, and 
some therapeutic work to deal with the psychological 
aspects of your dis-ease. Therefore, it’s good to have at 
least four professional people on your healing team 
that are willing to work together. 

Diseases are described in different ways depending 
upon the discipline used. To help you get a broader 
understanding of the dis-ease process going on in you, 
I suggest you read about it in at least four major disci- 
plines. The Bibliography lists suggested reading about 
different disciplines that describe dis-ease from differ- 
ent points of view. 

Now that you know whom to ask, where to find 
them, and how they look at disease, you can put to- 
gether the mechanics of your healing plan with your 
team of health-care professionals. Here is an ideal list of 
the five major areas in which to get professional help. I 
realize you may not be able to do all five, but do as 
many as you can. 


Five major areas of professional help in 
your healing plan: 

1. Get a diagnosis from your physician (M.D., N.D., 
D.O., or homeopath), with prognosis and recom- 
mended treatment. 

2. Get a disease description of your body and auric 
field from your healer, with prognostication and 
treatment program. 

3. Get a nutritional analysis and dietary program. 

4. Get a diagnosis of your problem from your other 
health-care professional—a structural body worker 
or an acupuncturist. 

5. See a therapist to deal with the emotional issues 
related to your disease. 


You may have to interview many candidates for your 
work. This may be a problem because most health-care 
professionals don’t have time to devote to such inter- 
views. And you may be too ill to do so. You or some- 
one who is helping you will most likely have to ask 
their staff. Don’t be afraid to. Remember, you are 
hiring them for a service. This requires that you be- 


come as informed as possible about the services that 
they provide. Again, it is better to pick them out as 
your regular support system before you get ill. If you 
didn’t do it before, then do the best you can now. 
Don’t be afraid to ask for help. Your friends may be 
very helpful in this area. They may have had many 
experiences with physicians that they have never men- 
tioned to you before, so just ask. It may not always 
work out, because everyone is different and your 
friends may like particular physicians’ styles more than 
you do. 

Гуе listed some questions below that are not usually 
asked by patients. Yet if we hired someone to do any 
other job for us, we would feel free to ask them. Since 
healing is a relatively new field in this country, people 
regularly ask me such questions. Asking them helps to 
set up clearer communications between the client and 
myself, and helps clarify what I could do for them. I 
have met some physicians and health-care professionals 
who are willing to answer questions like these. And if 
clients are willing to keep asking, more healers will 
accept it. You are not insulting anyone by asking such 
questions. Rather, you are showing your interest in 
getting the best care possible. That should be re- 
spected. 


Some good things to find out about your 
health-care professionals’ experience in their field: 
What training do they have? 

What are their skills? 

What do they have to offer you? 

What are the newest and best ways to treat what you 
have? 

How long have they been doing health-care/healing 
work? 

How many patients have they seen who have your 
illness? 

What results did they get with them? 

What results do they expect to get with you? 

What type of information can/will they give you? 


The field of medicine is so complicated now that you 
most likely will want someone who has spent some 
time working in the area of medicine in which you need 
care. Experience and keeping up with the latest devel- 
opments and new treatments really do count in a lot of 
diseases. Remember, the quoted statistics are usually 
national and may not be at all true for the people or 
hospital you are considering going to. Asking specific 
questions, like the number of patients with your illness 
whom a health-care professional has seen, and their 


results, gives you grounded information about the real- 
ity of his or her experience in the area of health care that 
is most important to you. Some health-care profes- 
sionals believe in giving a minimum of information. 
Some hold it back until they feel the client is ready to 
hear it, and some tell everything in a rather blunt way. 
Notice how the people you interview speak with you. 
Make sure you like their style before getting in too 
deep and being told serious information in a way that is 
not compatible with your emotional makeup. 

All health-care professionals have a network from 
which to draw. Find out about this by asking the fol- 
lowing questions. 


Some good things to find out about the 
support system your health-care professional has: 

What other connections or facilities do they have 
access to? 

What is their support community? 

Which hospital will you be going to if you need to 
go? What is its reputation? 

What facilities does this hospital have? 

Is this the right hospital for your disease? (Different 
hospitals specialize in different diseases, especially 
the rare or difficult-to-heal ones.) 

How long have they been treating patients with your 
particular disease? Are they familiar with this dis- 
ease? 

Is there anyone on the hospital staff who under- 
stands your point of view and will support your 
way of healing? 

Do you have to go to a special laboratory for tests? 
Where is it? 


There are many different kinds of chemotherapy. 
The best kind for you may not be given at a local 
hospital. It is better to make the effort to travel for the 
best treatment. If you happen to be one of the people 
looking for a heart transplant, this matters a great deal. 
Since the first successful heart transplant, many hos- 
pitals have added facilities to provide that service. 
However, their success rates vary drastically. Make sure 
you get the statistics on survival rate and number of 
patients treated from that particular hospital rather 
than the national average. I realize that all of this may 
seem impossible once you are ill, but it will help a lot in 
the long run. Get someone to help you. If you can’t 
explain it, show them this book. 

Once your team is put together and you understand 
a bit more about how they view the disease process 
from their discipline, the next step is to put together 
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your healing plan. You will need the following infor- 
mation to choose a treatment modality. 


Good questions to ask about treatment modalities: 

What are the steps of the treatment modality? 

What is the treatment’s effectiveness? 

Where is the closest treatment facility? 

What are the side effects? 

How much will hands-on healing reduce these? 

What is the cost of such programs? 

How much does your insurance cover? (Ask your 
insurance company.) 

What will you have to do to complete these pro- 
grams? 

What will it feel like? 

How long will it take? 

What is the length of convalescence after the treat- 
ment program? 

How much does healing reduce this time? 

How long, what kind of, and how much help will 
you need at home? 

How much bed rest will you need? 

How can you help clear your body of the drugs you 
will use by using cleansing diets, herbs, homeo- 
pathic remedies, vitamins, and hands-on healing? 


Once you have this information, it will not be so diffi- 
cult to choose your combined treatment plan. Remem- 
ber, the success of the treatment plan depends a lot on 
your sticking to it and doing your part. 


Laying Out Your Healing Plan 
with Your Health-Care Professional 


After choosing your team, make the most detailed 
plan that you can, in terms of what will be needed as 
you move through the steps of the healing process. 
This plan should include diet, food supplements like 
vitamins and minerals, exercise, meditation, medica- 
tions or herbs, and specific treatments. This level of 
treatment will be supported by your personal trans- 
formation process. Remember, you will go through 
the stages of the healing process as described in 
Chapter 7. 

If you have found a healer and a physician who will 
work together, review Chapter 6 on the healer- 
physician team. Encourage the healer and physician to 
find a common language to discuss your case so that 
they can work together to create the most effective 
healing plan available to you. 
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Visualizations for Self-Healing 


A big part of what you do besides getting the treatment 
will be healing visualizations like the ones given 
throughout this book. They deal with each level of 
your being, how to clear your field, how to work with 
specific areas of your body that are sick, and how to 
open your creative processes. Other sources for healing 
visualizations are suggested in the Bibliography. 

It is well worth noting that the process of visualiza- 
tion, which requires that you continue to imagine how 
good you really want things to be and how good it will 
feel, will evoke negative reactions, as depicted in Fig- 
ures 12-1 and 12—2. When these negative voices do 
arise, it is important to let them speak. Do not suppress 
the negative voices back into denial. You have worked 
hard to allow them space. Let them speak, but do not 
let them win. When you hear them, you will recognize 
them for what they are, which de-powers them. Of 
course, they may win more some days than others. Do 
not fear this. In the long run, they will lose. Your 
intention to heal yourself will help you pick yourself up 
and keep going forward into your real self, which will 


heal you. On those days when the negative voices seem 
to be winning, just surrender and do nothing but pray. 
Let go. Rest. You will move into peace. The next day 
will be better. 

Once you have recognized the negative voices for 
what they are, replace the negative voices with a posi- 
tive one. By returning to and staying with images of 
how good you want your life to be each time the 
negative voices and feelings arise, you create what you 
want. By sticking to it, you eventually get through and 
clear all the negative voices and the fears beneath them 
and replace them with positive images and creative 
energy. Essentially, think of visualization as being a 
means to direct the creative energy that is released 
through the process of clearing denial and negative 
feelings. You are creating another habitual behavior, 
but this time it is a positive one. An interesting thing 
about the human mind is that if something is repeated 
often enough, the mind acts as if it is true. That is how 
you started believing the habitual negative voices in the 
first place. Now you just need to replace them with 
positive voices. It really works! Thus the process of 
visualization is another very positive way to face your 
fears and feel your feelings.

Ihe Importance of 
Relationships to Your 


Health 


As I continued to work with and teach about health 
and the human energy ficld, I became increasingly 
aware of how important our relationships are to our 
health. In fact, our relationships are central to our 
health. Everything is relative and connected. Nothing 
is isolated, and nothing can be done in isolation. Not 
even our thoughts are isolated. Everything that we feel, 
think, and do is in relationship to each other, the 
planet, and the universe. As is well known in science, 
every event that occurs is always in relationship to all 
other events. All events are relational. We are holo- 
graphically connected in relationship to everything 


else, as well as to all events. Therefore our health and 
well-being are always in relationship to everything. 

As I began exploring our relatedness in healing, I 
found that the cause of every illness that we have is 
always connected to our relationships. Healing our- 
selves with respect to our relationships became the 
central theme of my work. I have devoted the next 
three chapters to showing how our relationships affect 
our health and how healing through the context of 
relationship and the human energy field changes our 
lives and our physical bodies in wonderful, fulfilling 
ways.

Creating Healthy 
Relationships 


As we become clearer in our self-awareness, we can 
begin applying that self-knowledge to the relationships 
we create. We see that the same reasons why not that we 
apply to ourselves, we also apply to relationships. We 
have discussed how to clear our reasons why not to get 
the desired results in our lives. Now we can learn to do 
the same thing in terms of relationships. A simple tool 
to do this with is by using the concept of contracts. 


The Unspoken Contracts We 
Create in Our Relationships 


All our relationships with others can be viewed in 
terms of contracts. Contracts create boundaries that 
define and maintain acceptable relational behavior pat- 
terns. The contract of a relationship is made up of 
unstated, usually unconscious agreements between 
people about how they will act with each other, includ- 
ing what they will and won't say and do. Contracts can 
be made between two people, or they can be made 
within or between groups of people, where they are 
expressed as social norms. 

We will concentrate here mostly on contracts be- 
tween two people. However, everything that will be 
said can also be applied to contracts between an indi- 


vidual and a group and between groups, no matter 
how large they are. It also can be applied to your 
individual and humankind’s relationship to the planet, 
on which I will focus a bit at the end of this chapter. 

Healthy positive relationships are interdependent 
and have clearly established contracts of honesty, sup- 
port, and caring between friends. In them there is 
plenty of room for freedom, creativity, and self- 
expression, as well as healthy care and concern for each 
other. These positive contracts promote the growth of 
each person involved. On the other hand, codependent 
relationships are created through negative, unhealthy 
contracts that limit, trap, use, control, and even intimi- 
date the people in them. They block creativity, personal 
expression, and personal freedom and interfere with 
the natural personal growth of each person involved. 

We all create both positive and negative contracts. 
Most of the time these contracts are unconscious and 
work automatically. The areas of our lives that flow 
smoothly and fulfill us are the areas where we have 
created positive contracts with others, based on mutual 
positive beliefs. For example, the experience of work- 
ing at a task with others in an casy manner that gets the 
job done is based on a positive contract that states that 
clear thinking, a willingness to work, and cooperation 
between individuals work best to accomplish the task. 
This contract is based on a positive belief, and on the 
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belief that the world is a place that supports such posi- 
tive mutuality. 

In our problem areas, we create negative contracts 
with others. As we live within a limited view of reality, 
we adopt certain attitudes, stances in life, and ways of 


living that help substantiate our limited view. In doing 


so, we form negative psychological contracts to insure 
that others will behave in certain ways with us that 
reflect our limited view of reality. The primary reason 
for these contracts is to avoid certain feelings and expe- 
riences that we do not want to have. With our negative 
contracts, we freeze our life energies and thus also 
freeze a lot of creative energy within us. 

Underlying a negative contract is not only our fear of 
life experience but our negative belief about how the 
world is. Usually this belief is unconscious and stems 
from childhood trauma. For example, a child whose 
father severely punishes or abuses her may grow up 
believing that men are cruel. Her early experience of 
the man in her life, her father, taught her that. As an 
adult, she may very well avoid men or have trouble in 
relationships with them due to her negative expecta- 
tions. She will set up negative contracts that keep men 
away, or she will get into relationships with cruel men. 
These relationships will prove her belief that men are 
cruel. 

Contracts, once set up, are placed in motion and 
remain in motion. Each time a negative contract is 
fulfilled, it serves to strengthen the negative attitude 
about life and reality that it supports. These negative 
beliefs grow stronger and limit us more in life each time 
we circle around through another negative experience. 
The auric configuration that corresponds to them gets 
more distorted each time. Another way to say this is 
that a negative contract strengthens a negative thought 
form or belief. 

The energy-consciousness related to a negative belief 
shows up in the energy field as stagnation and distor- 
tions in the seventh level. These distortions slowly get 
transferred down through the other auric levels. At the 
relational or fourth level the distortions show up as 
stagnations or blocks in the field of a single person or as 
negative auric field interactions between people. Thus a 
field distortion at level seven, revealing a negative belief 
system, is transferred down to level four, where it ex- 
presses itself as a negative contract through fourth level 
field interactions with others. The more a negative 
contract is acted out in relationships, the greater the 
distortion on the fourth level of the field. The distor- 
tions continue to be transferred down through the 
lower levels of the field until they reach the physical 


body. Eventually, they are expressed as discomfort and 
illness in the physical body. 

Since both positive and negative contracts work ho- 
lographically, we habitually make the same type of 
contract with many people. Any process of healing 
requires an uncovering and dissolving of all of these 
negative contracts. As these negative forms or patterns 
in the auric fields of relationships are cleared through 
hands-on healing and personal process work, the psy- 
chological perspective of negative life stance, negative 
beliefs, and the actions or behavior patterns they ex- 
hibit dissolve and are replaced by positive ones. 


Exploring Negative Contracts 


First, we will explore how negative contracts come 
about, look at their format, and discover how to dis- 
solve them. Then we will learn how to create positive 
contracts with intimate partners, friends, and health- 
care professionals. 

A typical negative contract starts in childhood be- 
tween parent and child, especially if there is hardship in 
the family. Consider the case of Gary, a boy whose 
mother has to work and is exhausted and preoccupied 
with money matters when she gets home. She will not 
be able to give her son what he needs. Gary will do all 
kinds of things to get her attention. When he finds one 
that works, he will use it again and probably keep using 
it as long as it works. He discovers that if he helps her 
or takes care of her when she feels bad, he gets her 
attention. He unconsciously confuses this attention 
with love. Thus he gets the message that he must take 
care of his mother to get her love. This, of course, is the 
reverse of how it ought to be. Unconsciously, Gary 
concludes that if he doesn't take care of Mom, then he 
won't get Mom's love. Thus he learns that love has а 
price. After the dynamic is repeated several times, it 
becomes habitual and continues into adulthood, where 
it takes the form of unhealthy, exaggerated caretaking. 
Whenever he gets involved in a relationship with a 
woman, he always ends up taking care of her in an 
exaggerated, unhealthy way, be it his wife, his business 
partner, or an employee. Deep inside, he believes this is 
necessary in order to get love. Of course, this reason is 
unconscious. He just knows that every time he gets 
into a relationship, he takes too much responsibility 
and gets sucked dry. He then begins to avoid relation- 
ships because they are just not worth all the work. This 
brings him into a vicious cycle of neediness, despair,

resentment, and then withdrawal. He will, at times, 
even choose to isolate himself. 

The chart in Figure 13—1 helps clarify the steps in 
the negative contract that Gary habitually sets up. Re- 
member that the caretaking in this negative contract is 
exaggerated caretaking. It is taking care of an adult 
when he or she doesn't need it, as if he or she were a 
child. The first column is labeled “If I Do/Don't." This 
refers to the actions that Gary unconsciously believes 
he must do in order to get what he needs. In this case, 
he believes he must take care of his mother, or any 
other woman with whom he is involved. The type of 
caretaking is all-inclusive, as if his mother or the other 
woman were a child. He takes responsibility for her 
and her life, as if she couldn't. Therefore in column one 
we put: IfI do take care of Mom. 

The second column, labeled “He/She Will/Won’t,” 
is for the results Gary believes he will get if he follows 
his unconscious belief. In this case, he believes he will 
get Mom's or another woman's love. We put: She will 
love me. 

The third column, labeled “Unconscious Belief,” is 
for Gary’s unconscious belief about what he has to do 
in order to get what he wants: I have to take care of Mom 
in order to get her to love me. 

The “Immediate Price” in column four is the short- 
term price Gary pays because his belief is erroneous. 
He not only has to take care of Mom or the woman in 
his life, he doesn’t even get her love that way: I take care 
of Mom, but I don’t get her love. 

Column five, labeled “Supported Negative Belief,” is 
for the broader negative unconscious belief that this 
proves through experience. For Gary, it is: Relationships 
suck energy and don’t really fill my needs.

Column six, labeled, “Other Areas of Life Affected,” 
is for the holographic effect of the broader negative 
unconscious belief in other parts of life: I pay for love 
everywhere in other forms, eg, by giving money, gifts, 
personal time. 

The last column, labeled “True Price,” gives the re- 
sults on the personal, psychological level for this un- 
conscious belief. It gives the long-term effects on 
Gary’s life. All the giving doesn’t buy the love he was 
secking to get in the first place. He may get attention 
and praise, but he will never get love. This causes 
disappointment, disillusionment, and a lot of resent- 
ment about relationships. He concludes: I am tired 
from this burden. I avoid relationships. The price is too high. 

Gary is pretty unhappy by this time. His feelings 
probably fluctuate between being burdened and re- 
sentful and going into isolation. It is possible to get 
caught in a vicious cycle between exaggerated caretak- 
ing and isolation for many years. 

To get out of this vicious cycle, Gary must take the 
chance of challenging his negative belief and facing the 
results he fears. He must reverse the behavior that is 
dictated by his unconscious belief. If he continues his 
caretaking long enough, he may get mad enough to 
stop being such a nice guy and stop the exaggerated 
caretaking of the women in his life—be they Mom, his 
wife, business partner, employee, sister, or friend. 
Most likely, more than one woman is involved here. He 
has developed this type of relationship with most of the 
women he knows. He may just start with one. But if he 
is successful, he will be able to transform his negative 
belief and his resultant actions in all the areas of his life 
affected by it. He will be surprised to see what the 
results turn out to be.

Now let's use Figure 13—2 to dissolve Gary's old 
negative contract and create a healthy relationship with 
Mom and the other women in his life. The first column, 
labeled “If I Do/Don’t,” is for the reverse action that 
Gary will not take. In this case it is: If I don’t take care of 
Mom. 

The second column, labeled “He/She Will/Won’t,” 
is for the feared result when the action is reversed. In 
this case his fear is: She will not love me. 

Gary’s mother may complain at first. She may be- 
come more needy and demand the old status quo. Gary 
may fear that she will leave him or get sick. He may also 
feel bad about himself for a while. Usually this is not 
real, because the kind of exaggerated caretaking he has 
been doing is not what she needs. Of course, when 
someone is ill, the line between healthy and unhealthy 
caretaking is different and may be more difficult to find. 
(We will address this in the next section, “Creating 
Healthy Relationships with Your Family and 
Friends.”) In the long run, all will work out. It will turn 
out that Gary’s mom still loves him, even if he doesn’t 
take care of her in the old unhealthy way. The third 
column, the “True Result” for breaking a negative 
contract, shows how well things turned out! In this 
case: Mom still loves me. I don’t have to buy her love! 

At first, Gary may not believe that it is true and will 
have to test it for a while. He will go back and forth 
between unhealthy and healthy caretaking. As he learns 
the difference between the two, he will find a new 
world opening up. He will see that his mother still 
loves him as he goes through the process of sorting his 
life out. Since she still loves him even though he is not 
taking care of her in the old unhealthy way, his life 
experience now supports a new positive belief. It is 


listed in the fourth column, under “Positive Belief Sup- 
ported.” He understands that: I am lovable; love has no 
price. 

Gary understands that you really can't make anyone 
love you, no matter what you do. Love flows naturally 
from people who can love. It is a gift of life. Now the 
release begins. It snowballs into all the other areas of 
his life. He is also lovable in those areas, and love can't 
be bought nor need it be. This is shown in column five, 
“Other Areas of Life Affected." Gary figures out: I лю 
longer have to buy love anywhere. 

Gary has stopped buying love anywhere in his life 
because he knows he deserves it. He will not have to 
isolate himself anymore. He is now free to make rela- 
tionships because they will no longer be a burden to 
him. He will be able to get his needs met in the rela- 
tionships. Instead of the cycle of exaggerated caretak- 
ing, resenting, and isolating himself from his mother, 
he now freely gives love. There is a beautiful flow of 
love between him and the women in his life. Column 
six, “Positive Results to Me,” shows the results for 
Gary, now relieved of his burden: I give and receive more 
love and create fulfilling relationships. 

This has immediate wonderful positive effects for all 
the women in Gary’s life. He no longer takes care of 
them in an unhealthy way. This leaves him free to love 
them. This challenges them to take their power and to 
take care of themselves. They also now get love rather 
than caretaking as a substitute for it. The women in his 
life now have the choice to also dissolve their side of the 
contract to stay in the relationship or to break the 
relationship. Column seven lists “Positive Results to 
Other.” In this case, what the mother will most likely 
do is find real love within herself: Mom stands on her

own two feet. She gets love rather than service. So do all the 
other women in his life. 

Wow, what a deal! It’s good for everyone! Of course, 
this works for a girl whose father is both caretaker and 
provider as well. 


Creating Healthy Relationships 
with Your Family and Friends 


You will need to change your interactions within the 
many intimate relationships you have. So during your 
healing process, you will find yourself changing friend- 
ships, some perhaps more substantially than others. If 
you learn how to distinguish what these contracts are, 
dissolving or breaking them and making new contracts 
will be smoother. The more conscious you are of this 
process, the less likely you will be to establish negative 
contracts again. 

Have you noticed that in order to be with certain 
people, you have to play a certain role or be a certain 
way? This is the first sign of a negative contract. On the 
other hand, there are people with whom you can be 
yourself completely. You don’t have to hide anything 
or convince them of anything. Yet you know that they 
will honestly tell you whatever they think of a given 
situation, even if you don’t like it. That is a sign of a 
positive contract. 


Exercise to Find Your Negative Contract 


To check out your relationships, build a chart using 
Figure 13-3, like the one we used in Figure 13—1. This 


chart can show your negative contract. You can use it 
to observe any relationship you are in, whether it be a 
long-term relationship or a new one. I suggest you start 
with a particularly difficult relationship, with which 
you are having trouble. Choose the type of relationship 
in which you are uncomfortable, and find yourself act- 
ing in ways you don’t like. Perhaps you are not even 
aware of these actions when you are in the presence of 
the person, but after he/she leaves, you are left with an 
uneasy or bad feeling. You may not know what is 
wrong, but you do know that something is wrong. 
Review how you acted with the person that is different 
from how you are in the presence of people with whom 
you are comfortable. What are you doing differently? 
That action is the action that you unconsciously believe 
you must do in order to get what you need from this 
person. Write your false action in the first column, 
labeled “If I Do/Don’t.” 

To find out why you do such actions, you must find 
your underlying emotion. Usually it is fear. What are 
you afraid the person will or won’t do if you do not act 
according to your negative belief? To find this fear, 
imagine yourself in the typical situation with the per- 
son with whom you are having trouble. Now imagine 
yourself doing an action opposite to the one you think 
you have to do. In your imagination, watch what the 
other person does in reaction to your action. List what- 
ever you imagine they would do in column two, 
“He/She Will/Won't." | 

Now you understand that if you stop your false 
actions, you are afraid that the other person will do 
whatever is listed in column two. Therefore your false 
actions are to control the other person's behavior. They 
show what you believe you have to do in order to get 
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the person to do what you want. Column three is for 


your “Unconscious Belief.” It reflects the immediate _ 


result that you will have if you both keep your negative 
contract. Fill it in: IfI do/don’t (your false action) then hel 
she willlwon’t (his/her imagined behavior toward you). 

For example, suppose that it is someone that you are 
afraid to contradict, disagree with, or challenge. You 
might write: If I do not challenge (name), helshe will 
support me. Or: If I do challenge (name), helshe will not 
support me. Or helshe will undermine me, perhaps publicly. 

In another example, you are ill, and you are ashamed 
or afraid to ask for your needs to be met with your 
partner. You have been the caretaker, and now the 
tables are turning. Your partner just wants you to hurry 
up and get back to normal. But you have very real 
needs: If I do not ash for (what you need), helshe will be 
nice to me. Or: IfI do ash for (what you need), helshe will be 
angry. 

The next column is for the price you pay for this 
result. What is the effect on you of doing your false 
action, for not being who you naturally are? How have 
you not expressed yourself? How have you not been 
who you are? List what you find in column four, “Im- 
mediate Price.” 

In the first example, we have: If I do not challenge 
(name of person), I do not speak my truth or act the way I 
believe. I do not express who I am. I do not create the power 
in myself that comes from living my truth. If I do not 
challenge (name of person), I will not be challenged back, 
and I will not give myself the opportunity to find out what 
needs to be changed inside me. In the second example, we 
have: IfI do not ask for my needs when I am sick, I may get 
sicker. 

Because of these lacks in your life, you begin to see 
and feel yourself in a false way. You begin to believe 
you are less than who you truly are. Your false actions 
limit your expression, and you believe that the limited 
you is the real you. What do you think about yourself 
when you do this? How has this action stifled your 
creativity? Your life experience? Your life task? 

If you relate to the first example above, you may see 
yourself as a coward. As a coward, you do not express 
your creativity because you are afraid someone will be 
challenged by it and undermine or attack you publicly. 
By not expressing your creativity, you do not create 
your life’s dream. If you relate to the second example 
above, you may be disgusted with yourself for being 
sick. You may feel that you are a burden to everyone. 
You begin to believe that the world is a world that 
supports the falsely limited you. What is the general 
negative belief that says the world is a place where the 


above limitations are good to have? In column five, list 
the “Supported Negative Belief,” or thought form, that 
you give energy to every time you do this false action. 

In the first example, the supported basic negative 
belief would go something like this: Expressing my truth 
and my creativity is dangerous and leads to public attack. 
In the second example, the supported basic negative 
belief is something like: When I. have needs or am sick, 
people will be angry. I must never get sick. Having needs 1s 


. dangerous. 


Your negative belief hampers you holographically 
throughout your entire life. List all che “Other Areas of 
Life Affected” in column six. 

If you relate to the first example, you may avoid 
challenge in many areas and many other ways in your 
life. You may avoid self-challenge. You may block your 
creativity everywhere whenever it is challenged. If you 
relate to the second example, you probably do not ask 
for your needs in many or all other areas of your life. 

The price you pay is not just the immediate short- 
term price shown in column four. The true price is that 
your negative contract or negative belief limits you in 
all areas of your life and keeps your life from moving 
forward. List the “True Price” in the seventh column. 

If you relate to the first example, the true price may 
be a life that is void of challenge, and therefore stag- 
nant, dull, and unfulfilling. If you relate to the second 
example, the true price may be a life of unmet needs 
and deprivation. You may not even know what real 
needs are. You may not understand the needs of others. 


Exercise to Dissolve Your Negative Contract 


On the other hand, if you break the negative contract, 
then you will probably not like the reaction of your 
friend or the immediate result you will get. But in the 
long run it really pays off. Make another chart, using 
Figure 13—4, to show the results of breaking your nega- 
tive contract. (It will be like Gary's, in Figure 13-2.) 

The first column is “If I Do/Don’t.” Fill it in. The 
second column is “He/She Will/Won't," the feared 
price. It is the price you believe you would have to pay 
and arc hoping to avoid paying. Fill it in. 

In our first example, we have: If I do challenge 
(name), helshe will not support me ov helshe will undermine 
me, perhaps publicly. In our second example we have: IfT 
do ask for (what you need), belshe will be angry. 

Now it is time to pay up. You don't want any debts 
carried over into your new way of being. You will be 
surprised at what the price turns out to be. Try doing 
your true action rather than your false action just to see

what happens. Your true action may be the opposite of 
your false action, but not necessarily. You may find an 
even better one! Column three, labeled “True Results,” 
refers to the actual result that occurs. Fill it in. 

In our first example, your true action may be the 
opposite of your false action: you challenge the person 
you are afraid to disagree with. You state your opinion 
about something that may be directly opposed to his/ 
hers. You do not need to do this in a combative way. 
Simply state your opinion without a negative energy 
charge. The person may do many different things. He/ 
she may challenge you back, and you may have a lively 
discussion in which you both learn a great deal by 
listening to each other and by explaining what you are 
trying to communicate in several different ways. You 
will find that the situation is not as black and white as 
your inner child believes it to be. If the person does 
undermine you publicly, then you also challenge that. 
If you continue to speak your truth and be open- 
minded, you will learn a great deal and feel your power. 
Your creativity will be released through the challenge 
that you have given to yourself by doing this in the first 
place. You will learn through interaction. Therefore, 
the “True Result" is: I can challenge (name of person) 
and be safe, and even learn something! 

In the first example, the feared price is not only the 
counterchallenge of the person you were afraid to chal- 
lenge. You will also face the possibility of public under- 
mining. You will be challenged to distinguish between 
true reality and your projection of reality that comes 
from your negative belief system. 

If you try our second example of asking for your 
needs when sick, you will be surprised that the person 


you ask will respond differently from what you ex- 
pected. He/she may be very attentive to you. He/she 
may need to be reminded of what you need. He/she 
may immediately begin to think of other needs you 
have that need to be filled. He/she may become resent- 
ful if you are sick for a long time. But if you keep 
talking, you will both find solutions. You will begin to 
understand and know your needs in a different way. 
You will find that they are reasonable human needs. 
Therefore the “True Result” for our second example is: 
When I ask, my needs get met. 

Column four is for the “Positive Belief Supported” 
through your new actions. Fill it in. To get an idea of 
what it could be, check out our two examples. For our 
first example, the positive belief that is supported is: 
The world is a place of truth. Truth is safe, builds power, 
and opens creativity. For our second example, the posi- 
tive belief supported could be stated as: My needs are 
natural human needs. I can know what they are, ask for 
help, and get them met. The world is a place in which needs 
are natural and can be filled. 

In column five, list the “Other Areas of Life Af- 
fected” by the positive belief that you have supported 
through your new actions and that challenge your fear. 
You will find that all parts of your life are affected. In 
our first example, if you began to challenge someone 
you did not challenge before, you probably will begin 
to challenge all parts of your life and the people in them 
in ways that you have not done before. You will chal- 
lenge yourself to live in your truth and be more creative 
in all aspects of your life. In the second example, you 
will begin asking not only for what you need, but for 
what you want. You will be able to distinguish between 
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the two. You will most likely do this in all areas of your 
life. 

The “Positive Results to Me” (in column six) will be 
vast. If you relate to our first example, you will gain 
more self-confidence, more freedom, and more cre- 
ativity in your life by taking on more challenges. You 
will greatly improve your self-esteem. In the second 
example, you will find more nurturance and fulfillment 
in your life as you learn more about your true needs and 
how to fill them. You will also learn about what you 
want and be able to go for it. 

In the last column, list the “Positive Results to Other.” 
How have others benefited from your changing your 
behavior? List the benefits to others in the last column. 
In our first example, the first person to benefit from 
your changed behavior besides you may be the person 
whom you challenge. This challenge will help them 
grow if they wish to, because they can learn a great deal 
about themselves from it. Your immediate family will 
benefit from your increased power and creativity be- 
cause you will not only challenge them to go for theirs 
but will set an example for them. Of course, you will 
probably challenge them on their habitual patterns 
also! 

In our second example, the person whom you ask to 
help you fill your needs will immediately be given a 
chance to express his/her loving and giving. He/she 
may be challenged to find out how much he/she is able 
to give and love and find greater depths of love within. 
He/she will also learn how to communicate better, 
through the give-and-take of caring for someone who 
is ill. If he/she has not already done so, he/she will also 
learn how to recognize and fill his/her own needs. He/ 
she will also learn how to ask for what he/she wants, 
because you are a model for learning to fill needs. 


The Benefits of Breaking Negative Contracts 


The more negative contracts you break in this way, the 
more freedom, creativity, and power you will have— 
and the safer you will feel. Once you have released 
yourself into a new way of being, your positive belief 
system will be activated. This will spread throughout 
your life holographically. You may be very surprised at 
the tremendous positive effects of breaking your nega- 
tive contracts, not only on yourself, but on the person 
with whom you were holding them. Breaking such 
contracts frees a great deal of creative energy that you 
will now be able to use in your life in other areas. It will 
enhance your personal healing process a great deal. It 
will also free creative energy in your friend’s life. 


Some friends may insist on keeping the old contract. 
Since you will not keep it, that friendship may dissolve 
with the contract. Your old friend may find another 
person who is willing to make the old contract. Let go 
and let God. Your old friends will face those changes in 
their lives when they are ready. There are no judgments 
about this—everyone must be free to change and grow 
at their own pace. This may also happen in intimate 
relationships. It is, of course, much more difficult to 
lose an intimate relationship, but it does happen when 
people change rapidly. 

In such cases, when grief for that old friendship or 
intimate relationship arises within you, it is helpful to 
remember that love and learning are always created in 
every kind of relationship. That which always remains 
from friendships and intimate relationships is the love. 
It is only the negative that dissolves. The pain and the 
distortion dissolve through time and through learning. 
The love that was created always remains and is never 
diminished. When your old friend goes through the 
necessary change in his or her life, you may happen to 
meet again and find the friendship rekindled. The love 
will still be there. 

If you are ill and moving through the healing pro- 
cess, you will transform many old negative contracts 
with friends and your intimate partner. You will find 
that those people who will agree to the change in your 
mutual contract will also grow through the stages of 
healing with you. As you move through and transform 
each of the seven levels (as discussed in Chapter 8), you 
bring the people involved with you to a higher view of 
the entire process. When you go through deep changes 
in your life, so will the people around you. Their lives 
will change. 


Creating Healing Relationships 
with Your Health-Care Professionals 


It is very important to create positive contracts with 
your health-care professionals. The purpose of such a 
positive contract is to clarify your needs, find the right 
qualified people to help you fill them, and to carefully 
create a trustful, safe environment in which you will be 
able to do your work and surrender to the process of 
healing and to the wisdom and help coming from the 
health-care professionals you have chosen. The more 
carefully this is done the better, because at some time 
during the process, you will be required to trust, let go, 
and live by faith and hope. Be sure that you draw the 


right people to you and create the appropriate place 
and situation in which to do that. 

Before entering into a relationship with a health-care 
professional, I suggest that you do the work in the 
previous section about your personal relationships. 
This will give you information about the structure of 
any negative contract that you might automatically, 
unconsciously set up with your health-care profes- 
sional. You will then find it easier to go through the 
material that follows. Utilizing the information given 
in this chapter and in Chapter 12, let us use some 
important questions as guidelines to set up positive 
healing relationships with your healer, your physician, 
and any other health-care professional whose services 
you may wish to engage. The object is to create the best 
client-healer-physician team that you can. You can also 
use these guidelines if you wish to use a nutritionist, a 
therapist, or any other health-care professional. 

If you arc too ill to do this by yourself, then get 
someone to help you go through it. If, on the other 
hand, you are caring for someone, like a family mem: 
ber, who is too ill to work on this at all, then try to do it 
from the information you know about them. It will be 
a big help. 

Use the chart in Figure 12—1, as you did in Chapter 
12, to answer these questions. 


Points to check out about yourself to make sure you 
are clear about which belief system you are coming 
from and what you need: 
What is my desired result? 
What is my reason why not—why I have not ob- 
tained this desired result before? 
What is the fear I have avoided that I will have to 
face? 
Upon what negative belief system is that fear based? 


Your half of any negative contract with another per- 
son will always be based on your negative belief system. 
You will find that the negative belief system you list is 
one that is familiar to you. You use it in many areas of 
your life. You have probably already come up against it 
in doing the exercises in this chapter that explore nega- 
tive contracts in relationships. You probably related to 
the two examples given. They are very apropos to the 
healing relationship. The first example says it is dan- 
gerous to challenge someone who disagrees with you. 
It is based upon the negative belief that the universe is 
not a place that supports the truth or the truth-finding 
process, or more personally said: Expressing my truth. 
and my creativity is dangerous. 
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If this negative belief is operating within you when 
you interact with a health-care professional, you will 
have difficulty standing up for what you believe. Ifyou 
do not like the attitude or stance that your health-care 
professionals take with regard to you and your healing 
process, you probably won’t challenge them. You will 
refrain from expressing your doubts about the plan 
they are presenting to you. You will probably refrain 
from expressing your creative ideas about healing your- 
self. Unfortunately, such concerns, doubts, and cre- 
ative ideas may be the key to your healing process. 

If you wish to move through your healing process 
with the attitude of increasing your self-awareness and 
finding your truth each step of the way, then you need 
to get help from someone who is willing to work in 
that way. It can’t be someone who simply tells you how 
it must be. You must find someone to work with who 
will lay out the healing plan on the table and speak with 
you openly about it. You need to know what your 
choices are and what consequences come with those 
choices, as best as any health-care professional can tell 
you. Many, many physicians are willing to do this now 
with an open heart. | 

Discerning whether a plan is right for you and chal- 
lenging one that is not right for you will be much easier 
if you are clear that the positive belief system that you 
are coming from says that the universe supports truth, 
truth-finding, and the expression of creativity in 
problem-solving. The more you center yourself into 
this reality before you need to make a decision, the 
clearer you will be about making a decision when one is 
required of you. 

In the second example above, to which you may have 
related, the supported basic negative belief is some- 
thing like: When I have needs or am sick, people will be 
angry. I must never get sick. Having needs is dangerous. 

Obviously this will interfere a great deal with your 
healing process and with your relationships with your 
health-care professionals. They will be much too busy 
to try to figure out what all your needs are. Nor could 
they, if they even had the time. It is up to you to begin 
to understand that you have real adult needs and that 
your needs are greater if you are ill than if you are not. 
It is perfectly reasonable to get help to fill them. If you 
know that you have a tendency not to ask for your 
needs to be met, you must concentrate on centering 
into the positive belief that we live in a world where 
everyone has natural human needs and where needs can 
be met. Therefore, you can ask your health-care profes- 
sionals to fill these needs. Even if you are embarrassed, 
it is better to ask. If they cannot fill them, or if they feel 
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that it is inappropriate to do so, you are still on the path 
to getting them filled. You can keep asking until you 
find the appropriate person to fill them. 

Asking for what you need and challenging aggres- 
sive treatment modes for a life-threatening illness is 
very, very difficult. It requires clarity about where you 
are coming from. For example, nobody wants chemo- 
therapy; nobody wants radiation. But is your resistance 
to it coming from the commitment to ask for what you 
need and stand up for your truth to heal yourself in a 
way that is right for you? Or is it a way to avoid a very 
unpleasant treatment and to thus stay in denial? These 
are the questions that many people face. They are not 
easy. Knowing on which belief system you tend to base 
your actions will come in very handy at such a time. 

If you tend never to challenge, you probably ought 
to start. If, on the other hand, you are the sort of person 
that challenges everyone on everything, you are proba- 
bly coming from a negative belief system that says 
people are not trustworthy. In this case, such actions 
would probably be detrimental to your healing. The 
big question is, are you coming out of love or fear? If it 
is not love, try again. 

There are many variations on what I call the games 
people play with health-care professionals. Many pa- 
tients want physicians or healers to be more than hu- 
man, to have no flaws, and to take full responsibility for 
their health. For example, a negative belief system that 
supports not being able to ask for your needs to be met 
has its reverse side, in which the physician or healer is 
supposed to be all-knowing and all-caring. There is a 
part in everyone that wants to revert to the womb, 
where all needs are automatically cared for without 
their asking. But that is not the real world. Everyone is 
limited. Every one of us is human. 

Be aware that health-care professionals’ knowledge 
is necessarily limited. The knowledge of medicine is 
limited. Although it is very advanced scientifically, it 
knows much less than there is to know. After all, it was 
and still is being formulated by people who are simply 
trying to learn as much as they can within a certain 
framework of knowledge. So it is with healing. Heal- 
ing is a path of knowledge that interfaces with the way 
of knowledge of medicine, and there are many paths of 
healing. Neither medicine nor healing can take respon- 
sibility away from the person who is born into that 
body in the first place. You always were and always will 
be responsible for your body. 

As a teacher of healing, I run into this a lot from 
those who come to study with me. Since I am able to 
read the field and see into the body, some students 


think that that means I automatically read everything 
about their health whenever they are in one of my 
classes. I have had several people get angry at me be- 
cause I didn’t warn them ahead of time about some- 
thing that showed up in their yearly physician’s 
checkup. Once these people get over the initial shock, 
they find that they are actually avoiding knowing 
things about the workings of their own body. This 
avoidance is usually based on our fear of the human 
condition in which we live as vulnerable physical be- 
ings. 

However, in the long run, the more we maintain our 
natural body-centered consciousness, the more we are 
able to follow the messages from our balancing system 
and keep it healthy on a daily basis. This is very em- 
powering. With our balancing system, we remain 
awake to what is going on in our physical habitat as 
much as possible. Therefore the person (ourselves) 
who can do the most about it has first alert. We are 
always there inside the body! 

Doing this makes a big difference. For example, I 
mentioned a case in an earlier chapter about healing 
back pain. I found it necessary for the client to carry 
small healthy snacks to maintain a good level of blood 
sugar so that he would not reinjure his back. This 
worked very well for him. He became much more 
conscious of what was going on in his body minute to 
minute. By being present and responding to his own 
need over time, he then healed his back. A female client 
with whom I was working at the same time refused to 
do this. She didn’t want to maintain a high level of 
body awareness. She didn’t eat what and when she 
needed to maintain her blood sugar level to prevent 
injury. She kept reinjuring herself. She had deeper 
issues of self-responsibility that she needed to deal 
with before reaching this practical way of handling the 
problem. 

Once you have done the work in this chapter to find 
the types of negative contracts that you set up with 
people, you can check out how you might set up the 
same types of negative contracts with your health-care 
professionals. Consider the examples here, then ask 
yourself these four additional questions: 


What negative contracts have I set up in the past that 
I may unknowingly use with my health-care pro- 
fessionals? 

What is the positive belief system out of which I will 
now allow my actions to arise? (You will want it 
supported by whomever you choose to work 
with.) 


What do I need from my healer, physician, or health- 
care professional to help create the desired result? 
What simple mantra that expresses this positive be- 
lief can I find to use anytime? (For example, you 
could use a simple one-word mantra such as 
health, creativity, peace, truth, ask, challenge, abun- 
dance, pleasure, or love. You can use this mantra 
any time during the day. If you like to be precise, 
simply think of it a few times on the hour of every 
hour, or when you get up in the morning or go to 
bed. You could use it in a formal meditation, 
where you sit quietly with your spine erect and 


aligned. Or simply lie in bed and concentrate on · 


one or two simple words that mean a lot to you.) 


Now that you know what you need, you can apply it 
to the various health-care professionals you chose in 
Chapter 12. Create an imaginary contract with each. 
Be clear on what you want from each. This process will 
continue as you gather more information. You will 
definitely need a different contract for your healer from 
the one you have with your physician. Review Chap- 
ters 5 and 6 before you create the contracts. Remem- 
ber, the more you do this before you get sick, the easier 
it will be if you do get sick. Do it as a preventive health- 
care Measure to maintain your health now, and it will 
be that much easier to create healing relationships with 
those whose help you request if you do get ill. If you 
need help to clarify the process, do not hesitate to ask 
someone who will understand what you are doing. 

Since most health-care professionals do not set up 
preliminary interviews, you will most likely not be able 
to present your ideas until your first appointment with 
a physician or your first session with a healer. Make 
sure that you do this during the initial part of the 
appointment. After a healing it will be too late. You 
will be in an altered state, and most likely it will not be 
appropriate to talk much. 


Points to check out with your health-care professional 
to make sure you can create a positive contract with 
him or her: | 

Is he or she willing to give you the type of informa- 

tion you want, in as detailed a manner as you 

require to fill your need? (Be sure he or she de- 
scribes choices of treatment plans.) 

Is the person clear and honest about what he or she 

can give you and what his or her limitations are? 

From what belief system is he or she working? Is it 

similar to the one that you. wish to support? (This 
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one may be too difficult to answer. If so, just skip 
it for now—it will eventually show itself.) . 
Do you both agree on the desired result? — — 
What does the person want from you? What are your 
responsibilities to carry out the healing process? 


Once you have set up your healing team, make sure 
someone makes a schedule of the many things that will 
need to be done and the help you will need in doing 
them—like going to appointments and getting some- 
one to do your shopping so that you can maintain your 
diet. Get your friends to help you create your healing 
spacc. Be sure to have alone time, just for you to get to 


know yourself better.

Сгеайпр; а Healing Relationship 
with the Earth 


There is a holographic relationship between your personal 
healing and the healing of the earth. Many of us are 
concerned about the great deal of pain on the earth 
today. We want to know how we specifically have 
helped to create it and how we personally can help to 
heal it. As I said at the beginning of this chapter, 
everything that has been said about individual relation- 
ships can be applied to our relationship to the earth. 
Collectively, our negative contracts show in our treat- 
ment of our planet. On the personal level, any negative 
contracts that you have found operating in your per- 
sonal relationships are also functioning holographically 
in your relationship to the earth. 

It is on the fourth level of our field that we connect to 
the earth and create relationships with the earth like 
those we create with each other. From the auric per- 
spective, the earth is a live sentient being, and we are 
part of its body. This idea makes sense in the M-3 
metaphysics. Since all matter is created from mind or 
consciousness, then consciousness created the physical 
body of the earth. The physical earth, then, just like our 
bodies, arose out of the consciousness that created it. 
Just as our consciousness is connected to our body 
through the auric field, so the earth has consciousness 
that connects to it through the earth’s auric field. Some 
of the earth’s aura is known through our study of the 
magnetosphere and the Van Allen belts, which are 
parts of the earth’s magnetic field. Many of you have 
seen the magnificent colors of the Northern Lights, 
which look very similar to the human aura. 
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Since our bodies are part of the earth, we are holo- 
graphically connected to the earth. We are born out of 
it, and it is our mother. Native Americans honor this 
connection and maintain a humble respect for our de- 
pendence upon the earth. 

Many people of our present culture like to forget our 
dependence upon the earth and our interconnections 
to all the beings that live upon it. We act as if we own it; 
indeed, we even believe we do own pieces of it. I 
thought Crocodile Dundee put it straight when he said 
in the movie, “It’s rather like two fleas arguing over 
who owns the dog they live on.” Much of our mistreat- 
ment ofthe earth comes from our personal pain, which 
our negative beliefs keep re-creating. Collectively, we 
hold ourselves in this pain, and collectively, we mistreat 
the earth. 

Since we have learned from holographic theory that 
everything we do affects everything there is, then we 
must somehow, in perhaps some small way, be respon- 
sible for what is happening on the earth today. After all, 


є 


the smaller system within the greater system is directly 
connected to and immediately affects that greater sys- 
tem. Such a thought is overwhelming to most of us. 
We have quite a lot to deal with in our own lives 
without taking on planetary problems. Many people 
turn away from the immensity of the problems human- 
ity as a whole faces now. 

To deal with such an issue, someone once asked 
Heyoan, “What can I do for world peace?” The chan- 
neled answer I received not only clarified how we help 
create the problem but also gave a way for us to do our 


.part without feeling so overwhelmed that we turn 


away. 

Essentially what Heyoan said is that just as you hold 
negative belief systems that create pain in your life, you 
also help hold that negative belief system in the collec- 


. tive unconsciousness of humankind, out of which hu- 


manity's pain arises. 
Here is the channeled answer and the step-by-step 
process to find your appropriate arca of service. 


WHAT CAN I PERSONALLY DO FOR 
WORLD PEACE? : 
Channeled from 
Heyoan 


This is a wonderful question, and I hope that 
more people will ask it of themselves. It is becom- 
ing more and more important that larger num- 

· bers of people begin taking responsibility for 
becoming world citizens. The first step toward 
that end is to consider yourself from the greater 
vantage point, and let your decisions and actions 
arise out of that broader knowing. 

From our vantage point, since you are joint 
creators of the earth and all that exists there, you 
have made it as it is. You have created all that you 

. experience in your life, and when there is pain, it 
is there only because you have made it so. This 
does not mean that you are bad; it simply means 
that you have not learned a lesson you have come 
here to learn, and so you have created a situation 
that not only arises out of that unknowing but 
that gives you precisely the tools that you need 
and the direction to look to in order to incorpo- 
rate that learning. 

Take our perspective and apply it to the world 
situation. First ask yourself the questions you 
would ask concerning any personal issues. What 
does this world situation mean to me personally? 


What is the message the greater world (being a 
mirror to the self ) is trying to tell me about what I 
need to learn? What is the nature of the pain I have 
helped to create? What needs to be done about it, 
and what is it that I can personally do? How have I 
personally contributed to the greater situation? 

Now you might say, “I didn’t do it.” You 
might even blame others—“It was the politi- 
cians”—or you might choose some other nation 
or ethnic group to blame. But it is you who have 
participated in an election or refrained from vot- 
ing. It is you who have carried prejudices within 
yourself regarding others who seem different 
from yourself. You do it with complete strangers 
as well as with people you know. These generaliz- 
ations and assumptions that you make about 
others, you also automatically and often uncon- 
sciously place on yourself. This causes you a great 
deal of inner personal pain. When you hear your- 
self speaking negatively about another, ask your- 
self what effect it has on you when you say it 
about yourself. 

The longings of the human soul do not limit 
themselves to national boundaries, languages, or 


creeds. But with these distinctions, the soul finds 
an appropriate classroom (or playground) in 
which to learn. It is precisely this variety that 
makes the earth such a wonderful choice for in- 
carnation. Nations were created to bring diver- 
sity and excitement to your lives. They were never 
meant to be a battleground. Indeed, one could 
live many lives upon the earth in many environ- 
ments and never get bored. 

So what has happened? The things that 
brought you to earth for your schooling are pre- 
cisely the things that cause the problems. Funda- 
mentally, your belief in a separated reality 
beckons you to return each time to earth. That 
belief also causes you fear. So you have come here 
to dissolve fear, but it is through the fear that 
needs dissolving that you have brought more 
fear. So ask yourself: *Precisely what is it that I 
am afraid of, both in my personal life and on the 
world scale?” See how they are really the same 
fear. Do you know that these fears are precisely 
the same fears most humans have, and from 
which most humans act? These common fears, 
then, are the origin of world conflict. 

You all fear loss, illness, death, and lack of 
freedom. You all fear that someone will take 
something of value away from you once you have 
established it in your life. But I tell you, the only 
person who can do that is you. 

To the extent that you take away your own 
personal freedom out of fear, to that same ex- 
tent you will try to take away another's freedom. 
To the extent that you create illness in your 
body, to that exact extent you would allow 
others to maintain it in theirs and stand aside 
offering no help. To the extent you create im- 
poverishment of physical, emotional, mental, 
and spiritual nourishment in your life, to that 
extent you can tolerate impoverishment in 
others and even hope for company. As you have 
done it unto yourselves, so you have done it 
unto others. 

So the first place to create world peace is at 
home. Create harmony at home, in the office, and 
in the community, and then extend it across na- 
tional boundaries. Would you let your child go 
hungry? Then why let the next-door neighbors, 
the African, or the Indian go hungry? Wherever 
you draw the line is where you have limited your- 
self: your self-definition, your love, and your 
power. 

I recommend that you each devote ten percent 
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of your time and energy to a private project for 
the purpose of bringing about world peace. This 
may be in the area of education, political activity, 
communication, or simply monetary contribu- 
tion to a cause with which you are profoundly. 
connected. Do this only from the perspective that 
you have helped create the situation as it is and 
therefore intend to heal it as the healer that you 
are and from the power available to you as co- 
creator. Thus, rather than working for world | 
peace because you should, you will work because 
you want to. Rather than working out of fear or 
guilt, you will work from the point of view of a 
creator putting his or her work in order. Never, 
never approach world peace from the point of 
view that you are nearly powerless to do anything 
about it. That simply is not and never will be true. 
You are the co-creator of all you experience, in- 
cluding the world situation. If you. do not like 
what you have created, find the lessons to be 
learned from your imperfect creations and re- 
create in another, more suitable way. 

If you fear poverty, then your actions arising 
out of that fear—trying to stop personal 
poverty—will help create poverty on a world 
scale. Your fear helps maintain the mass belief in 
poverty. This mass belief in poverty causes a 
backlash reaction in which everyone strives to get 
more and to keep it for themselves. This greed 
leads to the struggle for economic gain that has, 
in turn, brought about the impoverishment of 
the world's resources. This creates more poverty 
and holds it in place in the physical world. 

Consider this, my friends: The things you most 
abhor and fear are the very things that you create. 
Thus, not only are you to delve into your belief in 
your personal poverty and what that means to 
you, you are to take ten percent of your time to 
look into world poverty. The world solution will 
be the same as the personal one. 

Greed is based on the fear of not having 
enough. What appears to be greed is really a re- 
sult of fear of poverty. That, in turn, creates pov- 
erty, which in turn leads to the destruction of the 
earth’s resources and challenges your very exis- 
tence. Ultimately, therefore, your fear of poverty 
covers your existential fear, and ultimately, your 
greed rests upon the shaky foundation of your 
deeper existential fear. 

Now, what can be said of this greed? Greed is a 
term you may never wish to apply to yourself. Let 
us soften it a little: If you look within, you find

many “wants.” Make a list of your “wants.” You 
will find that many of them are designed to make 
you feel safe, which they can never do. Now ask 
yourself, “Which of these wants do I wish to 
create from my higher consciousness, based on 
my positive belief system? Which do I want to 
create to make myself fecl safe, based on my nega- 
tive belief system?” Divide the list in this way. 
Now focus on the positive list and ask yourself, 
«Ноу does cach of my wants serve the world as 
well as my personal self?” When that is com- 
pleted, address each item designed to assuage fcar 
and ask, *What fear am I trying to assuage, and 
how? If I act according to these wants, how will 
my actions affect the world?" As you know from 
the previous material, basically you are acting out

Results of Clearing 
Your Wants to Assuage Fear 


Consider the person who is gluttonous because he fears 
starvation. He may overeat and even hoard food. Such 
a person helps hold the fear of starvation in the collec- 
tive unconscious of the human race. When he works on 
his problem, he may choose to give by helping feed 
those on the planet who are starving. 

A friend of mine I will call Mark did just this. He was 
overweight at the time I met him. I knew nothing 
about his background. But I knew he was very con-

of and thereby affirming fear in the world by 
following through with such action. Note that as 
you do this, you may find that some of the items 
are on the wrong list. 

This exercise may give you a better under- 
standing of just how responsible you are for cre- 
ating not only your life experience but the world 
situation as well. You are very responsible! You 
have in fact a big effect! 

So, dear ones, be aware of the very direct effect 
your belief system has both on your personal 
relationships and on the world situation. Because 
of this powerful direct effect, you can change 
both by discovering your negative belief systems 
and changing them to project love, caring, and 
trust into the world. Be in peace and in love.

cerned about his weight and the health problems it 
caused. He was particularly concerned. about the extra 
strain on his heart. He had worked on this problem in 
the past by going on diets of various sorts, losing a few 
pounds, and then immediately regaining the weight. 
He had to go into the deeper issues involved with his 
weight before he could lick the problem. He went to a 
healer to get help to stop his overeating. He shared his 
process of healing with me. He has given me permis- 
sion to write about it. 

Mark discovered that the first level of fear within him 
was simply the fear of hunger. He could not tolerate 
the inner feeling of hunger. This was a surprise to him, 
and he had no idea where such a fear would have come 
from. It certainly wasn’t a reality in his life. He searched 
for where the fear of hunger came from and found that 
his parents had had terrible financial problems at the 
time of his birth, during the Great Depression of the 
late thirties. Although they were always worried about 
where the next meal was coming from, nobody ever 
went hungry. He had found the source of his fear of 
hunger. His early family heritage carried a fear of hun- 
ger, although it never happened. As a young child, he 
thereby learned that this unknown thing called hunger 
was a terrible thing to be feared. His young psyche 
could not distinguish between fantasy and reality. His 
early childhood solution was simply never to be hun- 
gry. It worked, but he gained weight. 

In Mark’s healing process, he began to practice toler- 
ance of the fear of hunger by eating good healthy meals 
and cutting out his nearly constant eating throughout 
the day. Improving his diet in this way immediately 
increased his energy level and his level of self- 


awareness. What was different about this process was 
that his motive was deeper than just the loss of weight, 
as it had been in his earlier dieting. It had become an 
exploration of his inner world. 

At times, the fear would be too great, so he would 
have a snack. In this way he worked gently with him- 
self. As he continued to explore his experience of the 
feeling of hunger, he found that he could begin to 
distinguish between the feeling of hunger and the feel- 
ing of inner emptiness. He found that he even enjoyed 
the feeling of inner emptiness because it gave him 
plenty of room inside. It was peaceful. It was just life 
without form. Now and then something new would 
arise out of his inner life without form. Many times, he 
experienced high spiritual ecstasy. 

Then other things started coming out of this inner 
void. As he was sitting one day in the inner quiet, he 
experienced the rising feeling of the fear of starving to 
death. Then it broke full force. Quickly, he found him- 
self in the middle of the experience of starving to death. 
It was another century. He was.in a different body and 
a different life. He jumped up from his meditation in 
fear. Later in his healing session with his healer, he told 
his healer what had happened. Together during the 
healing they rolled backward in time to the past life 
experience that had arisen in his consciousness. The 
healer worked to clear his auric field of the auric debris 
left from that experience. He experienced himself living 
in a time of great hunger. According to his experience, 
he had actually helped cause this hunger through mis- 
use of power. He and many others eventually lost fam- 
ily and life through starvation. `

Of course, in this case, there is no way of proving 
that such a thing really did happen to him. But there 
are some very well-organized studies that support his 
experience, for instance, one by Ian Stevenson of the 
University of Virginia, who is verifying past life infor- 
mation from very young children. At any rate, our 
main focus here is on the healing cffect of clearing this 
experience from Mark's auric field. First he lost his fear 
of hunger and starvation. Then he changed his life a 
great deal. 

As Mark said: 


When my energy field cleared, I finally understood 
that my fear was from something that had already 
happened rather than something that was going to 
happen. I then had a very overwhelming desire to 
stop the possibility of it happening again. I saw the 
mistakes I had made last time around and wished to 
try again. 

I began to see eating as a pleasurable way of nur- 
turing my body so that I could be free to be who I am 
and to do what I had come here to do, which is to 
deal with the real starvation that is happening on 
earth right now. 


Mark no longer believes in the fear of hunger. He 
teaches meditation on inner emptiness as a path of self- 
discovery. He holds the belief that the experience of 
inner emptiness is a wonderful and necessary part of 
human life, leading to greater self-understanding and 
the connectedness of all things. He has lost fifty 
pounds. He is working for an organization that fights 
world hunger.

The Three Types | 
of Auric Field Interactions 
in Relationships 


One of the most interesting privileges that HSP 
(Higher Sense Perception) gives is the gift to watch 
auric field interactions between people when they are 
relating to each other. On the fourth level of the auric 
field, everything we do with each other shows up in a 
living, moving, constantly changing display of colored 
fluidlike light, or bioplasma. The interplay of the bio- 
plasma reveals a great deal about relationships that I 
certainly never suspected before I saw these auric field 
interactions in detail. Bioplasmic displays reveal that 
we are connected to each other in many ways that our 
psychological and sociological theories have not in- 
cluded. They show an interdependence between all 
living creatures far beyond what we have previously 
understood. 

No matter how much we may think we are indepen- 
dent and do things on our own, we never really are. 
This is a lesson that many human beings are relearning 
now. In the tribal communities of our past, we knew 
how much we depended on each other. But in the early 
twentieth century, the modern world gave us a false 
sense of freedom. Now with satellite views of the earth 
and modern communications technology, we get a 
broad view of what it means to be interdependent. We 
see that our individual actions combine into a powerful 
force that is changing the face of the planet. We see that 
what is done in one country can immediately affect all 


others. We see it in the world banking system, in the 
stock markets, in our weaponry, and in our pollution of 
the earth. The international concerns that the average 
American now has, spurred by something as simple as 
watching the evening news, indicate that the planetary 
holographic connection is beginning to be felt. 

Everything we think, say, and do holographically 
affects everyone else through the life energy fields. 
Most of us are not conscious of the depth of this 
statement. Yet many are beginning to be. Many people 
feel it in a primitive way. We get a gut feeling that 
something terrible is happening, and we go to our TV 
sets to check out what it is. That is what many of us did 
on October 17, 1989, when our TVs told us that our 
gut feeling was right: The second-worst earthquake in 
recorded history had just hit San Francisco. This gut 
feeling that something is wrong is common in many 
people when a large calamity happens somewhere on 
earth. In other cases, we have a feeling of lightness and 
freedom that tells us that something wonderful is hap- 
pening. For example, when the Berlin wall came down, 
we felt our connectedness to the Berliners in their 
striving for and standing up for freedom. 

We felt connectedness not just because we saw it on 
TV but because we are energetically connected, 
through the fourth level of the auric field, to all people 
of the world. We resonate with those who hold free- 
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dom dearly in their hearts. Opening our conscious ' 


awareness on the fourth level means literally feeling 
others. It means feeling their presence and their deeper 
reality of feelings, hopes, joys, fears, and longings, as if 
we were them. On the fourth level, personal bound- 
aries are very different from those in the physical 
world. Let's explore what that means. 

On the fourth level of the field, energy- 
consciousness takes the form of what it believes itself to 
be. What it believes itself to be depends on its vibra- 
tional frequency and its energy content. When our 
energies are alike on the fourth level, we feel as if we 
were the same person, because we feel exactly what 
others are feeling. “Is it me or you?” we ask. 

Yet, when our energies are different on the fourth 
level, we feel that we are not the same person. That is, 
we are not others because we have our own feclings, 
different from theirs. On the fourth level, we move 
back and forth between fusion or oneness with and 
separation from other people in an effort to become 
individuated. 

In the process of life on the fourth level, we come 
together and fuse in communion. This communion 
then allows us to move apart into individuation. It is 
only through individuation that we can know our 
unique inner divinity. The more we know our inner 
divinity, the more we are able to come together in 
communion. Through this circular process of growing 
self-awareness, love is created. 

This process can be very confusing when we try to 
clarify fourth level reality in the physical world, where 
boundaries are clearly defined by our skin. Reality sim- 
ply is very different on the fourth level of the field from 
what it is on the physical level. I began describing this 
difference from the scientific perspective in Chapter 2. 
Now I will do it from the spiritual perspective. To 
understand why the process of life on the fourth level 
of the field is so different from that on the physical, let’s 
explore the underlying process of creation that is func- 
tioning here. 

Here is how the fourth level is created: The creative 
force from the core of our being projects down 
through the higher levels of the auric field and into the 
fourth, on its way to the physical world. As it does this, 
it splits in two and becomes relational. At this point a 
dualistic split occurs. It is in the fourth level of our field 
that we first become dualistic. The fourth level of our 
auric field is the bridge between the physical and spiri- 
tual worlds. We experience this bridge through rela- 
tionships with others. Without this bridge of 
relationship, the physical and spiritual would appear to 
be divided and separate. 


In the fifth, sixth, and seventh levels, which corre- 
spond to our spirituality, we do not experience duality. 
The main functions of duality are to explore differen- 
tiation and to define boundaries. As creation is stepped 
down through the levels below the fourth, then into 
the physical world, boundaries become more clearly 
defined. Each progressive level down has a more clearly 
defined duality. So it is on the fourth level that duality 
first begins to manifest in the back-and-forth move- 
ment between feeling that you are the same as another 
person and then feeling different from them. 

Just beneath the fourth level is the level of the mind. 
Here, through clarity, we think about who we are: “I 
think, therefore I am. I think differently from you. 
Therefore, I am me, you are you.” On the second level 
of the field, duality again expresses itself in a different 
way. “I have emotional feelings about myself, therefore 
I am. I feel differently about myself from the way I do 
about you, therefore we are different. We are not the 
same person.” On the first level of the field, duality is 
clarified thus: “I feel myself through sensation. I sense 
my physical body. I sense your physical body. It is 
different, therefore I am different from you.” On the 
physical level, our skin defines our shape. We look into 
a mirror and say, “Oh yes, there I am!” 

But what, we might ask, is so important about differ- 
entiation and individuation if we are all one anyway? In 
dualism, we learn to individuate our conscious aware- 
ness, through the “I-Thou” relationship. It is only 
through the dualism into which we descend that. we can 
awaken our conscious awareness to individuality. Through 
dualism we provide ourselvés with a mirror to get a 
good look at ourselves. Without dualism, discernment 
of our individuality could not occur. I cannot over- 
emphasize the importance of this fact. 

Stylianos Atteshlis, who lives in Cyprus, is a world- 
renowned healer, known as Daskalos in the book The 
Magus of Strovolos by Kyriacos Markides. In his theo- 
logical teachings, Atteshlis explains dualism in terms of 
the descent of man from the angels. He says that it is 
only through descent into the human experience of du- 
ality and free will that conscious awareness can exist. He 
says that we were all archangels who passed through the 
“idea of man” into duality in order to awaken to our 
inner divinity and to gain awareness of the evolution of 
consciousness. He says that archangels and angels are 
not individuated as we are; they have no consciousness 
of self as individual but are without individuality. Free 
will is automatically divine will; there is no free will. In 
other words, the idea of choice does not exist within a 
nonindividuated being. Human beings, on the other 
hand, who finish their rounds of birth and death on this

planet and then transcend to higher worlds, are beings 
of great spiritual power who arc also individuated. 

Individuation is a process that begins with incarna- 
tion down through the fourth level of duality and then 
down deeper into duality in the physical world. It is a 
very long-term process of creation that continues 
through centuries in the physical plane. Then it moves 
into higher frequencies of life experience that appar- 
ently go on infinitely. 

So even though many of us complain about duality 
and the difficulty of human relationship, relationship is 
at the heart of spiritual growth and development. The 
fourth level is a bridge between our spirituality and our 
physical nature. It is a bridge between heaven and 
earth. It is a bridge that is made of relationships. It is 
through relationships that we become whole. In the 
past, some may have considered it very spiritual to sit 
and meditate on a mountain somewhere. But that is no 
longer true. Once we've sat upon the mountain to 
know God, we must bring our learning back to human- 
ity to be fulfilled. Can we still be loving, honest, and 
truthful? It is much harder in relationship than on a 
mountain. 

Many of us get lost on the fourth level bridge be- 
cause we don't know how to create relationships that 
fulfill our needs, both to give and to receive. Through 
relationship, our learning is put to the test. By making 
our relationships function better to fill our needs and 
the needs of others, we build the bridge between our 
personal self (levels one to three of the auric field), 
through the interpersonal self (level four of the auric 
field), to our transcendent unitive self (levels five to 
seven of the auric field). In the fourth level, we learn to 
know ourselves, each other, and eventually God better, 
through recognizing the God within us and within 
each other. 

All the energy correlations to our interactions with 
people (individuals or groups of any size), animals, 
plants, minerals, and the planet are found within the 
fourth level of our field. It is the level at which we create 
and express love for all sentient beings. The fourth level 
of our field is a bridge of love. Whenever two people 
interact, a lot of field activity occurs in the fourth level 
of the auric field. 

When HSP vision opens on the fourth level, a whole 
world of connectedness opens to us. There are three 
major types of field interactions in the fourth level of 
our fields. The first type is through harmonic induction 
of the frequencies of one field into the field of another 
person. The second, and most apparent, type is the 
streams of colored fluidlike energy, or bioplasma, that 
flow between the fields. And the third type is the cords 


of light through which we connect with each other’s 
chakras. 

Each type of auric interaction can be either positive 
or negative. The positive interactions serve to charge 
and nourish our fields. The more we have them, the 
fuller, more fulfilled, and happier our lives become. On 
the other hand, the negative interactions can cause 
damage to the auric field and lead to disease. 


Communication Through Harmonic 
Induction of Field Pulsations 


One major way we communicate through the auric 
field system is by influencing each other’s field pulsa- 
tion rates. The pulsation rates in one person’s field 
induce a change in the pulsation rates of another’s field. 
It works just as tuning forks do. Whichever auric field is 
stronger usually influences the other. That is why peo- 
ple travel long distances to sit in the field of their guru. 
The guru is usually someone who has spent a good deal 
of time in life meditating and increasing the frequency, 
size, and power of his or her field. Whenever disciples 
sit within range of the guru's field, their auric field is 
lifted to higher vibrations. And they feel wonderful. Of 
course, this also releases the people’s personal process 
because the increase of power running through the 
field releases energy blocks that then have to be dealt 
with. 

Harmonic induction is an important factor in rela- 
tionship. If your field is strong, with more energy than 
your spouse’s, and your pulsation rate is faster, your 
field will induce a faster pulsation rate in your spouse’s 
field. If your field is a slower rate but you are still 
stronger—more energized—your field will slow your 
spouse’s pulsations down. People like to maintain their 
fields within a certain range of pulsation rates. Couples 
usually match up within nearly the same range. Or 
individuals may pick spouses outside of their range to 
help speed them up or slow them down. 

It is difficult to communicate through a very big 
difference in pulsation rates. Intimacy requires field 
coupling. In other words, the ability to either pulsate in 
the same frequency range or to synchronize fields using 
harmonics is necessary for communion. 

When people are not within the same frequency 
range or cannot synchronize harmonically, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to communicate. They just don’t un- 
derstand each other. It feels like talking to a brick wall. 
Your pulsations have no effect on theirs. Or it feels as if 
your words disappear into a cloud. Your pulsations are 
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just absorbed into their field without producing any 
change, or they are deflected off into space. Like a 
mirror, your pulsations just bounced off with no effect. 
Or it just goes over their heads—your pulsations were 
too high in frequency, and their field is not able to 
pulsate that fast. For information exchange, one field 
must be able to have an effect on the other. Of course, 
many times it is possible to purposely not allow your 
field to be affected by another. One can become a 
mirror, a brick wall, a cloud, or just too dense on 
purpose—to prevent communion. We all do this at 
times to keep each other out. 

When two people do commune, the fields affect each 
other in a beautiful way. The pulsations of one field 
cause changes in the other, which then build and create 
new changes in the first. This process continues in a 
positive feedback loop, creating new colors and fre- 
quencies in the two fields and creating a lot of pleasure 
for both people involved. Both people learn a lot in 
such communications. 

We immediately feel uncomfortable in a relationship 
when we sense vibrations coming into our field 
through harmonic induction that we don't like. There 
are times when two people's auric fields beat against 
each other, creating a high-pitched screeching inter- 
ference, much like feedback when a microphone acci- 
dentally gets too close to a speaker. These energy field 
interactions are very unpleasant, and we find them very 
hard to deal with. They register consciously as repul- 
sion, dislike, fear, or even disgust. We simply don't like 
the person. This goes on until somebody changes. 
When they do, so does their auric field. 


Relating Through Bioplasmic Streamers 


Whenever two people interact, great streams of bio- 
plasma flow between them. When people like each 
other, a great deal of energy is exchanged. The energy- 
consciousness in these bioplasmic streamers corre- 
sponds with the type of communication going on 
between the people involved. The colors and shapes of 
the bioplasmic streamers depict the nature of the inter- 
action. In comfortable, pleasant communication, the 
streamers are smooth-flowing, with soft, bright colors 
that dance in an exchange of energy. As a streamer from 
one person's field reaches over and touches another’s 
field, it fills the other's ficld with colors, feelings, and 
energy. In normal relational interactions, lots of differ- 
ent kinds of streamers of energy-consciousness are ex- 


changed between the people involved. The streamers 
can be of any color of the rainbow, and any shape. The 
general effect of the colors follows the same guidelines 
as those in Figure 9—2. The brighter and clearer they 
are, the more positive, powerful, and clear the energy- 
consciousness. These are the kinds of communication 
where each person gives a lot to the other, and both get 
filled, having had their needs met. 

The heart chakra on the fourth level of the field is 
rose. If there is a lot of love in the interaction, a lot of 
sweet rose energy flows in soft waves. When two people 
fall in love, the heart chakra on the fourth level becomes 
very active, training more rose energy into their auric 
field. (Sce Figure 14—1 in the color insert.) Soon their 
auras are overflowing with rose energy. Couples in love 
create a beautiful rose cloud of energy around them. 
Anyone who happens to be near or in this cloud feels 
wonderful. We all love lovers. When we are near them, 
our heart chakra on the fourth level begins to open more 
and pull in more rose light. And our auric fields also 
begin to produce a rose cloud. If there is passion, the 
rose will have a lot of orange in it, with a stimulating 
effect. The waves will be faster with higher peaks. 

Probably one ofthe funniest things to watch is when 
people are pretending not to interact. They may not be 
looking at each other or overtly acknowledging each 
other's presence, but great streamers of colored bio- 
plasma flow between them. Each person's field re- 
sponds in bright scintillation. This can happen when 
two people first meet and are very attracted to each 
other. And it can happen when people are deeply in- 
volved, perhaps secretly, and are pretending not to 
know each other. They may or may not acknowledge 
the interaction openly, but the HSP observer is in on 
the secret! 

When people do not like each other, they usually try 
not to exchange energy flow. Sometimes that doesn't 
work, and the friction builds up between them. Then, 
like a high-voltage gap that suddenly gets released 
through a spark of electricity, they will lash out at each 
other. Sometimes it is so powerful, it actually looks like 
a flash of lightning. In harsh communication, the rela- 
tional energy streams arc sharp, jagged, and dark in 
color, and they penetrate the other's field like spears or 
arrows. For example, anger is pointed, penetrating, 
invasive, and dark red. Envy is dark, gray-green, slimy, 
and sticky. If one person is trying to covertly get some- 
thing from another, the streamers will be dense, slimy, 
and tentaclelike. They will grasp into the other’s field to 
suck energy like a suction cup. Or they might be brittle 
and sharp and hook into the other’s field and hang on 
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in a desperate fashion. Remember, all these forms are 
possible, because on the fourth level energy- 
consciousness takes the form of what it believes itself 
to be. 

Negative interactions actually feel like spears, ar- 
rows, or daggers that tear open the field. They feel like 
slimy sucking tentacles that steal or drain energy. They 
feel like parasitic hooks that drag the energy field 
down. They feel like that because that is exactly what 
they do. 


Bioplasmic Streamers in Family and 
Other Close Relationships During Illness 


Some common interactions occur through the bio- 
plasmic streams when people are ill. People who are ill 
have a double problem where energy needs are con- 
cerned. They need extra energy to fight their illness, yet 
they have difficulty metabolizing even a normal 
amount of energy for themselves because their chakras 
most likely aren't functioning properly. That's how 
they got sick in the first place: Their fields are weaker. 
Remember that energy flows from a higher to a lower 
voltage. When one person is ill and another is healthy, 
the healthy person usually transfers a lot of healthy 
bioplasma to the ill person. They do this automatically. 

In addition to that, when the ill person needs some- 
thing, he or she will send out a bioplasmic streamer of 
supplication to the healthy person's auric field. These 
streamers suck the energy that is needed. This happens 
whether or not the person asks for it directly. This 
process is normal, natural, and unconscious. It is part 
of the give-and-take of family life. The energy exchange 
within family life is very good for the person who is ill 
because it gives strength to fight illness. All the family 
members, including children and pets, give life energy 
to the ill person in this way. That is one of the benefits 
of the holographic connection that each of us has 
within a family situation. People tend to get well more 
quickly in energetically supportive situations. 

During the healing process, the ill person will at first 
need to be able to receive energy from others, then 
eventually learn to stand on his or her own two feet, 
and finally help supply energy to the family structure 
again. There are many variations of how this works. РЇЇ 
cite the two extremes of the spectrum. 

The ill person may have been sucking energy for 
years before the illness began manifesting physically. At 
an appropriate time in the recovery, he will need to 
learn how to metabolize all the energy he needs for 
himself. This will be a natural part of the healing pro- 


cess, as his chakras will be repaired and can function 
properly to supply him with all the life energy he needs. 

In an opposite case, a family member who has been 
supplying a great deal of energy to the members of her 
family may need to receive a lot for herself. This may be 
very difficult for her and her family at first because the 
roles are reversed. She may be unable to receive and 
may need practice at it. Here is where the family can 
help her learn to receive by good, loving caretaking. 
They may even have to be pushy about it at times. On 
the other hand, in such a case family members may still 
try, through habit, to take energy from her when she 
needs it most. If you see this happening in your family, 
be very careful about protecting her. Taking energy 
from her at this time could have a negative effect on her 
health. 

If the illness is long term, the family members will 
very likely begin to feel the psychic drain of the illness 
directly on their own fields. They are metabolizing 
energy not only for themselves but for their loved one. 
They most likely will not know what is happening to 
them, but they will get tired and grouchy and not want 
to take care of their loved one at times. It is essential for 
each family member or intimate partner of anyone who 
is ill to get away and off by themselves to get re- 
plenished. Otherwise, resentment and guilt over the 
resentment will grow, which could then lead to depres- 
sion, exhaustion, and even physical breakdown and 
illness. i 

All family members need to find ways to gather 
energy for themselves. This can be done very well 
through meditation, pleasurable hobbies, sports, per- 
sonal creative activities, healthy friends, and other pas- 
times. To stay at home for twenty-four hours a day, 
sitting by the side of a loved one who is ill, is the worst 
thing people can do, both for themselves and the ill 
person. Eventually everyone will be ill. Healthy people 
need to interact with other healthy people for a creative 
exchange of energy. People who are highly creative like 
to spend time with peers who are also creative because 
together they generate and exchange a lot of high- 
frequency, creative energy. The exchange then releases 
the creative force within each of them. 


Bioplasmic Streamers in Public Work 


The act of teaching or performing is one of feeding 
energy-consciousness to students in a way that helps 
lift them into another level of understanding. Great 
streams of bioplasma flow between a teacher or per- 
former onstage and a class or audience. A teacher of 
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healing needs to be able to carry the energy of a room 
so that the collective energy-consciousness of the stu- 
dents can be lifted and enlightened into an experience 
of higher understanding. Teachers must be able to hold 
the energy of what they are teaching while it is being 
taught. 

For example, I must hold my energy at the fourth 
level of the auric field when I am leading a fourth level 
healing exercise, or the students will not be able to 
learn it. If I try to teach fourth level healing while 
holding my energy at the third level of the field (the 
level of the rational mind), the students will duplicate 
that. They will try to do the healing on the third level 
and not be able to hold the fourth level. The old myth 
that those that cannot do can always teach is simply not 
true. The teacher must not only know how to do but 
must also be able to do it while conveying it to others. 
That is even harder. 

The same type of bioplasmic streamers of supplica- 
tion occur in all forms of relationships when one per- 
son wants something from another. If there is a 
demand with the request, the streams associated with 
the request will suck energy. If there is a simple request, 
and then a letting go, the streamers will not suck en- 
ergy. For example, since we are speaking about class- 
room activities, if a student decides to talk to a teacher 
personally and is determined to do so even if the 
teacher is very busy, he or she will throw a streamer of 
energy out to grasp the teacher's field. Sometimes stu- 
dents even do it before entering the classroom. Or they 
do it from the back of the room and then walk the 
length ofthe room along the path of the auric streamer. 
The teacher may be deep in a conversation with an- 
other person but will probably feel the intent the mo- 
ment the student hooks on to her or his field. 

Anyone who has ever been a public figure has experi- 
enced energy streamers from their public or their fans. 
In such cases, many people try to attach streamers all at 
once, and the psychic drag of it gets difficult to handle. 
The more people do this, the heavier is the drag. Since 
the fourth level of the field is independent of space, 
these connections can and do occur from all over the 
earth. It is a big responsibility to try to be loving in all 
these connections, which are also projections, de- 
mands, or requests of some sort. And that takes prac- 
tice. When the public figure is tired, it is difficult to 
always respond in a loving, positive way. This is one of 
the reasons anyone in the public eye feels an extreme 
need for privacy. The need is just to get to be alone, to 
feel the self, and to get replenished. 


Bioplasmic Streamers and Burnout 


Everything that has been said about bioplasmic 
streamers in public work also goes for the more private 
work in the helping and healing professions. The pro- 
fessional's job is to hold an auric field of healthy vitality 
and balance while low-energy and low-frequency bio- 
plasmic streamers of supplication are constantly pull- 
ing and dragging on them. This makes helping and 
healing very difficult work. The professionals must be 
persistent in self-care. They must create a daily schedule 
to revitalize their energy field and renew themselves, or 
they will burn out. That is why burnout is so common 
among these professionals. Most of them do not realize 
that they need more self-care than a person who is not 
in the helping professions. 


Bioplasmic Streamers and Objects 


Bioplasmic streamers also occur when we connect to 
inanimate objects. Remember, any action we do is 
preceded by thought and feeling that can be seen in the 
auric field before we follow through with the action. In 
other words, we do things energetically before we do 
them physically. If the action is to be relational, it will 
first be expressed in the fourth level auric streamers. 
The moment we decide to make a phone call, we send 
out a streamer of energy-consciousness to the phone. 
Then we reach for the phone. This phenomenon con- 
tinues throughout the entire day. Each time we con- 
nect in this way to an object, some of our bioplasmic 
energy-consciousness is left in that object. The more 
we work with an object, the more of our energy it 
absorbs and the more connected we feel to it. 

The type of energy-consciousness we place in an 
object through our bioplasmic streamers depends on 
how we feel about the object. If we like or love it, we fill 
it with love. If we dislike it, we fill it with the energy of 
the type of dislike we have for the object. If we are in a 
bad mood when we pick up the phone, some of it stays 
in the phone. If we are in a good mood, some of that 
stays in the phone. As we continue to fill the object 
with our energy, it contains more and more ofthe kind. 
of energy with which we have filled it. The object will 
then give off that kind of energy to anyone who comes 
in contact with it. 

Healers use this principle when they charge an ob- 
ject, such as a piece of cloth or a crystal, with healing 
energy and send it to a client. The cloth or crystal 
carries the healing energy from the healer to the client, 
who then absorbs the energy from it. What is more, the 
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healer can continue to charge the object at long dis- 
tancc. It can then continue to be a source of healing 
energy for the client. 

Essentially, talismans of power work on this prin- 

ciple. Shamans or magicians are taught how to em- 
power objects by learning very clear, efficient ways 
of concentration to transfer their energy-conscious- 
ness into an object. Objects can be filled with energy- 
consciousness of any type. This energy-consciousness 
is made up of feelings and thoughts. Since this energy- 
consciousness is not pure thought, I do not use the 
popular term thought form for it. Rather, I call it a 
psycho-noetic thought form—psycho referring to feel- 
ings, and moetic referring to the mind or thought. Each 
psycho-noetic thought form takes on the form that 
corresponds to the feelings and thoughts that make 
it up. . 
Rituals traditionally were, and still are, used for this. 
Rituals set a form, practice, or procedure that is re- 
peated at regular intervals. Rituals include not only set 
actions but set spoken words, and specific things to 
concentrate the mind on while the words and actions 
are repeated. In ritual, it is important to generate spe- 
cific feelings at will, to fill the thought form with the 
power of feelings. In other words, a ritual is a way to re- 
create a particular type of bioplasmic streamer of 
energy-consciousness, or psycho-noetic thought form; 
at will for a specific purpose. Ritual is a conscious act of 
creation. Each time an individual repeats a ritual, he or 
she adds more energy-consciousness to the original 
psycho-noetic thought form, which was created the 
first time the ritual was performed. Since rituals are 
repeated through generations, they are a way of con- 
necting to very powerful thought forms that have been. 
built up over long periods of time. Each time people 
perform a ritual, they holographically tap into the 
power of the psycho-noetic thought form for their use. 
And in turn, they also reinforce the power object with 
the thought forms they are creating in the ritual. 

Creative visualization works on this same principle. 
By concentrating on what you want to create, you 
create it in the psycho-noetic world first. Eventually, it 
automatically steps down into manifestation in the 
physical world. We are continuously doing this every 
moment of our lives. We just usually aren't aware of it. 
The more aware we become of this process, the more 
we can consciously choose what we create. 


The Cords That Bind Us 


Another type of auric interaction in relationship is 
through the cords of auric light that connect us to each 
other through our chakras. These cord connections 
occur between all like chakras. That is, people connect 
to each other with cords going from first chakra to first 
chakra, from second chakra to second chakra, from 
third chakra to third chakra, and so on. 

When working as a healer, the first cords I ever 
noticed were the ones that connect between third 
chakras. It seems that in our culture, the cords between 
third chakras get the most damage as we go through 
life. Almost all the people I have worked with have 
damage to their third chakra cords. Therefore they 
came to my attention first. At first, I didn't understand 
the significance of the cords since I had never heard of 
them before. I just knew that in a great number of the 
clients on whom I worked, I would find myself digging 
out cords that were embedded in the third chakra. In 
other cases, the cords would be dangling out in space. 
Slowly, I realized that these cords connected to people 
with whom the client was in relationship. 

I was instructed through guidance to untangle the 
cords, to repair them, and in many cases to strengthen 
the connection between the two people. Guidance also 
had me root some of the cords down through the 
client's chakra and through deeper dimensions down 
into the core star. Heyoan said, 


—_— 


You are rooting the cords of “who this person is 
in the universe” [which is the psychological func- 
tion of the front of the third chakra], deep into 
the core of his being, and thus releasing an un- 
healthy entangled dependency. 

~ 


As time went on, I began to get feedback from the 
clients about the profound effect changing the cords 
had on their relationships. Not only would a client 
change in a relationship; so would the other person 
involved. It was then that I started realizing the power 
of the cords in relationship and the powerful effect that 
working directly on them through the auric field had 
on changing people’s relationships and their lives. Over 
time, I observed cords connecting all the chakras and 
worked with them. 
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Since the cords are connected on the fourth level of 
the field and higher, which exists before and beyond 
three-dimensional physical space, many cord connec- 
tions actually occur before life in the physical dimen- 
sion begins. They continue to exist even after the death 
of anyone involved. The cords remain connected to the 
deceased people, who have left their bodies and are in 
the astral or spiritual world. Once they are made, these 
cord connections never cease. They never dissolve. 
They are beyond the physical world. At physical death, 
the auric field of the fourth level and higher doesn't 
really go through much of a change. It simply isn't 
connected to a physical body anymore. Therefore, it is 
not surprising that the cord connections remain after 
physical death. 

Heyoan says there are five major types of cords:

* The soul cords that the ongoing soul carries 
from its original God connection and its monad 
within the spiritual world. 

* The cords from past life experiences, on earth 
or elsewhere. 

* Thegenetic cords that are gained by connecting 
to birth parents. 

* The relational cords that grow through rela- 
tionship with parents. 

* The relational cords that grow through rela- 
tionship with other human beings.

The soul cords connect us always to God and home. 
Through these cords, we connect to our guardian angel 
or our personal guide. 

The cord connections from past lives help us remem- 
ber the connections we had with people before this life. 
Many times, we meet people and have the feeling that 
we know them from before. We feel connected to them 
in ways that may at first be difficult to describe but that 
feel real. We find that we like the same things or carry 
the same longing. After a time, we find that we are 
working together to fulfill that longing. We may have 
slight glimpses of possible past life experiences to- 
gether, or a full-blown past life memory may surface. 

Just a word of caution about past life phenomena. 
Past life memories can be very tricky. As soon as you 
find yourself using a past life as an excuse for negative 
behavior, watch out. You are probably on the wrong 
track. If you blame someone for your negative feelings 


toward them; or if you put yourself in a better position 
in the past than you are now with respect to someone 
(for example, if you were the boss then and now you 
are not, or if you were the teacher then and your 
present teacher was the student); or if you give yourself 
license for otherwise nonsocial behavior like extramari- 
tal sex, you are misinterpreting and misusing the past 
life connection and heaping up more karma. Usually 
whatever problems you have now, you had then. But 
they usually are not as bad now as they were then, since 
you've learned a few things in the ensuing lives. 

The cords from past life experiences include past 
lives not only on earth but elsewhere. Not only have we 
incarnated as humans on carth in the past, we have also 
had life experiences in other forms and in other places 
in the universe. Some of us feel that connection now, as 
we are beginning to allow such a possibility to enter 
into our consciousness. Many people look up to the 
stars and recognize them as home. 


The Genetic Cords 


Our genetic cords first connect deep into the interior of 
the heart chakras of a mother-and-child-to-be before 
conception takes place! I have seen the field of the baby- 
to-be floating just outside the field of its mother-to-be. 
The effort to connect the first cord comes from the 
person who is incarnating. If the mother is afraid of 
pregnancy, she may not allow the place that is deep 
within her heart chakra to open in a way that the 
connection from the child-to-be can be made. She will 
not get pregnant until she does this. This can be a cause 
of infertility in women. She can pray and meditate to 
face her fear. Her fear will arise so that she can deal with 
it in process and thereby open that very deep place 
within her heart. This heart chakra opening will acti- 
vate the thymus gland. Then, assuming that the other 
endocrines—especially the ovaries and pituitary—are 
balanced with it, she is ready for conception. 

By deeper observation with higher resolution, I no- 
ticed that there are also cords that connect from the 
mother’s heart chakra to her egg and from the father’s 
heart chakra to his sperm. When the egg and sperm 
come together, these cords are then connected between 
each parent and to the child who results from the 
conception. In this way, the parents are also connected 
to each other through the child. 

Once the initial genetic cord connections through 
the mother’s heart chakra are made, genetic cord con- 
nections are made through all the other chakras. Thus, 
you are connected through all your chakras to your 
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parents. They, in turn, are connected through all their 
chakras to all their children. In this way, you are con- 
nected to your siblings. This connection goes on 
through grandparents, aunts, uncles, and cousins. It 
continues through all your bloodline connections, 
through the great genetic tree of life dating back 
through time immemorial. It creates a great network of 
light cords connecting all human life back to the first 
humans on earth. This great life network exists outside 
of three-dimensional space and independently of it. In 
this way, you are intimately connected to everyone that 
has ever lived on earth. In fact, in this same way, if 
evolutionary theory is correct, you are connected to all 
life-forms that have ever evolved up out of and lived on 
the earth. It is chrough these original birth cords that 
we carry our genetic heritage on the auric level. 

I also noticed that when congenital birth defects, 
inherited proclivities to different diseases, and miasmas 
occur, they are related to problems with the genetic 
cord connections. For example, problems with the ge- 
netic cord connections in the fourth chakra can result in 
a child being born with a hole between the two heart 
chambers. 


'The Relational Cords 


The relational cords between parents and child develop 
between all the chakras. They remain connected 
whether or not the child stays with its orginal parents. 
If a child is adopted, new cords are grown between it 
and its new parents. The genetic cords and the first 
relational cords that are developed in the womb, dur- 
ing the birthing process and shortly thereafter, still 
remain. And biological parents continue to affect the 
child through them as it develops. 

The relational cords represent different aspects of 
relationship, according to the chakra's psychological 
function: 


* Cords from the first chakra, which also grow down 
deep into the earth, represent the stability of the 

. will to live in the physical body in relationship to 
the earth and in relationship with another person. 

* Cords from the second chakra represent the enjoy- 
ment of life's fecundity in sensual and sexual rela- 
tionship. 

* Cords from the third chakra represent the clarity 
and appropriateness of caretaking of the self and 
others in relationship. 

* Cords from the fourth chakra represent loving and 
the mystery of the balance between loving and 
willing in relationship. 


* Cords from the fifth chakra represent secure trust- 
ing in the higher will of the relationship. They also 
represent giving and receiving in truthful commu- 
nication through sound, words, music, and sym- 
bols. 

Cords from the sixth chakra represent the ecstasy 
of seeing higher concepts in the exchange and in- 
terplay of ideas while at the same time experiencing 
unconditional love with whomever this exchange 
is taking place. They represent the pleasure of rec- 
ognizing your loved one as a beautiful being of 
light and love. They represent the ability to love 
from a spiritual perspective, as did many religious 
figures such as the Christ and Buddha. 

Cords from the seventh chakra, which also connect 
up into the higher realms, represent the power to 
be within the divine mind of God in relationship to 
God, the universe, and another human being. 
They represent the ability to understand the per- 
fect pattern of a relationship. They also represent 
the ability to integrate the physical and spiritual 
worlds in relationship. 


The state of these cords represents the nature of the 
relationship we have with each parent. As the child 
matures through the developmental stages of growth, 
the cords mature also. With each new learning about 
relationship, the cords take on more strength and re- 
siliency. The nature of the cords reflects the nature of the 
relationships the child creates. The cords reflect how 
established and healthy a relationship is. The patterns 
that children develop are repeated throughout life. 
They determine how well they are able to relate to other 
people. A child uses the model of each of its original 
relationships with its mother to create relationships 
with other women and with its father to create relation- 
ships with other men. This is one of the reasons why we 
tend to re-create the type of relationship we have had 
with our parents with our intimate partners. 

The cords on the left side of all chakras always con- 
nect out to a female person. The cords on the right side 
of all chakras always connect out to a male person. 
Thus, by knowing on which side of anyone’s chakra the 
problem is—whether the role is parent, child, or 
peer—a healer can immediately tell if the problem orig- 
inated from the client’s relationship with his or her 
mother or father and was then duplicated with another 
human being of like gender. 

Each time we have any kind of relationship with an- 
other person, we create new cords. These cords change 
and grow as the relationship changes and grows. The 
cords can attach between chakras only if both people 
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allow them to. Unhealthy entangled dependence or 
healthy interdependence is always a mutual agreement. 
The fuller and stronger the relationship, the fuller and 
stronger the cords. The more interactions in a relation- 
ship, the more cords for that relationship. The more 
relationships we create, the more cords we create. 

The state of the cords represents the nature of the 
relationships we have and how we are connected. Some 
ofthem are healthy; some are not so healthy. In healthy 
interdependent relationships, these cords are alive, 
bright, pulsating, and flexible. They serve to maintain 
intimacy, trust, and understanding while making plenty 
of room for freedom and flexibility in the relationship. 

In unhealthy, codependent relationships, on the 
other hand, the cords are dark, unhealthy, stagnated, 
heavy, and slimy, or stiff, dim, and brittle. These cords 
serve to maintain relationship in dependence and in- 
flexibility, and to crowd out individuality. The more we 
become tied to a person with unhealthy cords, the 
more the probability for habitual interaction, rather 
than spontaneity. 

In unhealthy relationships, we misuse the cords that 
connect us. If we use the cords to slow the relationship 
down, to keep it from changing, and to keep interac- 
tions slow and dull, the cords become thick, dense, 
heavy, and dull. The relationship probably becomes 
stuck in depressed resentment and anger. If one person 
is trying covertly to get something from the other— 
such as to be taken care of— but not admitting it, the 
first person will send out a long, sticky, tentaclelike 
stream of energy, reaching into the third chakra of the 
second person to suck energy. Such cords can also cling 
to or hook in to another person in an effort to control. 
If we make the cords brittle, stiff, and unyielding, that 
is how the relationship becomes. The cords can also be 
depleted, weak, and flimsy, like the relationship to 
which they correspond. i 

As a relationship becomes healthier, the cords be- 
come brighter, more charged with energy, more flex- 
ible and resilient. They are very beautiful with many 
colors in healthy relationships. 

Each chakra grows cords that represent a particular 
aspect of relationship, as shown above. Each time we 
have a life experience with someone in that aspect, new 
cords are grown. If we interact with someone in all 
aspects as represented by the seven chakras, cords will 
be grown to connect all seven chakras. In intimate, 
long-term relationships, we build many cords that con- 
nect us through all our chakras. It is in this way that we 
build very deep intimate relationships and remain psy- 
chically connected to people no matter where they are 


on earth, and no matter how much time has elapsed 
since seeing them. For example, mothers know how 
their children are no matter where they are and no 
matter how long it has been since they have seen them. 


Life Trauma and the Relational Cords 


One of the most painful experiences in life is to lose a 
loved one through abandonment, divorce, or death. 
The cords usually get badly damaged in these experi- 
ences. I have seen all the chakras on the front of the body 
torn open, with the cords floating out in space, after 
such trauma. The personal experience of such a trauma 
is described as the feeling of being torn apart, or as if 
their better half is missing. Many people become disori- 
ented and don’t know what to do with themselves. 

In a difficult divorce, the party who wants out usu- 
ally tries to tear out as many cord connections as possi- 
ble, leaving the other person a bit bewildered, as well as 
creating a lot of pain and havoc in his or her own field. 
When this is done, each person is in pain and left with 
the feeling of being disconnected from many aspects of 
his or her life, because it was all so involved with the 
partner. The damaged cords represent not only the old 
relationship but the activities that the couple did to- 
gether. Many people who separate in this forceful way 
have a tendency to get involved on the rebound, to try 
to heal the pain caused by their drastic actions. Unfor- 
tunately they tend to re-create the same type of nega- 
tive relationship with the same type of man or woman 
they had before, because they have not healed the rela- 
tional cords. When a lot of cord damage is done in the 
process of forced separation, I have seen it take at least 
five years, sometimes seven, to reorient the new lives of 
couples who were long married and then divorced. It 
depends on how much damage was done and how well 
the person can heal it. Of course, a healer who can see 
and work with the cords can do it much faster. 

What people do not understand about this phenom- 
enon is that in any separation, certain cords must dis- 
solve, while others remain. When one partner departs, 
what happens to the remaining partner depends on 


. how he or she prepares for separation and lets go of the 


dependency in the old relationship. Unhealthy cords 
resist the change and try to maintain the status quo, 
while the healthy cords simply allow the transition. 
Healthy cords remain connected, no matter what hap- 
pens. Once two people come together in love, the love 
remains, and so do the cords that represent that love. 
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Problems with the Relational Cords 


Problems with First Chakra Cords 


Cords from the first chakra (which also grow down 
deep into the earth) represent the stability of the will to 
live in the physical body in relationship to the earth and 
in relationship with another person. 

The main causes of weakly developed or damaged 
first chakra cords I have seen are: 


* a child's reluctance to incarnate 

* a birth trauma that disrupts the newborn’s ability 
to connect the cords to the earth at birth 

early physical hardship that impeded a child's 
growing relationship to the earth and prevented 
the normal development of cords down into the 
earth 

physical abuse at an early age in which the child felt 
its life threatened and caused the child to prepare 
to leave by disconnecting the cords from the carth 
the child's emulation of parents who were not con- 
nected to the earth 

some accidental injuries that caused damage to the 
coccyx that in turn damaged the inside of the first 
chakra and the cords 


Damage to the first chakra cords causes problems in 
the client's will to live and function in the physical 
world. It causes problems with the client's grounding 
to the earth and ability to connect to others in a physi- 
cally oriented life—such: as sports, exercise, and the 
enjoyment of the natural world and the earth in gen- 
eral. The main result of this damage is an ungrounded- 
ness, an inability to absorb the dense earth energies. 
This, in turn, makes for a weakness in the overall en- 
ergy field that cannot support a robust physical body. 
The physical body becomes weak as a result. 

Lack of connectedness to the earth results in a great 
deal of fear about life in the physical world per se, such 
as fear of being in a physical body because it seemingly 
is separate from the apparently hostile physical world 
around it. The person feels like a prisoner in a terrible 
cage—the physical body—of frightening and painful 
torture. People in this state feel as if they were being 
punished for some terrible thing they have done. They 
spend time trying to find out what it is. If only they can 
make it right, they think, they will be released from 
their suffering. They never fecl safe. 

They may find that meditating, moving as much 
energy-consciousness as possible out the top of their 


heads, makes for a safe haven, if only they could do it all 
the time. Unfortunately, this meditation is the worst 
thing they could do for themselves because it only 
weakens the cords that connect to the earth. And in the 
long run, meditation makes them less able to deal with 
the physical world. 


Common illnesses that result from damaged first 
chakra cords: Actually, weakness in the first chakra 
cords weakens the energy field and the physical body to 
such an extent that ultimately, all illness is, directly or 
indirectly, related to it. At first, the weakness may show 
as a lack of physical energy. Then it could show in the 
adrenals. Later, it could become cancer, AIDS, or an 
autoimmune disease like rheumatoid arthritis. Usually, 
how the disease manifests later has a great deal to do 
with the state of the other chakras and cords. 


Examples of healings and their effects: Probably the 
most common healings I have done on first chakra 
cords are the ones with people who have had broken 
coccyxes or an early trauma in which they disconnected 
from the earth. During my healing practice, I regularly 
restructured the first chakra and then established new 
cords down into the earth. The results of these healings 
were a revival of the immune system, a strengthening 
of the physical body, and a doubling of physical energy 
available to the client. One particular case comes to 
mind, in which a woman had Epstein-Barr virus and 
could not get well. Her first, second, and third chakras 
were not functioning properly. Her healer kept work- 
ing on the third chakra. That helped her to a certain 
extent, but she had relapses regularly. It was not until I 
repaired the second and, primarily, the first chakra, 
then connected the cords down into the earth, that she 
became and stayed well. 


Problems with Second Chakra Cords 


Cords from the second chakra represent the enjoyment 
of life’s fecundity in sensual and sexual relationship. 
The clearer our relationship to our sensuality and sexu- 
ality, the healthier the cords that we will create. The 
better a couple is matched sexually, the better the sexual 
relationship, the healthier, stronger, and more beauti- 
ful the cords will be. Any disorder in the cords will be 
experienced as a disorder in these areas of our lives. Or 
if we have issues with our sensuality and sexuality, the 
cords that we grow between our second chakras with 
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the person with whom we are in a sexual relationship 
will show our problems. 

Each time we have sexual contact with another per- 
son, we create more cords and remain connected to 
that person throughout the rest of our lives. Some- 
times this causes confusion in those who have had a lot 
of sex partners, especially if the relationship was not 
healthy. These cords can be cleared and cleaned so that 
the positive aspects of the connections remain and the 
negative are healed. They will never be completely dis- 
solved. 

The main causes of weakly developed or damaged 
second chakra cords that I have seen are: 


* past life difficulties with regard to sensuality and 
sexuality, with which the child is born 

general disregard or degradation of sensuality or 
sexuality in the child's environment 

direct rejection of the child's sensual or sexual ex- 
pression by parents or other close adults 
childhood sexual abuse 

rape by a person of the same or opposite sex 
invasive medical procedures on the young child 
mistreatment by a sexual partner 


Common illnesses that result from damaged second 
chakra cords: The problems that I have seen result 
from damage to the second chakra cords are: 


* depressed sexuality that results from sexual abuse 

sexual perversion (from all types of sexual abuse) 

inability to achieve orgasm | 

inability to conceive 

impotence with a particular person 

prostate cancer | 

vaginal infection 

vaginal cancer 

ovarian infection 

• pelvic inflammatory disease 

* homosexuality from repeated rape by a person of 
the same sex 


This does not mean to imply that homosexuality is an 
illness. According to Heyoan: 


l'a 


One incarnates for a life task that is best served by 
all one's physical parameters, including the body. 
Many individuals may choose a male or female 
body without the traditional sexual attraction to- 
ward the opposite sex, simply because that is not 
the type of life experience needed by the individ- 
ual in that particular lifetime. There are no judg- 


ments in the spiritual world as to how one 
chooses to express one's sexuality. Rather, the 
goal is to express one's sexuality with love, truth, 
wisdom, and courage. 

We can consider two types of homosexuality: 
one that is the result of free choice to create cir- 
cumstances for life experience, and one that came 
from a trauma that resulted from the karma of 
past actions. (And let me remind you that karma 
is not punishment; rather, it is the rebound cffect 
of a past action. All of our actions are causes that 
create effects that eventually come back to us. 
Sometimes it takes lifetimes before the effect 
comes back.) In a way, both types of homosex- 
uality are the same, for both create the circum- 
stances needed to fulfill the life task. In. the 
second case, the trauma needs healing work, but 
that doesn’t mean the healing work would neces- 
sarily lead to heterosexuality. Rather, the goal is 
wholeness for the individual.

I must make it clear that damaged cords are not the 
only general causes in the auric field of these problems. 
I am only listing examples from cases I have seen in 
working with people whose problem was mainly 
caused by damaged cords. 


Examples of healings and their effects: In several cases 
I worked to rebalance channels of energy that connect 
the endocrine system on the auric level to help women 
be fertile. Sometimes unhealthy or embedded cords 
from past relationships prevent healthy cord connec- 
tions to the person in the present sexual relationship 
from forming. In such cases, I have to clean and clear 
the old cords before new, appropriate cords can be 
connected properly. Once the cord connections for the 
present sexual relationship are repaired, pregnancy can 
occur. When both parties of the couple cooperated, I 
have been successful many times. 

On the other hand, if both parties do not cooperate 
and healing is needed in both, connecting the cords 
doesn’t work. For example, one woman came for heal- 
ing to be able to get pregnant. Her field configurations 
related to endocrine balances were very distorted and 
disconnected. I worked on her about three times, and 
they all straightened out. She was ready. 

At the end of the last session, her husband came to 
pick her up. He came into the healing room for a few 
minutes, and I saw that the cords between their second 
chakras were not connected. I began to try to connect 
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the cords. But as I did so, I saw that there was much 
deeper work to be done in his field, especially around 
his genitals. There was damage deep inside the first and 
second chakras. I could see that his sperm were very 
weak and would not be able to penetrate the egg well. 
Unfortunately, the husband was very skeptical and a bit 
hostile about the work and wanted nothing to do with 
it. Since he didn't want healing, there was nothing I 
could do. I knew that when they went for testing, it 
would show a low count of very weak sperm. 

Later, through a friend, I heard that they had tried 
artificial insemination, which didn't work either be- 
cause of the husband's auric and physical difficulties. I 
have always felt rather sad about that interaction. Per- 
haps I shouldn't have kept quiet. Perhaps the bridge of 
skepticism could have been crossed. But I wanted to 
respect his opinion and choice. 


Problems with Third Chakra Cords 


Cords from the third chakra represent the clarity and 
appropriateness of caretaking of self and others in rela- 
tionship. Taking care of a child means being there for 
the child for everyday needs—washing, dressing, feed- 
ing, reading bedtime stories, and putting to bed. There 
are parents who love their children deeply but do not 
know how to take care of them in these ways. Or vice 
versa: There are parents whose love connection is weak 
but do know how to take care of the child. 

During trauma in relationship the cords can get 
badly damaged. Usually this trauma is from lack of 
contact and nurturing or from overcontrol by a parent. 
In either case, a child’s reaction is to tear the cords 
between its third chakra and the third chakra of the 
parent involved. If the trauma was from lack of nurtur- 
ance, the ends of the torn cords that come out of the 
child’s third chakra usually end up floating around in 
space. It is as if the child were trying to find someone 
else to attach the cords to. When the trauma is from 
overcontrol, the cords usually get embedded into the 
child’s third chakra. I would guess this is a protective 
means to keep anyone else from trying to control him 
or her in this way. This same trauma will most likely 
occur in other relationships as the child grows up and 
goes through life. 

Usually, over time, these cords get tangled and em- 
bedded in the third chakra, causing it to dysfunction. 
In the long term, the process goes like this: 


1. First being overcontrolling, the parent grows very 
controlling cords into the child. 
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2. Then the child tries to get away and tears the cords 
out. 

3. Then the child gets entangled in the self, and the 
child’s cords get entangled in his or her third chakra. 

4. Then the child can’t connect well with others be- 
cause the cords are too unhealthy to connect to 
others. 


People who live this process go through life without 
being connected to their parent(s) and have difficulty 
in connecting to other people. They never feel that 
their parent recognizes or understands them for who 
they are. They probably resent their parent and are 
unable to recognize the parent as a human being who is 
also going through life. 

Through hands-on healing, these cords can be 
pulled out, untangled, cleaned off, and reconnected in 
a healthy way by a healer. It is actually quite easy for a 
trained healer to do this. The cords will remain 
healthy if the clients are ready to create healthy rela- 
tionships. On the other hand, they could damage 
them again through negative relationship. But they 
are less likely to do so because the healthy cords pro- 
vide them with the experience of a healthy relation- 
ship, something they have perhaps never had before in 
this lifetime. 


Common illnesses that result from damaged third 
chakra cords: The most common illnesses that result 
from damage to the third chakra cords are illnesses of 
the organs in the area of the third chakra. Broken or 
embedded cords on the left side of the third chakra 
that originate from problems in the relationship with 
one’s mother result in a problem such as hypo- 
glycemia, diabetes, pancreatic cancer, indigestion, or 
ulcer. 

Broken or embedded cords on the right side of the 
third chakra that originate from problems in the rela- 
tionship with one’s father result in a problem such as 
sluggish or underfunctioning liver, infectious liver dis- 
ease, or liver cancer. 


Examples of healings and their effects: In a demonstra- 
tion during a workshop I worked with a student named 
Carey. Carey, a tall, thin, beautiful young woman is 
from the Boston area. She was very quiet all year in 
class, so I decided to work with her to help bring her 
out. I could see that she had cords embedded deep into 
her third chakra. One end of the cords was connected 
to the inner tip of her third chakra, and the other end, 
which would have normally been connected to her 
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mother, was embedded into her third chakra. In the 
work I cleared the embedded cords from the left side of 
her third chakra to the left side of her mother's third 
chakra. As I took the bundle of entangled cord ends 
from her third chakra, she took a deep breath and 
stretched up in response to the room that she now felt 
in that space in her body. 

Next I cleaned the cords. When this was done, I 
connected some of the loose ends, which represented 
dependence, down deep into Carey’s third chakra, 
bringing them down through the haric level and root- 
ing them deep into the core star. In other words, I 
rooted her cords deep into the core of her being. Since 
these cords represent caretaking, it means that her care- 
taking of both herself and others will now come from 
the core of her being. 

Next I reconnected the rest of the cords back into the 
left side of Carey’s mother’s third chakra. Her mother 
was not physically present in this healing, so this was 
done with the same kind of connection as is used in 
long-distance healing. This gave Carey a very different 
feeling of connection with her mother. 

The feedback on these types of healings has been 
amazing. It is more or less the same from most of the 
people on whom I have worked. The relationship 
changes very drastically. Usually people leave a healing 
with a mindset that now they will finally be able to act 
differently toward their parent. They are surprised to 
find not only how different they are but how different 
their parent is. 

Not only is Carey’s relationship to her mother 
changed, but her mother’s way of relating to Carey is 
changed. The very next time Carey saw her mother, her 
mother welcomed her and recognized Carey in a way 
Carey had always wanted her mother to. After years of 
feeling alienated, Carey felt that her mother finally saw 
her as she is rather than as what her mother wanted her 
to be. Since then, their relationship is still unfolding 
and growing. 

Confusion in relationship is sometimes caused by 
distorted cord connections. What the aura shows and 
what clients think the cause of their problem is many 
times will be opposite. A client may have gone through 
life thinking that the problem was with his or her 
father, when all along it was with the mother. Many 
women appear to have problems with men. They just 
can't seem to get what they need from a relationship 
with a man. But when I look at their auric field, the 
torn, tangled cords from the third chakra are on the 
lefthand side, indicating that the problem originated in 
their relationship with their mothers. 


For example, my client Joyce learned at a very early 
age that she was not getting what she needed from her 
mom. This was an extremely painful and frightening 
experience, since from a child’s perspective, Mother is 
the giver and sustainer of life. In other words, to the 
child it seemed to be life-threatening. In order not to 
feel this threat, Joyce tore the cords of the third chakra 
out of connection to Mom. She displaced her needs for 
mothering onto Dad. From the auric field perspective, 
that meant all her needs became focused through the 
cords connecting through the third chakra to her dad. 
Joyce got nurturing from Dad. Dad did as well as he 
could, but he just couldn’t be Mom. 

Later in life, the same relationships are re-created. 
Joyce, now a grown woman, tries to get mothering 
from her man. It never really works. So she assumes 
something is wrong with her relationship with men, 
which is true, of course, so she works on it in her 
sessions. Very logically, she chooses a male therapist to 
help her work on her relationships with men, to learn 
to get her needs met from the man in her life. She 
doesn’t have much problem with women at this stage 
of the game because she doesn’t expect much from 
them anyhow. She doesn’t go to them to get anything, 
not even healing or therapy. 

If this situation continues, Joyce will never really 
get much better, even though she may seem so from 
the outer level. She will stay in the transferential posi- 
tion of being a good girl and become an even better 
girl. She is in awe of her male therapist, praises him 
profusely, and will do anything for him. Unfor- 
tunately, sometimes he unconsciously enjoys this so 
much that he doesn’t see the greater picture of what is 
going on. 

A smart healer will know that a female client needs to 
work on her relationships with women with a woman 
therapist and/or a woman healer who is trained to deal 
with psychological issues, before the problem can be 
healed. She needs to open up the existential terror that 
she cut off when she broke her connection with her 
mother. Through this process she will begin to under- 
stand that the women in her life have a lot to give to her 
and that many of the needs she has placed on her man 
do not belong there. This is what will heal her relation- 
ship to her man. A healer can properly untangle, repair, 
and reconnect the client’s torn cords to her mother. 
This will change the relationship drastically so that it 
can unfold and develop from the point at which it was 
frozen so long ago. 

I demonstrated a healing on a freshman student Ill 
call Grace that also shows the strong effect of clearing 
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relational cords. In Grace's case, I worked on the cords 
from the first chakra, and then the third; then six 
months later, it was time to work on her heart chakra 
cords. This example shows the progressive action of 
the healing process. 

Grace is of light frame, blond, and quiet and gentle 
in nature. She works as a financial manager and book- 
keeper for an architectural firm. The healings lasted 
about forty-five minutes. 

First, I worked on the first chakra, opening and 
grounding its cords deep into the earth. Then I restruc- 
tured the etheric body of the left leg, which according 
to my HSP needed work. (Grace later commented that 
it was her weak leg.) Then I cleared the bladder merid- 
ian going up her left leg. Next, I cleared and restruc- 
tured the second chakra. | 

I then spent the most time on Сгасе third chakra. 
The cords were very damaged. I untangled them and 
cleared them. Some were so indrawn that they had 
gone in and wrapped around the central vertical power 
current. The guides took out the old cords and put in 
brand-new ones. I had never seen that before. I had 
only seen guides clean and repair cords. The guides put 
a prosthesis into the third chakra that looked like a 
badminton birdie. The guides said it would dissolve in 
three months. 

Six months later, I interviewed Grace on the phone 
about the results of the healing I did with her. Here is 
what she had to say: 


My relationship with my parents changed after you 
worked on the cords. After the healing my first chakra 
was very open. I felt more grounded than ever. When 
Icame home, my mother embraced me and looked at 
me with so much love, which I had never seen before. 
The love that she had for me was profoundly trans- 
formed. Before, she never expressed it. She wanted to 
be with me all that weckend. She was gardening out- 
side, and I just sat out in the grass and she kept asking 
me questions about healing. She was more open to 
me and more open to who I am. 

I felt the same from my father. I felt a real heartfelt 
love coming from him. He's not one to express him- 
self openly as much as he could—that's something 
that changed. And I also felt that over the summer, 
because I wasn't so defended. I didn't trigger them, 
and they didn't trigger me. Then I realized how 
much ofthe intimacy that existed between us was the 
patterns of triggering each other. With the new 
cords connecting to them, those patterns seemed to 
be completely gone, all through the summer. 


The chakra stayed stable for five months. Now in 
December, the chakra has started wobbling again. 
Гуе been doing a lot of desk work and have a lot of 
pressure. I’m not getting any exercise. 


Grace also said that her relationship with her parents 
had become more “dormant” since her third chakra 
had started wobbling again. It wasn't as it had been 
before the healings; rather, there was much.less outer 
expression of the love. 

So I read Grace again, over the phone. The first 
chakra was becoming less open than it was after the 
healing, but it was much stronger than before it. The 
third chakra was wobbling a bit, but that was caused by 
a dark red plug of stagnant energy in its center. I 
described several ways that she could heal it. I also saw 
that her relationship with her parents was going deeper 
and that it was important for Grace to work to clear, 
repair, and make stronger connections with the heart 
chakra cords between herself and her parents. This she 
did, and once again her relationship with her parents 
has gone to another deeper level of intimacy. 


Problems with Fourth Chakra Cords 


Cords from the fourth chakra represent loving and the 
mystery of the balance between loving and willing in 
relationship. These cords between heart chakras are 
what is being referred to when we talk about “heart- 
strings.” Most of the people I have worked with have 
some sort of problem with their heartstrings or fourth 
chakra cords. The fourth chakra cords are damaged 
during unhealthy love relationships. The unhealthy 
configuration starts in childhood and is repeated as the 
person grows up. Whatever the problem, it gets ampli- 
fied each time the trauma is repeated. 


Common illnesses that. result. from damaged fourth 
chakra cords: The most common cause of damage to 
the heart chakra cords I have seen in clients and stu- 
dents is from being hurt in an intimate love relation- 
ship. The diseases that result from this are heart pain, 
palpitations, atrial fibrillation, and damage to heart 
tissue that later results in heart attack. 


Examples of healings and their effects: In the summer 
of 1991 I asked a person who was attending an intro- 
ductory workshop if I could work on her for a demon- 
stration of advanced healing techniques, and she 
agreed. Earlier during the workshop, I noticed that the 
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cords that connected her heart chakra and that of her 
deceased father were very damaged. Most of them were 
entangled deep in the heart chakra. Some were hanging 
out in space. I also saw several psycho-noetic energy- 
consciousness forms left over from past life experiences 
in the heart chakra. As a result of all this, her heart 
chakra was wobbling around rather than spinning in an 
even, clockwise motion. 

I asked her what she would like to be called for this 
case study, and she chose the name Esther because she 
relates to the biblical Esther. Esther, who lives in the 
midwestern part of the country, is a lawyer and free- 
lance writer. 

In 1976, when she was in law school, Esther had 
been diagnosed as having a defective mitral valve. The 
doctor said that it was a fairly mild kind of defect and 
that unless it interrupted her daily activities she 
shouldn't be put on medication. Then a couple of years 
ago Esther started a vigorous exercise program. Dur- 
ing one of those programs, problems began. 

Esther explains: 


My heart tripped out on me and I couldn't get it to 
stop. It was ongoing for over thirty minutes. That 
was when I was diagnosed as having atrial fibrilla- 
tion. I went to a cardiologist and he said, *No, you 
don't have a defective mitral valve; you have atrial 
fibrillation? And he said that I have an unusual type 
of it, in that part of it is positional. It can be caused 
simply by turning over on my left side. I had two 
symptoms. One was that it would beat at a higher 
rhythm. The other was that it would sometimes start 
missing beats. So the doctor prescribed Lanoxin, 
because when your heart does trip out, it can create 
an embolism, which then could create a stroke. So in 
order to prevent the risk of stroke, this was the safer 
thing to do. 


I spent most of the time I worked on Esther on her 
heart chakra. First I cleared the stagnated energy away. 
Then I loosened the damaged cords, pulled them out, 
untangled, cleaned, cleared, charged, and strengthened 
them, then reconnected them appropriately to her fa- 
ther's heart chakra. Once this was accomplished, con- 
figurations from past life experiences began to unfold 
on the fourth level of the field, which were also in the 
heart chakra. I pulled a long sharp object that looked 
like a lance out of the left side of her heart. With HSP, 
it looked as if she had been betrayed and killed in a past 
life conflict. There were also two very heavy, dense 
shields over her heart, which had been placed there in a 


ceremony during the ancient Goddess religion times. 
To be a priestess in these ancient times meant to dedi- 
cate one’s life to the Goddess and vow to give up any 
relationships with men. The shields were inscribed 
with some sort of ancient writing. Shields such as these 
were placed over the heart in a ceremony to help pre- 
vent a priestess from falling in love with a man. Once I 
was able to remove the shields, I also could remove a 
suit of medieval-looking armor. 

Past life objects such as these remain in the auric field 
as unresolved psycho-noetic energy-consciousness and 
influence present-day life. The spear could give Esther 
the tendency to expect betrayal of the heart; the shields 
would tend to interfere with her ability to relate to 
men. The suit of armor showed a strong psychic con- 
nection to Joan of Arc and martyrdom. 

Once these objects were removed, a great deal of 
light emerged from Esther's chest. I have never seen 
anyone’s chest radiate such a beautiful, brilliant light 
before. After the healing, Esther asked if she could go 
off her medication. I said no for several reasons. First of 
all, I had no authority to say yes. The doctor would 
have to decide that. And I had no plans to follow up the 
healing, as I do not have a healing practice. It turns out 
that Esther did go off her medication on her own. 

Five months after the healing, I interviewed Esther 
to find out her experience during the healing and to 
follow up on what had happened since. 


EsTHER: What I remember most vividly is feeling 
lighter and lighter as you removed the shields. I was 
never aware of the feeling of heaviness beforehand, but 
I remember feeling lighter as they were being re- 
moved. . . . The connection with Joan of Arc made a lot 
of sense to me because I have the tendency to martyr- 
dom. I tend to martyr myself for causes. . . . All of my 
friends would tell you that Im a very intensely commit- 
ted person in terms of being very active in a number of 
causes. It's an area in which Гуе had to pull back at 
times, because of my intense overinvolvement. I'm 
codependent about it. I just throw myself into these 
things sometimes to the detriment of my energy state. 
I'm a peace activist. Pm a lawyer, and I was actively 
practicing law in civil rights cases. Most of the cases 
that I took were underdog cases. I represented many 
women who felt they had been discriminated against, 
such as sex harassment in the workplace, employment 
discrimination, race or sex discrimination, ... Anita 
Hill was a lot like a lot of my clients. . . . Pm a femi- 
nist. ... 

What the healing did for me is that my heart problem 
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is ninety-five percent gone! I’m still experiencing a little 
bit of the, not the atrial fibrillation, but the other—it 
skips a bit every now and then. What I've learned to do 
when that happens is place the palm of my right hand 
over my heart chakra and just rotate it clockwise. It just 
regulates the energy field. You saw the heart chakra 
wobbling around, and what I picture is this wobbling 
heart chakra and Рт then able to just get it to calm 
down and go back into its regular clockwise pattern. 
That doesn't happen very often, but it does every now 
and then. But that's the only thing I do for it. 

I tapered off the Lanoxin over the next ten days to 
two weeks. I think I was taking about one and one-half 
pills a day. I cut back to just taking one and then I took 
a half of one. Then I took a half of one every other day. 
Eventually within about two weeks, I was completely 
free of the medication. 

I think the most exciting thing for me was that for 
several months after the thing had gotten rediagnosed, 
even with taking the Lanoxin, I was not able to turn 
over on my left side in bed without it kicking into the 
fast heartbeat. After this healing, I was able to just turn 
over on my left side. At first, it would feel like the heart 
didn't quite know what to do. And then it would just 
settle down and be itself, a normal heart. And that's the 
way it is today. I can turn over on my left side, and 
there's maybe a three- or four-second period of time, a 
very very brief period of time, when my heart seems to 
be remembering that it used to do this. But then it 
doesn't do it anymore. I don't know how else to de- 
scribe it. It’s a very funny feeling. 

BARBARA: So during that time when you turn over, 
yov're with your heart. It sounds as if you bring your 
conscious awareness to be with your heart. Bringing a 
new pattern there is what it sounds like you're doing 
automatically. 

ESTHER: Yes, I do, I'm there and I’m with it. I guess 
I'm sort of reassuring it that it doesn’t have to go crazy 
on me anymore. And it works. 

But the most exciting thing for me was waking up 
one morning and realizing I had been asleep on my left 
side, and I had obviously just turned over in my sleep in 
the middle of the night, and my heart didn't trip out 
the way it used to when I did that. It would just wake 
me up immediately and drive me crazy until I turned 
over. But now I was obviously able to turn over in my 


sleep and sleep on my left side with absolutely no- 


consequences and wake up in the morning a new 
person. 

BARBARA: Great! 

EsrHER: So that was really really exciting. But I get 


frustrated because I feel that I should be completely 
cured of this, with this wonderful healing. I wanted it 
to be totally, totally gone. I went through a period of 
time of being frustrated with that because it was 
ninety-five percent gone.... Because when it hap- 
pened on the table, like this great miracle, I really felt 
like—like you had been the shaman. You were the 
person who did this, and you took all of this stuff off 
and you took it away. I was so much lighter. I remem- 
ber the next day, I doused my heart chakra with a 
pendulum, and it was the entire width of my chest. It 
was just huge, and it was a wonderful feeling just being 
that open. . .. But then there was this, almost a ghost- 
pattern that would still be there at times. My husband 
tells me Гт too hard on myself, probably my martyr 
complex again. 

But for now, I've really learned so much from that 
about the relationship between who I am emotionally 
and what my body is. And that the energy field is a real 
communication tool for me. And that was the most 
learning . . . I finally realized that this whole thing for 
me had been a real learning experience. First of all, 
taking responsibility for my own healing and for teach- 
ing me that I'm responsible on a day-to-day basis. Pm 
responsible for my energy field, and there are some 
days when I don't take care of my energy field the way I 
should. I allow myself to get overstressed or over- 
fatigued, and that’s when I start feeling this ghost- 
pattern. My heart is trying to again tell me, “Hey, 
уоште being a martyr. You're being too committed to 
this. You're too intense. You're too involved. Slow it 
down.” 

And I remembered you saying something about that 
in the workshop, about what our bodies tell us, what 
our disease processes tell us, and it’s almost like I still 
need some piece of that to serve as my thermostat, as 
my warning bell, I think. Does that make sense? 

BARBARA: That sounds great. Yes, that’s true and 
that’s probably why you've kept the ghost-pattern 
there, because you still need that protection for your- 
self. 

EsTHER: Yes. 

BARBARA: And someday that may go away too. Be- 
cause you may get to the place where you automatically 
stop when your body tells you to in a more subtle way, 
like simply feeling it’s time to quit. 

EsTHER: Now I still have this need for a warning 
system to tell me when Pm scattering my energies. 
Then I know that it’s time to stop, refocus, center my 
energy field, and work with my heart chakra, and I have 
the tools to do that now. 
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I'm working to get to the place where I can antici- 
pate the dissipation of my energy. If I can anticipate 
that before it happens rather than after the fact, then I 
don't think I will have any need for this. I think it will 
be totally gone. 

BARBARA: Good for you. Have you noticed any 
changes in your relationship to your father? 

ESTHER: Oh, wow, that is interesting. The healing 
came in the middle of a journey that I began in April, in 
which I had joined, for the first time ever, a codepen- 
dency therapy group working on early-childhood is- 
sues in family relationships. The most important piece 
of work that I did was after I came back from the 
healing. It was confronting my father on some things. 
Гуе had a history of not having a very good relation- 
ship with my mother, and I've struggled with that 
relationship for a lot of years. I have done all this work 
with my mother. But I always left my father alone. He 
was too scary to me or something to really be angry at, 
until I was able to do this work then, and that was after 
the healing. I had never had the courage to go ahead 
and be angry with him before. Some of the stuff that I 
had been blaming my mother for, I found out really 
belonged to my father. And so I gave him back his own 
stuff, and I was able to see my mother in a much more 
sympathetic light and how much she had struggled in 
her years of being married to this alcoholic man who 
was a womanizer and pretty selfish, who did his own 
thing. And so I was able to shift some of that over to 
him and confront him and, I think, come a lot closer to 
forgiving him. So yes, my relationship to my father 
definitely did change! 


Problems with Fifth Chakra Cords 


Cords from the fifth chakra represent secure trusting in 
the higher will of the relationship. They also represent 
giving and receiving in truthful communication 
through sound, words, music, and symbols. How 
communication and higher will interrelate is very inter- 
esting. When the throat chakra is open and functioning 
well, we speak our truth in the moment. That truth is 
automatically aligned with the higher will. In the be- 
ginning was the word, and the word was God. The 
word was made manifest. What we speak becomes 
manifest in the physical world. When our relational 
cords are healthy, the truths we speak to each other in a 
relationship bring about a positive manifestation of the 
relationship, which is aligned with the higher will of 
the relationship. Then we are able to accomplish our 
purpose in relating. 

When our fifth chakra cords are not functioning, we 


don't know how to speak the truth of the higher will of 
our relationship. We have a difficult time completing 
the purpose of our relationship, and the relationship 
becomes painful. 

All relationships are formed for the purpose of learn- 
ing. The higher will of each relationship is always re- 
lated to whatever is to be learned from that 
relationship. Some relationships may be formed just to 
complete karma. Karma is simply lessons that aren't yet 
learned that are carried over from one life to another. 
They are experiences that have not been completed. In 
the past, one has set an intention to complete a lesson, 
and when the lesson isn't learned, it gets carried over 
into another lifetime. We create a life plan, and within 
that plan are the types of significant relationships we 
will have to learn our lessons. We choose our parents 
and our family. The question is, do we also choose our 
“mates to be” way ahead of time? Do we have soul- 
mates? 

Heyoan says: 


~ 


In the great wisdom of the Universe, there are 
many, many individuals who carry the desire to 
complete a particular learning, the wisdom, and 
the karma, who are compatible to your needs and 
who are available for you to meet. The universe is 
not so inefficient as to provide you with only one 
possibility. In any case, the individual that you 
will meetis someone you will recognize as the one, 
the mate, for that particular time in your life. In 
our view here, to a certain extent every individual 
on the planet is your soulmate and indeed also 
those that may not be in incarnation at this point. 
However, if you have come into a particular life 
with a major purpose, a major task, then the pro- 
pensity for a particular mate will be higher if that 
individual has a life task that meshes completely 
with yours. In that sense, yes, you are soulmates. 
So you will recognize a soulmate from the per- 
spective of being perfect in terms of energy vibra- 
tions, energy exchánge, connectedness, and 
higher ideals and also in terms of who you are and 
where you are moving in the moment and over a 
particular period of time. When the lesson is 
learned, the karma is completed, and the relation- 
ship may no longer be active. The relationship will 
never end, since the connection remains forever. 
Or you will take on a new learning together and 
stay with each other for a lifetime if you so choose. 
It is completely up to you, for from our perspec- 
tive there is no separation anyway. 
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Another way to look at it is in terms of how 
many times you have been together before. If you 
have been together before, you will recognize the . 
other as yourself. The more times you have been 
together, the more you will recognize the other as 
yourself. Perhaps there is some particular mo- 
ment when the number of times you have been 
together will bring you to the belief that this is 
indeed a soul twin. Once connected, always con- 
nected, and the more times you are connected, 
the more similar you become in experience and 
wisdom and in the level of integration of con- 
sciousness and individuality. 

Relationships continue beyond the physical 
world. They also continue between an individual 
who is in the physical and one who has released 
the physical. They are very much the same as they 
are in the physical. That is how it is with one’s 
relationship with God. You see, the human ro- 
mantic relationship is one of the closest ways to 
experience the divine, for one experiences the di- 
vine in the individuality of the other. This is a 
prologue to how good it will be with God. The 
human romantic relationship is the first step of 
many mergings that you will experience before 
you unite with God in relationship. You never 
lose the eros and the beauty and the wonder of 
recognizing the other.

The cords in the fifth chakra can be damaged in harsh 
interactions regarding the truth and the higher will in 
relationship. They can be carried over from past life- 
times in which the individual was betrayed or betrayed 
others. They can be damaged in childhood through 
harsh interactions with regard to truth, such as a parent 
or other authority not believing children when they are 
telling the truth. They can be damaged by parents who 
don’t take responsibility for their role. For example, 
one of the roles of a father is to protect the child from 
harm. But if the father doesn’t protect the child and 
even takes his frustration out on the child by physically 
mistreating it, he is betraying the higher will of their 
relationship. The child will not trust relationships with 
other male authorities. 


Common illnesses that result from damaged fifth 
chakra cords: The illnesses I have most often seen in- 
clude hypoactive thyroid, goiter, misalignments in the 
neck, and lung diseases. 


Examples of healings and their effects: A woman I 


shall call Lorie came to me in her early fifties, after 
having gone through many years of therapy in which 
she had cleared a lot of problems in her life. Her 
present complaint was a hypoactive thyroid. She still 
had one central issue: She didn’t trust relationships. I 
will give a longer history in this case, because it gives a 
clearer idea of how someone can, step by step, clear 
many of the chakra cord problems that were devel- 
oped during childhood. Although some parts of 
Lorie’s story are more drastic than what you might 
consider normal, her chakra cord problems were not 
much worse than the so-called normal state of most 
people who are having problems. In other words, 
most people have difficulties in their cord connections 
in many of their chakras. And it is usual to take very 
long periods of time to heal them if they don’t know 
they exist and therefore do not work directly on them. 
Although Lorie was unaware of relational cords for 
most of her life, I will tell her story in terms of 
them. 

Lorie grew up in a conservative midwestern farm 
culture. She was a quiet girl, had few friends, studied a 
lot, and excelled in school. She didn’t feel very con- 
nected to her mother, who chose her older brother and 
younger sister over her. She connected to her father, 
whom she adored and for whom she would do 
anything—even become the son to her father that her 
brother refused to be. She didn’t play with dolls much, 
she loved to make things, and she assisted her father in 
many things. She felt terrible jealousy toward her little 
sister, who got all the adoration, while Lorie was made 
to work long hours helping her parents. 

These experiences in her early life brought about a 
distortion of the cords to her parents in many of her 


. chakras. 


The first chakra cords grew pretty well into the earth, 
since she did a lot of work with her family members on 
the land at the farm. 

The second chakra cords were damaged on the left 
side, the ones that connect to the mother, because she 
couldn’t connect to her mother in terms of sensual and 
sexual pleasure, which her mother denied in her own 
life. Lorie also had a very strict sexual upbringing be- 
cause of the culture she grew up in. Sex was a duty that 
was to be put up with. 

The third chakra cords of caretaking developed well 
between Lorie and her father, but she tore the ones to 
her mother out. Her father paid attention to her and 
took care of her, but the roles were reversed with her 
mother. Lorie did the caretaking. Lorie tried to get her 
mothering needs from her father. 
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Lorie's fourth chakra cords became a bit embedded 
in the left side of her heart because she also discon- 
nected her heart from her mother. She felt guilt be- 
cause she competed with her mother for her father. 

Over time, Lorie's fifth chakra cords were entangled 
on both sides because she was so confused about her 
identity and her true needs. She had no models in her 
family for asking and filling needs. No one really knew 
how to do it. Most personal needs were also overridden 
by economic hard times. 

The sixth chakra cords developed fine. There was a 
lot of freedom within the family structure with ideas. 
Actually, there was very little intellectual discussion 
about anything in the family, but both parents had a 
great respect for knowledge. The cords of creative ideas 
were strong and healthy, although there weren't many 
of them. 

Lorie's seventh chakra cords were also fine. She con- 
nected with her mother in her spirituality. Her mother 
had “the faith of a grain of mustard seed.” She also 
learned the benefits of being silent while spending time 
fishing with her father. This was actually his method of 
meditating and feeling God. Lorie emulated her 
mother's faith and her father's practical use of medita- 
tion. She was thus able to make very strong connec- 
tions through her seventh chakra. 

As a result of Lorie’s reactions to her childhood life 
and how she developed her relational cords because of 
it, she most naturally began to concentrate on the areas 
of her life where her cords were the healthiest. She 
slowly began to withdraw from family life and concen- 
trate on school, where she could make a mark for 
herself. It was the main area left to her as a young 
teenager where she could find recognition and respect. 
This worked for her. She excelled in school and went 
on to college. Everything was fine until she got into 
relationships with men. Actually, she was fine as long as 
she could help them with their homework. But she 
could not take the role of a female caretaker or lover, 
because she had no direct model of it from her mother. 

Lorie went through two marriages in which she was 
unable to get her needs met, or trust that the relation- 
ship was right for her, or support her in her life. She 
had difficulties for years communicating her needs in 
her relationships with both of her husbands. 

First she married someone much older than herself. 
She was quite young and in a sense, wanted someone 
to take care of her. As she said to her friends at the time, 
“He is offering me my life on a golden platter.” She 
hardly knew the man but married him out of fear of 
being alone. The week after the marriage she spent 
feeling completely trapped and sat staring out the win- 


dow of the one-room apartment in which she now 
found herself. After several months of discovering that 
she had very little in common with her husband, who 
would sit for hours playing with his ham radio, she 
began to focus on her career as a way to make some- 
thing in her life worthwhile. During the next five years, 
she built up a career and became financially indepen- 
dent. Although her husband was very nice to her, the 
marriage never really developed. Their sex life was 
more or less nonexistent. There were not many friends 
or pastimes, and no children were born. Lorie did not 
want to have children. She didn't have the faintest idea 
of how to mother them, and she didn't want to. After 
five years, she had an affair with someone at work, 
which she used to get out of her rather boring, un- 
fulfilling marriage. 

During the first marriage, what Lorie did accomplish 
was more development and strengthening of the cords 
from the sixth chakra that gained her financial indepen- 
dence. Because her husband was so loving, she was also 
able to begin working on her sexuality. So those cords 
began to be loosened and healed, especially the ones 
that had represented sex as a duty to put up with. Even 
though sex may not have been that interesting, at least 
it was no longer a duty. 

Lorie had so many guilt feelings about the affair that 
she decided to try to make a go of it and moved in with 
the second man. There was immediate trouble in the 
relationship. By this time, Lorie was desperate to get 
some of her relational needs met, but she didn't under- 
stand this. She didn't know what her needs were. Nei- 
ther could she communicate them in a way that 
worked. Instead, she was once again with someone 
who was very different from her. Lorie started de- 
manding attention, caretaking, and sex. The new hus- 
band, who was a child of alcoholic parents, reacted by 
becoming abusive. The more she demanded, the more 
scared her husband got, the more abusive he became. 
Each year the abuse got worse, and Lorie became more 
distressed. She had no idea of what to do. She didn't 
even know she was creating this situation in which she 
seemed like a victim. She was successful in her career 
but miserable at home. 

In this abusive situation, she grew very distorted 
cords. Her second, third, fourth, and fifth chakras be- 
came worse. Her agony finally forced her to get help. 
She began therapy and made great strides in clearing 
away a lot of issues. She found out how to stop the 
abuse by creating clear boundaries she didn’t cross. In 
the process of creating boundaries, she used her sev- 
enth chakra spirituality connection, which her husband 
also had, to help herself stay on track. With this new 
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safety, she found much more love for her husband and 
healed many of her heart chakra cords. She maintained 
the clarity of the sixth chakra cords in the process. But 
she still was unable to heal the second, third, and fifth 
chakra cords. She was very sexually incompatible with 
her husband, who was afraid of sexual passion and 
avoided it. The only way Lorie knew how to get sex 
was to demand it. This scared her husband even more. 
Soon their sex life became dormant. 

She was unable to learn to take care of herself, and 
her husband could not deal with her demands. So he 
still continually either avoided her or rejected her. The 


left side of her third chakra began to tear open, causing. 


weakness in the pancreas and then in her whole diges- 
tive system. She became food-sensitive and had to go 
on special diets to prevent exhaustion and bloat. Her 
fifth chakra got worse. She had regular fights with her 
husband, who still threatened physical abuse but 
turned it into verbal abuse, cruelty, and overcontrol. 

During this time in her life, Lorie also did a lot of 
personal and couples therapy and body work. She con- 
tinued to ground down strongly into the earth. 
Through this work, she strengthened her first, fourth, 
sixth, and seventh chakras. 

After much struggle and soul-searching, she finally 
decided to end the marriage to work on herself alone. 
So by the end of her second marriage, she had many of 
the cords from her first, fourth, sixth, and seventh 
chakras well functioning. But the cords from her sec- 
ond, third, and fifth chakras were worse. 

During her time alone, she worked on her second, 
third, and fifth chakras. She gave herself space to find 
out what her needs were, to find trust that they could 
be met, and to begin asking for them in a nondemand- 
ing way. This began to strengthen her fifth chakra, 
where she had had the most trouble since early child- 
hood. She also began to take better care of herself, and 
this strengthened her third chakra. She began to ex- 
plore her sexuality in a freer situation than she had ever 
been able to do before and discovered that she func- 
tioned quite well in that area. The second chakra cords 
also now began to heal. 

After two years she met and married her third hus- 
band. Their heart and sexual connections were imme- 
diately felt. Because she had done so much work on her 
chakras, this time she was able to couple herself to 
someone much more compatible. She married a man 
who had very few difficulties with sexuality and was a 
caretaker. Her second chakra was now well on its way 
to health. Her husband spent years going with her 
through all her sexual pain left over from the two 
previous relationships. He took care of her in ways she 


didn't even know existed. This was natural for him, 
having been brought up in a family that did this. 
Lorie began emulating him. She began making stron- 
ger connections to her original family, especially to 
her mother. And her third chakra cords to her mother 
began to heal. As she cleaned and strengthened her 
third chakra cords to her mother, she also revised 
her relationship with her father. She began creating 
healthy third chakra cords to other people with whom 
she was in relationship. 

By the time Lorie came to me, most of these prob- 
lems had been taken care of. But she still had a lot of 
problems in her neck, jaw, and thyroid. She still did not 
trust relationship. She still found it impossible to trust 
her husband enough to allow herself to admit any 
dependence on him. Her solution to problems was to 
stand on her own two feet and never to really rely on 
another person, to never really surrender to the higher 
will of a relationship and trust the relationship to carry 
her through. 

As her relationship grew deeper, she was challenged 
more and more to do this. Her reaction, again, was to 
concentrate on her work life and to overwork. Thus, 
after years of overworking, her thyroid, which sits di- 
rectly in the fifth chakra—where her cords had been 
entangled since early childhood— began to give out. 
This distrust in relationship was now interfering with 
her work life also. She found it difficult to delegate 
work to her employees. Many times she just did it 
herself. By the time she came to me, she had worked an 
average of sixty to eighty hours a week for about 
twenty years. She was very successful and still had lots 
of energy, but she was wearing out her body. The issue 
was whether she could surrender to the higher will of 
the relationship that she had created and learn to see it 
as an ongoing co-creation that she and her husband 
were doing. 

As I worked on her fifth chakra and cleared the 
cords, Lorie began to let up a little. She began to quit 
work at five or six o'clock every day and just watch TV 
with her husband. She began getting more involved in 
her home life and painting and other pleasures that 
fulfilled her. She spent more time with her husband, 
even going on his business trips. And he went on hers. 
As she healed herself, she realized that she had had a 
tendency to malign people or employees who didn't 
meet her needs. She realized that she had difficulties in 
communicating duties to employees without anger or 
blame because she assumed they would not do what 
she wanted. All of it was wrapped up in her fifth chakra 
and her disbelief in the higher will of any of the rela- 
tionships she was in. 
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As her fifth chakra cleared with several healings, her 
thyroid shrank in size and functioned normally. She 
focused on her communication skills with people who 
knew how to manage employees so they felt good 
about what they did and got things done. She used 
them as models to learn to communicate her needs. She 
practiced communication skills with friends. She tried 
new ways of verbalizing what she wanted to say. She 
realized she had to go over all the relationships that she 
had ever had, see the higher will in each, and find what 
she had learned through each so that she could feel safe 
in a relationship now. She is spending her daily medita- 
tion time for one year doing this. At the time of this 
writing, Lorie is in the process of doing this and is 
making. great strides. Everything in her life is coming 
together in new ways, and she is trusting all her rela- 
tionships much more. 


Problems with Sixth Chakra Cords 


Cords from the sixth chakra represent the ecstasy of 
seeing higher concepts in the exchange and interplay of 
ideas while at the same time experiencing uncondi- 
tional love with whomever this exchange is taking 
place. They represent the pleasure of recognizing your 
loved one as a beautiful being of light and love. They 
represent the ability to love from a spiritual perspec- 
tive, as did many of our religious figures such as the 
Christ and Buddha. | 

The cords of the sixth chakra can be damaged from 
past life experiences where people were forced to prac- 
tice religions they did not believe in. 


Common illnesses that result from damaged sixth 


chakra cords: Damage to cords from the sixth chakra 
can result in headaches, confusion, disorientation, 
brain disorders like schizophrenia, and learning disabil- 
ities. 


Examples of healings and their effects: In February. 
1992, in an introductory workshop, I had the privilege 
of working on cords from the sixth chakra. I shall call 
the client Aida. During the break of a lecture I was 
giving, Aida came up to me and asked about her 
daughter’s and her own dyslexia. I checked out Aida’s 
sixth chakra and its cords. Sure enough, the sixth 
chakra was damaged on the right side. The cords that 
would normally connect from the center of the sixth 
chakra out into the corpus callosum did not connect at 
all. I rolled backward in time and saw that some of the 
damage was from when she was very young, and that 
part of the damage had occurred a couple of years 
before Aida got pregnant with her daughter, when she 


had a fever of about 105. She had her tonsils out at that 
time. The cords that were supposed to connect from 
her sixth chakra to her father’s sixth chakra were dam- 
aged. I could see that her father had tried to force his 
negative ideas about life into her mind through his 
sixth chakra cords, so she had torn them out. I asked if 
she would like to participate in the demo. She agreed. 

First, I worked to help Aida ground herself, to 
strengthen her weak first and second chakras. Then I 
worked on the third chakra, which was not functioning 
properly. I cleared the clogged vortices in each of these 
chakras. I then cleared the vertical power current of 
energy up the spinal cord all the way up through the 
head. I lifted a dark shroud, somewhat like a cloud, off 
her head and shoulders. It had been there a long time. 
She began to feel much lighter, freer, and relieved as it 
came off. 

Because of her father’s economic difficulties, he had 
a pessimistic attitude about life, which he conveyed to 
Aida. However, as a child, Aida knew that it was very 
important to get to the heart of any matter before 
going to the solution. That is what was missing in the 
concepts that came from her father. Heyoan said that as 
a child, Aida had disconnected the cord pathway from 
the sixth chakra into the corpus callosum because she 
was afraid that she would take up her father’s pessimis- 
tic attitude about life. Using her child’s reasoning, she 
became wary of taking in information from anyone for 
fear that it would be pessimistic. To do this, she had to 
disconnect the sixth chakra cords from her corpus cal- 
losum, and thus she had created her dyslexia. 

As I described what had happened to Aida, I un- 
twisted her vertical power current. 

Then Heyoan explained to her: 


— 


Anyone has the incarnational option open to 
them to create dyslexia in order to maintain the 
knowledge that it is very important to get to the 
heart of the matter before making an intellectual 
judgment about any situation. Given the struc- 
ture of the school system in America, it would 
have been very difficult to keep your heart first. 
So you chose to give up, at least for the time 
being, the ability to take in information from a 
perspective that you thought would lose the 
heart. For you saw the need upon the earth, and 
in descending into incarnation you decided to 
give the gift to teach others to keep the heart first, 
before the rational mind. Now that this gift is 
clear, we shall work on these cords. 
~ 
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As I worked on the sixth and seventh chakra cords, 
Heyoan continued:

All the cords that go out the back of the chakras 
relate to past relationships that are not right now 
actively affecting this incarnation, and the front 
ones are actively affecting this incarnation.

I connected the cords from the inner tip of the sixth 
chakra down into the corpus callosum. Then I un- 


tangled and cleaned the cords from the front of the- 


sixth chakra and asked Aida if she would be willing to 
deeply reconnect to her father. She agreed. As I made 
telepathic connection to her father, I could see that he 
had a heavy heart from the burdens of his life and that 
he was sad from many unfulfilled longings. He (tele- 
pathically) said that he is better now. I worked (long 
distance) on his third eye to help relieve some of the 
negative ideas, and I connected his head to his heart. At 
that point some of the cords from the front of Aida's 
chakra went to the rear. Heyoan explained, | 


— 
Some of these issues are now behind you. 
— 


As the cords began to reconnect between Aida’s and 
her father’s sixth chakras, a new relationship began to 
form. I then worked on Aida’s heart chakra cords to her 
father. I could see that earlier in life she had gotten very 
angry at him and wouldn’t let him in. Aida said, “I 
pretended that my father was dead.” 

Heyoan said: 


“чә 


Over time you will see why it is so important to 
accept the love from your father the way it is. The 
way he expressed it and expresses it now. You 
need to accept the way each individual expresses 
his essence. In the past you have said, “Your love 
is not the way it ought to be, so I won't accept it.” 
There is a deep lesson here for you to learn: how 
to accept the essence of each individual. This is 
what blocks you in your relationships to men and 
with a mate. They can never live up to how you 
deem they should be.

At this point, Aida stopped the cords from entering 
her heart, so I said, “Can you let your father walk 
toward you? Your father wants to walk into your heart 
exactly as he is with all his human frailty. That's good, 
let him walk right into you. Your child is saying, ‘It will 
hurt, it will hurt. It will hurt because he hasn't been 
there for so long.’ ? 

As the cords connected deep into Aida's heart, her 
breathing deepened. 

“It feels pretty new, huh?” I said. 

“Pretty alive!” Aida exclaimed. 

Heyoan continued to speak as I worked: 


є 


Connect this deep into the soul seat. Connect it 
to your life's work. For it is directly connected to 
your life's work: accepting another individual's 
reality, finding the truth in it, and finding the 
bridges to commune from one to the other. It can 
only be done through the heart, by allowing the 
other into your heart. It is the way you can think 
for yourself and also allow the other to think for 
him/herself. Thus individual truths can exist side 
by side with apparent differences or even dis- 
agreements from the perspective of duality, and 
at the same time, from the higher spiritual truth, 
they would not be different.

I completed the connection into Aida's soul seat on 
the haric level and then switched to the core star level to 
expand her core essence out into the room, 360 de- 
grees. I said, “Feel who you are that is different from 
anyone else on the earth. Feel the light going all 
through your body. It is coming from the inside of 
your body, from your core star.” 

Aida’s light beamed out over the audience. She felt 
brilliantly alive. It was visible to everyone. 

As we closed, Heyoan added,

This particular pattern is handed down through 
generations. It is only one type of dyslexia. There 
are three kinds. I will speak about them in the 
future.

I like to follow up healings at several-month intervals 
for as long as possible, to see the long-term effects of a 
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healing. It has been five months since Aida's healing, 
but since this book needs to go to print, I cannot allow 
a longer time period to pass before followup. Here is 
what she said about the effects of the healing on her 
relationship with her father and on her dyslexia. 


Arpa: Well, it’s affected my relationship with my 
father a great deal. It's certainly a lot more loving and a 
lot more supportive. It’s almost as if Гуе forgiven a lot 
of the past issues, and I feel a lot more connected with 
my father. There definitely has been some wonderful 
experience as a result of the healing. 

BARBARA: Docs he treat you any differently? 

AIDA: Yes. In the past I always felt that he wasn't 
there for me; he wasn't available to mc. And now, the 
least little bit of anything I need, he's right there to help 
me. He's very supportive. In the past, I would have said 
something, and a week, a month, a year would have 
gone by, and he would never have heard me. Now I just 
say one word, and within a matter of hours, it's done, 
and I’m thinking, “My goodness. This is definitely a 
change.” So Рт feeling loved the way I had never felt it 
before because my father was just not available. Also, 
the communication between him and me has gotten 
better. He's been able to tell me about his childhood. 
He experienced a great deal of abuse as a child. He was 
battered a great deal both by a stepfather and by a 
mother who was in turn also abused. And she was an 
alcoholic. So in seeing and understanding where he 
came from, I was more able to accept and forgive the 
way he treated me and us—my brothers and my sister. 
Because there was a great deal of abuse and harshness 
and total rage, out of control, on his part. 

BARBARA: That's great! 

AIDA: Now the dyslexia part. There's a part of me that 
feels real organized, but I'm noticing some more disor- 
ganization. It's almost as if it's coming more to the 
surface. Pm becoming more aware of it. Pm more con- 
scious of the difficulty that I have. I do see myself turn- 
ing things around. I do see myself stumbling on new 
words that I have not seen or am real familiar with. In 
the past I would get frustrated and angry at myself, and 
now I’m a little more forgiving and tolerant of myself. 

BARBARA: So the improvement is that you're con- 
sciously aware of when you're doing it. Were you con- 
sciously aware of it when you were doing it before? 

AIDA: No, I was not. 

BARBARA: Well, that's interesting because usually 
the first step in changing something is to become con- 
sciously aware of when you are doing what you want to 
change. 


Arpa: Well, yes. I have been experiencing a lot of 
things that seem to be moving toward transformation. 
I hada vision of myself as being like an old twig. I could 
see my arms and my legs as an old dried-up twig. It was 
a vision because I wasn't asleep. Then I could see or feel 
or I recognized that the light was within me to rejuve- 
nate or reignite, redevelop those twigs. And then the 
next picture was again my face, but I was with a vibrant 
alive body. I didn't realize what that was all about until 
just recently. It's almost as if my life is organizing itself 
so that I'm not so much the focal point for my children. 
My daughters are going away to college and summer 
school in July. My other one's in college, and Pm 
thinking of going back to school. I’m being drawn to a 
possible new area. . . . Perhaps I would have powers to 
do a lot of healing. There is a great deal of confirmation 
within me, and Рт wanting to do this, but there is fear 
on my part to surrender. I want to be willing to do 
God's work. I'm signed up for a communicative disor- 
ders course. Can I get any guidance? Is that in keeping 
with what my life purpose is? 

BARBARA: Oh, yes.

Problems with Seventh Chakra Cords 


Cords from the seventh chakra, which also connect up 
into the higher realms, represent the power to be 
within the divine mind of God in relationship to God, 
the universe, and another human being. They represent 
the ability to understand the perfect pattern of a rela- 
tionship. They also represent the ability to integrate the 
physical and spiritual worlds in relationship. 


Common illnesses that result from damaged seventh 
chakra cords: Damage to cords from the seventh 
chakra can result in depression, inability of the physical 
body’s normal development through the maturation 
process, headaches, and mental disorders like schizo- 
phrenia. 


Examples of healings and their effects: The seventh 
chakra cords connect to relationships that exist in the 
soul’s life between incarnations in human form. They 
connect up to our spiritual heritage. Sometimes that 
heritage is related to our relationship to God or spiri- 
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tual beings that are accepted by the organized religions 
of the world, such as the Christ, the Buddha, guardian 
angels, and spiritual guides. Sometimes they connect to 
beings in realities that may seem outrageous to those of 
us who have been brought up in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

Seventh chakra cords tend to get damaged before 
birth, at conception, or in the womb. They are always 
related to difficulties with bringing the consciousness 
of the incoming soul into the body and the process of 
incarnation. Damage to the seventh chakra cords re- 
sults in our either being stuck inside our bodies with no 
spiritual connection, or being stuck in the spiritual 
world and not being able to come down fully into the 
physical. 

For example, retarded children have not been able 
to completely come down into their bodies, and they 
seem to have a great deal of fear to do so. I have not 
had the privilege of working with retarded people, so 
I do not know if the body was damaged first so that 
they couldn’t get into it, or if the body became re- 
tarded because they were unwilling to come down 
into it. I would guess that either is possible. Probably 
the cause varies with the case and, of course, the life 
task. Retarded children are great teachers and some- 
times volunteer to incarnate in that way to help the 
family into which they are born. I know of one case 
where a healer was able to bring a retarded child into 
normal development through years of daily hands-on 
healing work. 

For those of us who call ourselves normal, there is 
usually one major reason why we haven’t come com- 
pletely down into our bodies and therefore have prob- 
lems with our seventh chakra cords. We use the 
spiritual connection to escape from incarnation and 
avoid dealing with life as human beings on earth now. 
To do this, we simply keep shifting our consciousness 
out the top of our heads, or “going out the top of 
our heads.” This is simply a defensive maneuver from 
fear. 

This defensive maneuver is very popular with many 
healing students! When the cords are worked with and 
the fear dealt with, these students understand that since 
they are human now, their spirituality can be realized 
only from the perspective of being within a human 
body. They change their lives and begin to spiritualize 
matter rather than escape it. 

An interesting seventh chakra cord problem is com- 
mon among people who believe that they are from 
another star system. These people feel that they are not 
really human beings but have been forced to come here 
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from an advanced culture, usually outside the solar 
system. They miss their “true” home and have a rough 
time getting into and staying in a physical body. HSP 
reveals that the seventh chakra cords from these people 
relate to these other star systems and connect to highly 
evolved beings from advanced cultures on planets in 
these star systems. These clients commonly call them- 
selves star children and claim never to have been incar- 
nated as humans before. In such cases, healing takes on 
a different flavor. The problem is usually that these 
people, in denying their connection to the earth, also 
deny their connection to the other place. They have 
torn their cords that connect to the other systems, yet 
they seek to leave their bodies to return “home” via 
their broken cords. (That won’t work.) The result is 
that they find it very difficult to connect to anything in 
a stable way. 

So in this way, they also resist incarnation. I have 
found that the best way to help these people come 
down into their bodies and connect down into the 
earth is to repair these torn cords and make the connec- 
tion to the other star system stronger. To do this, they 
must connect to the part of them that volunteered to 
come here out of love and power. They then get 
nourished through these cords. Once the full connec- 
tion is made, these people come down into their bodies 
and claim their humanness, even allowing for the very 
strong probability that they have been incarnated as 
human beings before. By reconnecting their star cords, 
they have a strong connection to the stars through 
which they can be nourished. | 

This may seem totally preposterous to some readers, 
but I remind you of my motto: “Don’t ask if it is real. 
Just ask if it is useful." It works! Usually, part of the 
channeling that goes with such healings is to teach 
clients to perceive themselves as originating holo- 
graphically out of the whole of the universe rather than 
just one planet or a particular star system. Since we are 
all holographically connected to everything, we can 
theoretically remember every life that ever was lived on 
this planet, as well as others, as if we were the one who 
lived it. 

I have worked on seventh chakra cords on a number 
of occasions. The healing work is the same as with all 
the cords. They are cleared, untangled, cleaned, and 
reconnected appropriately. 

In one case in my class, the student had cord connec- 
tions to the planetary beings of a particular star system 
through all the chakras. In the healing I began with the 
seventh chakra and worked down the body to repair 
and connect all the cords that she had cut. She felt 
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much better later and was much more in her body than 
I had ever seen her. At the time of this writing, she is 
much more grounded into her body, being surprised at 
how much she is enjoying it, feeling much safer in her 
body, and doing just fine. 

Another time I worked on damaged cords from the 
seventh chakra in order to heal a depressed client. Be- 
fore the healing series, the client felt connected to his 
fellow humans but experienced life as a finite, rather 
senseless passage to nowhere. He felt no connection to 
God. As a result, he was depressed. After spending 
several sessions repairing these cords, the client began 
to have a sense of connectedness to all that there is, 
including the divine. His depression went away, and he 
began to enjoy life at a deeper level of meaning. He 
began making choices about how he wanted to spend 
his time, and over a period of time, his life changed a 
great deal. He changed his attitude about work. Previ- 
ously, he had been an accountant; now he chose to 
become a professional therapist, specializing in helping 
people understand the broad-scale aspects of their lives, 
in order to help them find what they want to do with 
their lives. 


As I conclude this chapter and look at the compiled 
information, I am surprised at how important all our 
past and present relationships are in our health and 
healing as well as our personal development. Since it is 
now in vogue to say we each create our own reality, 
there has been a swing toward isolationism in many 
spiritual groups in dealing with this issue. It seems that 
some people work on *how I create my own reality" in 
isolation from everyone else. But in fact, holistically 
speaking, our reality is deeply intertwined with others, 
through our auric interactions and connections, 
through our past history of relationships, and through 
our genetic cords. We are products of millions of years 


of evolutionary development of the physical body, as 
well as of the auric connections. Undoubtedly, our 
auric cords develop over evolutionary time as well, 
since we are always evolving in our ability to relate. 

We know that we create our own experience of real- 
ity, but who is the “we” or “I” that is creating? Proba- 
bly the best practical context in which to work with the 
concept of creating one's own reality in self- 
transformation work and healing is that what makes us 
sick is not our relationships per se but our energetic and 
psychological reactions to these relationships. None of these 
auric interactions could occur without agreement be- 
tween the people involved, yet they are usually auto- 
matic and unconscious. 

Our negative interactions to relationship result in 
healing cycles in which we reflect upon ourselves more 
and thereby move through an individuation process 
that, as I stated in the beginning of this chapter, is the 
prime purpose of life experience on the fourth level of 
the field. 

So from the broad-scale view, self-development or 
individuation through the incarnation process is work- 
ing. Illnesses that result from our negative reactions to 
relationship help us sort out who we are from who we 
are not. Successful relationships teach us who we are, 
even if they are difficult and lead to illness. If we are not 
growing by learning about ourselves in a relationship, 
then the relationship is not successful. 

This does not imply that people should stay in pain- 
ful relationships. In such cases, usually part of the 
learning is to find out that we deserve and can create a 
much better situation in our lives. 

The more we know ourselves and heal our codepen- 
dency, the more we can learn about ourselves in a 
happy, smooth, flowing relationship. The more indi- 
viduated we become, the more interdependence we 
achieve.

Observations of 
Auric Interactions During - 
Relationships 


Love is created when we come together, merge in 
communion, and then move apart again. The effects 
are immediately positive, and we experience more joy 
in our lives. When we come together and clash, we 
create life lessons or healing cycles that may be experi- 
enced negatively. But eventually, once lessons are 
learned or healings completed, they bring us back 
around to the positive. All this shows in auric field 
interactions. 

We use all of the three major ways of influencing 
each other’s fields that were discussed in Chapter 14. 
Some of these ways are positive; some are negative. In 
the positive interactions, we get along fine. We make 
positive connections with people with the chakra 
cords. We exchange positive energy with each other 
through our bioplasmic streamers. We lift each other’s 
vibrations and bring clarity and lightness to each other 
through harmonic induction. We accept each other as 
we are and do not try to manipulate each other for our 
own purposes. In these positive interactions, we also 
do not allow other persons to mistreat us. We remain 
centered within ourselves and communicate well. 


Negative Auric Interactions 
in Relationships 


We also have habitual negative ways of interacting and 
manipulating each other through our fields. We usually 
do this out of fear and ignorance. We usually are not 
consciously aware that we are doing it. We try to make 
other persons’ fields pulsate like ours through har- 
monic induction because we are not comfortable with 
their vibrations. We pull and push each other’s fields 
with the bioplasmic streams of energy that flow be- 
tween, or we stop the bioenergy flow altogether. We 
use the cords that are connected between us to get what 
we want. We try to hook or entangle each other with 
them. All this auric interaction is usually unconscious 
and invisible to most people, but anyone can learn to 
become aware of it and sense it by developing Higher 
Sense Perception. 

There are really only four modes of energy flow that 
we use in these interactions: We push, pull, stop, or 
allow the energy flow. If one person pulls, the other 
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may pull back or stop the energy flow completely. If 
one pushes, the other may push back or dig in their 
heels and stop. 

A typical intimate relationship may go like this: She 
wants love from him, and she reaches out and tries to 
pull it out of him. He wants to be left alone for a while 
and pushes a powerful blast of energy at her so that she 
will go away. Or he may simply go into stop with his 
field and not respond, so that nothing she does gets 
through. 

Think about how you interact with others. For ex- 
ample, when someone pushes energy at you, do you 
push back? Do you pull that energy into you? Do you 
go into stop, or do you yield and allow the energy to 
flow into you as it is being pushed into you? Most of us 
either stop the energy flow or push back. 

We have all created some rather standard ways of 
interacting with each other through our energy fields. 
The standard energetic interactions correspond to the 
mutual agreements or contracts we all make with each 
other, described in Chapter 13. We do this uncon- 
sciously and habitually. Sometimes it works, and some- 
times it doesn't. The way some people use their fields to 
interact with us is fine with us, and the way others do so 
is not fine with us. All of our habitual interactions are 
really energy field defense systems that we use to de- 
fend ourselves from an imagined dangerous world. 
Sometimes we are able to “handle” somebody else's 
defense system, and at other times we find ourselves 
very intolerant of it. 

When we don't learn how to handle somebody's 
negative energetic actions in a positive healing way, a 
negative feedback loop can start. Each person may 
escalate defensive distortion until imagination and pro- 
jection completely take over. In such cases, very painful 
damaging interactions can result. This happens on the 
personal level, between two people; it happens be- 
tween groups of people; and it happens between na- 
tions, many times resulting in war. If we can learn to 
prevent it on the personal level, we will eventually 
know how to prevent it on the national level. 

Extremely negative harsh interactions can wreak 
havoc in the auric field and leave people the job of 
repairing themselves afterward. Some of the repair oc- 
curs quite automatically, like the way the body repairs 
itself. Some auric wounds and psychic scars can remain 
in the auric field as long as a lifetime or even be carried 
on into future lifetimes, depending on how deep they 
are. Wounds remain in the field so long because people 
usually avoid directly experiencing their wounds but 
suppress them deeper into the field and then bury them 


with an energy block. Deep wounds of this sort occur 
from one extremely harsh interaction or from habitu- 
ally repeated negative interactions. All such wounds 
can be healed through hands-on healing and personal 
process. | 

According to what I have observed in auric fields 
over twenty years, all deep wounds are created through 
negative relational interactions that occurred in this 
lifetime or in a past lifetime, which are then carried 
forward into the next life experience. Or they are cre- 
ated through some sort of physical trauma, such as a 
natural disaster or accidental injury. In addition to that, 
I have been able to trace most accidental injuries in my 
clients back to a delayed reaction from a harsh interac- 
tion with another person. Good interactions are basic 
to our health; negative ones create disease or injury. 

For example, recently in a workshop I was giving a 
healing demonstration on a young woman from Ger- 
many. I noticed that her left knec had been injured a 
few years carlier. With internal vision I could see that 
one of the ligaments that criss-cross under the kneecap 
was pulled and torn a bit, making it weaker. As I 
worked on the ligament, I rolled backward in time to 
see how it had been injured. With HSD, I saw the 
young woman riding a bike. She bumped into a fairly 
low object and flew headfirst over the right side of the 
handlebars. However, the reason she didn't see the 
object was that she had been preoccupied with an argu- 
ment she had had with a young man a short time 
before. Thc next day, after the healing, she confirmed 
the information I had read with HSP. 

Since all illness is related to a negative relational 
experience, it is of the utmost importance for us to 
learn to interact with each other in healthy, healing 
ways. In this chapter I will elaborate on some typical 
forms of energetic defense systems and the typical neg- 
ative ways we react that eventually cause problems for 
us in our own energy fields and our health. I will then 
show positive ways to respond to the same energetic 
defense systems that create health for everyone. 


A Framework to Resolve 
Negative Energetic Interactions 


As a framework with which to organize the material 
and to describe the typical energetic defense patterns 
we all habitually use to some extent, I will use the five 
basic standard character structures that are used in the 
study of bioenergetics. You will find that some ener- 
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getic defense patterns are very much like you, and 
others not so much. You will probably relate to a 
certain degree with each of them. 

Character structure is a term that many body psycho- 
therapists use to describe certain physical and psycho- 
logical types in people. Although we inherit our 
physical makeup genetically, how our physical bodies 
develop depends on our childhood circumstances. Peo- 
ple with similar childhood experiences and child-parent 
relations have similar bodies. People with similar bodies 
have similar basic psychological dynamics. These dy- 
namics are dependent not only on types of child-parent 
relations but on the age at which children first experi- 
ence life so traumatically that they begin to block their 
feelings. To do this, children block the flow of energy 
through their auric fields and begin to develop a de- 
fense system that will become habitual throughout the 
rest of life. A trauma experienced in the womb will be 
energetically blocked or defended against very differ- 
ently from one experienced in the oral stage of growth, 
in toilet training, or in latency. This is natural because 
individuals and their fields are so different at different 
stages of life. 

From my perspective, the circumstances and experi- 
ences of our childhood are determined by the belief 
systems that we carry forward from past life experi- 
ences, as well as by experiences of life on other planes of 
reality. Life events are effects from causes that we have 
set into motion long before our birth into our present 
physical bodies. Some people call this “karma” and call 
“bad karma” punishment for what we have done. But 
karma is not punishment. It is the law of cause and 
effect at work. It is simply life circumstances or events 
coming to us as a result of our past actions. 

How those events affect us is completely based on 
how we experience them through our images and belief 
systems. We carry the tendencies toward certain images 
and belief systems over from life to life until, through 
experience, we are able to clear and heal them. Each 
time such events come back to us, we have a chance to 
learn how to heal. If we carry negative images and 
belief systems about a particular set of circumstances, 
we will experience them as terribly painful. We might 
even interpret them as punishment for something we 
feel we have done. Since we can’t remember doing 
anything particularly bad in this lifetime, perhaps it 
was from long ago in the past. 

If we don’t have a negative belief about something, 
its occurrence does not bring us self-judgment and 
debilitating pain. Of course, there.is pain, but it is not 
debilitating pain. 
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Heyoan says that we are here on earth because that is 
our choice. We do not have to be here. He says that 
anytime we choose to, we can leave. There are no 
judgments on that. 

The only reason we experience a certain event as 
punishment is because our belief system tells us it is 
punishment. For example, I have heard many people 
who do not allow themselves their power say that in 
the past they have misused power, so it was taken away, 
and now they are being punished so they don’t have 
any. It could very well be that they misused power in 
the past, and that certain life events come to them as a 
result of their past misuse of power. But those events 
are precisely what they need to learn how to use power 
well. The universe is much too efficient and balanced to 
use punishment. Rather, it brings the precise lessons 
we need to fill our needs. | 

So character structure is the pattern of energy field 
distortion and the imbalance in our physical form that 
results from our negative images and belief systems, 
which have most likely been in place for many lifetimes. 
In other words, character structure is the effect of our 
negative beliefs and images on our psyches, our auric 
fields, and our physical bodies. Our parents didn’t do it 
to us. Our childhood circumstances and relationships 
serve to bring forth and crystallize the negative images 
and beliefs that we brought with us to be healed. That 
is why we chose these parents and circumstances in the 
first place. 

The five major character structures used in bio- 
energetics are called the schizoid, the oral, the dis- 
placed or psychopathic, the masochistic, and the rigid 
characters. These terms do not mean the same thing as 
the standard Freudian terms. They were evolved from 
the standard terms by Dr. Alexander Lowen, who stud- 
ied with Dr. Wilhelm Reich, who was a student of 
Freud. After studying Freudian psychology, these in- 
novators went on to study the relationship between 
Freudian psychology, the physical body, and its bio- 
energy. Thus the new terms were born. In my book 
Hands of Light, the auric field structure of each of the 
five major character structures is discussed, as well as 
the development of the auric field in different stages of 
growth. Here I shall focus on new ways to look at each 
character structure and the energetic defense system 
used by each structure. 

Just what is meant by character structures? Many 
times people who study them begin to define them- 
selves according to the characterology. Someone might 
say, “Pm a schizoid,” or “Pm a rigid." People even take 
pride in these personal definitions. So the first thing I

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must say is that character structure does not help you 
define who you are. Rather, it is a road map of who you 
arc not. Many times it is actually who you fear yourself 
to be. Character structure shows you how you block 
the essence of who you are from being expressed. It 
describes the way you distort who you are. It shows 
you how you are not being who you are. Each char- 
acter structure has a pattern of defense that distorts 
who you are and then expresses who you are in a dis- 
torted way. 

This expression is immediate. It happens so fast on 
the energetic level that we cannot stop it just by de- 
ciding to with our minds. We will react according to 
our habitual defense system when we are under a cer- 
tain degree of stress. Remember, our character defense 
was built when we were very young. It has been very 
useful to us in defending ourselves in situations that we 
could find no other way to handle when we were very 
young. It has served all of us well. It still shields the 
vulnerable child within us from the hostile world that 
we create for ourselves from our negative belief systems 
and our images. However, it also helps create the hos- 
tile world because it acts as if our negative beliefs about 
reality were true, thus drawing to us the negative expe- 
riences in life in which we believe. 

A character structure defense is the result of feeling 
unsafe. It is a result of some kind of fear. Each character 
defense has a basic issue related to a specific fear. The 


energetic defense is a reaction to that specific fear. The ` 


weaknesses in the auric field and physical body are a 
direct result of the habitual distortion caused by the 
energetic defense. With our defensive actions, each 
character creates a way of living that then creates life 
experiences that verify that the fear is right. The way of 
living of each character defense also generates a specific 
negative relationship to time. Each character defense 
distorts the relationship to the core essence. Each char- 


acter defense has a specific physical human need as well - 


as a spiritual one. Both need to be filled to help heal it. 

The different defensive aspects of each character 
structure are listed in Figure 15—1. We will discuss 
each aspect as we discuss each type of character defense. 
We will explore how to make each person feel safe in 
interaction that will then lead to a more permanent 
feeling of safety and bring about a healing of the habit- 
ual defense distortions that cause so much psychologi- 
cal and physical trauma in life. Remember, the purpose 
of a positive healing response to a defense is to help 
both of you get back to reality and communion as soon 
as possible. People with character structure defenses 
will demand that you agree with their distorted view of 
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the world. If you do, it only strengthens their defense. 
It is also important to not let someone take advantage 
of you through their defense because that also helps 
strengthen their defense and supports their remaining 
in the illusion of a distorted view of the world. 

You will find all of these typical auric defense pat- 
terns happening all around you, in yourself, and in 
your intimate relationships. You probably use different 
defenses in different situations. You will find that you 
and your friends use a combination of defenses. You 
can estimate how much you use each one on a percent- 
age scale. For example, you may use thirty percent 
schizoid, ten percent oral, five percent psychopathic, 
fifteen percent masochistic, and forty percent rigid. 
This means that you are carrying the main issues of 
each character structure to that degree within yourself. 

You will also go through different life stages in 
which you will find yourself dealing with the main 
issues of a particular character structure. It is in these 
times that you will use that defense most often. Then, 
after some time, you will be dealing with a different 
character structure issue. This is perfectly normal. In 
general, the type of character defense we use stays 
pretty much the same as we go through life, but we use 
it much less often, much less forcefully, and it softens so 
that more of who we truly are is expressed. It is impor- 
tant to keep in mind that these defenses are used by 
both men and women. 


The Defense System of the Schizoid 
Character 


The Main Issue of the Schizoid Defense 


The main issue of those who use a schizoid defense is 
that of existential terror. Schizoid characters have 
probably had many lives in physical pain and trauma 
and usually have experienced death by torture for hav- 
ing particular spiritual beliefs. The way schizoid char- 
acters dealt with the torture was to find ways to escape 
the body. Given such a past, they now believe that 
living within a physical body is a dangerous and terrify- 
ing experience. Because of their past, they will not be 
too interested in coming into the earth at all. They will 
not want much contact with other human beings. They 
will expect direct hostility from them. And that is the 
way they will experience them at times, no matter how 
they really are. They are already programmed to experi- 
ence others that way. For example, if a mother happens 
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to be angry about something that has nothing to do 
with her children and happens to look at them in the 
crib, they will experience her anger as dangerous killer 
rage directed personally at them and will feel attacked. 
In the real situation, perhaps, she was angry at the 
carpenter for overcharging her. 

On the other hand, these people's choice of parents 
will in some way reflect their belief that human beings 
are dangerous. Some parents do get enraged at their 
children, and some do abuse their children. What ulti- 
mately formulates the schizoid character defense is the 
way the child experiences reality, not necessarily the 
facts of a situation, although they usually are very 
similar. 

In either case, people with a schizoid character de- 
fense are afraid of other people and have a rough time 
connecting to them. The third and fourth chakra cord 
connections to their parents never formed in a healthy 
way, so they have no model with which to connect to 
other people. Such people are afraid to completely 
incarnate; that is, they are afraid to bring consciousness 
and energy firmly into their physical body. 


The Defensive Action the Schizoid Character 
Takes Against Fear 


The defensive action schizoid characters take against 
fear is to vacate the physical body. They have found a 
way to first split and then twist energy-consciousness in 
order to allow a large portion of it to escape out the 
top. They usually exit out to one side of the top or the 
back of the head. Since they do this repeatedly from 
their very early childhood, sometimes beginning be- 
fore birth, they create habitual twists in the energy 
body, which becomes lopsided and never develops a 
strong outer boundary for the aura. The eggshell of the 
seventh level is very weak. 


The Negative Effects of the Schizoid Defensive 
Action 


As a result of these defensive actions, the physical - 


world feels even more unsafe to schizoid characters. 
Schizoid characters have very weak boundaries, which 
will be penetrated very easily by others. Their physical 
bodies follow twists in the energy field, so that they will 
probably have some sort of twist in their spine that 
weakens it. The lower levels of their auric fields will 
probably not be strong or developed, resulting in a 
very weak, sensitive body. Thus, in the long run, their 
defensive action actually makes things worse. It helps 
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create life experiences that prove to them that life in the 
physical body is dangerous because they are so sensitive 
and vulnerable. So they are caught in a vicious cycle. 

In order to avoid incarnation into the physical 
world, of which they are afraid, people who use the 
schizoid defense spend as much time as possible in the 
higher spiritual realms in a diffuse state of unity in 
which their individuality is not experienced. As we 
have said before, life in the physical world serves as our 
mirror of self-reflection, so that we can learn to recog- 
nize the individuated divinity within us. Thus, people 
using the schizoid defense avoid the individuation pro- 
cess of incarnation through which they could recognize 
their core. Therefore they know themselves to be all 
that there is, but they do not know the individuated 
God within. Since they spend so much time in the 
higher realms, they will relate to time as it is there. 
There, time is experienced as all of time at once. So 
schizoid characters do not experience the moment of 
time that is now; nor do they experience time as linear. 
Rather, their home is in all of time. That is easy for 
them to experience. Figure 15—2 shows the schizoid 
energetic defense of withdrawal. 


How to Tell If People Are Using a Schizoid 
Defense e 


It is easy to tell when people are actively using the 
schizoid defense of withdrawal because their eyes will 
be vacant. They won't be in their bodies. You will also 
be able to feel the fear all around them. You may see a 
twist in their body stance. 


The Human and Spiritual Needs of People with 
a Schizoid Defense 


Such people need to feel safe in the physical world on 
earth. They also need to learn how to connect to people 
in human relationships. They need to learn to live in 
the time of the moment, with a past and a future. On 
the spiritual level, they need to know that there is aGod 
within and that that inner God is each person’s unique 
divine essence. 


What's Your Negative Reaction to the Schizoid 
Defense? 


Let’s explore what your negative reaction might be 
when people defend in this way. 

What do you do when you are interacting with a 
schizoid character who leaves you? Do you get angry 
because they are not paying attention to you and push

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more energy? If you do, they will get even more afraid 
of you and will go further off. It will be harder to reach 
them the next time. Figure 15—3 shows what could 
happen in your field when you get angry and push, and 
what the schizoid character does in reaction to anger. 

Do you react by feeling abandoned and grab onto 
the person? Do you go into pull? If you do, they will go 
further away. What will you do then? Pull harder? 
Figure 15—4 shows what you do when you grab and 
pull, and what the schizoid character does in reaction 
to it. 

Do you go into stop and stop your energy flow? 
When you go into stop, do you sink way down deep 
inside of yourself? So the schizoid character is way out 
there, and you are way in there. Do you miss each other 
when you do this? Or do you stay present while you are 
in stop and just wait? Perhaps with an impatient de- 
mand for the person to hurry up and come back? They 
won't. See the results of this in Figure 15-5. 

Do you go into denial and allow? Do you simply 
allow what is happening, go into denial about it, and 
continue to carry on a conversation as if you were being 
heard, and waste your time? Did you get your purpose 
accomplished? I doubt it. See Figure 15—6. 

Or do you go away too, so there is nobody there 
communicating? Figure 15-7 shows both people 
gone. Here we have space cadet city! | 


Many times schizoid characters will use arrogance 


and let you know that they are more psychic, evolved, 
or spiritual than you are in order to intimidate you and 
keep you away. How do you react then? Do you agree 
that “spiritual” and “psychic” mean “more evolved,” 
and that they are better, so you withdraw contact? Or 
does it make you angry, so you come on stronger? Or 
do you stay as you are and not buy the pretense? If you 
get through that one, you still need to change your 
energy field. If you wish to help the schizoid character 
feel safe and come off guard, get down to earth, and 
begin to communicate so that you can accomplish 
whatever it is you are doing together. 


How You Could Respond in a Positive Healing 
Way to the Schizoid Defense 


Figure 15-8 (in the color insert) shows how you 
could regulate your energy field to interact with people 
in schizoid defense to make them feel safe. It is a re- 
sponse that is designed to bring both of you out of fear 
and your defense and back to reality and communion as 
soon as possible. We will use different variations of the 
three major types of field interactions (harmonic induc- 


tion, biostreamers, and cords) and the four energy flow 
modes (push, pull, stop, and allow) to create a safe 
space for our friend with the schizoid defense. | 

Rule number one is to not go through the vulnerable 
boundary with any bioplasmic streamers. Think of the 
seventh level of this person's auric field as a broken 
eggshell. That means if you send any bioplasmic 
streamers over, they will go right through, and he 
or she will be gone in a flash. The second thing to 
remember is that schizoid characters run energy- 
consciousness on the high frequencies of the higher. 
levels of the field. Therefore, to reach them, you must 
lift your vibrations to high frequency and let them feel 
them through harmonic induction. | 

Do this by focusing your attention on the highest/ | 
spiritual reality you know. Bring your conscioueness to 
the most complete experience of your higher spiritu- 
ality by imagining it, seeing it, feeling it, hearing it, 
smelling it, and tasting it. If you can do this and at the. 
same time prevent yourself from producing any bio- ` 
plasmic streamers, the other person will begin to feel 
safe. To prevent yourself from projecting any bio- , 
plasmic streamers, keep your mind focused spherically ~ 
in all directions at once. Feel the egg-shaped form on 
your field. Feel its pulsations. Feel the edges of your 
boundaries, and keep them contained. Do not bring 
your mind to focus on any one thing. Do not go out 
with your mind to any one thing. | 

You may not be able to directly face the person or 
have eye contact while you do this, because it will be 
threatening. That's okay. Once you are in sync and 
have contacted the person through harmonic induc; 
tion, you may gently decrease the frequency of vibra; 
tion of your field. Keep using harmonic induction tó 
influence the other's to decrease with yours. To do this, _ 
simply relax all over and make yourself very calm. It will 
make the person feel calm. Imagine walking on nice 
green grass through trees. This will move your fre- 
quency down to a balanced earth frequency. 

This next interaction requires much more advanced 
control of your energy field, so don't be upset if you 
can't do it. I add it for those readers who have an 
advanced level of auric control and may find it useful. 
Once you have accomplished a feeling of safety, ask 
permission to touch. If it is granted, ask the person’to 
stand up and bend his or her knees. Then carefully put 
your right hand on the back of the second chakra. Be 
sure you are holding a calm vibration in your hand to 
do this and are not sending biostreamers. Then very 
carefully allow a bioplasmic stream to flow from your 
hand. With your intention, direct it down the inside

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center of the person's body into the earth. This stream 
will connect him or her to the earth. Once that is 
accomplished, allow cords to connect from your heart 
and third chakra to theirs. The cords will have to come 
from the center of your chakras and sink all the way 
into the person's because he or she doesn't know how 
to connect them. 


The Results of a Positive Healing Response 


If you are able to accomplish part of the above, you will 
have greatly helped the person to find relationship 
more safe. It is important to remember that someone 
with a schizoid defense most likely has not experienced 
safety in human interactions or the connectedness that 
we are capable of feeling when our cords are connected 
through the heart and third chakras in a healthy way. 

Learning to connect in relationship is essential for 
schizoid characters because it is only through relation- 
ship that they can fill their deepest spiritual need to 
experience their own individuality as godly. They expe- 
rience God in the unitive state but not in the individu- 
ated state. They need to find the individuated God 
within. They can only learn that through communica- 
tion with other human beings. Your holding a safe 
space for them to do that with your auric field will help 
them a great deal! 

So next time your loved one beams out on you, it’s 
okay if you react in your normal habitual way. It will 
probably be too fast a reaction to prevent. But as soon 
as you catch it, remember that the cause is fear—both 
your friend’s beaming out and your defensive reaction. 
Bend your knees, ground down into the earth, take a 
deep breath, and start helping, as in Figure 15—8 (in 
the color insert). Your friend will come back, and you 
will both communicate again! At first this can be very 
difficult, because you probably will automatically go 
into your character defense. But the more you practice, 
the easier it will become, and instead of wasting your 
valuable time and energy in defense, you will move into 
a much fuller experience of life and communion. 


How to Take Yourself Out of a Schizoid 
Defense 


If you find yourself out in the stratosphere, the first 
thing to do is to notice that you are out there. Then 
realize that you are there because you are afraid. In 
order not to be afraid, you need to change what you are 
doing. First bend your knees and take a deep breath. Be 
sure to keep your eyes open. Keep your knees bent, and 
focus on the top of your head. Bring your conscious- 


ness to the top of your head, then down into your face, 
then your neck, your upper chest, and so on and so 
forth, until your consciousness is at the bottom of your 
feet. Feel the bottom of your feet, and then keep going 
down into the earth. Repeat the mantra, ^I am safe. I 
am here.” When you feel the earth firmly beneath your 
feet, try feeling the person who is conversing with you. 
If he or she seems warm and friendly and is trying to 
reach you, help. Try opening up your heart and your. 
solar plexus to your friend and allowing him or her to 
connect to you in a warm, human way. 


The Defense System of the Oral 
Character 


'The Main Issue of the Oral Defense 


The main issue of a man or woman who uses an oral 
character defense is nurturance. Oral characters have 
had many lifetimes in which there wasn't enough to go 
around. They probably lived during famine and were 
left to starve to death or had to make terrible choices 
with regard to who got the little food there was. Oral 


characters have not had the experience of being com- 


pletely filled, and they fear that they will never get 
enough. | 

Because oral characters have come into this Ше to 
heal this belief, they will draw childhood circumstances 
that bring this belief forward to the self in this life. 
They experienced abandonment early in life and fear it 
will happen again. Usually they experienced parental 
abandonment. To what extent they actually did is not 
as important as how they experienced it. 

The classic example of creating an oral character 
defense is with a mother who doesn't have the time she 
needs to complete breast-feeding. If the baby is taken 
away from the breast before being filled, it will not have 
the experience of being filled and satisfied to the point 
when it would automatically pull away. In suckling, the 
baby fuses with Mother. It is the closest thing to being 
back in the womb. In this fusion, the baby experiences 
itself as Mother. It experiences Mother as God and self 
as God, which is Mother. Mother’s, God’s, and baby’s 
essence are one. In order for the baby to feel its own 
essence, it must be filled with the essence of Mother/ 
God. Then on its own, the baby must have enough to 
move away into individuation to experience his or her 
own divine core essence. It is through being filled in 
breast-feeding that a baby learns to do this. 
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If Mother has a rough time with breast-feeding or 
takes the baby away from the breast before it is fin- 
ished, or if she is in a hurry, is impatient, and wants the 
baby to hurry up, she is in a sense abandoning the 
infant. If this happens repeatedly, the baby will be 
nervous and will not be able to take in the milk very 
fast, thereby prolonging the feeding time and making 
the situation worse. Eventually, the child learns to 
abandon the mother before she abandons him or her. 
But in the process, the child doesn't get the experience 
of merging with all that there is (Mother's essence) and 
then individuating into their own. Such people grow 
up without a clear, full experience of their own essence, 
the source of the divine within. Rather, it is experi- 
enced as weak and not enough. 

Such babies also experienced their parents as sucking 
energy from them. They probably did. Unfortunately, 
either their mothers or both their parents used the 
third chakra cord connections to them to take nurtur- 
ance rather than give it. The parents also took energy 
from them through bioplasmic streamers which they 
attached to them. They never learned how to connect 
down to the earth. 


The Defensive Action the Oral Character 
Takes Against Fear 


As a result, oral characters’ defensive actions are to suck 
energy from others. They will do this unconsciously in 
several ways: trying to connect third chakra cords to 
others in order to draw energy through them as the 
parents did; trying to suck energy through the bio- 
plasmic streamers that are made with eye contact with 
their “vacuum cleaner eyes”; or by long boring conver- 
sations in which they talk too softly. When they talk 
too softly for others to hear clearly, the others will send 
out bioplasmic streamers to them in an effort to hear 
them. They then suck energy through the streamers by 
continuing the soft talk. Figure 15—9 shows the oral 
character defense of sucking. 


The Negative Effects of the Oral Defensive 
Action 

The result of these defensive actions is to make the 
physical world feel even more unnurturing to those 
who use the oral defense. Actually, people who use the 
oral defense refuse nurturance and don't know it. Since 
they use their energy system to suck energy from 
others, they never develop their chakras into the nor- 
mal large chakras that would naturally fill their field 
with energy. They are focused on getting filled from 
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the outside rather than from chakras or their inner 
source. Either they can't contact the source inside, or it 
feels too weak. Thus their field remains perpetually 
weak and dependent on predigested energy from 
others, creating a negative feedback loop that keeps 
them undernurtured and dependent on other people’s 
energy. These actions cause people to dislike being 
around oral characters very much, so their abandon- 
ment is realized because people avoid them. Thus, they 
create life experiences proving that they will never have 
enough. So they are caught in a vicious cycle. 


How to Tell If Someone Is Using an Oral 
Defense 


It is easy to tell when people are actively using the oral 
defense because they will act helpless and want you to 
do things for them or take care of them in ways that are 
not normal for an adult. They may speak too softly for 
you to hear or may do a lot to have eye contact. But 
what you see in their eyes is a helpless type of pleading 


{$ that says, “Do it for me. Take care of me rather than 


have a give-and-take adult exchange." 


The Human and Spiritual Needs of Someone 
with an Oral Defense 


Such people need to have an apais of being com- 
pletely filled, in which they are the person who can do 
the filling. They need to learn how to do it for them- 
selves. They need to experience the full and powerful 
source of life that exists within them in their core star. 


What's Your Negative Reaction to the Oral 
Defense? 


Once again, we will explore the major different reac- 
tions people have to character defenses in terms of the 
four energy flow modes of push, pull, stop, and allow. 

What do you do when you are interacting with peo- 
ple who act helpless and take and take and take and do 
not give back? Do you get angry because they are 
sucking energy from you and push more energy at 
them in a negative way so they stop? Do you get angry, 
insult, or put them down and blast them with energy? 
This will make them feel worse about themselves. If 
you do, they will probably collapse and become even 
more helpless. It will be harder to reach them the next 
time. Figure 15—10 shows what could happen in your 
field when you get angry and push, and what oral 
characters do in reaction to anger. 

Do you react by feeling abandoned and grab onto

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them? Do you go into pull too? If you do, they will 
either pull harder and outsuck you, or they will col- 
lapse. What will you do then? Pull harder? Figure 15— 
11 shows what you do when you grab and pull, and 
what they do in reaction to it. 

Do you go into stop and stop your energy flow, so 
they can't get any of your energy? When you go into 
stop, do you sink way down deep inside of yourself? So 
the oral character is out there trying to reach you and 
suck, and you are way in there. Do you miss each other 
when you do this? Or do you stay present while you are 
in stop and just wait for them to stop sucking— 
perhaps with an impatient demand for them to hurry 
up and give? They won't. Do you go into stop with 
your energy so no more gets sucked? Do you stop 
listening and abandon them? See the iesus of your 
stop in Figure 15-12. 


Do you go into denial and allow? Do you simply . 


allow what is happening, go into denial about it, and 
continue to carry on a conversation as if the surface 
level were what is really happening? Does it make you 
tired? Do you react by being a caretaker? Do you allow 
the person to attach the third chakra cords to suck your 
energy from your third chakra? If so, you will probably 
be able to feel it. Do you pour lots of energy into them 
with your bioplasmic streamers that you give to them 
in the way they manipulate and demand from you? Do 
you lean forward toward them so that you can hear 
them better in an effort to caretake? Do you allow the 
helpless look in their eyes to take your energy and thus 
psychically agree that they can't do it for themselves, 
but you have a lot to give? Do you get off on this? Does 
it help them? Not really—it helps them continue the 
way they have been since early childhood. That's not 
the solution. Figure 15—13 shows the caretaking reac- 
tion to the oral defense. 

Do you react by avoiding the person and thus aban- 
doning them? Or do you withdraw away so there is no 
energy left in your body to suck? They will experience it 
as abandonment, and they will either suck harder or 
collapse and give up, having had their worst fear con- 
firmed once again. Figure 15—14 shows this combina- 
tion of defenses. 


How You Could Respond in a Positive Healing 
Way to the Oral Defense 


Figure 15—15 (in the color insert) shows how you 
could regulate your energy field to interact with people 
in oral defense to make them feel safe, to help them 
have an experience of truly being filled, and to show 
them that they can do it themselves. 
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Rule number one is to not allow them to suck energy 
in habitual ways. Therefore do not allow them to con- 
nect the cords from the third chakra into yours in order 
to suck energy from you. A good way to avoid this is to 
not stand directly in front of such people. Do not face 
them. Stand side by side, and imagine a nice strong 
screen over your third chakra that prevents them from 
connecting their cords. Do not make eye contact or 
allow bioplasmic streamers to go out of you at their 
demand. However, it is beneficial to fill their auric field 
with the use of bioplasmic streamers. This is actually 
very easy to do on purpose. Simply relax and imagine 
beautiful, colored bioplasmic streamers of energy 
pouring out your hands and into the other person's 
third chakra. Do this without touching them physi- 
cally. While you do this, keep encouraging them to 
stand on their own two feet. Do this with encouraging 
verbal statements in which you tell the person that they 
have strong legs and a strong inner source of life. Tell 
them,hat they can do it. In this way, you will give them 
an experience of being filled without reinforcing habit- 
ual defense that keeps them undercharged. 

Now you will run into another problem that is also 
related to their defense. The main way that people who 
use an oral defense receive is through controlled suck- 
ing. By sucking, they are controlling how energy comes 
in. When you give to them outside of this controlled 
way of receiving, they will go into stop and not be able 
to receive much energy. After a while, they will allow a 
little to flow in. Then they decide that it is not enough, 
or it is taking too long, so they will go into stop again; 
that is, they will abandon you before you abandon 
them. And in doing so they abandon themselves. This 
back-and-forth movement will continue during the fill- 
ing process and make it take a long time. As soon as you 
get frustrated, they will go into stop, and it will take 
even longer. They will get into a fight with time as the 
enemy. In their struggle, there will never be enough 
time for them. So you will be challenged to be able to 
stay there, be there for them, and continue the work 
until the filling process is completed. 

When such a person’s field is pretty well charged, 
focus your mind and your intention to move the energy 
inside of their field down into the earth to make a 
strong connection to the earth. Imagine their first 
chakra opening to allow more energy to come up into 
it from the earth. This is not difficult if you stay con- 
nected with your bioplasmic streamers. It does help to 
look at the part of the body you are focusing on. If the 
person is able to ground down into the earth, the 
energy will automatically flow up into their body like 
an artesian well. They will not have to suck it into 
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themselves. Once this occurs, stop your bioplasmic 
filling action and release your energetic contact with 
them so that they are self-filling. 


The Results of a Positive Healing Response 


If you are able to accomplish part of the above interac- 
tion, you will have greatly helped your oral character 
friend to find self-nurturance. This is very important, 
because as such people work, they will find that under 
their fear of not getting enough, they believe that they 
are not enough. At a very early age, they became con- 
vinced that their essence was not enough. Learning to 
fill themselves is the same as acknowledging that they 
are enough. Once they do this, they will be able to learn 
to connect in relationship without the habitual suck. 
Their relationships will become healthy exchanges of 
energy between two equal people. Their relationship 
to time will change. It will not be something to fight 
against, to get more of. Instead, they will have plenty of 
time for life. ” 


On the spiritual level, such people's task is to learn to. · 


source the individual God within. It is only through 
relationship that they will be able to recognize that 
their divine core is as brilliant and full as anybody else's. 
Through relationship they will learn that the source of 
life is their timeless essence within. | 

So next time you notice your oral character friend or 
loved one acting helpless or sucking your energy, re- 
member it means that he or she is afraid. Such people 
are afraid that they aren't enough. They don't believe 
their very essence is enough. If you react to fear, that's 
Okay. As soon as you notice yourself defending against 
the sucking or helplessness they are expressing, take a 
deep breath and concentrate on relaxing. Bend your 
knees, ground down into the earth, center yourself and 
breathe. It's time to help—I’m sure you can! 


How to Take Yourself Out of an Oral Defense 


If you find that you feel helpless or are trying to get 
someone else to do something for you, take a deep 
breath and relax. Tell yourself you have all the time in 
the world. Get up on your feet. Bend your knees, 
ground down into the earth. Bring your focused atten- 
tion to your core star. Here is the source of everything 
that you will ever need. You are not helpless. You can 
do anything. You are God. Repeat the mantra, “I am 
enough. I am enough.” 
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The Defense System 
of the Psychopathic Character 


The Main Issue of the Psychopathic Defense 


Betrayal is the main issue for people who use the psy- 
chopathic character defense. They have probably expe- 
rienced many lifetimes as warriors, standing up and 
fighting for a great cause. They sacrificed a lot on the 
personal level, fought, and won their battles. They 
knew their cause was right, knew they were right, and 
knew they were good, which was why they were so 
good at winning. The good cause made them good and 
the enemy bad. But in the end, these people were 
betrayed, overthrown, and probably killed by those 
they trusted most. Why? Because winning requires an 
adversary. If someone is right@then someone else is 
wrong. They are still good at winning. 

Running a country requires leadership of a different 
kind. It requires teamwork and cooperation, where 
everyone is good and a lot of people are right, not just 
the leader. So people with a psychopathic structure 
never made it across the boundary from warrior to king 
or queen. Psychopathic characters are still warriors try- 
ing to win a war that no longer exists. As a result, deep 
inside they don’t trust anyone anymore. Everyone is 
ultimately their enemy, even their closest associates. 
They see life as a battleground. 

The family into which the psychopathic character 
chooses to be born becomes the next battleground. 
The people in it to whom they are closest become the 
next betrayers. They have experienced betrayal many 
times in life. They were betrayed at a very early age by 
one or both parents. In early childhood, winning was 
very important. Someone, usually a parent, had to be 
right and had to win. The person who won was proven 
to be good, and the person who lost was bad. Usually 
the parent of the opposite sex was having trouble with 
their spouse and transferred many of the needs that are 
supposed to be met by the spouse onto the child. That 
parent used seduction to control the child. The child 
became Mommy's “little man” or Daddy’s “beautiful 
young woman” and was subtly told how much better 
than the other parent he or she was. The parent of the 
same sex was bad, and the child was good. The child 
was given responsibilities beyond his or her young age 
and encouraged to grow up fast. Such children gave 
their heart to the parent of the opposite sex, but sex was 
not in the picture. > 
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Of course, when their sexuality came forth in pu- 
berty, all hell broke loose. The parent of the opposite 
sex was terribly jealous of any suitors. The child wasn't 
supposed to have sexual feelings and was only sup- 
posed to love the parent. Today, this makes it very scary 
for people with a psychopathic defense to have both 
sexuality and heart. To have them both is to betray a 
parent, and they themselves are bad. They are very 
vulnerable in this area. They are afraid of people of the 
same sex who remind them of the same-sex parent. 

Of course, the true betrayal is from the parents, who 
used and controlled such children to fill the needs that 
they themselves were supposed to get from their 
spouse, with whom they couldn't resolve problems. So 
once again, people with psychopathic defenses fought 
for a cause (the “good” parent of the opposite sex 
against the “bad” parent of the same sex) and sup- 
posedly won (the love of the *good" parent). Then, in 
the end, they were betrayed by the parent they fought 
for, because after all the parent either stayed with the 
spouse or got a different one. 

So these people carry a lot of fear and see the world 
as a battleground in which they are forced to fight. 
They are afraid of betrayal from closest friends, so they 
are afraid of them. They fear collapse under the heavy 
load that they must carry. 


The Defensive Action the Psychopathic 
Character Takes Against Fear 


As a result of their fear, the defensive action of psycho- 
pathic characters is to pull up and out of their bodies in 
an effort to be bigger and grow up faster than normal 
in order to take on the responsibilities of an adult. This 
ungrounds them and makes them feel less safe. Their 
energy fields are much more charged on the upper half 
than on the lower half. To maintain this displacement, 
they also push energy to the back of the body to in- 
crease their willpower. Since the heartstrings to the 
parent of the opposite sex are tainted with betrayal, 
they will be afraid to connect their heart cords to an- 
other woman or man. 

Since life is characterized by fighting for what is 
right, psychopathic characters also tend to meet life in 
an aggressive manner. Seeing the world as attacking 
them, they throw their energy to the will in the back of 
the body, then up the back and over the head at the 
supposed aggressor. It is forceful and sharp, and it says: 
“You are the bad one.” Figure 15—16 shows the psy- 
chopathic defense. 


The Negative Effects of the Psychopathic 
Defensive Action 


These defensive actions make the physical world feel 
even more unsafe to people who use the psychopathic 
defense. Actually, they are the aggressors and don’t 
know it. Their aggressive behavior brings aggression 
back to them everywhere they turn. They must con- 
stantly fight and feel betrayed because they have fights 
with their closest friends. Their energy field is not 
grounded and they cannot source the life-force from 
earth energies, so they feel weak and unsupported. By 
displacing their energy upward, depleting their first 
and second chakras, these people make themselves 
more vulnerable to having the “rug being pulled out 
from under” their feet. 

They have trouble with sexuality because their sec- 
ond chakra is undercharged. They are seductive, but 
the seduction doesn’t lead to long-term relationships 
because the heart and sexuality don’t work together. 
When they do connect heartstrings, they are preset to 
betrayal. A man will expect a woman to betray him; a 
woman expects a man to betray her. Each person helps 
set the other up for his or her betrayal. Or they do the 
betraying first. 

The more their life experience is brought back to 
consciousness, the more they are caught in the struggle 
to win, to prove they are good. They see the world as 
being either good or bad, and they are afraid that 
perhaps they are the bad ones. When they win, they are 
good; when they lose, it proves they are bad. There- 
fore, they always pick fights to win so they can feel 
good, and they see the world as trying to prove that 
they are bad. But they never really win, because they 
are projecting the whole thing! 

They also take on more than they can handle, having 
been taught to do this at a very early age. They take a 
heavy burden, give up personal needs, charge forward, 
and then eventually find some betrayal that lets them 
collapse. They work long hours and take more respon- 
sibility than is healthy because it is a way to control 
others. They think they must control those around 
them in order to survive. Physiologically, they are usu-. 
ally healthy and will work until collapsing, possibly 
with a heart attack, depending on how entangled the 
heart cords become from the experiences of betrayal 
that they store in them. They may have back or joint 
problems from taking on heavy burdens. 

People who use the psychopathic defense rush for- 
ward in time. There is never enough time to do all that 
they need to do. They will not stop and be in the 
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moment, but live in a future that never comes. They 
experience their own essence as truth, and when 
aligned with a cause, they experience the unitive princi- 
ple within that cause. But they do not experience or 
trust the divine individuality within others. 

These people erroneously think their life task is lead- 
ing the fight for some great cause. Later, we shall see 
that it is not. 


How to Tell If Someone Is Using a 
Psychopathic Defense 


The best way to tell if someone is using a урай 
defense is to notice whether they try to pick а fight with 
you and then prove you are wrong. You are not only 
wrong, but there is an implication that you are really 
bad when you are wrong. They will also be very willing 
to help you with your problem. They themselves don't 
have a problem. (If they did, they would be bad. Bad is 
not just bad—it is evil.) For example, if you are а 
healer, they will be very glad to let you work on them 
so that you can learn your work better. They wal be 
glad to critique it when you are finished. 


The Human and Spiritual Needs of People with 
a Psychopathic Defense 


Remember, all of the above is just a mask. And what’s 
under it is extreme terror. People who use the psycho- 
pathic character defense need to be free of terror and to 
feel safe. They need to give up controlling others to feel 
safe. They need to learn to trust both themselves and 
others. They need to realize that earth is not a battle- 
ground. Rather, it is a place to commune with others, a 
place where others reflect the self. They need to give up 
the fight and let down the burden. They need to stop 
rushing into the future and surrender to the divine 
expression of the universe, which is life on earth as it is 
in the now. They need to surrender to imperfect hu- 
manness and find safety in that humanness. They need 
to let themselves make a mistake and feel safe and good. 
In doing this, they can recognize the divine within 
others. 


What's Your Negative Reaction to the 
Psychopathic Defense? 


Now let's explore what your negative reaction might 
be when people defend in this way. Once again we will 
explore the major different reactions people have to 
character defenses in terms of the energy flow modes of 
push, pull, stop, allow, and withdrawal. 
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What do you do when you are interacting with 
someone and they pick an argument with you to prove 
that they are right and you are not only wrong but bad? 
Psychopathic characters do this by throwing their ag- 
gressive energy at you from over the top of their head. 
It hovers over you. Do you get angry and fight back by 
doing the same thing? If you do, they will escalate. 
They will get more aggressive, clever, and even vicious. 
Remember, their experience of this is like that of a 
cornered wild animal that is fighting for its life. The 
more you fight, the less they will trust you and the 


- more afraid they will be. So they will fight harder to 


win. Figure 15—17 shows what could happen in your 


‚ fields if you get angry and push. 


Do you react by feeling abandoned and grabbing 
onto the person? Do you go into pull? If you do, they 
will get more aggressive to push you away. What will 
you do then? Pull hard? Figure 15—18 shows what 
you do when you grab and pull and what they do in 
reaction to it. — 

Do you go into stop and stop your energy flow? If 
so, they will fight harder to reach you. When you go 
into stop, do you sink way down deep inside of your- 
self? If so, they are way up there, hovering over you— 
and you are way in there. Do you feel safer in there? 
You are still under attack. Do you miss the contact 
when you do this? Or do you stay present while you are 
in stop and just wait—perhaps with an impatient de- 
mand for them to hurry up and shut up? They won't. 
See the results of this in Figure 15—19. 

Do you go into denial and allow? Do you simply 
allow what is happening, go into denial about it, and 
continue to carry on a conversation as if the conversa- 
tion or connection were really happening? Do you let 
the person win and feel bad about yourself? Docs it 
hurt? Docs this really help them? Did they really win? 
Or did they just prove once again that they were right, 
the universe is a battleground? Did you get your pur- 
pose accomplished? I doubt it. See Figure 15—20. 

Or do you withdraw and leave your body so there is 
nobody there to take the blame? They might get more 
aggressive and yell, *Look at me when I am talking to 
you!" Or, *Stop pretending you are afraid, I know 
what you are really feeling!” Figure 15—21 shows this 
combination. 


How You Could Respond in a Positive Healing 
Way to the Psychopathic Defense 


Remember, the purpose of the positive healing re- 
sponse to a defense is to help both of you get back to

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reality and communion as soon as possible. Psycho- 
pathic characters’ defense will demand that you agree 
with their distorted view of the world. Don't agree 
with their defense, because that only strengthens it. A 
primitive response is sometimes more difficult to do 
with people who use the psychopathic defense because 
they are so aggressive in asserting that they are right. 
However, if you get into an argument with such a 
person, you are, in a sense, also agreeing with their 
view of the world simply because you are arguing. 
Figure 15-22 (in the color insert) shows what you 
could do with your energy field to help a man or 
woman with a psychopathic defense feel safe, get 
grounded, and reconnect for communion. Obviously, 
it is very difficult to respond immediately in a positive 
way when someone is attacking you. So after your first 
Negative reaction, no matter what it is, take a deep 
breath and bend your knees. Remember, they see you 
as the aggressor who thinks they are bad. Any bio- 
plasmic streamers coming their way right now will be 
experienced as an aggressive attack. Ground down into 
the earth, and pull back any bioplasmic streamers you 
may have sent out. Do this by becoming extremely 
passive and focusing your attention on yourself, while 
still listening to the person. You will probably have to 
break eye contact to do this. If they demand that you 
look at them, simply explain that you really want to 
hear what they have to say and you need to center 
yourself to do so. Move the energy in your field down 


into the earth, making the lower half of your field big _ 


with a wide base and the upper part of your field small. 
Do this by bringing your attention to your legs and a 
large area of ground behind you. Imagine it, feel it, and 
see it. Do not engage in a contest. Use the mantra, “No 
contest, no contest.” Imagine yourself and your auric 
field to be made of Teflon so that any aggressive energy 
coming at you just pours off. Become rose and green. 

Tell yourself to listen for the seed kernel of truth in 
the exaggerated accusations. The exaggerations are 
really expressing the other person’s fear, not your bad- 
ness or what you did or didn’t do, even though that’s 
what the person’s words may be saying. Do not argue 
about any points. Just be there and listen to the argu- 
ment, letting the negative energy slide into the earth as 
it reaches your Tefion aura. Remember, these people 
are terrified of betrayal, in self-hatred, and in denial of 
it. Let them go on until they finish. Do and say things 
that will let them know that you will not betray them. 
For example, speak about how good they are, how you 
trust them, and how you like being with them and 
want to continue that. Ask them to tell you more about 


the situation they are talking about. Let them know 
that you are really interested in changing the situation 
and your part in it. 

Next, decrease the frequency of your field vibrations. 
In arguments, they get high, harsh, and jagged. Do this 
by concentrating on the earth and on how good it feels 
beneath your feet supporting you. Or you might want 
to think of things that make you feel calm, soft, and 
secure, such as a walk you took recently through na- 
ture, your favorite music, or someone who makes you 
feel very safe. Imagine that person standing next to 
you. It could be your guide. Keep slowing and smooth- 
ing your frequency until you match the earth’s fre- 
quency, and hold it there. Simply be there, and allow 
your vibes to relate to the psychopathic character 
through harmonic induction. Soften your pulsations 
into a wavelike motion. Think of gently rocking in a 
boat on a calm lake on a sunny afternoon. But don’t 
stop listening, being there for them, and seeing their 
beautiful core. Look for it, recognize it, and acknowl- 
edge it. As they:calm down and you feel safer, allow the 
earth vibrations that you are making to include more 
and more of your heart energy. Accept them as they 
are now. 


The Results of a Positive Healing Response 


If you are able to do at least a part of the above work, 
you will have helped your friend find that the contest or 
argument is not as important as the acceptance of who 
they are as they are. Under this person’s inability to 
recognize you lies an inability to recognize him or 
herself. As you simply are there recognizing them, they 
don’t have to be anything else. 

They will feel that they are heard, even though you 
may not even agree with them. They may assume that 
you do, but that really doesn’t matter. They need to feel 
that you have heard them. This will make them feel 
safer next time, and maybe it won’t be so important to 
get the point across. Their goodness will depend less 
on getting their point across than on your recognition 
of who they are, that you know they are not bad, and 
that you are not bad either! Your standing there in 
loving acceptance while they rant proves this. Thus 
they will have a new experience—that of communion. 

Once they have that, they will begin to be able to 
recognize and trust the divine essence within you. Hav- 
ing done that, they will begin to trust you and the 
higher will of your relationship. That means they will 
be able to start giving up their control over you, which 
was the only way they could feel safe. 
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They can then begin to recognize their life task on 
the personal level as a surrender to the goodness within 
themselves and others. On the world level, it will prob- 
ably be to work for a cause, but it will be through 
working as an equal with others that they will accom- 
plish it. It is only through recognizing, trusting in, and 
helping enhance the divine in others that they can 
move from warrior to king. The king or queen is ser- 
vant to all. 

So next time your loved one picks a fight with you, 
blames it on you, and lists all the ways you are bad, just 
bend your knees, do a Teflon aura, and become a 
schmoo for a while. It won't last long. This is the best 
way for everyone to get back into reality, which 1s a 
much nicer place to be. | 


How to Take Yourself Out of a Psychopathic 
Defense 


If you find yourself aggressively going after someone 
because you think that person has betrayed you, just 
stop a moment. Perhaps the situation is not so bad and 
you have overreacted. Try to feel your humanity as well 
as the other person's. Bend your knees, take a deep 
breath, and focus your attention deep inside. Are you 
afraid? Are you feeling hurt and betrayed? Has this 
happened to you before? A lot? Is this a repeated pat- 
tern? Are you defending your goodness? Is your energy 
all in the upper part of your body? If so, just back off a 
little and feel your feet on the earth. Bring your atten- 
tion to the earth. Make your feet hot. Feel the energy in 
your legs. Center into your core star and repeat this 
mantra: “I am safe. I am goodness.” 


The Defense System 
of the Masochistic Character 


The Main Issue of the Masochistic Defense 


Remember, the masochistic character defense of bio- 
energetics or core energetics is not the same as the 
Freudian definition of a masochist. The main issue of a 
man or woman who uses a masochistic character de- 
fense is that of invasion and being controlled. Such 
people have probably experienced many lifetimes of 
being controlled and trapped in situations, not being 
allowed to express or exert themselves in ways they 
wanted to. In past lives, they probably suffered im- 
prisonment, slavery, or some strong political or reli- 
gious control by others. Self-expression and exertion 
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out of the accepted “norm” was dangerous. They had 
to submit. 

As a result, deep inside they long for freedom but are 
afraid to claim it. They don’t know how to become 
free. They are very resentful at not having freedom, 
blame others for their lack of autonomy, and stay 
trapped in dependence. They don’t know how to 
get out. 

The families they choose to be born into become 
their next prison and their parents their next captors. 
Their mother was dominating and sacrificing. They 
were given no personal private space, not even their 
own body. They were controlled, even to the extent of 
eating and toilet functions. They were made to feel 
guilty for every free self-expression. They were humili- 
ated for feelings, especially their sexuality. They were 
not given the opportunity to individuate. 

Their parents used bioplasmic streamers to swamp 
them in their energy or to hogk and control them. The 
parents also used the cords that connect between third 
chakras to control the children. At the same time, the 
parents loved them dearly and made loyal, loving cord 
connections between the fourth chakras. 

One or both of the parents treated these children as if 
they were part of themselves. Everything that went into 
the children was controlled, and everything that came 
out was controlled, including the children’s thoughts, 
ideas, and creations. The parents interfered with their 
creative process. Whenever they created something, 
such as a drawing or painting, their parents would im- 


mediately take what was created and claim it as their 


own—the parents'— with such statements as “Oh, look 
what my child did! It's a picture of a____!” The 
parents would then describe and define the created ob- 
ject rather than just let it be or let the child define it. 
Remember, the spiritual purpose of what we create 
is to reflect back to ourselves who we are and to help 
us recognize our essence. These children’s parents in- 
terfered with the step in the creative process in which 
the creative object reflects self-recognition back to its 
creator. Before these children got a chance to do that, 
their parents took the object and defined it according 
to the parents. In other words, the parents imposed 
their own face onto the created object by defining it. 
Thus, when the children who created an object looked 
into its reflective mirror, they saw the essence of their 
parents, not their own essence. In effect, the parents 
stole the children’s essence, and now the children can’t 
feel the difference between the essence of their parents 
and themselves. Another simple way this theft hap- 


pened was by a parent finishing the children's sentences. : 


^ 
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The Defensive Action the Masochistic Character 
Takes Against Fear 


As a result of their fear of being controlled and humili- 
ated and of having their essence stolen, the defensive 
action of masochistic characters is to retreat deep inside 
their bodies and build a massive physical fortress to 
keep the controlling invaders out. They do not bring 
out what is inside of themselves. After all, it will just be 
stolen or used to humiliate them, so they just keep it 
, inside. Since not much is going out, their field gets very 
charged and big. However, since they were so psychi- 
cally invaded, their auric boundaries never got a chance 
to develop and be defined. The diffuse unstructured 
levels became more highly charged and developed than 
the structured levels that create strong boundaries. So 
their auric fields are very porous. Unfortunately, this 
combination of a big strong heavy body and a large 
porous field gives the impression that masochistic char- 
acters are well protected. That is not the case. Psychic 
energy goes right in and can be felt very strongly, so 
they must retreat even more deeply into their interior. 
At some point or other in these people’s maturation, 
they will also seek to destroy the third chakra cords 
with which the parents control them. Usually, mas- 
ochistic defense people do this by pulling the cords 
' inside and entangling them in a mass inside the third 
chakra. 

People with a masochistic defense lack autonomy 
and are afraid to act on their own. They either stay 
hidden way deep inside or try to get permission from 
other people to come out. To get permission, they will 
send out bioplasmic streamers or try to connect third 
chakra cords into their friends’ solar plexus to get the 
friends involved with their coming out in some way. 
Such people will make statements like “You and I have 
an issue to discuss," rather than just saying, “I have an 
issue I need to clear with you.” Or if you happen to be 
in a therapy group with people like this, they will not 
volunteer to work in group alone but will always want 
to work with someone else. Figure 15—23 shows the 
masochistic defense. 


The Negative Effects of the Masochistic 
Defensive Action 


The result of these defensive actions makes the physical 
world feel like а prison, where autonomy is forbidden. 
These people’s passive behavior, seeking to involve 
other people, constantly brings the experience of being 
controlled back to them. 


Since they keep what is inside, it is as if time stood 
still. They live in the now, with not much of a future. 
They never really learn to self-express, and their cre- 
ations get stuck inside. Their inability to bring forth 
self-expression puts them in situations in which other 
people will help them finish their sentences, interfering 
with their development and the formulation of their 
ideas. 

This problem is easy to see in a group with masochis- 
tic characters. When it is their turn to speak about 
ideas, they will be able to bring out only partial ideas, 
usually in partial sentences. Then there will be a pause. 
During the pause, they are going back inside to bring 
out the rest of the idea that they wish to formulate and 
express. This pause happens right in the creative phase, 
which is where the parents grabbed their idea and 
defined it. Usually, during a pause ina group of people, 
a few people in the group will not be able to tolerate the 
silence and will jump in to help. This breaks their 
creative process; masochistic characters retreat deeper 
inside and take longer to come back out with more of 
their idea. Once again someone will fill the gap, and 
they retreat inside deeper and get more confused. Soon 
a conglomerate of everyone else’s ideas is being dis- 
cussed, and no one really listened to what they had to 
share. In this very painful process, they once again feel 
controlled. | 

Unfortunately, over a long period of time, they for- 
get what is inside because it has been held so long. 
They create a large internal world of unclear, un- 
differentiated ideas and fantasies. Only through bring- 
ing them out can that be made clear. But since this 
process was interfered with, they don't know how to 
bring things out, to create. So they remain trapped in a 
prison of self, lonely and humiliated, resenting the 
world for keeping them there. Even if they throw a 
sharp hook at someone to provoke a fight in which they 
can get the anger out, it doesn't really work. The prov- 
ocation is still a type of permission-seeking, and there- 
fore they didn't express autonomy after all. 


How to Tell If Someone Is Using a Masochistic 
Defense 


Notice if they are able to bring forth ideas without 
great long pauses. Notice if they unconsciously try to 
get you to define their ideas. Are they giving you push- 
pull signals? Trying to get you involved but saying that 
they are trying to keep you out? Are they saying it is 
“our” problem, not “my” problem? Does the way they 
talk and interact display an inability to tell the differ- 
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ence between themselves and you? How does your 
solar plexus feel? Docs it fecl as if someone were grab- 
bing you there and entangling themselves in your guts? 
Notice that the conversation is heavy. It is serious. It is 
very serious! Notice if there is a sense of inertia and 
humiliation in the air, a sense that you are controlling 
the person and that they can't do anything without 
you. They want your advice. They can't move without 
you, but all your suggestions are wrong and won't 
help. Masochistic characters will reject everything you 
suggest, whereas oral characters will gladly suck in all 
the advice that you give, and ask for more. 


The Human and Spiritual Needs of Someone 
with a Masochistic Defense 


Remember, under all this prodding and poking at you, 
which expresses a lack of autonomy, is the desire to be 
self-sufficient. Masochistic characters need to claim 
themselves as individual human beings who are free to 
live their lives the way they want to. They need to claim 
and express who they arc. They need to give themselves 
permission to have and express all their feelings, and 
then they need to learn how to do that. They need a lot 
of room and safe private space in which to bring out 
who they are and to look back at themselves in the self- 
reflective mirror of the physical world. (In Chapter 14, 
I spoke quite extensively about the physical world act- 
ing as a mirror in which we see ourselves reflected. 
There, I described the physical world as a material 
mirror that reflects aspects of the self.) These people 
need to bring out all those unclarified ideas and formu- 
late them into clear, practical concepts to be applied in 
their personal lives. On the spiritual level, they need to 
recognize their core essence as their own and claim the 
individuated God within. 


What's Your Negative Reaction to the 
Masochistic Defense? 


Now let's explore what your negative reaction might 
be when a man or woman defends in this way. Once 
again we will describe the major different reactions 
people have to character defenses in terms of the four 
energy flow modes of push, pull, stop, and allow. 
What do you do when you are interacting with peo- 
ple who retreat deep inside of themselves and at the 
same time grab onto you by provoking you, and then 
push you away? Then they reel you back in again, then 
blame you and describe how you are feeling, as if it 
were they themselves fecling?. Do you get angry and 
push sharp, rejecting energy at them? If you do, they 


will become even more afraid of you and will do more 
of what they are already doing. It will be harder to 
reach them the next time, because they will automat- 
ically go in deeper before you start the conversation. 
Figure 15—24 shows what could happen in your field 
when you get angry and push and what masochist 
characters do in reaction to anger. 

When these people go deep inside, do you react by 
fecling abandoned, reaching in there to grab onto them 
to pull them out? That is just what their parents did! If 
you do, they will go deeper inside and hide. It will take 
longer for them to come out. What will you do then? 
Pull harder? Figure 15—25 shows what you do when 
you grab and pull, and what they do in reaction to it. 

Do you go into stop and stop your energy flow? 
When you go into stop, do you sink way down deep 
inside of yourself too? Now they are way inside of 
themselves, and you are way inside yourself. Do you try 
to communicate through a vast distance? Do you miss 
each other when you do this? Or do you stay present 
while you are in stop and just wait—perhaps with an 
impatient demand for them to hurry up and come out? 
They won't. See the results of this in Figure 15—26. 

Do you go into denial and allow? Do you simply al- 
low what is happening, go into denial about it, and con- 
tinue to carry on a conversation as if you weren't being 
messed with? How do you feel when this is happening? 
Tired? Helpless? Confused? Heavy? Do you needto rest 
now because you can't move? Did you get your purpose 
accomplished? I doubt it. See Figure 15—27. 

Or do you withdraw out of your body so you are 
way out there, and they are way in there, and nobody is 
communicating? Figure 15—28 shows the outy and the 
inny— not reaching each other. 


How You Could Respond in a Positive Healing 
Way to the Masochistic Defense 


Figure 15—29 (in the color insert) shows how you 
could respond with your energy field to make people 
using the masochistic defense of hiding within feel safe 
and come back into communion. The first thing to 
remember is that even though they are unconsciously 
trying to get you to invade so that they can overcome 
childhood invasion and finally win, it won't work. So 
the first thing to do is not to accommodate them in this 
unconscious and ineffective plan. If it did work, they 
would have been finished with this problem long ago, 
because I am sure that they have succeeded in getting 
people to accommodate by invading them many times. 

These people were totally invaded, and you do not 
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Figure 15-26 The Masochistic Defense and a Stop Reaction 
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want to re-create their childhood situation. Rather, 
you must be very careful to not invade them with 
bioenergy streamers or third chakra cords. Do not 
make any bioplasmic streamers. Do not stand in front 
of them or send any third chakra cords to their third 
chakra. Do not let them invade your solar plexus with 
their third chakra cords. To prevent this, imagine a 
strong cap over your third chakra. If necessary, put 
your hands over your third chakra to help prevent this. 
It is very important. If they send out bioplasmic cords, 
imagine your aura to be made of Teflon, and let them 
fall to the earth. 

Once you have the biostreamers and cords in con- 
trol, begin to control the frequency of vibration of your 
field. Stand to their side, giving them plenty of space. 
Stand far enough away from them to be sure the sev- 
enth levels of your auric fields do not intermingle. If 
you can’t feel this, stand about three and one-half feet 
away. This should be enough space for them; if not, 
move farther away. 

Bring the frequency of your field to the same fre- 

quency that their field has. Do this by imagining your- 
self becoming them. Then lightly expand your auric 
field until it just touches the outer edge of theirs. They 
will be able to fecl this. If they move closer, you know 
that you are a bit too far away. That is okay; let them set 
the distance. It will feel very comfortable to them, 
because it is like their field, yet separate and noninva- 
sive. This will put them at ease. Just remain passive and 
do this. This will give them the safety of feeling the 
same as you, and the space for them to come out. 
.—. Stand there, with fields synchronized, honoring each 
other's core essence. At the same time feel your own 
essence and let it fill your field. One of the things that 
may happen in this configuration is that as you both 
stand there as equals, the cords from the third chakras 
may grow out of each of you and meet halfway be- 
tween. This is true communion, and you will each feel 
the connection without control. Do not do this on 
purpose— just allow it to happen automatically. 


` The Results of a Positive Healing Response 


If you are able to do at least part of the above work, you 
will have helped your masochistic character friend find 
that the world is not a place that only controls people. 
You will have helped them have an experience of their 
own essence and how it is different from yours. They 
will feel respected. You will have allowed them all the 
space to express themselves, without filling in the 
spaces that they need to find themselves or their next 


idea. In this way, they will learn the creative process 
that unfolds from within. They will then be able to free 
themselves to create the life they want. 

So next time your loved one pushes and pulls at you 
seeking freedom, give him or her plenty of space to find 
it. You will be giving the greatest gift of all, the road 
home to the real self: the road to claiming who they 
are, and the essence of their core. They will be able to 
move from the perpetual unchanging now into the 
future, based on what they have learned in the past. 
The now will be experienced as a constantly changing, 
unfolding moment. It is only through relationship that 
they can be given the chance to recognize their core and 
uniqueness because they need someone else’s core with 
which to compare it! 


How to Take Yourself Out of a Masochistic 
Defense 


If you find yourself using a masochistic defense, bend 
your knees and breathe. Ground into the earth, and let 
the energy come from the earth up through your sec- 
ond chakra. Let the enormous energy that you are 
hanging on to begin to flow.in your field by allowing 
yourself to feel connected to everything around you. 
Put your hand over your third chakra to protect your- 
self there. If you feel attached to anyone through the 
third chakra, imagine yourself pulling the cords that 
come from your third chakra to the other person, let- 
ting go of the other person, and coming back into 
yourself. Let these cords connect down into your core 
star, by visualizing and feeling them do so. This will 
bring your attention to the essence of your core. Keep 
your attention there, and be with yourself focusing on 
your own inner strength. Repeat one of the following 
mantras to yourself: “I am free, I am free,” or “I regu- 
late my own life.” 

You are very complicated, and your ideas are compli- 
cated and need plenty of time to incubate. They will 
come out piece by piece, like fitting a puzzle together. I 
highly recommend that you use a private journal in 
which to put your ideas. Let them come out one by one 
at their own pace. Don’t try to make sense of them right 
away. They will not come out in a linear manner—that's 
not the way you function. They will be more holo- 
graphic. You may even take two years or more to put the 
entire picture together. Do not show your journal to 
anyone during this time. You don’t need anyone inter- 
preting your ideas before they are jelled. That will only 
throw you off track. Only when you have had a good 
look into the material reflective mirror of your journal 
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and are ready and have experienced the whole picture 
should you share it with anyone. Give yourself the 
honor and respect that you deserve. 


The Defense System 
of the Rigid Character 


The Main Issue of the Rigid Defense 


The main issue of people with rigid character defenses 
is authenticity. This is caused.by separation from their 
core essence and complete focus on keeping their outer 
world appearance perfect. This split is held so strongly 
that they have no idea that a core essence exists. People 
with rigid character defenses have had many lifetimes 
in which they had to keep up the appearance of being 
perfect, with no faults or weaknesses, in order to sur- 
vive. Rigid characters probably were in charge of run- 
ning things then, as they probably are now. 

In growing up, there was a great deal of denial of the 
inner personal world. All negative experience was de- 
nied as soon as possible, and a positive false world was 
focused on. No matter. what may have happened 
within the family in terms of arguments, ill health, 
alcoholism, or personal tragedy, by the next morning 
everything was cleaned up. A perfect meal was served, 
and it was off to school in perfect-looking clothes to 
excel. The philosophy was to focus on the good stuff 
and deny the bad. This denies children's perceptions, 
and they unconsciously think, “There is really nothing 
to be concerned about. That fight last night didn’t 
really happen. Mommy doesn’t really have cancer. It 
must have been my imagination!” The only way to do 
this is to deny the real self that is experiencing the 
negative events in a personal way. Since it didn’t hap- 
pen, the person who experienced it isn’t real, was only 
imagining the event. In other words, don’t feel it—it’s 
not real. 

Parents do this in a way that does not directly invade 
the children’s boundaries or use humiliation to control, 
as the parents of masochistic children do. Here the 
whole outer environment is controlled to create a false 
illusion of perfection. Children are treated and taught 
to act according to the facile illusion of perfection. 
They are taught to dress well, brush their teeth, do 
their homework right, go to sleep on time, eat a good 
breakfast, and so on. 

So to sum up the world of the rigid character, the 
outer world is perfect, the inner psychological world is 
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denied, and the core essence doesn’t exist. Underneath 
the veneer—or shall we say gilded facade—of people 
with rigid character defenses is the vague distant fear 
that something is missing and life is passing them by. 
But they are not sure. After all, maybe this is all there is 
to 1t. 


The Defensive Action the Rigid Character 
Takes Against Fear 


As a result of their fear of a personally meaningless and 
unfulfilling world, the defensive action of rigid charac- 
ters is to become even more perfect. They excel at 
work, they have a perfect spouse and a perfect family. 
They make a good amount of money. They dress 
well—everything matches. They do everything appro- 
priately. Their physical body looks balanced and 
healthy. They regulate the auric field very well—it is 
balanced and healthy. Most of their chakras function 
well. They connect appropriately and lightly with other 
people through their chakra cords. They rarely throw 
any bioplasmic streamers at others. 

In order to be perfect, they create two very severe 
internal splits. They control any outer effects of 
emotional response so that what goes on inside of 
them on the psychological level is split from the outer 
world. And they split their deeper core essence away 
from, themselves. In fact, these people don't know 
their core essence exists. Figure 15—30 shows the 
rigid defense. 


The Negative Effects of the Rigid Defensive 
Action 


These defensive actions only make rigid characters 
more inauthentic and the world less meaningful. Ev- 
eryone envies them for their apparently perfect, 
problem-free life. They have no one to go to for help. 
Instead, others tell them their problems. It seems that 
they can do anything. They will take many things on, 
do them well, and never collapse, but they never get 
much satisfaction in doing them, because it never 
seems that it is they that are the ones that are doing it. 
These people seem to be a blank. 

They experience time in a linear march forward, 
never to be experienced again. Sometimes they may 
feel that they are being swept helplessly along in this 
march of time. Or at other times, time is just marching 
right past, carrying all of life with it. Psychologically, 
on the inside, they feel a lot, but it doesn’t get expressed 
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on the outside. Because of this, they are not quite sure 
if they are even feeling or not. 

They have absolutely no clue as to the existence of 
their core essence. Either they haven't heard of it, or it 
is just someone's Pollyanna fantasy. They have abso- 
lutely no way to reach their core without help from 
another person because as children it was never con- 
firmed for them as a reality. They can't even imagine 
what their core is. The only thing that is missing in 
these people's lives is themselves. 

As a result of not experiencing themselves as real, it is 
impossible for them to integrate their heart and their 
sexuality. Their heart and sexuality do not function at 
the same time. They love an ideal person who doesn't 
exist, so they have short-term sexual relationships until 
that perfect person comes along. They are prone to 
having affairs that last only through the initial period of 
eros. Then the imperfections of the partner come to the 
fore—she’s not his ideal, or he's not her ideal—and 
that is the end of that. Or they go into another denial, 
and the relationship begins to be outer-oriented. Actu- 
ally what really happens is they are unable to sustain a 
deep personal relationship because they cannot source 
from the essence of the core within. They need another 
outer distraction. 


How to Tell If Someone Is Using a Rigid 
Defense 


The best way to tell if people are using rigid defenses is 
to check their authenticity. Is the person to whom you 


are talking involved in a personal way with what is. 


going on? Or are they completely removed from the 
conversation and on automatic? Can this person handle 
everything, and yet you get the feeling that the real 
person is not there? Are they the type of person who 
never has anything wrong? Or whatever the problem, 
can they fix it in a perfectly appropriate way? Is every- 
thing perfectly reasonable, but you can't really reach 
them? Do you believe what is being presented is the 
whole picture? If this authenticity is missing, you are 
probably communicating with someone in a rigid char- 
acter defense. 


The Human and Spiritual Needs of Someone 
with a Rigid Defense 


The human need of people who use rigid character 
defenses is to be real rather than appropriate. They 
need to come out of denial and express their inner 
feclings on the outside. They need to stop controlling 
themselves to be perfect and let down into the fear that 
is beneath their perfection so that they can heal it. They 
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are afraid that they are not real, don't know who they 
are, and need to find out who they really are. They need 
to experience time in the now rather than only linear 
time. On the spiritual level, they need to experience 
their core essence, which they don't know exists. The 
only way they can fulfill any of their human needs is to 
experience their core essence. Once they do this, every- 
thing can come together. 


What's Your Negative Reaction to the Rigid 
Defense? 


Now let's explore what your negative reaction might 
be when someone defends in this way. Once again, we 
will use the major different reactions people have to 
character defenses in terms of the four energy flow 
modes of push, pull, stop, and allow. 

What do you do when you are interacting with 
someone and they are inauthentic? Do you get angry 
because they are not really there and push more energy 
at them? If you do, they will get even more afraid of 
you and will become more perfect. They even may 
want to know what your problem is so they can help 
you with it. This is a good way to deny fear. If it works 
and you do talk about your problem, it will be harder 
to reach them the next time, because they will be ready 
to deflect the conversation onto you. Figure 15—31 
shows what could happen in your field when you get 
angry and push, and what they do in reaction to your 
anger. 

Do you react by feeling abandoned and grab onto 
this person? Do you go into pull? If you do, they will 
build the two inner walls even stronger, get further 
away, and become even more efficient and reasonable. 
What will you do then? Pull harder and get confused 
because they are denying it? Figure 15—32 shows what 
you do when you grab and pull, and what they do in 
reaction to it. 

Do you go into stop and stop your energy flow? 
When you go into stop, do you sink way down deep 
inside of yourself away from the falsity of the conversa- 
tion? Do you tune them out and pretend you are listen- 
ing to them while you think about something else? So 
they are way in there, and you are way in there. Do you 
miss each other when you do this? Or do you stay 
present while you are in stop and just wait? So now both 
people are false. See the results of this in Figure 15—33. 

Do you go into denial and allow? Do you simply 
allow what is happening, go into denial about it, con- 
tinue to carry on a conversation as if it were really 
happening, and waste your time? Did you get your 
purpose accomplished? Did you commune with your 
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friend? Did you get to know them better? Did fusion 
happen? I doubt it. See Figure 15—34. 

Or do you withdraw away, so an inauthentic person 
is being perfectly reasonable to someone who isn't 
there communicating? Figure 15—35 shows this. 


How You Could Respond in a Positive Healing 
Way to the Rigid Defense 


Figure 15—36 (in the color insert) shows how you 
could help people with rigid defenses feel the reality of 
their own core essence. This response is the most diffi- 
cult because it requires of you a great deal of ability to 
experience your own essence and theirs. But I am sure 
you can learn it with practice. 

The first thing to remember is that since a rigid 
character defense has a strong balanced auric field, with 
boundaries well in place, you don't have to worry 
about boundary. So stand up close. There is a good 
chance they will be more comfortable being close than 
you are. You also don't have to worry about control- 
ling your bioplasmic streamers or the vibrational fre- 
quency of your field. But standing in a state of loving 
kindness and acceptance helps a lot. What you do need 
to learn how to do is to feel the essence of your core 
within you and to fill your whole auric field with this 
essence. There arc specific exercises in Chapter 17 on 
the core that teach how to bring the core essence up 
into your auric field. Please follow them to learn how to 
do it. 

Once you have done that, then also feel their essence 
at the same time you feel your own. To do that, focus 
your attention on their core star, which is located one 
and one-half inches above the navel on the center line 
of the physical body. When you bring your conscious 
awareness there, you will be able to experience their 
essence. Once you know what it feels like, put your 
hands on their upper chest and fecl their essence there. 
The only way you can feel another's essence is with 
your own, so you are automatically doing that. Hold 
your essence right at the edge of the other's to feel it. 
Now describe what you are feeling, keeping your hand 
on their chest. Encourage them to fecl the difference 
between their essence and yours. This is very subtle, 
delicate work. It will take a lot of patience in being 
there. If you pull back, they will retreat. Remember, 
this is very important to them. So please take the time. 


The Results of a Positive Healing Response 


If you are able to do at least part of the above work, you 
will have helped your friend to find their core essence, 
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perhaps for the first time since very early childhood. 
They have never had an experience of essence being 
confirmed. They have no framework in which to expe- 
rience essence because as far as their upbringing went, 
it didn’t exist. In effect, you are holding up the reflec- 
tive mirror to them so that they:can find their individu- 
ality. They can only find individuality by experiencing 
essence. 

When you do this, everything will change. They will 
be able to move out of the inexorable march of time 
into the presence of the now that encompasses all of 
time. They will be able to express feelings on the out- 
side because they will know who it is that is doing the 
feeling, and that will make them authentic. They will be 
able to be appropriate and authentic at the same time. 
They will connect their sexuality and heart through 
their core essence because it is in both. They will have a 
self and know who they are. 

Next time your friend disappears from your conver- 
sation into perfectionism, it’s okay if you react in a 
negative way. But as soon as you notice it, take a deep 
breath, bend your knees, and ground down into the 
earth. Feel your own core essence, and fill your field 
with it. Move up closer, ask permission to touch, and 
describe what you wish to do. You will give them a 
great gift. For it is only in the communion of being 
touched and touching at the level of the core essence 
that they will accomplish their deepest purpose on 
earth: to know the individuated God within. 


How to Take Yourself Out of a Rigid Defense 


If you find yourself missing from a conversation you 
are having with someone, stop, center within yourself, 
and bring your attention to your core star, one and 
one-half inches above your navel on the center line of 
your body. Simply stay there till you feel yourself. Then 
very delicately bring this self into the conversation. 
Repeat the mantra, “I am real. I am real. I am light.” 
You will be surprised at the results. 


Auric Observations of a 
Couple in Dispute and How They 
Energetically Resolved It 


A good example of a couple moving from character 
defense clash into healing synchronicity happened one 
evening when I was visiting a couple who are friends of 
mine. When I arrived, they had been stuck in an issue 
for a few days. As they started relating their positions 
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to me, I observed their fields interacting. Here is what 
happened. 

The husband, who was in an oral defensive action, 
complained of wanting and needing more contact and 
intimacy. The wife went into her psychopathic defense 
and said that they already had a lot of it. She began 
subtly acting as if it were his problem, trying to get him 
to explain more and more. She listened while he tried 
to explain but at the same time energetically pulled 
back from him. First she pulled her field back; then she 
started disconnecting her bioplasmic flows of energy 
that connected them between their hearts and their 
third chakras. 

This confused him. She seemed to be earnestly lis- 
tening, but at the same time she energetically withdrew 
from him, right when he was trying to get more of her 
energy. See Figure 15—37. 

While the husband continued to try to explain his 
situation, he fell into the oral defense more and more. 
He became more and more confused and less confident 
that what he was talking about was real. The woman 
escalated her psychopathic defense by disconnecting 
her field from his. She pulled her energy up her back 
and started sending an aggressive bioplasmic streamer 
up from her back, over the top of her head, and over his 
head in an effort to control him, deny his reality, and 
yet still remain connected in the aggressive way that she 
felt safe. She was unaware of doing this. 

Her auric field reaction to her husband's statements 
showed that she was frightened by them and by his 
desire for more intimacy. She used her psychopathic 
defensive stance to control him by pulling her energy 
back and yet appearing to be there for him, so that she 
wouldn't feel her fear. As-a result of her energetic 
actions, he began to doubt that what he was saying had 
any truth in it. He thought that perhaps the problem 
wasn't real. Perhaps it was all “just his stuff.” Her 
defense was to convince him that the issue was not real 
so that she wouldn't have to deal with it. Uncon- 
sciously, she was denying her own perceptions. Deep 
inside somewhere, she knew he had a point to make 
that was very real, but she blocked it from her aware- 
ness. Consciously, she was only aware of being “help- 
ful,” of trying to understand what he was saying. By 
keeping her energy to the back of her body and in the 
will chakras, she was using her will to be there for him 
but without allowing herself to have feelings and to be 
vulnerable. If she were to allow her energy to move to 
the front of her body, she would feel her feclings and 
her vulnerability. This would bring her into more inti- 
macy. But more intimacy for her would mean surren- 


dering down into deeper levels of herself, where she 
was afraid to go. 

As this process continued, the husband began to be 
afraid. He reached a long hook out of his third chakra 
into hers and started grabbing and pulling her energy 
in order to stop her from disconnecting and leaving 
him. She reacted with even more overhead pushes and 
controls. Sec Figure 15—38. The more each person got 
into their defense, the more distorted their energy 
fields became. 

The more distorted an energy field becomes, the 
more that person goes into a negative image about 
reality, the less present that person is, and the less able 
they are to relate to what is happening in the now. In 
the situation with my friends, the more defended each 
became, the morc painful the situation became. Less 
and less of each true person and more and more of just 
their defenses was there. 

At this point, I described what their fields were do- 
ing to make them feel worse. They both began to work 
on pulling their fields back into themselves, centering 
into their core, and grounding into the earth. I read 
their fields as they worked, guiding them into their 
respective. centers. When they were centered and 
grounded, they each worked to align and enhance their 
haric line. Then they worked together through cach 
level of the field, clearing, balancing, and charging it. 
As I read their energy ficlds and guided them, they 
brought the core star essence up through the haric level 
and each level of the field. By the time this was done, 
the defenses were gone, each field was coherent, and 
the room was filled with the essence of each of them. 

Then, the most wonderful thing I have ever wit- 
nessed between two people’s fields happened. I saw all 
the great arches of colored bioplasma flowing between 
them dissolve. What was left was two people with 
coherent fields, pulsating at their own frequencies and 
in synchronicity with one another. They were com- 
muning without an energy flow exchange. There was 
no dependence at all. There was simply self-expression, 
with acceptance, acknowledgment, and delight in each 
other. This beautiful dance of light continued for some 
time. Everyone was in ecstasy. It is shown in Figure 
15—39 in the color insert. 

This is the only time I have ever seen such a sight. I 
believe it to be an unusual state of relationship, one for 
which we all long and strive, one that, perhaps in the 
future, will become the norm. We will do it automat- 
ically when we learn to believe in ourselves and in the 
core of our being, as well as honor each other, respect 
each other, and delight in our differences.

Introduction to Healing Through 
Forgiveness 


I would like to close this chapter with one of the most 
powerful healing meditations that Heyoan has given. 
It is the *Healing Through Forgiveness" meditation. 
This meditation brings you into a deep contemplation, 
with which you will be able to heal the internal wounds 
you carry from past relationships. The most important 
factor in healing past wounds in relationships is for- 
giveness. 

Usually, we are more conscious of not being able to 
forgive someone else than of not being able to forgive 
ourselves. All of us have known that it makes a big 


difference when we forgive someone for hurting us. 
Most of the time, we remember painful situations in 
the light of someone else hurting us and blame the 
other person. 

Our blame is on the surface; deeper inside, there is 
usually a nagging guilt to which we may not admit. 
Many times, the other person did not experience the 
situation as we did and may not even know we arc hurt. 
In fact, at times the other person thinks we should 
apologize so that they can forgive us. In all of these 
situations we are locked in duality. Forgiveness lifts us 
beyond that duality into love. 

In his “Healing Through Forgiveness” meditation, 
Heyoan gives us a broad view of forgiveness. He helps 
us transcend the blame of “he/she did it to me,” with its 
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deeper nagging guilt, and brings us to a unitary under- 
standing of why forgiveness works. 

Before you begin, I suggest you create a list of people 
in your life whom you have not been able to forgive. 
Then do the following meditation on forgiveness. It is 
very nice to have someone read the Heyoan material to 
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you, or get the tape of this channeled material from the 
Barbara Brennan School of Healing. Or read it out 
loud into a tape recorder yourself. On tape, it is much 
more personal, and you will be able to absorb it more 
easily by simply resting back in your bed with your eyes 
closed. 


HEALING THROUGH FORGIVENESS 
Channeled from 
Heyoan 


Feel a pillar of light within. Feel a star of light in 
your center, just above your navel. It is no acci- 
dent that you are here. You have brought your- 
self to this very moment in your life, for your own 
purposes, which arise out of the deep and sacred 
longing that you carry above your heart. The 
more that you honor that longing, the more you 
will find yourself directly on your path in a life 
that is joyous and fulfilling, in a life that is cre- 
ative and forgiving. 

I would like you today to take one person with 
whom you are having difficulties in your life and 
begin working and praying to align yourself for 
forgiveness and healing. Healing requires for- 
giveness of both yourself and that individual. As 
you may know, healing encompasses the entire 
life—indeed, all your lifetimes—and that which is 
beyond lifetimes. You exist in a realm much 
greater than the physical, which is defined by time 
and space. Time and space to you are only com- 
modities of limitation that you have placed in this 
schoolroom, that you have created for yourself to 
learn within. You have created your lessons, you 
have created your schoolroom, you have created 
your teachers within that schoolroom, and yet 
you are the master of all of this creation. You have 
come to this earth for your own purposes that are 
carried in your sacred longing. 

Now I ask you, with regard to the person you 
have chosen, how have you betrayed your sacred 
longing and thereby created a situation in which 
self-forgiveness is needed? This may not be an 
easy answer that comes immediately. But if you 
focus on it and pray about it and connect it to 
your healing work, you will begin to.understand. 
Through your life experience, a deeper under- 
standing of what is being said here will well up 
from the fountain of life within you. 


Yes, it is true that you create your experience of 
your life. It is of your design. You have designed 
it from the utmost wisdom within you. If there is 
pain, then ask what that pain is saying to you, for 
pain arises out of forgetting who you are. Pain 
arises out of belief that the shadow reality is the 
true reality. The shadow reality is a result of for- 
getting who you are, which is based upon the 
belief that you are separate, or separated from 
God. 

I tell you, dear ones, all disease, no matter what 
its form or manifestation, is the result of this 
forgetting. You have returned here, to this earth 
plane, to remember. Do not be distressed by this. 
Set your life-force in the direction of remember- 
ing, and its illumination will awaken the portions 
of your psyche that exist in shadow and in pain. 

When you illuminate them with the light of the 
divine, which exists within every cell of your 
body, within every cell of your being, the light 
shines into the shadow and the shadow begins to 
remember. Re-membering means to bring your 
members back together. Through illumination, 
you will re-member the portions of yourself and 
your body that have become dissociated and 
therefore dis-eased. It is a new beginning; yes, 
some pain is experienced, but it is a healing pain. 
The tears will wash your soul clear and clean, like 
fresh-fallen rain. Your cries will release what has 
been held for centuries, awaiting emergence. All 
of those blocks that have been talked about will 
flow and fill with life renewed. You will find 
yourself filled with much more energy. You will 
find your life moving into creativity and joy. You 
will find yourself being filled in a natural dance 
with all those around you, and with the universe. 

But this requires forgiveness: forgiveness first 
of the self. What have you to forgive yourself for? 
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If you were to spend five minutes—and I will ask 
you to do this at the end of my little talk— 
writing a list of those things you must forgive 
yourself for someday, you will find it quite exten- 
sive. But itis not so difficult. If you take each item 
and meditate on it for a few minutes several times 
a day and forgive yourself for it, you will lighten 
the burden on your heart. Forgiveness comes 
from the divine within. By praying for and expe- 
riencing your forgiveness, you connect with the 
divine within you. You become the divine within 
you. 

The next questions are: How does each item 
that you forgive yourself for show in your psyche 
and in your physical body? How doces it show in 
your energy field? Trace it through all seven ex- 
periential levels of your field. 

Where is the pain in your body that is associated 
with that unforgiving attitude that you have held 
toward yourself, and thereby maintained a negative 
connection with a particular individual that you 
find difficult to forgive? You see, healing always 
begins at home. 

Within you, in the place an inch and a half to 
two inches above your navel, there is a beautiful 
star, the core star. It is the essence of your indi- 
viduality. This essence is your divine individu- 
ality. It is the center of your beingness. It is the 
center of who you are in complete peace before, 
during, and beyond all lifetimes that you have 
ever experienced on your mother the earth. Feel 
this place within you. You existed before this life. 
You existed before all of the chaos and pain and 
strife that exists upon this earth, and you will 
continue to do so. 

This center of your beingness is the center of 
your divinity. From this place you are the center 


of the entire universe. It is from this place that 
you will heal. You will remember who you are, 
and you will help others remember who they are. 
For it is from the center of your being that all of 
your actions arise. As soon as your actions be- 
come disconnected from the center of your being, 
you are no longer aligned with your divine pur- 
pose. Action disconnected from divine purpose 
creates pain and dis-ease. So, dear ones, center 
yourselves into your core. It is from this center 
that all forgiveness arises. 

I should like you now to take the first item you 
found to forgive yourself for to your core. What- 
ever it was that you created that needs forgiving 
was created in a manner that was disconnected 
from your center. As you moved to create, you 
disconnected from the center of your being; your 
actions became unaligned with your divine pur- 
pose and moved, perhaps ever so slightly, into 
shadow and forgetting. So if you take that which 
needs to be forgiven, bring it to the core star and 
simply hold it there, surround it and infuse it 
with love, you will, through this love, bring it 
back to the light. You will find your original 
purpose that arose from your center. Once hav- 
ing found this, you can move forth with the origi- 
nal creation. For in finding, surrounding, and 
infusing it with love and light, you will find for- 
giveness within yourself. I will give you a few 
moments now to bring forth self-forgiveness in 
this manner. 

As this forgiveness streams through your be- 
ing, you will find yourselves automatically for- 
giving others that may be involved in this 
particular situation that calls for forgiveness.

Integrating Your Higher 
Spiritual Aspects and Deeper 
Dimensions into Your 
Healing Plan 


As I continued to teach and practice, I found that our 
spiritual needs and a connection to our deeper realities 
are just as important in our healing process as our 
physical needs. In fact, it became obvious that they are 
primary, and that without them life is merely three- 
dimensional and very limited. In order to understand 
who we are and our life purpose, and to experience life 
as a safe, benign, loving passage, we must have spiritual 
communion as well as human communion. 

As I worked with the higher spiritual levels of the 
auric field and the deeper dimensions beneath the auric 
field, my whole concept of health and healing changed. 
In fact, my whole concept of life in the physical world 


changed. I began to sec healing as a beautiful creative 
process that is most natural and most universal. We are 
guided every step of the way through this beautiful life 
process. In it, we find ourselves to be both individual 
and universal. We find ourselves held completely safe in 
a benign abundant universe where life and healing 
are one. 

We will start with the experience and purpose of 
spiritual guidance in our lives. That will most naturally 
bring us to the higher spirituality that is experienced in 
the higher levels of the auric field. Then we will move 
on to the deeper dimensions that form the very founda- 
tions of our being.

The Process of 
Guidance in Your Life 


Quietly moving into a spiritually centered life requires 
a great reorientation of consciousness into the tran- 
scendent realities of the higher vibrational levels—five, 
six, and seven—of the auric field. In these higher 
ranges of consciousness and energy, whole worlds of 
nonmaterial spiritual beings exist. Many people do not 
experience these levels of consciousness at all; to them, 
even the existence of these levels seems highly specula- 
tive, absurd, or even ridiculous. In the healing process, 
however, if you continue on the upward path through 
levels of consciousness, you will automatically begin to 
have experiences involving these higher levels and 
eventually encounter such beings. 

As you move your conscious awareness into the 
three higher levels of your auric field, you move into 
the higher aspects of your will, emotions, and reason. 
Each of these three levels is a template for the lower 
three levels of the field. The higher will, called the 
divine will within, is the template for the first level of 
the field, which contains the will to live in the physical 
world. The higher emotional level, sometimes called 
the inspirational level or the level of your divine love, is 
the template for the second level of the field, your 


feelings about yourself. The higher reason of level > 


seven, called divine mind, which gives an understand- 
ing of the perfect pattern of all things, is a template for 
the reason of level three, the mental level. This relation- 


ship has been stated since the days of old as: “As above, 
so below." 

The correspondence between levels seven and three, 
six and two, and five and one provides a way to heal the 
lower levels by bringing the values from the higher 
levels down into the lower ones. To do so, we must 
reach up or transcend into the higher levels. This is 
called the transcendent process. We reach up into our 
higher realities and claim them as our own. When we 
do this, our reason becomes truth, our emotions be- 
come love, and our will becomes courage. If we con- 
tinue this transcendent process, our truth becomes 
wisdom, our love becomes unconditional love, and our 
courage becomes power. We claim our spiritual reality 
as our own and find God within. 

The best, most practical way to enter into the tran- 
scendent process is through guidance. Guidance is 
available to all human beings from their higher self 
within, their guardian angel, or in more popular terms, 
their spirit guide. Usually people start by getting guid- 
ance from their higher self, then later expand into re- 
ceiving it from spirit guides. 

Getting guidance and channeling spirit guides is a 
very popular activity in some circles now. Many people 
ask guidance for all kinds of things but generally to find 
out how to deal with life issues, what to do for a 
particular day, or how to solve a problem. Guidance is 
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even used to get information to cure illnesses. Guid- 
ance is so popular that some try to use it to win the 
lottery, get answers to tests, and even to find parking 
places. Some people misuse guidance to try to get out 
of real responsibilities. They break commitments in 
irresponsible ways, saying that their guidance told 
them to do it. They seem to think that that justifies 
unethical and irresponsible behavior. Many people 
who use guidance fail to see its deeper function and the 
great benefit it has in their life learning process. 
Guidance is an integral part of the unfoldment of 


your life. It is the key to the development of your . 


heart's desire and your life task, no matter what it is. 
Guidance is more than communicating with guides, 
more than channeling information; it is a life process. 
HSP and the ability to get precise information come 
from following guidance over a long period of time. In 
observing the effects of guidance in my own life, I have 
discerned the following information about how guid- 
ance works. 


How Spiritual Guidance Works 


1. Guidance never lets you off the hook. It keeps you 
responsible in many ways: responsible to who you 
are, to not betraying yourself, and to keeping your 
commitments. If your commitments need to be 
changed, guidance will never let you change them 
without responsibility. In other words, if you 
make a commitment that later is not healthy for 
you, that commitment is changeable but not irre- 
sponsibly. 

2. Guidance does not absolve your karma. Rather, it 
gives you a tool to handle it, even possibly for 
enjoying its clearing. You must go through the 
balancing of the karmic scales. Balancing your kar- 
mic scales does not mean karmic punishment. It 
means learning what you did not learn in life expe- 
riences of the past that still affect your life in a 
negative way now. Usually this learning is done 
through life situations that you experience accord- 
ing to how clear you are from images and miscon- 
ceptions. 

3. Following guidance brings you life experiences 
that you need in order to develop your life task or 
your healership. 

4. Living a spiritual life and finding your life task 
requires a willingness to follow guidance and live 
by the truth, no matter what the price appears to 
be when you get the guidance.

. Guidance gets personally harder and the apparent 


price increases as you follow it. 


. Guidance and faith go together. You have to have 


a lot of faith to follow your guidance, and in turn, 
following guidance builds your faith. Guidance is 
designed to take you through areas of your per- 
sonal psyche where you have previously refused to 
go but must go in order to unfold. It takes you 
through your deepest fears into your deepest faith. 


. Faith is a state of being that sets, balances, and 


charges the auric field into a healing state. It con- 
nects the small ego part of you to the greater you, 
the God within. It is a process of holographically 
connecting to all that there is—you to the uni- 
verse. 


. Your separated ego will doesn't have a lot of 


chance to interfere with systematic guidance be- 
cause many times you don't know why you are 
doing what it tells you to do. 


. As you surrender or let go of your separated ego 


will and follow divine will as communicated to you 
through your guidance, others trust you more. 
Guidance automatically and systematically builds 
both physical and spiritual endurance for your life 
task. 

The more endurance you build, the more love, 
power, and support you will get and the greater 
and more effective on a broader scale will be the 
unfoldment of your life task. As you solve prob-- 
lems, you will proceed to more responsible and 
difficult ones. 

The act of following your guidance builds your 
healing vessel for the healing life energies. It builds 
your vessel for the divine task you have chosen to 
come in with. Guidance releases the involuntary 
creative principle into a safe vessel. Only by the 
surrender to guidance, the surrender of the ego to 
the greater holy spirit, or God within, can your 
involuntary life-force be released into a safe vessel. 
The involuntary life-force is everything that comes 
out of you automatically when you don't block 
your energy flow. Sometimes it is positive; some- 
times it is negative. Guidance systematically clears 
your negativity so that more and more of the posi- 
tive life-force can be released. It releases this pow- 
erful flow of life-force into your vessel in exact 
proportion to its ability to handle it. Therefore 
your vessel is safe. b 
The powerful flow of life-force that comes with 
the involuntary divine creative principle cannot be 
commanded by the ego. Another way to say this is 
that the goodness within you flows of its own 


accord; it reaches out in wisdom, love, and caring 
of its own accord. It does not flow on the com- 
mand of the ego. The only thing the ego can do is 
stop it from flowing or get out of its way. 

14. Guidance takes you by the hand and walks with 
you into a state of surrender to your true human 
fragility and vulnerability, which is centered in the 
little ego. When following it, you immediately face 
the fact that you do not have life in your hands, 
that your ego does not control your life, and that 
guidance will not help it do so. That is it—you 
simply can't. To me, that is what is meant by 
surrender of the ego. To what do you surrender? 
You surrender to a deeper power within you. Fol- 
lowing guidance is a systematic letting-go of an 
outer ego that may try to make you safe but can- 
not. Guidance reconnects you to your original 
power. You become a child of God. In this surren- 
der, you find another power—the power of God 
within. You become an instrument of God. You 
find all the power, wisdom, and love of God 
within you. 

15. There is no punishment if you don’t follow guid- 
ance. You have all the time in the world, since time 
is an illusion. If you get guidance and you don't 
follow it for three months or two years, that's all 
right. But to the degree that you do follow your 
guidance, to that very degree, you gain spiritual 
power within because following guidance auto- 
matically helps you surrender to the greater divin- 
ity within you. This spiritual power helps you 
complete your life task. 

16. Following guidance allows the holy spirit to com- 
bine with your core essence to give you power. 
This power is not accumulated in your ego. 
Rather, it works to connect your inner core es- 
sence or divine individual spark with the universal 
God. 

17. Guidance builds freedom and independence by 
shifting life's focus to reliance on the reality of 
inner divinity rather than on outer values.

How Guidance Has Led Me Through 
| Му Life 


As I look back over ту life, I find that every major 
turning point was very specifically and precisely 
guided. Sometimes I followed guidance that seemed 
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totally outrageous. People around me were telling me 
not to do it, but I did. 

During the time when I was living in Washington, 
D.C., training to be a bioenergetic therapist, a wonder- 
ful guidance event occurred. It happened at Easter. 
Some new friends said they heard about a miracle that 
was to take place in West Virginia on Easter morning. 
They said, “Do you want to come?” I said sure and then 
thought, ^What do I wear to a miracle?" I decided on 
white pants and a shirt with sandals! We drove five 
hours and arrived at the apple orchard early, before the 
sun rosc. There were TV cameras. The woman who 
had predicted the miracle had set up the whole thing 
with different stations representing the Christ's life, 
including the garden of Gethsemane. We were to be 
pilgrims and bring roses to put in the garden. 

We all anxiously awaited the sunrise to see the pre- 
dicted miracle. Finally the sun came up. I looked at the 
sun as it rose, and it swirled off lots of red streamers and 
moved around a bit in the sky. I said, *Ooh, just like the 
miracle of Fatima, when thousands of people saw the 
sun spin in the sky!” Then I thought, “What an inter- 
esting retina effect. So that is what happens when you 
look into the sun.” All around me, people were shout- 
ing, “Look at the sun spin! Do you see it?” Others 
grumbled, “I can’t look, I can't look—it’s too bright.” 
Again, it was just like what had happened at the miracle 
of Fatima. Another person was saying, “There’s a cross 
in the sky.” I couldn’t see it. That was it. So I put my 
rose in the garden and we drove home. While going 
home, I said to myself, “Why don’t I just let it be a 
miracle? I don’t know what a miracle looks like. Maybe 
it was real.” So I said, “Pm going to test this out.” 

The next morning I got up at the same time to look 
at the sun to test what would happen in terms of the 
retina effect. I couldn’t look into the sun—it was too 
bright. I said, “That’s interesting. Now I can’t look 
into the sun at all. ГІІ just be patient and wait to see if 
anything else happens, since I don’t really know what a 
miracle is.” 

It didn’t take long for the so-called miracle to show 
itself in new phenomena. What happened from then 
on, I consider part of the miracle, because what began 
for me was a whole unraveling of the mystery of life. 
What happened was simple: Whenever the sun was at a 
certain angle in the sky, I would hear a clear verbal 
message instructing me what to do. Sometimes it was 
“Calm down. Your mind is exaggerating everything.” 
Or, “Your healing teacher is ill, and you need to give 
her a healing rather than receive one today.” I would 
hear a voice, as if it were coming from the sun. The sun 
would reflect upon me and get my attention, and I 
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would get a message. It seemed that even if the sun 
could not get to me directly, it would find a way. Once I 
was sitting in a chair rocking my baby daughter. The 
sun was over on the opposite side of the house, and it 
reflected over to the next-door neighbor’s window and 
came through my window and hit me at the right 
angle. This communication from the sun has continued 
for years. 

Another example of guidance happened after I had 
been trained as a bioenergetic therapist and was giving 
sessions as a therapist in Washington, D.C. I had 
started to see past lives. I didn’t know what to do about 
this. So I started praying for help about what to do. I 
went camping on Assateague Island. It was raining, so 
I was lying on the beach with a plastic tarp over my 
head. In the middle of the night I heard my name called 
three times so loudly that it woke me up. I looked up at 
the tarp. It was translucent, so I thought I was looking 
up at the clouds. Suddenly I realized it was just the 
tarp, so I pushed it off of me to see where the voice was 
coming from. The whole sky was completely clear, and 
I fell back in awe because I could hear the stars singing 
back and forth to each other across the heavens. I knew 
my prayers had been answered. I had been called, and 
the answer would come. 

A short time later I found the Center for the Living 
Force (now called the Pathwork Center) in Phoenicia, 
New York. I went there for a workshop and knew that 
the answer to my prayer was that I needed to move 
there. It took a year before I could accomplish this. My 
husband didn’t want to move to the center, but I did 
with my four-year-old daughter, because it was guid- 
ance. Later he came. 

After moving to Phoenicia, I worked in process 
group on my channel because I was getting a lot of 
psychic information like other people’s past lives that I 
didn’t know what to do with. At one time I had a 
broken leg and was stomping around with a cast on, 
loudly yelling that I wasn’t angry. The head of the 
center, Eva Pierrakos, who channeled the Pathwork 
guide lectures, said, “The problem with you is that 
your channel opened too fast, and you are too angry 
inside, and you can’t handle it. You need to close your 
channel.” My guidance confirmed this. I was getting a 
lot of pleasure from being psychic. I was getting off on 
being special and was using it to avoid dealing with 
important issues in my life. The only acceptable use of 
my channel was for my own personal work. So I closed 
my channel except for personal work. I didn’t know 
how long it would have to be this way. My guides 
simply said for as long as it takes. 


Shortly after my vow, I was tested. One day I acciden- 
tally started to leave my body. I saw beautiful guides 
with jewels all over their robes standing nearby. I was 
very curious as to who they were, but I remembered my 
vow and quickly forced myself back into my body. My 
psychic gifts were a lot to give up, but I let go and 
concentrated on my personal work. I spent the next six 
years focusing on my own transformation. I focused for 
the first two years on divine will. To do this, I made sure 
that everything I did was aligned with God's will. Every 
morning when I got up, I prayed and meditated to 
commit myself to and align with God's will. I had pri- 
vate sessions in which I tried to understand what is 
meant by God's will. I felt a conflict about what God 
was going to make me do next. Was I his slave? I dealt 
with everything in my life from the perspective of being 
in divine will. Slowly, over time, I found that whatever I 
wanted to do at any moment from the deepest clearest 
part of me was also God's will. I was able to find the will 
of God singing within my own heart. 

The next two years, I concentrated on divine love. I 
focused on being loving in everything I did. Every 
morning I prayed and meditated on learning about 
divine love. In doing this, I found that many of my 
actions were not so loving. I worked in my private 
sessions on bringing love into my life. During those 
two years things began to change, and I was able to be 
and express loving much more in my life. My work for 
the next two years was to concentrate on divine truth. I 
followed the same pattern as before, praying and medi- 
tating every morning to find what divine truth is. I 
spent a great deal of time concentrating on exploring 
its function in my life, where it was missing, and how 
to bring more of it into my life. Was I willing to find 
and stand up for the truth in all situations? Since I lived 
in a spiritual community all this time, I was always 
offered life situations to practice all three of these di- 
vine aspects of ourselves. 

Everyone in the resident community at the Center 
for the Living Force was working on themselves in this 
way for self-transformation. It was a real boiling pot of 
people seeking spiritual truths and struggling with 
each other every day in running the community. We all 
learned a lot in those days. We thought we were creat- 
ing a city of light, but later, as we scattered all over the 
world, we realized that we each had gotten what we 
came there for. We embodied the work. We filled our 
beings with the work, so that we lived according to the 
higher spiritual principles that we believed in. Finally, 
after six years of deep work and struggle, I knew I was 
ready to open my channel again because I was trust- 


worthy. People simply trusted me because I was willing 
to let go to whatever the truth was and follow it. Of 
course that didn't mean I was finished with personal 
transformation. The work still continues to this day, 
and it will for the rest of my life. But I knew I had 
reached a turning point in my life and that things 
would begin changing drastically, which they did. 

I knew I was supposed to go to Findhorn. I did. 
When I was there, I stood on a nature power point 
called Randolph's Leap, a place near Findhorn where 
the Druids are supposed to have worshiped and com- 
muned with nature spirits. I asked to have access to the 
nature spirits. Nothing appeared to happen. I went to 
Holland to run an intensive workshop, and then to 
Switzerland to ski. I totally forgot about my request. 
After I was back about a month, I started waking up at 
five-thirty every morning writing reams of information 
of guidance. I started seeing little nature spirits every- 
where I went. They would follow me as I walked 
around the property. They were always a bit shy and 
would stay a few feet behind me, giggling. 

Through the contact with the nature spirits I got a 
lot of information about the Center for the Living 
Force, such as the location and placement of where the 
sanctuary building was to be built. It came in very 
small, sweet doses in daily meditations. I was walking 
down the upper road at the center on my way to work 
in the kitchen when a voice called my name. I ignored 
it. It called again. I told it that I was late for my job and 
kept walking. 

It called a third time, and I said, “Oh, okay. What do 
you want?" It led me to a meadow and to a rock. 

I said, “So?” 

It said, “Sit.” So I sat. 

Then I said, “Now what?” 

It said, “Sit.” So I sat and meditated. 

Every day for the next year I went to the rock to 
meditate. Each day during my meditation, I was given 
small pieces of information about the land. I was told 
that the rock I sat on was the altar rock. The voice 
pointed out another rock directly down the hill and 
then two others on each side that were marker rocks. A 
line could be drawn between the altar rock and the first 
marker rock. Another line could be drawn between the 
two side.marker rocks. The two lines crossed each 
other in the middle of the meadow. On that exact spot 
two small trees had fallen and crossed. A year or so 
later, when it was time to find the spot for the sanctuary 
building, everyone was asked to lead the sanctuary 
committee in charge of the construction to their favor- 
ite places on the center property. A place was chosen. 
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I was sure it was wrong, but I kept quiet. On our way 
back to the main hall someone asked me to show them 
my secret place of daily meditation. I reluctantly led the 
group of people to the altar rock. Everyone sat on it to 
meditate. Everyone instantly knew that this was the 
place. Then I shyly started sharing the information I 
had gathered over the last year of meditations. Later, 
when I went there with a surveyor, it turned out that 
the lines defined by the marker rocks were in the exact 
position of the maximum solar angle for a solar build- 
ing. The fallen trees turned out to be the exact location 
of the joining of two large walls of glass on the front of 
the seven-sided building. | 

I was part of the committee that helped design the 
building. Since the terrain was mountainous, we had to 
blast the rock bed with dynamite to build the founda- 
tion. I tried in vain to shoo the deer away before the 
blast, but they wouldn't go. They only moved five or 
ten feet away when the dynamite exploded, then pro- 
ceeded to graze as if nothing had happened. 

During my years at the center, I went through a long 
period of testing of very simple things. The guides 
would give me instructions like, “Go saw the dead limb 
off that tree.” Sometimes it would take me three 
months to do it because I thought it was stupid—a 
little resistance there! But finally I did it. I began to 
notice that if I didn't do it, no new instruction would 
come until I did it. As soon as I would do it, I would 
get the next instruction. Now I realize that I was being 
trained to follow instructions exactly and precisely. 
This built up trust so that I could do fifth-level spiritual 
surgery with the guides. Fifth-level surgery, described 
in Hands of Light, is a way to restructure the fifth level 
of the auric field, with guides doing most of the work. 
It began one day for me when I still had a massage 
practice. 

I was giving someone a Swedish massage, and a 
guide appeared and said, *Hold up two green stripes," 
to get me to take my hands off the body. My client had 
come in for a massage, but now I sat there for forty-five 
minutes with my hands above her body, holding up 
two green stripes. I saw guides come in under the green 
stripes and do an operation on my client. That is when 
I started to learn about fifth-level spiritual surgery. I 
observed the operation. I kept waiting for my client to 
say, “Hey, where's my massage?" But she didn’t. The 
next week she came back complaining of postoperative 
symptoms. I could see the stitches on her spleen that 
the guides had put there. Again, I had to hold up two 
green stripes. This time they took out the stitches. And 
again, she didn’t complain that I didn’t touch her body 
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for her massage. She said whatever I was doing felt 
wonderful. That is how I began learning to do fifth- 
level spiritual surgery. 

One day, after doing my morning writing at five- 
thirty, guidance told me to buy a typewriter. I didn't 
know how to type, but I was getting guidance so fast 
that I couldn't write it out in longhand anymore. So I 
was to type it. I learned to type. After some time of 
typing, I couldn't type fast enough. I was told to buy a 
tape recorder, so I started recording it. Without know- 
ing it, I had started my first book. 

I worked on my first book, Hands of Light, for fifteen 
years. Twelve publishers refused the manuscript. I 
didn't know what to do. I got guidance to publish it 
myself. I sold the house I owned but didn't live in 
anymore and got $50,000 for it. Everyone thought I 
was totally nuts to take my entire life savings to do the 
book. But I said, “Either this is my life's work or it isn’t. 
It's time to give everything to it.” It cost me $50,000 to 
make a thousand books. By the time the book was 
published, I had a few hundred dollars left to my name 
and a daughter to support. I wrote a letter to people I 
knew explaining that I had published my book. *I paid 
fifty dollars a book. ГЇЇ sell it to you for fifty dollars.” 
The book sold out in three months, and then I got the 
next batch. Someone suggested I take it to a publisher. 
I said, “But they all refused it already.” But I did, and 
Bantam bought it. The book is now in nine different 
languages and distributed all over the world. 

When I first started communicating with guides, I 
did not particularly distinguish between the ones who 
were with me all the time and those who came for 
several-month intervals to teach me new techniques 
and then left. I could always see them. After I had done 
all those years of preparation by working with the 
guides by myself, they started making suggestions as to 
how to work with my clients during sessions. This 
continued as my massage and therapy practice slowly 
turned into a healing practice. The guides would tell 
me what to do with my hands. They would also give 
me information about clients that I had no way of 
knowing otherwise. They would tell me the physical 
cause of a client's problem as well as the psychological 
cause and how both related to certain relationships the 
client was in now and had been in in the past. I slowly, 
shyly, and embarrassingly introduced the information 
into the session. I would say things like, *Have you 
ever thought of this..." and then add the guides 
information. 

Soon the psychic pressure of so much information 
more or less pushed me into channeling it. I never told 


the client it was a guide—I just talked in a little differ- 
ent voice. I said that my voice changed because I was in 
an altered state. After a few years of this, a client said, 
“You were channeling a guide, weren't you?” 

“Who, me?” 

“What is his name?” the client asked. 

“I don’t know.” 

I usually paid more attention to the guides my clients 
brought with them to a healing session because the 
clients would always want me to describe their guides 
to them. I would convey information to clients from 
their guides as well as from mine. I even began speak- 
ing in strange accents for a while, but I found it rather 
embarrassing. Finally, I said that I only wanted to 
channel one guide that had a more normal voice. If 
somebody else’s guide wanted to convey information 
through me, I would listen and then repeat it. 

I could always see five guides around me when I 
worked—they are still with me. By this time, guides 
were in vogue. Everyone was channeling, and I still 
didn’t know who my main guide was. So I decided to 
find out. I asked my guides one day when I was giving a 
healing/channeling workshop with Pat Rodegast, a 
well-known channeler and author of Emmanuel’s Book 
and Emmanuel’s Book II. Y heard the word “Heyoan” or 
*Heokan." I said, *Yuk! I want a guide with a nice 
name like Pat’s Emmanuel.” I didn’t like the name at all 
and tried to change it, to no avail. Then I forgot all 
about it. Six months later, I was giving another work- 
shop on channeling and healing with Pat. Whenever 
we worked together, we always asked to learn some- 
thing during the work. This time, in frustration, I said, 
“Why does everyone know the name of her guide but 
me? I want to learn the name of my guide.” Sure 
enough, during the workshop, Heyoan once again 
leaned over me when I was demonstrating a healing 
and said,

My name is Heyoan—remember, I told you six 

months ago. It's from Africa and means, “The 

wind whispering truth through the centuries." 
c 


Well now, that was really embarrassing. I had actu- 
ally been told and had completely forgotten the inci- 
dent ever happened. That was my formal introduction 
to Heyoan. We have been great buddies ever since. In 
my state of conscious awareness that I call Barbara, I 


usually “see” Heyoan standing to my right and 
slightly behind me. He appears to be about ten to 
twelve feet tall and light blue, gold, and white in 
color. When I channel Heyoan, our consciousness 
fuses and becomes one consciousness. I “become” 
Heyoan. When I do this, my auric field stretches out 
to a diameter of about twenty feet. Many times after 
channeling Heyoan for an hour or two, I am taken up 
into a room of light where there is a large long table, 
with many guides around it. Here they show me a 
large blueprint of plans of what is to be in the future. I 
don’t usually understand much of what is on these 
plans, but I am trying. Little by little, I think ГЇЇ learn 
how to read them. 

Different groups of guides joined the programs I 
have run through the years. About five years ago, I 
started channeling another spiritual being who ap- 
peared to be very feminine. In the beginning, we called 
her the Goddess because she appeared to be the femi- 
nine aspect of God. The energy field from this being is 
white and gold and has increased over the years. She is 
so large that it is impossible to tell her size. My dear 
friend Marjorie Valeri, a professional harpist, and I go 
into trance. Marjorie channels the harp. A wall of white 
light, much larger than the room, rushes in from be- 
hind Marjorie and me and lifts everyone’s conscious- 
ness. I go into trance and walk around the room giving 
healing and channeling for people. The power is so 
great in this work that I have actually been able to give 
healing to as many as 280 people in one hour. 

What is more, the healing power is so great that the 
effects of the healing unfold over a period of several 
months’ time. The most outstanding case was of some- 
one who came to a workshop at the Omega Institute. 
She was carrying oxygen on her back. She was waiting 
for a heart and two lung transplants. The Goddess 
worked on her for about five minutes. This, and her 
longing to heal herself, helped her turn her illness 
around. The oxygen level in her blood began to in- 
crease until it was higher when she was off the oxygen 
than it was when she was on it. The donor organs never 
came through. She later got married and moved out 
west somewhere. The last I heard, her physicians said 
that she only needed one lung transplant. It has now 
been three years since the Goddess touched her. 

Through the years, the healing energy that we called 
the Goddess has now become much more balanced in 
both masculine and feminine energy. And I was told 
recently in guidance that it really is the holy spirit. I 
now have to deal with my shyness at claiming to chan- 
nel the holy spirit. Somehow, the feminine aspect of 
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God seems more permissible. I'll have to work on that. 
one. In the last workshop I did in Santa Fe, I also 
picked up a new group of guides that call themselves 
the Council of Light. They seem to Науса great deal of 


„power. They sit around in a circle with a candle at each 


one's feet. They seem to have big plans about building 
healing centers around the world. I'm curious as to 
how this one will unfold. It will, in its own time. 

So that is how guidance has worked in my life. In 
doing those things, even though some were rather 
outrageous, ridiculous, or apparently foolish, I built 
my faith. It took faith as I was continually tested to do 
exactly what I was asked to do or to give the exact 
information and not expound on the information that I 
was given. That is why I eventually got to the leve] of 
channeling specific treatments and how long a person 
should take them. Guidance took me step by step into 
my Higher Sense Perception, channeling, and the 
higher three levels of the auric field. It took me into my 
spirituality and the spirit world and made it real. Guid- 
ance has brought me many wonderful experiences and 
has taken me to a broader understanding of my own 
divinity. 

Following guidance and entering into the spiritual 
side of life is not always easy because it is so challeng- 
ing. We tend to ignore it, put it off, or just plain think it 
is not real. Learning to follow guidance is a step-by- 
step process that brings us into our higher spiritual 
realities. Each time we choose to follow guidance, we 
choose our higher divine will. By repeatedly doing this, 
we begin to experience the higher levels of our spiritual 
realities that correspond to the fifth, sixth, and seventh 
levels of our auric field. Let us now go to the higher 
levels of the field. 


The Fifth Level of the Aura: 
Divine Will 


The fifth level ofthe auric field is associated with divine 
will. It is the primal level of all form and symbols. As 
soon as you lift up into the fifth level with your Higher 
Sense Perception, you will see cobalt-blue light. It may 
be a bit confusing at first because the fifth level is the 
template or blueprint for all form. That means that it is 
like the negative of a photograph or a stencil for an 
airbrush. Everything is reversed. What you would ex- 
pect to be solid is empty, clear space. What you would 
expect to be empty, clear space is solid cobalt blue. 
After you have spent some time on the'fifth level, you 
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get used to this reversal and don't notice it so much. ` 
Since the fifth level is the template for the first, you can 
think of it as made of grooves into which the lines of 
the first level ofthe auric field fit. Or you might think of 
the bed ofa river in which the water (energy lines ofthe 
first level) flows. The fifth level of your field is the 
template for the first level, which is then the template 
for your physical body. 

The fifth level is usually hardest for people in our 
culture to understand. In our culture, we let reason 
rule. If we are asked to do something, we want to know 
why. We want to understand what it is all about. The 
problem with this is that with our reason we can under- 
stand only things that are within our definition of 
reality. If we have not experienced the spiritual realities 
of the higher dimensions, they are not real for us. And 
we have to be taken by the hand and led into them step 
by step. We won't recognize the landscape for a while 
because it is new territory. We need to let go of our 
preconceived ideas of how it will be and allow the 
experience simply to unfold. 

In order to walk into the spiritual world described in 
my books, I had to trust and follow divine will when I 
didn't understand what it was all about. Understand- 
ing came later. It is no accident that one of the first 
things the guides told me to do was a very simple 
harmless act. They were accommodating my reason. I 
needed to be led step by step. With divine will I was 
able to do this, even though my reason constantly 
demanded to understand something it did not have 
enough information to understand. The only way to 
gather enough information was to just do what I was 
told to do and to trust. | 


Our Negative Images About Divine Will 


Divine will, also known as God's will, is often not 
understood and has been misused a great deal. The old 
way of experiencing divine will reflects an authority 
issue. Our main negative image is that God's will is 
pitted against our own, because most likely it isn't what 
we want. It is something we must defy in order to be 
free. Yet we are given free will to choose. So we are in a 
double bind. We have free will, but if we don't use our 
willpower to force ourselves to choose God's will— 
which we don't want to do—we are in trouble. 

Therefore, we have another image: God's will is 
something to fear, because if we don't do God's will, 
we will be punished. So if we don't know what it is, 
maybe we won't be punished so badly. So we'd better 
stay away from knowing what it is. 

Another image about divine will that we use to re- 


sign ourselves to painful situations is: There is nothing 
Ican do to change God's will. That gets us nicely out of 
the responsibility to do something about a situation 
that is painful. 

Divine will is also a nice catchall to explain anything 
we don't understand. Once again, we don't have to 
understand it! It is mysterious. In fact, it may even be 
sacrilege to try to understand it! 

In our religions, God's will has been used to control 
people with the idea that only a few know what God's 
will is. Therefore, the rest of us have to do what those 
few say. Essentially, those few people have turned our 
main image inside out and acted, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, as if their will were God's will. They have used 
the main God image of their followers for their own 
advantage. God's will has been used to give excuses to 
kill and take territory. In fact, God's will has probably 
been used as an excuse for all the terrible things that 
different peoples have done to each other throughout 
history. 

If we see our desires as being at odds with God's, 
then we can blame God for our problems. It is God 
who won't give to us. This places power outside of us. 
All we need to do under this system is to be good, 
according to a particular religion's rules, and then he 
may give us what we want. Our negative image of good 
is that it is rather boring, hard to do, and definitely not 
free. God is rather like our parents, isn’t he? “If you 
behave, we can go for ice cream.” No wonder people 
shy away from the idea of divine will. 

Our negative images of divine will also cause confu- 
sion in us as to what will is. Most of the time, we think 
of willpower as something we need in order to get 
things done, because it is hard to get things done. 
There is always something or someone that we have to 
push or get out of our way. In other words, another 
negative image we have about will is that it is needed to 
fight resistance. Will gives us the power to win over an 
obstacle. Within the old system, the resistance is always 
seen as outside of us. 

In fact, all these images about divine will separate us 
not only from others but from ourselves. If we're doing 
God's will and it's different from what we want to do, 
we're separated from ourselves. When we're separated 
from ourselves, we're also separated from others, and 
the battle begins. 

The fact that we have to work so hard to make our 
will agree with God's will implies that our will is not so 
good. Where does the idea that our will might not be 
good come from? It comes from the idea of separation 
and that there is something wrong with us. Such ves- 
tiges of old religious values are outmoded and no 


longer work for us. They exist under the old regime of 
power-over. The underlying image in this old way of 
being is that we need a God to keep us responsible and 
good. But is that really so? Heyoan says:

All of this, my friends, is an illusion. By virtue of 
your pushing, you create the resistance to push 
against. Without the resistance, what would the 
will do?

Connecting to the Divine Will 
Within Your Own Heart 


We are moving into a new way of being that is based on 
power and responsibility from within. Consider the 
possibility that will has nothing to do with overcoming 
resistance, but rather acts to find our way. Let us look at 
a different metaphysics in which this will make sense. 

If we recognize ourselves as having a good, responsi- 
ble God within that lives in synchronicity with and is 
holographically part of the great universal God, then 
our inner will is the same as that of God. It simply is. 
There is nothing to fight against, nothing to push 
against. There is only action to be done to accomplish 
that which is willed. Will evokes action. 

Our need is to be able to know what our good will is. 
Where does it come from? How do we recognize this 
good will within us? How do we know that it is the 
right one? What does it feel like? 

Again, it is time to turn to the new M-3 metaphysics, 
introduced in Chapter 3. Within this framework, all 
things physical are born out of mind or consciousness. 
Thus, our physical lives are born out of mind. Mind 
was there before matter. If we assume mind indeed 
created our physical lives, it must have had a purpose in 
doing so. The universal mind's purpose in doing so is 
divine purpose. The divine purpose for which we were 
created is our life task. Divine will puts divine reason 
into action. 

The physical world is constantly held in creation by 
universal or divine mind. Our purpose is ongoing. It is, 
so to speak, alive. Our purpose extends not only across 
the broad expanse of our lifetime but functions in the 
here-and-now moment. Our purpose in this very mo- 
ment is always connected with our life purpose, no 
matter what situation we find ourselves in. Our inner 
divine will functions in all tiny moments, in all grand 
time scales, in little actions, and in large long-term 
projects. It functions holographically to serve divine 
purpose. 
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The Relationship Between 
Free Will and Divine Will 


Our confusion about will comes when we do not un- 
derstand that our free-will choice of any moment is 
always challenged to serve our internal divine will. The 
degree to which we freely choose our divine will within 
is the exact degree to which we express and act accord- 
ing to our true self. This will is based on power-from- 
within rather than power-against or -over another. It is 
based on self-responsibility rather than on blame. It is 
based on freedom for all, rather than control of others. 
In divine will, there is no place for blame or the illusion 
of something outside us to fight against. 

In areas of our lives where we have pain and trouble, 
we have acted out of fear and not followed our inner 
divine will. Perhaps we are confused about what we 
want to do with our lives. We act out of fear and do 
what we think will please other people. Here our ac- 
tions are still functioning from the perspective that we 
must fight against something outside us to get our way, 
so we don't bother to follow our true will. We are not 
doing what we truly want to do. We may even create an 
apparent outside resistance to prevent us from doing 
what we want. It is really ourselves that we fight— 
other people are just “stand-ins.” At times, we say 
things calculated to get someone else to protest, so that 
we can get out of doing something we want but are too 
afraid to take the chance to do. Of course, it certainly 
doesn’t seem so at the time of our decision making. We 
just focus on the protest from people around us as a 
diversion from what we know we must do. But in the 
long run that never really works. Happiness will not be 
ours until we do what is right for us. 

For example, writing my first book was a very diff- 
cult task. I was constantly fighting myself on it. I spent 
a lot of time in doubt and avoidance, committing to 
too many things at once so there was no time left to 
write. I was too afraid to admit that what I was doing 
was very important work and that the world really 
wanted this material. Most people didn’t even know 
that I was writing a book. Almost everyone I spoke to 
about publishing a book on my own thought it was a 
pretty crazy idea. “Who in their right mind would take 
their entire life’s savings and put it into a book that 
twelve publishers have already refused?” they asked. 
But I knew that it was my divine purpose to bring this 
work into the world, so I did it and trusted. Doing it 
myself was a great act of faith and extremely empower- 
ing. It changed my life because I knew that my work 
had been done out of love. 

Our divine purpose in the moment is always aligned 
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with the universal whole. People may not know that 
and may protest what we have decided to do, but it is 
our full responsibility to decide and to then follow 
through. What our divine will says to do is not usually 
the easiest solution. Many times it is very difficult, as 
when I moved to the center without my husband. Had 
I not done so, however, my life would have been very 
different. 


Some good questions to find out 
if you are aligned with your divine will: 

Does my will interfere with someone else's freedom? 
Am I trying to control someone? 

Is my will based on blame and therefore defiant of an 
imagined authority? 

Is my will pitted against someone else's and therefore 
expressive of an inner resistance? 


If your answer is yes to any of the above, you are still 
thinking or acting out of M-1 metaphysics. 


Is my will in this moment connected to the purpose of 
my life? 

Does my will turn me in the direction of my own self- 
responsibility and therefore my freedom? 

Does my will help me open my heart and love? 

Does it empower me to move ahead to fill the deepest 
longing of my soul? 


If your answer is yes to any of the above, you have 
shifted your perspective to the new M-3 metaphysics. 
It will work better for you. 


Daily Affirmations to Keep 
Aligned with Your Purpose 


To keep your life and your health running smoothly, it 
is a very good practice to align yourself consciously 
with your divine or positive will. What is it that you 
wish to accomplish? This question holds not only for 
your personal life and health but for your whole life as 
well. As we have already said, our purpose in life is 
synchronistic with our purpose in this very moment. 
They are holographically connected. Whatever it is you 
want to accomplish in any given moment is directly 
connected to your greater purpose in life. It may not 
always seem so, but it is. 

If your purpose in life is to be a healer, for example, 
then how you take care of your health right now mat- 
ters because it affects your energy field and your ability 
to heal others. If your purpose in life is to express 


yourself in words, then speaking your truth right now 
is a way to stay aligned with your expression. If feeding 
the poor is your life task, then your relationship to food 
and nurturing is very important. What you do right 
now to nurture others is practice for your larger life 
task and affects it directly. How, what, and how much 
you eat right now matter. If your life task is to simply 
find pleasure in living, then how you approach your life 
in this very moment is a very important step in that 
task. If you see the glass as half empty now, you are 
further from pleasure in living than if you see the glass 
as half full. If you feel deep inside that you are to be a 
great leader of many people, then how you act right 
now to those near you who have the least power mat- 
ters a great deal. If you do not treat them with love and 
respect now, you will not get closer to your leadership. 
Your task now is to practice higher principles in the 
things that you do every moment. Your greater life task 
is actually just a result of your moment-to-moment 
practice of higher life principles. The real work is nght 
now, wherever you are, whatever life brings. 

If your purpose in the moment is a distorted version 
of your original purpose and therefore causes pain and 
dis-ease in your life, it needs to be placed in direct 
alignment with your greater purpose, so it can create 
health and balance in your life. 

A way to align your will is with affirmations. If the 
idea of following God’s will sounds like a struggle to do 
something imposed from the outside, then you still 
carry the negative authority image that God is a deity 
that gives rules. The truth is that God’s will rests within 
your own heart. Listen to the will of God as it speaks 
through your own heart. 

Here is the affirmation I used several times every day 
for a period of two years, right after I was asked to close 
my channel and concentrate on my own inner work. I 
used it to bring about the shift within myself from the 
small ego will to the divine will within my own heart. It 
is a great affirmation to dispel the notion that God’s 
will is an outside rule. It is taken from a Pathwork 
guide lecture channeled by Eva Pierrakos. 


Affirmation to Align with God^s Will 


I commit myself to the will of God. 
I give my heart and soul to God. 

I deserve the best in life. 

I serve the best cause in life. 

I am a divine manifestation of God. 
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The Mechanics of Getting Guidance 


The mechanics of getting guidance are actually rather 
simple. It is best to start very simply. You may do itina 
group or alone. It is important to experience getting 
guidance in both ways during your training period. 
Simply sit down with a notebook and pencil. Sit in a 
meditative position and consciously align with divine 
will. 

You may silently say to yourself, *I align myself with 
God’s will. I want to know the truth, whatever it is. I let 
go of my personal stake in the answer. In the name of | 
God [or Christ, Buddha, Allah, or whatever spiritual 
figure is meaningful to you] I want to know.” Write 


down your question on the paper, then simply wait for - 


an answer. Your pencil will not move automatically. 
You are not doing automatic writing. Rather, you are 
telepathically listening. Write whatever comes into 
your mind without discrimination. You may judge 
what comes out as stupid or wrong, but write it any- 
way. After the writing is ended, put it away without 
rcading it for at least four hours. Then you may read it 
and analyze it. 

It is important to write down everything that comes 
into your mind when you are practicing. If you do so, 
with practice, you will begin to recognize what you are 
making up with your mind and what you are hearing 
telepathically. There will be a distinct difference in the 
quality of information, the language it comes in, and its 
tone. True guidance is always loving, supportive, non- 
judgmental, and truthful. It will not betray your integ- 
rity, your honesty, or your honor. 

If you are practicing in a group, have one person ask 
a question. Everyone can get guidance for the answer. 
Share it right away, and compare answers. You will be 
surprised at how they agree and complement each 
other. Do not be afraid to speak up in the group if you 
think an answer is wrong. Now, in the beginning, is the 
time to learn to keep the channel clear. If you are 
criticized, find the seed kernel of truth in the criticism 
and take it to your next guidance session. When you 
find something in yourself to clear that relates to the 
criticism, take it to a session to find out what your bias 
is that influenced your channeling. This is difficult 
Work and usually needs to be done with another person 
Who is skilled in psychological functioning and in find- 
ing spiritual truth. I have always found it necessary to 
get regular help from another person. The more honest 
you are with yourself, the clearer your channel will be. 

Following my guidance for so many years has 
brought me great reward and many experiences of spir- 
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itual ecstasy. As I used to say when I had a healing 
practice, “It is a great privilege because I spend all day 
working with angels and being in a state of love." It 
was the most effective tool in helping me lift to the 
sixth level of the auric field, divine love. 


The Sixth Level of the Aura: 
Divine Love 


Unlike level five, level six is very familiar to us. We are 
inspired by the beauty of a sunrise or sunset, by the 
beauty of sunlight on water or of moonlight on a lake. 
The stars lift us into the indigo ofthe night sky, and we 
are in wonder. We listen to music in a cathedral or 
chanting in a temple, and we are brought to spiritual 
ecstasy. We feel as if we are brought home to ourselves, 
and we love all that there is. These experiences are 
unique to each of us. There is no way words can convey 
the depth and breadth of spiritual feclings. Poetry 
brings us to the door, but we walk through it. 

The sixth level of the aura looks like beautiful bright 
opalescent rays of light that reach out in all directions 
in a general egg shape. It has all the colors of the 
rainbow and is perhaps the most beautiful level of the 
aura to look at. Bringing our conscious awareness to 
this level brings us into spiritual ecstasy. 

We all have a need to experience this regularly, like 
breathing. Many people do not know this. But it is as 
essential to feed the human soul as it is to feed the body. 
When the human soul is not fed, we become cynical 
about life. Life becomes just one hurdle after another, 
and there is a lack of well-beingness. Many times we try 
to replace the something-is-missing feeling with mate- 
rial wealth. It doesn’t work. The only way to fill sixth- 
level needs is through sixth-level experience. That 
means lifting ourselves to this level of experience. This 
means giving time and energy to this part of ourselves 
in our daily lives. 

It may mean regular meditation. It may mean regular 
silent sunrise walks on the beach or in the mountains. It 
may mean going regularly to a religious service of your 
choice. It may mean regular poetry readings or regular 
attendance at the symphony. It is simply a matter of 
giving it time and focus. If silent meditation is not for 
you, try playing inspirational music when you medi- 
tate. 

Your job in your self-healing is to provide yourself 
with this kind of nourishment. What music lifts you to 
these levels? What type of meditation do you prefer 
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that lifts you into spiritual experience? Do you have 
other ways to do it? What are they? 

When you do this regularly, you will awaken vast 
parts of yourself that are full of beauty and love that 
you get to know. They will become part of your normal 
self. 

On the sixth level, you will experience unconditional 
love, both for yourself and for others. Unconditional 
love is the experience of caring completely for the well- 
being of another person without wanting anything in 
return for it. You give your love without placing any 
conditions on it. That means completely accepting 
them exactly as they are. It means giving your love in a 
way that stands in honor and respect for who they are, 
delighting in their differences from you, and support- 
ing them to move into their excellence. It means ac- 
knowledging the source of life within them as the 
source of the divine. 


The Importance of Desire 


The even-numbered levels of the aura are all feeling 
levels. All carry our desires. On level two—our feelings 
about ourselves—we carry the desires to feel good 
about ourselves, to love ourselves, and to be happy. On 
level four, our desires center on our relationships with 
others: our desires for intimacy, for a loving home, and 
loving friends. On the sixth level, our desires are to feel 
connected to all that there is, connected to God. These 
are our desires for spiritual communion. 


(CR 


Some spiritual or religious groups say that desires 
are not good, that desires get you in trouble and need 
to be controlled or turned off. All the world's major 
religions have rejected a part of the human experience, 
whether it be sexual desire, our desire to be connected 
to God directly instead of going through some partic- 
ularly chosen person, our desire to know who we are, 
our desire to remember our past experience, our desire 
to commune with the angels, our desire to know good 
and evil, and our desire to know reality—how it is 
created and our part in it. Every religion has labeled 
some of these desires as bad, dangerous, or ridiculous. 

Heyoan, however, has a different viewpoint. He says 
that the prime problem is not the true desires them- 
selves but the distortion or exaggeration of them. All of 
these desires are connected to a deeper desire, or our 
spiritual longing carried inside us on deeper dimen- 
sions of who we are. (These dimensions will be dis- 
cussed in Chapter 17.) This spiritual longing leads us 
through our lives. It keeps us on our path. It helps us 
complete our purpose in being upon the earth. Re- 
cently, during a meditation, Heyoan explained how 
our personal desires are very helpful to us and need to 
be listened to, clarified, and followed through on. Here 
is a little lecture he gave that explains the causes of the 
distortion and exaggeration of our true desires. It 
shows us how to separate the true desires from the 
distorted ones and how to heal the distorted ones that 
bring us so much frustration and a sense of unfulfill- 
ment. 


CONNECTING PERSONAL DESIRE WITH 
SPIRITUAL LONGING 
Channeled from 
Heyoan 


Set your purpose of personal healing for what 
you wish to receive, and connect to the greater 
plan that is being directed by the spiritual world. 
When you continue to align with your task that is 
synchronized with the task of the spiritual world, 
the work will be much lighter and easier. You will 
be connected to the deeper meaning of any event 
that you experience as you go through your heal- 
ing process. You will be able to settle into the 
purpose that you have set and let go the desires of 
the personality that do not synchronize with 
those of your life task. 


You see, not all desires are negative, as some 
groups perhaps say. Rather, some desires are a 
distortion or exaggeration of your deeper spiri- 
tual desire that rests within your life plan. The 
unfulfillment or frustration that you feel comes 
from the unfulfillment of the deeper spiritual 
work that you have come to accomplish, not from 
the apparent unfulfilled desire that rests on the 
surface of your consciousness. Your: personal 
work, then, is to find and understand the root of 
your distorted desires that rest within the life 
plan, then manifest those deeper desires, or spiri- 


tual longings as we call them, in accordance with 
that plan. 

And so, dear ones, what are your true needs? 
Here is how to allow the feelings and the long- 
ings for those real needs to fill your being so that 
they can be fulfilled. First make a list. What do 
you wish to create for yourself? Keep it simple 
and profound. As you make that visualization 
clear, do not send it up to us as if we will give it down 
to you, but rather seed it deeply into the core of your 
being so that it can emerge from your inner foun- 
tain. Whenever you have a desire that is clear and 
synchronized with your life task, take it to the 
inner fountain of creativity. 

As you move into yourself and expand your 
conscious awareness to a greater level of being, 
you will experience at first hand the connection 
to the great plan of salvation and to the hierarchy 
that runs it. For there is a plan that involves 
many, many people. This plan will continue to 
unfold over the face of the earth to a greater 
extent and intensity and with a greater clarity as 
the years progress. 

What you read today may not be immediately 
understandable to you. Understanding may: 
come perhaps in the next three, seven, ten, or 
fifteen years. Hold these teachings in a personal, 
sacred place within. Keep a sacred personal jour- 
nal, so that as the years progress and your per- 
sonal path unfolds, you will have reference to 
earlier occurrences that did not make sense or 
were not understandable to you at the time of 
occurrence, but that will later become a key piéce 
in the puzzle of your life task. These journals can 
also be for private guidance that you receive for 
your personal process. We seek to help you rec- 
ognize the power and the light and the respon- 
sibility for that power and light within you, for 
that is where it already rests. 

Now we will lead you to a deeper understanding 
ofthe wound that you carry that we spoke about in 
the first chapter in this book and to a deeper un- 
derstanding of your intent not to feel that wound. 
This intent is called negative intent, for it does not 
serve you. It just brings more pain into your life. 
This will bring a greater understanding of self and 
the overall process of personal transformation. 
The work of transformation is to move into the 
self and discover the inner landscape. You have al- 
ready traversed such landscapes. You have tra- 
versed inner tunnels of darkness that lead to more 
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light. Through this transformation process, you 
find greater love, integrity, power, and innocence 
within the self. You discover that the world inside 
is just as large as that outside, and then you might 
ask again, “Who am I?” 

In the beginning of your life, there came unex- 
pected pain. You reacted to this pain by trying to 
stop it. In doing so, you stopped the creative im- 
pulse within you. Perhaps it was as simple as the 
pain you felt when you touched the hot burner of 
a stove, or perhaps it was an angry look from a 
parent. In the moment pain came, you stopped 
the creative force within you and covered it with 
shadow. In doing so, you disconnected from your 
center, and a part of you forgot who you are. 

As you discover more inner landscapes through 
the personal transformation process, you bring 
back the memory of who you are. The original 
love and spiritual longing that you carried in your 
emotion, the original courage of your will, the 
original truth in your reason is still within you. 
You may not be aware of your spiritual longing 


. directly, but it makes its way through your inner 


shadows as personality desires. There is nothing 
wrong with personal desires on the human level, 
for they are a reflection of the divine longing 
within, the original creative impulse. 

The desires that you have as a human being for 
relationship, for love, for security, for finding 
your way to create your life as you wish are beauti- 
ful. Perhaps they are also not clear. Perhaps they 
are distorted. Perhaps you wish for a great deal of 
moncy because you do not feel safc. But it is not 
money that will make you feel safe. Perhaps you 
wish for a perfect mate who will completely un- 
derstand you, not disagree with you, and take care 
of you. But what is under such a desire? The abdi- 
cation of adult responsibility? The fear of change? 
In such conditions you would not grow through 
an exchange of ideas. That kind of “perfection” 
would not work in the human condition; it would 
neutralize your purpose of life in the physical. 

If you wish to fulfill your true desires in your 
life, it becomes a matter of finding the parts of 
you that shadow and distort the original creative 
act coming from your inner fountain. You can do 
this by clearing the shadow and distortions and 
synchronizing your personal desires with your 
original spiritual longing that is held deep within 
the core of your being. They are directly con- 
nected. Your clear undistorted personal desires 
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are the manifestation, on the personality level, of 
your deeper core's longing. They are your allies. 
They lead you to the deeper core of your life. 

What is the desire that you feel now? Perhaps 
you think it's selfish. It may or may not be. Sim- 
ply ask, *How does this desire of my personality 
connect to the original inner longing that leads 
me through my life?” Your work is simply to 
clear a path between the two so that the per- 
sonality desire is a pure expression of the original 
creative impulse within. ; 

There has been a lot of confusion over the earth 
about this issue. Much pain has come from this 


It is at the sixth level of our being that we experience 
faith and hope. 

A very important part of your healing process will be 
the building of faith and hope. The building of faith in 
yourself, in your internal resources, and in your ability 
to take care of yourself and create what you hope and 
long for in life: Hope for a better life. Hope for better 
health. Hope for a new world order. Hope for human- 
ity, for the planet. Faith carries you step by step 
through the dark tunnels we all traverse in life toward 
the hope for the fulfillment of our longing.

confusion because in some circles desires are re- 
garded as sin. The only sin is forgetting who you : 
are. The only sin is the illusion that you find your- 
self in. Do not judge your desires. Hold your de- 
sires as most holy precious parts of yourself, parts 
of the pieces of your life that need to be illumi- 
nated. 

Now meditate to find a way from your per- 
sonality desires to your deeper soul's longing. 
Remember, you are connected to the great plan 
of salvation that is unfolding on this earth. As 
you heal yourself, so earth heals herself. 


We all go through periods of our life when we lose 
faith. This happens when we are in the darkest places of 
the internal tunnels we go through during the transfor- 
mation process. When all else fails and we are sure we 
have lost, we finally surrender to faith and hope that we 
didn't even know we had inside. 

A beautiful healing meditation came through in a 
lecture I gave in Denver in July 1988. It speaks of faith 
and hope, and it connects healing your pain to your life 
task. It is a wonderful thing to use when your faith is 
being tested. Here it is. 


HEALING THROUGH FAITH AND HOPE

Allow the light to come through you and lift you 
while you have your feet firmly fixed upon the 


earth. For you stand most naturally as a bridge 


between heaven and your spirituality and the 
earth, your beloved home in the physical. The 
more you allow this reality to come through to 
your daily personality, the more you will begin 
living your true self—who you are and what you 
have come here for. Feel the energies in this room 
turn molten white as we join you for this commu- 
nion. Open your eyes to see, your ears to hear, 


and your senses to feel our presence. We are not 
your imagination. Indeed, we are your brethren, 
and we have come here to work together, to bring 
peace and healing to this planet. 

We have all agreed to do that before you were 
born. It was with a great deal of hope and faith 
that you came here and took over a physical body. 
For the longing that you felt to come to this 
planet and to serve her was so great that you 
agreed to take up some of the pain that exists 
upon this planet and to heal it. You agreed to take 


that pain into your own body and into your own 
psyche, so that it could be transformed into love. 

So I say to you, you came with great hope in 
your hearts of a beautiful future and with the 
faith to guide you every step of the way to that 
transformation not only within yourself but of 
this planet. 

So let us explore a bit more in detail just how 
this works. We call it connecting with the univer- 
sal divinity. You have brought with you great 
wisdom and great power. You have brought with 
you tremendous amounts of love, much more 
than you have ever dreamed of having or receiv- 
ing. It is with that love and wisdom and power 
that you came here to heal. You have brought up 
a body from the body of the mother earth. You 
have designed that body well. You have brought 
from the heavens an energy system of the perfect 
combinations of energies that will give you the 
tools to fulfill your deepest inner longing. For 
that is what you have come here for: that which 
you long to do more than anything. That most 
outrageous dream that you carry secretly locked 
away, in a little package, deep within your 
heart—that is what you have come here to do. 

So perhaps now you can take that little package, 
open it, and look inside. Do not be ashamed. Do 
not think that what you see is egotistical. It is 
not—it is the truth. Do not think it too outra- 
geous, for the only limitation that you have is the 
belief system that you have placed upon yourself. 
Do not think it too mundane to be in the now, to 
be connected and have all your actions come from 
your being. No matter what you happen to be do- 
ing at the moment, it is a most holy act. It is an act 
of faith. 

If you haven't opened your little package yet, 
go ahead and do so. You will be delighted with 
that which you've packed away. I suggest to you 
that you take this package that is opened and put 
it upon an altar and meditate on it twice a day, at 
least five minutes each time. I’m sure you can find 
five minutes twice a day, when you get up in the 
morning and before you go to bed at night, to 
align yourself with this purpose. If you are shy 
about it, keep it a secret. If you wish to speak 
about it, feel free. But choose well those with 
whom you speak about it, choose those who will 
understand and will support you in your en- 
deavor. For you have a job to do. I shall describe 
that job to you in the following way. 
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I would like you now to scan your life. Go back 
to your childhood to find the deepest pain that 
you have ever felt. Find that pain in its seed ker- 
nel. For every one of you carries a seed kernel of 
pain within you. 

Once you have found it, follow where you have 
gone from the seed. Find how it has permeated 
every moment of your life, every area of your life. 
Find how you have carried this pain, year after 
year. Yes, it has changed. It has expressed itself 
differently in different areas, but I assure you it is 
the same pain. 

It is precisely the pain, not only within yourself but 
reflected in the world, that you have come hereto heal. 

You have taken up this pain and placed it 
within your body and in your psyche. With great 
courage you have done this. There is no escape. 
Escape from the pain does not heal it. There is 
only the healing. 

I would like you to take this pain and wrap it 
gently in love and acceptance. Treat it as a new- 
born child, a child who has forgotten who he is. 
This is a child of hope, a child of the bright, shin- 
ing future, and it is you, the healer, that has the 
faith to heal this child of pain. The first step in 
your self-healing is to accept that this pain is 
yours to heal. It is your personal task that you 
have voluntarily accepted in service of not only 
yourself but the planet. You as healers have taken 
an oath to be meticulously honest with yourself, 
to love and honor the self, to follow and obey the 
divine wisdom that is inside of you, above you, 
below you, and all around you. 

Feel our presence in the room. You need not 
pick up this burden alone. There is always guid- 
ance. Use your faith to heal your body. Make a 
habit of it. Do not wait until you are in pain. Do it 
with faith. 

Upon your altar, place the pain of the child 
next to the love of the healer within: One is hope 
and one is faith. It is these two that will mold and 
transmute your energy so that you and the earth 
can become transfigured in light. Feel the love in 
this room. Feel the light that you are. Feel the 
light above you and below you. Feel the light all 
around you, and the light of those who have gone 
before you. Feel the light in every cell of your 
body. Be who you are. That is all that you ever 
volunteered for. Be who you are, that is all that 
was ever required. Be who you are, that is all that 
was ever needed. Be who you are.

\ Divine Mind 


It is said that the highest form of ecstasy is pure, divine 
creative thought. This is the gift of the seventh level. 
Here is where the creator soars, for it is here that he/she 
knows the perfect pattern and understands him-/herself 
to be God. Here he/she weaves his/her own golden 
thread through the perfect universal pattern of cre- 
ation, bringing even more perfection to an alive, 
pulsating, golden web of reality. | 

This is everyone's birthright; it is everyone's most 
natural, normal state. The more we allow ourselves 
this, the more alive we become, the more healthy we 
become, and the more human we become. We could 
not exist without this seventh level. We will exist in 
much more happiness, ecstasy, and love when we give 
this to ourselves in simple regular daily meditation, and 
then integrate it into our daily lives. Do not underesti- 
mate yourself. It is already in you. It is a matter of 
bringing your conscious awareness to it, and being 
who you arc. 


Meditation to Reach the Seventh Level 

Do this simple meditation for ten minutes daily each 
morning on rising, and you will be surprised how well 
your day goes. Simply sit in a meditative position and 
keep your back straight. Do not lean on anything with 
your upper back. If you need support, prop something 
behind your sacrum. Now simply repeat each word of 
the following mantra with cach in or out breath that 
you take. Each time your mind wanders, simply bring 
it back to the words of the mantra, which is, “Be still, 
and know that I am God.” . 


The level of divine mind brings us to our reason for 
being. The seventh level of the field is divine mind, 
knowing the perfect pattern. When we lift our con- 
sciousness to this level of our being, we enter into a 
state of clarity that brings us to the understanding that 
everything is perfect the way it is, even in its imperfec- 

. tions. It is only from this level of our being that we can 
understand this. From other levels, it may sound like a 
copout or just another airy-fairy idea that has nothing 

.to do with reality. How could something that is imper- 
fect be perfect? 

Itisfromtheseventh level that we understand that the 
earth experience is a schoolroom of lessons. The major 
lesson here is to learn love. It is easy to love what is per- 
fect and gives us no problem. It is when we are in trouble 


and pain that we need to learn to love ourselves and 
others. Therefore, the imperfections on the earth are the 
perfect situation in which to learn love. If we knew how 
to love under any conditions, we would not have created 
these conditions. When we learn to love under any con- 
ditions, the love we give will change the conditions. 

On the seventh level, the aura is made of very strong 
brilliant lines of gold-white light. They hold the whole 
thing together. These lines of light are surprisingly 
strong. Meditation in which you lift your conscious 
awareness to this level will bring about a sense of 
strength, ease, and acceptance in your life. Since every- 
thing is perfect and is working within a perfect order of 
things, whatever happens must have a higher reason 
behind it, no matter what it is. Bad things don’t happen 
because we are bad. We are not being punished. Many 
things happen out of a greater order that we may not 
understand. Whatever happens, no matter how much 
it doesn’t make sense or makes sense only in a negative 
context, is a lesson in loving. No matter what. | 

Learning what the higher divine reason for any diff- 
cult situation is helps us deal with what is happening. If 
we know that a divine lesson is being learned through a 
difficult experience, it is easier to go through it, even if 
we do not know what that lesson is. Most of the time, 
we do not know what that lesson is because usually we 
can't understand it until we have learned it. 

Two particular cases come to mind that show how 
an unacceptable event was made acceptable through 
surrendering to the healing process or life lesson being 
learned, and lifting to a higher level of understanding. 


Healing Stephanie's Heart 
Heals the Heart of Her Family 


In 1985, I gave a series of healings to a three-year- 
old and her mother. The little girl, Stephanie, had 
been born with atrial septal defect (ASD), a hole 
about the size of a quarter between two chambers of 
her heart. Open heart surgery had been scheduled for 
July 1985. The mother, Karen, had had several sur- 
geries herself and was afraid for Stephanie of the pain 
that would follow surgery. Karen's initial motive for 
bringing Stephanie to the healings was to prevent the 
surgery. | 
Each session, Karen would ask Heyoan if her daugh- 
ter really had to have open heart surgery. Wasn't there 
any way it could be prevented? I was also really into 
avoiding the surgery. Every time Karen asked Heyoan 
about it, I would get nervous. I didn't want to give any 
false predictions. At one point toward the end of à 


healing, Heyoan, as if he had had enough of our com- 
plaining, suddenly exclaimed to me, *Here, follow 
me.” 

I found myself rushing down a hospital corridor 
behind Heyoan. He flung open the doors to surgery, 
brought me up to the table, and said, “Here, look at 
this.” 

I found myself leaning over and looking down into 
the open cavity in Stephanie’s chest. The operation was 
going well. Then the scene moved forward in time and 
switched to recovery. Stephanie was doing fine. Then it 
was a day or two after the operation. Already Stephanie 
was sitting in a chair in her hospital room looking very 
chipper. I saw her jump out of the chair and run to her 
parents when they came into the room. Next, the scene 
switched to Stephanie, at about thirteen years old, just 
moving into puberty. She was standing in front of a 
mirror, looking at the scar on her chest. She looked 
beautiful, healthy, and radiant. She was examining the 
scar in a Curious and unconcerned way. The scar helped 
her connect with her heart and loving. 

Then Heyoan said, “Now, is that so bad?” 

I relayed my little adventure to Karen, and her fears 
abated for a while, but of course, by the next session, 
they were back. 

It was still very difficult for me to stay unbiased in the 
healings. Since I am a mother of a daughter, too, I 
wanted to help avoid this operation. Having had a 
cesarean section with complications for the birth of my 
own daughter, I also found that I was biased against 
surgery, even though the surgery had saved my baby’s 
life. Because of my own bias and the pressure from 
Karen, I again was having trouble keeping my channel 
clear. Finally, I was able to lift up through the higher 
levels of the auric field to Heyoan, and I received the 
following guidance from him:

The issues around loving for you relate to your 
being able to hold someone within the field of 
your loving energy and still let them experience 
their life as they had planned it for themselves. 
You cannot protect or save any child of yours 
from its own karma. Karma in this case means its 
own life plan that it has chosen. For this is a wise 
Soul and has come in for a beautiful task and has 
chosen exactly how she will do it, and she con- 
tinues to choose that moment by moment. She 
continues to remake her commitment to life in 
the physical world with every breath she takes, 
just as the two of you do. 
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[Here Heyoan refers to both Barbara and Karen. | 


And so if we could enter into these discussions 
from this broader point of view, perhaps there 
will be less static in the channel. If the two of you 
were now to move to the place of wisdom within 
yourselves, you will both find the deeper wisdom 
within you that chose the operations that you 
each experienced. There was an enormous 
amount learned by each of you. Why, it started 
this one [referring to Barbara] on her road to 
becoming a healer, did it not? For before that, 
there was no experience of pain or illness, so 
therefore there was no empathy of those that 
were ill because her experience was lacking. 

And with you, Karen, my dear, similar issues 
hold. You had never experienced being so well 
cared for until your surgery. It opened for you 
great vistas of the heart, of caring and being cared 
for, of giving in and trusting. But yet I’m hearing 
you say, “Trusting—are you kidding? I trusted 
and look at what happened!” And I say to you, do 
look at what happened. You ended up with two 
wonderful children. You were cared for. The 
closeness between you and your husband and be- 
tween you and your greater family grew a great | 
deal. 


You are now caring for them. You understand 
their pain more. You are certainly well prepared 
to help carry your child through this operation, if 
it occurs, for you know what it’s like. So ask 
yourself, “What would you have asked of others 
when you had your operation? What gave you the 
most pleasure—the flowers in the room, the peo- 
ple visiting, the loving hands placed upon you? 
How did your experience lighten itself? Through 
what experiences did your hospital stay become 
more pleasant?” · 

And so, if you have a child who goes into sur- 
gery, how can you be with her? Choose the hospi- 
tal carefully, as you did for the birth. Be there in 
the hospital with her. Go through the experience. 
Have your feelings. Hold her in your field of love, 
knowing that whatever happens is God’s will and 
her will. That is the most difficult. For whatever 
happens is what she has chosen. Therefore, respect 
the wisdom of the soul that resides within your 
child. Respect its choices and support those 
choices. Support the learning that this child has 
undertaken to do. Ifshe chooses to go through the 
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surgery, know that it is a statement from her of 
an increased trust in the family, in loving, and in 
the heart. 

Now this may sound like a contradiction in 
terms, but look at the experience. Would one not 
need more trust in family, in loving, and in the 
heart to go through the experience than to not go 
through it? 

And yes, Barbara would argue, “But why 
couldn't she avoid it? Why not?” And we simply 
say one way is no better than the other. Each 
teaches a different lesson. 

Remember, keep complete respect and cour- 
age. She has so much courage. She will tell you, 
“Mommy, look—I am going to do this, and it 
will increase your faith as much as mine. I bring 
this to you as a gift. For the world is safe, al- 
though there be pain in it. The world is loving, 
although there be separation. The world is beau- 
tiful, although there be disarray. And I make this 
statement through these actions of my complete 
faith in the physical realm. I bring this to you as a 
gift. And so, dear Mommy, I have come to heal 
your heart as you have come to heal mine.” 

~ 


Karen: In light of all this positive talk, and this has 
really touched me, my husband wanted to know if 
there are any psychological issues that will come out of 
it if she does have the surgery. She sounds as if she 
really is very together. It seems the difficulty is more for 
my husband and me than for her. 

HEYOAN: We spoke to you today in the terms we did 
to echo the statements of Stephanie’s broader and 
greater and deeper wisdom. But of course, there is the 
part that forgets. Of course, if she has surgery, when she 
wakes up there will be pain; and of course she will react 
in the pain; and of course she will say, “Mommy, take 
me home. Mommy, take me home.” And you will not 
be able to. But you can stay with her and say, “The world 
is a safe place. I remember ’cause you told me so.” 

And the same goes for your dear husband. Trying to 
protect her from her own wisdom does not work, my 
dear son. Go with the deeper wisdom of her choice, 
and you will be strengthened by it. When she forgets 
her strength, you can give her yours. You simply are 
returning the gift. You see how beautiful the harmony 
flows between each of you in the family, and what a 
family it is! 


Karen: I don’t have any more questions, I just want 
to thank your guides for suggesting we do laying on of 


hands and for all the help. It really has been a pleasure 
to do it this month. She likes it and I like it, and it’s 
become a ritual. 

[Heyoan had instructed Karen to do laying on of 
hands healing with Stephanie each evening at bedtime. 
They grew much closer through this process and had 
been doing it for several months at this point.] 

HEYOAN: Yes, it is a beautiful communion, is it not? 

KAREN: I also wanted to know if there was anything 
that happened today that we should know about. 

HEYOAN: The heart was strengthened; her faith was 
strengthened; and you need to go through more time 
before you know the outcome. I’m sorry, my dear, but 
we respect again the wisdom of your soul, for there will 
be great rejoicing when you have come through your 
tunnel. 

BARBARA: I’m trying to see what's in this tunnel 
here. [She looks in the tunnel.] It looks like one of 
those Lego block games, sort of a funny little game, a 
kid-adult game to play with. That’s what’s in the tun- 
nel. 

They’re standing waiting as if there’s more to say, 
only they don’t have anything to say. I don’t know if 
you have more questions. 

Karen: I havea lot of feeling. I can feel the tunnel. A 
lot of what I'm going through this last month is separa- 
tion from my parents. I really finally am taking it in that 
my parents aren't here for me. And when they said the 
tunnel, I felt as if I’m having to be here for my family 
and be grown-up and be really separated from my 
dependence on my parents that was never ... I was 
dependent on them, and they were never there. I'm 
having a lot of feclings about them. I don't know what 
to ask about it. 

HEYOAN: We are sorry that you experienced this 
pain, and we are so sorry that it was not perfectly the 
way you wanted it, from the level of the child. And as 
we have already said, your greater wisdom chose your 
childhood experiences. If you were to look at your 
mothering now and see the wonder of it, of the self- 
expression and the enormous room that you have for 
your self-expression through mothering, you would 
understand some of the choices that you have made. 
For there is no one bending over your shoulder saying, 
*No, this is how a mother acts." Nor would you do that 
to your child when she becomes a mother. 

KAREN: That's true. I forget the freedom. 

HEYOAN: And so remember when you are in the 
hospital, don’t let anyone stand over your shoulder and 


say, “This is how you should be acting.” Be completely 


yourself, and if you need someone to hold you, then by 


all means ask for that, for no one ever really grows up, 
at least in those terms. Needs are real and they are 
beautiful, and they bring people together and create 
more love between people, more communication and 
strength. You might say that a need is a strength grow- 
ing. Admitung a fear is finding love. Admitting that 


you are lost means you are finding your way home. А - 


need is a statement of truth, of where you are along 
your path. When Christ was on the cross, he expressed 
his doubts. There was a moment of nonfaith, and he 
expressed it. Then later it was followed by a moment of 
faith. And so be completely in yourself and who you 
are in the moment. This will bring more courage and 
more strength to those around you. Lean on that dear 
husband of yours more. He’s very strong. 

KAREN: Really! 

НЕҮОАМ: Perhaps he forgets now and then. Try 
leaning a little more, and he'll remember it. 

KAREN: I feel as if Pm going to burden him. I don't 
want to lean on him. It's amazing. Thanks. 

HEYOAN: You are heartily welcome, and remember 
we are always with you. We will be there holding her 
gently when she leaves her body in the possible opera- 
tion. 

КАВЕМ; Yes, I know. I don’t want to bank on the fact 
that she might not have it, so Pm really like sort of 
preparing myself that— 

HEYOAN: You're going through it. You need to go 
through your tunnel one way or the other. 


Through guidance, it became clearer and clearer that 
the surgery would probably happen in order to help 
the whole family come together and learn to have faith 
in and trust in living in a physical world. Both par- 
ents were very spiritually oriented and somehow had 
equated the surgery to not having done something 
right spiritually. Through the series of guidances, it 
became clear that this was not the case. In the last 
session, Heyoan told Karen that shortly after the sur- 
gery, her husband Michael would get a new job and 
they would move out of Brooklyn and into a small 
town about an hour out of New York, where their life 
would take on new form. All this, he said, would be the 
result of the tremendous changes and growth in the 
family as it went through the family healing initiated by 
Stephanie’s surgery. Karen said that her husband had 
been looking for a job for over a year and that they 
wanted to move to New Jersey. Heyoan said that it was 
not yet time for thém to move, because they needed to 
complete the family healing that was taking place. It 
was important for Stephanie to complete her healing in 
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the old-home and leave it all behind so that she would 
start a new life in the new one. 

It is 1992 as I write this book. I have just interviewed 
Karen to check out the results of all the work. They are 
happy and comfortable. Karen says life is better than 
she ever dreamed it could be. She just confirmed the 
little trek that Heyoan took me on, through the operat- 
ing room. Events unfolded just as he had said they 
would. Stephanie had open heart surgery in July. Her 
recovery was very fast. Two or three days after the 
operation, she was very perky. The minute the nurses 
took the tubes out of her, she jumped out of the chair 
and ran across the room to greet her parents as they 
walked into the room. 

Karen said that Stephanie had had three erhotional 
traumas during the hospital stay. They occurred when 
the staff had to take Stephanie away from her parents to 
have testing procedures, to have surgery, and then to 
remove the tubes. Karen said that Stephanie had three 
nightmares the first three times she slept at home, onc 
for each of the emotional traumas. After that she was 
fine—no bad memories, and no problems about the 
hospital experience. 

The family went on vacation in August, another 
thing Heyoan said would happen that they didn't be- 
lieve. When they returned from vacation, there was a 
job offer for Michael in New Jersey. It was the job he 
wanted but had refused earlier because the salary was 
too low. Now they had increased the salary to meet his 
requirements. Karen said it had taken only a couple of 
days to find the house they bought. By October, they 
were living in New Jersey, and Michael was in his 
new job. | 

Karen says that the healing experience with Steph- 
anie was a very important step in their evolution as a 
family. She says that three to four weeks after the sur- 
gery Stephanie was a different child. Before the surgery, 
she had been a wistful child, but afterward she came 
solidly into her body, and her color changed. She is now 
ten. She calls herself a Heart Child. She writes beautiful 
poetry and music, sings, and is interested in acting. 

Karen says that, through the experience, she learned 
to trust much more in the synchronicity of the uni- 
verse. Looking back, she can sce that everything hap- 
pened in perfect timing. For example, even though 
Michael had looked for a job for a year, the move could 
not happen until the healing was completed. Once it 
was, everything flowed easily and automatically into 
the new life the family made for itself. 

Now Karen says, “I’m learning to trust in this greater 
plan. You have to put an effort out for anything. But 
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when you put an effort out and you keep meeting 
resistance, you have to know that something else is 
going on. It might not be just that you are resistant; it 
might be that the timing is not right, and that some- 
thing else has to happen, something has to be com- 
pleted. Because once it was completed, everything fell 
into place immediately. I went house shopping for two 
days, Michael went one day, and we bought this house 
the day after we saw it. They had just lowered the price, 
so it fit at the top of our price range. Everything was 
like clockwork. I feel as if I learned to trust in that from 
the experience with Stephanie. And I have continued 
to have things like that. When something is right, it 
just goes along easily. You don't have to push up- 
stream." 


Andy Brings His Family Back Together 


The second example that gives us the possibility to 
accept the unacceptable through lifting to a higher 
level of understanding and thereby transforming our 
life experience is that of a young man of about twenty- 
five who was dying of malignant melanoma. I shall call 
him Andy. 

Andy lived about three hours away by car, and his 
lovely mother brought him to healings. When Andy 
came to me, he had, according to his doctors, less than 
a year to live. The fast-moving cancer had already 
spread all over his body and was now entering his 
brain. Later, as he worked with me, radiation was given 
periodically to redpce the size of the tumors, which 
then were beginning to give him pain. 

No one told Andy what the real state of his health 
was, but deep inside he knew. What was very striking 
about Andy was that he was not really that concerned 
about his death. This was true even when he first 
started coming to me, and he was not yet in pain. From 
the first moment he walked into my office, he did not 
struggle much for life in the physical body. He admit- 
ted that he was very ambivalent about being in the 
physical world at all. He wanted to know more about 
the spiritual world. I channeled Heyoan a lot to Andy, 
and they became good friends. 

Over time, Andy became more comfortable in the 
spiritual world and sought to reach his own guide. 
Andy became more and more concerned about love 
between people, especially about people in his family 
loving each other. Sometimes he would puzzle as to 
whether he would die soon, but each time he would 
state his ambivalence and a certain curiosity, as if look- 
ing forward to a great adventure. 


Soon he had a prophetic dream that completely 
took him out of denial. He said that he was pretty sure 
he was going to die because he saw his guide. In the 
dream his guide got closer and closer to him, until he 
merged with and became one with his guide. Then, in 
this state of oneness, he watched people at his funeral 
lower his casket into the ground. Andy died a month 
ot so later. 

I was very sad. I knew this young man had a lot to 
teach me and others. I felt I had failed him because he 
died, even though it had been okay with him. I was 
rather shy about seeing his family again, when his 
brother and mother came to sec me after a lecture I 
gave in their area. I assumed they would not be too 
pleased with me, having not been able to “save” him. 
But I had a great surprise. They thanked me profusely 
and told me that Andy's healing had had a profound 
effect of healing on the whole family. Through the 
healing process, Andy's surrender to truth and love had 
helped the family members open to each other so 
deeply that the entire family had changed. 

His brother told me that there had been a severe 
break in the family around the time of Andy's birth, 
about twenty-five years earlier. Apparently the family 
had split in half, and onc half had not spoken to the 
other half for years—that is, not until Andy, during his 
healing processes, started insisting that they heal the 
wounds. The two halves of the family that had split at 
his birth came together in love on the day he died, and 
they had been together ever since. 

The family was convinced that one of Andy's life 
tasks had been to heal the family. Andy's whole life had 
been a momentous life lesson for the family. They were 
grateful for having had him with them, and grateful for 
all he had given them. 


Healing Meditation for tbe Seventh Level 
Sit up with a straight back, or lie down and relax on a 
comfortable surface. Slow down your breathing and 
relax. Center your focus inward; let go of the things 
you may have to do. Listen and feel inward. 

First, fecl your body as it is now. Bring your aware- 
ness to the particular part of your body you are con- 
cerned about. Bring it into integration with your body, 
by giving it your loving acceptance just as it is. 

Next, visualize it in completeness and perfection. See 
it as a golden grid of perfection, bright, strong, and 
beautiful. With a sweep of your hand that is golden 
light, you turn the organ into its perfect state. Give 
thanks for its transformation. 

Do several times a day. It only takes a minute or two. 


A Healing Meditation That 
Integrates All Levels of the Field 


A simple, deep relaxation and visualization technique 
helps you bring healing energy to specific areas of your 
body and all the levels of your auric field that arc in 
need of healing. I call it "Traveling Through the Body." 
It consists of four major parts. The first part is becom- 
ing deeply relaxed; the second part is loving the self and 
connecting with your guardian angels; the third part is 
healing specific parts of the body; and the fourth part is 
coming back out of the deep relaxation while maintain- 
ing a healing state. 

You can become very deeply relaxed by utilizing 
both kinesthetic feeling and visual imagery through 
audio suggestion, along with soft music. If you are 
primarily kinesthetic (meaning that you relate to the 
world through the physical sensation of feeling), then 
you will respond to suggestions of physical sensations, 
like lying on a bed of feathers or gently floating on a 
boat. If you are primarily visual, you will respond to 
the descriptions of beautiful skies, mountains, and 
lakes. It is best to use all five senses to help induce a 
relaxed state. 

Once you have entered into a relaxed state, you have 
created a harmonious flow in your body that promotes 
healing. You can go on to the second part of the visual- 
ization. It is loving yourself and opening to help from 
your guardian angels. 

Next, in the third part, you can get specific about 
what you want healed. You can keep it very simple and 
focus on a state of complete health for your whole 
body. Or you can be very specific about organs and 
even cells. For example, some people visualize white 
blood corpuscles eating the unwanted cells of a tumor. 
You will feel healing energy coming to the unhealthy 
parts of your body. It is important to stay in this state 
until you know that you have completed your work for 
the period of time allotted. 

The fourth part of visualization is to simply come 
out ofthe deep relaxation and to create a nice closure to 
insure continuation of the healing process. Give your- 
self time to come out of your deep relaxation, and while 
you are doing it, be sure to give yourself the suggestion 
that you can return to that healing state within a matter 
of moments anytime you wish. Also include, in your 
closure, the suggestion that the healing that you have 
initiated will continue throughout the rest of your 
healing process. That way, each day you can build up 
more healing power in your energy system. 
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You can build your own visualization from the 
above format. Use your favorite music, your favorite 
images, and your favorite physical sensations. Here is 
an example of traveling through the body that I find 
effective. First, put on some of your favorite soft music. 
Then lie down on a couch, bed, or mat, and relax your 
breathing. 


Traveling Through the Body 
Stretch out on a comfortable surface, and loosen all 
tight clothing. 

Feel your body resting on the surface beneath you. 
Feel warmth and energy flowing through each part of 
your body. Focus on your feet. Your feet become heavy 
and warm. Then move to your legs, and ‘slowly work 
your way up the body. Each part becomes heavy, 
warm, and deeply relaxed. Feel the tension flowing off 
your body into the surface below you like thick honey. 
It oozes down through the surface, through the floor, 
and into the ground beneath. It sinks deep into the 
earth. Allow your breathing to continue to slow down 
to a nice healthy relaxed pace. Repeat to yourself, “I am 
at peace, no noise will bother me. I am at peace, no 
noise will bother me.” 

Imagine yourself very tiny, like a small gold light, 
and enter your body wherever you choose. Your tiny 
self flows to your left shoulder, relaxing all the tension 
in your left shoulder. Say to yourself, “My left shoulder 
is heavy and warm.” Then move across into your right 
shoulder. Give your tiny self any tools it would like to 
use to relax the tension in your left shoulder, like 
squirting it with a hose or painting it with a brush. Say 
to yourself, “My right arm is heavy and warm. I am at 
Peace, no noise will bother me.” Your tiny self flows 
back up your right arm and flows into your chest, 
relaxing you even more. Your tiny self continues to 
move throughout your entire body, part by part, relax- 
ing it. It becomes heavy and warm. 

Pause for a few moments to go through your whole 
body. 

Now if you really wish to go deeper, imagine that 
you are walking in a meadow with beautiful flowers. 
Look at the flowers and all their beautiful colors and 
shapes, smell their fragrance, feel the soft velvet petals. 
As you continue walking through the meadow, feel the 
light breeze on your face. You come upon your favorite 
fruit tree, and you taste your favorite fruit. The breezes 
rustle gently through the leaves of the trees that sur- 
round the meadow. The birds are singing. You look up 
and see a beautiful sky, with white puffy clouds. As you 
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lie on the soft grass beneath the tree, you make shapes 
out of the clouds. 

You feel good about yourself, your life, and your 
body. You begin to feel love for yourself. You begin 
thoroughly loving all of yourself, all of your per- 
sonality, all of your psyche, each part of your body, all 
of your problems, and every aspect of your life. You 
gently enfold each aspect of yourself in loving accep- 
tance, no matter how much you normally hate this part 
and reject it. Enfold each negative part in loving accep- 
tance, and visualize it melting into whatever its original 
divine aspect was. It is okay not to know what that 
original aspect was. In the melting and remembering 
process, it will slowly and automatically revert to its 
original divine purpose, truth, and feeling. You recog- 
nize the deeper meaning of your life. 

As you love yourself, you go through each part of 
your body loving it, and wiping away any pain that 
may be there. 

If there is a particular part of your body that you arc 
concerned about, send special love to that part. Enfold 
it in loving acceptance. Now it is time to do the specific 
work of getting rid of unwanted cells or microorgan- 
isms. Tell them that it is simply not appropriate for 
them to be there and that they should go elsewhere. Or 
put up a more aggressive fight—whichever feels right 
for you. You can imagine a hose of fresh water squirt- 
ing away anything you wish to leave. If a particular 
organ is under- or overfunctioning, you can make con- 
tact with it and coax it into balance. Be as creative as 
you wish. Enjoy yourself. 

Pause to have time to go through the body parts that 
are ill. 

After you finish healing specific body areas, move 
through each layer of your auric field, bringing energy 
and loving acceptance to it. Each time you move up a 
layer, it is like tuning the radio to a station with a 
higher frequency. Or going up in an elevator and get- 
ting off on the next floor. Just set your dial a bit higher, 
and you are there. 

Level one of the auric field: First there is the layer of 
physical sensation. It is beautiful blue gridwork or en- 
ergy holding the cells together. Make it brighter. You 
feel a bit larger than your physical body because it 
extends out a bit from it. Now focus on each of the 
seven chakras. 

They are located as follows: The first is in the: pe- 
rineum, between your legs. The second is just above the 
pubic bone, on the front and back of your body. The 
third is in the solar plexus area, in the hollow between 
and just below your ribs, on the front and back of your 


body. The fourth is on the heart and between the 
shoulder blades. The fifth is in front of and in back . 
of your throat. The sixth is in the forehead and back of 
your head. The seventh is at the crown of your head. 
On this level of your field, they are all made of blue 
meshwork. Spin each one clockwise, as seen from the 
outside of your body on both the front and back of 
the body, so that they spiral in toward each other. 
Imagine a clock on your body in the location of each 
chakra, and spin the dials on the blue clock. 

Level two of the auric field: Next go to the emotional 
level, where many clouds of color are moving over and 
through you. Enjoy them as they move, and make them 
brighter. Feel the love to yourself that flows here. On 
this level the chakras change color. The first is red, the 
second is orange, third is yellow. Next comes green, 
then blue, then indigo, and finally white at the top of 
your head. 

Level three of the auric field: Now move to the light, 
delicate yellow of the the mental layer. Feel the sense of 
clarity, appropriateness, and integration that is here, 
and enhance it. Now your boundaries are even larger. 
You must be at least six inches wider on each side. 
Each level of being you go to draws your consciousness 
into higher realms of self-acceptance and self- 
understanding. Spin each chakra clockwise on this 
level—they are all a fine bright yellow color. 

Level four of the auric field: As you now move to the 
fourth level of your field, you will again feel colors 
flowing through and around you. Remember each 
level extends completely through the body. This time 
they feel a little thicker, more like fluid. You will find 
even more love in this layer. Let it flow through you as 
you feel your love for others. Again, enhance the colors 
of your field. Spin each of the fluid flowing chakras 
clockwise. Again, the colors change as you move up- 
ward. The colors are similar to the second layer, except 
that they have a lot of rose light in each of them. 

Connect with guardian angels for help. 

During this time, it is also good to ask for help from 
your guardian angels, for there is much help available 
to you through your greater spiritual connections than 
most people are aware of. I have seen personal guard- 
ian angels working on many patients without the pres- 
ence of a spiritual healer. Knowing this help is available 
to you will help you feel supported and not alone in 
your struggle. With the help of your guides, now move 
through the higher levels of your being. 

Level five of the auric field: First, feel the divine will 
within you. Feel its template all around and through 
you. It looks like a cobalt-blue blueprint of the first 


layer. Feel how it strengthens you and gives you form. 
This is usually the hardest for people to relate to, be- 
cause on this layer, the background, the space, is solid 
dark cobalt blue, and that which is normally solid is 
empty space. Spin the chakras on this level. They are 
composed of fine lines of empty space. 

Level six of the auric field: As you continue to move 
out now, to the sixth level, you begin to feel spiritual 
ecstasy. You are like the brilliant glow around a candle. 
You are opalescent colors streaming forth. Let your 
light shine. Your awareness of self now extends at least 
two feet from each side of your body. Each chakra 
again changes color, like before, but this time they are 
all full of opalescent pearly light. 

Level seven of the auric field: Finally, you come to the 
golden grid of the seventh layer. Feel the strength of 
these fine golden threads of light. They wrap you inside 
a golden egg. Feel the в of the eggshell as it 
protects you. Make it even stronger. Fill it in in places 
that need it. Spin each golden chakra clockwise. Feel 
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how strong it is. Now you extend to about three feet 
beyond your physical body in every direction. Enjoy it. 
Rest in the serenity of your divine mind. Stay in the 
expanded relaxed state as long as you like. It is good for 
your healing. Go to sleep if you like. 

Come back to a normal state of awareness. 

When you are ready to come back to a normal state 
of awareness, give yourself a count back to assist. Sim- 
ply say, “By the time I count back to zero, I will be wide 
awake and alert, self-confident and aware, but remain 
deeply relaxed, and my healing will continue.” Then 
slowly start counting back from five or six. Each time 
you count the next number, remind yourself that you 
can return to this deep state of healing within a matter 
of minutes. Again say, “By the time I count back to 
zero, I will be wide awake and alert, self-confident and 
aware, and yet remain very deeply relaxed." 

Finally you can say, *Zero! I am now wide awake 
and alert, and my healing continues!"

Our Intentionality 
and the Hara Dimension 


| 


Everything we do rests on the foundation of our inten- 
tionality in the moment we do it. For example, we can 
say any particular set of words has a normal meaning, 
but the way we deliver that set of words can change 
their meaning drastically. We fill our words with the 
energy of our feelings, and how we deliver those words 
conveys just what we really intend. We can say “I love 
you” with love, with disgust, with pleading, with a 
falsity of tone that really means “I hate you.” 

How we deliver the words conveys our intention in 
the moment we deliver them. When we say “I love 
you” with love, that is exactly what we mean. On the 
other hand, when we say “I love you” with disgust, we 
are intending to let our disgust be known without 
directly saying so. When we say “I love you” with 
pleading, our intention is not to convey love but to get 
something through the act of pleading. When we say “I 
love you” with falsity, we may be intending to convey 
that we don’t love the person. Or we may have any 
number of different intentions. 

In each of these instances, even though the words are 
the same, the energy that carries and delivers them is 
different and looks different in the auric field. What has 
changed is the intention under the words. It is our 
intentionality that creates the energy in the auric field 
that then conveys the actual message. The result is that 
we have accomplished what we intended—we have 
delivered the message. 


I have already made reference to intentionality (in 
Chapter 12) when discussing reasons why not. Our 
reasons why not do not get us the results that we want, 
because our reasons why not are based on a different 
intentionality. They are based not on the intention to 
complete our original purpose but on the intention to 
make excuses for why we did not accomplish what we 
intended. Our reasons why not covered our original 
purpose by pretending to be in alignment with it. But 
they are really based on a totally different purpose. 
Thus we have mixed intentions when we allow reasons 
why not. 

In Chapter 13, on creating healthy contracts in rela- 
tionships, we saw that we confuse our purposes a great 
deal in relationships. We saw that sorting out our in- 
tentions in relationships can be very powerful and 
transforming work. 

The lecture on world peace healing that Heyoan 
gave (in Chapter 13) shows how our individual wants 
or desires stem from different purposes. Some of our 
wants or desires serve the purpose of assuaging fear; 
some of our wants or desires come from our deeper 
spiritual longing or higher desires. When our purpose 
is also to assuage fear, we have mixed intentions or are 
at cross-purposes with ourselves. This interferes with 
the natural process of creativity in our lives, and we 
can’t create what we want. Anywhere in our lives— 
including health and healing—where we have trouble 
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creating what we want, is where we have mixed inten- - 


tions or crossed purposes.: To create what we want, 
then, it is essential to be able to find what our mixed 
intentions are and sort them out. We must clarify our 
true intentions so we can realign the ones that are not 
in keeping with what we truly want. What we truly 
want is always aligned with our highest spiritual long- 


ings. When our personal wants and desires are aligned 


with our spiritual longing or higher desires, our pur- 
poses are aligned and the creative principle in the uni- 
verse can function unhindered. By fulfilling our 
spiritual desires, we are led step by step to fulfill our 
life’s greater spiritual purpose, our life task. 

After working with and observing the auric field for 
many years, I could see that a change in intentionality 
completely changes the balance of energy in the auric 
field as well as the type of energy that is released in the 
bioplasmic streamers. Chapter 15 shows many exam- 
ples of interactions of the typical energetic defense 
systems we use related to what our underlying inten- 
tionality is. I could see these tremendous changes in the 
field, but I could not find any particular aspect in the 
field that corresponded to intentionality per se. 

I wondered if intentionality could be worked on 
directly by a healer with laying on of hands. Why and 
how does it have so much power to change the auric 
field so drastically? How does our intentionality func- 
tion? What role does it play, from the perspective of 
HSP and the aura, in our health and healing? I won- 
dered if our intentionality is held in the auric field or 
somewhere else. Could it be that a whole deeper world 
beneath the auric field exists on a deeper dimension, 
just as the auric field exists on a dimension deeper than 
the physical body? 

To get the answers to my questions, I needed a bit of 
a push. I got it from my students. With that small push, 
I found where our intentionality exists and why it has 
so much power to change the auric field. Heyoan also 
taught me how to work directly in the hara dimension 
with our intentionality for health and healing and our 
daily lives. 

My entry into the realms of reality beneath the auric 
field began in 1987, when a student asked me to chan- 
nel about the hara. I felt rather embarrassed, since I 
knew very little about the hara, having never studied 
martial arts myself. 

I had read a little from the well-known philosopher 
and psychotherapist Karlfried Durkheim in his book, 
Hara. He had learned about the hara in his travels to 
the East. Hara is the term Japanese use when referring 
to the lower belly. Hara refers not only to the location 


of the lower belly but to a quality of having strength, 
energy, and focused power in that arca. It is a center of 
spiritual power. For centuries the warriors of the East 
have developed martial arts, centering on disciplines to 
focus and build up power in the hara as a source from 
which to draw in combat. Within the hara region of the 
lower abdomen is a central point called the tan tien. It 
is traditionally referred to as the center of gravity in the 
body. The tan tien is the focal point of power in the 
hara. In the martial arts, it is the center from which all 
movement originates. 

In addition to the little reading I had done on the 
hara, I also had the opportunity to use HSP to observe 
the tan tien inside the body. I noticed that in most 
Americans the tan tien was very dim and under- 
charged. However, in people who had practiced mar- 
tial arts for some time, this place was a very bright ball 
of gold light. In fact, some of them had a very strong 
gold line of light running through their bodies from 
head to toe. 

After many requests for channeling, I finally surren- 
dered to the moment, and a new adventure began. I 
would like to share that adventure with you in this 
section. You will find it very importànt to your per- 
sonal healing plan because it puts healing where it 
ought to be. It brings healing into the powerful act of 
evolutionary creativity. Here is what Heyoan said in 
the channeling on the hara: 


ed 


The hara exists on a dimension deeper than the 
auric field. It exists on the level of intentionality. 
It is an area of power within the physical body - 
that contains the tan tien. It is the one note with - 
which you have drawn up your physical body 
from your mother the earth. It is this one note 
that holds your body in physical manifestation. 
Without the one note, you would not have a 
body. When you change this one note, your en- 
tire body will change. Your body is a gelatinous 
form held together by this one note. This note is 
the sound the center of the carth makes. 


m~ 


Well, that was enough to send me reeling. When I: 
recovered from my normal reaction of, ^Oh no, now 
what have I said?" I began searching for ways to apply 
the new information. If indeed this one note held our 
bodies in physical manifestation, then working directly 
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with that note would be extremely powerful. The idea 
that our bodies are gelatinous is a very nice concept 
when we are trying to change something we think will 
take years to change. So the use of the idea of a gel- 
atinous body in healing visualizations came in very 
handy. 

In later channelings, Heyoan explained that our 
haric level, where our intentionality is found, is the 
foundation upon which the auric field is formed. To 
understand this more fully, let us review once again the 
relationship between the dimensions of the physical 
world and the worlds of the auric field. 

The physical world exists in three dimensions. It 
behaves according to physical laws. Our physical body 
is related to our personality, but its reactions to what 
we do minute to minute in our psyche usually take a 
long time, sometimes decades. mM 

There is a big difference between the physical world 
that we can see with our eyes and the world of the auric 
field that we can see with HSP. In order to move our 
conscious awareness from the physical world to the 
auric field, we must make a quantum leap into a deeper 


dimension, into what I believe is the fourth dimension. : 


I think the auric field exists in four dimensions. It 
behaves according to the physics of bioplasma and 
light. On the auric level, time is much different from 
the way it is in the physical. We can be in the present 
time, or we can move along what many people are now 
calling a time line and enter past life experiences as if 
they were happening now. 

The auric field exists on a dimension deeper into our 
personality than the physical body. It corresponds on a 
second-to-second basis with what is going on in our 
personality. This auric field correspondence is specific 
and immediate. Every thought, feeling, or other type 
of life experience shows immediately in the auric ficld 
as energy-consciousness movement in form and color. 

Energy and consciousness are experienced differ- 
ently in the auric dimension from the way they are in 
the physical. On the physical level they appear to be 
two different things. On the auric level, energy and 
consciousness cannot be separated. The human experi- 
ence of this energy-consciousness depends on its fre- 
quency or vibrational level. We can move our 
consciousness from one level of the auric field to an- 
other. We thereby experience different aspects of hu- 
man consciousness, as was described in Chapter 2. 
Even though we are moving from one level of energy- 
consciousness and human experience to another within 
the auric field, we still remain in the fourth dimension. 

In order to move from the auric dimension into the 


hara dimension and our intentionality, we must make 
another quantum leap. Our intentionality exists on a 
dimension deeper into our basic nature than the auric 
field. Whether or not the hara dimension can be 
equated with the fifth dimension, I really don't know. 
It would take quite a bit of research into it to tell, so I 
hesitate to guess. 

Our hara line has a specific, immediate correspon- 
dence with our intentionality. Just as the auric field has 
a specific immediate correspondence to our thoughts 
and feelings, any change in our intentionality corre- 
sponds to a shifting in the position and alignment of 
our hara line. 

Figure 17-1 (in the color insert) shows the aligned 
hara level when it is in a healthy person. It is composed 
of three major points connected by a laserlike line 
which I call the hara line. The hara line originates in a 
point that is three and a half feet above the head, which 
I call the individuation point, or ID point. It looks like 
a very small funnel whose larger end, one-quarter inch 
in diameter, points down over the head. It represents 
our first individuation out of the void, or unmanifest 
God. Through it, we have our direct connection to the 
godhead. 

The hara line connects down through a point in the 
upper chest area that I call the soul seat. Sometimes it is 
called the high heart and confused with a chakra. It is 
not. The soul seat looks like a source of diffuse light 
reaching out in all directions. It is usually one to two 
inches in diameter but can expand to a fifteen-foot 
diameter in meditation. Here we carry our spiritual 
longing that leads us through life. Within it we can find 
everything we long to be, do, or become from the 
smallest thing or moment in our lives to the grandest 
scale of life itself. 

The hara line continues down into the tan tien in the 
lower abdomen. The tan tien is located about one and 
one-half inches below the navel. It is about one and 
one-half inches in diameter, and it doesn't change in 
size. It looks a bit like a hollow rubber ball in that it has 
a membrane. As Heyoan said, the tone of this note is 
the one note that holds our physical body in physical 
manifestation. That note is a harmonic of the sound 
that the molten core of the earth makes. Healers use 
this point as a way of connecting to a great deal of 
healing energy. It connects them to the power source 
of the earth. 

The concept of sound holding shape in the physical 
world was discussed in Chapter 9. In this case, the one 
note is more than a simple tone that can be heard with 
normal auditory perception. Rather, this note also ex- 
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ists in the HSP range. I think it means even more than 
that, but I don't know what it is yet. The closest thing 
to it that I have heard in the normal sound range is the 
cry that a karate master makes when chopping bricks in 
half with a light blow. 

The hara line continues down from the tan tien deep 
into the center of the earth’s core. Here we are con- 
nected to the earth and to the sound that the center of 
the earth makes. Once again, sound means more than 
just sound. Rather, it probably refers to a vibratory life 
source. By connecting down into the center of the 
earth through the hara line, we can synchronize our 
field pulsations with those of the earth’s magnetic field 
and therefore entrain energy from the earth’s field. 

A healthy hara line is located in the center line of the 
body and is straight, well formed, energized, and well 
rooted into the earth’s core. Each of the three points 
along the line are in balance, in form, and firmly con- 
nected to each other along the laserlike hara line. Peo- 
ple with the configuration shown in Figure 17—1 are 
healthy, centered in their purpose, and on line with 
their life tasks. When this alignment is held, it is holo- 
graphically true both in the moment and for all mo- 
ments of the person’s life. The person is at once present 
for the small task at hand and is connected to each 
larger task that surrounds it, as in the holographic 
model discussed in Chapter 3. This person is able to do 
the task of the moment in the moment, when it needs 
to be done, because she or he knows how it is con- 
nected to all time and to the whole task. 

When your hara line is aligned, you are synchronized 
with the whole. When your haric level is healthy, you 
will feel a lot of personal integrity, power, and personal 
purpose, because you are synchronized with universal 
purpose. That’s when you have those wonderful days 
in which everything flows easily, just as it ought to. 

The feeling of being in your hara is a very freeing 
one. In this position, there is no adversary. Once any 
two people align their hara lines with universal pur- 
pose, they are automatically aligned with each other. 
Therefore, their purposes are synchronized so that each 
fits with the other. Their purposes are also holo- 
graphically connected. Each purpose of each moment 
connects to all immediate purposes and to all greater 
long-term purposes. 

On the other hand, people who take adversarial posi- 
tions could not possibly have aligned their hara lines, 
because in order to do so, they must be aligned with 
universal purpose, which has no adversaries. Anyone 
who aligns his or her hara line automatically aligns with 
others with aligned hara lines. 


Therefore, to the extent that you have aligned your 
hara line, to that exact degree you are on line with your 
purpose and in positive Intent. To the extent that you, 
are not on line in your haric level, to that exact degree '. 
you are in negative Intent. It is as simple as that. | 

The complicated part is, how do you tell if you are 
aligned or not? If you do have HSP developed, it is 
possible to tell by using HSP to look at the haric level 
to see if everything is well formed, aligned, charged, 
balanced, and functioning. Another way to tell is that 
someone who is in alignment will not argue about who 
is right or wrong. From that person's perspective, there 
is no adversary with whom to argue or fight. 

If you find yourself arguing, it means that you are 
not in alignment. Neither is the person with whom you 
are arguing, if he or she is arguing back. This does not 
mean that when you are aligned in your hara, you 
simply say you are right and walk away. Rather, there 
just simply isn't anything to argue about or disagree 
on. Whenever you find yourself in an argument, your 
first act must be to center in and to align your hara line. 

Arguments of right and wrong come from people 
working at cross-purposes within themselves. That is, 
part of them is aligned and part is not aligned. This 
misalignment shows in the hara line. These internal 
parts are at cross-purposes with each other. If we use 
the concepts of the higher self, lower self, and mask self 
mentioned in Chapter 1, we could say that part of the 
psyche may be functioning from any combination of 
each of these three aspects. That is usually the case. 
Very rarely are we totally functioning from our higher 
selves and, thus, from an aligned hara. 

The internal disagreement between these parts of 
ourselves gets manifested on the outer level in the form 
of an argument with another person. Our cross- : 
purposes will also be materialized in the outer world as 
problems in creating or accomplishing something. 
They may arise in such things as procrastination or 
sloppy work. They may also arise between two people 
who are working together on a project in such ways as 
misunderstanding, confusion, competition, and bro- 
ken contracts. 

For example, if each person's purpose is to get a 
project completed in the'best way possible, on time and 
with the best quality, then it will probably happen. But 
if one employee wishes to take over the boss's job, the 
negative intention will change the quality of work, 
automatically undermining the boss, even if the em- 
ployee doesn't try to. 
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The Haric Level in Health and Healing 


In health and healing, the same principle of aligning 
with your purpose holds true. To the extent that you 
stay on line with your purpose to maintain or regain 
your health, to that exact degree you will maintain or 
regain your health wherever it is humanly possible. 

Distortion in the hara line and the points along it 
depict the tremendous pain of humanity. This is pain 
that humanity feels but does not understand. Dysfunc- 
tion, in the haric level, is related to intention and life 
task. Many people do not even know, let alone under- 
stand, that we create our own experience of reality. 
They do not understand the idea of life purpose or life 
task. They do not understand the idea that our inten- 
tions have a great effect on our lives. They are not 
aware of the subtle but powerful shift that a change in 
intention causes in our auric fields and our creative 
energy flow. | 

In any serious or long-term illness, a dysfunction in 
the hara line will be apparent. A trained healer will be 
able to work on the haric level to heal it. Healing the 
haric level involves working on the deeper issues of the 
client's intention, including purpose at any one given 
moment, and life task issues. Before giving examples of 
what this means in practical healing sessions, let us first 
look at the types of distortions that can occur in the 
points along the hara line and in the hara line itself. 


Dysfunction in the Tan Tien 


Dysfunction in the tan tien shows in several ways. It 
can be displaced. It can be too far forward, backward, 
or to one side of the body. It can be misshapen. The 
membrane enclosing the tan tien can be torn, half of it 
blown open, or even worse. (See Figure 17-2.) 

The result of tan tien dysfunction is chronic back 
problems. If the tan tien is too far forward, the lower 
part of the pelvis will be tipped backward. Such clients 
are trying to jump ahead of themselves. If the tan tien is 
too far back, the lower pelvis will be tilted forward. 
Such clients are. “holding back" from their life task. 
Both of these will show in the body as lower back 
problems. 

Since the tan tien carries the one note, or tone, that 
holds the body in physical manifestation, if the tan tien 
is torn or blown open, its tone will be way off. In such a 
case, the body and psyche can be badly shaken. I have 
seen people with such a condition go into hysterics and 
not be able to get out of it for several hours. I have seen

the body become extremely weak and not be able to 
recover its strength for years. I have even seen cases 
where the legs deteriorate. 

No matter what such people do for themselves, even 
physical exercises, nothing will help much until the 
damaged tan tien is repaired. Therefore work must be 
directed toward healing the tan tien by repairing it, 
positioning it correctly along the hara line, connecting 
it to the earth through the hara line, and charging it. A 
healer who is advanced enough to do hara healing can 
do this directly or with long-distance healing. 

Healing the tan tien may also occur by doing martial 
arts with a good teacher. The practice of tai chi is very 
good for this. It is very important to learn martial arts 
from a good teacher so that it is done right. Otherwise, 
the healing effects won't happen. 

After the tan tien is repaired, then physical exercise 
to maintain alignment is very effective. All physical 
exercise ought to be done with focused intent to bring 
conscious awareness into the body. 


Dysfunction in the Soul Seat 


The soul seat usually becomes disfigured by shrouding. 
That is, it gets covered by a dark cloud of energy. (See 
Figure 17—3.) The result of this is that people don’t 
have the ability to feel what they want now or in the 
future in life. They have no feeling for what they want 
to do in their lives. Such people also usually have a 
sunken chest and display a “give up,” “I don’t care,” or 
“life is boring and meaningless” stance. They carry a 
deep sadness. 

When a healer begins to clear the cloud of dark 
energy and enhance the light of the soul seat so that it 
begins to expand and flow forth, clients usually have 
one of two reactions. In the first, they may suddenly 
feel a new lease on life and begin re-creating life accord-

ing to spiritual longing of which they are now aware. 
The second is that they may go into mourning for all 
the lost time in life in which they have not been doing 
what they wanted to do. After a period of mourning, 
clients’ lives begin to take on new meaning. New eros is 
born, and clients find themselves full of great excite- 
ment about what they can do with their lives. 

Many people create a shroud of dark energy around 
their soul seat after they lose a loved onc. This anesthe- 
tizes their feeling of loss. But it also stops the natural 
mourning process. If the couple had great plans with- 
each other that were not fulfilled, many times the per- 
son who is left alone in the physical world thinks that 
continuing with the plans, as they were before the 
death, is an act of loyalty to the deceased. Unfor- 
tunately, since all plans are alive, constantly changing 
and unfolding, that doesn't work. Blocking the mourn- 
ing will not allow the plan to be alive and changing. 
Refusal to mourn will eventually freeze all the life-force 
out of the plan. And after some time, no moréjunfold- 
ment of the work will continue. People will focus on 
preserving the work, and it will take on a museumlike 
quality. 

The way to heal this is to go through the mourning 
of the loved one. This will release the plans for unfold- 
ment. It can be done at any time. This allows other 
people to enter into the plan for new life and compan- 
ionship. It is never too late for anything. The plan can 
be accomplished, but in a different way than before, 
because different tools and people will be there for its 
accomplishment. 


Dysfunction in the ID Point - 


The funnel-shaped individuation point above the head 
can get distorted in form or clogged up, as shown in 
Figure 17—4. This results in a disconnection from the 
ID point. Disconnection from the ID point also leads 
to a certain cynicism about life, because there is no 
understanding, no “knowing of God.” People discon- 
nected from their ID points probably think that people 
who believe in God have a very Pollyanna view of life 
and are in fantasy. To such individuals, organized reli- 
gion is a way to control people because it defines and 
describes a God that, to them, doesn’t exist. They have 
had no personal experience of God with which to com- 
pare and confirm any descriptions or definitions of 
God. They may be atheists or agnostics. They will 
accept M-1 metaphysics, which ignores the question of 
God's existence. 
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When the healer clears and reconnects this point, 
clients will actually begin having childhood memories 
about being connected to God. They will also begin to 
develop a new connection to God through their per- 
sonal experience, rather than accept God according to 
someone else's descriptions or rules, as in many orga- 
nized religions. 


Dysfunction in the Hara Line and Its Points 


From my perception, the alignment of most of human- 
ity’s hara line is not ideal. I have never met anyone who 
is able to hold their hara line straight and in alignment 
all the time. Most people do not hold it in alignment at 
all. A few can hold it perhaps thirty percent of the time. 
A very, very few can hold it more than fifty percent of 
the time. Most martial artists, after years of training, 
are able to hold the lower portion of the line that 
connects between the earth and the tan tien. Some can 
hold the middle part of the hara line from the tan tien 
to the soul seat. But they do not know about the upper 
part of it. It takes years of training for anyone to con- 
nect to and hold the entire hara line in alignment for 
any length of time. 

Instead, most people are misaligned most of the time 
and suffer greatly from it. Misalignment in the haric 
level shows as distortions in the hara line and the three 
points along it, as well as disconnection between each 
of the three points and/or the earth. Figure 17-5 
shows the most common haric level distortion that 
many people of our culture have. 


It shows that: 


* The tan tien is off to-the right of center, causing the 
person to be overly aggressive. (The right side of 
the body in general has masculine/aggressive en- 
ergy.) 

The laser line is not connected to the earth, so that 
the person has no grounding to support aggres- 
sion that is useful in a positive way. In other words, 
this person is dangerous and can be irrationally 
aggressive without power. Nor is this person con- 
nected to “being on the earth” with others and 
thus has a difficult time relating to other earth 
inhabitants. 

The tan tien is not connected to the soul seat, so 
that this person’s physical existence is not con- 
nected to the spiritual longing that is designed to 
lead him or her through life. Thus, the person

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A cannot feel and does not know what he or she came 
here for, so he or she cannot accomplish it. 

* The laser line is not connected to the ID point, so 
this person is not connected to the godhead and 
thus has no true personal connection to spirituality 
or religion. 

As a result of the above-listed distortions, many peo- 
ple in our culture are largely disconnected from the 
earth, from their fellow creatures, from God, and from 
their purpose, as well as from themselves. This causes 
great pain, both on the emotional and on the spiritual 
levels. They don’t know why they are here, they don’t 
believe there is a purpose to their lives, and they are 
very uncomfortable on earth. In short, as the popular v 
saying goes, “Life sucks and then you die.” This too can 
be healed through hara healing. 

Hara lines of people of other cultures are different 
from those of Americans. People in different cultures 
distort their hara lines in different ways. People within 
the same culture distort their hara lines in similar ways. ; 
Therefore, people within the same culture suffer in: 
similar ways. People of different cultures suffer from 
different kinds of pain. I have not had the time or 
privilege to make enough observations of different cul- 
tures around the globe to see this difference, but 
Heyoan has said that it is the cause of a great many 
international disputes and that, as we learn to heal the 
haric level, we will also make peace between the peo- 
ples of the earth. 


Hara Healing 


Once healers have determined the state of the haric 
level, they can work on the haric level for healing. This 
healing will bring it back to the state of healthy align- 
ment, balance, and charge, as shown in Figure 17—1. It 
will also put clients squarely back on their life path, and - 
their life will change, usually quite a lot in a very short 
Coy time. As people return to their true life’s path, all the 
< Жен material world around them that is not in harmony 
<< т 


with that life path either changes or drops away. This 
includes material possessions, jobs, and living location, ` 
as well as friends and intimate relationships. 

Hara healing is advanced work and requires a lot of 
training and practice. The healer must be able to 
straighten and hold his or her hara line, with all three 
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into the earth in order to correct clients’ hara lines. 
Healers who are off can easily make clients ill, disori- 
ented, and confused. I am not allowed to teach healers 
hara healing until they are ready. That is, they must be 
able to hold the hara line for one hour without drop- 
ping it. Then, if they do drop it, it must be recovered 
within less than a minute. This takes years of practice. 

A good example of what can happen as a result of 


hara healing occurred in my work with a professional , 


musician, whom I will call Thomas. Thomas's auric 
field was very dark and stagnated with dense, low- 
vibratory energy. From his field condition, I could tell 
he had been depressed for years. He was full of resent- 
ment and rage, and he had a great deal of masochism. 
So if I went in to pull it out and clear his field, it 
wouldn’t have worked because I would have been do- 
ing the precise thing that his parents had done to him 
to cause the problem in the first place. (See the mas- 
ochistic defense sections in Chapter 15.) On the haric 
level, his tan tien had been pushed down and to the 
back of his body and was disconnected from his soul 
scat. This meant that he was depressing his life task and 
backing out on it. He was also not connected into the 
first point of the individuation point above his head. 

Knowing that the key to his release was to realign 
him with his life purpose, I concentrated only on the 
hara work during the healings. In a series of four or five 
hara healings, I aligned his hara line and all the points 
along it. I watched his aura straighten and clear as a 
result of the hara healings. The clearing of his auric field 
lifted his depression and allowed his psychological is- 
sues to rise to the surface of his consciousness to be 
worked on. He worked directly on these issues in his 
therapy sessions. 

In an interview with him four years later, he stated: 


Before the healings, I had a lot of trouble just 
living, as far as going into depression. I wanted to 
just hide a lot of things and not really deal with what 
was going on at the time. I was depressed a lot. The 
main reason I came for healing was to claim my own 
energy. There was a lot of turmoil, a lot of upheaval, 
and a lot of change after each healing session. I 
started dealing with a lot of family stuff, mother and 
father stuff, in my therapy. It was the usual life- 
parent stuff, a lot of anger. I had a tremendous 
amount of anger. Soon after that, the breakup of my 
marriage came. Plus, I was having all these career 
problems, financial problems, all happening at once. 

There was so much struggle and pain and confu- 
sion and sadness and all of that, that the conclusion 
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that I came to was that my purpose in being here [on 
earth] was to resolve all of that. As long as I could 
keep things simple, if I could just remember that 
that's why Pm here now, I was fine. 

As a result, I got through it. I lost about twenty 
pounds. I’ve been in a great relationship for about 
three years now, and I’m very good friends with my 
ex-wife and her family. There is nothing more there 
to be resolved. I’m also going to computer school as 
a way to learn to make more money. I’m still a 
professional musician. I still play and I have some 
students. 

The main thing I took from the healings—the 
most memorable part of it—was feeling more cen- 
tered in my own energy. So Pm now able to sustain 
my own energy and do what I feel I need to do for 
myself. I still would like to teach more music and go 
into more musical expression. Pd like to express the 
music that’s inside of me without necessarily label- 
ing it jazz or New Age. I want to tap into something 
inside of me. That's my big challenge now. 


Aligning with Your Life Purpose 


Aligning your haric level will align you with your life 
purpose. The exercise that follows will help you to 
align your hara line and heal any distortions in it or in 
the points along it. It will align you with your greater 
purpose. I suggest you do it each day in the morning to 
heal yourself and each time you set about accomplish- 
ing something. You will be amazed at the results you 
get. As you get used to holding the hara alignment, you 
will use it all the time. With it, you will be able to stay 
aligned with your greater life task in any small thing 
that you are doing in the moment. It is very applicable 
to your task of healing yourself. 


An Exercise to Align Your Will with Your Life 
Purpose 


Imagine a sphere of energy inside your body on the 
midline of your body, located about one and one-half 
inches below your navel. This point is the center of 
gravity of the physical body. It is the tan tien. It is the 
one note that holds your body in physical manifesta- 
tion. The hara line and the tan tien are usually gold. In 
this exercise, you will make the tan tien red. 
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Figure 17-6 Hara Stance 


Stand with your feet about three feet apart, and bend 
your knees deeply, as shown in Figure 17—6. Let your 
feet splay outward so that you do not twist your knees. 
Align your spine. Pick up a piece of hair that is directly 


on the top of your head. Pull it so that you can feel the : 


very center top of your head. Now pretend that you are 
hanging from this piece of hair. This will align your 
body on a plumb line with the earth.

Place the tips of the fingers of both hands into the tan 
tien, as shown in Figure 17—7. Keep your fingers to- 
gether. Feel the tan tien within your body, and make it 
hot. Make it red hot. If you connect to it, soon your 
whole body will be:warm. If your body does not get 
warm, you have not connected to it. Try again. Practice 
till you succeed. Once you have succeeded, move your 
awareness to the molten core of the earth. 
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Figure 17-8 Triangle Down 


Place your hands in a triangle position, with finger- 
tips pointed down into the earth directly in front of the 
tan tien. (See Figure 17—8.) Feel the connection be- 
tween the earth's core and your tan tien. Now you will 
really feel the heat, burning heat, so much that you will 
start sweating. You may even hear a sound similar to 
the one martial artists use as a cry when they are about 


to strike. If your Higher Sense Perception is open, you. 


Will be able to see the red color in your tan tien. You

will also see a laser line of light connecting the tan tien 
with the molten core of the earth. I call this the hara 
laser line. If you don’t see it, imagine it. You don’t have 
to see it to make it work. 

Now place the fingertips of the right hand into the 
tan tien, and point the left palm to the right side of your 
body with the fingers down. Hold the left hand directly 
in front of the tan tien. (See Figure 17—9.) Hold this 
configuration until you are stable. 
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Now bring your awareness to your upper chest 
area, about three inches below the hollow in your 
throat and again on the midline of your body. Here is 
a sphere of diffuse light. This light carries the song of 
your soul, your unique note that you bring to the 
universal symphony. It carries the longing that leads 
you through life to accomplish your soul’s purpose for 
your life. Place the fingertips of both hands into the 
soul seat in the upper chest, as you did before in the 
tan tien. 

When you connect to it, it may feel like a balloon is 
being blown up inside your chest. It may feel very safe 
and sweet there. Feel that sweet sacred longing as it 
rests within you. It may remain nameless, but you can 
still feel it. It looks like the diffuse light around a 
candle, but it is purple-blue in color. Expand the 
purple-blue light in your chest. 

Next place the fingertips of the right hand into 
the soul seat and the fingers of the left hand, pointed 
down to the earth, over the tan tien. The flat open 
palm of the left hand faces the right side of your 
body. (See Figure 17—10.) Feel the hara line run- 
ning directly down from. the soul seat through your 
tan tien and down into the center of the earth. When 
you can feel this very strongly, then move on to the 
next step. 

Leaving your left hand where it is, raise the fingers 
of the right hand over your head. Let the middle 
finger of your right hand point up to the ID point, 
three and one-half feet above your head. (See Figure 
17—11.) Feel the hara line, which extends from the 
soul seat up through your head to the small upside- 
down funnel opening of the ID point. This small 
opening is really a small vortex, its open end facing 
downward. It is the hardest to feel. Try it. It may take 
some time. This vortex represents the first point of 
individuation out of the godhead, or is-ness. It repre- 


sents the first point of individuation from the oneness - 


of God. When you are able to get the hara line 
through the ID point, it suddenly disappears into 
formlessness. When it goes through the funnel, it may 
make an HSP sound like a cork coming out of a 
bottle. You will instantly feel the difference, because 
as soon as you connect it, you will have thousands of 
times more power. Suddenly everything will get quiet 
inside, and you will feel like a bridge of power. You 
have aligned your hara line. | 

Wait for several minutes until the hara line is stable. 
Then lower your right hand, with fingers pointed up 
and palm to the left side of your body, so that it is over 
your soul seat. That will be more comfortable for you.

Keep the left hand pointed down, palm to the right 
side of your body, held over the tan tien. (See Figure 
17-12.) 

Feel the hara line and the three points. Make it 
straight with your intention. Intend for it to be 
straight, bright, and strong. Keep your intention until 
you feel it get straight, bright, and strong. Straighten

your body again so that it is as if you were hanging 
from a hair on the middle top of your head. Tuck your 
buttocks under a bit, and deeply bend your knees, 
keeping your feet three feet apart and splayed out a bit 
to protect your knees. As you bend your knees, they 
should come down directly over your feet. Check to 
sce, feel, and hear if the points are strong, firm, and 
charged. If there is weakness in any area, note which

area it is. This is an area that needs healing work. 
Concentrate on it longer. Align the hara line and en- 
hance the points as best you can. 

When you have aligned your first point of individua- 
tion from the godhead with your soul’s sacred longing 
and with the one note with which you have drawn your 
body up from your mother the earth, you have aligned 
yourself with your life purpose. You may not even 
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know what it is, but you are aligned with it, and your 
actions will automatically be synchronistic with it as 
long as you remain aligned. 


The Group Hara Line 


This technique can also be used with groups to set the 
purpose of the group. Here is how it works. The true 
individual purpose of any member of a group is holo- 
graphically connected to the purpose of the group as a 
whole. Once all have aligned their haras, all have 
aligned their purpose in the moment with their greater 
purpose as individuals and as a group. Everyone's 
greater purpose is part of the great evolutionary plan of 
the earth, which was first mentioned in Chapter 13. 
This puts everyone into synchronicity, and the group 
becomes synchronistic. And as was said before, within 
this framework of reality no adversarial position is pos- 
sible. The synchronicity can be felt in the room. The 
room fills with the power of the task at hand. Everyone 
has a part to do. The purpose of each part is connected 
to the purpose of the whole. It is surprising how well 
groups function when they are able to begin by align- 
ing each individual will within the group. When this is 
accomplished, the group's will emerges. 

Hara alignment can be used for any group. You can 
use it with your healing team, your research group, 
political group, or business group to set the purpose of 
the team. This model holds true everywhere, especially 
at the negotiating table between businesses, because it 
is based on unity rather than duality. If all align their 
haras and are connected to the universal purpose, there 
will be no win-lose situation. The transactions will be 
smoother. 

I once gave a thirty-minute lecture to the Win-Win 
breakfast club in Denver on this subject. This organiza- 
tion is a group of heads of businesses and corporations 
dedicated to the win-win style of business, rather than 
the win-over-the-adversary style. It took them only a 
few minutes to change the energy in the room to a 
synchronized group purpose when I showed them how 
to align the hara. They learned it faster than any group 
I have ever had the privilege of teaching. 

` I recommend using this as a beginning meditation 
every time you work with a group. If disagreements 
arise, it means your alignment has gone off. I recom- 
mend repeating the meditation for realignment. 

On the other hand, the presence of a leader whose 
hara is held in alignment will help all others around 
him or her to synchronize with their own purpose. I use 


this regularly in preparing first myself, then the team of 
teachers with whom I work, and later the larger team of 
apprentices with whom I work in my training pro- 
grams. I call it setting the group hara line. To set a group 
hara line, the first step is very important. The leader 
must first set her or his hara. This means personally 
going through the hara setting meditation just given. 

I, as leader, do this alone, before my first meeting 
with the teaching team. Then when the teaching team 
first meets, we go through the whole meditation as a 
group. This synchronizes the purpose of each individ- 
ual within the teaching team with the purpose of the 
team. Later, when the teaching team meets with the 
apprentice team that supports the teaching team, we 
once again use the meditation to set the purpose of that 
greater team. 

The next day, early in the morning before class starts, „- 
this alignment is done again with everyone in the” 
room. This aligned energy is then expanded through- ` 
out the room before the students enter the room. After 
the students are all settled into their seats, I once again 
lead the meditation to help them also set their hara 
lines. This process helps us regulate the tremendous 
amounts of energy released during the training class 
weeks. 

The power, strength, and purpose that builds in the 
room can be felt as the group hara line takes shape. It is 
a beautiful thing to watch. Each line within each per- 
son connects to the earth, aligns, and gets brighter. As 
each does, it helps those who haven’t been able to align 
to do so because of the power in the room. Then when 
the whole room becomes synchronized, a large group 
hara line, representing the group purpose, forms in the 
center of the room. (See Figure 17—13.) 

In this way, we stay on purpose throughout НФ class. 
If we get unsynchronized, we simply repeat the align- 
ment process. Aligning the group hara is one of the 
best results of holographic modeling I have seen. It is a 
very practical example of maintaining individuality and 
individual purpose while remaining connected to the 
larger groups that surround the individual. In this way, 
the individual connects to the love, support, power, 
and knowledge within the larger group. I believe this is 
why we get so much accomplished in our classes and 
learning and change comes so fast for students. 


Aligning a Group of People with Its Purpose 
To do this in a group, sit or stand in a circle and align 
your individual hara lines according to the instructions 


given in the hara alignment exercise. Be sure that every- 


one does this together, moving from one position to 
the next at the same time. S 
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Figure 17-13 Group Hara Line 


With each step, give time for each person to get 
aligned. You will feel the energy of the group shifting 
as this is done. It is very much like an orchestra tuning 
up. After some time, you will sense or feel, see or hear, 
the energies of the group stabilize. If you continue to 


sit in meditation, you will sense the hara line of the . 


group form in the center of the circle. It is very similar 
to the laser line through your body. It represents the 
group purpose. It is a beautiful golden line of light, 
With the same three points described above. There will 
also.be connections like the spokes of a wheel, from the 
tan tien of the group hara line to the tan tien in each 
body. (See Figure 17-13.) | 


Feel how strong and stable the energy in the room is. 


Now you can go about your work as a group without 
hassles. 


Reincarnation in the Same 
Lifetime and the Transformation 
of the Hara Line 


In Hands of Light, I spoke about the phenomenon of 
reincarnation in the same lifetime that occurs when 
someone finishes his or her life task and moves into 
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another life task without leaving the body. I described a 
cocoon that forms in the auric field around the vertical 
power current at the spine. Since then, I have observed 
that within the cocoon, on the haric level, the hara line 
dissolves and reestablishes itself, thus establishing a 
new life task for the new incarnation without requiring 
starting all over with a new body. The process of dis- 
solving the old hara line and reestablishing a new one 
usually takes about two years. 

Since the points along the hara line also change when 
the hara line changes, the reincarnation in the same 
lifetime is usually accompanied by some physical prob- 
lems. When the tan tien wobbles and dissolves, the 
physical body may go into chaos. The physical symp- 
toms may be many, but none may be diagnosable. Or 
in other cases, you may have a life-threatening illness, a 
near-death experience, or a physical death-back-to-life 
experience. 

Reincarnation in the game lifetime is very confusing 
for anyone to go through because you lose your sense 
of self, all the things with which you identified yourself, 
and your purpose. It sometimes appears that you are 
going to die. It is a time of deep personal change. It is a 
time of not knowing, a time of contemplation and 
waiting, sometimes in a black velvet void that is teem- 
ing with unmanifested life. It is a time of surrender to 
the greater powers that are at work within you. . 

Later, during this time, new energies from your core 
star begin upwelling into the haric level to create a new 
hara line that corresponds with the new task you have 
taken on. Of course, the new task will be related to the 
old one in the same way that past lifetimes are related to 
each other and the present lifetime. Reincarnation in 
the same lifetime is becoming more and more wide- 
spread as the number of people on paths of spiritual 
awareness grows. 

During the two years that it takes to undergo rein- 
carnation in the same body, everything in the life 
changes. This includes major shifts in profession, inti- 
mate partner, living location, friends, and finances. Af- 
ter the two-year period, usually life is very different. 
Reincarnation in the same body can happen more than 
once in a lifetime. But to my knowledge, that is ex- 
tremely unusual. 

Here is a good example of how a person's life 
changed as a result of the process of reincarnation in 
the same lifetime. I shall call her Rachel. Rachel was a 
brilliant corporate executive, running the human re- 
sources division of a large financial organization. She 
originally came to me for healing of chronic edema, 
which she had had for eighteen months. 

After three healings spaced a couple of weeks apart, 


Heyoan said that she didn’t need any more healings. It 
took a couple of months for the edema to clear, and it 
never came back. j 

During the healings, Heyoan didn't talk about her 
physical condition at all. Instead, he talked about the 
tapestry of Rachel's life, about weaving the golden 
threads of her life together. Rachel then began study- 
ing at the Barbara Brennan School of Healing, and 
after several years, she began helping me run programs. 
It was during one of those programs that I noticed that 
her tan tien was shifting and that she was going into the 
two-year process of reincarnation in the same lifetime. 
Here is how she describes her experience: 


I had no idea what was going on. On my thirty- 
eighth birthday in February I cut off my long hair. I 
had had it all my life. But I felt that I had to abso- 
lutely change something in myself. A few days after 
that, I went to San Francisco to meet you for the 
introductory workshop. I walked into a hotel room, 
and you took one look at me and said, “Oh look, 
your tan tien is wobbling all over the place!? 

I had no idea what that meant. You said, "That's 
what happens when you reincarnate in the same 
body. Your hara line disintegrates!” This freaked me 
out, because I had no idea of what it meant. Then 
you looked to see if there was a cocoon around my 
vertical power current. There was a cocoon. You 
drew a picture of it. 

Then six months later, after the cocoon had 
started to dissolve, there was a section of the vertical 
power current in which the change had been ar- 
rested. You said that I had stopped the process. 
Later, when my back went out, you said that one of 
the reasons I was having so much trouble healing 
was that my tan tien was still wobbling, because the 
reincarnation process was still going ón. I had been 
in perfect health all my life before that, so it was very 
difficult for me. 

After the reincarnation process started, I also went 
through a bunch of past lives. I had never experi- 
enced them on a personal level before. I also had at 
least eight or nine experiences that I would call a 
dimension of time lapse, in which two times were 
overlaid. I could feel or experience another level 
totally outside of what was happening in the present. 
One of them, I remember, happened when I was 
sitting on the stage during class, looking at the stu- 
dents. I looked up at the balcony, and I knew it was 
empty. I knew it was 1989. But at the same time, I 
also had a vivid experience that the balcony was filled 
with a screaming crowd of people, and they were 
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yelling for judgment. It was a whole trial scene. 
Those experiences began after this reincarnation-in- 
the-same-body process began. 

Then about two years after it all began, you came 
up to me when you were doing channeled healings 
and said it was over. | 


Kyu. onus 
Some of the external, obvious things resulted - 


from this. One, I couldn't stay in my job anymore. I 
had to spend a lot more time learning about spiritual 
life, and that's when I quit my job and worked for 
the school. I had wanted to leave for a long time, but 
I had a lot of fear about security in terms of money 
and what safety really was. After the reincarnation 
process began, it became impossible to stay in that 
job, no matter how great my fears were. The impetus 
behind the change literally propelled me to move 
into a part of my life where I would feel better about 
myself, even though I didn't know what that meant, 
because І didn’t. I just knew I had to stop feeling that 
every day when I woke up I couldn't bear going to 
work. 

The reincarnation experience gave те a feeling 
that change is good rather than scary. Change be- 
came something very exciting, like looking forward 
to something. It felt very different. 

I was the most incredibly healthy person before 
the reincarnation started. After it started, I hurt my 
back. That was the first major disease I ever had. It 
was almost exactly a year after the reincarnation 
started. Now my back is a thousand percent better 
than it was a year ago. Now I have only functional 
back pain. I had no other physiological effects. 

The major difference I see in myself from that 
period is the big change in my relationship to myself. 
Once I went into the past life experiences, my rela- 
tionship to myself got a lot deeper. I had a greater 
awareness of how I wasn't aware of myself. My big- 
gest change is that I really notice now the part I play 
in everything. I really am much more aware of how I 
am at least fifty percent responsible for everything 
that happens. I have much less blame in terms of “it’s 
me or them." I have much more awareness of the 
habitual pattern in my life that causes me to act the 
way I do through my defense system. My self- 
awareness went from nil to extreme. I’m very very 
aware now of my reaction. I'm much more aware of 
the role I play in my life in all my situations than I 
was before. Instead of my life being something that 
happens to me, I feel much more like I am a creator 
Or co-creator. So any experience I have, I imme-: 
diately find my part in it. This includes relation- 


ships—everything. 


I notice my part in things, my role, my respon- 
sibility. If Pm having a fight with somebody, now I 
sce what part of it is my fault. I see how everything is 
shared with all of us; everything is communal. And 
that feels real different. Take my family: Instead of 
just interacting with them, I have a second vision 
where I also notice, even if Pm talking with my 
mother while cooking or whatever, exactly what m 
doing that affects her and how it affects her in a 
certain way. And then she has a reaction to me and it 
comes back to me like a ping-pong ball, and Р] have 
a reaction, and so on. 

So since this reincarnation in the same body, I 
notice that there's always this interaction stuff going 
on, and I actually can see my part in the play super- 
imposed over my life. For example, my whole 
Christmas holiday was wonderful because I was 
completely aware of the energetic interactions I had 
that were absolutely habitual with my family. It was 
fascinating to watch. If I just stopped the energy, just 
stopped that interaction and replaced it with some- 
thing else, everything changed. 

I think that what is left of my back pain is con- 
nected to everything I just said about being respon- 
sible for my interactions. I think that it has to do 
with focus outward instead of inward, and the more 
I learn to focus inward, the more my back heals. 
And the more I look outward, for acceptance or 
whatever, the more I get myself in trouble. My back 
still has to do with holding back my spontaneous 
emotional reactions or responses. I know that I still 
hold back a lot of gut reactions, a lot of feelings. I 
doubt and question myself a lot, and I think that's 
when my back hurts the most. I don't always notice 
it right away, but I’m beginning to be aware of that. 
So my back doesn’t hurt very much when Pm 


happy.

Our Divine Core 


After working on the hara line and on intentionality 
with many people and seeing the big changes in their 
lives, with their life purpose opening up and fulfillment 
coming to them, I asked, “Who is it that is being 
fulfilled? Who is it that has this life purpose? Who is it 
that has all this intentionality?" After all, our inten- 
tionality isn't who we are. Clearly our personality isn’t 
who we are. It is only a signature expressing a bit of 
who we really are. Our physical body certainly isn't who 
we are. Then who are we? Where are we? From where 
does all this life stem? Who am I? 

I reasoned that there must be another deeper dimen- 
sion beneath the haric level, a dimension that is the 
foundation for the haric level: the dimension of the 
knower. Heyoan was quick to respond to my curiosity:

Beneath the haric dimension lies the dimension of 
your deeper core. The core is the eternal *I am 
what is, was, and ever will be.” Here is the origin 
of your creative force. Your core is the internal 
source of the divine. With HSP, it looks like a star, 
a core star. This light is a signature of the eternal 
essence of each person. It exists outside of time, 
space, physical incarnation, and even the concept 
of the soul. It seems to be the source of life itself. It 
is the unique individual God within each of us. It 
is the source from which all incarnation stems, 
and yet it remains in complete peace and serenity. 
Where the core light emerges, it brings health. 
Where it is blocked, dis-ease occurs. 
d 
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So I was off on another adventure looking for the 
core, finding it, and learning to experience and work 
with it. Working with the core star has been extremely 
rewarding. In all healings that I give now, I work with 
all three levels at once. So travel with me now, as we 
enter into the world of your essence, the most holy of 
holies within you. Pm sure you will enjoy it. 


'The Core Star: 
The Eternal Source of Your Essence 


Using HSP, I was able to locate the core star within the 
body. It is literally in the center of the body. I realize 
that the essence of the core is everywhere, but focusing 
on this central location in the body helps one contact it. 
The core star is located about one and one-half inches 
above the navel on the center line of the body. It looks 
like a brilliant light of many colors. (See Figure 18—1 in 
the color insert.) This light can expand infinitely. It has 
a very familiar feeling of unhindered self within it. It is 
the you that you have been throughout this life. It is 
the you that you were before this particular life. It is the 


you that will continte to be after this particular life. It - 


is the you that exists beyond time and space. This 
essence of self is different for every person. It is your 
unique essence. That is the individuated divine within 
you. 

What may be confusing about the core essence is that 
it also exists in the divine unitive principle, or God. 
That is, it is both the individuated God within us and 
the universal God at the same time. It is this paradox 
that sometimes is not casy for us to understand. How 
can I be me and God at the same time? God is so vast. 
God is beyond human understanding. How could I call 
myself God when I know that God is much more than 
me? The only way to answer that question is through 
the experience of the core star. Through bringing con- 
scious awareness to the core star, sensing it, and then 
discovering that this essence is the same as the self, we 
can resolve this human paradox. 

Once you can experience your core essence, you will 
be able to find it everywhere. You will find it every- 
where in your body. You will find it everywhere in your 
auric field. You will find it everywhere in your haric 
level. You will find it everywhere in your life. You will 
find it stretched out to the far reaches of the universe. 
You will find it everywhere you look for it. 

Your core essence expresses itself to certain degrees 
everywhere. The places in your intention, your life 
energy fields, in your physical body, and in your life 


where it is most fully expressed are the places where 
you are healthy and happy. The places where it is ex- 
pressed the least are the places where you are least 
happy, in discomfort, or have problems. It is as simple 
as that. Therefore, we have come around to the begin- 
ning of this book, where disease is described as a signal 
that we have in some specific way become disconnected 
from our core essence. We have disconnected from our 
inner divinity. We have forgotten who we are. Using 
HSP, we can “see” this as disconnection from the core. 


Disconnection from the Core 


. In the core star level, dysfunction is almost always 


related to people being disconnected from their core in 


' some way. It isn’t that there is something wrong in the 


core itself; it is that something is wrong in the connec- 
tion between the core and the other levels of their 
existence. In some way, the core essence is not being 
transmitted all the way through into the physical 
world. It could be caused by a dysfunction in the auric 
or haric level that does not allow the core essence 
through. Or the core star may be shrouded with dark 


„clouds of energy or even encased in a very dense, re- 
. silient substance. The pulsations and light from the 


core star are not allowed to emerge. 

People severely disconnected from their cores have 
no connection to their creativity. They do not experi- 
ence themselves as having an inner divinity. They can- 


. not experience themselves as a unique center of light in 


the universe. These people have forgotten who they are 
and have a great deal of trouble connecting to the 
higher self or even knowing that they have a higher 
power within them. 


Healing with the Core Essence 


It is clear, because of the importance of the core star 
level, that all healings should include some work to 
upwell the core essence into all the levels above it. Any 
parts of the haric level, the auric field,-and the physical 
body that have been worked on in any healing should 
be flooded with the core essence before closing a heal- 
ing. This is true because anywhere the physical body, 
the auric field, or the haric level has been distorted, the 
core essence is also prevented from coming forth in its 
full brilliance. 

To give a healing, first the healer uses FISP to ap- 
praise the condition of the physical, auric, haric, and 
core levels. The healer gives healing on each of the 
levels, beginning with either the aura or the hara, 
whichever is appropriate for the client. After this work 


is completed, the healer uncovers and then upwells the 
client's core star into each of the levels above it. The 
core essence is first upwelled into the haric level, then 
into the auric, and then into the physical body. The 
healer expands the client's core star so that the individ- 
ual essence of the client fills his or her intention on the 
haric level, personality in the auric field, and every cell 
in the physical body. Then the healer expands the core 
light from the body out as far as is comfortable for the 
client. It may be a few feet, or it may extend to the far 
reaches of the universe in this way. 

A good example of such a healing took place during 
a sophomore class around December 1989, when a 
student from the West Coast came in on crutches with 
her left leg in a brace. ГЇЇ call her Sarah. She said she had 
been in a snow-skiing accident and had badly torn the 
anterior cruciate ligament-in her left knee. A brief HSP 
appraisal showed me that she had torn ligaments inside 
the knee that needed to be repaired. I could also see 
that her hara had become misaligned and that the 
deeper issue was her relationship to her budding heal- 
ership. I asked her if I could use her knee as a teaching 
tool for the class and worked on her in front of the 
class. | 

I began the healing by interviewing all the students 
who had worked on her before I was able to and 
discussed what the results of each healing were. I then 
proceeded to repair more of the auric field, do a hara 
healing, and then to upwell the core essence into the 
cells of her body. As a result of her healings, she did not 
need surgery, and her leg healed very well. I inter- 
viewed her two years later, in December 1991, to fol- 
low up on the effect of the healings she received. Here 
are some excerpts from what Sarah told me: 


When it first happened, I was in Yosemite. I was way 
up on this mountain. It was the first ime I was on 
snow skis. I was in a class. We had been skiing all day 
and had slowly worked our way up higher and 
higher on the mountain. When I fell, I felt my knee 
pop out. My class kept going down the mountain. 
Then they stopped. I knew I shouldn't get up, but I 
didn’t want them to come up and get me, so I got up 
and slowly skied down the mountain. I turned in my 
rental skis hobbling and aching. 

I stayed in my cabin that night. It was the most 
miserable night of my life. I was really sick. The next 
morning I went to the hospital. Driving back down 
the mountain I was throwing up. I was green. They 
gave me something for the pain. They said, “This is 
very serious. You need to see an orthopedist right 
away." They immobilized my leg. 
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I went to see an orthopedist. My knee was swollen 
so badly that he couldn't do the fancy X-ray they can 
do. But from his poking and prodding and trying to 
get some range of motion out of it, he said it looked 
very serious. Everything pointed to the fact that I 
would probably need surgery in about ten days. He 
said, “This is serious.” He said that I would need to 
come back in five days, but I said I wanted to go back 
to the East Coast to healing class in two days. 

He looked at me and said, “You’re insane. You 
must really want to go. I’m not going to tell you not 
to go, but you are going to be pretty miserable being 
on planes. But Pll leave it up to you. Sounds nuts to 
me.” 

It turns out that the trip was fine. The airlines just 
gave me wheelchairs, and there were three seats in 
my row, so I was pretty comfortable. Of course, I 
was with Tony, a classmate, and she took care of my 
luggage. 

Tony worked on me once before I went east, right 
after I saw the orthopedist. And that's when I actu- 
ally saw, using HSP, that she connected two thread- 
like strands in my auric ficld. The cruciate is a cross. 
That's what cruciate means in Latin. It's a cross hinge 
on the inside of the knee. She connected two of the 
threads that were just kind of hanging out there. 
They looked, using HSP I learned in class, like 
white, snakish-looking threads. And she put those 
back in. That was actually pretty painful when she 
put that back together. I was really sweating when 
she got in there. 

Then I came back to class and I had three different 
classmates work on it. Somebody just ran level one 
energy into it, which I felt starved for. It was the first 
time I really understood what is meant by physical 
energy. Then Martin did a little bit of work on it. 
Each day someone worked on me, my knee got a 
little better. But I was still in a lot of pain, and there 
was no way I could put weight on it. 

Then you put me up onstage and used my knee as 
a teaching tool. You invited each person who had 
worked on me to come up and talk about what they 
had seen using HSP and what they did. And then 
you had me give feedback about how that was for 
me. Then I remember you started doing the hara 
work, because we hadn't known anything about 
that. You were standing at my feet and conversing 
with the class, and I remember the incredible sensa- 
tions that were moving up my legs. I was thinking, "I 
don't know what this is, but whoa, something is 
going on here!” 

A tremendous amount of sensation was running 
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up my legs and through my whole body, and I was 
really fecling very affected by that. And then you 
said, “Oh, yes. What Pm doing now is working with 
hara." I remember lying there on that table with such 
a powerful sensation going on in my body, and I 
kind of went out. You did a core star closing after 
you did the core star, which was new. We'd never 
seen that before, and I didn't really know what you 
were doing. 

I was out for a long time after you worked on me. I 
stayed on the stage probably for an hour or two just 
lying flat. And I remember getting up and being able 
to walk on my knee after that. I wasn't bearing full 
weight. I was just doing a little bit of a limp, and I 
had walked about halfway across the floor. And you 
said to me, *Don't do that yet! Get your crutches and 
give it a little bit of time to solidify.” 

After you worked on me, I felt very good. I didn't 
need my brace after that. But it wasn't just my 
knee—my whole body felt very good. I felt very 
solid in ways that I hadn't before. A pretty major 
shift happened for me from that time. A lot of things 
happened. I was always a skeptic about this work, 
and I had been questioning my plac@and the reality 
of this work. Then to have such a major injury that 
looked like I was going into surgery and to have the 
work be so effective and so incredibly helpful meant 
a lot for me. It really did heal my knee. It’s as if I had 
to let myself know from a real basic level, in spite of 
myself, what this work really could do. It felt like a 
whole shift happened for me in that I got very solid 
in my work. It helped me connect to this work. A lot 
got very clear and focused for me. 

When I went back to the orthopedist, he was 
surprised and amazed at my healed knee. He 
watched my knee for a couple of weeks. I really went 
back for him. I was swimming to strengthen the 
knee. I worked on my own knee on level one of the 
aura a lot, mostly charging level one of my knee. 

The deeper meaning? I had had a lot of left-side 
injuries. It was very connected to the woman side of 
me. I needed to be able to step out of the world and 
receive. I did a lot of work on my feminine principle. 
I had lots of dreams about my little girl inside. I 
needed to surrender and receive. It was about going 
home to that place inside, to that place of balance, 
that true place inside of me that I call true life. It was 
also about standing on my own and believing in 
myself and believing that I have something to offer. 
Shortly after it happened, my healership began to 
unfold. Doing this work is a way that I get to keep 
coming home, because to work with people, I have 


to go to that place. For me, the challenge is how can I 
do that for myself! 


Opening Corridors to Your Core 


Spend a few moments now bringing your conscious 
awareness to the physical location associated with the 
core star in the center of your body, about one and one- 
half inches above your navel. In a short time you will 
feel calm, relaxed, full of light, and powerful, and your 
sense of self will be enhanced. Opening HSP to the 
core star levelis a wonderful experience. First you may 
see your own core star, in all its unique brilliance. 
Then, if you look at a room full of people, what you see 
is a room full of stars—each one different, each brilliant 
and exquisite. It is as if the stars sing to each other 
through the space filled with core light that is known as 
the Almighty. (See Figure 18-2 in the color insert.) 

Ifyou give a few minutes a day (only five will have an 
effect) to focusing your attention on this central core of 
your being, your life will change. You will begin a 
conscious path of change in your life that will take you 
to places you have always wanted to be able to go but 
couldn't get to. You may experience great spiritual 
heights of wonderment. You will also release issues 
that you have avoided facing, sometimes for your 
whole life. They will come to the foreground of your 
life to be experienced and healed. You will begin to 
create the things you have always wanted but have not 
yet created in your life. 

Opening the internal corridor to our core will allow 
the love, truth, and courage within us to come forth. 
This is the essential process in healing. By opening this 
internal corridor, healing energy automatically upwells 
through all four dimensions of our creative energy and 
flows forth to be given in healing to the self or to 
another person. Healing energy automatically flows 
from anyone who opens his or her internal corridor 
between the outer personality and the core star. It is 
easy to feel this healing energy when you are in the 
presence of such a person. You feel calm, relaxed, safe, 
and full. 

You have already automatically made the connection 
from your personality to your core through your 
higher self. Most people are rather shy about the true 
nature of being in their higher self. It feels a bit like 
being unveiled. It is like being undefended. So spend 
some time getting to know your higher self. Which 
parts of you are already clear, pure, and loving? When 
you become more aware of what those parts are, you 


can allow them to express themselves more. You will 
become more used to expressing your love and caring 
for others without being so shy. 

Our core star is our divine source. Opening the 
internal corridor to our divine source also automat- 
ically connects us to the external divine source of love 
and energy all around us, to what I call universal divin- 
ity. It is by accepting the divine within us, which is the 
individualized, localized God within, that we are 
brought to know universal God. Another way to say it 
is, opening the internal corridor to God creates an 
external boulevard to God. Or in reverse, it is by sur- 
rendering to God, or to the divine above us, below us, 
and all around us, that we are brought to the divine 
within us, or the God within. One is not possible 
without the other. | 

Everything that we do originates from the core star, 
as does every positive intention. Pleasure is its motivat- 
ing force, and it creates only joy and fulfillment. 

Here is the creative path that our core essence takes as 
it expands into the world of manifestation. As our cre- 
ative force upwells from this core star, it brings great 
pleasure with it. As the core essence emerges into the 
hara dimension on its way to our physical world, it 
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upwells into the center of the three points along the hara 
line. If all three points are in alignment, we have aligned 
our inten£ with the best in us, and we have synchronized 
with divine intent. In other words, God’s will and our 
will are one. When we then allow the core essence to 
upwell into this divine intent, we also express our indi- 
vidual essence through our intent or our purpose. We 
express individual divine purpose. 

As the core essence upwells into the auric level, it 
upwells into the centers of the chakras and expands to 
permeate the whole auric field with the essence of who 


· we are. Then we express our divine essence with our 


personality. 

When the core essence upwells into the physical 
level, it upwells in the nucleus of each cell, in the DNA. 
It expands throughout the whole body until divine 
light shines so brilliantly that it literally shines through 
our skin, and we are radiant. Then we express our 
divine essence through our physical bodies. It is a beau- 
tiful sight to see. Our essence fills the room, and all who 
are present can experience and delight in it. 

Here is a meditation channeled from Heyoan to 
bring forth your essence through cach level of your 
being. 


CORE STAR MEDITATION 
Channeled from 
Heyoan 


Step One: Hara Alignment 

Bring your awareness to the tan tien, an inch and 
a half below your belly button on the midline of 
your body. Feel the power there. Feel the heat 
there. Feel how it is the same as the heat in the 
molten core of the earth. It is a harmonic of the 
sound the core of the earth makes. Stay focused 
there until it is very hot. 

Bring your awareness to an area in the upper 
chest, about two and one-half inches below the 
hollow in your throat. Here, on the haric level, 
the soul seat in the chest is like the diffuse light 
around a candle. The soul’s longing, the song of 
the soul, resides here. It is not the heart chakra. 
When you connect with it, sometimes it feels like 
a ball being blown up inside your chest. It has a 
very clear, spherical appearance. It carries the 
soul’s longing.  . 

Feel the laser line now that goes from the soul 
seat in your chest, down through the tan tien in 


your pelvis, and into the center of the earth. Feel 
the strength and silence in the room as our indi- 
vidual and our group purposes become syn- 
chronous. 

Bring your awareness to the point above your 
head. Straighten your spine. Don’t let your head 
hang. Imagine a fine thread through the very top 
of your head. If you don’t feel it, pick up a hair 
right at the very top of your head, pull up as if 
there were a string on which your head is hang- 
ing. With your mind’s eye, reach up to that very 
tiny opening, about a quarter of an inch in diame- 
ter, two and a half to three feet above your head. 
You will hear a very high-pitched sound if your 
auditory perception is open. When you are able 
to place that laser line through that hole, you will 
actually hear it as a pop. It kind of pops through. 
It’s not easy to find that high point. It’s like a 
little vortex. When you find it, it’s like going: 
through into a totally different reality, way above 
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you. If you pop through, you will find yourself 
within the godhead, or undifferentiated “is”- 
ness. In order to get that line through, you have 
to completely align your physical body. 

Feel that very tiny laser beam half the size of 
your little finger, going all the way through you 
from the godhead to the molten core of the earth. 
Feel the soul's song in your chest and the creative 
force in your tan tien. Fecl that at the same time 
you feel the line all the way down to the molten 
core of the earth. Feel that power. That's the 
alignment for your task. This is the bridge. This 
is you and the bridge between heaven and earth. 

Feel the synchronicity of the purpose now in 
the room. That same line going down right 
through the middle of the room is the hara line of 
the group. Feel the connection from your tan tien 
to the tan tien of the group—that's in the center 
of the room. ; 

Itis upon this level that your task and the task of 
the greater group of which you are a member 
synchronize. It is on this level that the task of this 
group will synchronize with the greater commu- 
nity around. That will then synchronize with that 
of the state, the country, the continent, and the 
earth. This is the way to connect to the power and 
truth of a system within a system within a greater 
system. It is the key to holographic universal 
alignment. There is no need to struggle or to 
worry that your task is difficult. It need not be. 
For when you align yourselves on these levels— 
the core star, the aura, the hara, and the physical 
body—then you are in synchronicity with the 
world around you as well as yourselves. 


Step Two: Light Emerging from the Core Star 
Move your awareness now to the core star, an inch 
and a half above your belly button. Here resides 
the essence of who you are beyond time, beyond 
space, beyond longing and desire. At this place 
you simply are. There is no need. There is no pain. 
You simply are creator. When you as creator move 
forth from the core star of your essence to create, 
you first bring creative energy into the level of the 
hara, your divine task. From the haric level, you 
bring energy to the auric level, creating your per- 
sonality, template for the physical. From the auric 
level you bring energy into the physical, to create 
life in form in the physical body. | 
The creative force moves from the one (core 
star) through trinity (represented by the point 
above your head, the point within your chest, and 


the point within your tan tien on the haric level) 
through the level of seven (the seven layers of the 
auric field) and into the multiplicity of form in 
the three-dimensional world. When you have 
completed one plan of creation, you will then 
move forth more of your essence into the trinity, 
through which shines your purpose. 

So allow your essence now to exude itself 
strongly and steadily from your core star, 
through your haric level and into your auric field. 
Allow that essence to flow through each layer of 
the field. Each layer of the field represents a state 
of being, a level of being in humanness. Bring the 
essence of your being through each of those levels 
of human being. Then bring it through to the 
physical, to crystallize in your body, through ev- 
ery cell of your body. It will create health, joy, 
and pleasure in your physical life and your life’s 
work. Your body, your personality, and your life 
are all expressions of your divine essence. — 

And so the one has become the trinity has be- 
come the seven, and as you open the seals of the 
seven, you will know God within the human be- 
ing. Look now within each cell of your body. You 
will find in the nucleus of each cell a configura- 
tion very similar to your core star—a point of 
light radiating forth the essence of your being 
within every cell of your physical body. Healing, 
then, is simply helping your self connect with the 
truth of your being. It is nothing more than that. 

Where there is pain or illness, anger or fear, 
where there is suspicion or greed, where there is 
forgetting, remember your core star. Allow the 
light within your core star to emerge. Remember 
the light within every cell of your body. Re- 
member your body. Bring the members of your 
body together within the light of your body, your 
altar in form. That light is the light of your core 
star, your essence, the God within. 

Your task did not. come from pain; it came from 
the desire to create. It came from the flow of love out 
of the center of your being, which in its creative 
movement out from the core became discon- 
nected and forgot who it is. It is only a matter of 
reconnecting with the memory of who you are. 
Your life task is to remember that original cre- 
ative urge and to complete your creation so that 
another will well up from the source within you. 

Let the essence of who you are that rests within 
your core star shine forth through all levels of 
your being. Allow that original creative urge 
there to lead you through your life. 


The Core Star and the 
Creative Pulse of Life 


Recently, in a lecture on creativity, Heyoan described 
the phases of the creative process in relationship толе 
four dimensions of our being. He said that the creative 
pulse arises out of our core and upwells through all the 
levels above into the material world, as you just experi- 
enced in the meditation. Heyoan said that the creative 
pulse then manifests fully in our lives as our life cre- 
ations. For example, we paint a painting, write a book, 
build a house, make a scientific discovery, or create an 
organization. When we are finished, we celebrate. We 
have great feelings of accomplishment and say we have 
done it! 

But Heyoan says it is here, at the apparent height of 
our creativity, that we must be careful about how we 
view our accomplishment. He says that our work of art 
or discovery is not the final product of our creative 
process. He reminds us that the purpose of life in the 
duality of the physical plane is to hold up a mirror to 
ourselves so that we might recognize our divine indi- 
viduality. Our final product of art or scientific discovery 
or organization is really our most highly polished mir- 
ror. It is the point of highest discernment that says, 
“Look, see yourself reflected here in this accomplish- 
ment.” It is really only the midpoint of the creative 
process. 

The creative process or pulse of life has four phases. 
First is the stillness of the empty void deep within the 
core star. This is a point of stasis. Then comes the 
expansion out of the core, as the essence of who you are 
expresses itself through the levels of intention (haric 
level), personality (auric level), and into the physical 
world. At the height of physical expression, when we 
look into our highly polished mirror, we go into the 
next phase. It is the stasis at the end of our expansion 
into individualism. Here we pause for self-observation. 
Then soon afterward, the creative pulse of life moves 
back inward from the physical world into the auric, 
down into the haric level, and then back into the core. 
Itis here, deep within the core, that we reach the fourth 
and final stage of the creative pulse of life. We again 
move into stasis deep in the core. : 

So what really is our final product of creation? Once 
we have had a good look in our highly polished mirror 
of self-discernment, we bring our creations back 
through the level of personality, through inten- 
tionality, and into the deeper self. As the creative force 
jumps back down through each dimension, each phase 
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brings our learning with it. That learning moves from 
the physical world, to the psycho-noetic world of 
feeling-thoughts, into the noetic world of pure ideas, 
down into the world of intentionality, and deep into 
our essence. Our final creation then 1s the distilled essence 
of our core. 

This creative process is continually occurring. We 
continually create more individual core essence. We are 
always somewhere on this creative wave in every part of 
our lives. I would guess we are probably on every part 
of the pulse all the time but in different areas of our life 
experience. | 

We are surrounded and interpenctrated by a pulsat- 
ing universal wave of creation. We are of it, we are it, it 
is us. It flows through us, and we flow through it. 
There is no end and no beginning. We create it as it 
creates us. There is no initiator. There is only the cre- 
ative wave of life that is constantly unfolding and en- 
folding. In its unfolding time is created. In its 
enfolding time is dissolved. It is what David Bohm, the 
renowned physicist, calls the “implicate order.” 

The creative wave begins with enfolded stasis, then it 
unfolds up and outward from the core star through the 
dimensions above into the physically manifest world 
and expands outward to the far reaches of the universe. 
The expansion slows, stops, and rests in stasis. It has 
woven the golden threads of new creation through all 
that there is, through all the manifest world. Here it 
communes with all that it has merged with. In this 
merger, love is created. Love remains. And then it 
begins the long journey of contraction. It enfolds upon 
itself. It returns through the four dimensions of our 
creative energies back into our core star, bringing all 
that it has learned and created back into the individual 
self. 

Most of us do not give enough time for the stasis 
part of our creative wave. There are two phases in the 


' stasis part of the creative wave: the part before expan- 


sion, when we are contracted and merged within our 


: deepest self, and the part after expansion, when we are 


expanded and merged with another. 

In the first, we need quiet time alone to integrate 
who we are with what we have created in the past. We 
need to be alone to meet ourselves, to be with ourselves 
without doing anything. This time of centering is a 
time of gathering power without doing anything. 

For the second type of stasis, we need time to be with 
others in quiet, nonverbal ways, so that we can experi- 
ence the wonder of the other. We can do this in many 
ways, such as by being in one-on-one dyads of silent 
interaction or in large group meditation, simply being 
together without having to do anything. 
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Most of us really like the expansive part of the cre- 
ative wave. We enjoy the tremendous amount of 
outward-going energy, and we feel great about our- 
selves. We enjoy going out into the world on an adven- 
ture to learn. We think it is exciting to go to 
workshops, to take classes, or to paint a picture. We 
feel high as we look into the creative mirror that reflects 
ourselves as we enter into the state of expanded stasis 
that follows an expansion. We want to stay there for- 
ever, and we resist a change from this state. 

We resist coming back down and inward. But it is 
important for us to remember that we need to give 
equal time and attention to the contraction phase of the 
creative pulse and the silent void of the phase of deep 
inner stasis that follows contraction. Many of us do not 
like contraction. Many of us get upset after a large 
expansive project and go into depression when it is 
finished. This is because many of us do not understand 
the natural contraction of the creative process, do not 
know how to honor and savor it to its fullest. 

The phase of the creative principle in which we are 
enfolding or.contracting back into the self is the one we 
resist the most because negative feelings about our- 
selves are usually evoked in this stage. Let me explain 
why. 

In the phase of expansion, a great deal of energy 
moves through our bodies and energy system. This 
powerful energy begins to bring light to our dark, 
stagnated energy blocks, which brings life and con- 
scious awareness back into them. As a result, they 
loosen and begin to move. Then we experience the 
energy-consciousness in them as part of the healing or 
enlightening process. To say it more simply, in the 
expansion phase we are high on our new knowledge 
and our new creations. But with this new knowledge 
we also see our faults more clearly. It's okay as long as 
we focus on the mirror of our new creations, but as we 
contract our focus turns inward. We see faults that we 
perhaps have not noticed before. The problem is that 
we begin to judge and reject ourselves for what we can 
now see and feel. These judgments increase our nega- 
tive feelings about ourselves, and we just don't want to 
feel them. 

Therefore, we do not want to be present on the wave 
as it retreats back into ourselves through the second 
level of our field, where our feclings about ourselves 
exist. So we resist the contraction. We try to stop the 
enfolding pulse of the wave, or we jump off it, and we 
interrupt the creative process. To do this, we discon- 
nect from what we have created. We either throw it 
away by devaluing it, or we give it away by saying that 


we did it for someone else. Eventually, we even begin 
to believe that we did the creation for someone else, 


not for ourselves. It is as if we believe it is wrong to. 


create something for our own pleasure, as if it wouldn't 
benefit others. This causes more pain. 

The reason why many of us avoid creating is because 
we do not know how to complete the creative process 
by bringing what we created back to ourselves to honor 
ourselves for what ме have accomplished. The process 
of honoring and acknowledging ourselves is the pro- 
cess of looking into the reflective mirror of manifesta- 
tion so that we can recognize the individual divine 
within us. It is a very important phase of the creative 
process. We need to learn how to experience a contrac- 
tion in a positive way. 

Heyoan says: 


сэ 


Contracting is ће coming in to the self, drawing 
yourself within to the wisdom that has been there 
forever. After an experience, such as a great suc- 
cess or even a healing, in about three days’ time, 
perhaps sooner, you will most automatically con- 
tract. This contraction need not be a negative 
experience. It is one where you go within the self 
to recognize the self and later to find the next 
land, the next inner horizon, the next secret sa- 
cred room within the self. It is from this inner 
place that you will find a new life. If you give 
yourself the time and the faith after cach of your 
expansions to move inside, to sit in silence with 
the self and to rerecognize who you are from a 
new level, then the expansion emerges most auto- 
matically. If you allow the natural flow of the 
contraction that brings you inward and. view it 
from the aspect of a positive experience, you will 
not need to create negative experiences in your 
outer life that force you to go within. 

Thus, by scheduling time for yourself after an 
expansion to go within, you will find an auto- 
matic positive flow inward. There you reach a 
point of silence; of sitting in the black velvet 
void within you that is teeming with undifferen- 
tiated life waiting to be born into manifestation. 
You will find this void deep within your core 
star. Out of that life comes a reemergence of the 
phoenix. It is the new self that manifests with an 
additional aspect of your core essence that has 
never been added to the self before.

We do not always allow the creative pulse to move 
through us unobstructively because we are afraid to 
experience it. It brings life experience and change. We 
are afraid of both. We block it because we still believe 
that life experience can be dangerous. We go into de- 
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fense and move out of the moment of the now. 


Recently Heyoan gave a lecture about our choice for 


defense and how that choice creates healing cycles in 
our lives. He titled it “Whom Do You Serve?” 


WHOM DO YOU SERVE?

Center yourselves, and run through the align- 
ment of your field: by connecting down into the 
earth, aligning with your life task or the hara line; 
by moving through each chakra and clearing it; 
by bringing your awareness up through all the 
levels of the field; and by walking yourself step by 
step into the core of your being. Ask yourself, 
“Whom do I serve? Why have I come to earth? 
Not only my short minute-to-minute purpose, 
but also my longer-term one.” 

From the perspective of the space/time contin- 
uum, you are creating in an apparently linear, 
moment-to-moment fashion. These creations fol- 
low the line of your intent. Each of your actions, 
each of your choices reflects whom you have cho- 
sen to serve. When you are present in the unfold- 
ing moment, you remain connected to your core 
energies and your core purpose. Thus your cre- 
ative energies flow forth from your core unob- 
structed. You create pleasure and joy in your life. 
You serve the divine within you, your core. 

When you are not present, as in defense, you 
are not directly connecting with the creative en- 
ergies that move forth from your core star. You 
are not directly serving your creative core. If you 
choose to “protect yourself” by going into de- 
fense, then you are serving the illusion that you 
need a defense. Your defense takes you out of the 
unfolding moment. It tries to freeze time to con- 
trol events to stop or prevent something from 
happening. The intent to stop the creative flow is 
called negative intent. It is the intent to forget. 

We do not say this to you in a reprimanding 
way. Part of your life task is to learn to let go of 
your defense and learn to stay centered within 
yourself. Once you do go into your defense and 
create from there, since you are always creating no 
matter where you are, you then create lessons for . 


yourself to learn. These lessons will, in time, au- 
tomatically take you back to the core of your 
being. Such lessons can be seen as healing cycles. 

; You exist іп a fail-safe system of healing or 
learning cycles. It is a system that you have de- 
vised. When you blame the system, you move 
another step away from your core purpose or 
divine intent. Another circle is created. The sec- 
ondary circle, of course, is another healing cycle. 
And in your creations, you create healing cycles 
that can be considered to be either of primary or 
secondary order. 

In your moment-to-moment, back-and-forth 
movement between positive clear intent and neg- 
ative intent, you create first joy and then more 
healing cycles, through which you will go in your 
healing process. One supports the other. The 
morc joy and pleasure in your life, the greater the 
foundation upon which you will rest as you go 
through cycles of learning and healing. The more 
learning you achieve, the more faith you have in 
your healing cycles. The more you accomplish in 
your life, the greater the pleasure and joy you can 


create. Thus your moment-to-moment process of 


creating your experience of life always brings you 
ultimately more to pleasure and joy! 

I am here today to tell you that your healing 
cycles need not be so painful. The natural process 
of creation includes the expansive, contracting, 
and static principles. Many of the problems that 
you have come from not understanding the cre- 
ative process and how to assist yourself as you go 
through it. The new cycles of lessons that lie 
before you will be easier if you stay with the truth 
of the self; that is, the truth of who you are in the 
moment, what you arc capable of doing in that 
moment, and what is right for you to do in that 
moment. i 
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Beneath your inability to stay with yourself in 
each moment lies a distrust. But you resist con- 
traction, assuming that it is going to be painful. 

Consider the possibility that a contraction is 
defined as going inside or enfolding to bring all 
of the treasures from the world that you have 
touched while you were in your expanded state to 
your inner self. In contraction, you bring those 
gifts down and place them on your inner altar for 
self-acknowledgment of what you have accom- 
plished. 

Contraction is sitting in those gifts, sitting in 
those learnings and bringing them to the inner 
child. It is laying them on the altar of the inner 
child that was wounded long ago and saying, 
*Here, look what I brought you from the outer 
world.” Just as an adult, a mother or father, 
brings gifts to a child, a contraction brings gifts 
to the inner child. One of the great traditions in 
this culture is that when parents go on a trip, they 
bring a gift home to the child. That gift is not 
only for their own physical child but for their 
inner child. Many times their child inside enjoys 
that gift as much as the physical child and indeed 
sometimes more, as you have undoubtedly expe- 
rienced. So bring these gifts to the inner self. 

If you are in a contractive phase because you 
have just had a powerful expansive life experience 
or deep learning, then allow yourself to be taught 
from the contraction. If you are experiencing 
pain, then allow that to be the teacher. Do not 
hide, do not force yourself into a defense that will 
cause you to hide. If you must do a job, then do it 
from that place. If you are a teacher, then teach 
from that place. If you hide, your work will not 
express your essence. It will not be full. By allow- 
ing yourself to be undefended while you work, 
you will move to a state of pleasure. 

Now what I am asking you to do is indeed very 
difficult. I am, in a sense, asking you not to do 
what you have always done to make yourself feel 
safe when you do not feel safe. I understand this 
and say it with full compassion. We are here for 
you, with you. We move with you at the bound- 
ary of your creative wave. And as you may have 
experienced during a healing session, when your 
healer is with you moment to moment at the 
boundary of your creative wave, the pain is not so 
great. It simply becomes a wave of life that is 
expressing itself. 

So when I ask, “Whom do you serve?” consider 
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that who you serve is the God or Goddess within 
you. That the source you are serving is the core 
star, the expression of the true individuality of 
God. And that if you question what to do next, or 
where to go or what to say, then move to the 
center of your being. If you encounter the inner 
wounded child, as you move to your core star, 
take it up into your arms and take it with you. 

Allow that core star to expand within. If that 
means that you need a few moments before you 
speak to answer a question or follow through 
with an activity, then take the time because that is 
how you can be in your truth no matter what is 
going on on the outer level [in the outer world]. 
Simply say, *I need time right now. I need to 
catch up with myself and find the edge of my 
wave. When I find it, then I can commune with 
you. But before so, I am not even in communion 
with myself. How can I commune with you?” 

When you are in the moment, being with your- 
self, with your wave, you are most perfect and 
most synchronized with the world. If you wonder 
why certain days flow effortlessly, it is because 
you are in synchronicity with your creative ex- 
panding, resting, contracting, resting creative 
wave. And of course, when you are with yourself, 
you are with the universe, with all that there is, 
with the divine that is manifest in the physical as 
well as the spiritual. That is your most natural 
form. Thatis who you are. That is who we are. For 
we are a part of you, as you are a part of us. 

As you descended into the plane of the earth 
that carries both joy and sorrow, you forgot these 
truths I have spoken. You split into duality, leav- 
ing your guide in the spirit world. We the guides 
can be considered to be that which you will be- 
come and that which you already are. Yet you are 
more. So if you hold your personal guide in high 
esteem, realize that he or she is you. The portion 
of you that is incarnated carries a bit more forget- 
ting than that which is manifested within the 
guide. That is the only difference between us. And 
we are always here to remind you and to bring you 
into synchronicity. That is the nature of what this 
work is about. It is a gift that you bring to the 
earth and the gift that we bring to you. 

So as you move through your healing process, 
walk with yourself. We walk next to you, close to 
you, within you. Move through the creative way 
that is you. You will be most delighted with what 
the creative force within you has for you. - 


Self-Healing by Being on 
the Pulse of the Creative Wave 


Healing and remaining healthy means becoming con- 
sciously aware of and staying on our creative wave. It 
means being present in the unfolding moment. It 
means being who we are in each moment of time. We 
can consciously follow the life pulse as it moves up 
through our four dimensions of creative energy. We

can be with it in each moment as it moves through our 
auric field, level by level. 

To bring this chapter to a close, I would like to share 
with you a meditation that Heyoan gave toward the 
end of the 1989—90 training program. It is a medita- 
tion to keep your conscious awareness firmly placed 
upon your creative wave as it moves through you. It 
brings you to the center of yourself, which is alive, 
creative, and free. In it, you become the pulse of life. 


THE UNFOLDING SELF 
Channeled from

Listen to the internal music that plays who you 
are. Feel the light welling up within you, within 
every cell of your body. Connect down into the 
ground and connect with your purpose in being 
here. What is the task that is set before you in this 
very moment? What have you come for, and what 
is there to learn in this very moment of your 
unfolding? Rather than thinking of what must be 
next, bring yourself to the unfolding moment 
within you and sit sweetly within every cell of 
your body—not who you wish to be, but who 
you are in this moment. 

As you move through your expansion, then 
stasis/communion, and then pull down into the 
self in contraction, ride the wave all the way in. 
You will find a layer of pain, but simply ride 
through it to the child. As you take the child in 
hand, go deeper to the core of your being, to your 
individuality, and move deep inside this core irito 
the great void within the self. Experience this 
great void, for it represents your potential. 
Within this void all of life is pulsing, vibrating, 

‚ full, yet unborn. Here is great peace. Sit in grace 
within this inner void. This void is not empty, 
although it may appear that way from the per- 
sonality level. The more one enters into this void 
within the self, the more life one finds. Simply 
surrender to the safety and to the grace of this 
inner center, letting go of all attachments. 

When there is movement out of scemingly 
nothing, simply ride the expansion of the pulse of 
life that comes outward, filling the space with 
manifest life, filling the space with understand- 
ing. As you go upward and outward, you will feel 


this life pulse moving through the levels of your 
auric field. There will be a level where the mind 
begins again. If you continue through, you will 
move onward and outward through all the levels 
of your field and all the personal experience 
within cach level. You are experiencing life mani- 
festing. You are experiencing the creative pro- 
cess. This expansion continues outward 
indefinitely. Allow your conscious awareness to 
ride this pulse as far out as it is able. Know that 
this pulse goes to the far reaches of the universe. 
It is.only your images that limit you. Bring your 
conscious awareness to this process. As you ex- 
pand, reach in a 360-degree sphere outward as 
far as you will go. Expand, reaching through the 
infinite universe. There, there will be commu- 
nion with all that is outside or apparently out- 
side. This is where fusion takes place. Sit in it. 
Then once again, as your creative wave enfolds, 
simply follow it back in. 

This expansion and contraction takes place ev- 
ery moment. It is a multifold expansion/stasis 
and contraction/stasis pulse. There are fast pulses 
and slow pulses. There are pulses of which you 
will never be able to be aware with the conscious 
mind, for they are inconceivable. 

And so as you travel inward again, once again 
you will move through the levels of the field. As 
what you have learned is brought back through 
all the levels of your field and thus your per- 
sonality, the new gifts bring light into your indi- 
viduality. As that light comes in through your 
field, those portions of your being that are stag- 
nated within your negative image are enlight- 
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ened. When the light first touches the forgetting, 
many times you experience pain. For it evokes 
memories. It evokes energy and consciousness 
that have not been clear. In the beginning of the 
process, as you go in through the emotional levels 
of the field, you will feel your emotional pain. Do 
not stop the movement. Continue to bring the 
light in and lace it through all of these disap- 
pointments; through the fears, through the sad- 
ness, through the grief, through the mourning 
that you have experienced in your life. 

If you continue on the inward pulse down, 
bringing light and the understanding that you 
are one with all that there is, you become one 
with the pain. You are one with the individuals 
that are involved in this pain. And thus, in the 
fusion of the duality that apparently exists be- 
tween you and those involved in a painful inci- 
dent in your life, love is born. For what is 
touched with light will create love. For commu- 
nion creates love. As you go deeper through the 
pain and the fear, the very process of this commu- 
nion creates love. It is brought down into the 
inner child and placed at the feet of the child, and 
that love touches the original wound of the child 
and it is healed. It continues down into the core 
star, the essence of who you are. Once again you 
sit in the void, having brought more light to the 
inner light. Simply sit in the mother in grace. 
With this grace, you are in communion with the 
great mother, and again love is born. 


Later the movement outward begins. The child 
having been nourished to fullness now moves 
away as its inner cup runneth over. Having been 
born out of love, it moves into its own, feels its 
individual self and its body. It likes and loves 
what it feels. It has more love for itself. It under- 
stands itself and thus has its value. Being valu- 
able, it feels its love for others and continues 
outward. This love for others evokes their love. 
The child receives the love and validation back 
from others. Loving validation brings courage as 
the child’s conscious awareness expands through 
divine will. It feels its wholeness and its divinity 
and enters into spiritual ecstasy. Entering spiri- 
tual ecstasy, the child is brought through to per- 
ceive the perfect pattern and the knowledge of 
the divine mind. It moves outward through the 
far reaches of the universe, out to that which has 
been called the father, once again approaching 
fusion. Your inner self moves through the mani- 
fest universe, creating more life as you go, bring- 
ing the gifts that the individual self has 
manifested to the universe. 

This is the creative process. It dissolves dual- 
ism. Thus, you create your world around you: 
through the expansion, stasis, and communion 
with the universe around you; and the contrac- 
tion, stasis, and communion with your interior 
individuality. It is you— 

The Unfolding Self. 


CON CLUSION 


We have spoken much of creating your own reality and 
its connection with your health and well-being in this 
book. We have explained how creative energy origi- 
nates in our creative core and that the impulse to create 
originates in pleasure. We have discussed the route that 
creative waves of energies take as they emerge from our 
core on their way into the physical world. We have 
shown that when this creative energy emerges into the 
physical world in a pure, unobstructed way, it creates 
health, happiness, joy, and fulfillment in our lives. 
When it is interrupted, blocked, or distorted, the result 
is negative experience and illness. Illness is a result of 
blocking the creative force. Illness is blocked creativity. 

Each negative experience is a life lesson designed to 
bring us into our truth. Each negative life experience 
can be seen as a healing cycle that takes us into deep 
levels of the self that we have forgotten for a long time. 

Creative energy from the core automatically wells up 
directly and creates more-pleasure in our lives, or it is 
diverted and creates a healing cycle. It is one or the 
other: Either we are fully expressing our core essence in 
joy and pleasure, or we are in a healing cycle that brings 
about more conscious awareness of ourselves, which 
eventually, in a roundabout way, also allows more ex- 
pression of our core essence, which then creates more 


joy and pleasure in our lives. This is the new paradigm 
for the nineties. 

On the spiritual level, our choice in the moment is 
the choice between love and fear. And we make it each 
moment ofour lives, whether or not we are consciously 
aware of it. It is the choice between being undefended 
or defended, of being connected and individual or dis- 
connected and separate. The choice for love is to let our 
core essence shine forth. If we can't make that choice in 
the moment, then the next choice for love is to accept 
our human condition as it is and to work through 
another healing cycle or life lesson and gain more self- 
awareness. 

There are no judgments on which we choose. A 
healing cycle or life lesson is an honorable choice. Our 
choice to be in the physical world is a choice to go 
through healing cycles. It takes courage to be here. We 
are honorable and brave to choose to be here. Heyoan 
says that the only reason we are here is that every 
moment we make the choice to be here. No outer god 
is making us be here, no old karma is forcing us to be 
here. We have chosen this human condition. Part of the 
human condition is that we are unable in our state of 
evolution to always choose to express our core essence. 
We don't know how to do so yet. We haven't yet 
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learned eternal love, but we are sure working at it and Thus allowing the light to emerge from the source of 
doing pretty well. We have decided the trip is worth it, the core star is the healing process. The more you let 
so we are here. We all have hope for and desire self- your true essence shine through every cell of your be- 
improvement. We arc all here to learn who we are, ing, through every cell of your body, the healthier and 
both on the most microscopic as well as the macro- happier you will be.

Healing Session 
with Richard W. 


To illustrate what a healing is like, I have chosen a 
healing session I gavé to a physician whom I shall call 
Richard W. I usually have patients fill in an intake form 
and do an intake interview. Since Richard was curious 
about my work, he didn't give me any intake informa- 
tion at all. It was sort of a test on his part to see if HSP 
and healing arc informative and helpful. He was satis- 
fied by the healing and gave the transcript to his own 
physician, George Sarant, M.D. Dr. Sarant has written 
a letter comparing medical test reports and medical 
diagnoses to the information read with HSP during 
the healing session. His letter follows this transcript. 


Transcript of Healing Session 
with Patient Richard W. 


(Richard W. and Barbara are seated in chairs facing each 
other about six feet apart.) 

ВААВАКА: You need a lot more strengthening in 
your lower half, in the first chakra and in the pelvic 
area. And the sugar metabolism is off a little; the thy- 
roid is underfunctioning and probably could use some 
cleansing in the liver. Something’s going on in terms of 
your assimilation of nutrients in the small intestine. It’s 
not as efficient as it ought to be. Do oe have trouble 
with constipation? 


RICHARD W.: No. 

BARBARA: Your coccyx needs to be a little more 
flexible. You know, the occiput and the coccyx move 
when you breathe. That’s partly why there’s a little less 
strength in your lower half than there could be. Pm 
sure you've dealt with it in terms of your character 
structure too. [Character structure is a term from bio- 
energetic therapy that relates the body’s physical struc- 
ture to the person's psychological makeup.] But the 
weakness is caused partly by the coccyx—it’s not flex- 
ible enough. РЇЇ work on that. The fifth chakra and the 
first chakra would be the ones affected primarily by the 
characterology of masochism. I want to work primarily 
on [the problem in] the third chakra, which I realize is a 
result of your childhood experience. In terms of psy- 
chodynamics, it is related to how you connect to peo- 
ple. There are some old issues in the third chakra 
relating to your mother and father that make this area 
the weakest area of your body. 

Now, I think it wouldn’t be hard for you to learn to 
see into the body. Your third eye is pretty open— 
you've got a lot of energy there. Have you tried? Did 
you see anything? 

RicHARD W.: Just a faint outline. That's all. And 
sometimes I see things, and I'm not sure if it’s real or 
not. 

BARBARA: What you do with that issue of whether 
you saw itin a textbook or whether it's in the body is to 
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look for anomalies that wouldn't show in the textbook. 
You've probably done autopsies. You have to separate 
that out too. But what you'll do when you keep look- 
ing in the body is that eventually you are going to find 
things that you didn't see before, and that's going to 
help you. 

I don't know if this is normal or not, but the right 
side of your thyroid is a little smaller than the left. Do 
you mind removing your tie? It's a little hard to look. 
I'm looking to see if there's any physiological stuff 
going on in your heart. 

So what are you doing about stress? Do you work 
long hours? 

RicHARD W.: Nothing per se. Do you sce anything 
physiological? 

BARBARA: I don’t right now. РЇЇ go in deeper. ... I 
do see you've been under stress. (Pause; examining 
heart with HSP; still sitting six feet away facing him.) 
When I look at the heart, the problem is actually on 
that side, in the back. (Referring to the lower right back 
wall of the heart.) That part on the back looks a little . . . 
the muscles look like they're harder. ГЇЇ find better 
words later. (At this point holding back information, not 
wanting to disturb him.) 

(Richard W. gets on the table, and Barbara starts to 
work. Some time passes.) 

BARBARA: Pl talk a little about what I'm doing right 
now. This is stuff that’s not in my book. I’m going to 
work on something that I found that's deeper than the 
auric field. It's called the haric level. Martial arts people 
use it. You know about it. I’m going to go in and 
strengthen the point called the tan tien. 

Just for your information, the reason I asked you 
about the constipation is, I think there's something 
going on with the fluid balance in your body. 

So from the psychic point of view, when I do a hara 
healing, what happens is the whole lower half [of the 
body] starts letting go, in a sense kind of melting and 
reforming itself. So the sacroiliac joint on the right is 
out of alignment, and I'm working on it. The forward 
aspect of that joint is jammed together. . . . 

(Time passes.) 

What Im doing now is, there is an acupuncture line, 
a meridian up here, that gocs all the way right up into 
there, and I'm trying to energize іс... . And I'm work- 
ing into the ligaments, right in this area. Now the 
second chakra is beginning to get charged. 

Tve restructured the first chakra on the gold level of 
the field, which is the auric seventh layer. The first 
chakra goes right up to the coccyx and sits in the 
coccyx-sacral joint. There was a lack of energy there; 


that continues up toward the right side of the sacroiliac 
joint, and that continues all the way up the body. 

(Time passes.) 

Where I am right now, from my perspective, is the 
gall bladder. ... And now I'm moving into the third 
chakra arca. Actually, the liver doesn't look bad; it 
looks a lot cleaner than I thought. There's one area 
back underneath here, the inside of the back of the liver 
is stagnated. ... 

What I am actually doing right now is trying to make 
the gall bladder dump some of the stuff that it's carry- 
ing. On the auric level, it's let go. But that doesn't 


necessarily mean on the physical level that it’s let go. 


What I’m hearing is that it will respond overnight. I 
don’t normally give a running explanation, but I'm 
going to do that since you are a physician. 

Pm on the third chakra, working оп the fourth level 
of the aura. 

Do you have a brother? Somebody you were real 
close to when you were about twelve? Did he die or 
something happen? Fell out ofa tree? Some sort of loss 
is involved. This is where it's left, or stuck, in your 
body. Sure feels like a brother. So the way that brother 
trauma is in your third chakra is in thc form of a vortex 
here, that is kind of strung out and hung down. This is 
interesting. I've seen this auric configuration a couple 
of times, and it's always associated with overweight. 
(Richard W. is overweight.) But just now, when I first 
saw it connected with this friend or brother, that’s new. 
Psychologically that's connected to Father. (Refers to 
the right side of the solar plexus chakra.) Then there's all 
this stuff with your mother here (left side of the solar 
plexus chakra). From what I can see, the relationship 
with your father was a lot healthier than the one with 
your mother. There is more left here [in the auric field] 
to deal with. 

So what I am doing here is kind of lightly bringing 
this whole area back together. The third chakra has 
been torn in this area, near the pancreas area. 

RICHARD W.: Is that the mother stuff? 

BARBARA: Yes. I'm just beginning to move into this 
area [with healing energy] to knit it back together. If I 
work on it longer, I'll go deeper and deeper. I’m just 
kind of bringing it back, just the beginning of the 
knitting on the first level of the auric field. You might 
feel that it's kind of knitting through the whole thing. 
Just strengthening the whole area. 

(Time passes. Barbara is toning healing sounds into the 
solar plexus pancreas area.) 

Now it’s affecting the second layer more, a lighten- 
ing, actually kind of like a sweetening. 


(Barbara completes bealing in silence and leaves. Rich- 
ard W. rests about fifteen to twenty minutes. Then Bar- 
bara returns to discuss healing. Usually, healings are not so 
thoroughly discussed afterward. It is important for the pa- 
tient to rest. In this case, since Richard W. is a physician, a 
longer, more detailed discussion takes place.) 

BARBARA: Okay, with the restructuring of the third 
chakra and the reactivation of those energies of the 
system, you will feel relief in the area of the heart 
chakra. The heart chakra was trying to do the work of 
two chakras. 

RicHARD W.: Do you see anything around my heart 
chakra? p 

BARBARA: Yes, there are a few things that I haven’t 
said. The weakness in the pancreas was affecting the left 
kidney. All of the organs have deep pulses that are all 
synchronized in health. [In dis-ease they are not syn- 
chronized.] Last month, a student and I were working 
on someone who had a liver transplant; we had to 
repulse all the organs back together. Because of your 
pancreas being off, it had to be repulsed with the liver, 
then with the kidney. It was almost as if energetically 
the kidney were stuck, pulled up and stuck, obviously 
not physically, onto the pancreas. And when I was 
working in there, I pulled it back. 

There is stagnation in the heart. It was as if this side 
[left] of the heart had more energy than this side, but 
the primary cause isn't the heart. It's the weakness in 
the lower chakras so you overcompensate with the 
heart. And I kept hearing Heyoan saying, “When you 
connect with your patients, you need to begin focusing 
on the hara and the lower chakras." The reason there's a 
weakness and clogging that was deep in the heart was 
because this chakra [third chakra] is torn open. It was 
overcompensating by running energy through here. 
Remember that acupuncture line I said runs up 
through here? 

Now there was less energy in the heart on the right 
side than on the left. So I moved it [the energy] over. 
So it wouldn’t surprise me if you felt stagnation here. 
The other thing is, if you're worried about any ar- 
rhythmia, the cause is from the third chakra area rather 
than all the traditional things. I know that’s not tradi- 


tional. But of course I can watch all that stuff too,- 


cholesterol and fats and all that kind of stuff. So there 
are some of those. 

But the heart itself, when supported by the lower 
organs and the metabolism in the body and the lower 
chakras, will be fine. So my recommendation of what 
you need to do is to really strengthen in here [in your 
lower half]. Now this [chakras three and four] is all 
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restructured, so you will feel different there. And I’ve 
put a lot of power into the hara, tan tien, and I worked 
on the coccyx. So [stay] down in your legs, and when 
you are in the hospital [working], really feel the hara 
and connect herc. Instead of just connecting here [the 
heart and solar plexus areas] with the patients, make 
the hara strong. It is okay to use these chakras [the 
heart and solar plexus], but put a cap over these 
chakras, the third chakra and the fourth. Just imagine a 
little cap protecting you. And that's about it. 

Do you have any other questions you want to ask 
me? 

RiCHARD W.: So my structure—TI'm top heavy? 

BARBARA: Characterologically? Yes, masochistic 
psychopathy. 

RicHARD W.: And it's not flowing? There's upward 
displacement and energy trapped in the torso? 

BARBARA: Yes. 

RicHARD W.: Physically, I had a heart attack two 
years ago. What did you mean when you said the heart 
was doing the work of two? 

BARBARA: Both chakras. The heart chakra was also 
doing the work of the third chakra. Remember I said 
those muscles [on the back of the heart] were—it was 
almost as if the word were old. I didn't want to say it 
because it was a pretty negative statement. But it was 
almost as if those muscles—you know how when peo- 
ple get old, they lose the connective tissue in the mus- 
cles, like it’s stringy and hard? That's what the muscles 
on the lower right chamber of the heart look like on the 
back, like cardboard. I don't know if that correlates 
with anything. 

RICHARD W.: Scar tissue. 

BARBARA: That's what it is. 

RicHARD W.: Because [the cardiologist told me 
that] the interior wall of my heart doesn’t move well. 
It’s hard. Scar tissue, dead heart muscle. 

BARBARA: Just on that side or the whole heart? Be- 
cause the top part looks a lot better. 

RICHARD W.: The bottom part, the interior wall of 
the right atrium is stiff because . . . 

BARBARA: I’m seeing it on the back on the right. 

RICHARD W.: (Points to the rear of the heart, correlat- 
ing to the area Barbara was viewing.) That’s the scar 
tissue, so it doesn’t contract vigorously. But [you say] 
the problem then is really lower. 

BARBARA: The cause is, [it’s] the weakness in here 
[solar plexus], the problem with the sugar metabolism, 
this whole chakra being torn out, and then you’re not 
going down to really rest in your power which is down 
here [tan tien]. So something like tai chi would be 
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really good for you because that would redistribute the 
power. What's not good for you is connecting to your 
patients too much through the heart. That's not good 
because it's already overworked because of the weak- 
ness [below], the way I see it. 

So two years ago you had a heart attack? 

RICHARD W.: I had surgery. 

BARBARA: You had surgery? I missed that. Did you 
have a bypass? Well, you know what I saw? It was 
funny—it was almost as if your whole aorta were 
pushed over this way [to the right] too far, and I 
pushed it back. [On the energy level.] All the energy 
along the aorta, I pushed back to the left. I guess they 
moved it during surgery. 

RICHARD W.: They probably did. 

ВАЋВАЋА: That's why there's such a difference in the 
right and left side here [in the heart area]. 


Many times surgery will move the organs out of their 
places held in the field structure. If the organs are not 
properly placed within this matrix-structure, they will 
not receive the life energy they need to function prop- 
erly. This causes later dysfunction of the organs, since 
the energy bodies serve as an energetic matrix-structure 
in which the cells and organs are nourished and grow. 
So whenever anyone has had surgery, it is necessary to 
reset the physical organs into their energetic organs 
and realign the energy bodies with the physical body. 
That is what I did with this patient’s aorta. 

Unfortunately, at the time I gave the healing to 
Richard W., I was just closing my practice in order to 
have time for teaching and writing, and I did not see 
him again. It would be interesting to know how he 
would have progressed if the healings had continued. 

I asked Dr. Sarant to write a letter giving medical 
information about Richard W. that could be compared 
with the reading. Here it is. 


Letter from George Sarant, M.D., 
Commenting on Richard W.’s 
Healing Session 


In the past, the relationship between healers and physi- 
cians has not been particularly fruitful or productive, 
and the history of the relationship between organized 
medicine and unorthodox healing systems has been 
even worse. I recall, as a medical student, the derisive 
and belittling remarks made by teachers and classmates 
about healers and other health systems. I think, how- 


ever, that traditional attitudes are beginning to soften. 
Weare finding physicians who refer patients to alterna- 
tive health workers and healers, and some physicians 
who become healers themselves. In this context, cer- 
tainly the names of Norm Shealy, M.D., Bernie Siegel, 
M.D., and Brugh Joy, M.D. (among many others) 
come to mind. 5 

Isent my patient Richard W. to see Barbara Brennan 
for several reasons. Richard W., himself a physician, has 
a great interest, as I do, in healers and healing that are 
unorthodox. Richard W.’s history is that, at the age of 
thirty-seven, he suffered from a huge inferior wall myo- 
cardial infarction [that is, a heart attack] and underwent 
coronary artery bypass surgery. He also infarcted and 
had considerable damage to his right atrium [the signifi- 
cance of which shows in the reading above]. Richard 
W.’s father had, himself, died at the age of thirty-eight, 
and at the time of Richard W.’s disease, he certainly 
suffered from a feeling of hopelessness, as if there were 
no way out of the emotional and situational morass in 
which he felt himself. He was interested in getting dif- 
ferent perspectives on his disease. 

We decided that the best tack in going to see Barbara 
would be to tell her nothing a priori and see what she’ 
came up with. Her reading was truly incredible and 
rather awesome. While she didn’t come out and say, 
“Aha! I see you’ve had a heart attack,” her reading 
revealed a valuable and rather incredible description of 
a myocardium that had been damaged by ischemia; 
that is, she described a heart that had suffered from a 
coronary attack. She describes a stagnation in the heart 
... and a weakness and clogging that was deep in [the] 
heart. . . . Very interesting is her comment that . . . [the 
left] side of the heart had more energy than this [the 
right] side. . . . For in fact, Richard W. suffered muscle 
damage to both left and right ventricles but also to the 
right atrium. The right atrium was the most damaged, 
and it is probably this that Barbara saw (“stringy and 
hard . . . the muscles on the lower right chamber of the 
heart"). Anatomically, if you look at the posterior of 
the heart, it is mostly made up of right atrium and 
ventricle. If you could see through someone's back and 
look at the heart, you would be looking at mostly right 
atrium and ventricle; and this stringy and hard part of 
Richard W.’s heart was his (damaged) right atrium and 
ventricle. It is impossible for Barbara to have known 
this except via her ability to see inside the body. 

Other aspects of the reading are no less impressive: 
Barbara states emphatically that his *sugar metabolism 
is off a little," which, interestingly enough, did not 
become a clinical problem until almost two years after 


the reading. Richard W. does now, in fact, have type II 
diabetes mellitus. It is interesting to speculate that this 
delay in apparent clinical disease was perhaps second- 
ary to some manipulations in his energy field. Unbe- 
knownst to Richard W. at the time, he in fact does also 
have some biochemical evidence of slight hepatic dys- 
function. His liver function tests are slightly to moder- 
ately elevated, confirming Barbara’s statement (“could 
use some cleansing in the liver”). Her comments about 
the thyroid gland being underfunctioning could not be 
substantiated; his thyroid function tests have remained 
biochemically normal. 

Other parts of the reading were functionally correct 
while formally incorrect. It is interesting to compare 
some of Barbara's reading with dreams, or with people 
who telepathically receive information. They are some- 
times almost right. That is, while the overall validity of 
the reporting is undoubtedly correct, there are in- 
stances of slight exceptions. 

Thus, it wasn't Richard W.’s brother who died when 
Richard W. was twelve; it was his father who died 
when Richard W. was nine. But Richard W. admits 
that his relationship with his father was like two 
brothers. It seems to me that some more work and 
research needs to be done on specific parts of some 
readings. While Barbara was completely correct in see- 
ing and describing the anatomical and physiological 
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abnormalities in Richard W.’s right atrium and ventri- 
de, she made no specific comments about his left ven- 
tricle. Could this be because the left ventricle is tucked 
more laterally in the chest and thus one doesn't have as 
ready access to it? Some questions to ponder. 

Bioenergetically, Richard W. certainly has a tight 
and spastic diaphragm—that is, he has a rather severe 
diaphragmatic block that Barbara certainly picked up 
on and expounded on at some length. It is interesting 
that she notes a heart stagnation, which she attributes 
to this block. 

I believe physicians can best utilize the services of 
healers by keeping ап open mind and remembering 
that physicians certainly aren’t the holders of the first 
nor last word on illness and disease. We need to show 
some humility and to keep an open mind. 

Richard W. had some interesting comments on the 
reading: He found himself incredibly and deeply 
moved by the experience, yet he could not consciously 
determine why or what it was about the reading that 
was so moving. And he told me that several hours after 
the reading, he became extremely tired and had to take 
an hour or so nap. He compared it to the fatigue he 
experienced after acupuncture treatment. 

I certainly hope that there will be many more joint 
consultations between physicians and healers. Each can 
benefit greatly from such joint ventures.
